We have the members from the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers here today. Vic Fiore, the 
Assistant Business Manager, Rich Luczko, 
Dan Gearhart and Jim Britsch, are with us 
today. I am going to ask Jeff Davis, the 
spokesperson for this group, to come up 
and explain what is going on. 


I am somewhat embarrassed to 
only be bringing it to the floor and to this 
Council only today when some of the 
smaller ‘municipalities that this facility 
serves have been out on the front line. The 
Mayor of Dormont, Mayor Lloyd, and the 
Mayor of Castle Shannon, Mayor 
O’Malley, have already been out and have 
already shown their discontent in the 
probability of this facility being closed. 


1 think that for the most part Jeff 
will tell us how this important facility 
plays such an important role in providing 
the South Hills area, not only with service 
and getting our service back on line. This 
weekend we had what I consider a disaster 
in the Overbrook area and again this 
facility played an important role in making 
sure that people had electricity and they 
were safe. 


So, I am going to let Jeff speak to 
you a bit here about what is exactly going 
on in the Banksville facility. Jeff. 


Mr. Davis: 


Thank you, Joe. I will just take a 
minute. What this is all about, the five of 
us here represent employees at Duquesne 
Light Company. We are all with the 
Intemational Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers. 

On May 25th, Duquesne Light 
Company announced to us that they were 





eliminating 77 good paying jobs in their 
Customer Service Divisions throughout 
their service territory, not just at 
Banksville Road. They also announced to 
us that they intended to close the 
Banksville facility, a facility where the 
line workers go out and restore power and 
provide services and installation of power 
to new facilities and so on. This has 
served the area for over 40 years and 
provided we feel quality service with our 
people. 


Now, through the elimination of 
this, which serves the South Side of 
Pittsburgh and the South Hills, Duquesne 
Light has already eliminated over 400 
good paying union and non-union jobs just 
in the last two years alone, now they are 
going to eliminate 77 more here. 

In this closing of this facility the 
company intends to service this area for 
primarily from Aliquippa and McKeesport 
facilities. So, besides the fact that, as Joe 
has mentioned, that people have already 
seen with recent storms the fact that they 
have to wait much longer when they have 
power outages due to the storms that we 
get in this time of year, they now will have 
to also wait for people and even less 
people in total to travel from further 
locations to come in to restore power for 
them. 


Duquesne Light has done this they 
tell us because they have to prepare for 
competition in the electric utility industry. 
So far as of this date Duquesne Light has 
not Jost one customer due to any 
competition in the industry. 


I would like to thank City Council 
for their support, we certainly appreciate 
it, and thank you all.

There is a major 
factory closing nearby, he took office three 
weeks ago, and the first charge was, don’t 
leave town because some of the jobs are at 
stake. So, you allow for the means for 
when you are a public official, elected, 
you don’t leave your post when especially 
jobs are at stake. So, he could not be with 
us. 


But, he sent us an Ambassador, the 
Attomey Vincenzo DeiRiccio, who resides 
in Toronto but also lives in Italy. He has 
been with the Italian Trade Commission 
Office in Toronto for 12 years promoting 
economic and commerce relationships 
between two countries and was also in 
charge of opening up a Center for Culture

in Italy, the Center for American Arts, that 
is first Americans, he will tell you a little 
bit about it, and we tried to do the same 
thing here in Pittsburgh, that is, let the 
Italians know about first Americans who 
enriched first this land in a sense of 
America. Those who came later certainly 
enriched it but they were first. The 
Aborigines are the first Americans.

The Chair: 

Welcome. 
Mr. DelRiccio: 


Thank you. Thank you very much. 
I am bringing to you the greetings of the 
Governor of the region of Molise and 
Safinim and all the people in Molise, to 
you and to all the City of Pittsburgh and in 
a special way, to the people originating 
from the region of Molise, I understand 
Dan Onorato here is one of them. So, 
thank you very much. 


And, we have this exhibition at the 
Wintergarden and I invite you to see a 
little bit of our history that goes back to 
700,000 years ago. In our region of 
Molise has been discovered one of the 
ancient remains of the humans available 
on art, going back, as I say, to 730,000 
years ago, and this was led by Professor 
Alan McPherton, here at the Department 
of Anthropology at the University of 
Pittsburgh. So, there are special links 
between Pittsburgh and Molise. So, I 
invite you to visit this exhibit and to see a 
little bit of our history. 


And, also, as Mr. D’Andrea was 
explaining, we want to build in Molise -- 
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we are already building ~ a Center for 
Aboriginal North American Arts. We 
have already a large collection of 
Canadian Aboriginal pieces, and we want 
to start it with United States Aboriginal 
Arts, and I hope this will be done soon.

Regarding Unfinished Business or 
Reports of Special Committees, are there 
any matters to be brought before the body? 


I-want to just quickly, if you will 
permit me, 1 was not here last week, I was 
out of town, but I did want to just thank a 
few people, I will try to do it very quickly 
prior to the end of the discussion under 
Motions and Resolutions, and that is in 
regards to the whole “Project Safe 
Summer” and the Helmet initiative. 


First of all, 1 want to thank the 
Mayor and his staff and certainly primarily 
all of my colleagues here today, who voted 
in sustaining this effort with some up-front 
money to really get the whole project off 
the ground, and without that sense of 
commitment and sense of urgency, I 
would not have been able to succeed and 
move this project ahead. 


Organizationally the project really 
could not have helped and without Craig 
Straw from my office, in particular, as 
well as Gerri Hunter and Paul Girdany, 
probably the three of them responded in 
the last ten days to over 3000 phone calls 
into our office, both prior and following 
Saturday, June 17th’s helmet distribution 
day, and { want to thank them from the 
bottom of my heart because they worked 
very hard and they were very diligent 
about the initiative. 


We have raised — right now the 
total bill for the helmets is $66,780.00, 
that is roughly 11,000 helmets that we 
purchased. 


1 do want to thank publicly — we 
will have a formal session. I have asked 
the Mayor to come into Chambers after the 





holiday summer session when some of 
these folks can be brought in. 





But, I do want to thank the Heinz 
Family Foundation for a $10,000.00 grant 
to help us with the purchase of the 
helmets. I want to thank Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield for a $5,000.00 grant. I want to 
thank Aema Health Plan for a $5,000.00 
grant. I want to thank Three Rivers Coin, 
Mr. Bill Curtin, for a $5,000.00 grant, 
Edward J. DeBartolo, Ir., for a $5,000.00 
grant. HealthAmerica, which I am a 
member of, I would like to thank them for 
a $2500.00 grant. I would like to thank 
the Jewish Health Care Foundation for a 
$2500.00 grant, the Integra Bank for a 
$2,045.00 — I don’t why I got the $45.00 
but we'll take it, it bought a few helmets, I 
want to thank integra. I want to thank a 
number of hospitals: St. Francis Medical 
Center for a $1500.00 contribution, our 
local program that aids citizen enterprise, 
the PACE Foundation, for a $1500.00 
grant, the Buncher Company for a 
$1,000.00, Mellon Bank, TCI of 
Pennsylvania, Shadyside Hospital, 
Children’s Hospital, Heinz Corporation, 
the actual corporation on the North Side, 
ail for contributing $1,000.00 each, as well 
as Bob Mistick, Robert Mistick, who 
contributed $1,000.00, the Allegheny 
County Medical Society, who contributed 
$750.00. Some smaller contributions but 
significant came from IBEW, some of 
those folks were here today, they 
contributed $650.00, the Rehabilitation 
Institute of Pittsburgh, $500.00, the 
Donald and Syivia Robinson Foundation, 
$500.00. And, to date we have collected 
about $3500.00 in smaller contributions, 
checks from $6.50, $8.00, $10.00, $12.00. 
We have collected about $3500.00 from 
individuals who thought enough to send a 
donation along. As well Three Rivers 


Coin and Polar Water teamed up and we 
have 150 Polar Water containers out at 
about 150 taverns and restaurants around 
the Pittsburgh area, and we are asking for 
individuals to contribute and I want to 
thank those folks for their efforts. 


We have raised about $56,000.00 
to date, we are about $10,000.00 short, and 
we are still on the agenda for a number of 
local foundations and corporations still 
working, and if any of my colleagues can 
help me in that respect, I would appreciate 
it. 


But, I want -to thank all of those 
folks most notably for their commitment, 
it was a great day. Organizationally this 
project could not happen without at least 
400 volunteers, who worked that day. 
Specifically, J want to thank the Fire 
Bureau, both the union, headed by Don 
Dorsey, the Volunteer Coordinator, as well 
as our Chief, the EMS Bureau, both the 
union and the bureau worked very hard, 
our COP Officers were out ahead of time 
issuing citations which actually were 
warnings, notifying the young children 
that they needed to be there on Saturday to 
get their helmet, and the folks from the 
Mayor’s Office. 


1 do want the public record to 
reflect all of my colleagues, many of your 
staff were actual coordinators, it was not 2 
Picnic that day, it was a very difficult task 
with upwards of 250, 300 kids at many 
locations with their parents. I know I was 
at Stanton Heights, we had 150 kids in line 
atllam. There were only two places, I 
think Shadyside, Swisshelm Park that 
came up a litle bit short, and that is 
actually good because those helmets were 
badly needed. We have over 1500 names 
of individuals who need or wanted a 








helmet and showed up but could not get a 
helmet that day because we ran out at the 
42 locations. 

I do want to thank Nora Hassett 
from Councilman Ricciardi’s Office, who 
helped to coordinate one of the sites, as 
well as Carmen Pace from our Cletk’s 
Office, who worked very hard in the Hill 
District community, Dorry Lang from Mr. 
Onorato’s Office, Bill Peduto, who single- 
handedly helped coordinate the Shadyside 
Boy’s and Girl’s Club initiative, Jolene 
Edwards, who worked really hard, 
bringing a VCR and a T.V. down at the 
last minute when we came up short with 
the equipment that we need, from 
Councilman Hertzberg’s Office. Our own 
City Clerk, Linda Johnson-Wasler, was 
out there coordinating one of the fire 
stations in Homewood and I know she 
worked very hard. Ralph Rectenwald also 
helped and we want to thank him from 
Councilman Hertzberg’s Office. Kurt 
Salac also got hustled in to delivering 
some heimets to the various fire stations, 
as well Chuck Crawford from Mr. 
Onorato’s Office. Mr. Cusick, Cathy 
Feeney and Bill Urban and Stan Scalise 
and Leslie, your new intem, worked very 
hard in helping to coordinate several of the 
sites in your Council District.

And, I would like to reiterate that 
through that discussion and we discovered 
that out of 1000 positions only 200 of 
those positions are assigned to Public 
Works” facilities. I still believe strongly 
that a majority, if not all of them, could be 
easily put in the Public Works, that would 
help clean up our City, be it adopted a pair 





of steps or a sidewalk or a railing that 
overlooks the City where the grass is knee 
high, especially in this time of layoff and 
early retirements, I think these young 
people could do a lot to improve just the 
aesthetics of this City by keeping up on 
the weeds and the grass, and ] would hope, 
for the record, that next year, if there are a 
thousand positions or more that a vast 
majority of those would at least be put in 
to Public Works. I do not think it is a 
degrading job for these individuals, I think 
everyone has had labor jobs before they 
moved on to their career. Actually I think 
it actually teaches them the role of a 
laborer job and that is getting up on time, 
knowing what it is to take orders, 
completing a task, getting a pay check and 
all the other responsibilities that go with 
having your first job. | would hope that in 
the future we do see movement to Public 
Works, I think it would benefit both the 
participant and definitely the City.

They pumped out at 
least 25 homes of water that had entered 
into the first floor, the basement areas and 
provided other assistance to the 
neighboring residents. EMS, that made 
two rescues during the flood time. BBI, 
that is going home to home to evaluate and 
to assess the property damage. Emergency 
Management, that has actually filed an 
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application with FEMA and looking for 
some type of Federal support, whether it 
be the small business disaster loans or 
some other type of grants that may be 
available to these people for some of the 
losses that they have taken, some of the 
damage that their properties have taken. 
Our Public Works Department, that has 
been out there around the clock since this 
occurred on Samrday night and really has 
done an extraordinary job and have 
basically cleaned up most: of — whether it 
is debris being on the road and that. I 
think that they should just be 
overwhelmingly thanked because not only 
that, they have gone into some of our 
Seniors’ homes and actually cleaned out 
some of the sewage that was in their 
basements and that 


I really believe that this has 
become a health issue for a lot of the 
residents, especially our Seniors because 
they are unable to get to their cellars and 
do a lot of the work and do a lot of the 
cleaning up that needs to be done. We 
have a volunteer hot line, or line set up at 
my office and J am asking people if they 
‘want to help some of the Seniors in that 
area that have taken losses, to call my 
office at 255-2131. About 25 people have 
already called. And, I just want to thank 
those people and the people of the 
Overbrook area, Beechview, Brookline 
and Carrick areas for being patient with 
the Public Works Department. 


I think that we also should be 
thanking PennDot for taking measures, 
quick measures to correct the problem. 
We lost about a four foot section of the 
Route 88 roadway, basically the guardrail 
‘was just dangling there after the waters 
had come down. From my understanding 
we had about a 20 foot ~yesterday there 








was about four inches of water in the 
creek, that evening we had about 20 feet of 
water come down that creek, and it was 
very scary for a lot of the residents. One 
lady described to me, as she opened her 
door, her and her children were thrown 
because of the pressure of the water. That 
is very scary. To me this is a disaster for 
one of our communities, it may not be for 
the entire City or to the entire State but I 
think we need the Federal Government to 
step in and make sure that something is 
going to be done. 


For the last 40 years Overbrook has 
been promised and promised and promised 
that they would correct the problem with 
the Saw Mill Run Creek, I think it is time 
that we as local officials, that our Federal 
officials, our State officials, that we do 
something to correct these problems. 


Talso sit on the ALCOSAN Board 
and I know that we are taking some 
measure to correct the problems there. We 
are going to be spending 31 million dollars 
in the Saw Mill Creek Run area. But, that 
is not the total answer. We need more 
help but we need more help from the 
Corps of Engineers. The Federal 
Government was asking — or the Army 
Corps of Engineers was removing itself 
from local flood problems. From my 
understanding, it has now been brought 
back to the House and it is now being 
given Senate consideration. 


J think that for the most part, and I 
would ask at some point that my 
colleagues would sign on to a letter that 
we send our Senator and asking him to 
support the funding for local flooding. I 
think that this just proves how important 
that is. 
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The people on Ansonia Way, it 
was the loss of property and just not even 
being able to allow their children to go out 
and play in the yard because of the sewage 
in the yard after the storm, is just very 
devastating and very frightening for a lot 
of people. The people of Underwood 
Street, I think that if you took a ride up 
there and you just see the number of items 
that either in their back yard drying out 
and they are trying to salvage, or the stuff 
that they are waiting for the Public Works 
Department to get around to picking up, it 
just shows you the type of losses that were 
incurred. 


But, I think it should be noted that 
our Public Safety Department did an 
outstanding in preventing someone from 
either getting hurt or killed. 


I would like to call on the 
Govemmor and ask for his help, and 
hopefully that we have some State funds 
that are available to help these people. I 
think that we should not wait until we lose 
a life before we cali this a disaster. Just go 
and examine the area, go walk along and 
look at the creek and see the branches that 
came up, look at the billboard on Route 88 
that was bent from the water and the 
pressure of the water, I think that is 
enough. I am going to be out there and I 
know a lot of the residents are going to be 
out there today. We are going to try to put 
some footage together and we are going to 
send that off to our Govemor and our 
Yepresentatives in Washington. I think this 
is very important that the City get 
involved, and enough is enough, 40 years 
is long enough. We have one lady for the 
last 52 years has been living in the City of 
Pittsburgh in the community of Overbrook 
and has been promised and promised and 
promised and for this to happen and this is 











probably one of the worse she has ever 
seen, is only more frustrating, not only to 
her, I think to me and it should be to this 
Council and to this Administration and we 
should not be tolerant of this ignoring of 
services to these residents. 


So, I would only ask you at some 
point and in the very near future that you 
would sign on with me and support me in 
asking the Federal Government to step in. 


I did mention other communities, 
and in Shadycrest 30 homes had at least 18 
to 36 inches of sludge piled up in their 
basements that came up. A lot of people 
vbad these pressure caps on their sewer 
lines and they were totally blown off from 
the amount of pressure. Up in Brookline, 
on Woodward and other streets in the 
Brookline area, it was just totally 
devastating. A lot of it was out of our 
control and J think the people understand 
that. I want to thank those people for their 
patients, they also incurred some losses. 
And again, the Public Works Department 
was there to make sure that they provided 
whatever services that they could. 
Director Kraszewski, and I talked with 
him last night, they will be out there today 
and he had requested some equipment to 
clear the creek, and they told him 
Wednesday that equipment would be 
available. He did not take that answer and 
told them that he needed that today and 
that equipment will be out there and they 
will be cleaning that creek. 


We will be organizing some 
cleanup along the creek. I am asking 
people please to still call my office 
because it is a long stretch of creek, there 
is a lot of debris in the creek and we need 
to clear that out before the next storm. I 
just want to thank you all and thank the 








. Safety 
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residents of the City for their help in trying 
to restore and clear up some of the debris 
in the area. 


The Chair: 


And the volunteer number, once 
again. 


Mr. Cusick:

The Chair: 


Thank you very 
Councilman. Councilman Cohen.

Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I agree 
wholeheartedly with Councilman Cusick 
and want to commend him for his work 
out there. 


I got a briefing from Deputy Mayor 
Sirabella, and I do believe that the Public 
organizations need to be 
commended, they really did a heck of a 
job. As Councilman Cusick said, the Fire 
Department was out there cleaning up 
basements, our paramedics did two river 
rescues, the Emergency Management 
Response Team has done a terrific job, and 
1 know Councilman Cusick is working 
with them to get FEMA and PEMA 
money, meaning the Pennsylvania 
Emergency Management and the Federal 
Emergency Management money. And, the 
Bureau of Building Inspection, 1 just 
received a list of damage assessments 
house by house that the Bureau of 
Building Inspection has compiled. That is 
@ lot of labor but obviously it is necessary 











and important to those people so that we 
can try to get them some kind of relief. 


As far as the second part, which is 
the situation out there in finding a long 
term resolution, I also have the same 
frustration that Councilman Cusick just 
expressed, and that is that, especially on 
the Federal side, it has been at least I guess 
40 years in the making, in terms of a plan 
being put together, to finally widen Saw 
Mill Run and be able to prevent these 
Kinds of floodings in the future, and the 
Federal Government just pulled 13 million 
dollars from this project. It was a 40 year 
Project in the making, two million dollars 
had already been put in over the years for 
design and for the kind of early studies and 
all of a sudden just a few months ago they 
pull 13 million dollars which devastates, 
kills the project. So, hopefully this will be 
a chance for us to re-double our efforts to 
ty to get that money because it is 
absolutely necessary. | have written letters 
to President Clinton and Senator Specter 
and Santorum and I look forward to 
joining with Councilman Cusick in a letter 
or a resolution from the entire Council to 
be able to finally, solve that problem out 
there. 


The Chair: 

Thank you very much. Other 
comments on this issue? Councilman 
Hertzberg. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes, on this issue, and then on 
another issue, whenever it is appropriate. 


The Chair: 


Please. 














Mr. Hertzberg: 


Weil, on this particular issue, my 
sympathies go out to all the victims of this 
recent flooding. 


On the topic of the Army Corps of 
Engineers in Washington, when this 
proposal to change the local funding for 
local flood projects first was discussed and 
to de-fund it, which was a couple months 
ago, and we held Press Conference down 
in the West End because the West End 
Valley was going to be seriously impacted 
by it, and it was attended by a number of 
local government officials, including 


- Mayor Murphy, and at that time discussion 





of sending letters to our representatives in 
Washington occurred, a number of letters 
were sent. I sent letters, a lot of 
community members, a lot of business 
leaders sent letters. I received word about 
a week ago through Councilman Coyne’s 
Office that the Chairman of the House 
Committee on that topic had now changed 
his position on it. So, it is not a done deal 
at all that this local project is de-funded; in 
fact, it is starting to look better, although it 
is not a done deal. 


The Chair: 


Thank you very much. Any other 
on this issue? Thank you. Mr. Hertzberg, 
you had another point. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes. I wanted to just briefly 
discuss a weekend occurrence in Council 
District 2, something that was known as 
“Tunnel Vision”, that received a lot of 
commentary through the news media. 








What happened was there was a 
closing down of the Corliss Street Tunnel 
and an event held there, which was a type 
of a dancing event for younger people. It 
ended up attracting primarily youth from 
outside of the Pittsburgh area to the 
Corliss Street Tunnel. The event ended up 

- being extremely loud, it kept the neighbors 
up all night. And, it tumed out that the 
Pittsburgh Special Events Committee and 
the Mayor’s Office had actually given a 
permit for this event. And, now I know 
the Mayor’s Office realizes that a grave 
mistake was made and, in fact, public 
apologies are being sent out to the 
residents of the community by the Mayor. 
And, I think there was a little bit of a 
smoke screen put up by the producer that 
caused this mistake, in that it was billed as 
a filming event and really the filming had 
absolutely nothing to do with the crux of 
the event, which was a money-making 
event for the producers, who charged 
somewhere between $15.00 and $20.00 a 
person to the 1500 to 2,000 people that 
‘were in the tunnel during the late night and 
early moming hours. But, I think if the 
Special Events Committee had carefully 
scrutinized the event permit application 
and done a litte follow-up work, they 
would have found out the real nature of the 
event and if they had, the permit would not 
have been given, but it was given. 


And, then the other mistake that 
‘was made is in what happened later when 
the residents began calling our Police 
Department, repeatedly all night, “I can’t 
sleep, there’s this loud noise coming out of 
the tunnel; what’s going on?” And, the 
response that they were given was that the 
City had given these people a permit so 
nothing could be done. That was not 
accurate; we do have an ordinance that 
prohibits unnecessary noise and sound 











amplifying devices, and it prohibits them 
even when there is a permit, that is where 
the mistake was made. If it is after 11 
o'clock, even if there is a permit, if the 
sound exceeds that prohibited in this 
ordinance, then it can be shut off, with or 
without a permit, and I think our police 
made a mistake in not getting the device, 
that I know they have, because the 
problems, the previous problems in this 
type of issue on sound and loud music, 
were also in Council District 2, and we 
have a device that can measure the sound, 
and J am hoping that in the future, that for 
the benefit of alt the residents, our police 
will familiarize themselves with this 
particular bill and utilize that device to 
measure the sound when it is too loud, so 
that our residents can get peace and quiet 
after 11:00 at night. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, and J hope someone is 
out there collecting our Amusement Tax, 
five percent on the $15.00 concert fee. 


Councilman Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


I will accept the explanation this 
time that there was a mistake made and I 
appreciate that. I would also ask that 
maybe we send an invoice to this producer 
who is doing it for a money-making event, 
for any cost of cleanup that our Public 
Works had to do, or any cost of additional 
police time. I am sure we can be creative 
in an invoice on what we can charge them. 
T think it is frustrating that we have a 
community a few miles up the road, Mt 
Lebanon, who won’t pemnit a dancing 
inside of a dance hall and yet we give 
dancing in a tunnel in the City of 


‘i 
of life in the City of Pittsburgh, and let’s 
take this as a mistake. But, I hope that the 
safeguards were put in place that no public 
access ever gets permitted out for any 
commercial venture unless it goes through 
the proper channels, if it is a film, through 
the Film Industry and the Film Office, that 
we help fimd to keep operating. But, I just 
hope that this was just a one-time situation 
and that it does not happen again. 


The Chair: 


And, I think procedurally and on a 

practical matter, I wish the palace guard in 
the Mayor’s Office would once in a while 
do a very simple thing and that is called 
pick up the phone and dial the respective 
Councilmember from that district, because 
I got to believe, knowing Councilman 
Hertzberg as well as I do, that had he been 
called and had this whole issue reviewed 
with him, he would have asked a lot of 
obvious questions and I think we would 
not have had this problem in the first 
place. And, I can tell you right now, if 
something goes on in my district and I do 
not know about it, there is going to be hell 
to pay. 
So, whoever the Mayor’s palace guard is 
over there issuing these permits, I hope 
they are checking and hearing my words 
right now that they better pick up the 
phone, at least out of courtesy, if not, just 
out of practical reality, call the district 
Councilmember, we are more involved, 
quite frankly, than anybody in that 
Mayor’s Office in our neighborhoods, and 
it is about time that they have at least the 
common courtesy and respect to call us on 
some of these things so we can be a part of 
the decision-making process. I am getting 
sick and tired of it 
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Le an ra eee ee ee 
Pittsburgh. I mean this goes to the quality 


Any other discussion? 
Councilwoman McDonald. Another issue. 


Ms. McDonald: 
A new issue. Thank you. 


I was very disturbed with the 
Tesponse that was given by the media and 
at my colleague, Councilman Ricciardi, 
about the Juneteenth celebration that was 
held in South Stadium over the weekend 
of June 17th and 18th. And, I had 
received a copy of the letter from 
Councilman Ricciardi after, of course, 
reading the sensationalism that was printed 
in the media about this event. I was one of 
the Honorary Chairpersons of this event, 
as well as Mr. George Miles, who is 
President and CEO of WQED. This was 
also co-sponsored by the Urban League of 
Pittsburgh. It was not an event that was — 
poor Alan over here — one of his little 
“Let’s have a party kind of thing”. You all 
had all voted for the resolution for the 
Juneteenth so that it would describe what 
the Juneteenth celebration was all about 
and history. 


And, where the disturbance came is 
how this whole event was portrayed in 
terms of negativity. And, we have heard 
from the NAACP, we have heard from a 
number of people; well, it is time to hear 
from me. 


First of all, I do not want to come 
here with a bunch of rhetoric, I am coming 
with the facts. These are the facts: That 
there was a permit taken out with the 
School Board in October of 1994; there 
was a permit taken out with the City of 
Pittsburgh, all parties had signed off: 
Traffic, Zone 3, any -- Public Works; all 
Parties had signed off on this permit. So 





that if there were any problems this is an 
internal problem and not something that 
the sponsor is to be blamed for. In other 
words, if we made a mistake, then we have 
to clean it up, just like this permit problem 
in the Corliss Tunnels; there is no 
difference. But, J do not like to throw 
stones at a sponsor because of being 
uninformed of really what happened. 


The permits -- I did receive also a 
copy of the letter that was sent from Mr. 
Richard Fellers to Ms. Maggie Schmidt, 
who is a School Board Member in that 
area, and I was appalled. I swear if I was 
on School Board, I would have 
somebody’s head. Because the title was 
inflammatory in the “Re:” part, the chaos, 
the — I just believe that people need to 
respond responsibly; we are supposed to 
be professionals. So, I will be talking with 
the Superintendent about his response, as 
well as the whole notion that he has the 
ultimate authority to stop any future 
permits for WAMO in any part of the City 
of Pittsburgh. I beg Mr. Fellers’ pardon, 
but this is something that the 
Superintendent should have the ultimate so 
say, as in discussion with the Board, and 
the Board will have discussion about that, 
believe me. 


What I am disturbed about. In Mr. 
Ricciardi’s letter, when I — first of all, I 
did not receive this personally from Mr. 
Ricciardi, I got this from WAMO, and 
they in turn did not receive it directly; they 
received it through a business person on 
the South Side who had received it and 
was appalled. 


I would like to — I am not going to 
read the whole letter, but ] am going to go 
through bit by bit and say where I think we 
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do have a problem here on this Council, as 
far as how we respond to our communities. 


First of ail, I do not biame you for 
being outraged, Councilman Ricciardi; 
fine. I was very disappointed. Any time 
there is an incident, I am disappointed as 
well. But, that is where it stops, and then 
we have to rise above things and find out, 
well, what process are we going to take? 
Are we going to throw stones; are we 
going to be insulting, or have comments 
that wreak of racial connotation? 


First of all, it says, that I am sure 
you personally witnessed or heard about 
the unruly behavior of attendees, it was a 
disgrace. The people that caused a 
problem did not attend, they were waiting 
in line. Your comments — you first 
mention about the Pittsburgh School 
District, having given a permit, and that 
Mr. Fellers said, “This will never happen 
again.” And, then you have in the same 
paragraph, “As a matter of fact, the last 
1995 permit with the Board of Education 
happens to be for BET, Black 
Entertainment Television, scheduled for 
Saturday, June 24th,” with 2 comment that 
this ~ the identical event was held last 
year at South Stadium without incident. 


I do not understand the relevancy 
between the BET weekend and the 
Juneteenth, except there is one similarity, 
they are both sponsored — basically 
African-American sponsored events. I do 
not understand why they are in the same 
paragraph. 


“No neighborhood in the City of 
Pittsburgh, including the South Side, 
should be subjected to the insensitivity and 
poor planning by WAMO.” We can 
debate poor planning, that is for you to 


debate with WAMO. I am appalled you 
have not called them. You have avoided 
calling them. You have not retumed 
phone calls. You have not touched bases 
with me. You have not touched bases with 
Mr. Miles. You have not touched bases 
with Ms. Esther Bush. You have not 
touched bases with anybody that tends to 
be African-American on this issue. 


But, as far as insensitivity, I — the 
question I have is, what sensitivity; what 
exactly do you mean; how should they 
have been sensitive? What does that 
mean. My estimation is that area is no 
different than any other area of the City. 
Sensitivity means just common courtesy. 
But, | do not understand what that word 
means. 


You said that the Zone 3 
Coeamander was not even contacted about 
the event I do not believe it Because, 
again, of all people, Zone 3 was contacted, 
they were there, and I have the permit, a 
copy of the permit, which says, everybody 
signed off. If there was a lack of 
communacanon. that is an internal problem 
and not for WAMO, a black radio station, 
to be blamed for. 


And. what — again, let me see: 
Secunty not lacking. Yes, there was a lot 
of security. I want to say, there were no 
problems inside that stadium. The 
problems occurred outside the stadium. 

As far as the police report. Mr. 
Ricciardi, I do not know if you got a copy 
but I think that you should have gotten a 
copy of the actual police report, which 
specifically states what happened. First 
and foremost, the one report that I got 
from two officers in Zone 3 really dictates 
the need for some sensitivity taining in 
our police force, as far — I cannot believe 














some of the words, that these people were 
causing problems “of every nature”. 
Excuse me, I did not think there was a 
Sodom and Gomorrah going on outside 
the stadium, “of every nature”, where was 
the fire and brimstone? These are some of 
the comments. 


Other comments: An incredible 
fight. I mean these are police officers. It 
is like “Just the facts, ma’am.” That is all 
I want to see on a police report. I do not 
need editorializing, I leave that to the news 
Ptint. But, we do not need editorializing 
in a police report. They were rioters — 
they were arrested as rioters, and then they 
said they caused the riot. I have never 
known — I thought — what are we putting 
the cart before the horse? Are you a rioter 
just because there is a problem and then 
you start the riot? 


Again, I think that this really 
wreaks of the need that we need to 
overhaul our sensitivity training for our 
officers. I know this; this states it all. 


But, I will give a commendation to 
the SWAT Officers, who gave a very 
neutral report, “Just the facts, ma’am,” and 
I appreciate their report. 


And, last — well, not lastly. The 
youth that were arrested were from District 
3, they were from the area. They were all 
from District 3, and they were 14 and 15 
year olds. The fourth person happen to be 
@ grown man who was from Pleasant Hills, 
the South End. 


So, 1 am just curious, the last 
sentence, which is more than infuriating: 
“Sf visitors do not know how to act 
tesponsibly, they should not be welcomed 
back.” When I read that, my eyes rolled 





back as well as anybody else who I 
showed this letter to, and they said, I can’t 
- believe he wrote that, I can’t believe this 
happened. Since when am I a visitor to 
any part of this City? Since when is any 
person, African-American or otherwise 
that visit any part of the City of Pittsburgh 
a visitor? Any City resident is welcomed 
anywhere in the City of Pittsburgh, 
including the South Side, and if that means 
there are 7,000 Adfrican-Americans in the 
_ South Side, they are welcomed if they are 
residents. That is what this City is all 
about, not to exclude, not to get 
permission to be in any part of the City. I 
will be doggone if any African-American 
feels, to this line, that they need to act a 
certain way, look a certain way and then 
be allowed to be welcomed back. That is 
bologna. That is absolute bologna. 


I was infuriated with this. I think 
there is a lot of political motivation. I do 
not like it. You did not contact anybody. 
You did not get the facts. You know, 
nobody. Have you talked with the City 
officials? Have you talked with the person 
who is in charge of permits to find out, 
well, was the permit signed off? 


There were too many assumptions 
in your letter, unfounded accusations, not a 
lot of being informed, did not see the 
police report, and ultimately, capitalizing 
on the sensationalism that the media had. 
Capitalizing on it. 


Let’s talk about the media. There 
were media officials actually part of that 
event. Part of the event. No one ever 
talked about the ribbon cutting that went 
on Saturday. No one ever saw the children 
that were inside playing together. No one 
every knew about the Ellis Dancers, who 
opened up the event, predominantly white 
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but a racially integrated dance troop. No 
one ever showed that. No one ever 
showed people getting along. All we ever 
saw was one incident and maybe a little bit 
on Sunday. And, to capitalize on that 
through that letter, I think was a tad 
irresponsible. 


Again, this letter has been insulting 
to many people. It has been insulting to 
me. I am very, very disappointed. Very 
disappointed. Many people are 
disappointed in this letter. It was a knee- 
jetk reaction, and I think it is high time 
Politicians quit with the knee-jerk reaction 
and get the facts and know what they are 
talking about before they just spew off in 
to insulting people, and that is exactly 
what this was. And, to even indicate that 
this is not racial, I do not know, 1 have 
been around for about 40 years and it 
sounds pretty darn racial to me. I mean 1 
do not want to — I am tired of people 
saying, oh, we didn’t mean anything, I 
didn’t — no. I say, cut the crap, I was not 
bom yesterday, no one was bom 
yesterday, we all — we are not fools. We 
know a spade when we see spade and this 
letter wreaks of it 


Again, “the visitors” is ludicrous. 
We have had South Side festivals, where 
people are dnmk, people arrested, 
urinating, litter and all that, but 1 wonder is 
somebody saying, you're not welcomed 
back. you’re not welcomed back? Is 
anyone going to pull the permit for a 
South Side festival because of a problem? 


I am going to say this: I commend 
WAMO for what they have done. They 
have gotten 14,000 attendees together for a 
two-day event, with one incident, one. 
And, we are talking about young people, 
who, let’s say, sometimes can cause more 


problems. One incident. I think that is 
commendable, to get young people 
together like that, for a very positive event 
overall, but we only focus on the negative 
stuff. There are fights everywhere any 
time you get a lot of people together, I do 
not understand why this is such a big 
issue. I have not gone to a stadium game 
where there has not been one outbreak of a 
fight. It is normal when you get a lot of 
people together. That is what the cops are 
there for. That is what security was there 
for. 





Lieutenant Johnson, who is Deputy 
of Security for the Pittsburgh Schools, also 
felt this whole incident was blown out of 
Proportion. He felt everything went pretty 
doggone okay. 


But, again, 1 want to go back. Mr. 
Ricciardi, if African-Americans — and 
let’s face it, the whole event was just about 
all African-American — but if we are to be 
called visitors, then I question you on what 
do you mean by visitor? City residents are 
not visitors; and ultimately, City tax 
dollars were used on this stationery, 
through mailings, to insult a large majority 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and I am not just 
talking about Affican-Americans. I am 
talking about, there were many other 
people who were insulted in how you have 
handled this. So, I am not out to throw 
barbs and name calling, as has been done, 
I am just saying I think this could have 
been handled a lot better and I ~ like I 
said, I will turn the mike over, I am just 
about done. 


And, I also think that ~ J teach my 
kids this: If you insult somebody, 
apologies are needed. This was a public 
insult to many people. Over 14,000 
people did act responsibly, did act 

















Tesponsibly, and yet you said, they are 
visitors, and you held them to some other 
standard. I think they are deserving of a 
public apology. Because, again, it may — 
‘we can argue the substance; but ultimately, 
you insulted a lot of good people and some 
people ~ no, let me not say some — many 
people from your own district. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Councilman Ricciardi, did you 
want to respond. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I 
welcome the comments by my colleague 
Valerie McDonald. Let me state for the 
written record that I stand by this letter, 
one hundred percent. My position is clear 
and it has been consistent. And, I am 
going to respond to the unfounded 
accusations by my colleague. But, before 
I say this, let me say how disappointed I 
am and even a bit amused that WAMO 
Radio Station, W-A-M-O, refuses to 
accept corporate responsibility for the 
havoc that they wreaked on the South Side 
of the City of Pittsburgh. And, the reason 
for that was, as I stated, poor planning and 
dismal organizational skills, which they 
had none. Traffic flow was not taken into 
consideration. Carson Street was shut 
down. It jeopardized the health, safety and 
welfare of ali South Hills communities 
because Carson Street is a major artery in 
the City of Pittsburgh. Adequate parking 


- Was not taken into consideration, was not 


well promoted. McArdle Road was shut 
down because one lane was shut down. 
BP Station needed to close because they 
used it as a parking lot. Poor 
organizational skills by WAMO. 








There was a lack of security. I just 
received this letter this morning from the 
Pittsburgh Public Schools. Here was all 
the commitments they made, and here is 
what truly happened. They promised ten 
police officers; they did not deliver ten 
police officers. They promised security; 
they did not deliver on security. 


As 1 had stated — and, Ms. 
McDonald, you make mention to the 
South Side Spectacular. J have been a 
critic of the South Side Spectacular. And, 
I called all those people coming to the 
South Side visitors, in trying to enjoy the 
neighborhood. 


But, let me tell you the difference. 
The difference was, and what I am trying 
to pomt out by the organizer here, 
‘WAMO. that when police were called to 
the scene for fights that were breaking out 
outsde the stadium, people trying to get 
into the stadium, because WAMO 
probably over-promoted the event, what 
happened was, the police were attacked, 
debns was thrown at the police officers. 
 Pobee officers needed to pull their 
weapons, their guns, police officers 
needed to pull their batons; it was an ugly 
scene, 1 witnessed it. The electronic 
medium, Ms. McDonald, does not lie, 
pictures do not lie. Three blocks of 
Carson Street had to be closed down for 
security measures, The 12th Street Bridge 
had to be closed down for pedestrians and 
taffic. That has never occurred before. 
There were only four arrests, contrary to 
what Mr. Lincoln says, not because there 
were more people rioting, but there were 
only four arrests because a police officer 
could not take himself out of line of duty 
by arresting one person. That was the 
problem, that was the problem at hand. 
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And, I find it very interesting that 
the NAACP, which out of their deck of 
cards probably 50 cards are race cards, I 
‘would like to know what the other two are. 
If you talk about curfew, if you talk about 
my anti-drug loitering legislation, if you 
talk about WAMO being a major sponsor 
of an event, if you talk about busing, it is 
racism, it is always a black/white issue. 
This is not a black/white issue. 


And, let me point something out. 
It is an insult — it is not a problem if 
someone calls me a racist, it is an insult 
when people call the fine people of the 
South Side racists, or this is racism. Let 
me tell you why. The South Side is well- 
integrated when it comes to our programs 
and our activities. 


Ms. McDonald, let me point 
something out. Twenty-Second Street 
Swimming Pool, Ormsby, well-integrated 
swimming pool, South Side kids having 
fun playing with Hill District kids. Look 
at the pools. Hill District, Ammon Pool, is 
a beautiful pool, Ormsby does not even 
match up to it, but we receive a Jot of 
visitors from the Hill District because the 
South Side Pool is a safe pool. In six 
years we have only had one reported 
incident of racial disharmony. 


Look at our park at 12th Street, 
well-integrated, never received an incident 
of racial disharmony; never did Gene 
Ricciardi or the good people of the South 
Side stand up and say, we’re not pleased 
with who’s playing ball, never. Look at 
two years ago when the Masloff 
Administration came to Councilman 
Ricciardi and said, you know it’s not safe 
in Homewood, it’s not safe in the Hill 
District, we’d like to bring over kids to 
Play at Winters Field in the South Side 


Slopes, we'd like to use vans to bring them 
over. We supported the program. Never 
an incident. 


Look at the Black Entertainment 
Television, on an annual basis, Celebrity 
Softball at South Stadium, attended by 
mostly Affican-Americans, never an 
incident, you never heard the fine people 
of the South Side stand up and say they 
don’t want it there; you never heard Gene 
Ricciardi in any way criticizing it, because 
it is well-organized, it is well put together, 
people work with the community, nothing 
ever goes wrong. 


WAMO should grow up, stand up, 
take responsibility of their actions and 
admit they failed miserably; they cannot 
sponsor a major event and they are not 
welcomed back to South Stadium. I only 
feel bad that 1 hope now Mr. Richard 
Fellers does not have to have political 
pressure put on him to change his tune. A 
letter that just came to me today, and J am 
not going to even read what was agreed 
upon and what actually happened and the 
money that WAMO still owes and has not 
paid, let’s just take the conclusions. South 
Stadium is not large enough, nor is the 
parking adequate enough to support this 
kind of event in the future, rather it be the 
Radio Station WAMO, or another 
organization. 


Ms. McDonald, we could play with 
semantics, or we could talk about what 
this word “visitor” mean, or what does the 
word “resident” mean, and we could talk 
about the gist of the letter, but the intent of 
the letter is there. The intent being that 
WAMO Radio Station is not a responsible 
promoter or sponsor of a large event, that 
they wreaked havoc in the South Side. 














Ms. McDonald, I am not sure if 
you were there outside the stadium but it 
was ugly. I have never witnessed before 
attendees, visitors, residents, people 
throwing debris at police officers, where 
Police officers bad to take cover, and 
electronic media does not lie. So, the 
bottom issue, is it racism; is it a 
black/white issue? Sure, the NAACP, 
they are going to call it is, and let them 
call it; as I stated, out of their deck of 
cards 50 are race cards any way. I would 
like to meet with them to find out what the 
other two productive cards are, I have not 
seen them play those cards for a long, long 
time. 


But, the bottom line is that we have 
good programs and good activities in the 
South Side, some of the activities and 
Programs are 100 percent African- 
American, such as the Black 
Entertainment Television, some of the 
Programs are well-integrated. A lot of 
other programs come to the South Side 
because it is a safe neighborhood. Why 
are all the Championship games for the 
high schools played in South Side, it is a 
safe neighborhood. Two years ago, 
unfortunately, there was one incident but 
besides that incident two years ago, there 
bas not been incidences. 


So, let’s not try to make this a 
black/white issue; let’s not take apart Gene 
Ricciardi’s letter of June 22nd, 1995, 
which I stand behind 100 percent, and let’s 
not ty to pick about semantics, Jet’s look 
at the real problem. And, | will end with 
this, unless Ms. McDonald would like to 
continue the conversation, the real 
problem is that WAMO is not a 
responsible sponsor. They probably do 
not have experience in hosting 14, 15,000 
people. Let’s also state that when — and, 








for the record, when I spoke to Mr. 
Richard Fellers, I even mentioned to him 
when he discusses this with WAMO, that I 
would like to work with WAMO to find 
another site, a site that could probably 
work a little bit better, that I would like to 
help them with their organizational skills, 
and J am on record with that. 


And, let’s also say about WAMO, 
there was a meeting — Alan Lincoln did 
schedule a meeting with me last week, I 
had no idea about the meeting, because as 
you have said, Mr. Ferlo, someone should 
pay hell because the Council District 
person, plus the Commander Mullen, plus 
our community groups knew nothing 
about this or we would have helped them 
through this. We knew nothing about this. 
Alan Lincoln had scheduled a meeting, I 
thought it was just a meeting on who 
knows what issue; he canceled the 
meeting, I still did not know. The way I 
found out about this was people listening 
to WAMO, calling me up and letting me 
know about this, He called me Friday, I 
‘was out of town Friday, I told him I would 
cal] him back Monday. I did not show 
him the courtesy of calling him back 
Monday because the next thing I know 
there was a Press Conference at the 
NAACP. 


But, once again, people out there 
need to divide people; people out there 
need to see skin color; people out there 
need to make this a black/white issue. 
You can do anything you want, Valerie, 
and try to make it a black/white issue, but 
I feel confident in myself, it is an issue of 
poor organizational skills. And, if Mr. 
Richard Fellers receives any type of 
political pressure or anything at ail. I hope 
that he considers a lawsuit, 1 will help him 
pay for that lawsuit, because according to 








information I received, not just from 
Richard Felters, by the way, but by a 
School Board Member, that WAMO not 
only failed, but at South Stadium they 
were sat behind the lines; they did not 
even score a field goal, let alone a 
touchdown. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Other responses. Ms. McDonald. 


Just to respond, and then Councilman 
Udin. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Just to respond to your comments. 
Parking is always a problem, Mr. 
Ricciardi, on the South Side, please don’t 
blame anybody for that, that is the 
logistics of how this City was built. 


As far as Carson Street being shut 
down and traffic pattems, that is 
something that the City takes care of, let’s 
not be naive on that. The City takes care 
of that, and if Carson Street would shut 
down I do not think private people or 
residents or whoever can just shut a street 
down, it takes the officers and the Public 
Safety Department to shut a street down. 


There were eleven officers. that 
‘were provided, in excess of ten. They 
asked for ten, eleven were provided, that is 
on record. 


‘You said the media does not lie; 
yes, it does when they do not show the 
entire facts. When you read one sentence 
out of a paragraph and that is what you 
believe, you have not read the whole thing, 
you basically have gotten a half truth, and 
a half truth is 2 lie. Now, that is what — 
excuse me, I do not want to get religious. 
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truth is a lie, and Ido not believe that they 
had reported the entire event properly. 


As far as the event being over- 


promoted, I would say that was just a 
matter of success. They were more than 
successful, they were too successful. Just 
like we running out of safety helmets, the 
bicycle safety helmets, it was too 
successful, and there were a lot of people 
that wanted to come. That is great. 


And, as far as, you said monies still 
being owed. Believe me, I think WAMO 
has the money to pay that little bill. I 
would not worry about that Maybe you 
need to sit down and talk with them. They 
are a lot bigger radio station and 
broadcasting company than probably what 
you understand. 


And, you say it is not a black/white 
issue and that South Side has such racial 
harmony, and I did not know there was 
euphoria in the City of Pittsburgh; 1 am 
SOITy, Open your eyes; everyone needs to 
open their eyes and quit denouncing that 
racism is not alive and well, it is very 
much so alive and well, in all parts of the 
City of Pittsburgh, all parts. Maybe if you 
were in the skin I am in, you would 
understand a little bit better. 


But, the bottom line is, racism is 
alive and well, and what makes us more 
sophisticated here in Pittsburgh and in the 
North is that, we do it in a very quiet, 
sneaky fashion, as compared to in the 
South, where they just call you, call you 
what they feel you need to be called. That 
is the problem, we do not have racial 
harmony; the things are not as peaceful 
and fine and dandy as you portray, we 
have some problems. 


That is what the scriptures teach me, a half 
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But, I think that letters like that, 
that are filled with nothing but emotion 
and not the facts, not having met with 
anybody, not having to follow up with a 
phone call, only exasperates the problem, 
it is only inflammatory. And, I would ask 
that in future, any colleague of mine — I 
will say this, we have two black Council 
people on City Council right now. But, I 
would say, in the future, if there is a racial 
problem or you think something can blow 
up in to that, why don’t you just talk. Sala 
is right next to you. I am here, all you 
have to do is call me. Everyone has my 
phone number. I am in the phone book. 
So all you have to do is call. 


But, letters like this are 
inflammatory, and I think throwing stones 
and name calling is just terribly 
disrespectful, it gets you nowhere, and 
right now you said WAMO needs to grow 
up, needs to do this, needs -- get your facts 
first, before you go throwing stones. If I 
throw a stone it is going to be well- 
targeted and I am going to hit, but you are 
missing because you have not gotten your 
facts together. 


My suggestion is, imstead of 
thrashing a very prominent black radio 
station, who had the best of intentions, did 
everything possible, did as much planning 
as possible, instead of throwing stones, 
talk to them. That to me would be a 
higher level of responsibility that you talk 
about in the letter. You know, 
responsibility is not just how you act in the 
stadium, it is how you conduct your entire 
business life, and this is a business thing. 
Thank you. 

The Chair: 


Councilman Udin. 
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Mr. Udin: 


I would Tike to second the 
sentiments of Councilwoman McDonald 
relative to the letter that was sent out by 
Councilman Ricciardi. The irresponsible 
character that he labeled WAMO Radio 
Station, I think is reflected in his behavior 
and in his letter. 


Public _ officials have a 
responsibility to be informed, to be factual 
and to be measured in their comments and 
responses. I think that the letter of 
Councilman Ricciardi was not responsible 
but was inflammatory and made the 
situation worse. I think that his comments 
here today have further given evidence of 
the racial character of his intent and his 
comments in referring to the NAACP, an 
organization that has been around for 
many, many decades and has done 
tremendous credit to not only Aftican- 
Americans but to the America as a whole, 
to describe them as only having 50 race 
cards, or 50 of their 52 cards are race, and 
1 would like to know what the other two 
productive cards are, which means that the 
so called race cards are not productive. 
The history of the NAACP and their 50 
race cards have been productive for many, 
many years and have contributed to the 
growth and development of this country. 


So, responses like the ones from 
Mr. Ricciardi are the kinds of responses 
that will take a situation and blow it up in 
to a full scale racial confrontation, such as 
the way he characterized the people of the 
South Side. Well, the people of the South 
Side did not write this letter, Councilman 
Eugene Ricciardi wrote this letter, and 
nobody ever said anything about the 
people of the South Side; in fact, most of 
the people who were arrested that day, 
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there were only four out of 14,000, they 
were from that district. 


So, I think it is a lesson to all of us 
as responsible public servants not to have 
a double standard. I think that the 
response that the Councilman had to the 
complaints that he had about the South 
Side festival were constructive in nature. I 
think that what he came up with were 
some suggestions about how the South 
Side festival could be made better, how the 
law should be enforced, how the people 
should behave. It was a constructive and 
responsible response. Your response this 
time was not as constructive; in fact, you 
invited people out of the community, not 
to stay in the community. You have no 
Tight to invite people out of the 
community, that is as much their 
community as it is your community. You 
have no right to attempt to keep any radio 
station from getting a permit, that is the 
business of that radio station and the 
Board of Education, that is their property 
and they have the right to issue their 
permits, we have no right to interfere in 
that. 


So, I would caution you, if you 
want to convince people that your 
comments and responses are not racial and 
inflammatory, that you be more measured 
in your responses, they are to be based 
more in fact, and that you not capitalize on 
a situation to make it worse than it is. 
Thank you. 


~The Chair: 
Thank you, Councilman. 
Councilman Ricciardi. 











Mr. Ricciardi: And, let me just say this — and J 


Let me make some closing 
remarks, Mr. President. Thank you. I 
disagree with Councilman Udin, race cards 
are never productive, and that is exactly 
what is occurring here today. We spoke 
about the Corliss Tunnel. There is a 
perfect example. Say, for example, if the 
Corliss Tunnel was 100 percent African- 
Americans dancing and enjoying 
themselves in the Corliss Tunnel, does that 
mean, if Councilman Hertzberg — and I 
apologize for using your name ~ would 
step forward and condemn the party there, 
does that mean once again we make it in to 
a black/white issue. 


Again, Councilwoman Valerie 
McDonald, with all due respect, as you 
have stated, when you described WAMO, 
as the black radio station. I am not 
focusing in on WAMO because black or 
white, I am not focusing in on this issue, 
black or white, I am saying — and here is 
where you are wrong, I was there, I 
witnessed it. It was not over-exaggerated, 


You condemned the police 
officers, you blamed the police officers for 
their report. They were there. It was an 
ugly scene that was turning violent. The 
police are properly trained to fill out those 
reports. They were there. I was there. 


What I am saying is - and once 
again in closing - WAMO proved to me 
that they are not responsible sponsors, that 
they cannot sponsor or hold an event of 
such magnitude, and if they are going to 
wreak havoc in the South Side, they 
should not sponsor an event in the South 
Side. 





apologize if it sounds, Ms. McDonald, as 
if I am issuing a challenge — but if you 
feel so confident that Radio Station 
WAMO, W-A-M-O, can sponsor a major 
event, I would ask you today, for the 
written record, to say that you will sponsor 
in your councilmanic district, WAMO’s 
next major event. That is what I would 
like to ask you. Lf you feel comfortable 
that WAMO can actually pull it off and 
not cause havoc in a neighborhood, in 
tens of traffic, parking, security, and in 
terms of just pulling it off, do you, accept 
WAMO in your neighborhood on their 
next major event. 


The Chair: 


Ithink — Mr. Ricciardi, I think our 
discussion, unfortmately, is really 
entering — 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Well, I just want to thank my two 
colleagues, though, however, because I 
thought it was a productive discussion and 
I think it was done ~ 
The Chair: 


I understand. But, I think the 
discussion was entering some dangerous 
waters here, when you characterize that an 
event has to be — particularly an event of 
this nature, has 10 be in any one particular 
neighborhood. I think we are now really 
fundamentally straying from some of the 
defensive comments that you made in 
trying to explain your memo and the 
actions you have taken. 


I picked one good week, I guess, to 
be out of town, because I was not here and 
obviously I did not wimess, as Mr. 
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Ricciardi did firsthand, activity outside the that organization, from the Civil Rights’ 


stadium. 


I would just like to say that it is not 
clear to me that we are going to leave this 
room with harmony among our colleagues; 
clearly we have squared off in to 
respective comers, and I do not think we 
are going to convince each other of some 
of the positions and biases and views that 
we have, leaving the discussion here 
today. It is not clear to me, however, 
whatever actually took place, that there 
was harmony outside the gates of those 
young people that were not able to get in, 
and clearly there were some organizational 
issues that WAMO itself, in terms of its 
own self-interest, or anybody else, needs 
to look at when they are trying to match up 
the event with the proper facilities and all 
the resources and activities that need to go 

_ On to put off a good event. 


I would hope though that we can 
leave this room with at least some 
harmony, and that is a willingness on the 
part of everyone, including my two 
colleagues, Ms. McDonald and Mr. 
Ricciardi, while you clearly have some 
“Fundamental” differences of opinion 
here. Fundamental, I am using that in the 
capital “F”, I think very clearly I think 
together we need to work as this 
legislative body and show some 
leadership, however we disagree, and 
clearly both of you fundamentally 
disagree. And, I have some very strong 
views about some of the comments that 
are made, including the characterization of 
the NAACP. I am a Member of the 
NAACP and if we really look at the 
contributions and activities of that 
organization since the tum of the century, 
you will -- in fact, if you take away the 
race issue, you would have to admit that 
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point of view, has actually created 
opportunities for more white people in this 
society, more people in the labor 
movement, more women, than actually 
Affican-Americans. If we actually looked 


objectively at the issues they have taken” 


on over a ten-decade period. That is 
another discussion. 


But, I just want to say that I would 
hope that we could get a commitment from 
both of you today to work together with 
others who have spoken and let’s try to 
grow out of this incident. Whatever 
difference of opinion we have, I think — 
and regardless of what the view is of some 
in the neighborhood, I think ultimately 
people still look to this body to show some 
leadership, and while we may continue to 
have some disagreements, I would ask that 
both of you commit yourselves to a 
Process with the other parties involved and 
that we grow out of this and try to leam 
from this experience about what needs to 
happen in the future regarding the conduct 
of particular events, regardless of the 
composition, regardless of what 
neighborhood they are being held, and I 
‘will certainly help facilitate any discussion 
with the appropriate parties. And, I sense 
the willingness on both of your parts to 
continue this discussion and maybe a more 
productive framework. 


Any other discussion in this 
respect? I would like to ask my 
colleagues, if there is no objection, that we 
meet again following the July 4th holiday 
and that we meet on Thursday, July 6, 
with the Regular Meeting of Council at 10 
a.m., but we also meet on Thursday, July 6 
at 1:30 for the Standing Committee, the 
Finance.

Unique to Pittsburgh — and, by the 
way, Barry Heffner regrets that he cannot 
be here, he has firm vacation plans, that he 
just could not make it, but this was his 
idea to do the graffiti program, which is 
unique to Pittsburgh. 


Another unique program is our 
minority and women-owned program for 
new businesses, and that program we offer 
tight now boards on a public service rate. 
There are times when we have had 
partners, such as Integra Bank that have 
picked up some of the cost and sometimes 
it is totally free. 


So, those two are unique. But, 
again, thank you very much for your 
resolution; ] hope we get it together with 
the graffiti program. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Don. Hold on just a 
minute there, Don. Councilman Udin.

Yes, I just want to take this 
opportunity to thank Councilman 
Hertzberg for the resolution honoring 
Martin Media; they have been very active 
in throughout the communities of 
Pittsburgh in promoting non-profit efforts 
like minority businesses and the B.PE.P.

I know Public 
Works spent a lot of time repainting one 
portion of the Bloomfield Bridge, and 
now, just three days later, it has already 
begun, in another week it will be 
completely filled up again with graffiti. 
So, we have a few hot spots, and I think 
the billboard idea is a unique idea, and I 
want to thank Barry personally for his 
leadership on this. But, I think it can be a 
big contribution to locating and identifying 
graffiti vandals and especially given the 
fact that some of these boards will be 
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located right near some of the graffiti 
prone areas. 


So, I want to thank Martin Media, 
but I would hope that the Administration — 
that is all we are asking for is the hotline 
number in the Police Bureau, and I would 
also ask that the billboard highlight the 
reward system that we have also in place. 
And, I want to thank Councilman 
Hertzberg for bringing you and Martin 
Media in today.

the talent from CMU, which was 
demonstrated in their own study, but we 
have some in-house personnel in our own 
department at Parks, Dale, in particular, 
Mr. Vezzetti, and others, who have a lot of 
expertise, and I would like to see us 
actually renew a Tree Commission in this 
City, but I think we need to sit down and 
talk about it. 


In any event, I think we should 
encourage the Mayor’s work in this 
tespect.

Mr. Cusick: 


Yes. I would just like to ask 
Council for their support in sending a 
letter to the President in regards to the 
whole flooding problem down in the 
Overbrook area. As we all know that the 
13 million dollars that was allocated for to 
help alleviate some of the problem in the 
Saw Mill Run Creek area was stripped and 
is now trying to be restored by our 


Congress and hopefully by the Senate. 


I would like to send a letter 
supporting - the Federal Government does 


support local flooding problems such as 
that occurred last week. 


I would like to also ask that this 
Council send a letter to the Governor in 
Tesponse to whatever emergency dollars 
may be available in regards to the whole 
flooding problem out there. I think that 
for the most part the community has | 
spoken, they have waited 40 odd years, 
have gone through a number of studies and 
they are tired of hearing about the — 
whatever branch of government it may be, 
doing a study and would like to see some 
action. 


I think that for the most part that 
when I have come to this body before for 
Overbrook and the same old story is, let’s 
wait; whether it be a Senior center or 
fixing of a creek, the community always 
get the same reply, we'll do it, we're 
thinking about it and it’s on our minds, yet 
nothing happened. The same thing is 
happening with the creek. And, I think it 
is time that Overbrook and the whole 
South Hills area, or the whole City of 
Pittsburgh would probably reap from the 
benefits of doing something im regards to 
this creek. 








So, I would ask that we send a 
letter not only to the President, to the 
Governor and ask them for immediately 
response and also to visit the site with 
myself and whatever other Members of 
this body that would like to join in. 


The Chair: 


Thank you. There is a motion on 
the floor. If you can help construct the 
letters. 


Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Coben: 


A strong second to that motion, 
Mr. President. I want to commend 
Councilman Cusick for his leadership on 
this issue, also Councilman Hertzberg 
because, of course, his district is affected 
as well, the West End portion. 


It is pathetic that it has been 40 
years at least that the peopie of Overbrook 
and that area have been trying to solve a 
life and death problem, it is truly a life and 
death problem, especially down there in 
Ansonia Place. 1 was fortunate enough to 
be at the meeting last night with 
Councilman Cusick and Councilman 
Hertzberg where residents talked of how 
they have had to suffer for all these years. 
So, I strongly second the motion to 
President Clinton and hopefully also to our 
two Senators and Congressman. 


There was actually money in the 
budget, as Councilman Cusick said, in the 
Federal Budget for this, I think 14 million 
for the West End portion and about four to 
five million for the Ansonia Place portion, 
and it was cut out, the rug was pulled out 
from under those residents. So, we all 














have to fight to put it back in, and I very 
strongly support Councilman Cusick in his 
motion. 


The Chair: 


Very good. Other discussion? 
Councilman Hertzberg. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


1 am strongly in support. I look 
forward to seeing that letter, I think that is 
the direction we ought to continue to take. 
As Councilman Cohen point out, the 
Federal Government was on the verge of 
finally doing this, the last second, I mean 
as recently as a couple months ago, they 
were taking core borings in the West End, 
ready to start the work there, all of a 
sudden it stopped. I think some of the 
efforts that have been made though in the 
last couple of months got it back on the 
drawing board in the House of 
Representatives. But, I think going to the 
President and doing what Fran Accamando 
suggested last night, getting the petitions, 
taking them down to Washington, is the 
‘way we got to go on this, just get it back 
where it belongs, show them the 
Seriousness of the situation, and it 
certainly was impressed upon me last 
night by the vivid descriptions of the fear 
that the people along Saw Mill Run have 
of that flooding. J am in full support and 
offer all of my assistance. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. As a 
suggestion, could we also send a 
communication PennDot, the same kind of 
a letter. I am a little bit confused as to 
how they are going to do major road and 























bridge work in that cormidor without 
addressing the overflow, the flooding 
realities. It would seem engineering wise 
it is structurally impossible to build certain 
type of bridge and roadway improvements 
if they are not going to also address or deal 
with the fact that there is significant 
flooding. So, I would like to also ask 
tespectfully that the communication 
besides the Govemor or the President also 
go to PennDot. It is obvious that given the 
nature of the problem that a number of 
different agencies, including our own 
ALCOSAN are involved in one way or 
another in ultimately trying to address the 
issue. So, I think we should also 
communicate to PennDot regarding the 
issue. 

Councilman Onorato, then Mr. 
Cusick. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Two quick points. One, Mr. 
President, you asked, you wonder how 
PennDot is going to expand the road 
without accounting for this problem. That 
is the typical way PennDot does business. 
They build a road for people that live 
outside the City and we build the burden 
of the problems and they say, when we 
have money we’ll get to it. 1 am dealing 
with this on the North Side. So, 
Councilman Cusick, you have my full 
Support. 


And, I think that it is very 
important that we send a letter to PennDot 
that there wil! be no road construction, no 
improvements, unless we see the plan for 
this particular problem. 


And, in addition, the ALCOSAN 
issue that I always bring up here at the 
table, when we have outside municipalities

that want to tap in to the system, we 
always have a debate here and J always 
question it because of being the host of the 
facility on the North Side and problems we 
have with it, but this is a good example 
where I do not think another municipality 
should be tapped in until we take care of 
our Own municipality that should be tied in 
to ALCOSAN, whatever it takes, and these 
are the types of issues that should be 
addressed before we just rubber stamp 
expansion, albeit a PennDot project or an 
ALCOSAN project, until they realize that, 
we'll be the host of these projects but you 
are going to have to pay and prepare the 
facility in a proper way so that we don’t 
bear the burden twice, one, with the 
structure, and two, with inadequate 
planning for run-off or spin-off. 


So, Councilman Cusick, you have 
may full support in whatever we can do. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Cusick. 
Mr. Cusick: 


I would just like to thank everyone 
for their support, but I think that you hit it 
on the nose, and one reason that I wanted 
to send the Governor a letter in regards to 
this is that we have allocated some 16, 17 
odd million dollars to the Liberty Tubes 
Portal Project and 1 think that if we are 
going to start prioritizing, which the State 
has done in regards to different projects, I 
think that this should be the top of the 
Priority list, and only then after this project 
would be kicked off, would we consider 
other — at least I would consider other 
Projects that have to do in regards to the 
South Hills area. I know for the most part 
that we are going to face a problem once 














we shut down the Fort Pitt Tunnels, but I 
do not see how this Liberty Tubes Portal 
Project will really confront that problem. 





But, for the most part I want to see 
the people of the Overbrook area and the 
people of the South Hills get the best bank 
for their buck, and J think that for the most 
part they will get that if the creek is taken 
care of.

However, this is a very interesting case 
because according to the Assistant 
Solicitor, who was very articulate in her 
views, that case law and legislation, State 
Law, do state that we have the secondary 
responsibility for the sidewalks, even 
though the owners of the property are 
responsible to repair their sidewalks. 
However, there are other things that could 
be spoken about also: It’s, since 1981, 
why was the case filed so late, what was 
happening in all this time; number two, 
was also — and I agree with you, Mr. 
President, and that is, why should we find 
the principal owners back from 1981, I 
think it is their responsibility to totally 
exhaust all avenues in order to find the 
person. Obviously everyone else talked 
about the flood gates and opening up a 
precedent. But, there was another thing 
that we did not talk about, maybe another 
issue, and that is, what happens if someone 
owns the property, has insurance, someone 
gets badly hurt on that sidewalk and is not 
secure, is not willing to accept a 
settlement, against setting a precedent, that 
they are able to come back to the City and 
Say, sure, I sued that property owner, I 
filed a lien, I got their home, I got the 
insurance settlement, but it is just not good 
enough, I want the taxpayers in the City of 
Pittsburgh to pay. So, there is another 
issue that was not raised. 


Now, I am going to end there 
because I am sure there is a lot to talk 








about, but I do not feel comfortable in this, 
I do not believe that all the taxpayers in 
the City of Pittsburgh should be 
responsible for each and every sidewalk, 
because that is who is paying here, it is not 
the City, it is the taxpayers, and I just 
believe that we need to test case law with - 
~ test this certain act that has, I guess, 
passed by the legislature, and I feel very 
confident that we could win this. Thank 
you.

responsible in all cases, and this is one 
case. 


I do not believe, according to what 
our Council has brought forward, is that 
this necessarily will open up the flood 
gates, personally J think any governmental 
body such as the City of Pittsburgh is 
always open to flood gates of any type of 
litigation, it is just the nature of human 
beings to want to litigate against the 
government and to fall on sidewalks, 
whether you fall in a grocery store or 
sidewalk, whatever, people are going to 
fall and try to sue. 


So, I do not want to hold this 
parocular individuals, who has been 
warming since 1981, for some type of 
settiement to suffer any more in delay. So, 
| will be voting in the affirmative and 
taking our legal counsel’s advice to settle 
for fear tha: this may ultimately end up in 
2 jury mal in which the City may lose 
even — we mun the risk of — and it is a 
gamble to lose any more money. So, it is 
a 50'50. and right now I would like to stay 
on the sade of caution.

Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President | 
compliment the Assistant City Solicitor on 
this, Khadija Diggs, she did an excellent 
job and was very versed on the law and the 
facts of the case and informing us, and 
over the past I have generally taken the 














advice of the City Solicitor’s Office, but 
on this case in particular, I am going to be 
voting no again on this, for a few reasons. 
First of all, the nature of the claim, it is a 
‘trip and fall type claim and what lawyers 
and judges would throw this in to, and I 
think I the hierarchy of your personal 
injury cases, from the perspective of the 
Plaintiff's bar, the tip and fall type of 
claim is one of the worse type of claims 
for chances of succeeding liability wise, 
and the main reason for that is, ordinarily 
there is an element of negligence on the 
Part of the victim themselves, that is that 
they fell, why weren’t they looking where 
they were going, and that kind of thing is 
usually brought up, and under the facts of 
this particular case, where it occurred in 
the daytime, there is even more of that 
element to it; also, we have no witnesses 
to it, which further weakens the case, And 
finally, the age of this claim, it is just so 
extraordinary that something that occurred 
on June the 2nd, 1981 is today brought to 
us for a settlement in the amount of 
$13,000.00, that for those reasons I will be 
voting no.

Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. Most of 
the arguments have already been made. I 
agree with Councilman Hertzberg, who is 
a tial lawyer. And, I also agree that the 
Law Department, in particular 
the Assistant Solicitor, did a fine job 
presenting the law.

Yes, I would like to read a 
resolution here, that hopefully we have 
unanimous support here, it is on a positive 
note, and maybe we can get the City to 
rally around the franchise. Let me read it 
and we will talk from there. 


MR. ONORATO PRESENTS 


No. 2246 WHEREAS, on 
Saturday, August 5, 1995 Bruce Keidan 
and the Pittsburgh Post Gazette will be 
sponsoring a “Ballot by Ballpark” evening 
at Three Rivers Stadium; and, 


WHEREAS, the idea behind the 
“Ballot by Ballpark” is a community 
Tesponse 10 our baseball franchise’s 
struggle for survival; and, 


WHEREAS, on June 4, 1985, 
Bruce Keidan asked the Pittsburgh 
community if it was willing to 
demonstrate its desire that Pittsburgh 
remain the home of the Pirates by 
attending the June 4th game. He stated 
that “we can answer that question without 
a referendum. We don’t need a ballot to 
do it. Three Rivers Stadium can be our 
ballot box. The turnstiles can count the 
votes.” 31,384 individuals responded to 
his challenge; and, 


WHEREAS, Bruce Keidan is once 
again asking the Pittsburgh community to 
tum out again in a gesture of solidarity on 
the part of all people who love the game of 
baseball by attending Three Rivers 
Stadium on Saturday, August 5, 19945; 
and, 


WHEREAS, Pittsburgh City 
Council wholeheartedly supports Bruce 





Keidan and the Post Gazette’s challenge to 
the residents of Pittsburgh to tum out for 
the “Ballot by Ballpark” evening at the 
stadium as a way of making the voice of 
those who love baseball heard; and, 


WHEREAS, baseball does not 
belong to club owners or to the players but 
is the property of the individuals who love 
the game. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh urges Pittsburgh residents to 
come out to the balipark on Saturday, 
August 5, 1995 to demonstrate our desire 
to have Pittsburgh remain the home of the 
Pirates and to keep baseball in the City.

I would just like to add, as a 
Member of the Stadium Authority, I will 
be working with my colleagues at the 
Authority to help publicize this. This 
should be ~ the point that should be made 
clear here today, forget about the sides, 
who is fighting and who is doing what and 
where it is going and who is going to own 
i, this is about just keeping the franchise 








and supporting the franchise and showing for baseball, baseball played in the good 


support for major league baseball in this 
town, and we can work through the details 
later, but this is just a way for the fans, 
who continue to show their protest and 
frustration over the prior year’s strike, 
Tightfully so, and the disgusting 
movements that have been taking place 
over the last several months with the 
suike, with the sale, with everything, but 
this is just one day for everyone to come 
together to say, if we get our act together, 
that we would like to see the franchise 
remain in Pittsburgh. And, August 5th, 
1995, Saturday, is the date, and I am sure 
you are going to hear a lot more about that 
date as we approach, and I would hope 
that everyone would take one day out of 
the summer to just show support for this 
franchise, because J believe it would be 
devastating to this City if we lose it. 


The Chair: 


Any other discussion? I will vote 
in favor of the good spirit of the resolution 
because I do think we should rally around 
the flag as it relates to the Pirates. 
However, I personally feel, and I think it is 
clear, the Pittsburgh Post Gazette has kind 
of consciously launched a propaganda 
blitz as it relates to the Pirates. I think 
they clearly have written front-page 
articles when really there even has not 
been that much news to report in the last 
several months on this continuing saga 
tegarding the Rigas situation; they 
consciously run editorial cartoons; they 
have consciously and repeatedly have run 
actual written editorials on the Editorial 
Page and now more recently we see in the 
last few days, the so called “Pirate 
Memories”, which occupy the front page, 
trying to rally around the Cooperstown, 
New York kind of enthusiasm that one has 





old days. I applaud the Post Gazette for 
that but I think what the Post Gazette 
should do and the people that should be 
around those turnstiles, not just the fans, 
who repeatedly have supported the team, I 
think the people that need to go to the 
tumstiles are some of the larger businesses 
and larger corporations, they are the ones 
that better rally around this Pirate Team at 
this point, not solely resting the burden on 
the shoulder of the fans. 


If the corporate community, which 
has consciously throughout of its resources 
has made a decision to keep the Pittsburgh 
Symphony and various cultural amenities 
here, and if you look at Jacob’s Field and 
all the other good work that has gone on in 
other urban areas around the country, if 
that corporate community is not going to 
clearly express itself right now, as it 
relates to the Rigas offer and the other 
negotiations that are going on, whether it 
be corporate medallions, whether it be 
playing up and becoming part of equity 
investors with the Rigas offer, or whoever 
else, then I think 
~~ I guess what I am trying to say is, it is 
nice to pass this resolution, I 
wholeheartedly support, I will sincerely 
Support it, but the fact of the matter is, the 
folks that need to come forward tight now 
in this period economically, in addition to 
the fans, is the corporate community, they 
need to be anteing up right now if they 
want to help maintain and keep the 
Pittsburgh Pirates here and major sports.

Thank you, Mr. President, but I 
just want to — I am trying to avoid those 
types of comments, even though I agree 
with everything you just said, and I think 
we all agree that both sides have to come 
together for what is best for the franchise. 
What this does though is that we recognize 
that the fans have effectively shown their 
frustration and rightfully so. Attendance 
all across the country is down, people are 
just disgusted with the way baseball is 
being played and the way it is being 
presented and just the ownership structure, 
the pay scale, whatever it might be. But, 
what this day will do is that we can use it 
as setting as strong signal and the fans can 
send a strong signal that if baseball can 
get its act together and if the City of 
Pittsburgh can get its act together and if 
the current ownership can get their act 
together, and we can talk about a new 
stadium, if we get all that together, that 
there is fam support out there for a 
franchise, that shows some kind of 
consideration to the fan, I am not in any 
way, and this does not reflect any way 
harshly on the fans, I think what they are 
doing is actually helping put the pressure 
on, this would just be one way, one day to 
show that Pittsburgh, the region, can 
support a team when a good product is 
brought forward, and the good product 
starts from the ownership all the way 
down and includes the City leadership 
also. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Councilman. Other 


discussion? Councilman Cohen and then 
Councilman O’Connor. 
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Thanks, Mr. President. 1 support 
the resolution very strongly and commend 
Bruce Keidan and Dan Onorato for bring 
this up here. We have to show support for 
our team, we have to show it in greater 
numbers than frankly any other City. 
Because what we are doing here is we are 
fighting against a trend that is continuing, 
and that is a trend of losing economic 
clout. We cannot lose sight, it seems to 
me, of the big picture here, and the big 
picture here is whether or not Pittsburgh 
has the economic clout to sustain a major 
league baseball team, that is what it comes 
down to. We have lost more jobs and 
more population and more per capita 
income in the last 15 years than any of the 
top 25 cities in the country. We have got 
to turn that trend around. The only way to 
keep the Pirates in Pittsburgh in the long 
run is to restore our economic clout. That 
is what has got to be done. 


So, I certainly support this August 
Sth rally around the Pirates because it is 
necessary and we have got to have 
tremendous local support more so, as I 
said, than any other city, because we have 
got to bring people out in greater 
percentages and in greater numbers than 
other cities do, because frankly other cities 
of similar size are doing better than we 
are.

These players come and go and it looks 
like club owners come and go, whether 
they be corporate communities or some 





vich guy who happened to have a lucky 
father that he can go out and buy a team. 


So, this sport does belong to the 
players, I certainly support it. What we 
are trying to do here, I think if we show 
and we pack that stadium, we show that 
people — although we are upset with what 
is going on, not just now in Pittsburgh but 
in the last couple of years, people are fed 
up with the players, the owners, the 
attitudes, they will change, no matter what 
happens here, whether this team stays or 
leaves, it is going to go back, players are 
going to play again, they are going to be 
more responsive to the fans, it may take 
another five, ten years but they will get it 
in line. I think our big point is to make 
sure Pittsburgh still has a team, whether 
who owns it, is another story, and we can 
argue and debate that, but if we show there 
is a need in the market by people going to 
the games, whether these owners or a new 
owner, it would certainly send a good 
positive message that that product is still 
wanted and need here, just like you say, 
with the opera — if nobody went to the 
opera, the corporate community would not 
support them either. If people start going 
and showing interest, with the couple 
million people we have in this City, if we 
only go a few more times a year, if it was 
back to normal, we could - well, in the 
City, the region I am referring to. At one 
time the Pirates, when they were drawing 
two million, they would have drew — two 
and half — the average fan goes four times, 
if that fan went one more time, we would 
have drew two and a half million. So, it is 
not hard to draw two and a half to three 
million, but it takes 2 whole changing 
attitude of baseball. Unfortunately, it is on 
the fans’ back a little bit here and I think 
this is'a good message they have to come 
out and show support. No matter what 














happens down the road, the community or 
whether it be new owners or the business 
community, I think will send a good 
message to them that we want baseball, we 
would like it under our terms, with good 
solid citizens and good ballplayers and at 
reasonable price, 


So, I certainly support the idea, and 
I know I will be there and I hope other 
Councilmembers will join Mr. Onorato; 
we should all be there to show the support. 


The Chair: 


Let me just clarify something. 1 
am all for the resolution but I guess maybe 
I am being somewhat of a purist here and 
maybe it is inappropriate on my part, but 
my problem is, if we just relegate this 
event to be this kind of mindless show of 
support. Rallying around the Pirate flag is 
al) well and good but tactically we are at a 
potnt nght now in this City where I think 
and what I am asking is, let’s rally around 
the stadium and rally around the Pirates 
but bez’s do it in a politically correct way, 
and | think tactically we are at the point 
night pow where Rigas’ deal is the one 
dea] tha: we should be rallying around, I 
conunuc to make that argument.

Yes, I support the resolution to 
declare a day at which Pittsburghers come 
out to show their support for the Pirates 
staying in Pittsburgh; however, there are a 
number of people, no small: number of 
people who will not be able to join us at 
this show of support because they cannot 
afford to buy a ticket, they cannot afford to 
get in, they do not have jobs, and it is very 
difficult for people who are unemployed, 
been searching for employment for a very 
long time, to find the relevance of the 
enthusiasm for the Pirates staying in 
Pittsburgh. I realize that the Pirates is an

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ownership group negotiating a business 
deal with another ownership group, and it 
is large business deal, an 85 million dollar 
deal, and the speculation about what is 
going to happen and who is going to end 
up buying, it is just that, it is total 
speculation, and J am going to try to stay 
out of that. 


But, here, to show that I support 
continuing to have a professional baseball 
team, the Pirates preferably, in the City of 
Pittsburgh, I am most happy to do that, 
and by supporting this resolution and 
going to this ballgame, I am not saying I 
Support our current owners or their 
Position, whatever it is, or any Proposed 
owner and whatever their position might 
be; I am not saying I support these athletes 
and the salaries they are making; J am not 
saying I support their current iabor 
situation or lack of a labor situation, lack 
of a salary cap, lack of revenue sharing, 
and I am definitely not saying that I 
Support taxpayer financing of baseball in 
Pittsburgh or taxpayer financing of a new 
stadium. 


Mr. Onorato: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Thank you, Councilman. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


But, | do want the Pirates to stay, 
and I think this is great.

The Chair: 


Could someone clarify for the body 
who they are playing on August Sth, by 
the way; do we know? 

Mr. Onorato: 

That is irrelevant, Mr. President. 
The Chair: 

Councilman. 

Mr. Onorato: 
They are playing though. 


1 think Councilwoman has a 
comment first, or no? 


The Chair: 


Councilwoman 
Excuse me. 


McDonald. 


Ms. MeDowald: 
Yes, Ido. 
Mr. O'Connor: 
Astros. 
The Chair: 
Who? 
Mr. O’Connor: 


. Astros, the Houston Astros. 
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Ms. McDonald: 


There may be a community event 
in my district, a major community festival. 
So, I am not sure about my attendance, 
though I have attended the games this 
year, not all of them. 


But again, I think we all have 
shown that we support the Pirates staying 
in Pittsburgh, and I am just curious that — 
I support the resolution; I think it does not 
burt to rally behind the Pirate flag, as 
Councilman Ferlo so eloquently put it, and 
it is true, he said, it was purist, it is true, he 
is breaking it down to hard facts, nothing 
is wrong with that. But, I just want to 
know how many times we are going to 
have to show the owners and whomever 
that people would like the Pirates to stay 
in Pittsburgh. How many times do we 
have to show that? I mean this is another 
time. I think that the owners know very 
well how the residents, how Council, how 
the Mayor, how many officials and the 
community in general feel about the 
Pirates staying in Pittsburgh. Yes, we 
want them to stay in Pittsburgh. But, I 
think that a lot of the rigmarole that is 
going on right now is out of our 
jurisdiction. When we talk about the fans 
~ and we can look at ali types of sports — 
we can talk about love and passion and 
loyalty, listen, it’s about money. Each one 
of those fans represent money and the 
more fans there are, the more money that 
is involved, and it is a shame that sports 
has come down to 2 money making 
venture, period. We can talk about the 
other stuff, it seems nice, and we are out 
there passionately, but believe me, those 
owners and whomever have major stakes 
in that team; they’re looking at it from a 
money aspect. 








So, again, I am basically out of it. 
I want the Pirates to stay but right now, I 
say, let the owners negotiate, let the dust 
settle. I am just waiting for the dust to 
settle and I hope it settles soon, so that 
everyone can get on with their lives, for 
crying out loud. 


But, I also want to mention that we 
have other teams. We have the Piranhas, a 
basketball team, that maybe we need to 
look at and regardless of what happens. I 
want the Pirates to stay, if they stay or 
they do not stay, we have other teams that 
we also need to look at that could be a 
major entertain source of revenue for the 
City of Pittsburgh and hopefully I will be 
able to be discussing that soon. 


But again, I support it but I am just 
waiting for the dust to settle. 


The Chair: 

We will let Councilman Onorato 
have the closing comments on his 
resolution. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Wow, this resolution says a lot 
more than I ever printed on it. 


Let me just say, with all due 
respect, Mr. President, you totally missed 
the point today of the resolution, and let 
me explain why. 

The Chair: 


And that won’t be the first time. 
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Mr. Onorato: 





A year ago — one year ago this 
week ~ one year ago today, as a matter of 
fact, this town had the national spotlight 
shining on it, and, boy, we were shining, it 
was a great day in the City of Pittsburgh, 
with the All Star Week being here, and I 
know all of my colleagues can remember, 
and you saw all the fans that day, FanFest, 
you saw all the activities for a whole week 
here, and we had the national cameras 
showing this country how great Pittsburgh 
wes and what we had to offer to this 
country and how much baseball meant to 
this region. 


Al this proclamation does today is 
recognize one day to the most important 
people of this whole franchise, and that is 
the fans. 


Councilwoman McDonald made 
reference to everyone knows how we feel, 
how the government feels, how the 
ownership feels. Well, we are all sick and 
tired of hearing from us, from the owners, 
from the future owners. This is just one 
day to just put everything aside and to 
allow the fans an opportunity to say what 
they would do if all of us would get our 
act together around here, including the 
owners, some future owners, whoever it 
might be. And, if revenue sharing one day 
is achieved with salary caps, that this 
market can keep a team here and can be 
‘very profitable. 


I just want to make a few 
comments on some of the things that were 
said. As I mentioned earlier, Mr. 
President, your comments, I do not think 
anyone here disagrees with, but today is 
not the day to bash the current owners, 
today is not the day to bash the 





Administration, it is not the day to bash 
Mr. Rigas, it is not the day to bash a future 
owner from California. Every one of us 
have a different view on those four 
categories I just mentioned, some of us 
support one side more than the other. 
None of us are wrong and none of us are 
right, we all have our beliefs. But, I think 
the one thing that all nine of us in this 
region agrees on, it sure would be nice to 
keep the franchise in Pittsburgh, and to 
keep the franchise here and to let the fans 
in the future generations enjoy what we 
enjoyed, what our fathers and mothers 
enjoyed and what their parents enjoyed 
before us. 


This is one day that the fans of this 
region can step forward and actually have 
a significant impact on this franchise, and 
they can forget about the disgusting news 
they have to read every day about the 
million dollar ballplayers, the bickering 
between ownership, the bickering between 
elected officials, whatever it might be, to 
just talk baseball. Let’s talk about the 
franchise being here and let’s see what the 
fans want to do. 


Councilman Udin is absolutely 
tight, there are a lot of people that cannot 
afford to be at the game. Currently I have 
already talked with the Pirates, we are 
going to be talking with the idea of the 
players, the corporate community and 
providing some tickets to people that are 
less fortunate than we are to get to the 
game. 


But, at the same time ~ 
Mr. Udin: 


They would rather have jobs. 
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Mr. Onorato: 


But, at the same time — Mr. Udin - 
~ and I still have the floor. — the same 
time, people who cannot afford and do not 
have jobs, that does not mean that we say, 
let’s don’t talk about putting ALCOA’s 
headquarters here and keep them in 
Pittsburgh, let’s don’t get rid of the 
symphony, let’s don’t get rid of the 
Cultural Trust District, whatever it might 
be. These are all little pieces that make 
Pittsburgh a great place. We have a great 
economic problem in the African- 
American community here, if you look at 
the recent report that came out. That is 
something we have to deal with and hit 
head on, but at the same time we cannot 
ignore the other items that are out there. 
Just because we have a major problem 
here that is a disgrace for all of us here that 
we have to address, we still have to 
address it but we cannot throw everything 
out in the meantime. It is all part of a 
bigger puzzle and these are all pieces to 
that puzzle, and right now the Pirates are 
on the hot seat; this franchise is in 
jeopardy. 


This is one time to put all the 
negative behind us, for one day of the 
year, just for one day. Let’s forget about 
the negative arguments and the bickering 
that takes place all across this City and 
let’s just talk about the Pirates. This one 
day could be such a huge psychological 
boost for this franchise — and when I say 
“franchise” I mean baseball in Pittsburgh, 
I do not mean individuals. Baseball in 
Pittsburgh. This psychological boost, if 
we get 40,000 there on one day, and you 
had 8,000 the day before, and 5,000 the 
day after, those fans have sent a signal to 
all of us here, to the owners and to Major 
League Baseball, that Pittsburgh is ready 





for a franchise when you get your act in 
order. And, that is all J am asking, and I 
do thank every one of you for supporting 
this, and I hear your concems, but those 
concems and issues should be addressed 
on a different day. August 5th is going to 
be fans and keeping the franchise here and 
baseball. 





And, everyone should know, that 
the issues you brought up, Mr. President, 
are taking place today, tomorrow and will 
be taking place all the way through until a 
new owner is decided on, and that is to be 
discussed on a different day, a different 
hour. Today, August 5th, we are asking 
everyone to come out to show their 
support for keeping Major League 
Baseball in Pittsburgh, because I think in 
the long run it is going to help this City 
grow, it is going to help corporations want 
to stay here and it is going to help provide 
jobs. It is part of creating an atmosphere 
that corporations want to be here and want 
to bring employees here. And, this is just 
as important as a Cultural Trust District, it 
is just as important as the other sports 
franchise, and losing the Pirates would be 
a - I think a black eye on this City that 
would take many years to recover. So, 
that’s hopefully that August Sth that we 
can get the word out and we can get 
everyone at the stadium. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. All in 
favor of the resolution. 


WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 


Motion carries. August 5th, be 
there. 











Any other matter to be brought 
before the body? Councilwoman 
McDonald. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Yes. Thank you, Mr. President. 
Just very quickly, concerning the tagedy 
that happened, the second tragedy that has 
happened in my district in just a year with 
the Homewood Pool and a little boy 
named Emest Everetts, seven years old, 
dying. First of all, I want to commend our 
Public Safety staff, I want to commend 
Zone 5, Officers Curges, Reed, Haggerty 
and Bums, for their efforts in tying to 
save that little boy’s life. I am 
commending our paramedics and our Fire 
Engine Company No. 17, for their very 
quick response on this matter, I think they 
tied very diligently. But, of all the 
efforts, we have eight to eleven pools out 
of approximately 32 in the City of 
Pittsburgh, that have recurring problems of 
vandalism, fences being torn up, people 
just coming in to swim late at night. hh 
spite of all this, I think the bottom line is, 
at this point J do not think the City can be 
held that liable for that little boy’s 
unfortunate death, this was tuly an 
accident. That fence has been cut and cut 
and cut. I have had residents from that 
area, as well as people who go up to the 
ball field to coach kids, to mentor kids, 
and they say it is always vandalized, that 
fence is constantly cut. 


So, ] am not recommending a 24 
hour watch at this time. I mean I swam 
when I was little and we knew better, you 
better not be at that pool after hours, 
otherwise — in fact, you’re better off in the 
pool than to have your grandparent or your 
parent come out there and snatch you and 
drag you back. But, I am _ not 








tecommending any physical alterations, 
any major differences at this time, pending 
the Administration coming back, and I 
would hope that this would be done 
through our Parks and Recreation 
Committee under the Chairmanship of 
Councilman Hertzberg. I will wait for the 
recommendations. 


But, J am recommending a pool 
watch for those residents. Those residents 
need to coalesce, organize and at least one 
person or so go up to the pool and for five 
minutes ~ just go up and see if you see 
anyone. If you see anybody or hear 
anybody in that pool — and I am talking 
basically to the listening audience ~ if you 
see anybody, call the police. I think that 
Zone 5 and Chief Buford, have been very 
cooperative and knowing that we’re going 
to have to beef up patrols in that area, to 
do just a drive through, just to look in and 
see who is in the pool. Zone 5 should be 
more responsive, they have been 
Tesponsive, this is not a criticism, this is 
just urging them to even do more than 
what they have done in the past to make 
sure that that pool is safe and to also send 
out a message to all pools throughout the 
City. I mean probably all of us have an 
area in our neck of the woods that we have 
a problem with. 


But, ultimately, ultimately, we are 
going to have to have water safety course, 
and this is where I will be talking with 
Councilman Hertzberg and the 
Administration ~ don’t look like that, 
Alan — 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


We have them. 





Ms. McDonald: 





Well, okay. Well, we are going to 
have to beef them up because I am not 
aware of any in the Homewood Pool. 
Swimming lessons right now need to be 
advertised more, right now they are at a 
minimal cost for some Tesidents, they need 
to be no cost. If we are going to allow 
those kids to swim in the pools and take on 
that liability, then we need to make sure 
that they at least have basic water safety. 
It should be mandatory in my eyes. 
Mandatory water safety course, or at least 
some immi lessons that are 
affordable to a lot of residents. And, 
again, that is not a criticism because 
Pittsburgh swimming classes are very 
cheap, they are about the cheapest you can 
find, but even then it may be over the head 
of some residents. 


Also, ended up, I was talking with 
my dad, who goes back a long way, and he 
had mentioned, he says, you know, this is 
nothing new, hon, he says, we used to go 
to the pools late at night, we used to break 
through the fence, climb the fence, do 
whatever, I said, well, why did you go? 
He said, two reasons. One, he says, we 
were hot, we had no recreation, and we 
had no other choice, the pools were closed, 
they close early in the day, by 6 o’clock, 7 
o’clock, 8 o’clock, it is still hot in the 
summer time, it is still light outside and 
we wanted to have a swim, why couldn’t 
we swim, so we had to just do it ourselves. 
And, the second reason is, they ended up 
going to some pools back in those days 
who were segregated, and just out of spite, 
swam in them, put their little black bodies 
in there, said, now, we're in this white 
pool. So, they integrated it after hours 
sometimes, just for spite. 





But, this is a major problem. We 
do not have enough recreational facilities. 
People say, well, how do these kids keep 
breaking through the fence? They want 
somewhere to go; they want somewhere to 
play; they want somewhere to swim. 
Simple. And that is why they do it, 
because the pool is closed and they just 
want to go somewhere. That does not 
condone them breaking in. Back in my 
days, again, I would have been better off at 
the bottom of the pool than to have my 
grandmother or my grandfather coming up 
there, finding me, and you know what they 
would do, all the way home. 


But, again, it does not condone the 
vandalism, but at the same time, we really 
do have to take a look at extended hours, 
possibly, maybe the use of the Pittsburgh 
Public Schools, within their buildings, 
year round. It may cost some money, but 
Reizenstein had a family swim that my 
family attended. Two years in a row we 
attended that family swim. So, there are a 
lot of things that we do need to look at as 
to why kids climb the fence, break through 
the fence. They need extended hours of 
recreation, bottom line. And, we cannot 
let this little boy die in vain because I am 
going to hold the community also 
accountable, that we have to start looking 
after each other’s kids. I am getting sick 
and tired of people saying, well, ’m 
scared to talk to somebody else’s kid 
because the parent may say this. Take a 
chance and talk to the kid, take a chance 
and squeal on the kid, take a chance and 
say, ’'m going to tell your mother, or I’m 
going to call the police. Take a chance. If 
we do not start looking after each other’s 
kids, like when I grew up, I mean you got 
it twice, once from the neighbors and once 
from your parents or grandparents, or 








whoever, then the community is never 
going to recover incidences like this. 


So, again, I urge the community to 
coalesce and I tinge the City to take a look 
at possibly extension of hours for 
Tecreation facilities. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilwoman. Mr. 
Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President, and 
thank you, Valerie McDonald, for bringing 
this up. I just want to speak to the Public 
Safety aspects of the Homewood Pool 
tragedy. I spoke with Deputy Mayor Sal 
Sirabella and the Chief of Police Earl 
Buford at our regular Public Safety 
Meetings, and obviously this was a 
tragedy whenever a young person is killed 
in a situation like this. But, I do agree 
with Councilwoman McDonald that it is 
not a time to criticize the Public Safety 
personnel, I think they did everything they 
could possibly do. The kids ran and got a 
beat officer, that beat officer jumped in to 
the pool with his uniform on and did 
everything he could, CPR, et cetera, and it 
just did not work. Beyond that, the fences, 
as I understand it, are checked every — by 
the way, I am just speaking to the Public 
Safety aspects, I will leave the Parks 
aspects to Councilman Hertzberg. 
Obviously there is some overlap between 
the two. -- but, the fences checked every 
morning, there are lights there for security. 
Chief Buford said that he would beef up 
the patrol around the pools. We used to 
have a pool patrol, as you know, Mr. 
President. The officers then were assigned 
to the zones. We might have a policy 








discussion here with the Administration as 
to which was is better, but Chief Buford is 
beefing up the patrols around the pools, 
especially now that the temperatures are 
getting even hotter and are expected to be 
very hot over the next few days. But, 
beyond that, frankly I am not sure what 
else can be done. I agree with 
Councilwoman McDonald that having 
neighbors help neighbors réally is 
necessary, but the public safety part of it, I 
cannot fault them, Mr. President, I think 
they did a good job. 


The Chair: 


Thank 
Councilman Udin. 


you, Councilman. 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes. I do not want to detract from 
the tragedy of the incident in Homewood 
but it does remind me of just two incidents 
that I experienced two days in 2 row, on 
Sunday and Monday, of visiting two 
swimming pools, one in the Hill District 
and one on the North Side that were both 
complaining of shortened hours because of 
the unavailability of lifeguards. And, in 
one situation it was explained — I have not 
checked out the truth of it — but that there 
are some lifeguards in the system that are 
unwilling to go to certain neighborhoods 
and as a result those neighborhoods are 
deprived of sufficient lifeguard personnel 
and it shortens the hours of when the pool 

’ is available to the kids. And, that was one 
of the reasons why it was explained that if 
the pool is not opened a sufficient amount 
of time during the regular days, the kids 
are prone to come in to the pools 
overnight. 











So, I think that there is something 
to be examined relative to the personnel 
and staffing. I certainly want to check out 
the personnel and staffing of the pools in 
my district, as well as what other physical 
constructs around the pool might facilitate 
easy access in to the swimming pool. I 
witnessed one wall as a barrier to the pool 
and on the other side of the wall there was 
a Jong line of hooks, where children put 
their foot in the hook and just pop up over 
the wall very easily. A three or four foot 
child could easily do that. I intend to find 
out what the purpose of those hooks in the 
wall is, I think it is like bicycle racks or 
something like that, but the actual 
functional purpose of it is that it is a step 
over the wall to get in to the pool after 
hours. I am surprised that there are not 
more tragedies that are occurring in 
swimming pools after hours. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. Other 
discussion? Councilman Hertzberg. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President My 
sympathy goes out to the young man who 
died, it was very tragic. Around 
swimming pools and different bodies of 
water we often see these kind of tragedies, 
and I grew up around pools and 
unfornmately witnessed a few other 
tragedies around them. As much fun as 99 
percent of the people have around bodies 
of water, they are also very dangerous, and 
this is probably not the last kind of tragedy 
that will happen at a pool, whether it be a 
City-operated pool or somewhere else, but 
it is our job to try to avoid all if we can 
and as many in the future and we will try 
to do that at Parks and Recreation. 








T would note that this year we did 
make some improvements when it comes 
to hours of operation. First off, we opened 
Labor Day this year — I am sony, 
Memorial Day — I got my summer 
confused there. We opened up on 
Memorial Day this year, which was 
change in policy. We opened four pools 
on Memorial Day. So, we got some more 
days in. We also got away from the 
evening break. We now no longer have 
evening breaks at the pools, so that the 
pools remain open continuously during the 
hours when they are open. 


But, the undercurrent that I am 
hearing on the pools is that we just have 
too many of them in the City. 1 do not 
agree with that, but this is some of the 
scuttlebutt that is floating around, knowing 
that the trend is to regionalize the whole 
thing, and in fact that the opening of the 
four pools early was kind of a trial balloon 
Kind of thing, to see how that would work. 
And there are proposals floating around 
there to turn the City in to basically what 
‘we see in the County, which is a limited 
number of large regional pools. It would 
certainly make some management of them 
easier but it makes access to our residents, 
those without good transportation, the kids 
that are used to being able to walk to the 
pool in the summer, it makes that very 
difficult for the majority of the people and 
T would be against anything like that. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. Other 
discussion? Thank you for your 
comments. On another matter, 
Councilman -- on the same matter. Excuse 
me. Councilman O’Connor. 












Mr. O’Connor: 


Again, it is a tragedy when a child 
dies like this, we all have concems and I 
think we have to fix a problem. No matter 
whose fault it is, that fence is open, the 
child got there at an eatly hour, I would 
imagine. As Valerie said, I guess 
everybody in this room that grew up in 
Pittsburgh climbed a fence at one time or 
another to go swimming, but usually it 
was late at night, and to be honest with 
you, I was a little older when we did it and 
maybe after we had a few beers, so in most 
cases we could swim, but in this case, with 
a fence and young child, we have to guard 
these ~ protect these things at least till 10 
o’clock at night or 9 o’clock, before dark. 
The extended hours, I believe most of the 
pools are 7:00 to 8:00, but a lot of good — 
Valerie brought up a good point, if — the 
month of August, if it looks like a heat 
wave, why not have the pool open till 
9:00, basically it would cost another 20, 
$25.00, that’s all, an hour with the staff. 
And, if not, or ~ I like what you said about 
the community getting involved. This 
community all over talks about getting 
involved but nobody gets involved. Very 
few people, you will find in every 
Community it is the same one or two 
people, or one or two percent, and as far as 
correcting children like we used to, you 
cannot do it anymore, because if you look 
ata child the wrong way, and that is in my 
neighborhood, if you ty to correct 
neighbors, it is not like it was when we 
were kids, people are too sensitive to that 
and I think they ought to get off of that 
Kick real fast because if another adult 
corrects your kid, 9 out of 10 times, he or 
she is going to be right. Okay, once in 2 
while they may not be. 





But, J think you should —T would 
encourage to have an emergency meeting 
with the Parks people, whether we should 
extend some hours, whether there are still 
lifeguard problems, when we had a 
meeting, that Councilman Hertzberg said 
‘we were told that we had an abundance of 
guards. So, if there is a neighborhood 
problem and issue, 1 think they should be 
corrected real soon but not wait till 
September when it is too late. 


And, one other thing I would like 
to bring to your attention, you mentioned 
guarding pools and when people jump in 
and do something. I was at one of our 
parks and we had some problems with 
some kids, nobody calls 9-1-1, and these 
were lawyers who watched someone — 
with their kid — a lawyer friend of mine 
with their kid watched other kids try to 
bum the new safety surface and didn’t do 
anything, and these are only 12 year old 
kids doing it. So, I am not — my problem 
is, when I said, did you call 9-1-1, they 
said, well, I thought that was only for 
emergencies. And, I do not know about 
my other Councilmembers, but I have 
heard more and more, people do not know, 
they think 
9-1-1 is for only emergencies, and when 
you want to call a police officer, you have 
to cali 9-1-1, no matter if it is a minor 
thing, a suspicious thing. So, publicizing 
that, I just found it — the opportunity to 
say that because I have heard so many 
times, no one — a lot of people do not 
realize, 9-1-1 is who you call, whether it 
be for the local cop, or the cop might only 
be a block away. And, if it is not an 
emergency, there are certainly not going to 
respond first, the emergencies come first. 
But, I think the community has to call 9-1- 
1, and that has to be more notarized that 
that is who you call. 
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But, I agree with it, trying to keep 
the pools to the extended hours and we 
should do it soon and it is a very 
inexpensive cost. I saw one of the pools in 
my neighborhood, the same, fence cut and 
they are fixing it. Luckily though there is 
a playground near so they probably do not 
go in there till late at night. So, we just 
have to solve this problem. 


And, getting back to what you said, 
Mr. Hertzberg, about, as a test for regional 
pools and it is easier to manage. I think 
that is a big problem with our cities, and 
including this City. Every one of these 
situations can be managed, it takes good 
management to solve the problems. They 
are not easy problems but they should be 
managed, just regionalizing things, or 
closing pools, because it is hard to 
manage, is not an excuse, or not a good 
reason, and I think this Council ~ I know 
most of you would support not doing that. 
One of the biggest assets, it is a complaint, 
no one realizes there are 33 swimming 
pools in this City. I doubt if there is any 
city in this country that has 33 public 
swimming pools. But, that is a great 
advantage to us, that we should take 
advantage to keep our youth active, 
whether it be swimming lessons and free 
lessons. Again, there are free lessons, 
especially for lower income, and when you 
do give lessons, it is only 5 or $10.00, but 
again, were is the community at when they 
are there, and we have to publicize that 
more and we have to push. So, I 
encourage everyone to get involved soon, 
so that we do not have any more of these 
twagedies. 


The Chair: 


Councilman Onorato. 





Mr. Onorato: 


I have just one brief comment here 
and then I would say something else on a 
different issue. 


1 just want to, on this issue, one 
piece of it, echo Councilman Udin’s point 
about the lifeguards. I have been here 
three and a half years, every year we fight 
this battle that they cannot find lifeguards, 
I do not buy it. It is an excuse, and if you 
cannot find it, then let’s fire everybody 
and get somebody else in there. There 
should be a direct order that we want 
lifeguards available for as many hours as 
we need them, and I do not want to hear, I 
can’t find them. That is unacceptable. 
That is an unacceptable answer. I mean 
we have good, good salaried paid people 
downstairs to solve one problem, get me 
lifeguards at these pools. I hear this 
problem, you’re right, Councilman. At 
every pool in my district I get an 
emergency call at least once a week, 
they’re shutting us down for an how, 
we're out of lifeguards, and that goes to 
your management issue. I do not buy the 
answer that we cannot get them, they are 
out there, and if you cannot solve the 
problem, let’s find somebody else to solve 
it. Lifeguards should be at all of these 
pools and they should be open full-time. 
And, it is a problem, and it has been a 
problem through now two 
Administrations. Something has to be 
done here to bring lifeguards on board and 
solve that problem. 


The Chair: 


Well, just on this one fact, let’s just 
at least ask the Parks Department to 
forward to us some information or roster 
of each one of the pools and whether or 





not this indeed happened, whether or not 
any of the pools did indeed close early and 
for what reason. We should try to get the 
factual information. I do not think my 
office has received any complaints, at least 
from the pools in my district, but I do not 
know what the case is City wide. So, let’s 
ty to solicit from the Parks Director 
information regarding Mr. Udin’s 
comments, 


Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Mr. President, to the best of my 
knowledge, at least I have never till this 
moment heard these complaints about lack 
of lifeguards and pools closing early. We 
went through extensive efforts last year to 
develop sufficient employment lifeguards 
and other positions, we did the same thing 
this year, I was told that the results were 
very similar, that we had an abundance 
supply of staff for all the City pools, and I 
had until this moment never heard a 
complaint, but I will make inquiries right 
now and see if there is a problem. 


Mr. Onorato: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Thank you. We will wait on 
Councilman Hertzberg’s response on this. 


On another matter, Councilman 
Onorato. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Yes, 1 just have — and this is 
actually to Councilman Hertzberg, maybe 





he can investigate this for us, too, and I 
apologize, Councilman, because I am 
having a hard time understanding this. 


I read in the paper yesterday — and 
let me get this straight, because I do not 
want to pit neighborhood against 
neighborhood, and I applaud the efforts of 
what is going on in Schenley Park’s Super 
Playground and with Frick, but the way I 
read the article, there was $540,000.00 
from the Regional Assets District given 
for the four regional parks, 350 of it for 
Schenley, 160 for Frick, that is 
$510,000.00 out of the 540, and there are 
two other regional parks that are not 
mentioned yet, there is only $30,000.00. 
Are there other dollars that we are using 
for those parks? I would just like to know, 
if these dollars were allocated for the four 
regionals and we are putting all of it in to 
just two of the, what are we doing with the 
other two regionals? And, that is — I tried 
to call around, I called Public Works, I 
talked with the Director of Engineering 
and Construction, and when I called last 
week for the Director of Parks and Rec. 
she was out of the office at that point, but 
no one had an answer for me of where the 
dollars were, and I would like to get to the 
bottom of that, just so that we make sure 
that the Regional Asset is being used for 
what it was meant to be used for, and that 
is, if it is for all four, it should be for all 
four, if it isn’t for all four, then where are 
the other dollars coming from? That’s all I 
want to get to the bottom of. 


The Chair: 


Yes, I also think, just procedurally, 
1 think that Council should be involved in 
the actual sanctioning of the request to the 
Regional Asset District. We approved 
everything else, we approved all of the 





Cooperation Agreements, we agreed to 
direct certain resources, we agreed in the 
Operating Budget for the other RAD 
money that came to the four regional 
parks. I hope the Highland Park 
community is not being penalized because 
they took the initiative to build their own 
Super Playground, there are other things 
that need to be done in the park, and I 
would just — this is just an example where 
I think this Council, and not just because 
Highland Park is in my district, or 
Riverview in your district, but I think this 
Council as a body has a lot of feelings 
about the parks and a lot of us spend time 
with the community on parks issues and I 
think we should be solicited for some 
input on the RAD application process. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Well, Mr. President, on that point, 
too, I understand that there was a memo 
out of the Parks and Rec. Department from 
the Director describing this allocation. 
Now, I do not remember any councilmanic 
action on that particular allocation. 


The Chair: 


But on every other application, we 
approve by resolution, on every grant, I 
have been here seven years, and everybody 
else, we have approved every request for 
Proposal, authorizing to solicit funds for 
this, that and the other thing. We should 
be involved and have some input on the 
RAD issue. So, I am not sure where we 
are at on this. I think we need to move 
ahead with the Frick and the Schenley 
proposal, they are very exciting, but I 
think we need to just have some input. 


Councilman Hertzberg and then 
Mr. Cohen.

Thank you, Mr. President. I think 
as far as the Regional Asset District 
allocation, the entire allocation for the 
regional parks is larger than half a million, 
and it is — 


The Chair: 


No, this was a separate additional 
pot of money that is coming in. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Right. Right. So, we are getting 
an allocation that is for all expenses 
related to our regional parks. 


J think this will end up coming to 
us though, and it is the same issue over 
and over again, which we were all 
searching for an answer for and which we 
have held meetings on, we have debated, 
how do you decide who gets what and 
when they get it. Over and over again we 
ask and, yes, here we are with another 
thing, why are we doing Schenley before 
we do the North Side park, or any of the 
other ones? JI mean there are four 
regionals and we know it can only go 
there, why does it go to Schenley first? 
That is a very good question, it is a very 
good point. But, I do not think that the 
City is going to be doing this contracting 
ourselves.

The Chair: 


Councilman O’Connor. 
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We talked about this about two 
years ago, saying, we don’t pit 
neighborhood or park against park, and I 
have seen it before. When I was in Parks 
two or three years ago, I looked at a list, 
because I was looking and thinking, where 
every district was being divided pretty 
equally, and I would request maybe you 
mect and have them ~ of course, they may 
use the excuse, they’re looking for the new 
safety issue first, but before that even there 
was a list of all the parks, the major parks 
that were going to be fixed and when. In 
other words, it was just a question of, 
okay, if your park is being fixed in your 
neighborhood this year, mine is next year, 
and yours is the following year, or two a 
year, then everybody can be satisfied. So, 
I think it would be up to Parks to show us 
what their long — or five-year plan is, so 
that if there is a need, and we can look, 
just like the street resurfacing or 
something, sometimes we have to tell 
other neighbors, hey, your street is not as 
bad as the one up the street, and there is a 
teason for it. So, I would ask maybe that 
they come with a list, an agenda, where — 
why these are being picked and who is 
being -- where the money is coming from 
and where it is going to go next.

Councilman Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


TEI could just comment. I agree 
with Councilman O’Connor, he has a good 
point. The only problem and frustration 
that I have, and sort of I resent the fact is 
that, J got to read a big story like that in 
the paper before 1 even had the details

presented to me here, and it was specific 


on what is happening at Anderson Park, 
and I applaud it, I am glad it is happening 
there. But, the fact that IJ do not even 
know if a penny is allocated for a Super 
Playground in one of the regionals of my 
district, but yet the detail of one particular 
program, that it was given to the media 
before this body even had a chance to 
debate it, I do not like that, I think it is 
backwards. We should know in advance 
and so we can stand up and say, well, 
here’s what we’re doing in Schenley, 
here’s what I’m doing in Frick, here’s 
what I'm doing in Riverview.

The Chair: 


Well, I also think the community — 
I mean there are many active community 
folks that have pride themselves with park 
participation. { know, let’s say, in 
Highland Park, I mean the community 
itself took initiative to build a $130,000.00 
Super Playground, that did not cost the 
City that very — actually just a few dollars 
in in-kind services, but there is a laundry 
list of other infrastructure and other kinds 
of recreational issues that Highland Park 
feels very strongly about, and I mean we 








are elected, we need to have some input, as 
well as the community in helping to 
prioritize what those future additional 
RAD dollars are going to go to as it relates 
to the regional parks, above and beyond 
the operating cost reimbursement that we 
can expect. 


Councilman Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. President, and other Members, 
I was not briefed on this either, just so you 
know, but I do not think any of us were. 
Being somewhat involved in playgrounds, 
I would have hoped to have been briefed 
on this, I wasn’t I feel like a broken 
record on this. But, by law, the Parks and 
Recreation Department is required to give 
us that master list, they are required by 
law. This Council passed Comprehensive 
Playground Safety Legislation, that 
required an audit to be done, and then a 
five-year plan to be delivered to Council 
and, of course, made public for community 
groups and any resident who wants that. 
That has not been done, and until that is 
done, playgrounds are going to be decided 
upon based on factors other than safety 
and use, and we all know what those 
factors are. So, let’s, please, keep the 
pressure on the Administration to follow 
the law.

Mr. O’Connor: 
Yes. I do not know when that

She‘s only requesting $13,000.00 
settlement and it is attracting the most attention; I’m confused 
by it. 


The Chair: 


I guess everyone can explain their own thoughts on how they 
evaluate it.

The resolution speaks for itself 
but more importantly, the Regatta, for 
the many, many years now that it has 
been afloat actually speaks much more 
for itself. It is the most wonderful event 
you could have in the City, probably 
three quarters of “a million people 
Participate, and the best thing is it is 
free, and I do not know too many other 
events that you can say that about. So, it 
is a great event, it really brings the 





Downtown area, it makes it the 
livingroom or the region for the whole 
area, but more importantly people come 
from all over the country, and in fact, J 
am sure some people travel from abroad 
or from Canada to attend this truly 
intemational classic waterway event. 


I want to call on Gene and Ida to 
say a few words. 1 think more 
importantly what this event has done is 
not only showcase the beauty and the 
splendor of our City, really what the 
work has done, the Regatta, because it is 
@ year long event in terms of organizing 
it and the foundation that Gene has 
created; it really goes about trying to 
educate young people and sensitizing our 
community to the significance of the 
nver. If anybody engages in commerce, 
they can appreciate the commerce and 
the mportance of the river waves, but I 
thunk because of the Mayor and because 
of just a new attitude among many of our 
neighborhoods, as well as our residents, 
when we are closing industrial sites, I 
think we are beginning to see kind of a 
new decade of appreciation for the 
potential of our riverfronts as places to 
hve, as places to really make this City 
grea: and even greater. So, I want to 
thank — that is one of the lasting 
contnbutions that I think Mr. Connelly 
has made above and beyond the annual 
great event known as the Regatta.

from the City and the County, and we 
are just so very, very grateful. 


Look forward this year to 
Pittsburgh’s largest ever fireworks 
display, it is called Regatta Thunder, a 
spectacular boat race, the Bud Light 
Grand Prix, with over 26 Participants. 
And, yes, Jim, we do have boat drivers, 
five of them, coming from as far as 
Calgary, Alberta, to Participate in our 
Taces. We have people coming to visit 
our Regatta from a six to eight-hour 
drive, balloon participants from as far as 
Wisconsin. And, we are just so very, 
very proud to continue to build this 
event and we can only do it with your 
help, and wait till you see the 20th is all 
Ican say. Thank you so much. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Mr. President. There was one 
other event, Ida, if you would not mind 
elaborating on, I think it is the first and it 
is a unique event. That is the bridge 
party that is planned. I think that is one 
of the new ones on there. 





Ms. D’Errico: 


Sure. It is a new event to 
celebrate the Regatta, and we have been 
very excited to get the permission from 
the appropriate sources, the City, 
PennDot, and Rich Connors from 
Allegheny County Department of Bridge 
Engineering, and to celebrate the coming 
of the Regatta, next Wednesday, July 26, 
we will close the 7th Street Bridge and 
we will have a bridge party, the 


Regatta’s first ever bridge party, and we’ 


think it is the first ever such bridge party 
in the country, so we are going to call it 
an history making event, and what better 
Place to do that in our City of bridges. 
And, this will be again free to the public, 
as all Regatta events are. We have 
booked three top local bands, oldies 
band, Sputzy and the Soul Providers, Joe 
Grushecky, and Norm Nardini. And, 
again, we are looking for some very, 
very positive, fun celebratory events 
occurring, with live music and food, and 
then we hope to disperse the crowd at 10 
P-m., So that our restaurants and night 
clubs and so forth can benefit by the 
traffic that we brought in to the City. 

So, our media sponsors are 
behind us in making this happen and we 
hope for good weather next Wednesday 
the 26th. If we are successful, we hope 
to do four or five different types of street 
Parties next year, very much similar to 
what occurs at the Derby with the Derby 
Festival. So, wish us luck, we will be 
down on the bridge dancing next 
Wednesday, hope to see you all there.

Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. West 
End-Elliott Joint Project is a community 
development corporation in Council 
District 2 that has just done an 
outstanding job in helping out with 
community development, a number of 
Projects, primarily housing related, for 
people of all income levels, and they 
have really started to tum the community 
around. And, their latest endeavor is to 
ty a Senior Citizen Housing Project, it 
has been tried before, one effort, where it 
seemed like everything was going to 
work, at the old St. James School in the 
West End, fell through as a result of the 
flood plain problem, which I think has 
been expounded upon quite a bit. But, 
the West End-Elliott Joint Project has 
not given up and they are still working 
on that, and we prepared this resolution 
to support their continuing efforts, and 
Jet me read it. 


MR. HERTZBERG PRESENTS 


No. 2248 WHEREAS, the need for 
housing for the elderly is overwhelming 
in the City’s ten southwestern 
neighborhoods; and, 


WHEREAS, in these 
neighborhoods, according to 1990 census 
data, 23% of the residents are over 62 
years of age and 54% of the households 
fall into the low to moderate income 
category as defined by the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development; and, 


WHEREAS, currently only one 
senior housing project with 72 units 





serves this large elderly community living 
in the southwestern area of the City; and, 


WHEREAS, the proposed Elliott 
Heights elderly housing project which is 
being sponsored by the West End-Elliott 
Joint Project, Inc. in cooperation with 
ACTION-Housing, Inc. would add 44 
more units of housing for low to 
moderate income elderly citizens to serve 
the City’s southwestern neighborhoods. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh strongly recommends this 
elderly housing project to Housing and 
Urban Development Secretary Henry 
Cisneros for approval as a 202 HUD 


Elderly Housing Project. 

SPONSORED BY 
COUNCILMEMBERS ALAN 
HERTZBERG AND DAN COHEN 


MR. HERTZBERG moved to adopt the 
resolution. 


MR. COBEN seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 


The Chair: 


Thank you. And, Mr. Tom Jones, 
Executive Director of the West End- 
Elliott Joint Project, would you like to 
say a few words? 


Mr. Jones: 


I sure would. I would like to 
thank Councilman Hertzberg and 
Councilman Cohen for sponsoring this. 
As you know, applications for housing 
for the elderly are very competitive, the 
window of opportunity was just 30 days 
this year, and we are finishing up our 
application at the present time to go in. 








The support of Council on this is 
welcomed. Since this is competitive, we 
will be competing against a number of 
groups in Southwestem Pennsylvania for 
the same housing money, so we hope that 
‘we are going to be number one this time, 
too. We did lose our housing for the 
elderly in the West End due to the flood 
plain issue about two years ago, so we are 
very hopeful to this, and J think that this 
proclamation and the support of Council 
will go a long, long way. 


While I have the floor, I would 
like to also address Council, Mr. 
President, and thank you for your support 
on trying to reinstitute the monies that 
were taken away by the Federal 
Government for the flood control project 
in the West End and the Overbrook 
sections of our community. I am happy 
to say that, along with your support and 
the support of our Senators and 
Congressmen that we think we may just 
be able to pull this off, it is not out of the 
woods yet, and so I would encourage you. 
to keep abreast of this subject and we will 
keep you informed, and if any letters, 
including letters to the President, can 
help, we know you passed that resolution 
and we appreciate that, and we are still 
fighting for reinstitution of this money. 


The last thing I want to say is that 
the City Council and our Councilmen 
have supported the West End-Elliott Joint 
Project for 2 number of years and we 
appreciate that support through ACCBO 
and through Community Development 
Block Grants, and we hope that this is a 
message back to you that you are just 
getting your monies worth when we are 
trying to put these kinds of projects 
together. Thank you very much. 


The Chair: 








Thank you. Councilman Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. Tom, 
congratulations, you are doing a heck of a 
job out there at the West End-Elliott Joint 
Project. I just co-sponsored this because I 
want to show support and support for a 
housing project that is so very necessary. 
‘We all know how many seniors we have 
in Allegheny County and certainly in the 
West End, the highest number — 
percentage, rather, of Seniors in the 
United States of America next to Dade 
County, Florida — and, by the way, we 
are going to surpass Dade County, 
Florida in a few years. So, we will have 
the highest percentage of Seniors in the 
United States of America. And, this is a 
very important Senior Housing Project. 
They had one prior to this, Spellman 
Plaza, that was not funded by the Federal 
Government. The excuse that they gave 
them was because it was inthe Saw Mill 
Run flood plain. But, there is no more 
important project for Seniors than this 
one, and there is no reason why we 
should not be able to get money from the 
Federal Government for this. We are not 
getting our fair share and hopefully this 
proclamation, supported by all Members 
of Council, will help us get money from 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development because it will go straight 
to Secretary Henry Cisneros. And, Tom, 
congratulations for all the work that you 
are doing over there and keep it up. 
Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. Councilman. 


Hertzberg, I believe you have some 
guests in the audience. 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


Just one guest. Mr. Kelson, 
would you come forward, please. 
Sanford Kelson makes his living as an 
attomey here in Downtown Pittsburgh, 
and he spends a lot of time, though, a lot 
of time when he is not doing that in 
another cause. Mr. Kelson is a veteran of 
the United States Army and he has been 
very active with an organization called 
Veterans For Peace, and I will let him 
speak to you after I first read this 
resolution. 


MR. HERTZBERG PRESENTS 


No. 2249 WHEREAS, 
approximately 50 years ago atomic 
bombs were dropped on the Japanese 
cities of Hiroshima and Nagasaki; and, 


WHEREAS, the death and 
destruction from these bombs devastated 
these Japanese Cities; and, 

WHEREAS Veterans For Peace 
is a national organization of military 
veterans of all eras engaged in 
educational and humanitarian activities 
dedicated to, among other things, 
demanding that the leaders of the United 
States exhaust all possible peaceful 
means ‘of resolving conflict prior to 
resorting to the use of force; and, 


WHEREAS, Fusen Heishi no Kai, 
the equivalent of Veterans For Peace in 
Japan, has invited Veterans For Peace to 
send a delegation to attend the World

on behalf of Veterans For Peace.

And, I forgot to mention that Mr. 
Kelson used to be my employer in my 
earlier days as an attorney. Mr. Kelson. 


Mr. Kelson: 


Thank you very much. I am very 
proud to be here on behalf of Veterans For 
Peace today to accept this award. One of 
our main goals as veterans is to abolish 
war. Through our military service we 
learned the horrors of war, most of our 
members learned firsthand. One of our 
members is the longest held P.O.W. in 
American history, eight years in Hanoi 
Hilton. And, our national convention this 
year in August will be in San Francisco 
and he is organizing that convention 
effort. 


Everything this City Council does 
is affected by our preparedness for war. 
On nuclear weapons alone we spent 3.7 
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trillion dollars since 1945. If that money 
could be used for the purposes of City 
Councils throughout this country, we 
would have a much better country, and 
Veterans For Peace is making its small 
contribution to try to reach these 
important goals.

Reverend Tinker delivering sermons at

program operated by the center for 
Emergency Medicine of Westem 
Pennsylvania, has provided high quality 
care to the critically ill transported patient, 
therefore, giving many patients a second 
chance at life;

MOTIONS 
RESOLUTIONS 


The Chair: 
Under Motions and Resolutions. 


I do want to remind our 
colleagues, we have a public hearing at 2 
p.m. this afternoon regarding the historic 
designation as properties owners on 
Beatty Street, the Alpha Terrace 
designation. 


Under Motions and Resolutions, I 
believe Councilman O’Connor would like 
to speak first. Well, we will go to Mr. 
Onorato first. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Mr. President, I apologize, and I 
thank Councilman O’Connor for letting 
me go first. This should have really been 
under Unfinished Business. 


Last week we talked about the 
City pool situation. I just want to bring 
everybody up to speed, because there is an 
article in today’s paper and some 
recommendations that I think. But, 
Saturday and Sunday, as everyone knows, 
were probably the hottest two days of the 
summer and if it goes any hotter than that 
then we are going to have a real problem. 


But, as I was going around to buy 
a pass for my family, I went down to Sue 
Mummy, that is the designated pool on the 
North Side, it is open on Saturday, I was 
shocked to see a line standing outside of 
the gate of individuals, and as I looked 
through the fence to see the deep closed — 
and I do not know what was going on, 
and, as you can imagine, the people 
standing in line were pretty irate, and 
Tightfully so. I do not blame the residents 
for being mad seeing the pool half closed. 
~ as I went through, and I excused myself 
through the line, to get up to find out what 
‘was going on, I found out that it basically 
‘was a result of lack of lifeguards. We had 
three. Sue Murray is one of the larger 
Pools, you need at least four to keep the 
deep open. So, there was the lack of 
lifeguards. I was told by certain 
individuals there that certain lifeguards 
called off or just did not show up. 


That is unacceptable, and I believe 
some of this is management’s fault and 
some of it goes to the lifeguards, some of 
it goes to certain lifeguards, not all of 
them. If an individual does not show up 
without giving notification, I think the 
individual should not expect to come back 
on Monday to have their job ready. We 
need individuals and we are paying them 
to do a job. You wouldn’t expect a fast 
food chain or some other chain that 
services the public to say, I’m shutting 
down my counters today because three of 





tay clerks didn’t show up. Somebody has 
to be watching the store to make sure 
these pools are open, especially when it is 
a hundred degrees on a Saturday and a 
Sunday. We knew well in advance what 
the problem was, we talked about it in this 
Chamber seven days before, or at least 
five days before this happened. 


Well, saying that, I got my passes. 
I go up to Jack Stack to go swimming 
with my family, I look through the gate, 
the deep is closed at Jack Stack. I walk in 
there and J ask, “What’s going on here?” 
There were enough lifeguards, two of 
them were taking a break, they decided to 
shut down the deep while they take their 
break. First of all, one lifeguard can take 
a break at a time. I do not know why we 
have two sitting there, but one. I asked 
them to open up. They immediately 
opened up the deep, because I walked in, a 
Councilman. Well, our pools should not 
work that way. It should not take a 
Councilman to open the deep but that is 
what happened. 


So, the next day I decided to do a 
little tour of the North Side, on Sunday. 
To my surprise, I go to Riverview Park 
Pool ~ this is the third pool now — the 
deep is closed, on Sunday. I walk in 
there, I said, “What, are you short a 
lifeguard? No, Councilman, we have 
lifeguards, the problem is the Chlorinator 
has been broke all year and-we had to do 
it by hand, the water is cloudy, we can’t 
see the deep, it’s a public safety concern.” 


So, I decided to go through the 
North Side. I move over to Pleasant 
Valley. Pleasant Valley, luckily — that is 
on Charles Street — it was open; however, 
the Chlorinator was broke and they did 
put it in manually but the clouding effect 
did not happen. 
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I go to Sue Murray again on 
Sunday, the deep is closed again. I walk 
in there and I say, “You mean you don’t 
have your lifeguards yet? No, 
Councilman, we have the lifeguards, the 
Chlorine clouded the deep, we can’t see 
the bottom.” This is Sunday. 


So, I go up to Cowley Rec. 
Cowley Rec. Pool was open on Sunday. I 
asked the lifeguards if there were any 
problems, they said, “Well, we had to shut 
down Saturday for an hour because — ” let 
me see ~ because the lifeguards had to 
take a break and they were short a 
lifeguard. 


Well, something is wrong here. 
Now I am not picking on any one 
individual. And, colleagues that have 
been here long enough with me will 
recall, I was extremely upset with the 
Prior Director. I remember Mr. Young 
sitting at this table, and he and 1 went 
round and round over the pool issue. So, 
this is a three year old problem, I think 
that it can be handled easily. This 
Council voted to waive residency 
requirement for an emergency. If there is 
any emergency legislation that has to be 
presented here, bring it forward, let’s do 
what it takes to keep the pools open. 


I went through a few 
recommendations, and I think first that the 
Parks and Rec. management should send 
an order out to all lifeguards that we 
expect you to be there on the times you 
sign up, and we should make this very 
clear, if you are not there and you do not 
give prior notification and get approval to 
be off, do not expect to come back to 
work on Monday. If that is going to cause 
a larger problem, at least at a minimum 
have these individuals removed from the 
list for next year, because we do not want 
someone that just works when they feel 





like it, we need someone there to keep 
these pools open. We waived the 
residency requirement in the past, I say 
we do it again and we coordinate with the 
County Parks, coordinate with the 
universities, the same suggestions we 
brought up 12 months ago to bring in 
lifeguards in this region to make sure 
these pools are open. If we have to put 
out a pay bonus for a two, three week 
period to make sure they are there, let’s do 
it, the small increase in cost is nothing 
compared to what I saw at Sue Murray, 
and incidentally, they had to call the 
police in because of how wild it was 
getting down there, and once again the 
residents were absolutely right. They had 
litle kids standing out there in the heat 
being blocked at the door and they were 
not allowed in. 


The other things we can do, the 
notficanon is we teach by example, and 
that 1s with this, either the firing or 
removing from the list, but at the same 
tume, the bottom line, it comes down to 2 
managenal problem. We need someone 
to take control of the pools and the 
dhrecuve ts. keep the pools open no matter 
what 3t takes. I do not want to hear an 
excuse 1 do not want to hear the 
lifeguard did not show up, I do not want 
to hear that they quit on us. I do not want 
to bear that any more, I want the pools 
open, and I am asking, whatever they need 
to do this, come to us with legislation if it 
is the residency requirement, come to us if 
it is a pay requirement. You heard this 
over and over again, Mr. President. 


But, five pools on the North Side 
that I randomly check have a problem on 
the hottest day of the year, that is 
unacceptable and there is no excuse, and if 
we cannot do it in-house, well, then let’s 
privatize the entire system. I do not want 
to hear excuses any more. I want the 
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pools open. That is one of the small 
benefits we give to our residents. It is a 
great community pool because we have 32 
and what that gives us is the opportunity 
to have a pool almost in walking distance 
of every home in this City, which is great. 
And, I just want to end by saying this, but 
if we can’t keep the pools open, what 
good is 32 pools. 


And, I just want to comment that I 
talked with an individual yesterday who 
has teenage children and I baven’t seen 
them at the pool and they are friends of 
mine, I said, “Well, why don’t you go to 
the pool any more?” They told me that 
they were so tired of going to the pool up 
at Jack Stack and having the deep closed 
and that the young boys wanted to swim, 
that it wasn’t worth it any more, they just 
didn’t renew the pass. 


So, I just want to get beyond the 
excuses, and I just want someone that can 
keep the pools open. I do not think that is 
asking too much. I understand the 
problems out there, that is the problem in 
every business with young kids. I do not 
want to hear about immaturity, some of 
these kids are 16, some of them are 22. If 
you have two lifeguards taking a break, 
that’s not supposed to happen, who’s 
managing it? Why was that deep closed? 
1 want an answer. I do not want to hear 
what I heard, that we’re having a crash 
test course on Wednesday. If we are 
having it this Wednesday to hire more, 
why didn’t we have it three months ago, 
the crash course, to have a big list? Why 
are we doing it Wednesday? This 
weekend is over and it was a mistake. J 
will give everybody one more chance. I 
just hope that we have a plan come 
forward so that we do not have this 
problem. We are in the middle of the 
swim season. I hope that I do not walk 





around this weekend and see the same 
problem. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. I am 
sure there is going to be a lot of 
discussion. Councilman Udin, and then 
we will go to Mr. Hertzberg. 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes. It is amazing that the same 
things that Councilman Onorato witnessed 
I witessed completely independently the 
same kind of problems. For the second 
Sunday Ammon Pool was not open and 
did not open until after 3 p.m. on Sunday, 
the hottest day of the year. One of the 
reasons I was told when I went in the pool 
was because the third lifeguard — they 
couldn’t open with just two lifeguards. 
There was a head lifeguard and another. 
The third lifeguard couldn’t get there at 1 
o’clock because she goes to church and 
therefore she saunters in at like 2:15 or 
2:20. The head lifeguard bad a bucket and 
was throwing Chlorinator in the pool 
because he claimed that the Chlorinator 
had been broken all summer and they had 
been complaining about it The pool did 
not open until about 3:20 to give the 
Chlorination that he threw in from the 
bucket time to circulate throughout the 
pool. I retumed at about -- J left and came 
back at about 3:30 and the lifeguard who 
came in at 2:20 was laying in the shade on 
a towel, where she stayed until about 4:15 
when I left. 


Kids — apparently there is a new 
kind of fad, maybe this is just peculiar to 
Ammon Swimming Pool, but the kids 
have this fad where they swim with their 
clothes and shoes on. I do not know what 
the health implications of that might be, it 
is frightening to think what they might be, 





with their street shoes, their pants, their 
shirt, some of them, but many of them had 
on shoes. They were throwing adult 
women who had come their with children, 
in to the pool, dragging them along the 
concrete walk to throw them in to the 
pool. I mean the women would have to 
try to throw their purse and their keys and 
the little children that they were watching, 
to leave them on the side of the pool while 
they were being thrown in the pool by 
large husky teenagers. The only games 
that seemed to be played were dunking 
Kids in the water, and the head guard 
exercised absolutely no policing of 
swimming pool regulations or rules, no 
attempts to stop anybody from dunking or 
throwing anybody in the pool. There was 
only one lifeguard, the one female 
lifeguard, was rmning around the whole 
pool trying to exercise some kind of rules 
but she was unable to do it by herself, 
while the head guard was hanging out 
with his buddies and the other one was 
sleeping in the shade. It is a tragedy 
waiting to happen at Ammon Pool and at 
other pools. I do not think that it just a 
problem with the lifeguards. I keep 
asking, where is the supervisor, who 
supervising this; where’s the 
management; who knows what’s going 
on? I have already met with the Director 
and her staff and they assure me that they 
have checked the problem with the 
Chlorinator and there is no problem and 
the people at the pool said it has been a 
problem all year. It is really frustrating to 
keep going around in circles. We ask, is 
there a shortage of lifeguards, they say, 
no, there’s no shortage of lifeguards, but 
everybody else says, yes, there’s a 
shortage of lifeguards because when we 
can’t get people to come when lifeguards 
call off. 


So, it is a desperate situation and 
the children are penalized, bottom line, 





and J can understand why children are 
breaking in to the pools after hours, 
because they cannot get access to the 
pools ali day, and if they do get access 
they are being dominated and terrorized 
by large teenagers who nobody is 
attempting to police. It is a very 
dangerous situation and we had better 
look in to it before more happens like the 
unfortunate situation in Homewood. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. Let’s go 
to Mr. Hertzberg. Councilman. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. The 
first indications I got of complaints over 
the weekend were a phone call from a 
newspaper reporter late in the day 
yesterday afternoon. I met with the 
Director of Parks and Recreation this 
moming to go over the situation. I think 
the ~ again, going back to the lifeguard 
situation, if we look back to last year, 
Parks and Recreation set up a whole new 
program to recruit lifeguards, it was 
effective. J think you might remember, 
the problem we had last year, we had too 
many lifeguards and there were 
complaints from the lifeguards that 
worked previously that they were not 
getting enough hours, they had expected 
to receive a certain level of income and 
couldn’t even receive it because there 
were too many lifeguards. This year the 
situation with the lifeguards, as far as the 
numbers, is not much different than it was 
last year. I can tell you what is different 
this year though. This year Parks and 
Recreation’s regular full-time 
employment is much different than it was 
in the past. The lifeguards are part-time 
summer employees. Full-time, the 
Department of Parks and Recreation right 
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now has 40 unfilled positions. With the 
Tetirement incentive program that went in 
to effect, Parks and Recreation lost 
approximately 11 people, most of them in 
the Administrative level. And, I am not 
making excuses. And, these kinds of 
incidents should not happen and they 
should be rectified. And, I am not 
Satisfied, it is not acceptable to me either, 
but I do not believe the source of the 
problem is the lifeguards, 


And, | think some of the talk that 
you are hearing is, yes, there’s no one 
there to supervise them, I think that is 
accurate. We are trying to get a hold of 
this and I think the entire City is. I do not 
think Parks and Recreation is the only that 
is having trouble right now with all the 
different vacancies that have resulted from 
a lot of things, but I think that is 
something that everyone demands, too. I 
mean how do you do everything that 
everyone wants? Everyone demands that 
the cost of government be brought down, 
everyone demands that we get our budget 
under control and that we make these cuts, 
and so we did it. We said we were all 
going to go along with this retirement 
Program, and all the directors and 
everybody said, we think we can work 
with this, we think we know who’s going 
to retire and we’re going to try to make it 
work. Well, it did not work a hundred 
Percent, that is evident, and we are going 
to continue to try to make it work. 


But one thing is for sure, if there is 
an unsafe condition at a pool, we are not 
going to be able to open the pool. If there 
is an unsafe condition in the deep end, we 
ar€ not going to be able to open the deep 
in. It is unfortunate. I have been around 
Pools my entire life and the closing of 
pools for a variety of reasons is not an 
unusual occurrence. When I was a kid 
and I wanted to go in the pool, I 





remember getting mad a lot of days. 
Maybe the Chlorinator broke that day, 
they have a habit of doing that on the 
hottest days because usually that is when 
they are being used the most, the entire 
pool system. 


And, I could not agree more with 
the attitudes that I see from some of our 
young people towards work, it is not what 
‘we are accustomed to seeing and it is not 
acceptable to me either. Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. From 
what I have heard, I think we need to have 
an emergency post agenda on this issue. 


The Chair: 
Another meeting. 
Mr. Cohen: 


There is still seven or eight weeks 
left us the summer, and this is now a 
public safety problem, it is not a 
Tecreanon problem, and I would suggest 
we bold 1t as quickly as possible, and we 
imclude the Chief of Police, we include 
Budget personnel, because we are going 
to have to get in to that issue, and Parks 
and Recreation personnel. But there are 
obviously serious problems out there and 
we have got to do everything we can to 
avoid another tragedy at a pool, and that 
tagedy, frankly, could occur if the pool is 
closed because of people being upset that 
the pool is closed or, from what Sala Udin 
has said, when the pool is open. So, we 
have got to I think tackle these issues right 
now. 





The Chair: 


Well, 1 will be glad to attend yet 
another meeting. But, | think, quite 
frankly, the condition of our pools and the 
condition or perception of City services is 
fast becoming an Achilles’ Heel. This 
Administration -- and I hope Mayor 
Murphy is listening to this discussion 
tight now by my colleagues. We have had 
discussion just now on direct observation 
by — at least two of my colleagues have 
spoken, as well as others who have called 
in to our offices regarding the lack of 
enforcement of rules regarding the 
swimming pools. We have had a number 
of safety issues raised here by 
Councilman Udin and others of certainly 
potential liabilities and yet another round 
of debate on potential Wednesday 
meetings, where we are talking about 
paying out claims of individuals who have 
grievances. There seems to be several 
problems, at least four that ] heard right 
now, associated with Chlorine problems, 
where the machinery that is supposed to 
do this automatically is not working. We 
have had a significant health problem at 
least a year and a half ago regarding a 
Chlorine leak and an accident at Leslie 
Pool involving the harm and injury to one 
or more employees in the past. Chlorine 
is a significant health risk and I would 
certainly think that it is appropriate for the 
Allegheny County Health Department, 
whose jurisdiction is in this area, to do a 
pool audit this week regarding the 
problems associated, if and where, of any 
problems associated with the automatic 
Chlorinating of our pools. To me it is 
questionable whether or not people should 
be doing this by hand. I think it is a 
significant safety — and, in fact, it may 
even be a violation of the Health 
Department and D.E.R. policy. 








We continue the saga regarding 
the lack of management and the problems 
associated with lifeguards. It still to me is 
a lack of management at the top. These 
problems start from the top on down. 
There have been suggestions of at least 
the lack of police patrol at some of the 
pools. If you know we have a problem 
pool and it is a problem that is of public 
safety, that should involve a COP Officer 
or somebody of that sort, then that 
information should be thrown back to the 
COP Officers and the Zone Commanders. 
Js it going to kill a COP Officer to take a 
hike once in a while up to Ammon’s 
Field, or up Ammon Pool, or one of the 
other pools, Highland Park Pool, what 
have you? I do not see that that should be 
a problem. And, it seems as though where 
there are daily incident reports, I would 
suggest that a police officer or somebody 
in a unifonn needs to show up. 


We have a jot of other personnel 
on the City work force that are trained as 
lifeguards, though maybe it would require 
some overtime, and maybe that is not the 
most cost effective thing but surely there 
are ~ 


Mr. Udin: 


There is a COP Office stationed at 
Ammon Pool. 


The Chair: 


Contradictions-abound. I hate to 
be cynical but it almost seems as though 
somebody is planning a plot to create 
forced obsolescence of the swimming 
pools. I know there is a prevalent view 
among some of the Administration that 
we should just have three or four Tegional 
pools and we should get out of the pool 
business. Now, I hate to be cynical and 
maybe -- seven years I have been here, 
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Maybe at times I have displayed some 
cynicism, but I hope this isn’t some plot 
to create forced obsolescence or the 
perception that, once again, like the zoo 
and the golf course, we can’t run it, so 
therefore we either have to get rid of it or 
not do it. I hope that is not the case. But, 
obviously we will have to have another 
meeting, yet another meeting, and I will 
be there, but I am certainly not a happy 
camper right now. 
Councilman. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Yes, I just want to clarify one 
point. Eighty to ninety percent of the 
lifeguards are busting their tails out there 
and they are great kids, but the problem is 
that the 10 to 20 percent that are a 
problem, if no one is properly disciplining 
them, do you know what that does to 
morale, to the good ones? That is the 
problem. The bottom line is this is a 
managerial problem and a good 
management will take care of the bad 
apples, because I know a lot of lifeguards 
that are there on time and they are 
concerned about the safety and they take it 
very seriously, and I do not want to cast a 
negative shadow over that whole lot. But, 
I do want to point out though there are 
some bad apples out there that are not 
being corrected. 


The Chair: 


T think Councilman Udin’s profile 
of Ammon, at least this one instance, is a 
profile of basically having lost control of 
the pool, and I think, when that happens, 
God forbid something of a serious nature 
will happen, but that should not be 
happening. I mean that is a Significant 
issue. 


Mr. Onorato: 





If I could just end. And, every 
pool might have little quirks about the 
different problems that they have, I 
understand that, but the bottom line — and 
I do not want to put the burden on the 16 
to 23 year old, it is a managerial decision. 
The idea of downsizing, I am sure that the 
retirements had an affect here, but this 
problem is three years old, it is not a new 
problem. I want to point that out. And, at 
the same time, I do not mind if we have 
another emergency post agenda but I am 
only going to show up if they are coming 
to the table with some suggestions for the 
solution. I do not want to sit there and 
just hear why we can’t do it. There better 
be some suggestions, because we have 
been through this before, Mr. President, 
many of us here, over and over again for 
three years. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. And, 
who will 
— Mr. Hertzberg, maybe discuss with Mr. 
Onorato and others the facilitating of a 
post agenda, I am not sure who is calling 
it specifically but somebody could help 
facilitate the meeting, obviously the 
sooner the better. We should try to get 
this under control. 


But, { would suggest, I think we 
need a review by the Health Department 
regarding this Chlorine issue. I remember 
we had an incident at Leslie a few years 
ago where an employee was hurt 
regarding Chlorine. And, I question 
whether or not employees should even be 
doing this by hand. Putting buckets of 
Chlorine in the water does not sound very 
safe or effective actually. 


Other discussions on the pool? 


Any other discussion on this? 
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Councilman, did you want to still raise 
your issue regarding your resolution? Mr. 
O’Connor has offered a specific resolution 
today. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


I have a resolution. I believe 
everyone has it in front of them. I will 
read it. 


MR. O’CONNOR PRESENTS 


No. 2283 WHEREAS, the City of 
Pittsburgh, during the past twenty years, 
has endured severe economic hardships 
with the loss of its industrial base and has 
not enjoyed the benefits of the national, 
economic resurgence, and is now engaged 
in an effort to rebuild its economy to the 
mutual benefit of the City of Pittsburgh 
and the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania; 
and, 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania now has 
before it legislation which, if enacted, 
would allow for a statewide referendum 
on legalized gaming and, furthermore, 
Governor Tom ridge has called for a 
teferendum so that the people of 
Pennsylvania may ultimately decide 
whether or not gaming shall become 
legalized; and, - 

WHEREAS, significant 
redevelopment of former steel mill and 
other river-front sites in the City of 
Pittsburgh are now delayed due to the 
states inaction on the gaming issue and, 
until this matter is settled, Pittsburgh’s 
economic development will be without 
clear direction. 





NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh, petitions the Governor and 
the Legislature of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania to quickly resolve the 
question of the legalized, river-boat 
gaming in the Commonwealth in order to 
allow an orderly and progressive 
redevelopment of Pittsburgh’s river-front 
Properties and other facilities which serve 
the region. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
respectfully requests that the state 
Legislature put aside politics on this 
question and allow the matter of legalized 
gaming to be settled one way or the other. 
Each day of delay results in another day 
of uncertainty with regard to Pittsburgh’s 
future. We therefore petition our elected 
representatives and our Governor, 
regardless of their individual views on the 
Matter, to take decisive action now to 
decide the issue of legalized gaming in 
Pennsylvania. 


The Chair:

The Chair: 
Further discussion. Councilman. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


What this resolution is about, it is 
nota pro or con against — whether you are 
for or against legalized gambling, this has 
nothing to do with that. What I am 
saying. it is a cloud again sitting over our 
heads. We have been talking about 
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gaming and river-boat gaming for years 
and it was clear that Govemor Casey was 
not going to sign a bill; therefore, 
€veryone positioned themselves for a new 
Governor, whichever one would take 
Teigns, presuming he or she would support 
it. Govemor Ridge, upon his election, 
made it clear that he will only support it 
with a referendum, statewide referendum. 


Again, whether you are for or 
against it, that is the way the Governor 
specified it. I think as long as that — and, 
now the legislators are playing Politics 
and they are holding it In fact, 
Representative Paul Clymer of Bucks 
County, who heads that committee is 
threatening even to hold it. His statement 
yesterday was hold it till — at least till 
next year or the year after. Well, what 
that does — and I respect his opinion, if he 
is against it, that is fine, but while he is 
holding it, Pennsylvania, especially 
Westem Pennsylvania and Pittsburgh, we 
are held hostage, because we have many, 
many locations that would be good for 
Tiver-boat gambling or it would be good 
for development, such as the Convention 
Center, the expansion of the Convention 
Center, new hotels, the South Side, the 
North Side. There are a lot of things on 
hold because of this. 


And, I might want to mention to 
our State Representatives, the State of 
Pennsylvania, we are the fifth largest in 
Population and we rank 18th in new 
business and expansion. Ohio ranks first. 
So, it is not the sun belts any more, folks. 
In 1993, the top 20 business climates site 
locations, Pennsylvania was not even on 
the list. Our region lost 157 high quality 

ing jobs in the last two 
decades, lost 54 percent of its 
manufacturing base. It was the most 
severely decline of any major 
metropolitan region. Between 1990 and 





1993, the region lost 12,000 full-time 
manufacturing jobs or 8 percent. We keep 
declining. But, isn’t it odd, of all the 
solutions, we have all of these economic 
development strategies, there are 200 
private organizations that are supposed to 
solve the problem, that heads the list of 
the whole country. We have more groups 
out there trying to solve our problem than 
any in the country. This region has lost so 
much and I think it is time to “blank” or 
get off the pot, you sort of say. It is really 
hurting our development. There are a jot 
of good jobs available, 


And again, river-boat gambling, I 
think -- the Mayor supports it and I think 
he has made it very clear that that is not 
the end all but it is one issue that we have 
been looking at, and I think when we 
discuss future things in Pittsburgh, that is 
one of the things, one of the top three. 
Maybe that should — if it is there, okay, if 
not, we should remove it and look for 
other directions. And, that is what I am 
asking Council, to support this resolution 
and send a strong message to our 
legislators in Harrisburg, and I understand 
Philadelphia is having City-wide 
regionalized meetings on the issue. I just 
think we have to get behind it, again one 
or the other. I am not saying this is for or 
against the gaming issue. There are a lot 
of people with strong emotions on both 
parts, but it certainly isn’t helping anyone 
to sit it committee for another year or two 
while speculators are sitting on these 
valued pieces of property, and not only 
the one piece of property, with all of the 
things around it. So, I think it is very 
crucial to our economic development that 
we get on with this, and it should be on 
the ballot as soon as possible. 


The Chair: 





Thank you, Councilman. Mr. 
Ricciardi 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. President, and I 
will be brief. I just would like to say I 
support this resolution before us 
sponsored by Councilman Bob O’Connor. 
I believe a referendum could be a good 
catalyst in the State of Pennsylvania for a 
good dialogue and discussion on this 
issue. Presently, as Mr. O’Connor has 
Pointed out, this is not a resolution either 
supporting or opposing  river-boat 
gambling, and that is where I sit. I have 
not come in favor, in opposition of river- 
boat gambling, except opposition on the 
LTV site. So, 1 would think that it is 
about time that we really sit down in all 
eamest and discuss the issue, and also in a 
true democracy for such an important 
issue, I do not believe it is fair that one 
committee or one committee chair can 
really stop a referendum from occurring 
and really let people vote “aye” or “nay” 
on the subject. So, Mr. O’Connor, I thank 
you for bringing this forward today. 


The Chair: 
Mr. Onorato. 


Mr. Onorato: 


T just want to say I strongly 
support the resolution. One thing we 
learned over the last couple of years is 
that this cloud is definitely hindering 
development. You had a piece of 
property on the North Side that had a sale 
price of three million, over a night it sells 
for 26 million dollars. We have a 
prominent developer that has the location 
mOW, Or an option on the land, my guess is 
he is not going to do — or that company is 
not ‘going to do anything until they see 
gambling is coming. If it is not coming 





" and they vote it down, I am sure they have 
a contingency plan to move forward, if it 
is coming, I am sure they have a gambling 
plan, but if we do not know, they are not 
going to do anything and that affects not 
only that part but it affects the stadium, it 
affects what is happening on the North 
Side, and it affects — and I was talking 
with Councilman O’Connor yesterday, 
just like something negative can act like a 
cancer and destroy an area, something 
Positive can act just in reverse and Start 
spreading throughout an area up and down 
the riverfronts but we are not going to 
have any developments. 


And, if I can draw a parallel, this 
is not very much different than the 
problems we see trying to sell the Pirates, 
when you have this cloud out there. 
What’s going to happen with Major 
League Baseball? Will there be revenue 
sharing, will there be salary caps? The 
fact that that was not settled, I think that is 
one of our biggest problems. This is the 
same thing. We have a big cloud sitting 
here which will have a significant impact 
on what happens on the riverfront and 
they are not even going to address the 
issue or give us a signal from Harrisburg 
of what we should be tying to do or what 
type of development we should be going 
after, and it hurts all of us and it hurts the 
City. 


The Chair: 


Other discussion? 
Hertzberg. 


Councilman 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. Just a 
specific incidence of indecision in Council 
District 2 is the Lawrence Paint Building, 
for far too long an eyesore, it is now 
owned by Forest City and Harris. It is not 





acceptable to me at all that they await 
whatever action or whatever is supposed 
to happen on river-boat gaming before 
deciding what use to make of that 
building. That is not acceptable to me but 
that is what is going on, and I cannot 
blame them either as a developer. T mean 
you have a large building right on the 
river, What are we going to do with that? 
It makes a big difference to them and to 
their investment that they know one way 
or the other. And, I am not happy that 
that building continues to be the eyesore 
that it has been year in and year out and 1 
have made that known to them and I will 
continue to make it known to them, but at 
the same time they are going to throw this 
Teason back at me and they are going to 
keep throwing it back at me and I am 
going to keep fighting with them. 1 
support your bill a hundred percent. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you. I also Support it, 
because of the tremendous uncertainties 
that are out there. As any economist will 
tell you, there are two ways to bring 
wealth in to a region, one is to make a 
product, sell that product outside the 
region and bring money in, but the other 
is through tourism, and gambling certainly 
is part of that, and that will help bring 
wealth in to our region. I do not think itis 
the economic cure-all, frankly, for the 
Tegion, but I think it will help bring 
wealth in to the region. And, so, I support 
Councilman O’Connor’s resolution. 


The Chair: 


Very good. Any other discussion? 
] think this is a very important resolution, 





and more importantly, it is very timely. I 
think it is very clear that there has been 
tremendous speculation in the last several 
years, in particular, unbelievable amounts 
of money being paid for potential 
riverfront sites of those interested parties 
who are speculating basically on river- 
boat gaming, whether it would or could be 
in the future. 


But, I think, as Mr. O’Comnor has 
pointed out, it really is stymieing potential 
development, not only expansion of the 
Convention Center, but four or five of the 
other key sites, even within our own 
municipality, but if you look around the 
region, 1 am sure there are other 
communities and other municipalities that 
are suffering the same kind of speculation. 
It was bad enough we had the 
environmental problems associated with 
some of these former industrial sites, we 
do not need just the specter or the 
indecision of gaming itself as the — 
probably the most important reason right 
now why development is being stymied. 


So, I agree wholeheartedly, I think 
it is an important resolution. I would just 
personally reiterate my concern about, we 
really have a tale of two types of 
communities. I mean we are legally a 
Commonwealth but the conditions in the 
urban areas, albeit Philadelphia or 
Pittsburgh, are much different than many 
of the rural counties, and I still —- in terms 
of just democracy and faimess, I still, 
while favoring a statewide referendum, 
still object to the basis of that statewide 
referendum being voted on by every 
county and resident dictating two urban 
areas that I think would — many instances, 
might potentially favor some type of 
gaming of some sort, whether it be Poker 
Machines or building hotels with slot 
machines, or whether it be something on 
the river, is a separate issue. But, I wish 
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‘we could reiterate our concern that as a 
county or as a municipality we should try 
to be able to decide our own destiny, not 
have to rely on Lycoming County or some 
Center County or some other area that is 
probably completely disinterested in this 
issue. But, I wholeheartedly support the 
resolution. 


Mr. O’Connor. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


I certainly agree I think and you 
bring up a good point, Allegheny County 
should be able to hold some of its own 
destiny, but unfortunately the way the 
system works, I do not think that will 
happen right now. 


But, I would request that we send 
a copy of this resolution to the Governor 
and the leadership, the State and both 
Houses, and also I have requested a 
meeting with the Governor and the 
leadership, that I would go, and any of 
you would certainly be invited, if he 
accepts the request, and also I believe we 
should send a letter, hearing what you 
have said about some of the individual 
sites, one on the North Side, the South 
Side — and two on the South Side. I think 
Mr. Clymer, who is leading the 
opposition, although I respect his 
opinion, I would like to invite him to 
come to Pittsburgh to see these sites and 
to see where this cloud is really 
hampering us. So, if he saw it firsthand 
maybe he would understand where we are 
coming from. It is not a question of 
pushing river-boat gambling one way or 
the other, but it is really a cloud hurting 
our development. So, I would request that 
he be invited to come to Pittsburgh, too. 


The Chair: 





Excellent. Mr. Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Another issue. 
The Chair: 

All in favor of the resolution? 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 


Thank you very much, and please 
work with the Clerk’s Staff, we will 
communicate copies of it to both the 
House and the Senate, the leadership, to 
the Governor, and I think we should 
formally separately by letter, Mr. 
O’Connor, act on the invitation to the 
gentleman to apprise him of the problems 
we are suffering with the indecision by his 
leadership as a committee chair. 


Mr. Cohen, on that unrelated issue. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. 
Briefly. 1 introduced legislation this 
moming along with Councilman Ricciardi 
to restrict private haulers from trash 
Pickup between 11 pm. and 6 am. in the 
morning in residential zones, or within 2 
hundred feet of a residential zone. We 
will discuss it tomorrow, but the reason I 
am bringing it up now is, for my 
colleagues, if other Members of Council 
have received complaints about late night 
haulers in residential zones, I would 
appreciate it if they would let me know. 
This really comes from complaints in the 
North Oakland area of my district. When 
1 went to Councilman Ricciardi, who is 
head of the committee, the Public Works 
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Committee, he said that he is experiencing 
the same problems on the South Side. 


So, please let me know if you are 
having these problems. People are having 
trouble enough sleeping with the intense 
heat out there, a lot of people do not have 
air conditioning and they have to keep 
their windows open, they do not have to 
be further bothered by waste haulers in the 
middle of the night. In fact, I just got a 
message from somebody in 
Lawrenceville, Mr. President, who is 
having the same problem. So, if you 
could let me know I would appreciate it, 
and we will discuss this moming. Thank 
you. 


The Chair: 


Thank 
Councilman Udin. 


you very much. 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes, Mr. President. At a time 
when we are concemed about the loss of 
jobs and the economy of the region, I just 
Want to point out that the hospital service 
laundry in my district is still experiencing 
problems created, I believe, by the way 
that the hospitals that own the laundry 
handle the transition of the laundry to a 
Separate and private owner. The status of 
it right now is that the laundry has been 
closed, the 80 workers have been thrown 
out in to the street, jobless and their 
families are now without benefits. The 
laundry that is being created by this 
consortium of hospitals, all Pittsburgh 
hospitals, all tax exempt, is being done 
outside of Pittsburgh by some company in 
Allentown, Pennsylvania, up by New 
Jersey or New York border somewhere, 
and nothing is being done, no talks are 
going on, and the families are just out in 
the street. There is no wonder we cannot 





attract new industry and new business to 
Pittsburgh if the way that they treat their 
workers is the way that these hospitals 
have conducted themselves in this 
measure. 


And, I just want to cali upon the 
hospitals associated with this, the 
University of Pittsburgh and all of its 
member smaller hospitals as one member 
of the consortium, Mercy Hospital is 
another hospital in this consortium, 
Children’s Hospital is another hospital in 
this consortium, Magee Women’s 
Hospital is another hospital in this 
consortium. I call upon these hospitals, if 
they are non-profit agencies, if they are 
agencies whose job it is to care about 
people, that they can begin by caring for 
the people who do the dirtiest job in the 
institution but the most important and 
critical job. What would these hospitals 
be like if they could not rely on clean 
linen for their patients. The way these 
families and these workers have been 
treated is deplorable and I will continue to 
raise the issue until the matter is resolved 
in a way that is someway amenable to the 
workers who have been faithful and loyal 


to this laundry for the last 25 years. 
Thank you.

The Chair: 


Under Motions and Resolutions, 
Councilman Udin, yesterday, as well 
today, raised an issue regarding some 80 
workers that historically have been 
employed in the community with a 
consortium company representing various 
hospitals that have done linen and jaundry 
associated with the consortium that Mr. 
Udin has put the placards up yesterday 
and today naming the hospitals. I believe 
they were and maybe are still continued to 
be represented by Local 29, the Service 
Employees Union — 


Mr. Udin: 
141. 


The Chair: 


— or, 141. Excuse me. I know, at 
least myself, I have not received any 
information formally from the union just 
apprising us of what is going on. I really 
appreciate Councilman Udin for bringing 
this issue to our attention. I would like to 
suggest — there are any number of things 
that can happen, very similar to Clark 


Candy or other situations, but I think the. 


rank and file and/or the union needs to 





make some overtures, formally at least, to 
City Hall and to County Government, I 
am sure there would be a willingness to be 
= @ commitment to work on the issue, it 
probably could have happen or should 
have happen sooner. 


But, notwithstanding that, I am 
available to help facilitate any kind of an 
interaction with the hospitals involved. I 
assume they want to get out of the laundry 
business, I do not know if that is because 
of contract differences with the union and 
the negotiated contract that was underway 
at the time that there was the closing, I do 
not know if they made as cost change. 


But, in any event, I think it is 
unacceptable that we have 80 unionized 
workers out on the street with their 
families. | also think it is unacceptable, as 
Councilman Udin has raised, yesterday 
and also when he was inaugurated, that 
we are talking about non-profit 
institutions in the City of Pittsburgh and 
the profile of these workers is 
disproportionately women and African- 
American, as well as Pittsburgh residents, 
and I think there is somewhat of a 
contradiction there, and I think there 
ought to be a way to prevail upon these 
hospital based corporations. And, again, 
hospitals may be non-profit but they in 
fact are all business and that is the manner 
in which they have conducted themselves 
here. 


T think we need to make an 
overture directly to the Mayor to intervene 
at this point and see what kind of 
Tesources can be brought to bear or what 
opportunities are available for the 
employees. There may be any number of 
airangements where an employee-owned 
laundry could be operational in this City 
which would contract to the hospitals. 





Again, not knowing all the facts, 
but I think that the issue Tight now is 
interaction on the part of local 
government, that needs to change. I am 
ready, willing and able, I am sure the 
Mayor is, if we need to communicate to 
him. I see our Deputy Mayor here, Mr. 
Sirabella, who I think will take the 
message back to the Mayor. But, I am 
sure all of here around the table are 
willing. There is the nice way to do stuff 
and there is the direction action way, 
Councilman Udin and I both are familiar 
with both ways, and I think at this point 
we need.to have some kind of face to face 
with the institutions. At times we have 
filled these Chambers with the affected 
workers to raise the issue, to put the media 
spotlight on the institutions. Whatever the 
tactic needs to be, I am sure this Council 
stands ready as a body to help these 
families. Thank you. 


Councilman O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


That is basically similar to what I 
wanted to follow-up on. I think 
Councilman Udin brings up a good point. 
I might add that maybe the Mayor and 
Economic Development and Council 
might jointly call a meeting as soon as 
possible with these four hospitals, their 
business — whoever is handling this part 
of their business. These are business 
decisions, and I know a lot of them are 
going to different organizations. Right 
now there are umbrella groups who are 
doing food, laundry, housecleaning in 
different — whether it be hospitals or 
buildings. We may be able to look at the 
four hospitals involved with this group. If 
it is economically not feasible to handle 
just the business they have, why not reach 
out to the other hospitals to make it more 
profitable, to keep the people working. In 
other words, what I am saying is, I mean 
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if there are four hospitals that are not 
going to do it now locally, maybe we can 
make it eight hospitals, or all nine 
hospitals in Pittsburgh 

— we have nine in the City of Pittsburgh — 
and ask them to all join in and do their 
laundry through this company, possibly 
give everybody a price break and then 
keep these people and, in fact, maybe 
even add jobs. So, there are different 
angles. But, I think it would take the 
initiative of the Mayor and, as you said, 
President of Council, with us behind you, 
Mr. Udin, to at least get the facts on the 
table, that we can look at other 


alternatives before we close it. 
The Chair: 
Thank you, Councilman 


O’Connor. Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you. 1 would just like to 
offer my assistance in any way. I think 
this letter to the Mayor’s Office should be 
signed by each and every Member of 
Council so as to give it a little bit more 
gravity. And, I would just like to offer 
my support. If we have a meeting I want 
to be there and, as Councilman O’Connor 
said, try to see if there is a way that this 
can be worked out. It seems to me ~ and, 
again, I only know about this issue 
through you, Councilman Udin, but it 
seems to me that there has not been that 
kind of face to face with elected officials, 
maybe there has been and I do not know 
about it, but I would certainly like to have 
that face to face with City Council. 


The Chair: 
I would also like to suggest that 


the Councilman could help facilitate the 
convening of this meeting, obviously 





Chambers is available or the conference 
room. I would also ask maybe that Steel 
Valley Authority be invited, they have 
developed a lot of expertise on displaced, 
dislocated unemployed workers, as well 
as alternative arrangements. It would 
seem to me that with the large volume of 
work being provided by local hospitals, as. 
well the County Government, to the jail 
and other procurement, our own City 
Government procures cleaning of some 
‘sort involving linen and things of this sort, 
with so many public institutions involved 
that require this type of contract services, 
I would think the market would be local, 
tight here, not only just the hospital work 
but other major local institutions, 
ourselves included. So, maybe that could 
be the basis for Steel Valley Authority 
assisting these workers in either an 
employee buyout of the company or ~ I 
am not sure what the arrangement could 
be. but 1 think we need t get all of the 
parnes at the table and try to facilitate the 
strategy. 


Councilman Udin. 
Mr, Udin: 
Yes. In faimess to the 


Admumstration, I have been in some 
discussion with the Mayor and the staff of 
the Administration and have made my 
concems known, they are looking into it 
and J expect to hear from them, hopefully 
it will be a positive and a strong response 
of leadership. And, 1 will move forward 
in trying to create some interface between 
the hospitals, the union and this body. 


The Chair: 


Very good. In addition to the 
letter of communication, | think maybe a 
similar letter directly to the hospitals 
involved, so that they understand your 
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concem as well as the concem of our 
colleagues. 


Mr. Udin:

I just information, Mr. President, 
on your bill dealing with the Planning 
Commission, is that 
~ and I know we will discuss it, but is that 
a reflection of that recent Commonwealth 
Court decision? 


The Chair: 
Actually it is a little broader than 


that. Partly it is a reflection Tegarding the 
Monroeville case, asking — codifying into 









City Code what probably is strong case 
law now regarding Councilmembers being 
silent on major zoning issues involving 
Conditional Use because we sit in a quasi 
judicial form as opposed to legislative 
form. So, I am codifying into law that 
provision. 


But, I also am establishing some 
due — what I feel is better due process 
proceeding for applicants as well as 
opponents of a Conditional Use 
Application, as opposed to a traditional 
public hearing format, where we sit in a 
Legislative Session. 


I. am proposing that the public 
hearing be conducted a little bit more like 
the Zoning Board, that individuals, 
whether they are for or against a 
Conditional Use, have their right to a 
formal public hearing, which is not the 
case right now. We can vote as we have in 
the past sometimes on a Conditional Use 
without an actual public hearing. I am 
proposing we change that. I am proposing 
that whether we are for or against, that 
parties have the ability to speak to 
Council. I am asking Councilmembers, 
including myself, to be quasi judicial, that 
‘we not actually formulate an opinion on a 
major issue until we have had time to 
actually enter into the record what the 
issues are regarding detrimental impact, if 
any. 


So, it is establishing some due 
process rights and proceedings before 
Council regarding the Zoning Conditional 
Use Process, as well codifying into law 
some case law regarding Councilmembers. 


T think you are familiar with the 
Monroeville case, where the 
Commonwealth Court threw out the 
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Conditional Use approval because a 
particular Councilmember had expressed 
himself very early on in the community in 
Opposition to a proposal, and I think 
clearly it would be the same thing as a 
judge speaking out of court in opposition 
or in favor of a verdict before he or she has 
the ability to actually hear the testimony. 


So, that is probably what the intent 
of the bill is. I am sure there will be a lot 
of discussion. I have an accompanying 
memo explaining my rationale. I am sure 
there will be a lot of lively debate. I will 
send the notice out to community groups, 
as well as to developers and institutions to 
get their input. But, I think it is time to 
reform and make more fair the whole 
process regarding Conditional Use. 


Mr. Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


I just want to make a point. I want 
a clarification here, and that is, the silence 
Tequirement here, you are referring only in 
front of the Zoning Board, correct? 


The Chair: 


No, the actual — the law pretty 
clearly states at this point that 
Councilmembers, if they are to actually 
hear and vote on a Conditional Use 
Application must refrain from any 
indication of support or opposition to the 
proposed Conditional Use, that includes 
speaking at a Block Watch Meeting or 
appearing in a neighborhood function, in 
these Chambers, privately, what have you. 


Mr. Onorato: 


And what level of the court ruled? 








the bill coming up, that we get a legal 


The Chair: 
Commonwealth Court. 
Mr. Onorato: 


Commonwealth. This has not been 
decided by the Supreme Court yet? 


The Chair: 


Well, I think we will ask for a legal 
opinion from the City Solicitor regarding 
our proposed bill and we will ask that the 
Solicitor shepherd those cases and provide 
a legal memo. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Yes, because 1 would think that 
there is a situation where it should be 
challenged in Supreme Court because I see 
a major conflict here, and that when we are 
out in our communities it is very difficult 
to switch that hat, and I believe that any 
one of us can wear two different hats at 
any given time, in one we are an advocate 
on one hand, and then we also sit as a 
judicial capacity. But, I think that Jim 
Ferlo, Dan Onorato, or whoever, as an 
individual, can speak on one hand, but at 
the same time, when it comes to our 
elected role, it is a different situation. 


The Chair: 


Well, we have a legal memo from 
my office, Mr. Girdany would like to 
present to my colleagues, regarding the 
issue, as well I would ask, even prior to 








advisory memo from the Solicitor. 


And, I think you have raised some 
good points. I have mixed emotions 
obviously. I think I certainly have a track 
tecord of being as vocal, both in favor and 
opposed to major zoning issues involving 
the Condition Use, and I feel somewhat 
hamstrung, but at the same time I think we 
Iust recognize that when we sit in a 
zoning case involving a Conditional Use, 
we do not have our legislative policy hat 
on, we do not have really our fiduciary 
City budget hat on, we really have a 
judicial hat on regarding the fairness and it 
is up to us to evaluate detrimental impact. 
The applicant, whether we are for or 
against it, ultimately should presume to 
have some fair or level playing field 
regarding the judicial body that it is 
before. And, so it is a little bit different. 
It is the only issue, it is the only instance 
in which we as a City Council have the 
ultimate and final say regarding a matter. 
As you know, a Conditional Use approval 
or rejection ends with this legislative 
Judicial body, City Council, the Mayor 
himself has no authority to veto or to 
comment on a Conditional Use. 


So, I am sure the bill is going to 
provoke a lot of lively debate and 
discussion. I am sure some in the 
neighborhood movement around the City 
may view this as hampering their ability. I 
do not think that is the case. I think, if 
anything, by establishing some due 
process ground rules, I think the public 
hearing process will be more fairer. I 
think both sides will have the ability to 
cross examine on factual matters when 
comments are made to Council, helping us 
to formulate our opinion, and I think it is 
going to be fairer actually for both sides, 












whether it be major institutions, major 
developers or an adjoining property owner, 
who may be a resident with no legal 
counsel but wants the right before this 
Council to challenge some factual 
statement being made by an institution ora 
developer or an architect or an engineer. 


I think we should side on the era of 
due process and the Democratic ability of 
individuals to articulate whatever concems 
they have about proposed major 
expansions of an institution, the use, re- 
use of an old church for a major Senior 
Center, whatever the issue is. That is 
really the attempt of what the proposed 
zone change is. But, I am sure there is 
going to be a lot of discussion and debate. 


Mr. Cohen. And, I didn’t know we 
were going to get into it now or I would 
have brought my notes. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Rather than deepen that debate. 
Just explain, the procedural posture, does 
this have to .go to the Planning 
Commission? 


The Chair: 

Yes. Any zoning change must go 
to the Planning Commission for a report 
and recommendation, as well the Mayor 
can actually veto or agree or disagree with 
my proposed zone change. 

Mr. Cohen: 


This bill has to be referred to the 
Planning Commission? 


The Chair: 








Yes. 
Mr. Coben: 


So, we do have time to get the 
Solicitor’s opinion. 


The Chair: 


We will have a formal public 
hearing on this bill, there will also be a 
Public hearing before the Planning 
Commission, the Mayor himself can 
express his opposition or the support for 
this bill and act in a veto fashion. This is a 
change into the Zoning Code.

I have some disagreement, 
colleagues, with the Law Department. I 
do not see a conflict of interest if this 
Commander, who has retired, is 
Tepresented by our Legal Department 
people on staff. I am going to be voting 
no on the amendment. I realize that we do 
owe this amount of money, $23,000.00 to 
the attomey, but I was in support of the 
initial legislation, where it said, “full and 
final payment”, and that is all I am willing 
to pay, the $23,000.00 that has been 
expended so far. And, I just believe that 
when the incident, or the alleged incidents 
occurred, this gentleman was a City 
employee and he should be represented by 
City attomeys. 1 do not believe in 
spending this money on outside attorneys 
for this type of case. 


So, I am going to be respectfully 
voting no on the amendment, and I will 
vote yes on the original legislation, 
however. 


The Chair: 


Further discussion? Presumably, 
following your thoughts, one would vote 
no on the second invoice that would 
actually come in for warrant. The 
implication of the Committee Session is 
that further legal work possibly will be 
engaged if it proceeds to trial. At that 
point, I think you are indicating to the 
Administration, you will not vote on a 
warrant for further additional legal 
services. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 
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I just do not see the conflict of 
interest that our Law Department and 
separate — our Law Department could 
represent Chief Buford and others and 
Commander Dickerson at the same time. 


The Chair: 
I would strongly suggest, 
notwithstanding Mr. Onorato’s 


amendment, because of the nature of this 
particular case, including some of the 
questions that I implied at the table, as 
well as Mr. Ricciardi’s point, further 
questioning additional legal services, there 
were a number of issues that the Solicitor 
conveyed to us regarding our legal 
obligations to have legal representation. 
Mr. Ricciardi is now raising a point that I 
do. not believe you necessarily raised 
Wednesday and that is whether or not 
legal services could be provided in-house 
as opposed to outside legal services. I 
would strongly suggest that we recommit 
the bill for an Executive Session regarding 
the whole issue rather than have a 
disagreement later on if it gets to be a 
dispute about the full and final payment 
for the legal services. But, I think it is 
difficult to discuss the nature of this case 
and what legal strategy and how far 
litigation is going to proceed.

The Chair: 

Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Relative to Bill No. 2253, 
Tegarding the amendment on waste hauling 
in residential districts during the early 
moming hours. We have — since I last 
was involved in a discussion on this bill 
received some communications from some 
people in the waste hauling industry, 
specifically a letter that was addressed to 
you, Mr. President, from Chambers 
requesting a public hearing, and my view 
is to honor that request for a public 
hearing. I think to not get all sides and all 
views on this and to try to work something 
out that will accommodate both the 
business interest and the residential 
interest, 1 think we would be making a 
great mistake to rush in and just amend 
this particular provision. I think we owe 
both the residence and the people in the 
business the opportunity to express their 
views in a public hearing, and I am going 
to be making a motion to hold ~ this will 
be a motion to recommit. 


The Chair: 
There is a motion on the floor to 
recommit. Is there a second for purposes 


of discussion? 


MR. COHEN seconded the motion. 





Seconded for purposes of 
discussion. 
Just to clarify. I am sure other 


colleagues received calls. I received a call 
and communication both from BFI and 
Chambers, obviously they have concems 
about the bill, but their specific request 
was to have at least some additional 
dialogue and input with this legislative 
body before the final adoption of whatever 
the bill is. I think they understand the 
concem and I think they understand why 
Council is moving quickly to enact some 
specific restrictions. I think their concem 
rested with the ability to raise some traffic 
and scheduling concems. I know they 
heard my reservation over a week ago 
regarding that issue and as well as some of 
my other colleagues. So, I want to be 
clear about what my calls are, 1 am sure 
they called other colleagues, too. 


So, there is a motion on the floor 
specifically regarding the recommittal, 
which if the bill passes, the bill would be 
Tecommitted, whether or not Council votes 
to have a public hearing is a separate issue. 
I think it is appropriate at this time to go to 
the sponsors of the bill, Mr. Cohen and 
then Mr. Ricciardi. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President, I 
appreciate you going to the sponsors of the 
bill. Since Councilmembers who want a 
public hearing did not come to me to tell 
me about this. But, let me explain 
something very clearly, and that is, 
Council did not move quickly on this bill, 
and I would like to, I did think I would 
have to, but I guess I do have to, give the 








chronology of this bill. We have received 
many complaints in my office about trash 
haulers who were picking up garbage very, 
very late at night and early in the morning, 
and J read last week from the diary of the 
folks who are at the Atrium Apartment 
House in North Oakland, where from June 
19th on they have been awakened at 2:30 
in moming on June 19th, at 5:30 that same 
night, on June 21st at 5:11, June 23rd at 3 
o'clock and 5:28 in the moming. These 
are just examples, Since then I have heard 
from a great number of residents all over 
the City of Pittsburgh who have had this 
problem, from the North Side, from 
Lawrenceville, from the South Side. Just 
yesterday I received a petition from 22 
residents in Beechview who said how they 
had been awakened at early moming 
hours. Well, because of complaints like 
these, what I did was not introduce 
legislapon, I did not do that. 


‘What I did was I wrote a letter to 
al; the roayor trash haulers in the City of 
Pittsburgh. and I have a copy of this letter 
night bere. which I would like to ask to be 
dismbuted. and that letter is dated May the 
2nd ~ this is just one example — to 
Chambers. where I spoke about the 
complaints we received and ask them if 
they could respond to this request in 
wntng. That was on May the 2nd. 
Having not heard in writing from those 
trash haulers, what we did was drafted 
legislation, and on June the 22nd, sent 
another letter, and I would like to pass this 
to all Members of Council, and in this 
June 22nd letter, which was six weeks ago, 
to all the major trash haulers, it says, “I 
continue to receive phone calls from 
residents complaining about late night 
trash pick up,” and then, “Enclosed please 
find a copy of legislation that I plan to 
intoduce before City Council limiting 
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over night trash pick up, unless I have a 
written response —” in this case “— the 
Chambers Development Company will 
refrain from picking up trash between 12 
am. and 6 am 1 would like your 
Tesponse by July the 10th,” two and a half 
weeks later. I did not receive a written 
response from them. 


How many people, when they 
introduce legislation, send a copy of the 
legislation to those people who would be 
affected and ask for their response? Well, 
we did that and did not receive a written 
response, then, having not received that 
response, introduced the legislation. 
Councilmembers said they wanted 2 little 
bit more than, which I respected — 
Councilman Ricciardi, the co-sponsor and 
Trespected. We held the bill for a week — 
or recommitted the bill, effectively 
holding it for yet another week. It is a 
pass in the preliminary vote twice, and 
now at 9:41 am, on the date of the final 
vote — because that is the time on this 
FAX sheet that we got from Chambers — 
at 9:41 a.m. they ask for a delay. I spoke 
with this gentleman from Chambers 
yesterday and I discovered that he had not 
even looked at the zoning map to see how 
this would affect them, and I told him how 
he could get a hold of the zoning maps, 
that I could help them do it. Because this 
is only in residential zones, and that has to 
be made very clear, only in a residential 
zone or within a hundred feet, which is 2 
very short distance, of a residential zone. 


So, at the eleventh hour, at 9:41 
aim., on the final vote, we get a two, three 
sentence letter saying that there should be 
@ public hearing, and this Council is going 
to cave in to have a public hearing. | am 
totally opposed to this, because we all 
know what a public hearing means, by the 








way, folks. A public hearing means that 
this bill will not be brought up until] late 
September or early October. Our final 
Council Meeting, I believe, Council 
President Ferlo, is Monday, which is six 
days from today. I cannot imagine that we 
could bave a public hearing in that period, 
because J think under law we have to give 
— what, 30 days notice? 


The Chair: 
Ten days. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Ten days, Excuse me. Ten days 
notice. so, we cannot have a public 
hearing before recess. We are not going to 
be back until after the first week in 
September. So, although it may sound 
good to say to have a public hearing, what 
that effectively means is delaying and 
potentially defeating this bill. 


The other thing is, the problem 
with the tash haulers in residential 
districts in early moming hours is the 
worst in the summer, particularly now for 
those folks who do not have air 
conditioning, I feel sorry for them, they 
have to be awakened at all hours of the 
night. So, I do not want to delay this bill 
so that these residents do not get the 
advantage of having to get a good night’s 
sleep during the summer months. And, I 
suggest to Councilmembers that we have 
done bent over backwards to the trash 
haulers to get their input on this and to 
make sure that it is not a detriment to 
them, and I think that caving in right now 
to the trash haulers to delay and potentially 
defeat this bill would be a mistake. 








The Chair: 


Councilman Ricciardi, the co- 
sponsor, and then Mr. Udin. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Yes. Thank you. It appears that 
the vote on recommittal is going to be a 
close one, however, I am optimistic that it 
will be defeated. 


Just let me say that my 
relationship, or correspondence with the 
major trash haulers goes back to 1992, 
when I first start receiving complaints 
from residents who live out the Carson 
Street corridor, and it is very simple, and 
that is it is very difficult to get a good 
night’s sleep when people are picking up 
at midnight, 2:00, 4:00 and 6 am. in the 
momings, for obvious reasons. I mean we 
are dealing with dumpsters that are made 
out of steel and iron and it is very difficult 
to do that in a quiet manner. 


I think the bill is very clear cut, and 
that is the Pittsburgh Code does talk about 
waffic impact and other criteria that needs 
to be looked at but it really never talks 
about the residents themselves. We talk 
about traffic, we talk about parking but we 
really never talk about the peace and quiet 
that residents should demand and should 
Teceive. I mean we all know how it is 
when we complain about nuisance bars in 
the area, and we all know how it is when 
we complain about noise in the streets. 
Well, this is definitely a generator of 
noise. I think it is not going to impact the 
tash haulers much, they are going to have 
to reschedule but that is a part of doing 
business. So, I am going to be voting no 
on the recommittal today. Thank you. 





The Chair: 





Thank you, Councilman. Mr. 
Udin. 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes. I am concemed that the trash 
haulers waited three months before they 
made contact. This moming is the first 
time I heard from any of the trash haulers, 
just before the meeting. If we were not 
weighing in the balance peoples’ ability to 
get at a good night’s sleep, I would be ali 
in favor of recommittal, but that is what is 
in the balance, people are not able to sleep 
at night, and I think that a delay in this bill 
for a public hearing would be totally unfair 
to those people. if we pass the bill there is 
nothing to prevent us from having a 
hearing or public hearing later, or 
amending the bill in some way to perhaps 
affect areas that need to be affected and 
leave alone areas that do not need to be 
affected, but I do not think that we should 
subject the people who are being kept 
awake at night their freedom of having a 
good night’s sleep, which we would do if 
we recommitted and held this bill for 
public hearing. So, I will be voting 
against recommittal. 


The Chair: 
_ Councilwoman McDonald. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Yes. I likewise will be voting 
against recommittal. I commend 
Councilman Cohen for being prepared at 
this time to present documentation, which 
speaks for itself. I get really tired of 
businesses at the last minute politicking on 
their own behalf despite the concems of 
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the regular citizens which we represent. 
But, I will say that in reading the 
correspondence that Councilman Cohen 
bad brought forward, BF Waste Systems 
did respond on May 17th, 1995 to 
Councilman Cohen saying that they were 
aware of the resident’s concerns and that 
they would re-route their collection 
vehicles to ensure a minimum of 
disruption and to avail themselves for 
further assistance. 


So, I do not have a problem. I 
think this is a proper response. I think we 
just have a problem with Chambers, who 
FAX a letter August the Ist, 1995. Again, 
I frown upon this last minute stuff, and 
again, J am going to vote against 
recommittal. I do not think it is going to 
have much of a negative impact, because 
this only affects those areas that are 
business districts within 100 feet of 
residential districts, and that is far and few 
between in the City of Pittsburgh. I really 
do not foresee much change except a few 
more people sleeping, at least until 6:00 or 
7:00 in the moming. So, I will be voting 
against the recommittal. 


The Chair: 


Any further discussion on the 
recommittal? Councilman Hertzberg. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Just some response, Mr. President. 
I do not know whether it technically falls 
under the recommittal or the main vote or 
not. But, I mean I am personally making 
the motion to recommit, I am not voicing 
any opinion on who is right and wrong and 
whether anybody responded on time or 
not, but I think some valid issues have 
been raised, and I am not saying that in the 





end I am not in favor of this bill or could virtually “be interpreted to 


something very similar to it. To me 
personally and what came up two weeks 
ago in our discussions here in the first 
committee session on this and raised by 
yourself, Mr. President, what the issue of 
what does residential district mean in this 
legislation. There is no term of art, there 
is no specification. Are we talking about 
an R-1 Zone, an R-3? Well, in my best 
view of this ~ 


Mr. Cohen: 


Residential District is a term of art, 
meaning any residential zone in the 
Zoning Code. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


To me it is not a term of art, I 
would respectfully disagree with you, and 
I would also equally have some ambiguity 
with that when you come in to the 
question of certain commercial districts, in 
which residential occupancy is a permitted 
use. Is that a residential district, I do not 
know? I think we have got to get very 
specific and certain that — I mean if we are 
going to do something like this and it is 
the right thing to do, that we know exactly 
where we are doing it and that it will be 
able to function, so that we can have -- that 
we can address all our concerns about 
health matters. I mean we do not want to 
end up with a situation where our 
restaurants are unable to get their waste 
picked up and we have a potential health 
hazard. 1 mean I do not want to make a 
Tush to judgment on this, and I am not 
saying it is a bad bill. I have gotten the 
complaints also from people with the late 
night noise, but I do not want to jump in 
here and pass something that might be 
construed as a blanket type of measure that 











encompass the entire City. 
The Chair: 


Just on the recommittal. I think I 
have been clear right from the beginning 
of the debate on this bill that I am 
ambivalent on the bill, although I 
wholeheartedly support the intent of doing 
something regarding problems in a 
residential area. I made it clear from the 
beginning, in seven and a half years of 
being on Council, I have had three 
instances that I can recall where 
constituents, primarily residential in 
nature, have complained about specific 
pick up of the containers, in fact, the 
companies involved were not even 
Chambers or BFI, they were Piccirilli and 
a few other smaller waste haulers. In 
those instances, having called the waste 
hauler, we were able to resolve the issue. 
Apparently that has not been the case. I do 
not know that we have been aware of the 
one Lawrenceville incident you have 
mentioned, I am sure if they would call 
our office, we would try to resolve the 
issue. - 


I have expressed from the 
beginning my one reservation. I mean we 
keep pointing to the Atrium situation, 


. Which is maybe a case that is good in 


point, but it is an Institutional District that 
happens to include 2 very large beautiful 
condominium and I could see that there is 
a problem there regarding the pick up. 


The one reservation I have, and it 
still goes back to a point really that Mr. 
Udin raised initially, and that was the 
blanket nature of the bill affecting each 
and every corridor throughout the City. 
My only reservation is, and I am trying to 








apply it to either the Butler Street corridor, 
Liberty Avenue corridor, I am just worried 
about whether or not we are going to 
greatly increase a number of trucks, 
certainly in the early moming hours after 6 
am., when we are dealing with school 
crossing situations, traffic coming into the 
Downtown and a lot of other problems. I 
do not have a good sense whether or not 
that is one or two trucks, or we are talking 
about a convoy of trucks that are going to 
be in the neighborhood in the early 
moming hours. It is very frustrating to a 
truck driver — I know, because I yell at 
them all the time and try to pass them and 
everything else — it is frustrating enough 
to drive a truck in the City of Pittsburgh, 
and I just still have the reservation. I 
voted in favor of it because I believe 
sincerely that Mr. Ricciardi and Mr. Cohen 
are trying to act to try to resolve what they 
see as an important problem, but in doing 
that, I also think it is important to 
understand -- and I do not know that we 
fully understand yet what the actual impact 
is going to be, not for the Atrium, which I 
think it is more clear cut, but for some of 
the — at least some of the neighborhoods 
that I represent, where you have clearly a 
residential line within the hundred feet 
adjoining the commercial line. Because 
oftentimes the Liberty Avenue corridor, 
there are A-1 business districts, which are 
mixed, commercial and residential, but for 
instance, the Walnut Street corridor, 
where the rear of the buildings are 
oftentimes the location where the trash is 
picked up, I still believe, both as a driver, 
as somebody who is concermed about 
school crossing in the early moming 
hours, things of that sort, that I would 
rather have the haulers out early in the 
morning, or during the night if it is not 
inconveniencing the neighbors. There 
must be a way, at least I have successfully 





tesolved complaints over the years, 
apparently that has not been the case and 
there is a need for some sort of legislation. 
I am favorable to the need to act 
legislatively. I still believe it is reasonable 
to hear additional facts regarding this 
issue. 


Also, having been here for a 
number of years, it is not unusual, despite 
the fact — and I applaud Mr. Cohen for 
taking the — being proactive and 
communicating to these companies 
because they were directly involved, and I 
do not — well, 1 have no explanation as to 
why some of them did not, as a courtesy, 
let alone as a self-interest, respond to you 
earlier, but there are any number of times 
wher Council has taken an action, like 
instituting a $10.00 Business Privilege Tax 
fee, and others, where we have done 
something only to hear from people later. 
So, that in and of itself is not necessarily 
suspect, although you would think these 
two large companies would know enough 
to respond to my  colleague’s 
communication sooner. 


Having said that, I do not 
necessarily oppose a recommittal for 
further discussion and debate but I think 
there needs to be some legislative action, I 
just do not know if this should be the final 
Dill that is on the table today. 


Having said that, Mr. O’Connor, 
and then we will let Mr. Cohen have the 
final word since it is his bill. 

Mr. O’Connor: 

At first ] — I was not here last week 

for the discussion, so I apologize. I see 


where Mr. Cohen, and I talked to Mr. 
Ricciardi this moming, have individual 





problems, and I respect that. In fact, I live full and busy, is a problem, and I just do 


right across the street from a nursing home 
who empties their trash at midnight and 
‘we complain and complain and for a while 
it works and for a while it does not. So, 
recently they have solved the problem. 


My big hesitation is where it 
borders, the hundred feet, especially like — 
and I am looking at Murray Avenue, 
Forbes Street, and things like that, where it 
may hinder a few businesses and again 
defeat the purpose of what you are trying 
to do. Again, as you said, Mr. President, 
where the trash haulers have to come at 
8:00, 9:00, 10:00 in the moming, at noon, 
Tush hour, it can be a safety issue, although 
I do not believe that was the intent of Mr. 
Cohen or Ricciardi’s bill. The thing that 
may get off dead center and especially 
with the summer — and I respect — I do not 
want to pit neighbors against commercial 
districts because, frankly, in my four years 
T have not had one complaint, except some 
residential areas, as Mr. Cohen mentioned. 
I might suggest to help those people in the 
apartments that are in residential 
neighborhoods with a hospital or 
something near it, who may be causing 
some problems right now, or near some 
commercial districts. If we could pass this 
~ and maybe I would suggest a friendly 
amendment, to remove the hundred feet 
Tight now and try to work that out later on. 
T would certainly be able to support it in 
residential neighborhoods, but the hundred 
feet — and it may only be minor problems 
I have in some neighborhoods. If you are 
near, I would say, a Giant Eagle, where the 
driver has to come at 1 o’clock in the 
morning, if they do not come at 1 o’clock 
in the moming, they cannot get on the lots. 
The Giant Eagles are mostly -- or the Shop 
*N Saves are open till midnight and trying 
to come into one of those lots when it is 
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not know if we are — it may be a little — 
very seldom be affected. But, I might 
make a friendly amendment, if we could 
remove that hundred feet till we analyze it, 
without a big public hearing, and talk to 
the trash haulers, that would eliminate the 
residential problems right now and solve 
your problem and then I think later on if 
you could work on some of the 
commercial districts. It may not be as 
much of a problem at all and it may be 
larger than I think, but looking at some of 
them, it could be a problem and that is 
what bothers me about the bill, the way it 
reads with the hundred feet. 


The Chair: 


And, further, in response to Mr. 
Udin’s earlier question, maybe, Mr, 
Cohen, in your final comments you could 
respond to this, BFI’s spokespeople, 
persons and Chambers in communicating 
to me this moming regarding this request 
for a public hearing, implied to me that 
they were told by you or your office that 
you were doing a survey and that they 
were awaiting some type of a survey to 
respond to scheduling concems. I do not 
know if that is tue or not, I am only 
conveying to you what they were led to 
believe and that may have been some 
Partial response to their late inaction. I am 
only conveying to you what they conveyed 
tome. 


Councilman Onorato and then Mr. 
Cohen to close. Again, we are on the 
motion to recommit only. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Yes. On the motion to recommit 
only. I am supporting it today. Obviously 








T voted no last week. The only reason I 
am supporting it today, a request from — I 
think there were three colleagues that were 
not present last week, and even counting 
me, that is still only four that I can count — 
1 am doing it just as a courtesy because of 
the summer vacation. I am not doing this 
because of Chambers and BFI. Because, 
to be honest with you, my concems, I 
expressed last week, and J just think it is 
just a legitimate disagreement between the 
sponsor of the bill and myself, however 
the bills go, that is fine. I am concemed 
just about what it might do with the large 
hours that are going to be excluded from 
pick up. 


However, there is a problem, they 
are absolutely right, and it has to be 
addressed and 1 still think there is a 
possibility that this bill can be addressed 
before the summer recess. I am only 
recommitting to hear from a few of the 
colleagues that were not here last week, 
and that will be tomorrow and there still is 
a scheduled date for a final vote I think 
Monday. And, that is my reasoning for 
voting for the recommittal at this point. 


The Chair: 


Now, 1 would like to suggest that 
Mr. Cohen be given an opportunity to 
have final word on this bill. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. What 
this bill is about is it is about residents 
being able to get a night’s sleep, a decent 
night’s sleep, without a loud iron and steel 
alarm clock at 3:00 in the morning. That 
is what this is about. It is saying, in 
residential zones, and that is a term of art, 
a residential zone, every parcel of land in 
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the City of Pitsburgh is zoned with a 
classification, and residential zones, or 
within a hundred feet, which is a very 
short distance, that these huge trash hauler 
trucks cannot wake up residents at 3:00 in 
the morming, or between 1] p.m. and 6 
am. Those are the hours that we are 
tying to protect residents. That is all this 
bill is about, and it is one that is necessary, 
because in the Code it specifically protects 
commercial corridors in the Code and it 
does use the term of art “Commercial 
District”. So, I am using — try to use 
parallel language with “Residential 
District”, and for us to delay this bill any 
further means to delay peoples’ chances of 
getting a good night’s sleep. So, 1 am 
going to vote strongly against recommittal. 


The Chair: 


The motion on the floor right now 
is a motion to recommit, which means the 
bill will come back up for a further 
discussion and/or amendment or a public 
hearing, what have you. Mr. Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


There was no such pledge or 
Promise about a survey. The only thing I 
could think of is, we did — in response 
actually to Councilman Udin’s suggest a 
couple of weeks ago, we did send a letter 
to the Director of Engineering and 
Construction, Fred Reginella, asking for 
what the traffic impact would be, but that 
‘was not even conveyed to the trash hauler. 
So, there was no promise of some survey, 
whatsoever. 


The Chair: 


Roll call vote on the motion to 
recommit Bill 2253.

Councilman Cohen. Excuse me.

Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. On a 
totally different issue. Mr. President, and 
Members of Council, the Westinghouse 
Electric Corporation is expected to 
announce today an agreement to buy CBS 
for five billion dollars. We will find out 
for sure this aftemoon at a news 
conference that will be taking place in 
New York City. There has been 
speculation that this merger could lead to 
large portions of Westinghouse, at least its 
headquarters being moved to New York 
City. 


If we lose Westinghouse, or 
portions of it, it would have a devastating 
effect on the Pittsburgh region. 
Westinghouse has been and continues to 
be a giant in the Pittsburgh region. It is 
the second largest, largest corporate 
employer, it employs over 10,000 people 
in the Pittsburgh region. Westinghouse 
has been bringing wealth to this region for 
109 years. Many of our greatest assets of 
Pittsburgh were built with wealth that 
giants like Westinghouse created, our 
parks, our schools, our bridges, not to 
mention thousands of people who have 
made a decent living for themselves and 
their families for over a hundred years. 
We have to do everything we can to keep 
Westinghouse here. We many not 
succeed, and I understand that, this is a 
very huge deal, but we have to trv. 
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It was reported in the Pittsburgh 
Business Times this week that the Mayor’s 
Office has not met with Westinghouse 

- Officials yet. Frankly, that should have 
happened a long time ago. The 
speculation about this buy-out has been 
rampant for the last several months. There 
is a tremendous amount, a tremendous 
amount of time, money and energy that are 
being expended to move a department 
store four blocks, from one part of the 
Downtown to the other, perhaps as much 
as 47 million dollars in public funds will 
be expended to move a department store 
from one part of Downtown to another. 
The potential loss of Westinghouse is of 
far, far more important to this region and 
to the economy of this region. We have 
.already lost more jobs and more people 
and more per capita income in the jast 15 
years than any of the top 25 cities in the 
country This region is already in a crisis, 
and we have to do everything possible to 
prevent the joss of a corporate giant like 
Wesunchouse. We may not succeed but 
we have to ty. Westinghouse’s 
headquarters alone has 663 employees. 


So, Mr. President, I would like to 
Make a motion to formally call on the 
Govemor. our two United States Senators, 
the County Commissioners and the Mayor 
to meet as soon as possible with 
Westinghouse Chairman Michael Jordan 
and any other representatives of 
Westinghouse to explore ways in which 
we can keep Westinghouse here in 
Pittsburgh. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Mr. Cohen. A motion 


is on the floor. Is there a second for 
discussion? 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes, second for discussion. 
The Chair: 


Mr. Hertzberg seconding for a discussion. 
Councilman Hertzberg. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Friendly amendment. Not only try 
to keep them here but try to get the new 
merged entity here, actually hope to 
increase what we have here. 


Mr. Cohen: 


If we can get CBS to move from 
New York, boy, that would be a 
tremendous accomplishment, though, 
wouldn’t it.

I not only applaud the Mayor but I | the City of Pittsburgh to that of Manhattan 
applaud your resolution because it does and the City of New York. 


bring in other elected officials and 
certainly the Governor himself. I guess I 
looked at this as a two-sided coin. I think 
everybody in this room and certainly some 
who are more understanding of the 
business world than I am, understand the 
actual fiscal condition, financial condition 
that Westinghouse has been in for some 
time. And so, I look at it maybe from the 
other side of the coin, and that is maybe 
this specific merger is a way to actually 
maintain and possibly strengthen the 
Westinghouse Corporation, which, quite 
frankly, could have gone the way of Gulf 
and other companies that just moved out 
of the City. 


So. I look at it from maybe the 
giass being half full as opposed to half 
empn. and I like to be a little bit more 
opam:suc that actually this actual 
Warsacnon that hopefully will take place is 
a way to actually strengthen the financial 
livel:nood of the Westinghouse 
Corporanon, which for all practical 
Purposes, quite frankly, bas had some 
Probiems over the last five years in 
parucular And, J would rather look at it 
from that point of view. 


And, | also think Mr. Hertzberg’s 
comments appropriate, that I think, let’s 
put everything equal, it is true that maybe 
Manhanan Borough and New York City is 
the place to be for a lot of the media 
corporate elite, but I think in terms of 
livability, the City of Pittsburgh, it is 
hands down when talk about the livability 
of a corporate community and its 
employees and the family of employees 
that Westinghouse and/or CBS has, and I 
think it is hands down when you compare 
the livability of the Pittsburgh region and 





So, I applaud the resolution, J think 
we should use it optimistically as a way to 
encourage the merger to look at Pittsburgh 
as a major corporate home, not only for 
whatever Westinghouse is in the future but 
also for the media giant that is now being 
created. So, J applaud the resolution. I am 
sure the Mayor has probably already been 
quick to act on this point, whether or not 
he has done it in a public fashion is not 
necessarily the relevant thing at this point, 
and I think wholeheartedly we should 
move quickly on this and express our 
concer. 


But, I want to express some 
optimism, enthusiasm for Mr. Jordan’s 
leadership at Westinghouse, looking at this 
as a way of possibly being realistic about 
what this corporation needs to look like 
after the year 2000. So, I guess I look at it 
from that point of view as opposed to 
some of the past situations involving Gulf 
Oil or Marathon and some others that have 
kind of just upholded and left the Tegion. 


Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you, Mr. President. I hope 
that it was clear that I was not criticizing 
the buyout at ail. 

The Chair: 


Sure. 





Mr. Cohen: 


But I was saying, given the fact 
that this buyout will probably will occur, 
and we will find out this afternoon, and 
given the fact that Westinghouse is the 
second largest corporate employer with 
over 10,000 employees in this region, we 
need to have a very high level delegation, 
and by high level I mean the Governor, 
our two Senators, the County 
Commissioners and the Mayor to approach 
Westinghouse and see what possibilities, 
frankly, what we can offer them to stay 
here, because these are many, many 
employees and Westinghouse has had a 
very rich history of contributing to our 
tegion. So, I would like to see that 
happen. 


The Pittsburgh Busi ti 
may have been incorrect, and I should say 
that I have not heard from the Mayor’s 
Office as to whether or not they have been 
in contact. I hope so, i certainly hope they 
have been in contact months ago, but if 
that has not happened, we should have a 
high level delegation meet with Chairman 
Jordan and other representatives to see, to 
give it every possible try to see if we can 
keep Westinghouse here and possibly 
move some of CBS to Pittsburgh. 


The Chair: 


Yes. And, recognizing, in effect, I 
mean we may really have sort of an early 
warning alert here because we may not 
know for weeks, if not months as to what 
the actual configuration will be of 
corporate Westinghouse in the future 
assuming the transaction happens today. 
So, I think partly what you are asking for 
also is an early warning leadership alert 
network, if you want to call it that, that is 
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really going to be, quite frankly, on top of 
this, depending on what transpires in the 
next weeks and months regarding the 
actual employee situation, corporate 
headquarters, and things of this sort. 

Councilman Udin and then Mr. 
O’Connor. 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes. It is probably just an 
oversight on the part of the sponsor or the 
speaker, but I think that such a high level 
meeting is important, and I would not 
exclude from that meeting Pittsburgh’s 
Congressman as well to strengthen the 
meeting and make it complete. 


Mr. Cohen: 
Absolutely. 
The Chair: 


I am sure there is no intention to 
leave out Congressman Coyne. 


Mr. O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


I certainly commend Mr. Cohen on 
the resolution and support it, but I agree 
also with you and Mr. Hertzberg, is the 
glass half empty or half full.

And, Mr. Clymer was not going to hear 
from anyone, I certainly passed it on, your 
invitation to come here, whether himself 
or a committee, they did not accept it, they 
gracefully said thank you, but I do not see 
them going too far with that.

The Chair:

Mr. O’Connor: 


— Pm always available there. But 
it is only a rumor but we may, we may be 
there, we are going to try. 


The Chair: 


But, Councilman O’Connor will be 
there, nonetheless. Councilman Udin. 


Mr. Udin: 


Thank you, Mr. President. Just 
when you thought it was safe to go back 
into the pool, the pool is closed -- 
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The Chair: 


A funny thing happened to you on 
the way to the pool, right? 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes. I think that the Council needs 
to be aware, not so much in the summer 
time when the pools open, but in the 
winter time, we need to be just as much on 
top of and supportive of the department

They are doing a 
fantastic job in trying to present and 
provide a safe and recreational swimming 
experience for all concemed. They need 
our continued support. But, we have some 
really very serious problems as it concerns 
our pools and I hope we will give it 
adequate attention.

(COUNCIL'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2287) 
(Wednesday, July 26, 1995) 


Mr. Udin: 


I am unclear as to why we are moving the 
complaints without having heard from Duquesne Light. I 
have gotten a couple calls indicating that the 
infomation that was distributed in the newspaper and by 
the resolution concerning this matter that came before 
Council and will came before Council contains 
conflicting information or information about which there 
is some dispute. So it seemed to me that it might be 
more prudent for us to try to get more infomation about 
what the effects of the Banksville closing actually will 
ox will not be, prior to asking for a complaint. I just 
don’t have enough information yet to feel confortable 
with requesting a hearing from the PUC. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Just to respond. First of all, this is nota 
foxmal legal action we are asking the mmicipality or 
Solicitor to engage in. This would be a formal 
camunication on behalf of the mmicipality, which 
should properly be filed on behalf of this Council, 
utilizing the expertise and services of the Solicitor, 
who in the past the Law Department has involved — at 
the request of Council, has filed various complaints 
with the PUC on various rate hikes that clearly could 
adversely affect not only city residents, but more 
importantly, our own city budget. So this is not a 
legal kind of initiating. This is not a proceeding that 
would be legally initiated in a court of law. This 
would be filing a formal complaint on behalf of the 
municipality regarding what we perceive to be adverse 
impact of the closing of the Banksville facility. 


Now, I don't know if Duquesne Light has 
specifically cammmicated to Council regarding their 
side of the issue, but I feel very comfortable in at 
least the information that has been provided to me, and 
possibly some other Councilmembers, from the IBEW and 
others involved that, indeed, the closing of the 
Banksville facility will have an adverse impact on 
service. It was most recently demonstrated ii the heat 
of the last few weeks, where there were thousands of 
calls and many, many residents who had to waiz umsually 
long periods of time — not only hours, but, in fact, 
Several days — before service was addressed. ‘The 
individuals that would service in the future if this 
facility were closed would come as far away as 








Alliquippa and other places outside the city to respond 
to major service calls in the city. 


Firefighter King speaking on behalf of 
firefighters spoke yesterday eloquently about how 
fires that they have to deal with. ‘They are raising a 
major public safety concern with the closing of the 
facility. 


It is clear, at least to me, that it is not a 
traditional or narrow trade union issue involving the 
loss of some IBEW jobs, but that in this instance there 
is @ relationship between the loss of those jobs and, 
indeed, a loss of service to Duquesne Light custamers. 


We pay the highest utility rates for 

electricity in the Commonwealth under Duquesne Light's 
Service center and, in fact, we pay the fifth hi: 
Light rates of any mmicipality in the United States of 
America. So there is a significant service question to 
the PUC who has approved these rates about what we are 
getting for the dollars we are paying. 


The filing of a formal complaint would be an 
expression of this concern to the PUC who who we are 
asking Specifically to hold a public hearing here and 
establish more factual information that would also 
Provide Duquesne Light an opportunity, if they so 
choose, to appear in the forum and respond publicly. 

There was an internal memo fran Duquesne Light 
that was distributed yesterday to the media that was an 
intemal working group that actually stipulated in 
writing that this closing would actually have an adverse 
impact. on service. T am sure the company has not made 
that public to this Council, but we had a copy and did 
make it public to the media yesterday. 


So I strongly ask that Council give 
consideration and support this resolution.

That is wrong, and what J would 
recommend is if every Councilmember 
would write to the President as I have done 
and ask him to veto this bill. This bill is 
anti-consumer and it will hurt the cable 
customers of Pittsburgh. So, I just wanted 
to give an update on that and ask 
Councilmembers if they could do that. I 
think we can have a pretty good chance of 


having the President veto this bill.

Mr. President, and 
Colleagues, Bill 2338, which is an 
expansion of the Property Tax Relief 
Program, the program was initiated by our 
Mayor Tom Murphy and sponsored by all 
Members of Council. It is 2 result of Act 
177, concerning the additional one percent 
Sales Tax, and there was certain criteria in 
the Act which was passed by our 
Harrisburg legislators dealing with age, 
income and residency. This really 
expands the participants in the program. 
What it does, it drops from 60 to the age of 
50 and takes into account those that are 
disabled or lost a loved one, Valerie 
McDonald correctly pointed out and it was 
followed through by myself and others, 
and Councilman Hertzberg and J have also 
talked about it. I think in a way it is unfair 
to those people who have not married and 
are of the age of 50, meaning that if you 
have been married and you lost a loved 
one, you now can take part in the program, 
not be 60 years of age, actually be 50. 
But, for those that were never married and 
are 50 or above, in the segment of 50 to 
60, I just think it is unfair. 


T am going to support this today, 
however, because in no way do I — I agree 
with expanding those that could be eligible 
for the program but I have asked Paul 
Hennigan, the Director of our Finance 
Department, to see what the additional 
cost would be to actually expand it down 
to age of 50 for everyone involved as long 








as, obviously, they meet the other criteria 
of income and residency. . 


So, in summary, I will support this 
today but J think it is unfair, in a way I 
even think it is discriminatory against 
those that have not married and obviously 
because of that reason have not lost a 
loved one.

I appreciate Councilmembers all 
considering it in the right spirit and that is 
to try to come up with a bill that will 
protect residents who have been awakened 
early in the morning by trash haulers, but 
at the same time not to undermine 
+ especially the neighborhood business 
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zones. 


‘What this amendment does is, first 
of all, it describes all of the residential 
zones. And, that was Councilman 
Hertzberg’s request and I certainly agree 
with that request, in the interest of clarity, 
to lay out all of the residential zones, so 
you can see every “R” zone, from “R-1” to 
“R-P”, and I think we have included all of 
them. If anybody knows of any other 
residential zones that are included in here, 
please let us know. 


Secondly, it takes out the section 
that says, “in or within 100 feet of a2 
residential district”. Given that this bill 
has been recommitted twice, it was clear 
that there were divided opinions on this 
bill. Also, I spoke to many merchants in 
neighborhood commercial districts who 
said that that hundred feet provision would 
impair their ability to get deliveries. So, I 
think this amendment should achieve the 
consensus on Council that we need to get 
this passed and at the same time not 
undermine any neighborhood commercial 
district. 


The important thing though is that 
we keep the core of the bill and the core of 
the bill is to prohibit trash haulers from 
awakening people who live in residential 
areas and, of course, that is where most 
people live. We sent a strong message to 
the trash haulers that they should not give 
residents a loud metal alarm at 3 o’clock in 
the morning and that continues with this 
bill. 


I want to thank Councilman 
Ricciardi for co-sponsoring this bill with 
me, and thank all of the residents who 
contacted all Council offices, especialiy

my office, to tell us about the problems means, working together cooperatively 


that they have been having. I also want to 
thank the trash haulers for working with 
me to tell me how this would affect them. 


Let me make this clear, that this 
amendment I am introducing today for the 
reasons that I stated, however, if 
complaints go up and we hear that trash 
haulers are awakening people outside of 
residential zones, early in the moming, 
then I will re-introduce this amendment, 
the hundred feet provision. So, I am 
happy to go ahead now and get this bill 
passed and do it in a way that sends a 
strong message. If the complaints go up 
though, we are going to come back to the 
table.

No. 2365 WHEREAS, the 
Pittsburgh Community Reinvestment 
Group (PCRG) is a consortium of 32 
community-based organizations _ that 
represent 62 low and moderate income 
neighborhoods in the City of Pittsburgh; 
and, 


WHEREAS, PCRG’s mission is to 


work with financial institutions toward 
equal lending patterns and practices for all 
Pittsburgh neighborhoods; and, 


WHEREAS, PCRG operates under 
the Community Reinvestment Act (CRA), 
which requires all federally chartered and 
insured financial institutions to meet the 
credit needs of the communities in which 
they receive their deposits; and, 


WHEREAS, legislation has been 
introduced in the United States Senate and 
the United States House of 
Representatives, entitled the Financial 
Institutions Regulatory Relief Act of 1995; 
and, 

WHEREAS, this legislation would 
create safe harbors for banks which would 
prohibit bank regulators from considering 
a bank’s CRA performance rating when 
making decisions about a bank’s 
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application to expand, merge, or acquire 
another bank; and, 


WHEREAS, this legislation would 
prohibit regulators form requiring banks to 
disclose where small business loans are 
made; and, 


WHEREAS, in Pittsburgh alone, 
the CRA has been responsible for over 
$2.4 billion in reinvestment, increased 
lending to low and moderate income 
neighborhoods, and significantly improved 
lending rates to African Americans; and, 


WHEREAS, the PCRG will be 
holding a public meeting on Thursday, 
September 7, 1995 at 6:00 p.m. in City 
Council Chambers to release the results of 
the 1994 Lending Study and to present 
information on the CRA. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh does hereby declare 
Thursday, September 7, 1995 to be “CRA 
Day” in the City of Pittsburgh.

The Chair: 


Again, this will be a public 
community meeting being held by 
Pitsburgh Community Reinvestment 
Group, part of the working group. As you 
know, the legislation helping to give 
protection of the Coramunity 
Reinvestment Act is under attack by the 
Senate Banking Committee and Banking 
and Finance Committee in the Senate, 
there is very aggressive effort to kill the 
CRA basically, and that would be 
disastrous to urban areas, not only here in 
the City of Pittsburgh but throughout our 
nation. And, thanks to Director Lowe 
from the Housing Authority, who started 
working on the whole Community 
Reinvestment Act. Our own City 
Government, this Council twice, has voted 
on legislation involving where we invest 
our money, giving protection and criteria 
developed under the CRA Act. So, it is 
very important that we keep these Federal 
Legislation and Regulations in place. 


The community meeting | think is 
to harken awareness and educate the 
public about what is being done possibly 
by the Senate Committee, and I know all 
my colleagues probably have received an 
invitation, and I thought it would be 
appropriate just to go on record again in 
support of the importance of the CRA 
Legislation. 


Councilman Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


I would just like to add, Mr. 
President, if anyone can make it tonight, I 
would urge you to be there, because we 
could disagree on Federal cuts back and 
forth at this table, but this one is so 
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frustrating because it does not even 
involve Federal dollars, this is regulation 
just telling banks to do what is right, and 
that is to provide credit in all parts of the 
urban centers, and what history has 
proven, that the loans that have been made 
in the poor neighborhoods have been very 
good loans, they are not any higher default 
rates than any middle class neighborhood. 
It is money that should be put there, it is 
private dollars, not public dollars, and it 
‘would be a disaster for this City and all the 
cities if the CRA is repealed. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I also 
want to join in in saying that we need to 
fight these cuts in the CRA. 


When I was in college I happen to 
intern with a member of Congress, who 
was very involved with putting together 
the Community Reinvestment Act. And, 
people don’t remember, but the fight back 
in 1977 and 1978, was a huge fight and a 
fight to get the banks to invest in our 
neighborhoods, and for us now to tum 
back the clock to before 1977, would be 
terrible, it would be terrible for the 
country, it would be terrible for Pittsburgh. 
I think people do not realize, really 
through the efforts of Stanley Lowe and 
the PCRG, how much money has been 
invested in our neighborhoods because of 
the Community Reinvestment Act, it has 
been a silent but powerful tool and we 
need to do everything we can to stop this 
retrenchment from that bill. 











The Chair: 


Thank you. Again, when we were 
fighting Housing Mortgage Loans I the 
°60’s, it was very frustrating because there 
was no CRA and there was no clear 
obligation on the part of the financial and 
the mortgage lending institutions in this 
City or anywhere to report actually 
publicly what their Mortgage Lending and 
Economic Development Investment and 
Housing Development Investment Loans 
were, we did not have that information. 
With the CRA we are able to actually 
quantify and see in writing what their 
lending and mortgage assistant patterns 
were, not only for housing and mortgages 
but also support for major housing and 
commercial economic development. It 
would be a disaster to lose that 
accountability and that reporting, but more 
importantly — and, again, these numbers 
don’t lie, it is quantifiable -- there has been 
a significant, to the tune of millions of 
dollars, in this City alone, since the CRA 
Legislation and even more so, since our 
own City Government has been aggressive 
in our own banking of our financial 
resources by developing the criteria that 
we have under the CRA Bill of Particulars. 
So, it would be a tremendous loss to see 
this regulation repealed. 


Councilman Udin. 
Mr. Udin: 


Yes, 1 also want to join in with my 
other colleagues in supporting the efforts 
of the members of the Pittsburgh CRA 
organization, they have done splendid 
work in rallying support. 


I also think it is important that we 
send a strong message to the bankers who 





took over the integra Bank system here in 
Pittsburgh. Integra Bank was an important 
member of the CRA efforts and made a 
substantial number of loans in minority 
neighborhoods. It is important that the 
new owners of that banking operation hear 
from us and hear that we need them to 
follow in the same footsteps with their 
new ownership. I also hope that we take a 
close look at the way the City banks its 
funds and make sure that we are being 
consistent with giving support to the banks 
who have a strong CRA record, in terms of 
where we decide to deposit City funds. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. On your 
first suggestion, if there is no objection, I 
would like to suggest, based on 
Councilman Udin’s comments, that we 
forward the proclamation, not only to the 
new Cleveland-based company, but to all 
the financial institutions in this City, that 
they know where we stand, that we’ve 
passed this proclamation and that we want 
their full commitment behind the CRA. 
So, I would like to offer that as a friendly 
amendment, based on the Councilman’s 
suggestion.

The Chair: 


We have a number of guests in the 
audience this morning, and at this time I 
would like to call on Councilman Cohen 
and Councilwoman McDonald for a 


proclamation. Councilman Cohen, and 
Councilwoman McDonald. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. Good 
moming Members of Council and 
attendees today. Would all of those, 
including the public officials who are here 
to oppose cuts in education, please come 
up please. 


Members of Council, members of 
the audience, it is my honor to present this 
proclamation with Councilwoman Valerie 
McDonald. It is hard to believe that we 
actually have to fight to save education 
programs for our children, but that is what 
is happening in Washington these days, 
upside down priorities, and Particularly in 
this instance, when it comes to education. 
What could be more important for our 
children than education. 





Al Gore, was in Pittsburgh 
yesterday to protest cuts for higher 
education, for student loans, in particular. 
But, today we are here to fight cuts that are 
equally, if not more important, and that is 
Cuts in Federal funding to elementary and 
secondary school students. 


Bill H. R. 2127, the Republican- 
Sponsored Education Appropriations Bill, 
passed the House and is now in the Senate, 
in fact, it was introduced in the Senate 
today. We do not have a Senate Bill No. 
yet, but we will by this aftemoon. This 
bill that came out of the House cuts 4 
billion dollars nationally in education 
Programming for 1996. Pittsburgh will 
lose an estimated 3.1 million dollars in 
funding for critical educational programs. 
And, the tragedy, and which is often the 
case as we see these cuts coming out of 
Washington, the tragedy is that these cuts 
will fall primarily on poor and 
disadvantaged children. For example, the 
Supplementary Instraction Program for 
reading and math skills for disadvantaged 
children, drug prevention services, job 
training and placement services, and we all 
know what the tremendous cuts have been 
for our Summer Job Program that both the 
City and the School Board participate in. 


These cuts represent the larger 
single cut in Federal finding for education 
in the history of the United States, and you 
know what, we cannot any more engage in 
back-room diplomacy and Statesmanship 
about this, we have got to fight. And, 
what this resolution here is is another step, 
and when I say, another step it is because 
the people who are standing here have 
taken several steps already, but this is 
another step to say, this is wrong, you are 
cutting programs for our children. And, 





why are they doing this? Why are they 
doing this? For tax cuts for the wealthy. 
That is the real tragedy here, and that is 
what makes us even more onerous is the 
fact that they are cutting programs for 
children in order to provide tax cuts for the 
‘wealthy. 


We're here to say it is wrong, and 
when I say, we’re here, I am just so 
delighted to have, along with Valerie 
McDonald, of course, who is the former 
president of the School Board, to have 
several School Board Members here, Liz 
Healey, the current President of the School 
Board and my School Board Director, it is 
good to have you here; Louis Venson, Dr. 
Louis Venson; Maggie Schmidt, Evelyn 
Newser. Thank you all for coming. We 
also have the Superintendent of Schools, 
Louise Brennen, who had to re-arrange her 
schedule to get here today. And, also 
Mike DiRaimo, who is the lobbyist ~ 
where are you, Mike? Come on up. Come 
on up I med to find you in this crowd. 
Mike, who really is the lobbyist for the 
Schoo: Board in Harrisburg and provided 
us with all of the information that is 
necessary 


So. that having been said, let’s read 
this resolution, and then J am going to tum 
it over to Valerie McDonald. 


MR. COHEN AND MS. McDONALD 
PRESENT 


No. 2415 WHEREAS, the U. S. 
House of Representatives recently passed 
the Fiscal Year 1996 Labor/Health and 
Human Services/Education Appropriation 
Bill (H. R. 2127), which cut approximately 
$4 billion in federal funding for valuable 
education programs; and, 
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WHEREAS, these cuts, along with 
the $500 million in education program 
funding cuts which were recently signed 
into law as part of the Fiscal Year 1995 
Rescission Bill, fall disproportionally on 
the poorest schools in the nation and two- 
thirds of these cuts are in programs for 
elementary and secondary education; and, 

WHEREAS, if these spending cuts 
pass the United States Senate and are 
signed into law by President Clinton, they 
will represent the largest single federal 
funding reduction in the history of 
elementary and secondary education; and, 


WHEREAS, these cuts will have 
devastating effects locally as they will 
result in the estimated loss of $3.1 million 
in federal funding for public schools in the 
City of Pittsburgh; and, 


WHEREAS, the loss of this 
funding will compel Pittsburgh City 
School officials to make drastic reductions 
in the scope of education programs which 
provide supplementary instruction in 
reading and mathematics skilis for 
disadvantaged children, drug prevention 
and intervention services, and summer 
youth employmentjob-taining and 
placement services. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh opposes H. R. 2127 because 
of the devastating effects that this bill will 
have on Pittsburgh’s public school system; 
and, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
urges the U.S. Senate and President 
Clinton to oppose the drastic spending cuts 
to education programs found in 
H.R. 2127. 





MR. COHEN moved to adopt the 
Tesolution. 


MS. McDONALD seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I should say that President Clinton, 
I believe, has already said that he will veto 
this bill if it passes in its current form, so I 
did not want.to imply, of course, that he 
has not been strong, he has been very 
strong, he just has not had a chance to sign 
or veto this bill. If it goes through 
Congress in its present form, President 
Clinton will certainly veto it. And, I 
would also like the City Clerk, Linda 
Johnson-Wasler, if you would, to send this 
proclamation to the two Pennsylvania 
Senators and the entire Congressional 
delegation. 


And, let me, if 1 could, present this 
proclamation to Superintendent Louise 
Brennen, have her say a few words, and 
then, Valerie, if you could do it after that. 


’ Louise, congratulations, and let’s 
work together to fight these cuts. 


Ms. Brennen: 


Thank you so much, Councilman 
Cohen. Clearly, as Councilman Cohen has 
stated in the proclamation, that we in the 
Pitssburgh Public Schools stand to lose a 
minimum of 3.1 million dollars in the 
fiscal 1995/96 School Year, and what is 
So tragic to such cuts, of course, would be 
the programs that historically have benefit 
our students with either special 
educational needs or financial needs will 
be affected. Summer jobs for students 
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from low income families and the services 
that we have been able to provide to 
Promote our safe and our drug free schools 
would be affected, and significant 
reductions would have to be made to the 
Title I Programs, which again would affect 
our students in need. And so, we are — 
even though we have voiced our 
opposition to these proposed cuts, we 
clearly appreciate the efforts of City 
Council in support of our position. The 
Message is going to be much more 
powerful when the City and the School 
District together speak with a single voice, 
and we all hope that the Senate will listen. 
Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Louise. 
Ms. McDonald: 


I was very thankful that 
Councilman Coben had had the foresight 
to present a resolution like this. Even 
though we are a local governing body, that 
we need to take stands, we need to be very 
Proactive in what goes on, not only just in 
the City but what goes on nationally. 
Ultimately it always falls back on us one 
way or the other, and today is just one of 
those momings that diplomacy tends to 
escape me. We all know some momings 
like that, some days like that, but Teally 
have to call a spade a spade, and what is 
going on in Washington, not by all but by 
some, is strictly asinine, strictly asinine. 
When you sit there and think that 
education does not take a high priority, 
there is some fault in your logic and your 
ability to reason, because ultimately if 
you are even going to consider putting 
more money in a defense budget to buiid 
missiles and very high technologically — 





yes, missiles and what have you, if you are 
going to put your money into high tech, in 
a defense, and you do not have anyone that 
is educated enough coming out of the 
schools, or sophisticated enough, well- 
rounded enough to come out of the schools 
to even be able to learn how to use those 
same missiles, where is your reasoning, 
where is your logic. And, I think the rich, 
just to stuff their coffers and stand on the 
necks of our children, is horrible, it is 
absolutely deplorable. And, I do caution 
many people who I talk to publicly, is that 
if you keep ignoring the masses, and I am 
talking about the masses, in the years past, 
and history dictates to me, masses can 
revolt, and the one thing I am encouraging 
people to revolt is with their feet on 
election day. 


So, thank you very much, and 
again, I urge the Pittsburgh Public 
Schools, keep up the fine work that you 
are doing. Again, you serve the general 
overall citizenry of Pittsburgh and all of 
the young folks that are in Pittsburgh, and 
again, continue your fight. Thank you 
very much. 


The Chair: 

Thank you. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you, Valerie. And, now the 
President of the School Board, Liz Healey, 
will speak for all the School Board 
Members, I believe. Anyone who wishes 
to, of course, are welcome to come up 
here, but, Liz, please. 

The Chair: 


You have three minutes. 





Ms. Healey: 


Briefly. I think we realize that the 
rationale that the Republican leadership in 
Congress has for this cut is their 
questioning the role of Federal 
Government in education. They see 
education as a responsibility of states and 
local communities. It is clear to us that 
that is extraordinarily shortsighted. That if 
we are really looking for a country that is 
going to be productive and increasing 
productivity, we cannot do that with a 
work force that is not well-prepared. 


We think that this is extraordinarily 
important at this point in time, when urban 
centers are increasingly coming under 
attack, not only in education but for all 
kinds of supports and services, that the 
School Board and City Council come 
together and lobby in an united effort in 
opposition to these cuts. 


And so, we very much appreciate 
the support of City Council and we look 
forward to continuing to work together. 
Thank you.

Mr. Cohen: 


If you are listening to this, piease 
call your Senators, or write your Senators. 
Tt is now in the Senate, Senator Axlen 
Specter or Senator Rick Santorum, write 
them and say you oppose these cuts in 
education for our children.

No. 2416 WHEREAS, the East 
End Cooperative Ministry (EECM) was 
formed in 1970 as an interfaith coalition of 
congregations, parishes and institutions 
united to minister to human needs in the 
East End of Pittsburgh; and, 
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WHEREAS, EECM’s mission is to 
serve the poorest of the poor through food, 
shelter, training and education with the 
intention of attacking and breaking the 
intergenerational cycle of poverty; and, 


WHEREAS, some of the important 
and far-reaching programs of the EECM 
include, but are not limited to, the Soup 
Kitchen, which has provided regular hot 
lunches for almost twenty years; the Food 
Pantry, where each month approximately 
500 East End households receive food, 
referrals and help with related assistance 
programs; the Emergency Shelter, where 
24 homeless men are provided with a bed, 
shower, hot meal, and safe haven from the 
streets each night; Bridge Housing, 2 
residential program which aids in the 
transition from the streets to a more 
structured environment; the Elderly 
Support Services, which enables frail 
people without families to remain in their 
own homes by providing simple health 
care, shopping cleaning assistance, and 
companionship; and Children and Youth 
Services, which includes tutoring, a five- 
week summer day camp, counseling, and 
youth work in local schools and

WHEREAS, beyond programming, 
EECM works with community members 
on issues of common interest to promote

WHEREAS, EECM marks its 25th 
year of service with events that include a 
closing celebration August 10 for the 450 
children in its summer day camp; a 25th 
Anniversary Dinner on September 17, 
1995; a Chorale and Brass Concert on 
October 22; and an Interfaith Worship 





Service of Renewal and Dedication on 
November 12, 1995.

Stanley’s 
professional debut came early in his life. 
He was only thirteen years old, and played 





in Joe Westry’s band, which played the 
hotel circuit. 


WHEREAS, in Stanley’s late teens 
and twenties, Turrentine performed in and 
toured with various jazz ensembles and big 
bands, including Lowell Fulson’s blues 
band, Todd Dameron’s orchestra, and Ray 
Charles’ featured pianist. Stanley also 
spent three years in Uncle Sam’s All-Stars 
(158th Army Band), where he received his 
only formal training. On the road with 
drummer -Max Roach, Stanley achieved 
intemational recognition. Shortly 
thereafter, Stanley made his recording 
debut on the album Midnight Special with 
Jimmy Smith. 


WHEREAS, In 1985, Stanley 
reactivated the Blue Note Label and 
tecorded Straight Ahead, which reunited 
him with Jimmy Smith, George Benson, 
and Ron Carter. The music of Stevie 
Wonder was the theme of Stanley’s 1987 
recording wonderland, and 1989’s LaPlace 
was a tribute to his Pittsburgh hometown.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


The Chair: 


Under Motions and Resolutions, I 
do want to remind you very quickly, we 
have a public hearing today at 2:00, please 
make an effort to be there, it is a zoning 
re-hearing. 


‘We do want to recess this meeting 
today in order to meet again Thursday 
following the Standing Committees 
Meeting at the request of Mr. Ricciardi. 
We are trying to move along some ground 
breaking for some new development on 
the South Side. But, before we do that, I 
will call on Mr. O’Connor. Do you have a 
resolution? 


Mr. O’Connor: 


Yes. I will read the resolution and 
1 want your support on it. I want to make 
it clear that this is not pertaining to any 
investigation or anything, it has been in 
the papers. Officially we haven’t heard 
anything but in the papers we have read 
some things going on in the Water 
Department. This is strictly a follow-up to 
my post agenda on June 20th. | will read 
it and then make some comments. 


MR. O’CONNOR PRESENTS 

No. 2445 WHEREAS, in 1984, 
the Mayor and the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh created the Pittsburgh Water & 
Sewer Authority in order to have the 
Authority assume the responsibility for the 
outstanding and future capital 





improvements and related debt and, 
rehabilitation and the City’s water system; 
and, ; 


WHEREAS, the Authority has 
expended approximately Two Hundred 
Million Dollars in capital bond funds to 
make needed improvements to the city’s 
water system including, but not limited to, 
pumping station renovations, water line 
replacements, cement relining of existing 
mains, and infrastructure rehabilitation 


throughout the city; and, 
WHEREAS, on June 9, 1995, the 
Authority significantly increased 


consumer water rates in order to maintain 
obligations to its bondholders and to 
secure additional bond revenues for the 
continuation of the infrastructure 
improvements. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh, on behalf of the people the 
City of Pittsburgh, expresses its 
disappointment and regret regarding the 
Authority’s decision to increase water 
Tates by 20% over the next two years and, 
furthermore, urges the Authority to scale 
back or eliminate the 9.9% rate increases 
scheduled to take effect in 1995 and 1996; 
and, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, in 
order to lessen the impact of future rate 
increases the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh requests that the Authority take 
appropriate measures, including, but not 
limited to reducing the rate of capital 
spending; institution of a monthly billing 
system; and, to aggressively market one of 
the city’s most valuable assets - safe 
drinking water. Council aiso requests that 
the Director of the Department of General 





Services provide to Council with a copy 
the report on the PWSA’s annual sewer 
relining contract and, requests that the 
PWSA provide Council with a copy of the 
Authority’s independent investigator’s 
Teport upon its completion. 

Which was read. 

The Chair: 


There is a motion on the floor, is 
there a second for discussion? 


MR. COHEN seconded the motion. 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 

Second discussion. Mr. O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


Thank you. In January we voted 
and put our trust into this to make this an 


independent department and authority, and 


I feel a 30 percent increase is breaking that 
trust and it is not in the best interest of the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh. I feel we 
have been misled, and I strongly urge the 
Mayor and Council to support this and roll 
back these price increases. 


We have given some suggestions, I 
have not heard back from the Authority 
and time is running out. The increase will 
take effect in three weeks, and I am urging 
them to sharpen their pencils, there is 2 lot 
of work. I am not saying this work is all 
unnecessary. The biggest suggestion, and 
I know they have done quite a lot of 
operational cuts already; in fact, in some 
cases the operational cuts I have heard 
from workers are hurting the department, 





but the capital improvements, we have just 
Spent 200 million dollars in the last ten 
years, that is a rate of 20 million dollars a 
year, I feel we cannot continue that. And, 
this bond issue going out to spend another 
80, and I know they raised more money, 
there’s 90 million they have raised. How 
they scale it back is up to them. If every 
job is warranted and is justified, then I 
would suggest they just scale back the 
timing of it, so they can spread this 
enormous percent increase to the 
taxpayers, that we don’t get hit all at once 
with this. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. O’Connor. Let me 
just try to summarize my view very 
quickly. First of all, I do not support 
passage of this resolution, but I want to be 
very clear why. First of all, let me state, 
unequivocally, I did not support the 
transfer of the Water Department to the 
Water and Sewer Authority, 1 voted no, I 
wish some of my other colleagues who are 
making comments now regarding 
oversight of the Water and Sewer 
Authority, would have been more 
deliberative in their actions during the 
annual budget deliberations and the 
Cooperation Agreement. 


I do not support the resolution 
because, whatever the motivation or 
however well-intentioned, I do not think it 
is really going to achieve anything. What 
T would prefer and the reason why I am 
going to vote no, I think we need a very 
quick formal public hearing, where we 
could invite the Board and the Director to 
the table where we can actually, in the 
public eye and with the cameras Tolling, 
explain to the public, this is the Water and 
Sewer Authority leadership, the Director 








and the Board, allow them an opportunity 
to reiterate to the public formally the 
concerns that not only Mr. O’Connor has 
taised but certainly ail of us in this room 
feel and the public feels and that is the 
concern and the alarm around continually 
rising water rates. 


I mean we can just take a quick 
shot and vote on this resolution or we can 
teally constructively try to have some 
meaningful dialogue with the Water and 
Sewer Authority, the Administration, 
Director Cannon and others, regarding the 
issue. 


And, that is why I do not support 
the resolution, I think it is just going to 
kind of pontificate on what everybody is 
feeling anyways, and that is that 
everybody is upset about rising water 
rates. I think we need to, very quickly, 
because Mr. O’Connor states some of 
these rates will take effect shortly, 1 would 
rather suggest that we have a formal public 
hearing so that we can actually in a public 
session, understand and have interaction 
and also complaint with the leadership 
Board, the governing Board of the Water 
and Sewer Authority, on this whole issue 
of expenditure of the capital bond fund to 
date, on the issue of what their intended 
Tate increases are over the next period of 
time, either for operational portions of 
their budget, or intended or future capital 
projects that they intend to take on, and 
some of the other operational issues that 
have come to the-public side more 
recently. I think we owe it to these folks 
who basically have been appointed by this 
Council, our Administrative leaders of 
City Government, as weli as others who 
have agreed to serve on the governing 
Board. 
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So, I do not support the resolution 
because even if it passes, it is not going to 
mean anything. I would rather suggest 
that if we are sincere about wanting to 
address some of the concems regarding the 
Water and Sewer Authority, we defer on 
this resolution and actually conduct a 
formal public hearing and meeting to 
allow the kind of interactive dialogue and 
information session to actually take place. 


I know Mr. O’Connor did sponsor 
an informal post agenda, but I would like 
to suggest that we ask and conduct a 
formal public hearing and agree to meet on 
the issues that have been raised. 


Secondly, and just on some other 
things that are going on now within the 
Water and Sewer Authority, what I would 
like to see rather than this meaningless 
resolution, is that we on this Council, if 
Mr. O’Connor and others have now 
reconsidered their earlier vote on giving 
away any oversight by this City Council, 
regarding the Water and Sewer Authority, 
I would rather have us utilize legal 
resources that we have, to find a way to 
either amend or bring back some oversight 
by this legislative governing body, City 
Council, to the affairs of the Water and 
Sewer Authority. Now, granted, we never 
have had any input or authority as a 
legislative body into the rate increases by 
the Authority since its inception. 


What I would like to suggest, 
rather, if we are sincere about wanting to 
provide some checks and balances, I 
would rather direct our energies to trying 
to find a way for Council to restore some 
checks and balances oversight, either re- 
approving the capital expenditures that 
they embark on. I am not sure what it is 
that we could do, including possibly 











having this Council and the Mayor have to word and the hard work that he has done 


vote on projected water rate increases, or 
expenditures in the capital bond fund, 
things of this nature. 


So, again, however well. 
intentioned this resolution is, I think if we 
are sincere about getting actually to the 
meat of the problem and actually having 
an impact, I suggest we have a formal 
public hearing to allow the Authority and 
us to explore these issues; and, secondly, I 
Suggest we. utilize some legal resources at 
our disposal to figure out how this Council 
and future Councils can wrestle back some 
Oversight into the rate and bond issue and 
other kinds of issues affecting the 
Authority. 


As far as some of the recent 
actions, I think, unfortunately, my 
colleague, Mr. Ricciardi, has unfortunately 
been i in the media 
incorrectly. If there is investigation that is 
warranted, and if it is warranted, then let it 
proceed. I think it is just ridiculous that 
the Authority Board would expend dollars 
to spend money on hiring some third-party 
investigative body that is going to do 
another redundant review about any 
allegations or alleged improprieties 
regarding bidding or the actions of a Board 
Member or even the actions of Director 
Cannon. It is going to be a waste of 
money and the public is not going to feel 
any more comfortable that it was a mue, 
independent review, anyways. If Mr. 
Cannon has allegations to make, as he has 
made them, he has the opportunity to go to 
the State Ethics Commission, to the 
Attorney General, to the Mayor, to the 
F.B.I. or anybody else, and let him do it 
Mr. Ricciardi has already explained his 
position regarding a particular incident on 
one particular bid and I take him at his 





over the years looking at the whole 
problem involving the Water and Sewer 
Authority and the water system here in the 
City of Pittsburgh, If there is an 
impropriety, then let those who are 
charged with the task of reviewing any 
impropriety, do their work, and that is the 
Federal, State or other authorities, they are 
the ones who ultimately we should entrust 
on to review any improprieties, and if 
there are improprieties, let them take the 
formal action that they should take, or 
whatever appropriate action it is, 


For the Board to expend dollars 
hiring some third-part investigators, as far 
as I am concemed, is a waste of money, it 
is going to yield yet a duplicative report 
that Director Miskovich has already done 
on behalf of the Mayor, it is going to 
waste money and it is not going to be 
viewed by the public as being accurate or 
trustworthy anyways. 


So, again, if there is an 
impropriety, it is Mr Cannon’s 
responsibility, not only morally, but 
legally as his duty, the Director, to issue 
the charge or any appropriate body, 
whether it be the State, Ethics 
Commission, whether it be the Attorney 
General, or anybody else, and let those 
investigative bodies do their job as they 
are hired and legally obligated to do. But, 
T think that this resolution has kind of 
become muddied down and kind of taking 
advantage, the media headlines, without 
really getting to the issues. 


Thave consistently not voted to add 
additional mayoral staff to the Water and 
Sewer Authority Board because I felt we 
should put independent people from the 
community, from other corporate private 





sector interest on the Authority to create a 
better system of checks and balances. 


So, again, I just, however well- 
intentioned the resolution is, if we are 
Sincere, as far as I am concemed, let’s 
have a formal public hearing and get at the 
issues that Mr. O’Connor and ali of us 
have raised. Let’s explore legally ways 
that this Council can regain and re-wrestle 
back some control and oversight to the 
Water and Sewer Authority and at least 
allow the Administration to have their day 
in court. When I say the Administration, I 
mean the goveming Board of the | 
Authority and Director Cannon. 


And, as far as the other muddled 
issues in the last paragraph, that there is 
some alleged impropriety, then let the 
independent agencies that are legally 
obligated to review these matters take up 
the charge and do what they need to do. 
Let’s not try and create disharmony and 
try one of our colleagues around the table 
here, when there is a proper way to review 
this matter. 


Having had my say at least, I will 
defer to my colleagues. Mr. Hertzberg. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I will 
be voting in favor of this resolution. I 
support it, I can only agree with you in 
one area and that is on the lack of a 
necessity for some kind of — alleges 
independent evaluation of these bidding 
practices there. I could not agree more 
with you that there is some law 
enforcement agency that deems it 
appropriate that that certainly would be 
more than a sufficient investigation and 
the only one that would be necessary. 





I would also like to point out 
another area in which the Water Authority 
could help a little bit in revenues, that is 
the area of late fees. For some reason that 
was never explained to me. Late fees were 
reduced from one and a half percent per 
month to three quarters of a percent per 
month, and being a person that 
occasionally pays a late fee here and there, 
I realize that that is a little bit below the 
market late fee rate. So, there is another 
area that they can look to in their 
operations at least to help with their 
budget. 


In addition, what we have been 
told about their capital budget in the Water 
and Sewer Authority is that they need to 
have the bond issues, they need the capital 
expenditures, in part at least for new 
developments. I think new developments 
can by and large be paid for through our 
Tax Increment Financing Program. 
Maybe we need a little bit in their budget, 
but also that is what the intention of tax 
increment financing is. We are seeing a 
lot of our big developments going through 
the tax increment finance process, but 
some of the funds are actually being used 
on the projects themselves and not on 
public improvements. I think we need to 
see more of a combination. I think all 
public improvements, when we are talking 
about streets, when we are talking about 
sewer lines, when we are talking about 
water lines, should be through the tax 
increment finance method, and I think that 
is a sufficient attraction for developers to 
come in here and develop housing and 
commercial uses, because I think if they 
went elsewhere to develop they would find 
out that the developer themselves will get 
assessed with these different costs. 








So, in a situation where we are 


using a tax increment financed bond, both 
to add to the basic grant almost on a 
structure, and then in addition also 
providing the cost of the infrastructure 
improvements, like the Water and Sewer 
Authority, the developers are getting an 
extra hit, they are getting two reasons to be 
attracted to build, I think one is sufficient, 
that is that through the Tax Increment 
Finance Program, we could pay for some 
of these capital improvements. 


The Chair: 


Thank you , Mr. Hertzberg. 
Councilman Onorato. We will have Mr. 
O'Connor have the last word. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I think 
that | agree with both you and Councilman 
O'Connor bere. As everyone knows, this 
18 a pon-binding resolution, and from the 
wording of it, I will support it today, but at 
the same ume, I think it would be healthy 
to have a public hearing or a post agenda 
to address the issues that you just talked 
about 


But. ] just want to clarify a few 
things. because I believe that we are 
comparing apples and oranges here, and 
that is. with the last year’s budget process, 
and the — I think it was 8-1 vote, and you 
were correct, Mr. President, you are the 
only one that voted against transferring of 
some of the employees and equipment 
over. I am still in full favor of that and I 
think it was the right move to make, 
because it created a separate operating 
unit, and even before that transfer took 
place, if I am not mistaken, this Council 
did not have authority over the rate 
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increases, that was still an independent 
decision by that Board. So, the transfer 
last year actually had no impact on 
deciding what rates should be, that was 
always by that Board. And, I realize you 
did not say that but I want to clarify that, 
make sure that — 


The Chair: 
I did state that also. 


Mr. Onorato: 


But, it sounded like we gave up a 
lot more than — that we already had. And, 
the most important thing for any authority 
would be the power to raise rates, and that 
was already with the Authority. 


Looking at this resolution, one of 
the issues I would like to review, when we 
talk about capital spending, is not so much 
that we have capital spending, because we 
are going to need it, the question is, how 
much, and I am not sure what that number 
should be. But, my concern is, when you 
look at the number that is quoted in here 
and the number that we have all been 
talking about, the 200 million dollar 
figure, that is a lot of money, and on one 
hand I read the paper a few weeks ago, 
where West View Water Authority just 
gets permission from Ross Township to 
build a line to Cranberry. For 200 million 
doliars you would think we could have a 
line from Pittsburgh to Cranberry. 


My frustration with some of the 
capital expenditures is, I would be in full 
support and applaud anyone that would 
spend the money that was going out their 
to generate revenue, and that is to sell our 
important asset, which is safe drinking 





water, but you cannot sell it unless we get 
the lines to these particular municipalities. 


And, I would also like to discuss at 
any public hearing the connection between 
ALCOSAN and the Water and Sewer 
Authority. I have been stating this for the 
last three months, and the connection that I 
make is that ALCOSAN was developed 
and it continues to grow as a County 
Authority. We are constantly adding 
municipalities because we all recognize 
the advantages with the economy of 
scales, everyone sharing in in one facility. 
We have all these separate water and 
sewer authorities or water authorities out 
there, where the Pittsburgh Authority is 
Tunning at 60 percent capacity or 
somewhere around that number. We have 
a lot of excess capacity that we can use, 
and if we could somehow tap into the 


municipalities that are using a facility that - 


is located within our municipality, we 
would also benefit by being able to sell the 
positive asset, or the safe drinking water to 
these municipalities. Somewhere along 
the line this connection has to be made and 
it will help defer the cost and take it off the 
backs of just the City of Pittsburgh 
residents. And, at the same time, the 
individual municipalities that would pick 
up our water probably would pick it up at 
a Yate at least comparable to what they are 
paying right now, and the infrastructure is 
@ pretty modern infrastructure that we 
would have. 


So, there are a lot of issues at stake 
here. J just think that the other issue that I 
‘want to point out that seems to be missed 
in all the rhetoric that gets thrown around 
about the Water and Sewer Authority. We 
transferred the Authority a year ago, the 
employees and some more of the 
equipment to make a true operating 
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Authority, and we also talked about this 
bogus sale, which I refuse to call a sale, 
because you can’t sell to yourself, we 
transferred over, and as far as I am 
concerned, we cleaned up the Authority. 
Everyone might recall, the documents that 
we received when we talked about this 60, 
65 million dollar sale, or transfer, there 
were additional payments that were 
factored in since 1984, that totaled almost 
$400,000.00 through the year 2034. What 
‘we were told and what the documents 
showed us when we voted for this 
particular transfer is that we had 10 
scheduled rate increases that were 
eliminated the day we voted for that, and 
they were starting at two percent in 1998, 
5.9 percent in the year 2000, then up to 
9.10 percent, 13 percent, 15 percent, 17 
percent, 19 percent, 19 percent, 20 percent, 
20 percent, through the year 2025. All of 
those rate increases were eliminated with 
the transfer of this particular Authority, 
and I think the general public should know 
that, and these were rate increases above 
and beyond the ones we are talking about 
today. These would have been tacked on 
those numbers. That has been eliminated 
because we took away a bogus back door 
tax of $400,000.00, and I applaud both the 
Administration and the Authority for that 
particular move. 


There are a lot of other issues that 
have developed over the last couple 
months. I think it is very legitimate for 
this body to review the capital expenditure 
and to review the current rate increases 
that are in front of us. I believe that some 
of the amounts might be excessive and 
maybe can be spread out over a longer 
time, but most importantly, that increase 
could be deferred to other payers if we can 
sell this water, and that is the bigger issue. 
So, I would hope we get to the bottom of 





that by talking about the capital 
expenditure and what exactly the money is 
being spent for. 


The Chair: 


Councilman Ricciardi, and then 
Mr. Cohen. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you. Thank you, Mr. 
President,.and colleagues. I support the 
resohution- before us in its entirety, 
including making public any and all 
reviews and investigations on all bidding 
practices or a particular contract; however, 
I would say, Mr. Ferlo, that your idea, 
your altemnative is much more productive 
and one that needs to be pursued. 


We have with us today our 
Chairman Joseph Preston, and I believe a 
public hearing and/or a post agenda or a 
meeting with this body will occur in the 
very near future. 


I have had an opportunity to vote 
against the rate increases over the past 
years, including the two that Mr. 
O’Connor aliudes to, and I also voted 
against borrowing 80 million dollars. 
However, the challenge is before US, it is 
before this Council if we decide to take on 
that challenge, and that is, where does the 
Authority cut. The Authority has met 
several goals and accomplishments, that is 
collecting nearly six million dollars in 
delinquent payments, something the City 
in the past, and the Administrations in the 
past were unable to collect. We also have 
50 vacancies, we have a hiring freeze in 
1995, and that is something that has never 
occurred within the Water Department, all 
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vacancies were always filled. So, things 
are moving on. 


I will like to say, there is only one 
colleague that came into my office, that is 
Mr. Dan Cohen, over and over and over 
and have asked me about capital spending, 
specific projects and some ideas where 
cuts possibly can be made, and that is a 
challenge that I give to everyone here, and 
that is, where can people stop spending, or 
where does the Authority stop spending. 
This past meeting we just allocated, I 
believe $425,000.00 to the ALCOA 
Project on the North Side. We have been 
very, very instrumental in funding 
Crawford-Roberts Development, the South 
Side Development, and also I know there 
are some things that happened on Nine 
Mile Run. 


So, the challenge before us is not 
Just to bring up the issue but actually to 
State where the Pittsburgh Water and 
Sewer Authority can cut back, and I think 
we should all take on that gavel if we wish 
to. 


Again, I support this in its entirety, 
but I think we need to be more productive, 
and I think, Mr. Ferlo, your idea is a very 
Positive one, one that needs to be pursued. 


The Chair: 
Mr. Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thanks, Mr. President. Let me 
first say that I do appreciate Councilman 
Ricciardi’s providing me with information 
and advice on this issue. I do not think 
there is anybody on this City Council or 
maybe even City Government that knows 





this issue as well as Councilman Gene think that there have to be capital projects 


Ricciardi does, and I also want to 
commend him for bis votes against rate 
incteases in the past, including this rate 
increase. 


I know that there are a lot of issues 
out there when it comes to the Water and 
Sewer Authority, certainly, but this 
resolution really should narrow in on the 
one issue, and that is the 20 percent 
increase that was voted on by the Water 
and Sewer Authority Board over the next 
two weeks. We can go back and rehash 
old issues if we want, but, first of all, I 
stand in full support of my vote in 
tansferring the infrastructure over the 
Water and Sewer Authority for the reasons 
that Councilman Onorato mentioned. But, 
as far as this rate increase is concerned, I 
made my position strong and clear at the 
Post agenda meeting last time, and that 
was my Strong opposition to it, I know 
tha: there has been discussion and I 
appreciate the fact that Chairman Joseph 
Preszon 1s here today, but my view is that 
that rate increase is too much, too soon 
and 11 will be too harmful to Pittsburgh 
residents. What it does is it increases, it 
just continue -.it accelerates this vicious 
cycle, where people cannot afford to pay 
1t. therefore, they leave the Pittsburgh 
region. which means there are fewer 
people left to be able to support services 
for our City. It also is regressive and falls 
disproportionately on the poor and middle 
class. I realize that there have to be capital 
projects to maintain that infrastructure and 
to expand it, but my recommendation and 
my strong urging of the Water and Sewer 
Authority Board, today, as it was at the 
post agenda meeting a couple of months 
ago, was to extend that over a longer 
period of time, in which case these rate 
increases will not be as burdensome. I do 
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that can be held off for some period of 
time, so that instead of a 20 percent 
imcrease over two years, we have a much 
lesser increase over more years. 


Secondly — and this is a subject 
that has been mentioned here — but we 
have a great product here, and that is some 
of the best water you can find anywhere in 
the country, and because of that we need 
to be more aggressive in selling that 
product. That will bring more revenue in 
and preclude any major rate increases in 
the future. 


So, for those reasons I support this 
resolution. 


The Chair: 


Thank 
Councilman Udin. 


you, Mr Cohen. 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes. I was not here when the City 
sold the water system to the Authority and 
So I am not certain exactly what impact 
that sale may or may not have had, but I 
heard the President’s comments on it, and 
it just reminded me of the need for us to 
clearly distinguish among the issues that 
we are facing. We have, one, a rate 
increase issue; we have a separate issue of 
the sale of the City system to the 
Authority, and we have a third issue of the. 
current investigation of contract 
irregularities. 


One, I think that we - it is 
important that we develop a way to 
independently, for our sake, as Council, 
assess the legitimacy or illegitimacy of the 
increase justification and alternative ways, 





as Councilman Cohen has been pursuing, ] doesn’t do anything, other than get a 


altemative ways of savings as an 
alternative to rate increases, rather than 
just our relying on the reports and 
recommendations of the Authority staff. 


Secondly, I think that it would be 
important and helpful to the process 
regarding the investigations of contract 
irregularities, that we be prudent in our 
comments and not further politicize and 
intensify an already very unfortunate 
situation. .] just think that we need — I do 
not know why that issue had to be 
included in this resolution on the rate 
increase. I would support the portion of 
the resolution that has to do with 
expressing our disappointment about the 
Tate increase and calling for them to — the 
Water Authority to find different ways of 
cutung back in savings and saving money 
instead of increasing the rates, but then to 
add in addinonal language that gets us into 
looking at the reports about the 
invesuganon going on I think tends to 
pollute the issue of increased rate 
Justficanon, 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. Again, I 
Just want to reiterate and then I will defer 
to Mr. O'Connor as the sponsor of the 
resoluuon. 


Again, I am just as concemed, I 
have expressed alarm as every rate payer 
has about the rising rates proposed by the 
Water and Sewer Authority. So, I think 
that is a chorus that everybody is singing 
here. But, J think in passing this kind of 
non-binding resolution, it’s basically we’re 
giving the rate payers an empty glass of 
water. I am suggesting rather than just 
pass this resolution, which, in effect, 
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couple headlines, i am suggesting, if we 
are sincere about wanting to actually have 
interaction with the governing body and 
either through discussion or through polite 
confrontation, go through with them all the 
different issues, including Mr. Hertzberg’s 
issue about the late fee issue being a way 
to raise additional revenue, what that 
issues brings; Mr. Onorato’s concer about 
why there cannot be a marriage of some 
sort between ALCOSAN issues and the 
operation of the independent Pittsburgh 
Water and Sewer Authority, as well as all 
the other issues that Mr. O’Connor himself 
has raised in the resolution: What is the 
capital spending plan, can it be curtailed, 
should it be done in a different way, and 
all the other issues you raised J 
wholeheartedly support. My concem is 
we are just going to have the resolution, it 
will pass and not much more will come of 
it 


So, I am suggesting rather a 
tactical level, in terms of the legislative 
body being truly an advocate for the rate 
payers, both residential and commercial, 
that we have the kind of face to face 
interaction. I might also state that we are 
already expending over half a million 
dollars on a very elaborate study going on 
Tight now that is going to look at the whole 
issue that I have been raising the seven 
years 1 have been here about the whole 
issue, the existing water distribution 
system, the issue of the 60 percent of a 
capacity, and whether or not we really 
should be expending some of the capital 
dollars we have on a very large system. I 
think it is really time now, a hundred years 
Jater, after the system was initially 
servicing 700,000 businesses and 
residents, to really look at whether or not 
we want to maintain from a capital point 





———— ee ee ee 
of view, the infrastructure that currently his position and then we will move on the 


exists and makes up the water system that 
we have. 


I would suggest that we, as part of 
our interaction through a public hearing 
with the governing Board, reflect on what 
the outcome of that consultant study is 
going to be. I mean it is not only just 
looking narrowly at the reservoir, our 
covering issue, it is looking fundamentally 
at the issue of the water distribution 
system and what actual capital projects 
that we need to embark on. 

And, I might point out, just to 
clarify, the 200 million dollars is gone. 
The 200 million dollars has already been 
expended. I mean if anything we could 
ask for a performance audit regarding the 
expenditure of those dollars and maybe the 
Authority itself has or is in the process of 
conducting that, maybe there is a way for 
our own City Controller’s Office to work 
on that issue. But, that 200 million dollars 
has already been expended and gone, I 
would rather concentrate on what the 
future capital construction plan is going to 
look like. 

And, my only comment earlier, in 
response to Mr. Onorato, was that in 
transferring initially the Water Department 
to the Authority we did give up some 
oversight in terms of having the Director 
on a weekly basis at a Standing 
Committees Meeting, the Director of 
Water, Director of the Water and Sewer 
Authority; we had an ability through the 
budget deliberations to review through the 
Engineering and Construction Department 
the annual capital projects of the Water 
and Sewer Authority, and my point earlier 
was that that has been removed. 


Having said that, let’s let the 
sponsor, Mr. O’Connor, kind of sum up 
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bill. Mr. O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, I would like to thank most of 
my colleagues for their support, and I 
would like to make a few comments. The 
bottom two lines are probably not essential 
but I think it is important that we are at 
least kept abreast of anything going on, as 
far as an investigation. And, I agree with 
you, Mr. Ferlo, I think it is a waste of time 
and money, that the Department does 
investigate itself, when those things are 
going on any how. But, before we put that 
on, I confronted — I talked with Mr. 
Ricciardi and he agreed that it should be 
in. So, I do not want to enter that into a -- 
muddy the waters. If it wants to come out, 
I would have no problem with that but he 
agreed to keep it in. 


The emphasis, again, is on the 20 
percent increase. And, we have addressed 
a lot of things, selling the water. I have 
heard about selling the water since | have 
been on Council, as Mr. Onorato, he and I 
came together, the old Director, the new 
Director is talking about it. I think it is 
time to act. Maybe they need 
professionals that know how to sell and 
market the water because we do have a 
good product. 


Mr. Ricciardi did mention there are 
a lot of good things, they have made some 
good cost cutting and held up 50 empty 
positions. So, there are a lot of good 
things happening with this Water 
Department. 


And, Mr. Cohen I think mentioned 
basically the same thing, our meeting 
wanted to extend — we are not saying 





don’t do the capital improvements, 
because I do not know — I do not have the 
ability to go under ground and know what 
is there, experts do. I think the best thing 
to do is extend that, don’t spend the money 
all at once to cut back. 


And, Mr. Hertzberg came up with 
another I think good plan. Of course, 
when Mr. Ricciardi mentioned the 
ALCOA Building, the South Side, future 
Nine Mile Run, these are good projects 
that, by the way, the money will come 
back within four years. It has been stated 
publicly by the Budget Department, that if 
we invest in these developments, said that 
they would be paid back in four years. 
So, that is good. If it is a four-year loan 
out, then these things should be cut in four 
years. I do not think that happens. 


Mr, Hertzberg’s suggestion that the 
tax increment financing would help 
support that is I think a better idea than 
going out and spending all this money and 
putting a 20 percent increase on. 


J have brought this up — and if you 
are accusing me of being political, so be it 
I have given the opportunity, I felt, the 
opportunity for this Authority to respond 
before. My next step is certainly a public 
hearing, and the step after that if 
something isn’t done is to go public, is to 
look at the legal ramifications, and as you 
remember in our discussion when I 
supported this transfer over, I said to you, 
what - in the meeting, if it doesn’t go 
right, we can bring it back, and that is 
something we can look forward to. 


Again, I do not — politics isn’t 
going to be anything normal. You got a 
businessman in here. And, if you forgot 
that, on June 20th I held a post agenda, 
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televised, it cost money, we spent a lot of 
time, the department heads were here, the 
Director. Cannon, Mr. Preston, and most 
Board Members were here. Everything we 
talked about in that meeting is just what 
you went over. I don’t know if anybody 
here was paying attention. It was brought 
before them. We were ~ requested a five- 
year plan, a way to lower capital 
expenditures, a way to cut the nine percent 
this year — isn’t it odd that it is 9.9, instead 
of ~ they sound like marketers. 9.9 for 
two years, which last year we seemed to 
miss that it was 14 percent. Two increases 
last year. So, we are talking about 34 
percent increase. We had that post agenda, 
I asked for answers, the answers aren’t 
here. 


I am bringing this up, timing wise 
because October st, they have an 
Opportunity to scale this back and they 
also have next year to look at it. If you 
want to continue, if you really want to 
make and everybody in my 
neighborhood — I can bring 500 people 
down here for a public hearing and they 
will tell you the same thing J am saying, 
they will not accept and they do not want 
this water increase to go up. If you want 
to take all their time and money and play 
politics and put on a show, we can always 
bring them down. I will pay the buses and 
we will bring them all down. That can 
happen. I try to do a public — I had a post 
agenda meeting, J had it televised so the 
public knows what we are doing here. 
This is what is missing in politics today. 
What I am doing today is follow-up. The 
word follow-up is not in the political — 
you get your cheap headline and you 
forget about it. This thing would have -- if 
I didn’t put this in, this 9.9 percent 
increase would have went in October Ist, 
and not a word would have been said. 








Tam here saying right now, and by 
your support and your votes — with or 
without yours, Mr. Ferlo -- that this Water 
Authority should roil back those prices 
and consider the things we talked about 
and they talked about and they agreed on a 
lot of it. So, it is time they — they have 
two or three weeks to respond, if not, then 
we will put on show time. 1 will bring a 
couple hundred people down for the public 
hearing, whether you call it or I call it, and 
then we can proceed to eliminate this 
Water Authority and bring it back into the 
City where the voters, the people that 
elected us, we will have the guts to raise it, 
or lower it, or whatever goes on. We just 
pass it on to Authority Members, or Board 
Members, who are, I agree, two nice 
politicians and three bean counters, and 
they will vote any way the Mayor says. 
So, this is not a political move. I hope 
they pay attention to this, and I have a lot 
of respect for my colleague here and Mr. 
Preston and I hope they pay attention to 
this because they have not since June 20th. 
Time is running out. 


The Chair:

I just want to announce to my 
Council colleagues, the Press Conference 
that was held this moming by the Mayor’s 
Office to announce the second shoe 
dropping in the Blue Cross/Lazarus deal, 
the Mayor’s Office and the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority and Oxford 
Development and all of the other players 
in this whole proposal to revitalize 
Downtown, have been able to finalize the 
agreement to purchase the property at Fifth 
and Wood in order to house the Lazarus 
Department Store, and Lazarus has also — 
Federated, which owns Lazarus, has 
committed and signed on the dotted line, 
and so the whole package now of moving 
Blue Cross into the current Lazarus site, 
rehabilitating that site and acquiring the 
site at Fifth and Wood, demolishing the 
property there and then building a new 
Lazarus site there, all of that is in place 
and will provide important growth and 
revitalization for Downtown, it is 
particularly important to me as well 
because it provides an opportunity for not 
just the growth of certain sections of 
Pittsburgh but for the growth of ali of 
Pittsburgh. The Mayor, the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority, Oxford 
Development, Blue Cross and Lazarus, 
have ail committed to significant minority 
participation in contracts, in construction 
employment, in employment at Blue 
Cross, once it is finally opened up, in 
employment at Lazarus once it is finally 
opened up, and also very importantly, we 
are working on getting increased 
commitments for minority participation in 
the building trades. There used to be a lot 
of energy and focus on minority 
participation in building trades in this City 
and it has slacked off recently, but we are 
re-energizing that fight and we intend to 





increase the opportunities for 
apprenticeship and other participation of 
minorities in building trades and actually 
working on the jobs. So, I am, very 
pleased with the announcement of the 
Lazarus site and I look forward to the 
support of my colleagues on this project as 
well, 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. As you 
know, there is a bill up Thursday, the first 
initial bill, regarding this whole issue.

private investor in Boston Financial. 


] am starting to receive calls again 
by the residents where Boston Financial ~ 
these are allegations, I want to make it 
clear — are very slow, if not, to stop 


payment on a lot of the contracting. There 
are major holes dug up in the complex for 
the sewer lines, some of them are covered, 
some of them aren’t. There is water shut 
off weekly. And I talked with some of the 
vendors and they are telling me that they 
are just not being paid. This is the private 
group that pocketed the $800,000.00 that 
HUD allowed them to steal of our tax 
dollars, and they promised that they would 
renovate this place, and my biggest fear 
that I predicted is coming true a lot quicker 
than I would hope that it would come true, 
and if something does not happen within 
the next month or so we could be heading 
back into Federal Court, and I might be 
asking my colleagues to support me with 
asking the Law Department to go back in 
and spending some more money to protect 
these individuals, because I believe this is 
pure white-collar crime that just gets swept 
under the rug and no one pays attention. 
Because the people in this particular 
complex are hard-working people, they do 
not have the time or the resources to fight 
HUD or to fight Boston Financial, and 
what they are doing over there is a 
disgrace. 


] think within the next two weeks, 
if we do not get any movement, I would 
ask and urge and hope that all of my 
colleagues could come with me on a trip, 
you have to see what is happening there, it 
is a disgrace. 

The Chair: 
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Has BBI cited these property 
owners? 


Mr. Onorato: 


Yes, they have been over there, and 
we are going to probably tum up the heat 
that way again, but it is going to be more 
than BBI this time, because the Federal 
Government has to be held accountable for 
what they created over here. 


The Chair: 


Very good. Well, as you know, 
Judge McLaughlin has the power to 
subpoena this company to appear 
regarding the citizen complaints. 


On this matter or a different 
matter? A different matter. Mr. O’Connor 
had his hand up first. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


A different matter. I just want to 
bring up, just briefly. I think you 
requested last week, and we had some 
heated discussion about the legality of the 
water rates and the increases. So, today 1 
am introducing legislation for Council to 
hire an attomey. The recommendation 
from our City Solicitor — and I will briefly 
say — “The consideration and the rights 
and remedies of rate payers, the 
Municipality Authorities Act allows any 
individual questioning the reasonableness 
or uniformity of rates to bring a suit 
against the Authority in the Court of 
Common Plea, which has the exclusive 
jurisdiction to determine questions 
involving rate increases. It should be 
noted that it is only the reasonableness and 
uniformity of the rate increases that will be 
challenged.” 





So, I know we had some heated 
discussion last week. I am not Rule 8’ing 
this, because Mr. Miranda is out of town 
and I would like one week to work with 
the Administration and the Water 
Authority to see where they are going with 
it and to answer my questions and a lot of 
yours. On June 20th we did have a post 
agenda, I know you were out of town, Mr. 
President, where some of the confusion 
may have came last week. But, we are 
asking for the five-year plan, the 
Performance Audit, and they promised to 
get back where they would cut the rates. 
So, I hope within the week to have 
negotiations, otherwise next Wednesday 
we will discuss the legal actions we may 
have to take.

Just on that matter, setting aside 
the issue you are presenting today, if there 
are reports that were requested either by 
one Member or all of us as a body, I would 
hope that those reports would be 
forthcoming. ‘Your resolution last week 
did not necessarily repeat the fact that post 
agenda you had requested specific 
information, of which you just commented 
on. So, I would hope that the PWSA

Yet we 
have waited for over 35 years for the 
Federal Government to contribute its fair 
Share to this project, however, from what 
the letter stated, that state and local 
government must plan to take more 
responsibility for securing funding through 
the sources of other Federal funding in 
these types of projects. 


‘We do have a commitment from 
Congressman Coyne to have the funding 
for the Saw Mill Run project reinserted 
into the budget. I am going to continue to 
work with Congressman Coyne, Mayor 
Murphy, the Overbrook Community 
Council, to make sure that this funding is 


available. But, I think that again this 
Council needs to send another letter to the 





Clinton Administration allowing them to Mr. O’Connor on Saw Mill Run. 


know our displeasure with this letter, that I 
believe everyone got a copy of, as soon as 
possible.

I am having the 
same problems in Hays, and I do not want 
to interfere with what you are doing, 
because I think you are doing an excellent 
job and I do not think we want to mix 
different items here, but it may be time 
that some political leaders in the 
Pittsburgh area, and this being one of the 
main things, and other agendas that we 
have had -- there is a Presidential Election 
coming up soon and every time Mr. 
Clinton wants an audience he always 
seems to show up in Pittsburgh right 
before the election because we draw the 
biggest crowds. I think somewhere along 
the line, and this can be a catalyst for it, 
that we have these demands and certain 
other demands before that time comes, so 
that we can see what Westem 
Pennsylvania is getting nationwide. When 
you compare nationwide, whether it be 
jobs, education, I think we fall very short 
of the American dream. it may be 
something you want to list as a priority 
and we with other elected officials. We 


have a lot of time to work on this, but — 
and, union leaders, these are jobs. I know 
the unions which are supporting you and 
many other projects. We might want to 
use this as a catalyst for other things 
before this Presidential Election.

I think your point is well taken. 
Maybe we should indicate as public 
officials that, rather than hosting him at a 
Market Square noon rally, we may host 
him down in Hays or at Saw Mill Run. 


Mr. O’Connor: 

That would be good. 
The Chair: 

On this issue, Mr. Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


This is just, Mr. President — and 
thank you for — Councilman Cusick for 
bringing this up -- another chapter in a 
long nightmare for the people who live in 
the Saw Mill Run area, and for 30 years 
they have been demanding to have that 
creek widened and deepened. The Federal 
Government has time and time again said 
they would do it and then pulled the mg 
out from under them once again. This is 
what has happened. Councilman Cusick 
and myself and a large group of people 
from Saw Mill Run made this case at the 
White House a month ago; that President 
Clinton clearly needs the Pittsburgh area. 
Allegheny County was the second highest 
County for President Clinton in the 
country. We made this case very strongly, 
and | am extremely upset and disappointed 


that the Executive Branch once again 
decides to break a promise to the people of 
that area.

amusement fee will be reduced to an 
annual fee of $50.00, and there are a 









number of other things that are going on in 
this bill, we discussed it last Wednesday, I 
won’t go into detail, but it gets rid of some 
obsolete terminology and also excludes 
some items that really were not being 
enforced under these provisions. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Ricciardi. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I commend Councilman Hertzberg 
for his diligence on this bill. I realize it 
must have taken many hours. But, J am in 
full support of it, even though the City of 
Pittsburgh appears that it could be a 
Possibility of losing some revenues. it 
puts fees more in perspective, and that is 
just to recover our cost and not for a 
revenue-generating alternative, and that is 
what — I think all fees should, as a matter 
of fact, be looked at So, again, support 
this bill. 


The Chair: 

‘Thank you, Mr. Ricciardi. I just 
would like my comments brought forward 
on this biil. 

(REMARKS-SEE ADDENDUM) 
The Chair: 

And, although there was a news 
afticle about this bill, it didn’t even 


mention that Mr. Hertzberg not only 
introduced it, but more importantly, did 





spend an awful lot of time, countless 
meetings, and bringing not only the 
Administration representatives together, 
from Finance as well as Building 
Inspection, but I think he moved 
expeditiously on what initially was a 
citizen complaint into the Council Offices, 
and I just want to thank him for his 
diligence, and I know the other bill he has 
introduced today, a couple of the other 
dilis, I am sure are going to further make 
more fair and uniform the whole chapter 
on the amusement licensure portion of the 
City Code. So, thank you, Councilman, 
for your hard work.

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You have heard the reading and 
titles of the bills, is there any discussion on 
the bills? 


On Bill 2395, I would also like my 
comments brought forward. 


(REMARKS-SEE ADDENDUM) 
The Chair: 


That is the Keystone Municipal 
Services Bill. 1 would like to characterize 
this as a Keystone bill, not only for 
Keystone, because that is the name of the 
health insurance HMO, but more 
importantly, it really is the keystone, as 
Mr. Leeper presented it at the last Finance 
Committee Meeting, the keystone to some 
major development in the Downtown 
corridor. Mr. Udin certainly spoke 
eloquently about the need and how 
excited, I think not only he but ail of us are 
at the work of the Mayor, Mr. Leeper, 
Director Birra, Mr. Cox and others, who 
have been working diligently over the last 
many months. I think the new action verb 
that the Mayor has created growing the 
City or his desire to grow this City, he has 
finally put some major action in that verb, 
and I think we should commend him for 
some hard work. The vote today on the 
Keystone agreement is kind of the opening 
salvo to some major development bills that 
we have in today’s agenda, not only the 
municipal services agreement, which as 
we know, as Mr. Leeper had explained 
teally very eloquently at the Committee 
Meeting, is the financial opportunity with 
a parmership in the private sector and with 
the private sector to do a major adaptive 
teuse of the former Homes and what will 


eventually become the former Lazarus 
building and the relocation of a significant 





number of employees and also kind of a Shield Office structire, and as Mr. 
financial commitment on the part of Blue Onorato and Udin pointed out, the 


Cross/Blue Shield Corporation to move 
and expand their health care campus in the 
Downtown corridor, with five, six, 650 
jobs moving unusually out of the suburbs 
back into the Central Business District 
corridor, and I think we should applaud 
and really highlight the efforts of the 
Administration and the Mayor on this, and 
clearly from the financial arrangement that 
we understood those monies that are being 
created not only help to make real the 
remodeling of that office structure for 
health care personnel but also will enable 
the significant re-creation of a major and 
securing the Lazarus as the second, if not 
the third major department store in the 
Downtown Central Business District, and I 
think we should really highlight that, 


And, in fact, today we have a 
number of bills, that when you put it 
altogether, I think the Mayor, to his credit, 
has really put action in the action verb of 
growing this City, and that is, the other 
bills that we have, the Buncher Company 
Proposal that the Administration worked 
on diligently to do a major office 
remodeling. I think if you look around the 
City at the Buncher properties, uniformly 
they have created jobs back in the City. It 
has not been a shell game, like where we 
move DER from the Highland Building to 
Washington’s Landing. If you look at the 
Buncher properties, all of those companies 
are companies that did not exist in the City 
Or represent a major expansion of existing 
companies that are in the City. So, again, 
the office complex will be a major upgrade 
of the Liberty Avenue corridor, a 


significant parking garage is part of that, 
we have a Lazarus deal, Blue Cross/Blue 





significance of the ALCOA deal, also is a 
vote today, we are talking not only 
securing a major office structure, a new 
office structure into the next century for 
ALCOA, but again, the Administration is 
not ignoring the fact that ALCOA is 
leaving the Downtown corridors, working 
On proper reuse of the ALCOA office 
structure in the Downtown area’ And 
added gravy to all of this is the public park 
improvements and the public park right- 
of-way and the whole ambiance that would 
be created as a result to the significant new 
corporate headquarters that ALCOA 
Tepresents, 


And I think the media oftentimes is 
not fair in characterizing what this whole 
deal and what this accomplishment 
represents, and I think ~ at least I can only 
speak for myself on this Council — I think 
Tam very proud of the work of the Mayor. 
I think it should be noted in these 
Chambers today this whole deal that we 
are voting on. A lot of times we are a 
victim of our own kind of downgrading of 
the successes that we have in City 
Government, and I think this is one time 
the Mayor has acted as a trie quarterback 
for the financial, economic and, in fact, 
cultural health of our City with the deals 
that we are voting on today, and I 
personally just want to say thank you and 
keep up the hard work. 


Any other comment on any of the 
other bills? Mr. O’Connor. I am 
Tesponding partly to kind of ~ it was not 
intended to be negative, but I think we 


dwell to some extent on maybe some of 
the issues that maybe were not as 
important as really highlighting really the 











significance of all these deals that have 
been negotiated in a very -- I am sure, long 
and hard meetings that took place over the 
last year, and I think we should note it 


And I think — the reason why I am 
amplifying this is I hope that we can send 
a message, as Mr. Onorato highlighted last 
week, to the R.I.D.C.s and others that, we 
are here to do business, and this Council 
wants to be a part of the Mayor’s agenda. 
When he talks about growing the City, I 
hope that he can rely on this legislative 
body that when push comes to shove, we 
are going to be here to support some of 
these deals, whether it be rezoning, 
whether it be 2 Conditional Use approval, 
whether it be the TIF financing, whether it 
be approval of the Municipal Service 
Agreement, I think we have got to enable 
to Mayor to have his bag of tools as he is 
out there negotiating in the best interest of 
this City. And today’s vote, not only on 
Keystone, but all the other related bills, of 
which there are about six on the agenda 
today — and, I want to also applaud Mr. 
Hertzberg, who is our board member on 
the URA, because he is there as a point 
man also, facilitating these votes. But, I 
just want to say thank you. 


Mr. O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


I really just want to echo your. 


comments. I mean I have been to a few . 


URA Board Meetings for usually 
something in my neighborhood, and when 
you see what is going on is City wide, you 
can really get appreciation for what the 


URA and the development team the Mayor 
has put together is doing. I think the 





message that should get across, somehow 
the City and City Government gets a bad 
— sometimes justifiably so maybe, but it is 
time we changed and let the business 
world and the developers know that 
Pittsburgh is open, pro-business, pro- 
development, which means pro-jobs, and I 
think all of these things coming together 
hopefully would highlight that, although a 
lot of times the media emphasizes the 
small fights, whether they be a zoning or 
whatever, but the key thing is that these 
Major projects are coming about with 
really a lot of cooperation from a lot of 
people and leadership from the Mayor and 
his staff. 






So, I certainly commend them and 
salute them. And I think one of the key 
points we may leam about this is, we 
always seem to dream about bringing other 
companies to Pittsburgh, when we should 
be taking care of what we have, such as 
ALCOA. I think that was a prime 
example of keeping them and keeping the 
business established that we have, how to © 
help them grow, because you have a lot 
more — a better chance of keeping them 
and letting them expand for our future. 
One of the biggest problems I hear 
everywhere I go is, not enough jobs for 
our kids, people are scared, they are 
worried, and I think it is time we show this 
kind of cooperation. So, the main reason 
we are all here is to provide for our 
children and nothing can do better than 
working with these big corporations to 
provide the jobs and the leadership that 
they will bring, whether they be schools, 
and all the assets they bring. 





So, I certainty want to echo and 


commend the Mayor and his staff on all” 


these outstanding projects. 


The Chair: 


And just to follow-up on a point 
that Mr. Udin raised when he talked about 
what jobs would be created. I realiy 
would, as a follow-up to Mr. Udin’s 
comments, and we did this with the Union 
Switch and Signal Building, we 
specifically. asked that the School Board 
and the educational institutions locally, be 
they public or private, as well as the whole 
Community College system, that they 
actually do a job audit of specific jobs that 
will be created or need to be filled as a 
result of all these different activities, 
whether they be in retail or management at 
any level, whether they be at the Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield structure, whether they 
be at the ALCOA center. I think if they 
did a specific audit of the actual specific 
job and what those duties and 
qualifications call for, and then actually 
responded, both at the School Board level, 
both at the Community College level, I 
think, the whole issue of customized job 
training program, rather than have this 
kind of obscure — you know, you leave 
high school and there’s this kind of, you’re 
not going to pursue a four-year degree. 
There should be a direct linkage between 
those jobs that are being created and the 
ability of our local school. We are 
spending millions of dollars through the 
Public School System as well as the local 
Community College System, and I believe 
very strongly there should be a more 
concerted effort and a direct relationship to 
the local employment market with the 
specific jobs that are being created, down 
to that job title, down to that specific 
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qualifications, and I would challenge and 
kind of cali on our own JPTA initiative 
and our neighborhood employment center 
initiative to kind of create that linkage, if it 
is not happening to the extent that it is. I 
think too often it is kind of left in a 
nebulous way, well, you need this specific 
skill. I think we should know specifically 
down to what the job titles, what are the 
jobs to be filled, what are the job 
qualifications, and then these major 
institutional — educational, institutional 
groups that we fund, should gear that 
specific employment, skill training to 
those specific jobs. 


Mr. Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


I just want my comments brought 
forward on Bill 2395, and I will refer to 
the other bills when we get there. 


(REMARKS-SEE ADDENDUM) 
Mr. Onorato: 


And I just want to echo one point 
of the comments you made, Mr. President, 
and that is, I receive a call after last 
Wednesday’s session from a constituent in 
my district, who just left a message that, J 
think you are totally wrong on spending 
tax dollars to Lazarus; if you give them the 
money I will never vote for you again. 
And, the reason I bring this up is, because 
I think you see the results of the way this 
deal was portrayed, and I think that is the 
tragedy here. The real tragedy is, we put 
together 2 Development Fund with the 
Mayor a year ago in the budget, what do 
the people think we put this Development 
Fund for, to save it and not use it. The 





Development Fund, of course, it is public 
dollars, that is the whole idea, we put 
together a Development Fund to develop 
the City, and you see three or four great 
projects that we talked about last 
‘Wednesday, yet the way the headline 
reads, “City Puts In Public Dollars”. Itis a 
negative spend as opposed to a positive 
spend. And, the fact that yet a unanimous 
support here, along with the Mayor’s 
support, because it is such a great, instead 
of trying to accent the negative vote, we 
should go after the positive here, and the 
positive is the Development Fund was put 
together so that we can team up with the 
Private sector to move the City forward. 
And, the projects that we have just talked 
about are massive projects, and 
unfortunately, these were all developing or 
being released at the same time that we 
had the big cloud of the Pirates over our 
heads that were dominating the news and 
they were competing with each other. And 
I think it is important for us, all of us here, 
to make sure we constantly put on the 
positive spend, because perception go a 
long way in keeping the mental psyche of 
this region moving forward, along with the 
reality of the actual buildings going up. 


So, I do applaud the Mayor, and I 
will bring my comments forward, because 
the Development Fund was developed for 
that reason, and that is to team up with the 
private sector, and what would seem to be 
missing was all the private dollars that are 
coming forward. And what I stressed last 
week, and that is, the one part that you 
cannot measure of the six, seven hundred 


. people that are going to stay in town, walk 


these streets, move around, shop, we 
cannot even measure what that does for 
public safety Downtown. If we boarded 
up those buildings and loss six, seven 
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hundred people, we would probably have 
to hire another 50 officers to keep the 
Downtown safe, and that is something that 
you just cannot put a number on. 


So, I think it is 2 great move. The 
Development Fund will be continued to be 
used, they are low interest loans, and 
hopefully we have ten more of these deals 
next year. 


The Chair: 


And actually the Development 
Fund, we continually talk about our desire, 
and I am sure even the caller who called 
you, would like to see non-City residents 
pay more of a fair share. In fact, if you 
look economically at the Development 
Fund, it is indeed disproportionately non- 
City resident doliars going into a fund that 
is at the disposal of the Administration and 
this Council to spur economic 
development within the City proper, 
disproportionately more of those dollars 
are coming from non-City residents paying 
the sales tax than City residents, not only 
numbers but also in the amount of money 
they are spending. So, again, that is a 
contribution from suburbanites helping to 
promote development in this City. 


Mr. Hertzberg, Mr. Cohen. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I think 
there were some comparisons that I read 
about calling this a Renaissance II, or at 
least the beginning of one — 
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The Chair: 


I use’ that phrase in terms of what 
the potential is for the North Shore with 
ALCOA, 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


And all that we have got on the 
drawing board. 


But, 1 want to point out, if that is a 
fair comparison, I do not know if it is or it 
isn’t, but just for the sake of discussion, 
what we had with the two, Renaissance I, 
Renaissance IJ, that differs so much from 
what we have today, and why we are 
talking about the Development Fund and 
the TIFs. In those days, number one, there 
were Federal Tax incentives to own and 
build pieces of property like this, today 
they are gone; number two, we had the 
great UDAG Program, that built a lot of 
these large projects. Today, with, 1 guess, 
one exception, there might be a small one 
hanging around, but with that exception, 
that is gone also. 


I think what we are doing, in ail 
honesty to the taxpayers, yes, we are using 
taxpayer money to help out in some of 
these large projects, and I think there is a 
Tisk to it, but J think it is a risk that we as 
leaders need to be taking, we need to be 
doing it now. I do not think we can sit 
here and let our big companies move to 
Ohio, at least, as leaders of the 
Government of the City of Pittsburgh, I 
think we have to do something about it 
and it might involve some risks, and we 
are doing it and the Mayor has done it and 
he has taken a bold initiative in using tools 
like the TIF Program, which the State has 
allowed us to use, which allows us to 





devote the tax increment on these new 
Projects to the project or to the public 
improvements on the project, and those are 
things that are going on in the City of 
Pittsburgh that are not going on anywhere 
else. So, it is an attraction to developers 
and that is how we are keeping large 
companies, that is how we are doing these 
buildings and the Development Fund that 
we have all talked about. It is a great 
attraction to a developer and owner of a 
building to know that they can borrow 
millions of dollars at an interest rate of 
three percent, where else do you get that 
Kind of deal, you do not get it in too many 
Places. And, on top of that you have what 
the County has available now, they 
followed up on our leadership and they are 
to be credited with establishing their own 
Development Fund, and also the 
Allegheny Conference, although we have 
not seen it yet, we hope to be seeing it 
soon, there will be another Development 
Fund. So, if you come into the City of 
Pittsburgh, first you can get a TIF, which 
is pretty much, and to a large project, 
basically a grant, it is money that goes into 
your project, that you do not have to repay 
in the form ofa loan, you have to pay your 
taxes in the future, which you have to pay 
anyways. And, the third item I think we 
have in the City that no one else around 
bas is your public development that is 
required for a project, you have to have 
streets, usually, you have to sewers, you 
have to have water, you bave to have all 
those things. We either already have them 
in place in the City of Pittsburgh or we are 
hot going to impose the cost of those 
things on a developer or the owner, and I 
do not think you could say that in a lot of 
places. 





So that is how we are attracting 
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‘we not provide public financing for the 


people and J want to tell everyone about it. 
When I go out and I talk to developers and 
potential investors and tell them all the 
things we have they are quite surprised. 
The word is not out but I think we are 
starting to get it out and I think we are 
going to continue and that is what has got 
to happen if these risks are going to pay 
off, you got to keep it rolling, and I am 
happy to support this and to continue 
forging ahead. 


The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Hertzberg. 
Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I do not 
want to be redundant, I only want to also 
commend the Mayor, the Economic 
Development Office, Councilman 
Hertzberg, and everybody who was 
involved in this portion of the project. 
And J think we have to make it clear to 
people who are listening and watching that 
‘we are only voting on the Home’s/Blue 
Cross portion of this project, and I 
wholeheartedly support it, we are bringing 
employees into the City for this project, 
the public financing for this project is the 
Tax Increment Financing part, plus five 
taillion dollars of which we hope and trust 
that two and 2 half million will be 
contributed by the County of Allegheny. 
So, for that part of the project I commend 
the Mayor, support it wholeheartedly. 


The second part of the project has 
yet to happen, and I — just one cautionary 
note that I tried to sound last Wednesday 
as well, is that I think it is very critical that 
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Lazams portion of the deal until we get a 
binding, unconditional commitment on 
Lazarus’ part that they will go to that site, 
and I think that we got a positive response 
from Steve Leeper to that question, but I 
think we have to be very cautious and 
make sure that public financing isn’t spent 
for that portion and meaning, of course, 
the razing and construction of a new 
department store for Lazarus at the Fifth 
and Wood intersection until we absolutely 
know that Lazarus will go through with 
this deal. 


So, that cautionary note aside, I 
wholeheartedly endorse the Mayor’s 
program here and will vote for the Blue 
Cross/Home’s portion. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. Since it 
is — most of this construction activity is in 
Mr. Udin’s District, Councilman Udin. 


Mr. Udin: 


Thank you. I also would like to 
have my comments brought forward from 
the jast Standing Committee Meeting. 


(REMARKS-SEE ADDENDUM) 
Mr. Udin: 


I think it is urgent that we take the 
opportunity of this major development that 
is going on in Downtown and the North 
Shore to involve, as you had suggested, 
the training institutions, the schools in the 
area, the people who are doing the 
economic -— the regional economic 
analysis, to be able to see clearly and to 








analyze clearly what impact the created as a result of this economic 


development is having on the regional 
conomy, to see what impact it is having 
on the employment in the region, and to 
see what impact it is having on, especially, 
minority employment. When we bave a 
telease of the benchmark report that shows 
the critical unemployment condition of 
minorities in the region, it pays us, I think, 
to be able to make the connection between 
these kinds of developments and what 
impact it may have on the kind of reports 
that were reflected in the benchmark 
study, Fortmately, the Mayor and the 
Urban Redevelopment have some high and 
lofty goals in minority development, 
minority participation in these 
developments and I intend to make sure 
that these goals are adhered to and that we 
facilitate these contractors and employers 
in being able to find qualified personnel to 
fill those goals. But, this is the kind of 
employment opportunity that will impact 
the benchmark report, not summer jobs, 
not youth jobs, mot temporary jobs, 
necessan!y, but the part-time jobs that are 
available from building and growing and 
development in this City, and that is why I 
applaud the Mayor’s Office in the 
aggressive stance they have taken, but we 
have to make the connections to the 
impact that it is having, or the potential 
impact that it could have on the regional 
economy and the employment picture, 


The Chair: 


Thank you. But, again, I reiterate 
my challenge, it does not happen in a 
vacuum, and the challenge is to the school 
system in this City, to the Community 
College System, they have to get out and 
understand exactly © what _— specific 
employment opportunities are being 
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activity and what is their role in function 
and linking that specific individual, young 
person, what have you, leaving the school, 
leaving the Community College System to 
their specific jobs, and that to me is what 
the challenge is and we together need to 
Support.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Cusick: 


The first issue ] want to bring up, 
Mr. President, is neighborhood/school 
issue. As you probably all know that 
Representatives Readshaw and Gigliotti 
introduced House Bill 1689, which would 
help allow the School Board to make its 
own decision regarding issues of 
neighborhood schools. The bill is 
currently in Committee and has plans to 
have a public hearing in Harrisburg. 


What I would like to do today is 
request that Council send a letter to the 
Chair, the majority and minority Chair of 
the State Goverment Committee and ask 
them to hold a public hearing here in 
Pittsburgh in regards to the neighborhood 
school issues. 


As many of you probably already 
know, I am a proponent of neighborhood 
schools for several different reasons. I 
think that neighborhood schools can 
supply a sense of community; I think it 
gives a positive view and the civic 
Tesponsibility. In addition to all of that, it 
makes the City a more attractive place for 
young families to live. 


I would like this Council to send a 
letter just stating and to Representatives 
Paul Klimer and Frank Oliver, the State 
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hearing here in Pittsburgh, since this 
seems to be such an important issue here 
in this area. 
The Chair: 

But the letter is only just 
specifically asking for a hearing on H.B. 
1689 here in the City. 

Is there a second on the motion?

The Chair: 


Alrighty. We will let Mr. Cohen 
have the last word today. Mr. Cusick. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Last night I spoke at the School 
Board meeting in regards to an Altemative 
Discipline Program that District 
Magistrate Charlie McLaughlin has 
proposed in the area schools that are in his 
district. This would provide an impartial 
arena for students to settle their disputes 
and would give the school security the 
right to write citations when children have 
blatantly ignored the law. With the 
recently publicized problems of violence 
and fighting at Brashear, it just shows the 
need for altemative discipline and the 
ability to response due to the State rules 
and regulations that over-govern them, as 
well as, there is an ongoing fear of 
parental litigation. The District Magistrate 
has proposed a program to the School 
Board that would help provide a fair and 
impartial arena to settle these disputes. 


What I am asking here today, Mr. 
President, is that we send a letter to the 
School Board. I will forward, and I think I 
should probably do this next week and ask 
to send this letter. This week I will 
forward you the information in regards to 
the program. I think it is an excellent 
program, it is one that I hope will start in

my district, and I just look forward for any 
comments from any of the 
Councilmembers in regards to the 
Program. And, I will come back next 
week and ask for this Council to show 
support for that program. 


The Chair: 


Again, just on this point, because I 
think it is a very complicated issue, I 
would ask that we have something in 
writing, if you are going to ask for a 
motion or any formal vote by this Council. 
So, there is no motion on the floor. 


Mr. Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Just on the same topic, we did pass 
the Truancy Bill, and I think that we are 
Kind of in the same area, when we talk 
about what steps can be taken with the 
students, and I think we are headed in the 
tight direction, Councilman Cusick, and 
also, District Justice McLaughlin, 
although I would like to see the specifics. 


But, I think the School Board’s 
main method of discipline, suspension, is 
not an effective one at all, it is most often 
the punishment that is desired by those 
that are committing the infractions, and so 
that if there are some other methods, I 
think examining them and possibly 
implementing them is a very good idea. 


The Chair: 


Other matters? Mr. Cohen. 








Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I 
wanted to take a moment to inform 
Council of an action that I have taken on 
the leather glove controversy in the Police 
Department. As you know, the Chief of 
Police issued an order recently prohibiting 
police officers from wearing gloves. Now, 
this issue may at first look like a trivial 
issue about fashion statements but in fact it 
is far from it, especially in light of a recent 
event. Last week a Police Sergeant was 
bitten by a suspect on his hand, the bite 
broke the skin, and now the officer is 
being tested for AIDS or other diseases, 
and he is obviously very nervous. There 
are some sick individuals out there, and we 
have to give our officers the means to 
protect themselves. F.O.P. President 
George Swanson has also been given 
reports of other incidents. The Crafton 
Police problem has to be top priority. 
There are certain police procedures, 
including pat downs, in which gloves are 
necessary to protect an officer from 
needles or other paraphernalia. The Chief 
of Police said, 1 believe in his statement 
about this, that gloves can be intimidating, 
and honestly, I do not think that argument 
flies. These are police officers, and I do 
not think that gloves are more intimidating 
than a gun, a nightstick and handcuffs. 


So, I am sending this letter today, 
which I would like to distribute to all 
Members of Council — thank you, 
Councilman Hertzberg — to the Chief of 
Police asking him to lift the ban on 
wearing gloves by police officers and to 
permit police officers to carry leather 
gloves with them as needed. I think this is 
important to allow the police officers to 
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protect themselves in cases like the one 
that happened last week. 


The Chair: 


Just to clarify. This is just your 
own personal action? 


Mr. Cohen: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 


Just on this point. Again, I think 
we need more information about this 
whole issue, quite frankly. If the issue is 
to properly give our police the necessary 
tools that they need to protect themselves, 
I think all — unfortunately, all Public 
Safety personnel, including even building 
inspectors and paramedics, obviously the 
police interact with individuals where a 
more aggressive activity is happening, but 
of late, and certainly in the last few years 
im particular, any number of different 
Public Safety personnel, in addition to the 
police, need to deal with this issue of 
gloves. 


T think it is simplistic to say that 
the issue that has come out of late, whether 
or not the officers are permitted to wear 
the so called black leather gloves, is really 
going to address the issue, which I think is 
sincerely a legitimate issue on the part of 
the police being raised by the F.O-P., and I 
see two representatives in the audience 
today. I think we should really sit down 
with the Chief. Mr. Cohen, as the Chair, I 
would ask that you consider some kind of 
formal dialogue where we can discuss, 
first, what is the safety issue involved, 
because I would think it would be easy to 





argument that just the wearing of the so 
called black leather glove, which can 
easily be bitten through as much as 
something else, is not necessarily the way 
to deal with the issue. I do not know 
enough about the issue to comment on it, 
other than the fact that J think we need to 
explore more, other than Ralph Ianotti’s 
Il o’clock report, or the Post Gazette 
summary. I think we need to explore this 
issue, because I bave mixed emotions, 
depending on what the concer in the 
application is. An officer running up to 
somebody to issue a citation does not 
necessarily need to have his sleeves rolled 
up with the black gloves on. It depends on 
what the issue and what the perspective is. 
If the bottom line issue, which I hope it is, 
is how do we improve the safety to all 
Public Safety personnel, including police, 
recognizing that paramedics deal with the 
issue of blood, as well as even building 
inspectors and animal control officers have 
been, unfortunately, in this situation, 
where, in addition to the animal, they have 
had to deal with irate citizens. 


I think I would rather ask that we 
look at the issue and understand the 
complexity issue from the perspective, 
how do we guarantee better and improved 
safety, rather than just kind of quickly 
back and forth deal with this issue of 
meddling in on the issue of whether or not 
the black is necessarily permitted, because 
I fully do not understand what the Chief’s 
motivation was in the first place. So, 1 am 
uncomfortable — I do not know what your 
letter is because I have not read it, but I 
just want to speak for myself, I would 
prefer that there be some kind of dialogue 
in this whole issue, so we can understand 
the F.O-P.’s position, understand the 








Chief's position, and I have mixed 
emotions about the whole thing. 


Let’s go from the far right here and 
go right down the line on this issue. Mr. 
Udin and then we will send down. 


Mr. Udin: 


One, I am a little bit confused 
about why this has been presented to 
Council, it is a letter from a particular 
Councilman to the Chief of Police and I 
am not clear as to what standing it has 
before Council. Assuming that it has 
some, though, since we are discussing it 
and it has been distributed, I think that the 
— first of all, the Chief's order is 
apparently not being carried out, I have 
seen several officers who continue to wear 
black leather gloves in the streets, and so 
that is one concern I have about the 
authority of the Chief being carried out. 


Number two, I think that the gloves 
have less to do with safety than it does 
with image and intimidation and J am 
concemed about it. I am concerned about’ 
the police moving closer toward a 
community oriented relationship in the 
community as opposed to an intimidating 
force in the community, unless that is 
necessary, and then when that is necessary, 
then I think they need to move with correct 
procedure and which is not necessarily 
facilitated by leather gloves. 


Finally, I think it is unfortunate 
that the connection — that the HIV 
connection would be used in this way, 
there is very little evidence, if any, that 
shows that HIV is transmitted through 
saliva and a break in the skin, it would be 
a very, very rare form of transmission. 








There is already sufficient confusion and needs to be clarified and something that 


misinformation about how HIV is 
transmitted, I would hate to see this issue 
around leather gloves being wam by 
policemen being used to further confuse 
the issue. HIV is not easily transmitted by 
a bite or saliva and I think that it does not 
aid in the clarity of HIV transmission to 
use it in this way. 


The Chair: 


Other discussion? Mr. Ricciardi, 
and then we will go right down the line. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you. I thank Councilman 
Dan Cohen for raising the issue today, it is 
one that 1 do not really clearly understand. 
I bave worked directly with the Chief 
through the Nuisance Bar Task Force in 
the past and I have a great deal of respect 
for him. 


Just to mention what Councilman 
Udin states, and I think we have to be very 
clear on leather itself. For example, when 
we would in past see a motorcycle, a 
motorcyclist all in leather, and that used to 
be very intimidating, and one would think, 
well, does this person belong to a gang, or 
whatnot, but once you look into the issue 
you find out that leather is very protective 
if there is an accident, whereas if a person 
falls off a motorcycle and is wearing 
shorts or just blue jeans, that person is 
going to get hurt very badly and probably 
have jacerations of the skin, whereas 
leather does protect. So, I am not really 
sure if we are reading too much in to this 
intimidation factor, but leather does 
protect. So, maybe it is something that 





needs to be looked at. 


Again, I think Councilman Cohen 
Taises a point, I mean what is more 
intimidating than handcuffs, a nightstick 
or a gun and why should it be leather 
gloves. So, it is something I would like to 
take part of. But, again, we really have to 
understand the quality and fabric of 
leather, eather does protect, and 
motorcyclists will tell you this. Thank 
you. 


The Chair: 
Mr. Onorato.

‘Yes, and with all due respect to 
some of the comments that were made, I 
think that we are beating around the bush 
here a little bit and I think it is silly that 
this is even up for discussion, and I think it 
is silly that — and I respect the Chief but I 
think it is silly that he gave the order.

The point is here, that they 
are not out there to look cozy, they are 
police officers, it is a tough job, and in

would not want to be there, and I think 
that the fact that we have an order 
removing gloves created this problem that 
‘we did not even have to deal with. Before 
this order came out, I never received one 
complaint from anyone anywhere in the 
City, and there has been a lot of 
complaints, I chaired Public Safety for two 
years, I did not receive one complaint 
about this glove image. I do not know 
where this - where did this come from? 1 
want to find out, was this the reaction to 
one person calling the Chief's Office 
saying, I was really intimidated because I 
saw a pair of black gloves; I did not care 
about the gun or their beat stick or the 
cuffs or the helmet or the boot and the 
motorcycle, but those gloves really made 
me shake. This is a little ridiculous. I 
know when I go down — drive home 
tomght, when you see the traffic officers — 
look at 3 typical traffic officer, they got a 
hard helmet on, these tall black boots, they 
got a bullet proof vest, they have — 
Whatever else they are wearing, of course, 
they are mumidating, they are police 
officers. that is their job, and sometimes 
you carn respect that way, too. We have 
got to respect them. I do not think the 
glove ts the issue here, and unfortunately 
now the order has caused this whole 
reevaluaton of one particular piece of 
equipment. 


] agree with Councilman Udin that 
J do not think the HIV should have 
anything to do with the gloves. He 
Probably totally disagrees with me on the 
intimidation issue but the HIV should be 
separate. As far as I] am concerned, it is 
the issue of what is the uniform going to 
look like, what is part of a police officers 
image, what should they be wearing. I just 
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point, and I — and unfortunately, I totally 
disagree with the order of the gloves. I 
think that was to placate probably a 
complaint by somebody. But, I could tell 
you right now, the two years of chairing 
Public Safety, that was not one of the high 
Priorities. I would rather deal with 
somebody that says there might have been 
something done illegally by a police 
officer, that is an important issue to deal 
with, not the type of a glove that an officer 
might wear. That is my personal opinion 
on this whole matter and I would hope that 
the order is removed and that the gloves 
are allowed to be continued to wear 
because J think it is silly and we all look 
silly even debating a glove issue in the 
City of Pittsburgh.

And, I will tell you what happened 
to me in a lily-white neighborhood in 
Greentree. I had a Roy Roger Restaurant 
up there, we had a big cop come in, tell all 
the kids to leave, they did not react, when 
that cop got out and started doing this with. 
his gloves, you seen how fast these guys 
ran. So, if that is the intimidation, let’s get 
on the police officers’ side, they have a 
tough job and this is a little thing and they 
want $10.00 gloves, tet’s give it to them 
and let’s stop this nonsense. They have a 
tough job out there. And the bad guys 
have machine guns and everything else 
and we are sitting here with little pea 
shooters. Now, who’s kidding who? I am 
sure this might have come — maybe the 
complaint came from the Gang Task Force 
organizations, but it is really going 
beyond. Well, I would put it to a vote, put 
it in right away. The F.O.P. is here. Every 
cop I talk to wants them. The Chief has 
made a big mistake. And I support the 
cause. 


The Chair: 


Councilwoman McDonald. We are 
all supporting our local police here. 


Councilwoman McDonald. 
Ms. McDonald: 
Thank you. Thank you, Mr. 


President. I do not know about everyone’s 
neighborhoods but I know in certain parts 
of my neighborhood there is a war zone, 
there is a war zone between a lot of the 
young African-American males and the 
police, and all I hear too often are the war 
stories about cops having used excessive 
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look like me, are basically white, middle 
to upper imcome people, who have 
witnessed this themselves and have called 
my office and I was shocked to hear this. 
And I am not saying all cops do this. But 
Iet me please say from my experience 
what I have seen with these gloves. 


No one is arguing that cops need 
Protection. I have no problem with a cop 
putting on gloves to protect him or herself, 
for patting people down for an incident 
where they think that harm could come to 
them. Yes, it is a tough job; yes, I want to 
see them protected, the bullet proof vest. 
They need all the ammunition necessary to 
actually police our neighborhoods. But 
the problem that I seen, gentlemen, is cops 
with the fingers cut out of the gloves. 
Now, you tell me -- and I think this is 
where this whole issue came from -- you 
tell me where in the world the protection 
comes from with black leather gloves with 
the fingers out of them? Clearly that is 
nothing but intimidation, absolutely 
nothing. And I think this is what the Chief 
is trying to recommend. We do not want 
any of that crap out there, we have enough 
problems, we have enough war. I think it 
is time that the cops leamed — like we talk 
about Community Oriented Policing, that 
whole concept of the toughness and 
intimidation is diametrically opposing 
philosophy of the COP Program. 


So, what I am _ suggesting: 
Councilman Ferlo, I think you have the 
best suggestion, yes; this cannot be 
debated right now, we do not have all the 
information, we really don’t know what 
the Chief has seen, we do not know what 
the F.O.P. has seen. We need to get 








clarification from all parties on what are 
the hazards out there and why the Chief 
went and had an order: we don’t want any 
more leather gloves and you all better not 
wear them. Where did this come from? 
Because if my impression served me well 
in my area, all I know is kids have said 
cops will roll up, not with black leather 
full gloves, we are talking about with the 
fingers out of them. Now, what does this 
mean; who are these cops; why do they 
have their fingers out of there? It reminds 
me of the same thing as brass knuckles. 
What is that? 


So, again, if you are going to talk 
about gloves, if you are going to talk about 
gloves as protection, fine, let’s have a 
meeting on this. Let’s talk about the 
protection. I want to protect our cops, too. 
I agree with Councilman Ricciardi, leather 
is best, but I want a full leather glove. 
Don’t roll up on anybody with the fingers 
out of them. That’s why I want — J want 
those questions answered in this meeting. 


The Chair: 


Just on procedure. Councilman 
Cohen is an elected official, not only 
chairing the Public Safety Committee, he 
is certainly free and if not obligated to 
send any letter he wants, that is his 
prerogative, in response to Mr. Udin. 


On the issue before us, there is not 
a motion on the floor. I just want to 
reiterate, | do not know what the Chief's 
motivation was. This Council has never 
denied our officers or any Administration 
bureau whatever they requested relative to 
safety, whether it be the upgrading of 
weaponry, whether it be upgrading of 
technology, clothing. I mean I have been 
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here seven years, we have never denied 
anything, we have always rushed to make 
Sure we put some financial resources in 
place to address the issue. I have not 
formally heard from the F.O-P., other than 
the side bar conversation, I have never 
heard anything from the Chief other than 
comments made in the newspapers. So, 
just to be very clear, I do not know what 
the motivation was, and I am glad Mr. 
Cohen is just sending his letter, not 
offering a motion here because I think we 
need to be a little more deliberative and 
understand at least what the issues are 
before we would formally take any action. 


So, at this point, I would like to 
suggest, other than a couple people having 
the last word, Mr. Cohen is going to send 
his letter, at this point it is not a letter from 
the body, and just speaking personally, I 
think we need to have a meeting and better 
understand what the issues are regarding 
the Chief's directive. And, also a part of 
that meeting, if there is a safety issue, 
going back to Mr. Udin’s comment about 
HIV, if there is some safety issue, let’s 
genuinely talk about what are the proper 
safeguards and resources we can provide 
to the police, as well as other Public Safety 
personnel, who have this problem with 
physical contact and biting or whatever the 
particular problem is. So, let’s jist deal 
with it, rather than kind of get into this 
labor/Chief fight and the black glove 
versus cutting off the fingers. 


Other than what Mr. Onorato 
Points out, I do not know that any of us 
have received any specific information or 
complaints from any constituents. Let’s at 
least allow the Chief to express to this 
body what his motivation and what is the 
essence of his directive, which he may 





have done for Mr. Cohen, I do not know, 
but he has not done it to the rest of us. 


Let’s try to close this out. Mr. 
Cohen, you have the last — Mr. Udin, 
question. : 


Mr. Udin: 


That I hope that if we have a 
meeting about this that this question could 
be answered during the course of this 
meeting, that has to do with the procedure 
for modifying the Police Uniform Code, I 
would like to know if the procedure is that 
some officers just detide that they want to 
change it and start wearing it, or if there is 
a written procedure for how the Code is 
changed and who has the authority to do it. 
I would like to get information about that. 
That may be what the real issue is, the 
Chief saw that the procedure for changing 
and modifying the Uniform Code was not 
the procedure that was used and moved to 
enforce the procedure. I would like to 
know what that is. 


The Chair: 


Well, I am only suggesting that we 
deliberate and hear from the Chief directly 
before we take any formal action. Mr. 
Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I think that is a very legitimate 
question, plus the enforcement issue that 
you brought up before, Councilman. The 
reason I raise this issue is because of the 
Chief's order. That is the reason I raise 
this issue. I think personally, and I am not 
putting other Councilmembers on the spot 
this moming, because I understand they 
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need more information, but personally I 
believe that that is an order that could 
Potentially put police officers in jeopardy, 
and that is why I raised the issue. I did 
call the Chief of Police this moming to 
begin that discussion, that discussion with 
Council, unfortunately the Chief is out of 
town today but I am sure he will retum my 
call, we have a very good relationship, we 
communicate very frequently, and I will 
ask him to come to Council for a post 
agenda meeting or any other kind of 
discussion Council wants on this issue. 


But, to me the bottom line is that 
police should be allowed to use the 
equipment, or in this case, a miform item 
that protects them. I agree with 
Councilwoman McDonald that that means 
it has to be regulation items, full gloves, 
not with fingers taken out, but — and they 
should be available as needed. I have 
spoken with F.O.P. President George 
Swanson, who said to me, and he certainly 
can speak very well for himself, but said to 
me that he is not asking that police wear 
these gloves from moming till night but 
only to have them with them as needed. 
So, if they have a pat down or other 
procedure where they believe the safety of 
their hands could be in jeopardy, that they 
could put them on then. I think that is a 
very reasonable course to take, and I look 
forward to having the Chief retum my call 
and have a dialogue on this issue. 


The Chair: 


Thank you very much. Other 
comments?

Mr. Hertzberg: 


I have distributed an explanation of what the changes are 
section of this amusement place and producers provision has been 

- We have taken out of it same obsolete temminology like 
Vandeville and we have also taken out of the coverage of this 
scholastic non-adult or children events such as high school 
football games. They were technically covered before by this 
licensing provision although it wasn’t being enforced and that 
wes a lot of the effort here was to eliminate unequal or 
unenforceable provisions that are in here. 


Second, we moved the amsement arcade andi pool hall 
coverages for these licensing fees to another chapter — 
Chapter 777 under Mechanical Amsement Devices or it will be 
moved next. week because they don’t belong there, they belong 
more in that other provision. 


Also, there were a few provisions that use the teminology 
“seating Capacity" and that became a real problem. People would 
take seats out to get within a certain mmber amd to change the 
fees that they were paying when actually the same mmber of 
People would be using a place potentially standing or finding 
some other way to get in there so we took that art. There were 
also provisions that would cali for payment of the licensing fee 
addition to quarterly fees. It also broke it dowm into two 
separate cases and in doing that one being for places of 
amusement, one being for producers of amsement. Now we have. 
changed that. We have put them together in stating what the 
fees will be both places and prodwers are together and for the 
small ones whether it be a place or a producer, if it’s 500 or 
less capacity, it's one fee $50.00 anmually and those that are 
higher, it is $450.00 per quarter which is what it is right now 
and that has not been changed. ‘hat was the fee for a place of 
amusement with that capacity. . 


We have also — in doing this I’ve also attached here a 
breakdown of the receipts in 1994. You see total receipts under 
this Chapter of $143,000.00 and a breaktiown into the different 
places of amusement and to pool halls and arcades which we're 
not changing at ali, we’re moving it around. We are trying not 
to lose any revenue on this and what we're doing, we are 
lowering it for the smell producers but we're changing the 
method to what is happening. We have the Spe-ial Events 
Cammittee which is really in charge and responsible for 
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calculating these events that require us to use special and 
extra details of police and in trying to follow through on that 
we are changing this chapter. Instead of having the 
Superintendent of B.B.I. in charge of calculating these fees for 
special detail police we are going to have the Director of 
Public Safety or sameone designated or the Administration 
designates to do that. There were provisions on minors playing 
pool that are kind of obsolete that we propose to delete and 
there is a provision of having obscene pictures in amusement 
arcades that will move to the section on mechanical amusement 
devices.

Discussion. Members of Council, this is a pill that was 
‘put forth by the Planning Department to extend the Area B. 
pemmit parking in Shadyside. I would urge Council to vote 
against this and the reason is, a couple of reasons. One, it is 
illegal in my view and I also believe it is unfair. Tegal in 
my view because if you leok at the City Code section regarding 
minox expansions of pemmit parking and I have that in front of 
me here, it is 549.17, it says a street which is contiguous to 
an existing district may be deemed eligible for residential 
permit designation as a minor expansion of an existing district. 
This is not a street. What the Plaming Department is putting 
forward is one and one-half buildings to be included in the 
pennit parking area. They say two buildings but in fact it’s 
tne ami one-half buildings and it strikes me as arbitrary and it 
i @ proper process. ‘The process should be if you are going 
a street, add a street and get the 70 percent signatures, 
cetera but not to add a building here and a building there. 
other is that it’s unfair. It is wfair because first 
all this district which the map was included in your 
terials , aS you can see is a very small district right 
a ide Hospital area which of course there is a great 
on . In fact, there are only 95 parking spaces in 
ee ee teria aot Fb cicitee see te ade de 
district, 111 permits and 110 visitor passes. ‘The point is that 
the mmber of pemits is already far in excess of the mmber of 
parking spaces. So this will add an even greater impact on a 
small area. My suggestion is that we should start a new area if 
that is necessary and I'd be happy to work with then. I've said 
to Director Hirsh and Richard Meritzer that I’d be happy to work 
with them to start a new area but to add two buildings into a 
small area in a way that is I think illegal is the wrong way to 
go about this.

They work very 
hard, but the fact of the matter is, and we 
know it well, the success of the 
organizations, like the Diabetes 
Association, are directly related to the 
amount of volunteerism and support, 
financial and moral, that the public 
contributes. So, we want to harken their 
arrival here today and kind of awaken the 
community about the urgency and the way 
that the community itself can participate. 


I think everyone of us has a family 
member, directly or very close to us that in 
some way has suffered from Diabetes. I 
know my own uncle has had a leg 
amputated as a result of Diabetes, and I am 
sure we can look towards our community 
and count unfortunately countless of 
individuals. 


There is work being done towards 
a cure, and certainly in the meantime the 
important work of the association is just 
paramount in helping to relieve the 
suffering and actually kind of mitigate the 
horror that the Diabetes has on individuals 
and their families.

Councilman Hertzberg, Members of 
Council, I would like to make a brief but 
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in-depth statement at this time to let you 
know exactly what I do and have been 
doing for the last 12 years all by myself in 
my little niche in my community. 


I got started and involved one day 
when I realized all the work that wasn’t 
getting done and the fact that the weeds 
and the vines were ten feet high coming 
over the fence into the plan of townhouses 
where I live, right next to the steps leading 
down into McGunnegle’s. I cut them 
down myself, took me three days to do it. 
Then I got one side of the hillside by the 
steps cut with the mower and the other cut 
with a weed whacker, and it bas been done 
that way ever since. 


I fought for 12 years to get lighting 
for the entire playground and ball field, 
finally getting it approved, but I changed 
my mind, as they would have been on the 
basketball court all night and the 
neighbors didn’t want the noise — I didn’t 
mind — but I did walk door to door to get 
the petition signed. 


Since I began taking care of the 
playground I have been called every name 
from stupid to crazy. Now the kids 
appreciate what I have been able to get 
done for them and the neighbors are proud 
of their playground. Any time the kids 
need something or want something done, 
especially relating to the basketball court, 


they come to me and ask if I can help, 
which I can and do. During Little League 
Baseball Season, from March to July, it 
takes me four to five hours each morning 
to clean their mess. This doesn’t mean 
that the Baseball Association doesn’t help. 
But this doesn’t include when the drunks 
and the partyers, after dark, party and try 





to destroy the park, which they are slowly ] But, anyhow, I clean up all the 


doing now. 


I had the proper signs put up 
regarding glass bottles, when the park 
closes, et cetera, they cut them down, they 
disappeared. The Baseball Association 
does use bags in their cans but, however, 
they are very, very thin, you lift a bag the 
bag rips. Each moming the garbage is 
everywhere from the concession Stand, 
what the people bring and the partyers. I 
taked everything into piles, literally piles, 
bag the piles into small bags, put all the 
small bags into big, Glad 39 Galion Lawn 
Bags. I clean out all the garbage cans, re- 
bag it all, it is all stacked and ready, when 
the truck comes down, it takes them all of 
five seconds, throw it in a truck, they’re 
gone. I do the entire playground, under 
the bleachers, the dugout the ball field. 


I even rewired the tarp back down 
on the home mn fence ~ now understand I 
am doing this for the Baseball Association, 
too, so they should be saying, thank you. 
But, anyhow, like I said, you don’t get 
appreciated, let’s face it. I even rewired 
the tarp back down on the home run fence, 
as the kids tore it down, like they are 
doing to the fencing now. I have spray 
painted the low fences, I’ve cut the shrubs 
down, I’ve pruned trees, I paint over all 
the Graffiti, including gang Graffiti, which 
at one point for three weeks, I had to paint 
over Graffiti, not once a day but twice a 


day with gallons of paint. Finally I got 
smart, I spread the rumor that I hid in the 
woods and I took pictures. So they know 
that I know who they are now and the 
Graffiti has stopped. And, I thought, 
clever, clever. But it has. 





cases of smashed beer bottles and cans, all 
the used —- excuse me — condoms hanging 
on the fence, where they go to the 
bathroom on the ground and wipe 
themselves with their underwear, syringes, 
cracked bottles, et cetera. I do all the 
trimming along the fence, after the grass is 
cut, Trake all the grass out of the gutters, I 
keep the sewers clean and clear of debris, 
and I rake and bag at least 60 bags of 
leaves in the fall. 


In other words, I am like a drudge, 
a laborer. If I see something that needs to 
be done, I do it, or I get the Proper people 
to do it. I’ve gotten the trees pruned by 
the parks, dead trees cut down by Forestry, 
the basketball court repainted, not once but 
twice in one week because they did a lousy 
job and I told them about it Weil, they 
Tan out of paint. 1 mean when you haven't 
had lines for years and they put the lines 
and the kids come running, you know, the 
lines aren’t complete. But, anyhow, but I 
do get complete cooperation from Division 
S, as we had no lines left at all. I get new 
nets put up when necessary; however, you 
can get them put up on a Monday and by 
Thursday, they’re down, they’re gone, 
they’re stolen. 


I get the street sewers cleaned out 
when I think it is necessary. T got trees 
growing together across Allendale Street 
cut down. I finally got TCI to come and 
take 20 pair of tennis shoes off of their 


wires going across Allendale Street. And] 
got the — I got the abandoned houses 
cleaned up and checked out by the City. 
We have three especially bad ones in a 
TOW On my street. 
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A former park supervisor wrote 
about me once in a Letter to the Editor — 
thank, God, he didn’t mention my name -- 
about how one woman alone, Donna 
McGunnegle, saved the City thousands of 
dollars and hundreds of man hours by all 
she did so he could’ send his men 
elsewhere to work. 


You have to forgive me, I couldn’t 
just stand here and say, thank you, because 
I have been killing myself for 12 years, 
and when people call you stupid and crazy, 
you think, just a minute, when people 
come down here and take pride in this 
playground, you can thank me for it. I 
care about my City, my environment, my 
community. 


A Parks’ employee once said to 
me, you know, Donna, if the Mayor knew 
all the work you did in this playground, he 
would fire one crew, which consists of 
four men, as you do the work of a crew. 
Everytime I come down to _ this 
playground, you’re always here doing 
something, don’t you ever stop? Well that 
comment made me feel very appreciated. 
I recently called the police immediately 
when our City garbage truck come down 
the street and knocked down our street 
light on the corner and kept on going. So, 
1 called General Services, they told me to 
call 9-1-1. I called 9-1-1. They sent the 
police immediately. I then called the 
Street Lighting Department and they sent 
Sargent Electric immediately; however, 
the police failed to make an accident 


report. Sargent Electric had to absorb the 
cost of the new street light, they were not 
too happy about that. I said, well, you 
leam from experience, the next time it 
happens, I will go right over to the police 





officer, saying, please take a@ report, 
because they were responsible for that. 


I saw three ~ excuse me — punks 
cutting down six new street signs, I found 
the signs, the City come out immediately 
to get them, because I was informed, they 
cost $60.00 a sign. I even found the 
cutters they used to cut them down. Of 
course, when I saw them doing it and I 
yelled, you know what they had to say, 
you know, unprintable. 


The City men were very happy that 
I got the signs and kept them for them. 


I could go on and on but this is just 
an idea of some of the things that I do. 


In closing, I just want to say, thank 
you for recognition and for listening to 
me. A lot of the time [ think I’m nuts for 
doing all that I do, but I take pride in my 
clean park — I call it the “cleanest park in 
the City”. I don’t allow a cigarette butt 
down there, let’s put it that was. And, you 
know what parks look like — as well as my 
neighborhood and community, so I guess I 
will continue to do what I have been 
doing. Many, many people have told me I 
should be reimbursed for all the money 
DP’ve spent, that I should be paid for all my 
hard work, et cetera, but how can you add 
up 12 years worth. I really don’t want to 
be reimbursed or paid, but what I really 
want only Councilman Hertzberg and 
Mayor Murphy can provide, and it has 
nothing to do with me, but it would make 


me very happy and appreciative.

Mr. O'Connor: ; 


commercial neighborhoods. This makes it tougher for hare 
offices. At one time we had a lot of doctors in neighborhoods 
and they lived in a home, they lived upstairs and had an office 
downstairs. What this does, it will require the resident — the 
physician or dentist has to live at the residence where the 
business is. The occupancy pemnit is not transferable. In 
other words, he or she can’t sell a business to sameone else 
Living out of that residential neighborhood. 


What happened in Greenfield, we had a doctor for over 40 
years sell to a doctor that had a questionable reputation and 
there was no way we could have that person removed. He is 
serving time in jail now so finally the place is up for sale and 
that stimulated this bill. 


The other part is if they fail to maintain an active or 
Continuous prectice at the primary residence, they mist do that. 
If a physician or dentist licensed to practic: medicine is 
suspended, restricted or revoked the occupancy can be lifted. 
Qr if the physician or dentist is convicted of a first or 
second-degree felony from the Penal Code of the Camonwealth of 
Pennsylvania the occupancy permit can be lifted. It really 
protects the neighbors. We had a tough time removing a 
physician in Greenfield who was open until all hours of the 
evening selling to the wrong element. In fact, at one time his 
there.

Mx. Ricciardi: 


Let me say I had an opportunity to share this legislation 
with a doctor in my district who I trust and who thought it was

today. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


I support the bill. I had a similar situation in Highland 
Park with a hone physician office and I’m appseciative of Mr. 
O'Connor working on this bill. I didn’t unde-stand quite 
understand the Planning Camission’s problen. In their report 
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and recommendation to us they indicated that one of the sections 
they considered redundant, I’m not sure if Mr. O'Connor has a 
response to that; I don’t know. I think it is semantics from 
what I can read of the Commission’s comment about deleting "H3” 
or one of those points about the revocation or if there’s same 
conviction. Can you just clarify that? 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Yes. They thought and it is easy to misunderstand. 
thought two and three said the same thing. If a physician’s 
license is suspended or revoked automatically they thought if he 
created a felony that it would be suspended too. But the person 
I’m talking about is in prison right now and his license is 
still in effect. Because you are convicted does not mean your 
license will be revoked so this strengthened that. 
presumed that if you were arrested you autamatically lost your 
license but that is not the case. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you. I support the legislation and I’ve heard a lot 
of incidents like that. They have a separate civil proceeding to 
invalidate the license of professionals so that the conviction 
in and of itself doesn't do it so this kind of thing is needed 
unless they change the procedures for the civil revocation or 
make them faster. 


I see on your copy it looks pretty good but the one I 
Provided has a couple clerical errors in it. In Number Three, 
if the physician or dentist should be "is" and then convict them 
of first — it should be "or" and it says “for”.

in my office — a door to door Fire Safety 
Campaign providing free smoke detectors, 
which hopefully the Chief will talk about. 
So that is just one of the many programs 
that the Fire Bureau puts into effect to 
prevent fires. 


So, with that I would like to read 
this proclamation. 








MR. COHEN PRESENTS

fires in the home Kill or injure thousands 
of people and cause hundreds of millions 
of dollars in property damage; and, 


WHEREAS, many of these fires 
are caused by carelessness when cooking, 
misuse of matches and lighters, and 
heating/electrical problems; and, 


WHEREAS, smoke detectors and 
automatic sprinkler systems greatly reduce _ 
the risk of death in home fires but the best 
defense against fires is to prevent them 
before they start; and, 


WHEREAS, the Pittsburgh Fire 
Bureau is dedicated to the safety of the 
lives and property of Pittsburgh residents 
from the devastating effects of fire and 
Pittsburgh’s firefighters recognize the 
value of proper planning and preparation

And, I would like to prevent ~

present this proclamation to Chief 
Dickinson. Congratulations, Chief. 


The Chair: 
Thanks, Chief. 
Chief Dickinson: 


I always like to explain to people 
quickly why there is a Fire Prevention 
Week. For those of you that do not know 
why this week was selected, next week is 
the date, the anniversary of the great 
Chicago fire, which originated many, 
Many years ago. But, it is a time for the 
community to stop as a whole and to think 
about what occurs to us in fires. And, 
what is different about this group that is 
with me, and I want to point out some 
different things that they do, is that they 
are not the ones that you see on ladder 
trucks or engines responding to extinguish 
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fires, they are the ones who work so hard 
throughout the year to prevent those fires, 


It is kind of a dichotomy that we 
are in because what we would really like 
to do is never respond to 2 structure fire, 
but we realize with human beings being 
that they are, we would probably continue 
that. But, behavioral change, being aware 
of the horror of fire, is something that 
these folks right here are particular aware 
of. 


There is someone in the audience 
that I cannot help but mention right now 
who probably could drive it home more 
than anyone, and that is Dr. Jones from 
Mercy Hospital that is here this morning I 
think with another proclamation soon to 
come up. What he sees is what we see in 
the beginning at structural fires, and that is 
injuries and sometimes deaths due to fires. 


And, the problem that these 
gentlemen here have selling to the 
community, like most of the people in this 
toom, that fire is not real, it really does not 
happen. Mr. Hertzberg knows that is not 
true, because last Friday night a central 
business in his district burnt, a three-alarm 
fire, removed a bar from the active rolls of 
taxes, and that is difficult. Fortunately, are 
there good things that happen to fires? No 
one was injured that night. 


But, this community cannot afford 
the frequency of fire that we see. Last 
year there was over 420 structure fires that 
total over seven million dollars Jost. That 
is a hard hit for this size community. But, 
what these gentlemen do, though, is to 
Prevent, and what I would like to show 
you is a list that you do not want to be on 
in Pittsburgh, because this is how real fire 
is. In 1994, 12 people who were with us 





are no longer with us. This is real. This | favorite, but probably it is the best bank 


happens in Pittsburgh There are 12 
people that no longer are with us. There 
are four children that could have been here 
but weren’t because smoke detectors were 
not operating in their places where they 
lived. And, how well are we doing this 
year in 1995, we would like to think 
better. I am sure all of you know the 
heartache that we have had in February, 
and that was difficult for us but we have 
not stepped aside from our mission of 
what these gentlemen, Code Enforcement, 
are about. But, still with all that hard work 
there are still six people not no longer with 
us this year. And, it is smoke detectors 
that save lives, and I will save that last for 
Chief Micheli just for a minute. 


But, what I want to share with you 
this morning is that smoke detectors and 
code enforcement and this sign is the most 
important thing that we can do, and what 
that says is “Watch Your Heat”, and what 
we are trying to tell people in Pittsburgh, 
like most areas, heating and cooking is the 
leading cause of fires in Pittsburgh. 
Cooking in the kitchen, where the most 
friendly things occur that we enjoy as a 
family, and yet that is the most danger that 
people here in Pittsburgh face. So, we 
‘want to really stress that. 


This group is divided by people 
things, all of them we describe as code 
enforcement. Instead of introducing 
names, the people here do what we call 
Fire Code Enforcement, that is in the 
major businesses and buildings throughout 
the entire City to prevent fires, to make 
sure the Code is correct. We also do 
hazardous material site inspection, so there 
are no problems with hazardous materials 
that are stored in the City. And, one that is 
~ I do not mean to say that it is my 
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for the buck, there are two people in here 
that do the Code Enforcement portion of 
it, which is what we describe as public 
education with our children and the Senior 
Citizens, which are at the highest risk in 
the City. 


Perhaps the most dramatic thing 
that we have done, though, over the past 
couple years is smoke detectors being 
issued throughout the City. And, if Chief 
Micheli would just step up for a minute 
and give you some numbers, I think it is 
dramatic. And, thank you very much. My 
reminder: “Fire is real in Pittsburgh”. 


Chief Micheli: 


Thank you for having us here. 
Most of you know us through the Smoke 
Detector Program. We are committed to 
hit every neighborhood, which is 90 of 
them in the City. Up to date we have done 
30 neighborhoods. We have canvassed 
approximately 30,000 homes and have 
installed approximately 5,000 smoke 
detectors. I know Mercy doesn’t want this 
known, but I have got to mention it, they 
are one of the sponsors. As you know on 
the fliers we are sending out right now, 
that they have supplied us with smoke. 
detectors. You will be getting an 
announcement this week there are going to 
be two major firms that are going to 
supply enough smoke detectors to 
complete the program in all the rest of the 
60 City neighborhoods, and maybe we will 
be doing two smoke detectors in every 
Tesidence. 


These g¢ here are the ones 
that keep the system going. BBI, we work 
closely with them, they put all the systems 
in the City. It is our job to make sure they 








are right and maintained. You do not hear 
about the successes. Last year one of the 
systems, which I am talking about now, a 
sprinkler system, they prevented a major 
disaster in one of our major department 
stores. Within the last two months a major 
Federal building and one of our hotels, the 
fires were put out by sprinkler systems. 
This is mot a coincidence. These 
gentlemen here are the ones that go around 
every year and test these systems, and 
without them, it is like anything else, we 
would become iax. 


I want for a minute just to get off 
the beaten track. I would like to introduce 
Captain Friel, he has 42 years on the Fire 
Department. He has been coming here 
year after year, he has been my teacher. I 
have been down there four years. I would 
like him to get up and say some words, 
because he has mandatory retirement 
facing him in January and this will be his 
last time that he can come over here. If 
there is anyone that has ever really been 
dedicated to fire prevention, this 
gentleman has. He is knowledgeable, he 
knows everything that is in fire prevention, 
and he knows all the Codes, and he is the 
one we always mun to as 2 last resort. So, I 
would like to introduce Captain Friel and I 
would like him to say a couple words and I 
would like to take that license.

I will not be as brief as Joe, but I 
certainly won’t be any better. Honorable 
President and distinguished 
Councilmembers — and I practiced that for 
three days — I would like to thank 
everyone and remind everyone that the 
Columbus Day day itself is a very special 
day to the Italian community, as it is for us 
an opportunity to honor our immigrant 
Parents, the struggles, the stereotyping 
they went through and the successes they 
have achieved, and I think we look at 
someone like Joe Natoli, and we see from 
his parents Bartola and Margaret Natoli, 
who settled in Morningside, and the stories 
I hear about Joe is that, as all the Italian 
youngsters, when they went to school, 
they had a tendency to take what the 
mother prepared, and they were pepper 
sandwiches and onion sandwiches, and for 
the first couple of weeks, 1 understand, 
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according to Joe Natoli, he was kind of 
ridiculed and thrown out of the school and 
the kids didn’t want to talk to him, until 
they tasted the pepper sandwiches, and 
then Joe started bringing in two or three 
dozen at a time. So that is the way it is. I 
think with the ethnic commumity it takes 
awhile to understand what we are all about 
but we are all about each other and this is 
what the Columbus Day Parade is. 


And, I would like to take just a 
moment to suggest that it is not just an 
honor of our own Italian immigrants and 
our own ethnic pride, but Joe Natoli, for 
example, represents — I don’t want to say 
the little people, but the significant people 
that you don’t hear about, and during this 
parade we would like to pay recognition to 
“Rip” Taylor, distinguished and honorable 
gentleman, 1 think this community is 
going to miss, has missed and will miss. 
These are the kind of people we honor, 
and the Italian community will soothe him 
in this Columbus Day Parade.

Other discussion under Motions 
and Resolutions? 


Mr. President, and Members of 
Council, today Councilman Udin and 
myself presented 2 resolution to Council 
directing the Human Relations 
Commission to develop a plan for police 
sensitivity and cultural diversity taining. 
During the six public hearings that this 
Council went out into the communities, I 
think we heard a recurring thing, and that 
was the distress in our police officers, 
especially in the African-American 
communities. I think, as I feel, and J 
would think that the rest of my colleagues 
would feel that it is essential that all the 
communities in the City of Pittsburgh feel 
good and have a trust of our police 
officers. It is a difficult job, it even makes 
it more difficult when they do not have the 
support of the public. I think this is going 
to be a very important bill, when we talk 





about several different issues, including Ms. McDonaid: 
curfew, it is one that Mr. Udin brought up 


to me the other day in my current 
legislation, in stating, “Where does it say 
that anyone is going to implement the 
plans that you have asked to be done, Mr. 
Cusick?” And, I would agree with him. 


1 hope that the Mayor and the 
Human Relations Commission can and 
will implement a plan by January 1st as 
asked. 


And, I would just like to tum it 
over to my colleague, Mr. Udin, if he has 
any comments. 


The Chair: 


Councilman, do you have any 
comments at this time? 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes. I just think that any 
legislation that comes forward that can 
improve the relationship between the 
City’s Police Department and the 
community is welcomed. As long as we 
all continue to work forward in effective 
measures that actually reduce the 
victimization of our communities by crime 
and criminals, I am in full support. And, I 
thank my colleague for stepping forward 
with such legislation and Jook forward to 
his support of continued legislation to 
effectively reduce crime in the City. 
Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Councilman. Other 


discussion or comments, on other matters? 
Councilwoman McDonald. 














No, this is on the same matter. 
The Chair: 

Same matter. 
Ms. McDonald: 


I wanted to amend Councilman 
Cusick for spearheading this whole notion 
of police sensitivity. I bad spoken with 
Councilman Cusick privately yesterday 
about this and I had indicated that I had 
been investigating the type of programs 
that are availed to our officers, not only 
just — and I hate to keep calling it, cultural 
sensitivity and awareness, basically they 
just have to know how to deal with a lot of 
black folks, white folks and urban folks 
that exist in the City of Pittsburgh, and we 
are not a very diverse community, to be 
honest. 


So, I have a — I will probably be 
sponsoring amendments and working with 
Councilman Cusick and Councilman Udin 
on — again, many issues that have been 
brought up and that need to be a part of 
this overall package. Councilman Cusick 
had let me know yesterday that this is 
preliminary, it is basically to get it out on 
the table, because my concern was it is not 
comprehensive, and I want to sponsor a 
very, very comprehensive bill, because I 
think this is a big crux of our problem in 
the police force and especially with such a 
young group of officers out on the streets, 
many of which have not dealt with the 
kind of kids or the kind of people that are 
out there. 


So, I would like to support this, 
again, it is not out for a vote today, it is 








just being introduced, but to let the 
Council know that I will be coming 
forward with a full-blown package in 
terms of cultural sensitivity and awareness, 
including specific programs that I know do 
work, specifically recommendations that I 
know need to be made. But, I think it is 
very astute on Councilman Cusick and 
Councilman Udin’s part, that the 
Pittsburgh Human Relations Commission 
is already in place and can be a very 
objective overseer of the type of 
programming that is needed. 


So, again, 1 support this initiative 
and I look forward to a broader range 
which I will be bringing forward. 


The Chair: 


Just to be clear on it There are a 
variety of external agencies that also 
participate currently in the police training 
academy procedures, including Pittsburgh 
Mediation Center, as well as some that are 
under discussion today. Having said that, 
I hope that the Administration and the 
leadership of the F.O.P. takes the spirit of 
the resolution as it is intended and that is 
to try to improve and expand on the 
opportunities for additional training that 
possibly are needed. I think we need a 
fuller discussion on what actually is the 
course, curriculum currently regarding 
police training, ] think anything that we 
can do, Mr. Cusick, Mr. Udin’s resolution, 
as well as Councilwoman McDonald 
expanding on it, can only help and expand 
the opportunities and the skills and the 
expertise of our uniformed personnel. 


Again, though, I hope we do not 
get our backs up on the wall and we argue 
later about whether or not Council legally 
has the right to tell the Police Department 
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what the type of training is going to be or 
whether or not we have the legal power to 
instruct the Commission to do anything, 
tather I hope the Administration sees this 
aS an opportunity to pull the different 
forces together and come out 
cooperatively with a more improved 


Councilman Onorato. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Yes. I just want to take this 
opportunity to commend Councilman 
Cusick, just on the way he has handled the 
issue of the curfew over the last six, seven 
months, however long it has been, and this 
issue was in front of us once before he was 
even here. I think what you see is the long 
Process that he put into place with the six 
public hearings, with the public input, with 
the debate, produces a lot of good results. 
And, it appears, according to this Press 
Telease, too, that because of the hearings 
from the Curfew Legislation that here is 
another piece of legislation coming 
forward as a result of our discussions and 
hearing from the people in the 
neighborhood. And, I just want to just 
commend him for the small point of the 
curfew and the time that he put into it, 
because it was very easy for Councilman 
Cusick to be accused of doing something 
real quick, off-the-cuff, to get a P.R. hit, 
and I think people out there should realize 
that this thing has been going on for at 
jeast six months now, and I do not think in 
my four years on Council I have seen any 
bili debated as long as this bill has and 
having input and seeing legislation 
changed over and over again because of 
that input, irregardless of what the result is 





on the piece of legislation. I believe that 
there has been enough input and there will 
be even more before our final vote. So, I 
look forward to the discussion. And, I 
think every once in a while that should be 
Pointed out, this was not something that 
was introduced seven days ago and that 
anyone is trying to ram through. This has 
been a long, hard process which nine of us 
have to deal with probably within the next 
ten days and I just want to commend him 
for sticking with this throughout the last 
year because it has been tough and I 
wanted to thank him for the ability for him 
to be flexible and make some changes that 
are necessary and not let pride get in the 
way of being unwilling to change a piece 
of legislation that he introduced. I think 
the changes that were made due to the 
recommendation just strengthens the Dill 
and makes it work even better. 


So, -Councilman, I will look 
. forward next week to the further 
discussion and possibly some more 
amendments, but hopefully moving the 
bill forward. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. I do have 
to say I was a little bit confused and 
perplexed by the Mayor’s comments 
following last week’s discussion, very 
preliminary, very initial discussion on the 
curfew. 1 think Mr. Cusick himself 
admitted and basically indicated and did 
not even support his initial proposal post 
the New Orleans experience that indeed he 
felt it needed to be expanded, that the issue 
legally of whether or not we can detain on 
summary offenses had to be addressed by 
the State Legislatre and this 
Administration before he would even 
proceed with the curfew, and more 
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importantly the whole issue of whether or 
not we are going to have a proactive 
human service delivery model, as far as 
the Teen Curfew Center, if that was not 
going to be in place, I believe Mr. Cusick 
from the beginning after the experiences 
that he talked about after the public 
hearings, that he himself would not have 
supported the initial Curfew Bill. I was a 
little bit taken back, no one has been more 
out in the neighborhoods saying that he is 
for a curfew than the Mayor himself. I 
have been at repeated neighborhood town 
meetings where he himself raised the 
issue, he himself stipulated clearly that he 
is for the curfew, he took polls randomly 
in the audience, overwhelmingly a 
majority of the residents, primarily some 
of the elderly voted, at least by their hands, 
that they were in favor. So, I thought it 
was a little bit kind of an end run around 
Mr. Cusick’s intentions with the Mayor’s 
comments a week ago. 


T think we need to get back on 
tack and see whether or not curfew, 
Telative to the Teen Curfew Center, 
whether or not the human service delivery 
model is going to be put into place, 
whether or not the summary — detaining 
based on the summary offense is going to 
be something that we legally have the 
ability to do. Missing those pieces of the 
puzzie I think Mr. Cusick himself is not 
intending to proceed with the curfew 
initiative. I think the Administration needs 
to get back on track and figure out who’s 
on first base and what they are actually 
doing over there and decide if they want to 
work with this Council and a majority of 
the residents. 


I was a little bit distressed at I 
thought a cheap shot by the Mayor last 
week regarding Mr. Cusick’s -~ 








pronouncement granted — it was at the end 
of the meeting, we didn’t really have time, 
other than Councilman Udin’s eloquent 
statements, informative statements, we 
didn’t have time to really discuss it, and it 
kind of got off and became bigger than 
life, but I was a little bit disappointed at 
the Administration’s cheap shot at Mr. 
Cusick last week. I think he is trying to 
move ahead with the discussion, I think 
many individuals, and including Mr. 
Cusick, are not in favor of enacting a 
Curfew Bill unless it has the components 
of detaining based on summary offense 
and unless it has the community 
involvement, the oversight, the police 
sensitivity and the proactive human 
service Teen Curfew Center. 


Having said that, I hope we can 
move ahead and have a rational debate on 
the merits of the bill next week -- or this 
week. 


Other discussion? Mr. Cohen and 
then we will let Mr. Cusick close out. Mr. 
Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Just briefly, Mr. President, on 
process, and that is, my understanding is 
that we will have a post agenda — I think 
we are scheduling it with Councilman 
Cusick and also the City Clerk to have a 
post agenda to hear from the NAACP on 
their Strategy "95. The Administration 
certainly should be invited. I think that is 
an opportunity to hear from them, as well, 
before we move into the actual 
amendments and voting stage of this bill. 
And, I also commend Councilman Cusick 
for moving forward in 2 manner that tries 
to listen to everybody in the community. 
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The Chair: 


As you can see from the audience, 
we have a lot of organizational leaders and 
residents who are here today concemed 
about the stanis of the Block Grant and the 
Pittsburgh Community Services Agency in 
particular, so I want to move in a few short 
minutes to that. 


Mr. Cusick, you have the last word 


on the curfew issue. 
Mr. Cusick: 

IT would just like to thank 
Councilman Udin, Councilwoman 


McDonald for their hard work. Over the 
last six months, yes, my staff, myself and 
the Mayor’s staff had worked hard to try to 
come up with the current bill that we have 
before us today. I do thank you for your 
words of support, Mr. President, but I 
think the Mayor even slapped his own 
people in the face by saying it had no 
substance, because his own people were 
involved in that very bill. 


I just would like to continue to say 
that the work that we have ahead of us is — 
I don’t think no one really knows how 
hard we are going to have to fight to have 
some of the things that need to be done in 
this City. Curfew is just a very small 
piece of the puzzle. J think Mr. Udin put it 
correctly, when you said, we need a master 
plan, and that master plan has to come 
from many different organizations, 
inciding this body, from the 
Administration, from the different 
commumnities across the City. I look 
forward to it. I think for the first time in at 
least the ast two years we were moving 
ahead with some of the promises that were 
made to this City, that being when the 









Mayor was running. We need more than 
just picket fences, we need to build some 
dialogue with our communities. I do not 
think that has happened in a long time. I 
think we are starting to see that. Today I 
will be meeting with the NAACP. I look 
forward to hearing and talking and 
creating a better dialogue with them in 
regards to Strategy 95. We will hold a 
post agenda { will ask the Administration 
to participate in that. And, J am just very 
happy that everyone, all of my colleagues 
are so involved in such a very important 
issue. 


The Chair: 


Thank you. Other comments to be 
brought before the body? If not, then we 
would like to move in the next five 
minutes to the post agenda. And, we do 
have a formal public hearing at 2 o’clock 
today regarding Home Rule Charter, the 
changes that are proposed. 


At this time I entertain 2 motion to 
adjourn.

regional parks per the agreement. It is going to go back to the 
same argument that we use relative to segregating out the Water 
and Sewer Authority's expenditures and making those true and 
correct. I’1l leave that issue aside because I don’t want to 

ize that money although I think in the future and it’s 
going to be part of the budget debate this fall. If indeed 
that's what we're getting for those four parks then I think we 
better be able to justify more clearly those expenditure 
dollars, I don’t think they’re there. 


Secondly, you’re saying the one percent is the $530,000.00 
roughly for 1995 and at this point I think you already have your 
as to what it is going to be for the 1996 proposal ami 

I don’t know that we know what it is. 


Mr. Sirabella: 


For instance — again, it is a one percent of half of the 
money that is collected anmmally. So we anticipated again that 
in 1995 that the one percent sales tax would collect $106 
million. Half of that is $53 million and one percent of that is 
$530,000.00 that can be spent solely on capital which is defined 
as the four regional parks. So for 1995 the Administration 
applied those three projects of Schenley Park, Frick Park and 
Schenley Park rolier blade surface, the Frick Park 
Forbes~Braddeck Playground rehabilitation and the Schenley Park 
Anderson Playground rehabilitation, we appliei that for the 
Projects in 1995. The 1996 projects is what vere talking about 
now which is something we can make a decision on. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


I'm all in favor of the three 95 Projects absolutely 100 
percent. 
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Not for the capital. 
Mr. Sirebella: 
The capital is an automatic one percent 
Mr. Ferlo: 
So the article in the paper was just about our operating —~

Remember in 94 before we had the RAD money we took city 
money and spend a lot in Riverview for the centennial. 


The Chair: 


I'm glad you brought that up Director because I have the 
budget for Schenley centermial and Riverview centennial, once 
again Schenley’s mmbers — look at what we spent in Schenley 
and the crumbs you threw to Riverview. ‘They put up guardrails 
and repaved theroads, I thought.that was noomal maintenance for 
parks. I still have a burned out cabin that is six years old 
and because Schenley was considered historical we take care of 
theirs but ours isn’t historical, the recommendation is to 
destroy it. I don’t want to get into this because the mmbers 
will bear me out and everybody is going to be embarrased at this 
table.

aid economically disadvantaged

President of the School Board, I know in 
the past has lobbied vociferously for the 
need to continue this very important 
educational instinition, and it is education 
that directly relates to filling of jobs, and 
that is really badly what we need as we 
move ahead here in the City. 


Alfred Fascetti is the Director of 
Adult Education at Connelley. I want to 
thank Senator Leonard Bodack from the 
38th Senatorial District, who I believe is a 
prime sponsor of the bill. 


But, again, we need to really kind 
of unfold the lobbying initiative in the next 
few weeks. And, please, if you would like 
to highlight the proclamation. Thank you. 


Mr. Fascetti: 


Thank you very much. Thank you, 
Mr. President, Members of Council. I 
particularly want to thank Ms. McDonald, 
who spoke at the public hearing as a 
Member of City Council. We certainly — 
the faculty, staff and students certainly 











appreciate your support in our efforts to 
recapture the State fumding that had been 
directed to Connelley for the past two 
years. 


You have to understand that the 
financial problem that faces a school 
district is a much broader problem than 
simply the funding that came to 
Connelley. They are facing a potential 9.5 
million dollar funding problem. Adult 
education is not a mandate of school 
districts, consequently Connelley comes 
under scrutiny as a result of: being 2 non- 
mandated program. 


At the public hearing last week -- 
or the week before, I’m sorry — the board 
members took testimony from the public 
in the community and the faculty and staff 
and students are really very appreciative of 
the community support, support from 
Council and this declaration from Council 
today, which will certainly be very, very 
helpful. 


And, we certainly want to thank 
Senator Bodack and the Members of the 
Legislature, Ivan Itkin, and other 
legislatures from the Pittsburgh area, who 
have been very, very supportive of this 
effort. 


So, again, thank you very much, 
we appreciate your support, and hopefully 
it will become a payoff in terms of the 
board’s budget problem. Thank you very

But, I think that 
everybody, when you really get beside the 
politics and look at the role that Connelley 
has played and can play, can see that 
everybody benefits from the existence of 
Connelley Trade.

And, 
my community is considered as one, 
especially when we come away from 
where we came from and come to 
common ground. And, the Million Man 
March is common ground for many 
individuals across the nation of many 
diverse affiliations, regardless of religion, 
regardless of political affiliation. I believe 
the only thing that is separating is the 
woman factor, and when these young men 
approach me, I’m thinking, ahhh, you all 
don’t include the women. Let me tell you 
something. They have such supporters as 
Rosa Parks, they have Maya Angelou — 
and remember, Rosa is the one that sat 
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down so that we could stand up. They 
have the — excuse me, let me get my notes 
~ the National Council of Negro Women, 
who I am a member of, the National 
Political Congress of Black Women, who I 
‘was a member of, and that was C. Delores 
Tucker. So, it crosses a lot of boundaries. 
And, as far as women are concemed, their 
stance is this: Black women for so long 
and continue to do so, are leading the way, 
they Ied the way a long time and they 
continue to lead the way. Well, this is a 
time that they feel that their black women 
can rest for one day and let them do the 
job that needs to be done and pull together. 
It is time to let the black man do what he 
does best and to do his part. It is time for 
them to show that they can take care of 
their fellow sisters, of their families, that 
they can be leaders in their communities, 
et cetera. This has nothing to do with 
what religion you are, so much as, are you 
going to take a stand in your community 
and take your rightful place and show that 
You are going to build your community up 
and be a very viable part of society. 


And, I think this is an admirable, 
very admirable cause. I support it. I am 
not looking at who is involved, I am 
looking at what is involved. And, to be 
able to see so many disciplined, sober and 
yet active, very constructively active 
Affican-American men in Washington, 

D. C., on this day makes my heart feel 
very glad. And, I would hope that not 
only this is a show of unity but that they 
will bring something back to their 
communities, some commitment from 
Washington, D. C., in terms of jobs, in 
terms of whatever. And, it is a beautiful 
way to also display to the youth that we 
are not all — African-American men, even 
though we have a very high incarceration 
rate, even though we have a lot of crime in 





ee 
our community, that there are many, many does this person have this title? Well, all 
African-American men who our youth can religions are different and there is a lot to 


feel proud of and that they need to see, as 
these are the heroes. Heroes are not just in 
magazines and on the media, the heroes, 
the tue heroes are in your community. 
And, I would hope that these men would 
go to Washington showing their heroism 
and that the youth would take pride in 
seeing that these are our tre heroes 
because they are standing up for our future 
and making sure that we have a very 
viable and livable community ourselves. 


So, again, it is time for the women, 
we're just taking a break, and it is time for 
them to focus in on themselves. And, I’ve 
said it before, African-American men I 
beheve are a very endangered species, I’m 
pot an endangered specie, I’m not 
prevalent in the jails, but our men are, our 
men are. So, it is time to focus, not 
exclude. but to focus, and women are their 
beiping. And, [ also may want to include 
some of the other supporters are mayors 


from many cities across the nation, 
weluding Mayor Rendell from 
Philadelphia. 


So, in knowing who is on board 
makes me feel very good that they are 
loolang for the common ground and the 
purpose behind this march, which is unity, 
which is empowerment, which is basically, 
we need to get back to our commumities 
and take a rightful stand, and we are your 
heroes in the community. 


Now, we have here — excuse me, I 
am going to ask for Brother Millard X — 
and if you have never known what that X 
means, this is not the time for it, but we all 
come from different backgrounds and 
sometimes | can go into a different church 
and wonder, why did they do that; or, why 








understand. But, right now I am going to 
introduce him as Brother Millard X, who 
is a Captain, there’s Brother Jermaine X, 
Brother Ronald 3X — and I had to find out 
what the 3X meant — and Brother Johnny 
X, and Secretary Robert X, who are here, 
as well as Khallid Raheem. They are 
organizing the Million Man March, and 
you can call their office, and like I said, I 
know of millions of people that will be — 
not millions, thousands of people that will 
be there. Thousands. And, I know there 
are going to be hundreds from the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


So, I am going to read the 
resolution, as I had prefaced this to make 
everyone understand what this is really all 
about. It’s not a Muslim thing. This is the 
Million Man March for African-American 
men, period. 


MS. McDONALD PRESENTS 


No. 2526 WHEREAS, on October 
16, 1995, black men from across the 
nation will unite in Washington, D.C. for 
the Million Man March, which will take 
place during the 25th Anniversary of the 
Congressional Black Caucus; and, 


WHEREAS, the males-only 
Million Man March is being organized by 
Benjamin Chavis and the Nation of Islam 
leader Louis Farrakhan. The Million Man 
March also has big name supporters which 
include: Reverend Jesse Jackson, Rosa 
Parks, Maya Angelou, Mayor Marion 
Barry, and the National Council of Negro 
‘Women, just to name a few; and, 


WHEREAS, the Million Man 
March is a result of the pressing issues that 





surround the black male today - gangs, 
crime, drugs, and unemployment. The 
focus is the plight of the black man in 
America, however the concem is for the 
entire black community; and, 


WHEREAS, the Million Man 
March is hoping to draw well disciplined, 
sober, committed black men teady to take 
responsibility for their families and 
communities. Their theme for this march 
is atonement, faith, and renewal. 


WHEREAS, under the direction of 
Minister Anthony X, Mosque Number 22 
Nation of Islam, Pittsburgh, too, will play 
an important role in the Million Man 
March. Organizations, fratemities and 
men from the Pittsburgh business 
community have come together to be 
involved in this important March in 
Washington, D.C.. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh recognizes and commends 
the men of the Million Man March for 
attempting to regain their communities and 
families. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
declares Monday, October 16, 1995 as 
“Million Man March” day in the City of 
Pittsburgh.

I would like to present the 
resolution but I first would like to ask for 
my colleague and co-sponsor of this 
resolution, Councilman Sala Udin, for 
some words. Thank you very much, 
gentlemen. 

The Chair: 


Councilman. 


Mr. Udin: 





Thank you. There are a number of 
resolutions that come before this Council 
at the beginning of these meetings, many 
of which are ceremonial, many are 
superficial and frequently —non- 
controversial, this one is one that has its 
full share of controversy attached to it, 
because of the involvement of Minister 
Farrakhan, for some because of the 
involvement of Ben Chavis, who used to 
be the Director of the NAACP, for some 
because it is an all male march, all black 
male march. 


But, some things that are not 
controversial are some facts that cannot be 
avoided that exist in the African-American 
community, one of them is that in 1994, 
70 African-Americans in Pittsburgh died 
of homicidal results. In 1995, as of the 
end of September there were already 52 
African-American homicides in 


Pittsburgh. 


Pittsburgh leads the nation in the 
proportion of female headed heads of 
household, as well as other poverty 
Statistics that reflect an urgent crisis within 
the Affican-American community and 
within the African-American family. 


There are some things that cannot 
be resolved through laws and ordinances, 
through proposals and funds, they are 
things that only African-American men 
themselves can do and will have to heal. 
The leadership that our young people 
require in this community to stop the 
homicide, to stop the drug trade, to stop 
the gun trade, to stop the killing and the 
violence, black men have to step forward 
in that community and provide that 
leadership and provide that healing. The 
Million Man March is a vehicle that will 








help organize the black men of all 
communities across this country to take up 
the challenge that our communities present 
tous. 


So, this is not one resolution that 
can just be passed by, it takes some 
courage and it takes some looking beneath 
the surface to be able to find sufficient 
Teason to support this effort. And, I 
appreciate Valerie for having the guts to 
present this resolution, and I appreciate all 
of you for having the courage to support it, 
and thank you all, Brothers, for coming 
down. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Thank you. Would you like to say 
something. 


Brother Secretary 
Robert X: 


Good moming to you all. First I 
would like to say that I am deeply honored 
to receive this plaque from the Sister. 
There are a few things I would like to 
address but 1 imagine this is not the time 
and place now. But, I must say something 
in defense of my leader, the Honorable 
Minister Louis Farrakhan. 


T heard the gentleman here and the 
gentleman over there say that they abstain 
and they agree with the march but not with 
him. So, I had to think, I have never heard 
this man tell us to go out and steal 
something, we aren’t allowed to carry any 
Kind of weapons or anything like that. 
That in itself is something to be pleased 
about. So you won’t have to worry about 
us coming down breaking in your stores or 
anything. 








And, I don’t know, I don’t know 
just what the problem is with the 
Honorable Minister Louis Farrakhan. All 
he has done is tried to uplift the black man 
and the black woman from this sad state 
that we’re in. So, I can’t find any fault 
with that, unless maybe, and maybe I’m 
wrong, but I feel as though the gentlemen 
here that abstained will say like, keep us 
where we are, don’t ty for no 
advancement or anything like that. 


But, I just want to say to the 
Council, is that regardless of what 
anybody says, how anybody votes, we’re 
going any way. Thank you. 


Ms. McDonald: 
Thank you. 

The Chair: 
Thank you. 

Khallid Raheem: 


On behalf of those men and women 
who are not members of the Nation of 
Islam, not members of Mosque 22, but 
who are very, very strong supporters of the 
Million Man March, let me speak to a few 
issues. 


I for one am not a follower of 
Minister Louis Farrakhan, however, I ama 
very strong supporter of Minister 
Farrakhan when it comes to certain types 
of issues, and one of those types of issues 
is the need for black unity, black pride and 
economic development, the need for a day 
of atonement, as well as reconciliation. 

This reminds me so much of what 
happened in 1963, leading to the August 
1963 March on Washington, when several 








people stood up and criticized the 
organizers of that historic march. They 
criticized Bayard Rustin because they said 
he may have been a homosexual. They 
criticized Dr. King because they said that 
he was a young boy, he was too young to 
lead a march of that significance. Well, 
we know that history proved all of those 
critics to be absolutely wrong. 


What I say to the group gathered 
here is that history will indeed prove you 
to be wrong. This is a necessary step 
towards the upliftment of black men and 
black women. 


And, by the way, this march is not 
just for black men. There have been 
overtures made to Latino men, to Asian 
men, to Native American men. So, we are 
talking about people of color, those people 
who throughout the course of this 
countries history have always been the 
wretched of the earth and at the bottom of 
the barrel. 


Let me leave you with this, there’s 
a very strong possibility that I will be 
speaking personally at the Million Man 
March, and based on what I’ve heard here, 
there’s no guarantee what I may say to one 
million brothers if 1 get a chance to speak. 
Thank you. 


Ms. McDonald: 

Thank you very much, 
The Chair: 

Thank you. 


Ms. McDonald:

And, lastly, I just want to thank my 


colleagues. And, for those who abstained, 
I want to still thank you for that, because it 
means to me that you may have concem 
but you agree with the purpose, and that is 
all I really want to hear from you, is that 
you agree with the common ground that is 
here. So, I want to thank you for that, and 
I want to thank the entire Council for 
passing this resolution. 


The Chair: 


Well, again, I think, again, even 
though I voted for this, I voted for the 
spirit of what both you and Councilman 
Udin expressed in terms of what is going 
on within the community, particularly the 
African-American community, and I think 
if the march can help to mobilize and 
instill some sense of fight back and spirit, I 
am all for that. 


Certainly 1 have major ideological 
problems with the Minister and even some 
of the philosophies, both in terms of anti- 
semitism, in terms of sexism, in terms of 
homophobia. When I heard the Minister 
speak, it just — my back cringes. 


But, I think that is not the focus. I 
do not think the focus of our resolution or 
the focus of the march is either to agree or 
disagree with the particular philosophies 
of Minister Farrakhan or the particular 
religion. I do not believe that that is the 
focus. 


Personally I guess my problem — 
and I expressed this privately to my 
colleagues — and I guess my disagreement 
with the march is coming from the left 
perspective, and that is, I just see it as a 
step backwards. I think it is not creating a 
need for black/white unity in this country, 
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which I think if we are going to make 
some progress, we have to build a political 
movement that is based on black/white 
unity in this country, based on an 
appreciation and understanding of the 
problems. That we are either all going to 
move together or nobody is going to move 
ahead at all and particular individuals and 
members of our community 
disproportionately are going to bear the 
burden of the economic oppression and the 
other kinds of problems that our society 
faces. 


T also think the politics of it have 
Kind of evolved over the last month, you 
know, in terms of mobilizing. I think the 
presence of Maya Angelou and Rosa Parks 
seems to be a concession when there has 
been criticism about the lack of 
participation of women. 


I just have — I guess my problems 
with the march are more focused on what 
the themes are. But, I would harken the 
colleagues’ comments, especially 
Councilman Udin’s, and that is why I 
voted for the resolution. 


Councilman Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


Yes. ] just want to point out ~ and 
1 thank both my Council colleagues for 
bringing this forward — but the one thing 
that is to be pointed out here is that, my 
four years on Council, 95 percent of these 
resolutions get approved unanimously. 
But, there has been several times where I 
actually voted no on certain resolutions, I 
just totally disagreed with. You did not 
“no” vote today, you heard three 
abstentions, and I think it is because ~ and 
we all know that one individual we have 





different feelings of how his comments 
affect us. But, I think the abstention is 
showing that we believe that there is 
something here that we all agree with. It is 
not a total rejection of the idea. It is about 
an individual that some of us have a 
personal problem with and we are 
expressing it in different ways today. 
Council President Ferlo voted yes but 
explained his concerns just now. My 
abstention goes to Mr. Farrakhan, too, and 
some of his statements that have been 
made over the years, and that is why I 
abstained. 


But, I think the goal you are trying 
to achieve, it is an honorable goal, and I do 
support it. As you well know, especially 
the individuals sitting there, how 
disgusting racism is, I am sure you can 
appreciate why some of us might have 
some problems with some comments that 
were made. And, that is why you have at 
least three abstentions here today. And, 
Councilwoman — and that is why I am 
abstaining. That is not why - that is why 
you did not hear a no vote here because 
there is some good in what you are trying 
to do here and J recognize that. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


I do not want to tum this into a 
lengthy debate but I would just like to 
respond that, I support a lot of the goals of 
Louis Farrakhan and he is a great leader 
and I am behind him a hundred percent in 
his leadership of African-Americans but 
some of the messages that he-is bringing 
along the way are just — they are the 
wrong messages. I do not think there is 





anyone on Council that supports hatred 
and prejudice and bias towards particular 
people, and the Jewish faith is what I am 
talking about, | mean that is my ancestry. 
And, again, though, the vote was to 
abstain. 


The Chair: 


Councilman Cohen, and then the 
gentlemen, if they would like to have a2 
response. We are not going to turn this 
into a public hearing but I think if you 
would like to — the local Minister would 
like to comment. Councilman Cohen, and 
then, gentlemen, you are more than — 
Councilman Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Tt has already become one, Mr. 
President. 


With this resolution, as with many 
others that have come before Council, 
each of us has a choice to focus on either 
the negative or the positive. ] agree with 
Councilman Hertzberg that there have 
been wrong messages in the past, and I am 
not sure anybody knows that on this 
Council more than I do, personally. But, I 
chose with my vote to focus on the 
Positive, and the message of this march is 
a message of atonement and renewal, and J 
cannot think of a better message for 
anyone than that, and a message of 
actually taking personal responsibility for 
one’s self and for one’s family and for 
one’s community is a very positive 
message and one that I think is necessary 
for our entire community but particularly 
now with the serious problems that we 
have in the African -American community, 
especially problems that have beset the 





African-American male. So, for that 


reason I support this resolution. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. 
Gentlemen, would you like to — 


Brother Secretary 
Robert X: 


As far as the few gentlemen that 
said that the Minister teaches hate. The 
Minister teaches the truth. So, and then 
‘we are taught that like however the truth 
make you feel, that’s on you. So, if 
somebody says that we have been 
mistreated, that’s the truth. If somebody 
tells us to join together, and if we have 
love to put out there, love yourself first. 
Love begins at home. Charity begins at 
home. So, like I look like a fool standing 
up here telling my people to love 
somebody else and to hate themselves. 
That’s not right, you don’t do it. 


So, the Minister teaches the truth, 
and he has been vilified, he has been — 
done everything. Everybody is saying, 
he’s this and he’s that and everything, if 
you listen to the man, you have to bear 
witness that he’s telling the truth. It’s just 
like I was watching television the other 
day and these two Teporters, they 
misquoted him, they said that he said 
something, he wasn’t there to defend 
himself, but it just so happen that a brother 
was there that did defend him, that he 
wasn’t the one that said it. And, these 
things like this are put out, and the 
reporters that said that, they didn’t try to 
rectify it, they just let it go as though 
nothing was said. Those are the things 
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that we are trying to get over and 
everything. 


So, like we as a black man, me as a 
black man, I know what it is, and nobody 
thinks like a black man but a black man. 
Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. Closing comment. 
Khallid Raheem: 


Closing comment. I have to say 
this in all due respect, because I am sure 
that many of you, especially the journalists 
here, watch a lot of journalistic programs, 
If you had watched is W Wi 
David Brinkley”, I do believe that Minister 
Farrakhan appeared on “This Week With 

i i ”. He also appeared on 
BET, what’s that ine _- Fi 
Issue”, Channel 29, BET, in which he 
made it very clear that he was willing to sit 
down with any members from the Jewish 
Community or any other community that 
thought that perhaps he had offended 
them. And, that is keeping with the spirit 
of the Million Man March and its central 
theme, which is atonement and 
Teconciliation. 


So, I just want to leave you all with 
that. Don’t judge people by things you 
may have heard or things that they may 
have done fiom the past. Everyone is ina 
constant state of growth and development. 
I consider myself to be a student of 
history. I remember Studying, 1963, the 
Great March On Washington, 1963, in 
which many Civil Rights leadership 
severely criticized the Nation of Islam for 
their failure to support the 1963 march, 
now here it is 32 years later and they have 








taken the vanguard role in having a second 
major march and now they’re being 
criticized once again. You can’t have it 
both ways. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Thank you. One thing is for sure, 
with or without the Council proclamation 
there will be 2 Million Man March. 


Ms. McDonald:

Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I will 
brief. On 2199, 1 will be voting no. The 
reason for that is, { don’t believe that 
garages, carports or parking stalls in the 
background should be by Administrative 
approval. I think they should go through 
the current process, and that is before the 
current process, and that is, before the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment. The reason 





for that is, because these type of uses do 
have the grave potential of having a 
detrimental affect on the abutting 
neighbors, and because of that I believe 
the proof of burden, or at least the burden 
itself should be on the applicant and not 
the protester, meaning that presently it is 
on the applicant, the applicant needs to go 
before the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
and prove that it is not going to be the 
detrimental affect. If we pass this as is the 
burden now would tum to the protester, 
where the protester will actually have to 
go to the Zoning Board of Adjustment, file 
an application and appear and then the 
burden of proof switches. 


So, with my no vote, I am not 
saying that garages, carports and parking 
stalls can’t occur in backyards, they can 
still be permitted, I am only saying that 
you can’t compare that type of use to a 
storage shed or an open deck or the 
placement of an air conditioner, I mean in 
no way, and we realize the difference 
between that type of use, meaning that if 
you are going to pull a car into a lot, 
you’re talking about exhaust, you're 
talking about noise, you're talking about 
constant traffic. 


So, again, my no vote means that 
these can occur but I believe they should 
go before the ZBA and not receive 
Administrative approval. 


And, just as @ very courteous 
comment to my colleagues, I believe this 
vote ~ if this passes today with that type 
of use, that in the future you are all going 
to be getting phone calls from your 
constituents saying, how was that placed, 
why was I not informed, why is the burden 
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on my, why do I have to be the protester, 
and whatmot. 


1am not going to make a motion to 
delete. There was a motion to delete, it 
was put forth by the committee chair, J 
believe it only received two votes, by Mr. 
Cohen and myself. 


Again, I am not sure how other 
districts are. My district, I believe, is 
opposed to this. There was a workshop, it 
was an open workshop, which is 
represented by three Councilmembers, and 


_ it was put forth there and the constituents 


at that workshop were against this; as a 
matter of fact, the Administration even had 
second thoughts. Please remember, I 
believe Councilman Udin, just as a 
courtesy to the Planning Department, put 
that forth. So, it had the support of the 
Administration to delete that, 
unfortunately it fell on death ears. Thank 
you. :

Counciiman Udin, and then Mr.

Mr. Udin: 


Yes. I just want to speak in favor 
of the motion, in that, I think that the bill, 
as it is written, does not penalize people 
for using their own backyard, the rear of 
their homes for parking, 1 think it helps 
ease the parking problem, and I think we 
need to make it as easy as possible for 
people to access their own property for 
parking purposes, and I think this bill does 
that, and that is why I have changed the 








initial position on it and move to support 
this bill.

I think, 
when the Zoning Ordinance for this City 
was first written, it was written for some 
dream of what the future would hold, 
rather than with the reality of what we had. 
It was written as if most lots were one acre 
lots for single-family residences. That 
wasn’t the case, it isn’t the case and it’s 
not going to be the case. And, I think this 
is all —- this particular bill here is part of a 
larger plan to amend our Zoning 
Ordinance to bring it in step with reality. 
And, the parking issue, I am very happy to 
see it addressed here, we could even go 
further with it. And, as Councilwoman 
McDonald brought up last week — and I 
ask that my comments be brought forward 
from last week — 


(REMARKS-SEE ADDENDUM) 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


- Councilwoman McDonald, 
being on the Parking Authority on a 
regular basis deals with these big lots, but 
we never talk about our residents and 
what’s going on with their parking. Well, 
I have a lot of firsthand experiences with 
what is going on, where we have homes 
that are single-family homes that are about 
ten feet apart, each one of them, hundreds 
of them on narrow streets on which there’s 
no parking permitted, and it has to be that 





way, too, because we have to be able to 
get emergency vehicles through there. . 
But, to further penalize these people by 

saying, you can’t put up a garage, you 

can’t have any kind of parking 

whatsoever, I mean you're just supposed 

to live without a car, or what have you, I 

think it’s wrong. 


And, I think that the way this bill is 
written, there are sufficient protections 
here for those that are opposed. They will 
receive notice, they will have the 
opportunity for a hearing in front of the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment. I am very 
much in favor of this bill.

Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. With all 
due respect to my colleague, I think that 
was a slight misrepresentation, because 
Councilman Ricciardi and I are not saying 
that this bill should be changed so that you 
cannot put in a garage, carport or parking 
stall, but rather we are saying, we should 
keep the Administrative process the way it 
is for that narrow exception, and say, not 
that you can’t do it, but you have to go 
before the Zoning Board to do it, just like 
you have had to do from the beginning of 
the Zoning Board, which I believe was 
1958. This bill makes a lot of major 
changes, most of which I support, which 
is, it says that now you do not have to go 
before the Zoning Board, it is just done by 
a simple rubber stamp, Administrative 


: exception for a swimming pool and deck, a 









storage shed or gazebo, an open deck, an 
air conditioner condenser in the side or 
rear yard or in the front yard. I support all 
of that. But, when it comes to parking in 
many of our neighborhoods, including 
some that I represent, that are very dense 
and there’s not a lot of room there, I 
believe that you should have to go before 
the Zoning Board for that one narrow 
exception. It doesn’t say you can’t get it, 
but it says you should go before the 
Zoning Board and at least have somebody 
look at it and make a reasonable judgment. 


So, if that can’t be taken out, which 
apparently it can’t, then I am going to 
oppose this bill. 

The Chair: 

Councilwoman McDonald. 
Ms. McDonald: 

T really don’t bave much more than 
what I had said last week, so I would just 
ask that my comments be brought forward 
from last week’s Standing Committee 
Meeting.

Again, this bill is a reasonable 
correction to the Zoning Code. It only 
affects a couple of zoning classifications, I 
believe, R1, R2, R2T. So, we are not 
talking about every zoning classification, 
including more importantly the larger 
apartment buildings, such as in Oakland 
and other neighborhoods that may be 
problemsome. 





It is a very good bill, I very much 
support leaving in that issue that was 
talked about. And, again, I want to point 
out, over 95 percent of the cases there’s 
not a protestant. So, it is like we are 
burdening everybody for three or four 
percent of the cases where there is actually 
an adjoining property owner that is 
complaining and makes a formal protest. 
And, even now under this bill and that 
Situation, that protestant does not have to 
pay any fee to file a protest against the 
Zoning Administrator’s decision.

Mr. Hertzberg: 


- Director Parees is here. -First just to summarize what this 
bill is. Out there in private business the performance 
evaluation is extremely common. In fact, companies that have as 
many employees as the City of Pittsburgh usually have 
departments with a mmber of personnel that are devoted 
exclusively to the performance evaluation process and with this 
bill I'm hopeful that we can implement some form of performance 
evaluation process for City of Pittsburgh empl beginning 
with those that are not covered by collective ini 
agreements and I’m hopeful and I have had same discussions with 
members of sane of the labor unions that represent city 
employees that they may be interested in this system also. 


I think that promotions are sometimes made and sametimes 
have a negative impact on the morale of city employees when it’s 


merit of the promoted and I think it is 
well-known that employees will perform when they receive 
feedback on their performance 3 and . 


particularly with mmicipal employees although I think there's 
politics involved even in large corporations. People perceive 
that to be a reason for promotion amd that is another morale 
problem. 


expenditure of any additional funds. It may be wise to do that 
though. There will be some training required and for the best 

implementation we probably should allocate same funding for this 
program. 


Personnel Director Parees is here and this legislation 
would cali for the Personnel Director really to be responsible 
for the details of the perfomance evaluation system as well as 
the implementation of it. The legislation dozs specify a few 
types of evaluations that could be included bit most of the 
details would be left to the Personnel Director. 


i mention in the legislation is a perfomnance evaluation 
and that‘s when the employee writes out how tyey think they are 
performing. What they are strong in, what thzy are weak in and 
of course the main performance evaluation bei ig one by the 
supervisor which says that this employee is doing well here, 


The third one that is mentioned here and potentially a 
Controversial one is what is called an upward performance 
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evaluation of supervisor. That‘s where you basically get to 
critique your boss and then you have an oral interview between 


the supervisor and employees also, one of the potential types of 
evaluations mentioned. i 

The legislation states that performance evaluation shall 
not be used as a basis for demtion. If we want people to 
participate and be honest in this we should not use it to demte 
people, it could potentially be a problem if used in that way 
but that it should be used for promtions. Also traditional 
areas, deficiencies in training and/or education can be shown. 
Of course plans for future improvements, praising achievements. 
A supervisor should praise achievements of people and often 
that’s overlooked and of course pointing out deficiencies in 
performance. : 


Also in the legislation is a written response would be 
final detail is the timing of this. I had the initial draft of 
this legislation called for, a quick movement into this. I met 
with Director Parees and we’re slowing it dona little. I 
think if we're going to do this right we need to do it and the 
time frame calls for actually next Jume 30th for the actual 
velection and detaiis of the whole program, implementation not 
this Jamary but the following Jamary. But I have no problem 
with that. I’d like to see this happen faster, I think it’s in 
the best interests of the city and the taxpayers that we improve 
Productivity. We’re always constantly being asked to get more 
done with less but nonetheless to make the system work I think 
we need to take our time and do it right. Director, do you have 
any response or coments? 


MS. Parees: 


Yes. I’d like to commend Mr. Hertzberg and his staff for 
the excellent job they have done in background investigation on 
performance evaluation systems. My Staff at the sam time has 
been doing investigating different systems and trying to 
identify one that would be most useful to the City and to its 
employees. Mr. Hertzberg described a mmber of different 
pencil where we sit down and fill out a form, there are also 
computerized systems which may be available to us in the near 
future. My staff will be attending a demonstration tomorrow, a 
three-hour demonstration on one such system and that would be a 
Bie Reerpeseagy al epi cahnegenceagin as men iy eerie a 
evaluations for our employees to be able to u:ilize their 
computer system. So I’m hopeful that by June 30 we will have 
identified the best system for the City. We say need to 
customize one that is on the market, there ar2 some very good 
ones out there. I think the time frame is ve-y workable and 
what we are looking for most in a system is a tool — a real 








performance evaluation system should be a management. and an 
employee tool where an employee knows what’s expected of them 
and when we are sitting down to evaluate performance we are 
doing that on the basis of what goals were set for then. 
Earlier they know what their expectation was, you know what 
their expectation was and you can came to sam reasonable 
conclusion about their performance. So this legislation 
certainly moves this ahead on my agenda, it’s been on the agenda 
since I arrived and I'm very pleased to be here at this point in 
time. 7 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Tt won't have any impact on the existing structure but the 
whole point in not using the performance evaluation as a 
disciplinary program is to try to make it work better. I think 
if we’re going ask an employee to do an honest self evaluation, 
if it can be used against him I‘m sure they're going to say I'm 
strong, I’m grate on everything and likewise @ supervisor would 
be hesitant to be critical when they should b2 for fear that I 
really like this individual and I don’t want to hurt them. I 
want it to work well and I want everyone to be open and honest 
and that’s why that’s here but nonetheless you still would 
contime to have whatever disciplinary process we have. 


Ms. Parees: 


I think it does impact in the sense that it provides 
balance and an opportunity. ALL of us are more likely to | 
Provide that criticism than we are to provide the praise and 
balance which I think is important.

Sister Cities 
Association in Pittsburgh only began about 
four years ago, it was through a previous 
Administration, and it is an all volunteer 
organization that tries to do its best to 
Promote international understanding 
between citizens of Pittsburgh and people 
in foreign countries. We are a member 
organization of Sister Cities Intemational, 
which was set up by Dwight Eisenhower 
back in the 1950s as this umbrella 
organization over the Sister City 
relationships that many cities have with 
foreign countries. So, when I go to 
conventions of Sister Cities International I 
am amazed by the connections that have 
happened, the incredible exchange 
programs that are in progress with other 
cities. 


We see the Russian baseball 
players finally coming in. 


The City of Omiya, Japan, which 
was just up here, has brought to us a 
wonderful soccer team, which has played 
our best to a tie, and they bring to us 
essentially world class soccer. Also in 
Soccer we have this team, Siberyachka, 
they are from Siberia, from Krasnoyarsk 
region, and they are world class as well, 
several of their players are Olympians. 
They have played Indiana University, 
Seton Hill University, California 
University, Washington and Jefferson so 
far, and there has not been any contest yet 
really. They will be playing our Olympic 
Development Team at the end of this 
tenure. So, they have brought to us world 





class soccer that none of our women have 
really witnessed to this level. 


I would like to especially thank 
them for their patience with this young 
tournament, we’re only two years old in 
this effort to get kids homestayed in 
peoples’ farailies. That is the magic of the 
Sister City exchanges. These kids, these 
people are actually brought into the homes 
of people in the Pittsburgh community. 


I want to congratulate Moon 
Township for hosting the Japanese kids. I 
want to congratulate North Allegheny and 
Mt. Lebanon for hosting the Russian 
baseball players. I want to congratulate 
the South Fayette community for hosting 
the Irish kids who will be here next week. 
I want to congratulate the Oakmont 
community for hosting the Bosnian kids 
that are coming here.

We will go right down the row 
here. Councilman Onorato, Councilman 
O’Connor. 
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Mr. Onorato: 


Yes, I first want to make a motion 
for a public hearing to be held regarding 
Tenant Council’s election in Northview 
Heights and the role that HUD is playing. 
Before I ask for a second on that, let me 
just point out that I was at a meeting as the 
independent observer, along with several 
other observers, and there were at least 90 
People at this meeting, and I could say, 
over half of them requested the public 
hearing, and I told them I would save them 
the trouble of going out and getting 
Petitions and just make the motion today. 
So, if I could have a second on that, I 
would appreciate it. 


MR. UDIN seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 


It has been moved and seconded. 
Is that a televised public hearing? 


Mr. Onorato: 

Televised, too. 
The Chair: 

Very good. Any other discussion. 
Mr. Onorato: 

"And discussion on the motion now. 

The Chair: 

Councilman Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


Mr. President, real quick. You 
might have read in some of the local 











papers today. It is a very complicated 
issue, but it really comes down to one 
important issue, and that is the integrity of 
the electoral process. And no matter what 
you read or hear, I am not taking sides of 
either group up there, all is I want to make 
sure is that the names that are on the 
ballots remain on the ballots and that there 
is a true observer of the election and 
whoever wins would be the recognized 
group. But, there is a lot of shenanigans 
going on and there is the possibility that 
names are going to be petitioned to be 
removed. And, I have to admit, with the 
history of HUD locally, I am very 
concerned, because they have played a 
role, a critical role in disrupting the 
neighborhoods in an electoral process. 
And, I noticed in a quote in today’s paper 
from HUD, they said I was being 
unrealistic because they do not have the 
manpower to observe an election, yet at 
the same time it was there letter and local 
HUD that directed the Mayor and directed 
Stanley Lowe and the Housing Authority 
and told them who they have to recognize 
and how to run this election. On one hand 
they are dictating what to do, on the other 
hand they are saying they don’t want to 
monitor it. You can’t have it both ways. 
All is we want to make sure is that it is a 
fair election. 


And, I think a public hearing is 
important because I would like to bring 
my colleagues up to speed on what is 
happening because there is a good chance I 
might be coming forward with some 
legisiation directing our Law Department 
to help us and fight HUD if they refuse to 
help us. Thank you. 
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The Chair: 


Thank you very much. Look 
forward to the public hearing. 


I just want to make it clear, as Vice 
Chairman of the Board of the Housing 
Authority. We have been proceeding over 
the last year with some very important 
community-based elections, I know 
Councilman Udin participated in an 
observer status within his own community, 
and I think it has proceeded well. There is 
a very clear, not confusing, legal stipulated 
guideline by HUD relative to what those 
election procedures should be, and it is up 
to the Board of the Housing Authority of 
the City of Pittsburgh, not to recognize or 
give credence, or credibility to any 
election procedure that generated some 
bogus election. And, that is not going to 
be the case, at least not while I am on the 
Board. I think I have expressed that in the 
past regarding the Northview Heights 
situation. If there is going to be indeed an 
election November 30th, or whatever the 
date is, it has to be per the HUD stipulated 
guidelines, and it appears, at least on the 
surface, from what I have been hearing 
from the community, that that is not the 
case right now in the Northview Heights 
situation. And, if that is the case, that it’s 
not being followed appropriately, then I 
for one on the Board will not move to 
recognize as credible any such election. 


So, I look forward to the public 
hearing, I don’t know if it’s going to help 
or hurt, but J think it can only help 
hopefully to clarify this situation and make 
it sure to HUD that we have a bona fide 
Board here, corporate Board of the 
Housing Authority, and we have a 
precedent where a number of other 
neighborhood groups have gone through 
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the election procedure based on a specific 
HUD Circular guideline that this Board of 
the Housing Authority is following. 


Tt appears as though from your 
comments in the paper and my 
conversation with you, that that is not 
being followed in Northview Heights, and 
if that is the case, then it is incumbent 
upon the Board of the Housing Authority 
not to recognize any such election and do 
whatever we need to do to impress upon — 


Mr. Onorato: 
J appreciate that. 
The Chair: 


~ or any other authority. You 
certainly have my commitment relative to 
that. 


Mr. Onorato: 


And, I just want to add, just to give 
my colleagues a taste of what happened. 
Being the independent observer, I was 
shocked on what I observed up there, 
especially all of us being elected officials 
and believing in the integrity of the 
electoral process. There were bylaws 
handed out, and I would just like to read 
three sentences in these bylaws, it’s 
unbelievable. This was handed out as the 
rules for this election, that I was told HUD 
sanctioned, along with the current power 
that have the Chair, any person/tenant of 
Northview Heights community that is or 
has had any affiliation with any 
organization that represents a conflict of 
interest to the purpose of this organization, 
cannot hold any position or office on a 
board or committee within Northview 
Heights Tenant Council, Incorporated, or 
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the community for the duration of their 
tenancy in Northview. This goes to free 
speech. What they are saying is you can’t 
criticize somebody that’s in office because 
you will then not be allowed to run for 
office or hold office, and if HUD is 
sanctioning this — if I am not mistaken, 
Mr. Cisneros was accused about a year ago 
in Califomia of trying to prosecute 
individuals that criticized what was going 
on in public housing. Well, they beter 
wake up down there, just because you live 
in public housing doesn’t mean you give 
up your right of free speech, We are 
allowed to criticize anyone and anyone is 
allowed to speak out and not be punished 
for their freedom of speech. And, this 
clause was just outrageous. And, this was 
just one example of what was happening 
that night, and somebody tried to question 
this and they ruled out of order and the 
meeting was adjoumed immediately. So 
they would not answer this. 


So that gives you an idea of what I 
observed, and 1 just want to get to the 
bottom of this because it is very scary 
what is happening. We have a community 
with almost 3,000 people, and all of you 
know the hundreds of thousands of dollars 
that go through these communities and the 
Tenant Councils play a critical role of how 
it is spent, and I think the Tenant Council 
has to have legitimacy of the majority in 
that neighborhood or nothing is going to 
happen. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Udin. 
Mr. Udin: 


As you know, Mr. President, the 
Sixth Council District contains the 











majority of public housing in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and we recently underwent two 
difficult elections, one in Allequippa and 
one in Bedford Dwellings, but they came 
out victoriously because there was an 
independent committee that controlled the 
election process and assured a fair and just 
election. 


The history in Northview Heights 
is such a long and contentious history and 
unity within that commumity is so 
important, not only for that community but 
it is also important to the other public 
housing communities around Pittsburgh 
who look forward to their membership and 
their leadership within the public housing 
community in Pittsburgh. There are so 
many important decisions that people who 
live in public housing in Pittsburgh have 
to make that we just cannot afford to allow 
this almost contrived and deliberate 
confrontation between these communities 
to continue. 


Now, I have to say that in defense 
of HUD in the examples of Bedford 
Dwellings and Allequippa Terrace. They 
played a very constructive role, they 
played a helpful role, and J think that if 
people are able to sit down and talk in a 
non-confrontational setting, I think that 
they can and will play a constructive role 
in this situation. 


Jam not a member of the council 
district of the Northview Heights 
community, but if there is anything that 
myself or any of the other Six Council 
District Tenant Council Presidents, I think, 
could contribute to this process that would 
be healing and helpful, { am sure they 
would be willing. It is a very important 
community and I would surely hope that it 
is finally resolved and we can all unify

behind the leadership that that community 
selects, 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. I will 
Provide each Member with a copy of the 
HUD Circular explaining the specific 
procedures and the criteria that is to be 
used relative to both the nomination 
process, the election process, the issue of 
the independent observer, and things of 
this nature. It is clear already from what I 
have read, and have been informed by my 
colleague Mr. Onorato, that these 
Procedures are not being properly 
followed, the bylaws are just one example. 
Former employees currently involved in 
litigation, is not — good, bad, or 
indifferent, is mot considered an 
independent observer. There are a host of 
fesources out there, whether it be the 
Pittsburgh Mediation Center, or as 
Councilman Udin spoke about, others that 
have been requested for support in other 
contentious elections in Council District 6. 
So, we know how to do it. And, this is a 
kind of situation where we have got to 
move on. I mean it is just depressing, and 
we have spoken about this at the Housing 
Authority Board Meeting, at 2 time when 
we are even questioning about whether or 
not we are going to exist in terms of 
federally funded support, we still have 
these kind of Mickey Mouse arguments 
going on in the community, and if we can 
learn one thing about yesterday’s theme 
from the march, let’s try to get focused on 
what the important issues are right now 
confronting our communities, and I would 
hope that some of that spirit will go up in 
the Northview Heights from yesterday and 
Start — kind of get the eyes woken up a 
little: bit, because we may very well not 
have publicly supported housing in this 
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country in the next year and a half and we 
are fighting 2 ridiculous battle based on 
the call to the personality up in Northview 
Heights, and it is just mind boggling. We 
need to move on. And, I can assure you 
the Housing Authority Board is not going 
to recognize any bogus election up there, 
and it is clear that that is what we have so 
far. 


Councilman, © 
Mr. Onorato: 


First I want to thank Councilman 
Udin for his offer, and hopefully through 
the public hearing, if any individuals from 
some of the tenant organizations that he 
Tepresents, they might want to at least 
come down here and observe the public 
hearing to hear what is happening. 


But, I want to point out, too, 
obviously he and I differ on the mule of 
HUD and our experiences with HUD. 
But, I did call on Mr. Ed Moses, the 
Deputy — 


The Chair: 

Well, I think the Counciiman made 
the point that at HUD in the two elections 
they were constructive and helpful. 

Mr. Onorato: 

1 understand, and I am saying my 
experience so far has been total destruction 
on the North Side. 

The Chair: 


Tunderstand. 





Mr. Onorato: 


I talked with Ed Moses, the Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of the Office of 
Community Relations’ involvement with 
HUD in Washington, D. C., he said on the 
phone to me that the clause is blatantly 
unconstitutional and should be removed. I 
also have been talking with Paul LaMarca, 
and I sent a letter to Paul LaMarca 
yesterday detailing the three particular 
problems that J observed, the one I already 
commented on, but the other one, they 
were going to use independent election 
machines, which we are all familiar with, 
but there was supposedly a subcommittee 
that agreed to not only eliminate the 
machines, they are now going to vote with 
paper ballots in a box held in one of the 
Persons running for office — 


The Chair: 
No, that’s just not going to happen. 
Mr. Onorato: 


That’s where she is going to 
maintain the election. And, on top of that 
she was allowed to chair the nominating 
committee that put the names on the ballot 
instead of an independent observer. 


These were just some of the things 
1 observed. 


The Chair: 
J understand. 
Mr. Onorato: 
The letter went out to Mr. 


LaMarca, I cc’d in Mr. Moses, I co’d in 
Mr. Stanley Lowe, and J talked with ali 











these individuals over the last week trying 
to get cooperation, and I have to say I am 
very disappointed, I even talked with a 
Jacqueline Thompson of the local HUD 
Office, asking the day of the election to 
send a local HUD person up there just to 
observe it with me, and they did not do it, 
they would not send a local representative 
and they would have seen it for 
themselves. 


The Chair: 


Well, we look forward to the 
public hearing and we will be addressing 
that. 


Mr. Onorato: 


And if you could have that as soon 
as possible, but the election is scheduled 
for November 30th. 


The Chair: 


We will schedule it as soon as we 
can legally meet the public notification 
requirement. 


Mr. Onorato: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Thank you very much. But, I 
would communicate this discussion to 
Director Lowe just so he is apprised, 
obviously he knows a little bit about it. 
And, I will provide all colleagues with a 
copy of the HUD Circular so you 
understand how we have been conducting 
these elections out in the various public 
housing communities. And, this is not 
rocket science, I mean there’s a good way 
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to do it and apparently it is not happening 
in Northview Heights for whatever reason. 


Councilwoman McDonald. 


Ms. McDonald: 
Yes. Thank you, President Ferlo. 


I wanted to introduce a bill that I 
would ask to be introduced under the 
Public Safety Committee for discussion at 
next week’s ~ Wednesday’s Standing 
Committee Meeting, and this is a new one, 
and then I will discuss another bill but it 
won't be 2 bill, it will be an amendment, 
tomorrow. 


But, first, for the new bill, I would 
just like to read, and I think it is very self- 
explanatory. The bill reads as such: 


WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
is experiencing a significant shortfall in 
the overall budget, amounting to millions 
of dollars for operating expenses. 


WHEREAS, the Mayor is the sole 
bargaining agent for the City of Pittsburgh 
for the Collective Bargaining Agreement 
between the City and Fratemal Order of 
Police, Fort Pitt Lodge No. 1. 


WHEREAS, City Council 
approves the operating and capital expense 
budgets which are impacted by contractual 
agreements as well as administrative 
policy with financial impact. 


WHEREAS, City Council 
Members have received complaints of and 
recommendations in reform of police 
policy. 
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WHEREAS, Administration is in 
the process of reforming various policies 
and procedures to reduce the budget deficit 
and to make the City Court System more 
cost efficient and more accommodating to 
civilians. 


WHEREAS, the estimated cost in 
police overtime in 1995, by year end will 
be seven million six hundred and thirty 
thousand dollars. Court time continues to 
make up 50 percent of overtime. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh makes the following 
recommendations to the Administration to 
become effective immediately or by 
January, 1996: 


1. Significantly reduce police 
court overtime by: 


a. Scheduling reform, by hiring a 
calendar control clerk who would be 
responsible to the Public Safety Director 
and Public Safety Financial Analyst. This 
person shall make every effort to schedule 
police officers for court time during their 
duty and not on their pass days as has been 
the pattern. 


b. Hiring an individual whose 
charge it is to review and approve witness 
lists of the number of officers to appear in 
court, particularly in evaluating the 
constable list at pretrial. Which is a 
subpoena list. 


c. Limiting the number of 
evidence custodians to one or two per case 
or investigation. 
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ds Eliminating Traffic Court 
appearances and possibly having a stand- 
in officer as a full-time liaison. 


e. Expanding Traffic Court hours 
to accommodate the officers’ working 
hours. And I assume it would be for 
Civilians working hours as well. 


f. Officers must call the Calendar 
Control Clerk to request a continuance 
instead of physically appearing to request 
a continuance, and thus incurring 
overtime. 


g Considering contractually 
negotiating a lump sum payment for court 
appearances for the year, as is done in 
other major cities, to better budget and 
control costs. : 


2. Require additional training 
tailored to specific issues and beyond the 
minimum requirements. 


3. Provide incentives for police 
officers to further their education and 
obtain advanced training. 


4. Require yearly physicals at no 
cost to the employees, and mandating a 
feasible set of fitness requirements, A 
fimess requirement would reduce the 
number and nature of job-related injuries, 
and thus overall City cost. 


5. Which is controversial. Require 
yearly random drug testing via urine 
specimen. 


6. Reevaluate how often police 
officers and supervisors are stationed and 
Totated by assignment, to assess the needs 
of becoming familiar of the community 
served, thus making Community Oriented 
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Policing a department wide attitude, 
balanced against birn-out and becoming 
too comfortable in one setting or 
assignment. 

7. Allow commanders to have 
more control of their budget and 
encourage reducing wasted cost. 


8. Substitute civilian clerical 


workers to process paperwork instead of 


police officers, in order to allow for 
greater deployment of those patrol 
officers. 


9. Delineate specific disciplinary 
actions that will be taken for violations of 
Police Code of Conduct and operating 
procedures. The disciplinary process 
should be administered in a manner which 
is more consistent, less subject to 
challenge and less likely to result in no 
discipline or discipline far removed in 
time from the conduct which is the subject 
of the discipline. The discipline system 
should also require greater accountability 
for why discipline is or is not administered 
in each instance of a complaint or 
problem. 


10. Modify the promotion process 
to give more weight to performance ability 
and demonstrated leadership qualities, and 
Jess weight to an examination score. 


11. Establish a Special Events 
Task Force within the police force. These 
officers should receive specialized training 
to better manage large concert events, 
large sporting events, and community- 
wide demonstrations. 


And, lastly. 2. Annual 
performance evaluations are 10 be 
performed by the Commander, as well as 
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an employee self assessment and long term 
goal setting for that employee. 


This legislation is being introduced 
not really to be in controversy but to have 
the proper reforms that are needed within 
the police ranks. 


Why is this being presented? 
Many reasons many of us know, especially 
in Executive Session when we discuss 
dollars, hundreds of thousands of dollars 
being allocated — not being allocated, but 
being spent to settle court cases, litigation, 
in response to an officer’s police 
misconduct and the City has to pay for it 
and the million dollar question is, what 
happened to the officer? And, nine times 
out of ten the answer that P’'ve been given 
is, none, no disciplinary action. 


When I read into the manual as to, 
well, do officers fully understand if you 
have verbal abuse, if you use excessive 
force, if you violate a Code of Conduct of 
your professionalism, what happens? 
And, the answer is, there is no delineation, 
there’s none, it is a very capricious 
process. The only thing that is guaranteed 
to police officers as a protection to them is 
the grievance process, which no one will 
buck that, that is their right to have 
Protection so that they can get fair 
treatment. But, as far as the 
Management’s problem is, well, what is 
discipline, when is it administered; what 
violations get the most heat? No one 
knows. 


We all talked about, and 
Councilman Udin, very eloquently, the 
four female detectives who were basically 
first fired — not all four — but, fired 
because of overtime cards being submitted 
improperly, and yet I see major violations, 
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I mean major violations and which we 
have spent big bucks to settle litigation. 


So, the question is, there’s no 
discipline, there is discipline, it’s just not 
consistent, and J am _ saying to 
Administration that we do need to have 
more consistency in our disciplinary 
process. 


And, the overtime thing is self- 
explanatory. Close to eight million dollars 
by the end of the year. As of September 
10th we have spent almost three million 
dollars in overtime, and I am just 
recommending to Administration through 
some of the pilot initiatives they have 
already gone through, is to keep it up, we 
have to get a hold on our expenditures and 
no one is entitled to excessive overtime. 
This is not an entitlement, this is 
something that is made available to make 
sure that officers are properly compensated 
but it shouldn’t be put in a manner where 
people think they are entitled to it 
automatically. 


What really prompted me to really 
get into this overtime thing is when I had 
an officer, and he is a rookie, just been out 
there, and he told me, hi, I’m so proud to 
be a police officer but I can’t wait to get 
that court overtime. This is what he told 
me, he can’t wait to get court overtime, 
and I’m curious what efforts he is going to 
make in terms of ticket writing or 
whatever to get that court overtime. 


So, it is not something that you 
should go after for money, and this is the 
problem that we are having, and this is 
basically a crux of why I am even 
bothering to introduce this legislation. 
Yes, it’s controversial, no one is 
comfortable with it. But, if we don’t get 








out of that state of denial where nothing’s 
wrong, we can’t do anything. I’ve never — 
I can never fully understand why people 
say we can’t do anything, we don’t have a 
choice. When at home the message is, you 
always have a choice, it is just the matter 
of, are you up to the bat to do something 
about a situation. You always have a 
choice. And, right now we are faced with 
achoice. Do we want to continue to hear 
the complaints, to hear the problems. 


This legislation is not going to 
affect the absolute overwhelming majority 
of our police officers. Most police officers 
do not abuse their Code of Conduct, most 
of them are quite professional, most of 
them I’m just glad to see them out there. 1 
am proud of them, but we have a few bad 
apples that are just making it bad for 
everybody else, and then the whole police 
force is criticized, the absolute whole 
police force. 


So, this legislation is going to get 
to officers who feel that they have gotten 
too comfortable abusing certain systems, 
have not been held accountable, have 
gotten away with too much. It is not going 
to affect the total police force. 


And, to tell you the truth, this 
legislation was built in in talking with 
officers who also feel reform is necessary, 
absolutely necessary because it is not 
going to affect them. It may affect the bad 
apples but it is not going to affect the 
absolute overwhelming majority of our 
police ranks. 


So, again, I would just ask for this 
to be introduced. I look forward to the 
discussion next Wednesday on this, I’m 
sure it will be a lively one. 
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And, lastly, I also was going to 
introduce a bill but instead — it concerns 
police sensitivity training, we will discuss 
it tomorrow. Councilman Cusick had the 
leadership, along with Councilman Udin, 
to introduce legislation addressing training 
of police sensitivity, long overdue in our 
rauks, 


What Councilman Cusick did is, he 
wasn’t rebuffed. I have to take issue with 
Councilman Udin and Cusick’s legislation, 
it really wasn’t rebuffed. Councilman 
Cusick was aware that I had done a lot of 
investigating, a lot of research as to what 
would be good training, what is done now, 
what needs to be done, and I even 
whispered over to Councilman Cohen, 
who also was aware that we need to get 
adequate training, how is it going to be 
done, It was Councilman Cusick who 
politely tabled his legislation so that I 
could bang something forward that was 
broader besed. 


So. at was basically a very nice 
gesture for me to be able to introduce a 
slew of amendments. So, what I am doing 
1s 1 wil! mtroduce this tomorrow as an 
amendment by substitution. And, I have 
talked with Councilman Udin and 
Councilman Cusick, who, again, are very 
forthright on this, | want them to keep that 
on the table, to keep their bill on the table, 
and 1 will just simply amend by 
substitution. 


And, again, I appreciate the gesture 
that both of them afforded me last week, 
so well all be sponsors on this. 


The Chair: 


So, just to clarify, the initial bill 
you spoke about that has been introduced 





today by yourself, will come up next 
Wednesday; the latter bill that you just 
spoke about, you'll untable Mr. Cusick 
and Mr. Udin’s bill and then move to 
make this motion by substitution? 


Ms. McDonald: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 


Thank you. Usually we don’t 
discuss the actual bills when they are 
being introduced but if you want to 
continue the discussion. Councilman Udin 
had his hand up. 


Mr. Udin: 


‘Well, just to point out that in the 
Sixth Council District, we have a complex 
dilemma regarding the police. On the one 
hand, we rely on the police very heavily. 
Many people in the district feel 
imprisoned and terrorized by a lot of the 
criminal activity that happens in the 
district and rely on the police for 
Protection, and so the police are very 
important in that regard. On the other 
hand, our district is probably the source of 
some of the most frequent complaints of 
police abuse. So, we, the leadership, and 
Council, have a delicate balance to try to 
juggle, and hopefully this legislation that 
Councilwoman McDonald has introduced 
will open up an important dialogue on how 
we are going to manage the police force in 
this City. And, I would hope that all 
partners in this dialogue, Council, the 
Mayor’ Office, the Police Department, the 
F.OP., interested community 
organizations, will all see this as a way of 
improving a very important institution that 
plays a very vital role, especially in my 
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community. And, the better managed and 
better run and better trained the Police 
Department, the more beneficial they will 
be able to serve all communities. 


And, I want to thank 
Councilwoman McDonald for introducing 
and opening the dialogue. 


Ms. McDonald: 


And, I may want to say, 
Councilman Udin was out of town at the 
Million Man March yesterday, thank you 
very much for your attendance there, 1 am 
very proud, but he wasn’t available for me 
to discuss this with him beforehand, 
otherwise we probably would have co- 
sponsored this. Because, again, yes, his 
district is very similar to mine in terms of 
the need for police protection and the 
professionalism but we want to make sure 
that it is administered evenhandedly. 


So, I look forward to discussing 
this. And, also, this is not just my bill, I 
would like for it to be all of Council’s bill; 
in fact, I was looking for people to have 
this co-sponsored yesterday but no one 
was around, and like I said, that’s a 
problem. But, yes, Councilman Udin was 
busy. So, thank you. 


The Chair: 


Just in response to one thing, 
Councilman Udin. We as a legislative 
body don’t actually manage the police 
force, as you know. 


And, I look forward to the 
discussion on the resolution; however, I do 
think that a lot of the Bill of Particulars 
you read off needs to be the context of a 
formal budget discussion, both within 
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Public Safety/Police Bureau, Public 
Safety/Admin., as well as within the 
Magistrate’s Court. I think you have 
given kind of a laundry list of different 
issues that I believe the Administration 
bad been working on to some extent. 


I think the budget proceedings 
coming up in just a few short weeks, I 
think, provide a good framework for some 
formal discussion, rather than us just 
passing the resolution; it may pass and 
we're not clear what the outcome is going 
to be. So, regardless of the discussion 
next Wednesday, I hope that the respective 
chairs from the various committees, 
especially Councilman Cohen in Public 
Safety, I think there is a good outline here 
to have the context of the discussion with 
the Administration on the management 
issues in the Police Bureau. 


Councilman Cusick, is this on the 
same issue? 


Mr. Cusick: 


Yes, it is. In regards to the 
diversity — the cultural diversity training, I 
just’ want to thank you for your 
amendments and I look forward to the 
dialogue at tomorrow’s meeting. 


I would like to just make a brief 
comment in regards to an article last week 
and I take special exception to, it was 
written by Mr. Belko in regards to the 
piece of legislation that 1 offered in 
regards to this issue, and the article stated 
that I was — or this body did not support 
my legislation, and I just want to say that 
that was not the case. I was never 
contacted by the Post Gazette or Mr. Belko 
to respond to any of why I did what I did 
in tabling the bill last week. This Council 
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I think very much supports some type of 
taining, that our police receive some type 
of additional training and I think it was 
just very irresponsible of Mr. Belko to 
even — for not contacting me before going 
ahead and writing the article he did and 
making this body look as though it did not 
want to do anything in regards to this 
issue. 


So, I just wanted to state that. 


The Chair: 


Very good. I thought you were 
going to put a plug in for the Tribune 
Review or something. 


Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


; I also want to commend Valerie 
McDonald on her hard work in putting 
these two bills forward, it obviously shows 
a great deal of investigation and work on 
it, and I am sure that it will lead to a 
spirited discussion, both in the regular 
Council meetings but also in the budget 
hearings, I think that this will really kick 
that off. 


I have another issue, Mr. President, 
if that would be in order. 


The Chair: 
Very good. 


I would also ask, though, that some 
of the issues — you know, we had begun to 
discuss some of the issues in the budget, 
some are meetings, and I would ask that 
the Budget Officer also be present relative 
to some of this discussion, in addition to 
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the management of the Police Bureau 
folks. 


Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you. I would like to make a 
statement about a specific case, and that is 
the Jonny Gammage case. As Public 
Safety Chairman on City Council, I am 
calling for a full and complete 
investigation of all police officers involved 
in the tagic death of Jonny Gammage. 
Even though his death did not occur in the 
custody of the Pittsburgh Police, it did 
occur in the City of Pittsburgh and we now 
know from the Coroner’s report yesterday, 
the Assistant Coroner’s report, that Mr. 
Gammage died of pressure to the neck and 
upper chest; in other words, he died of 
strangulation or suffocation. Pittsburgh 
Homicide officials must conduct a 
thorough investigation, along with Federal 
officials of everyone involved in this case, 
including Brentwood, Whitehall and/or 
Baldwin Police Officers. If, and I do 
repeat, if, it turns out that this young man 
was the victim of criminal behavior, 
murder, then those responsible should be 
prosecuted to the fullest extent of the law. 
And, I also urge, and we have no legal 
authority over them in this instance, but I 
also urge the officials of Brentwood, 
Whitehall and Baldwin to suspend these 
police officers involved until the 
investigation is completed. 


I want to know exactly what 
happened in the early moming hours on 
Saw Mill Run last Thursday. I don’t want 
to see anything swept under the rug. If we 
as Public Safety officials are to maintain 
the public trust, then we must eam that 
tust, and that means standing for tough 
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justice against all criminals, no matter 
what side of the biue line they’re on. 


So, I want to commend the 
Pittsburgh Homicide and the Federal 
FBI. officials for stepping in to 
investigate, and I look forward to a full 
and complete investigation of that case. 
We have got to get to the bottom of that 
tragedy. 


The Chair: 


Yes. Thank you very much. IJ 
would like to suggest, however, as to kind 
of embellish your point, I think we should 
form — and I know I read in the paper this 
morning that the F.B.L had initiated some 
activity. I would like to go on record and 
ask that we formally ask both the U. S. 
Attomey and the F.B.1., as a matter of 
public request, for a formal review and 
investigation report back. 


I am not going to make any 
characterizations about what happened, I 
don’t know, but obviously it is an 
extremely alarming and upsetting situation 
that occurred. And, you made a comment 
about whether or not our City Police were 
or were not involved, I really don’t know 
the answer to that question. I read some 
articles, I don’t know if those questions 
have been asked or if they have been 
answered. It was within the City 
Municipality boundaries. I don’t know 
who was present, I don’t even want to 
characterize whether or not our officers 
‘were or were not present. 


But, 1 think the whole aura, what 
has happened, and just the prima facie 
situation we are dealing with right now, I 
think it is very important that we ask for a 
formal review in addition to and outside of 





our own Homicide Bureau. I realize they 
have a responsibility but I think, quite 
frankly, we should ask for a formal — we 
should back up the F.B.I. and ask for the 
formal review, and I also think we should 
communicate directly to the U. S. 
Attorney. I think there are too many 
instances that have happened in our City, 
unfortunately, over the last many years, 
and I do not want to have to recount all the 
incidents that have come up, but this is just 
a really bad situation. I am very skeptical 
about some of the police conduct in some 
of these smaller boroughs and 
municipalities and I just do not want an 
“old boy” network to be working out there, 
to be quite frank. And, I would ask that 
we formally do what you have suggested 


Mr. Cohen: 


Yes. I base my discussion about 
the outlying bureaus on the reports that 
have come in, none of those reports have 
said that Pittsburgh Police Officers were 
involved, but obviously the investigation 
should cover everything, every fact, 
uncover every stone, every piece of 
evidence. 


So, obviously I did not want to 
exclude Pittsburgh Police Officers if they 
were, in fact, involved, but we have no 
Teports that they were involved. 


As far as making a formal request, 
I would like to do that. The FBI. — my 
understanding is the F.B.I. has stepped in 
and started an investigation but I think we 
should call — make it a formal request and 
call on the U. S. Attomey’s Office to 
handle this investigation. 
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So, I would like to make that as a 
motion. 


The Chair: 

Is there a second? 
MR. CUSICK seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 


Any other discussion? 
favor? 


All in 


WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 
Other comments? 


Why don’t we formally ask for a 
resolution. I know Councilman Udin had 
circulated this letter, the Councilman is 
requesting to be an appointed 
representative from the legislative body to 
the Youth — the Crime Prevention 
Council, chaired by our U. S. Attorney Mr. 
Thieman and our Mayor, and I would like 
to ask in addition to this letter from 
Councilman Udin, we just do it by formal 
resolution, so that there will be a formal 
communication. 


Mr. Udin:

Performance Audit to formed by the City 
Controller’s Office of the City of 
Pittsburgh School District, the Public 
School System, and I would — 

The Chair: 


We have a motion to amend, 
second it 


Mr. O’Connor: 

Second for discussion. 
The Chair: 

Mr. O’Connor, for discussion. 
Now, discussion on the amendment, albeit 
ill-advised amendment. Councilwoman 
McDonald. 
Ms. McDonald: 


Oh, come on, Jimmy. 
early, we need some. 


It’s too 


The Chair: 


Excuse me, does everyone have the 
amendment? Mr. Ricciardi needs a copy. 


Councilwoman McDonald. 
Ms. McDonald: 


Yes. Though philosophically 
opposed to such a resolution for the same 
reasons -- and I would ask for the 
transcripts and just to please bring my 
comments forward from last Wednesday’s 
Standing Committee Meeting. 


(REMARKS-—-SEE ADDENDUM) 
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Ms. McDonald: 


But, I would ask my colleagues to 
consider the amendment separately. 
philosophically opposed to this for the 
Teasons that I said last week, we’re out of 
our jurisdiction. I think there are some 
legal ramifications. If the School District 
does go to court about this, the tax payers 
ultimately will bear the burden for this 
locking of the ram horns that is occurring, 
that will occur. There is no written 
opinion by the Solicitor’s Office, which I 
did ask for, I asked for an independent 
opinion by the City Solicitor’s Office, and, 
of course, I believe that our City 
Solicitor’s Office and that Department has 
no interest in this whole issue. But, I have 
not received anything to date. 


The amendments basically are such 
that the City of Pittsburgh has no cost 
incurred to them as a separate governing 
entity, that this cost be fully assumed by 
the School District, if, indeed, there would 
be an audit, and I am sure that there would 
be additional cost. 


And, as it reads: There shall be no 
cost incurred to the City of Pittsburgh, 
including research and printing of the 
report. As the Pittsburgh Board of 
Education is a separate governing and 
taxing legislative body, it shall assume the 
entire financial cost of this Performance 
Audit And, I believe if the School 
District wants to pay for this, so be it, but 
it should not be paid for by the City of 
Pittsburgh. We have our own problems. 


Number Two: The Office of the 
City Controller shall enjoin a third-party, 
such as the Pennsylvania Economy 
League, or another organization whose 
expertise is in public education, mutually 








agreed upon by the Pittsburgh Board of 
Education and the Office of the City 
Controller to conduct the Performance 
Audit. Because I do not believe that there 
is expertise in our City Controller’s Office 
to perform an audit on an educational 
institutional as such: That is like them 
going in and auditing the University of 
Pittsburgh or a certain department. If there 
is no expertise there, then the expertise bas 
to be added to the table, and that is with a 
third-party. And, I believe that if this 
audit —- and we are all in agreement in the 
spirit of a Performance Audit, no one is in 
disagreement that there is no need for an 
audit. There is a need for an andit, sure 
there is. I think all departments are in 
need of an audit. But, I think the dilemma 
is, is we have to have a fair and realistic 
assessment and the expertise has to be at 
the table. 


Now, I would ask that the one 
paragraph be deleted, and that reads: 
Whereas the recent tax increase levied by 
the School District in Pittsburgh in 1993, 
directly impacted the quality of life of all 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh and 
threatens the City’s ability to survive by 
driving the tax rate up so high, that it 
threatens the City’s economic viability by 
driving residents out of the City. And, last 
week I had said that that was inflammatory 
Janguage, it was not necessary to be 
included in this resolution, or in this bill, 
and it does not take away from the 
continuity of the wording, of the flow of it. 
So, 1 would just ask for that to be deleted. 


And, lastly, to say this, if these 
amendments are approved by my 
colleagues, I will be happy to vote for this 
resolution. Because I think it would be — 
as I said, if all parties are in the same spirit 
of things, the City Controller’s Office, 
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Council, the School Board, that we had the 
expertise at the table, I think it could be 
very enlightening. It could be more 
helpful than hurtful. But, I just want to 
make sure it is done right. And, I do not 
think that we should proceed and 
somebody else is governing — that is like 
us putting out some resolution that we 
definitely want the County to do this or 
that, and they will tell us very quickly and 
very firmly, it’s none of your business. 
And, I just wonder why we keep at the 
School Board, maybe it is that they do not 
flex enough muscle to say, hey, stay out of 
our business, it’s none of your business. 
But, it does not happen. 


What concerns me is that we do 
not have Performance Audits of all of our 
departments. It was very clear that the 
Police Department, I am not sure if the 
whole Public Safety Bureau has been 
audited at all, and how come it has not 
been. How come we are proceeding 
outside of our jurisdiction before we have 
even taken care of our own departments as 
far as a Performance Audit. So, that is a 
question that I have. Shouldn’t we have 
all of our departments audited before we 
Proceed outside? I am still not aware of 
what prompts an audit. What causes an 
audit. Is it a knee-jerk reaction? Are we 
in a reactionary mode, or should we be ina 
Proactive mode? A proactive mode would 
be to engage in dialogue, an ongoing 
dialogue with the school system, to 
understand what their problems are and 
how they run, and they need to understand 
us, too. Now, that is what I would call 
proactive. But, because a problem 
happens and that prompts an audit, to me 
that is very reactionary, and we have 10 
teally get out of that mode. 

Litigation is still an issue. Even 
though we pass this, if it goes to litigation, 





ultimately it is going to cost the tax payers 
money, and I will be very vocal and very 
adamant that we pull out immediately 
before we incur not one additional dollar 
to tax payers, who probably could care 
less. A lot of people are just like, hey, you 
know, if we don’t like the way the school 
Tuns, we'll vote the board out, and they'll 
change the Superintendent. 


The bottom line is this, until we 
clean up our own house and get our act 
together — I mean the City is in more of a 
deficit than the School Board is. 1 mean, 
nine million compared to over 30 million. 
I think we have a lot of housecleaning to 
take care of ourselves, and I do not want 
us to go looking for cobwebs in somebody 
else’s house when we got like monster 
dust balls rolling around in our own house. 
T think we have to sweep up our own dust 
balls before we go looking for someone 
else’s. 


And, lastly, I want to say, if we 
keep 
— continue into the studies, we want a 
study on this, what is looming before us is 
still a Disparity Study. Because the 
School Board had taken it upon 
themselves to conduct a Disparity Study. 
And, I would caution my colleagues, there 
is a large sentiment out there that this 
needed, to make sure that we have fair and 
equitable distribution of contracts, 
employment, et cetera. It would cost the 
City tax payers money, but if we want to 
get into studies — now, I am leaning more 
towards, if we want to really do a study, I 
will propose a Disparity Study, and I can 
guarantee you, you will have lots of people 
down here asking for that, but I have been 
holding off because I think right now we 
are not in a financial position to spend any 
more money. We basicaliy just have to 
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balance everything and make sure we do 
not do a disservice to the tax payers in 
cutting of too many services or too many 
employees. 


So, again, I just ask for caution. 
These amendments 1 think would make 
this resolution very palatable to all parties 
and it could be more helpful than hurtful. 
But, without these amendments, it sounds 
like ultimately the tax payers are the ones 
that are going to get the short end of the 
Stick. 


The Chair: 


Thank you. Having introduced 
this, I would like to just respond quickly. 1 
will credit my colleague, Councilwoman 
McDonald, with a very articulate 
obfuscation completely of the intent as 
well as the issues involved in this 
resolution. This is not about school 
choice, this is not about attacking public 


education, it is not about any of that. - 


Purely and simple it is about a traditional 
Performance Audit of a very large 
institution. Legally the School Controller, 
under State Law, is the — the City 
Controller is legally the State — under 
State Law, the School Board Controller, as 
the Councilwoman knows. A Performance 
Audit I think would be helpful. The City 
Controller’s Office has expertise in a 
broad range of areas regarding the 
Performance Audit issues, whether it be 
facilities management, whether it be area 
of procurement of goods and services, 
whether it be the bidding procedures at the 
School Board, personnel maters, utilities, 
transportation, food service. 


There is 2 whole broad range of 
issues very similar to Public Works and 
Environmental Services and General 








Services and the whole gamut of 
departments within City Government that I 
think could benefit. That kind of 
Performance Audit Review would be 
beneficial for such a large institution. I 
think it is proper, it is legal, it is 
appropriate and it is timely for the City 
Controller/School Controller to move into 
that area and perform a public service, not 
only for the benefit of the Board, but for 
the kind of public review that is needed, as 
typical with the Post Gazette, typical 
bashing of the City Controller’s Office in 
the editorial. We have a Controller for the 
last seven years that has done a number of 
important audits, not only of a fiscal 
nature, I know they have done 50 fiscal 
audits with a formal 419 
recommendations of a fiscal nature. They 
have done 43 Performance Audits in the 
last seven years, that we have received 
copies of, those 43 Performance Audits 
have 1127 formal recommendations that 
have been made to Mayor Caliguiri, as 
long as I have been here, to Mayor 
Masloff and now to Mayor Murphy. 
Uniformly and overwhelming, the vast 
majority of those recommendations have 
helped the Administration and the 
directors of various departments. I think 
the same principle I am trying to apply 
relative to the School Board. It is not — I 
think that last week’s discussion got off 
into a tangent on a lot of other social 
policy issues, certainly ‘all of us have 
respective feelings about — good, bad or 
indifferent, about the performance of the 
school system and a whole broad range of 
issues. But, to me that really is not what I 
am getting at. And, I am not asking for a 
political audit, I am asking for a 
Performance Audit. And, I think, 
unfortunately, we have obfuscated the 
issue with all kinds of other social policy 
issues relative 10 our emotional feelings, 





factual or otherwise, about perception of 
the school system here in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and that is not what the intent 
of the resolution is. 


As far as the amendments, they 
completely gut the bill, and I would ask 
my two colleagues, Mr. O’Connor and 
Councilwoman McDonald, to please vote 
no on the bill and argue it out. But, the 
amendments, you may as well just 
completely gut and table the resolution 
because they completely undermine the 
intent, the purpose and the spirit of why I 
have offered the resolution in the first 
place. 


Other response? Mr. O’Connor, 
and then we will go down the line. 


Mr. O’Conner: 


I do not understand the last 
comments. I supported Ms. McDonald’s 
theory. We're asking who — last week’s 
meeting there was no, how much is it 
going to cost, who’s going to pay for it — 


The Chair: 


Well, let me just address that 
clearly, because this is another issue that is 
factually just a false one. 


I mean we have an existing payroll 
in the City Controller’s Office, not only 
fiscal auditors of 15 staff people out at the 
School Board that are part of the School 
Board’s budget, we fund — a couple 
million dollars a year funds the Office of 
the City Controller. There are a number of 
Performance Auditors within the existing 
City payroll. Now, you could argue there 
are opportunity costs, but there are no 
direct costs. We already have on the 





payroll the expertise and the involvement 
of professional staff, CPAs and the like, 
that would do it. It is a question of re- 
prioritizing in the Controller’s Office what 
kinds of audits they are going to be doing. 
But, I mean this thing about — talking 
about money and all that. And, what kind 
of comment is it that the first thing out of 
Mr. Stefanko’s mouth at the School Board 
is, we're going to sue, we're going to go to 
court. I mean what is that? We are talking 
about a Performance Audit and he is 
talking about going to court. I mean, 
come on, wake up out there. 


Mr. O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, is it clear? At least I wasn’t 
made clear last week, that it was going to - 
- no additional cost. Now, if that is the 
case ~ 


The Chair: 
There is no additional cost. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, that wasn’t made clear last 
week. So, I would support — as long as we 
are not going out and hiring five auditors 
to come in and do this -- 


The Chair: 


Tam asking — the spirit of this 
resolution is to re-prioritize the City 
Controiler’s Performance Audits and also 
to conduct a Performance Review at the 
School Board with the resources that are at 
the disposal of the ~ 
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Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, I think our intention is no 
extra Cost to the City tax payer. So, that is 
basically how I read this in our 
amendment. In other words, we're not 
incurring any more cost, or if it would be, 
the School Board would have to pay for it. 


The Chair: 


But, the purpose of this resolution 
is to obfuscate the issue and defeat the 
intent of the resolution. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, I don’t think so, because I 
talked to some School Board Members 
and they were at first quite upset, why are 
you trying to do our job, when you have 
your own problems, as Ms. McDonald just 
said, but after you explained it to them and 
talk with them, I don’t think their closed 
mind to it. I don’t think we should address 
— if we go in as a cooperative effort and a 
good spirit with the School Board and do 
this Performance Audit, which everybody 
agrees ~ and I think most of them agree it 
would be useful, and it can work out. If 
we shove it down their throats, no matter 
what comes out of it, they can throw it in 
the wastebasket. 


The Chair: 


I am suggesting, Councilman 
O’Connor, that we not do anything as a 
Legislative Body, other than direct the re- 
prioritization of the Controller’s Office to 
do a Performance Audit. I don’t want to 
be involved -- I have no role of function 
telative to this issue, it is between the 
CPAs and the Performance Audit staff of 
the Controller. If he wants to recruit in- 








kind services of appropriate Performance 
Audit expertise from the university 
community or from the Economy League, 
as I mentioned last week, I would 
welcome that, but I do not think we should 
be involved in any way in this issue. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, we’re stating that, saying that 
we would support the resolution if you 
would do it. 


The Chair: 


I do not want your support for the 
resolution because you are working to 
undermine the resolution. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


I do not think we are, I think we 
are trying to make it work. I mean there 
are ways to make things work or there are 
ways to fight and make lasting enemies 
out of the School Board. You said, agree, 
and if you read Part Two, we’re suggesting 
the Economy League, or someone such as 
them. We left that very open-minded. As 
you said last week, the university 
community. Finding a problem is one 
thing, agreeing on a problem is another. 
So, if we agreed there’s a problem and 
there’s a waste, then it can be solved. 
Well, who’s going to solve the problem? 


The Chair: 


My only point, Mr. O’Connor, and 
J will close, is that, I trust and I have faith 
in the Office of the City Controller and 
Mr. Flaherty, as an elected official, to 
conduct a proper Performance Review. 
The first step in a Performance Audit is 2 
formal dialogue with the administration at 
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the School Board regarding the breadth of 
review that will be undertaken. So, there 
are whole series of steps that professional 
Performance Auditors go through relative 
to structuring a Performance Audit 
Review, and the first thing is a direct 
dialogue meeting with the administration 
at the Schoo] Board and I assume the ~ 


Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, have we asked the School 
Board if they would cooperate in this? 


The Chair: 


‘We are directing -- the intent of our 
resolution is to direct under the Home 
Rule Charter, the Office of the City 
Controller to conduct a Performance 
Audit How that bappens is really the 
prerogative and the discretion — 


Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, that is the trouble with 
government, they just say, here, do 
something, and then later we find out all 
the problems. We’re trying to solve some 
of the problems. 


The Chair: 


I thought Mr. Flaherty made it 
clear, who came to the table, that he took 


* the intent and the spirit of the resolution to 


task and that he would, following adoption 
of this, he would move as are the 
procedures in place to begin the process of 
delineating what the Performance Audit 
would look like. 
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Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, on our amendment, Part Two 
we agreed with ~ you just said you did, I 
think — and Part One, as long as it is nota 
burden to the City tax payers, that’s all it 
says here. And, the other question Ms. 
McDonald brought up was, where’s our 
legal agreement — legal opinion from the 
City. She asked for that. Not once in this 
Council have we voted for anything while 
we waited for a legal opinion. So, I think 
out of courtesy to her, we at least hold this 
one week. 


The Chair: 


I personally am not asking for a 
legal opinion. We are waiting for one, and 
we will have to get that, but we do not 
have it here today. We have testimony 
from the legal representative of Dickie, 
McCamey Law Firm who represents the 
Office of the City Controller, who 
contended that it was indeed legal and 
within the State Statute, purview of the 
City Controller, to do this type of an audit, 
and I have enough faith in the expertise of 
Dickie, McCamey, representing the 
Controller’s Office, that that will be the 
case. 


Mr. O’Conner: 


So, if we go to court, then he will 
cover our costs? 


The Chair: 


What's the court issue got to do 
with it? | mean I don’t what — 


Mr. O’Connor: 


It was brought up. 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


I think the answer is, yes, any way. 
Yes. They are on retainer. 


The Chair: 


Well, there is no more cost because 
they are already paying Dickie, McCamey 
a flat annual fee. And, again, that is 
another issue we have attempted to 
obfuscate that now has been nullified. 


Other comment? Mr. Cohen, and 
then we will go right down the line. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you very much, Mr. 
President. There has been a lot of 
confusion, a lot of misinterpretation of this 
bill. As I read this bill, and I had nothing 
to do with its introduction, but as I read 
this bill, it asks for a Performance Audit to 
be done on the School District of the City 
of Pittsburgh. A Performance Audit is the 
most basic, standard accounting too! that is 
used to save tax payers money. It is as 
simple as that. For people who don’t 
know this, there’s a Fiscal Audit and 
there’s a Performance Audit. The Fiscal 
Audit is really to determine whether or not 
everything matches up, whether, for 
example, there are receipts for 
expenditures that are made, and whether 
the dollars spent match up with the dollars 
received. The Performance Audit, on the 
other hand, is very different. That is a 
Procedure that is done to determine 
whether or not the agency has performed 
well, whether the tax payers’ money is 
spent well, and virtually every 
municipality, every city, every county, 
every State, even the Federal Government - 
- although, goodness knows, they don’t do 
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it very well — every government agency 
employs this standard tool to determine 
whether tax payers’ money is being used 
well. 


In fact, my understanding is that 
bond agencies look as one factor when 
they are determining what rating to give a 
city or another level of government, they 
look to see whether 2 Performance Audit 
was done, because it is a standard, basic 
tool, and numerous audits have been done 
in the City of Pittsburgh on its 
departments, on virtually every single 
department, and the only reason the Public 
Safety Department has not been done 
because we had a bigger Performance 
Audit done of all the Public Safety 
agencies. 


The School Board, as I understand 
it, and somebody tell me if ] am wrong, 
but the School Board has refused to have a 
Performance Audit done. The budget of 
the School Board is greater than the 
budget of the City. The people who pay 
City taxes are essentially the same people 
that pay taxes to the School District, and 
tax payers know that School District 
spending affects City spending, City 
spending affects School District spending, 
and, in fact, the spending of both is what 
affects our tax payers. 


So, my view, as I look at this bill 
on the merits, and politics aside, is that tax 
payers have a right to know whether their 
money is being spent wisely and 
efficiently. And, moreover, the only 
person by law who is required to do this is 
the City Controller. My view — andl ama 
lawyer. My view is that if somebody else 
were to do it, it may, in fact, be illegal. 
Because in the State Code it charges the 
City Controller with doing a Performance 
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Audit, all audits, including a Performance 
Audit, of the School District. So, not only 
is it legal, but I think it would be illegal to 
do otherwise. 


So, my view is that, unless we take 
a look at this as a standard tool for 
determining whether tax payers’ money is 
spent well, that we — that’s our only 
choice, is to look at it that way. And, 
unfortunately, the School Board — and I, 
as I said, please tell me if I am wrong, but 
just from many people that I have spoken 
to, including the Controller, is that the 
School Board has refused to have a 
Performance Audit done. The only person 
that is legally required by law to do that 
Performance Audit is the City Controller. 


What also upsets me is that the 
Pittsburgh Post Gazette Editorial Board, 
for reasons that ] cannot explain, refuses to 
acknowledge this very basic tool of 
accounting and protecting tax payers’ 
money, in their editorial this morning. So, 
if you can figure that out, good luck. 


But, | think we need to vote for 
this. Frankly, I do think these 
amendments would result in no 
Performance Audit being done, because 
the first amendment says that the School 
Board shall assume the entire financial 
cost. Well, we know that they have 
refused to do that. So, if we ask them to 
do something they refuse to do, then it is 
not going to be done. 


And, secondly, that it says, the City 
Controller shall enjoin a third-party 
mutually agreed upon by the School Board 
and the City. Well, the City and the 
School Board have not been able to 
mutually agree upon it. Sometimes there 
comes 2 point where you have got to take 
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a stand. And, we wish that they did agree 
to it, given that they have not, we got to 
force them to do it, because it is a standard 
tool. 


The Chair: 


Councilman Hertzberg, and we 
will go right down the line. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I would 
ask for my comments from the 
Committees Meeting last week on this be 
brought forward. 


(REMARKS - SEE ADDENDUM) 
Mr. Herwberg: 


1 think these amendments are well- 
intennoned, they are meant well, but I am 
ot tn favor of them. To begin with, the 
first amendment, which states, there shall 
be no cos: incurred to the City of 
Pinsburgh. 1 is unnecessary. There is 
nothing in the bill in front of us that would 
cost the tax payers any more money. 
Whatever the Controller needs to spend 
and chooses to spend is addressed annually 
in our budget and it is controlled through 
our budget process. He has so much 
money he can spend on the people that 
work for him, and they are going to do 
what he orders them to do. I believe it is 
appropriate for the schools to pay for this, 
and I believe he should seek compensation 
in doing this, but I believe that if that is a 
prerequisite that the Schoo! Board, or the 
public schools pay for this, it is never 
going to happen, it is unworkable. We are 
going to have a battle to get it done, the 
battle is going to go to court, the court 
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battle is going to drag on and on. I want 
this to get underway and quickly. 


And, the second part of the 
amendment also, as Councilman Cohen 
Pointed out, will also become unworkable, 
because there won’t be an agreement 
reached on who this outside agency would 
be. But, furthermore, there is no reason 
for an outside agency, that is the 
Controlier’s job. That was the intention of 
the legislation that established the 
Controller’s Office and gave the 
Controller the duties that he has, That is, 
he is supposed to be an independent — he 
or she, whoever is in the position — is 
supposed to be an independent elected 
official to conduct audits within the City 
Government and also within the School 
Board. This is right within the duties of 
the City Controller. There is no need to 
have anyone outside of the City Controller 
to do this. And, in fact, as Councilman 
Cohen pointed out, that may very well be 
illegal. 


As far as what our Controller has 
done in the past, audits and Performance 
Audits done within the City Government, 
my experience has been good. I requested 
a Performance Audit of the Pools Division 
of the Department of Parks and 
Recreation, I was conducted in a very 
professional, objective manner, much 
more objective than some of the treatment 
that the pools has received in Council 
sometimes I think. And, also, we received 
an audit on our City Court System last 
year which was extremely helpful to the 
Mayor’s Office and to the court system 
and to 2 new Administration, where items 
like hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
un-negotiated stale checks were found. 





The work that bas been done that J 
have seen bas been good and it has been 
apolitical work, and I would hope we can 
go forward and approve the bill as it has 
been written by you, Mr. President. Thank 
you for the legislation. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. Mr. 
Onorato. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Thank you, Mr. President. First of 
all, I would like my comments brought 
forward from last week, all my comments, 
even the ones that were described as 
inflammatory by certain people in the 
Press, I want them all forward. 


(REMARKS - SEE ADDENDUM) 


Mr. Onorato: 


And, I also want to address the 
issue of these amendments. 


First of all, I will be voting against 
the amendments, only because I do agree, 
Mx. President, that | am afraid this might 
gut the intent of your bill, and I am 
strongly in support of your bill, as I stated 
last week. 


I do want to agree with 
Councilman Cohen, reviewing the State 
Law, it is obvious that the State Law is 
very clear, that the City Controller is also 
the School Board’s Controller. 


And, I am a little confused, too, of 
some of the descriptions of you bill. This 
editorial, which was passed around in front 
of me while I was sitting here today —

The Chair: 


Well, when editorialists have kids 
in Roslyn Farms School District or Fox 
Chapel ~ 


Mr. Onorato: 


Well, Mr. President, just to show 
the irony of the editorial, it attacks one of 
my colleagues here by saying that — a 
quote, that the system is bloated with 
patronage, that this is an inflammatory 
charge and should be backed up. Well, the 
fact that we are trying to do exactly what 
they are asking us to, is to back up those 
remarks with an audit, they are saying, 
don’t do the audit. You cannot have it 
both ways. 


A Performance Audit would be 
exactly what they are asking for, let’s back 
up those charges, and that will ~ either my 
colleague is wrong or he is right, and I will 
be willing to bet that he is absolutely right. 
I made it very clear last week, that it is 
obvious there is resistance to a 
Performance Audit. That is what the 
editorial should be saying. What is the 
obstruction out there? Why is there a fight 
against it? And, if you can recall, this is 
not because City Council is getting 
involved, I remember a few years ago 
when the Controller, who is an 
independent and elected official of the 
City, had a fight over who they were going 
to put out there in the position. That is his 
job, he picks the person, and they were 
fighting over it because they did not like 
the person. if I am recalling the story 
correctly. There was a big fight over 
there. The Controller has to be 
independent. Private companies - I ama 
CPA — the hire independent auditors that 
go out and review the books of private 





companies. You do not do your own 
internal audit and take it to the bank and 
ask to borrow money. They want an 
independent audit, so these numbers are 
true and that the performances are okay 
and what is going on with management. It 
is the same thing here. We have a 
Controller who is independent. He does 
not have to answer to us, he does not have 
to answer to the School Board, he answers 
to the voters. And, that is exactly the way 
it should be. That is why we have the 
position that way. That is why the Home 
Rule Charter calls it an independent 
Controller, and that is why the State Law 
says we have a Controller which will be 
the City Controller. 


And, the fact that the editorial says 
that the City’s bond ratings are dropping, 
and this City’s conditions are out of 
control, and what does Council do, we ask 
to vote for the School Board. Well, excuse 
me, the four years that I have been here 
and what I experienced, probably over 200 
positions have been eliminated through 
layoffs, hundreds of more through 
attrition, our budget decreasing by large 
percentages, 360 to 350 to 340, when the 
School Board is doing just the opposite. 
Now, if I am not mistaken, isn’t it the 
same tax base that we both deal with. 
How can one of us be going this way, the 
other one be going this way, and we are 
being criticized for not doing anything. 
Obviously we are doing something, we are 
taking a strong stance that we cannot raise 
taxes because it would be devastating to 
the City. We say that over and over again, 
and what we do in the meantime then is 
decrease our expenditure. We have been 
cutting and cutting. And, even in today’s 
paper -- and J have a bill to introduce 
today -- we are going to discuss the Refuse 
Department, from all the options. This is 
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only one example. We fight with these 
problems every year, we are reducing this 
budget and we are cutting because we 
understand that the way to grow this City 
is to make us competitive with the region. 
Right now we are at a disadvantage 
because of our tax structure, both from the 
business side and on the vigil side. If the 
editorial thinks that we should not get 
involved, I am sorry, when we are holding 
the line for four years — that 1993 tax 
increase was a slap in our face. To borrow 
Councilwoman McDonald’s quotes, quit 
looking for cobwebs in somebody else’s 
house, clean our own dust, balls. Well, we 
have been cleaning our dust balls but we 
open the window and they shovel in dirt 
with that tax increase, as far as I am 
concemed. Because, the reason is, when 
they raise that tax increase, Council 
President Wagner and I went out to the 
School Board to testify, to even offer our 
Controller at that time and our own 
Council Budget Staff, offer them help in 
Teviewing their budget, where they could 
cut, because we thought it was so critical 
at that point that we would not raise taxes. 


So, this is not just a one time shot 
from Councilman Onorato with them. We 
have been dealing with this for four years. 
And, I truly believe, as one Councilman, 
that what is happening in the School Board 
is going to be devastating to this City. 
This is not going to the quality of 
education, I think it is very good in the 
public schools, but you cannot ignore the 
fact that the tax base is increasing, and that 
they did have a tax increase and we are 
tying to hold it, and we lowered the Wage 
Tax and they refused to participate over 
the years. These are the facts. These are 
the facts you cannot ignore. And, you 
cannot ignore the fact that the school 
system and people are choosing, at the 5th 
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and 6th Grade level, in Magnet School, to 
leave this City. No matter how distasteful 
that might be to some of us, it is just the 
facts. And, I do not need to do a report. I 
can tell you just by my district alone what 
is happening and where they are moving to 
when it gets to the middle schoo! group. 


So, what I am asking for is that we 
vote against these amendments, keep the 
bill the way it is. Because the other issue 
on the amendment, under the deletion — 
and I have to read this: Whereas, the 
Tecent tax increase levied by the School 
Board of Pittsburgh of 1993, directly 
impacted the quality of life of all residents 
of the City of Pittsburgh and threatened 
the City’s ability to survive by driving the 
tax rate up so high that it threatens the 
City’s economic viability by driving 
residents out of the City. 


I do not know why people are 
afraid that this is inflammatory, I look at it 
as extremely truthful. I believe every 
word in that clause, and I have no problem 
voung for it. I do not want it removed. I 
believe this is exactly what is happening to 
this City, it is because of what this clause 
says nght here, and I am ready to vote on 
it, and I do not want it removed, because 
that 1s exactly our problem. 


So, the Performance Audit, I have 
complete confidence in our Controller’s 
ability to do it. How they pick and choose 
audits, obviously that is their decision, it is 
made up of a lot of different factors, some 
are because of a problem in a particular 
area, they are shipped over to there to do a 
particular audit, some would be the request 
of the Mayor, some would be the request 
of Council. There are a lot of different 
ways. And, some might say it is political. 
Well, that is fine, too. We are all elected 





officials and if the people of this town vote 
for us and want certain particular 
departments audited, well, then one of us 
will push for us and if there are five votes 
directed that way, I have no problem with 
handling that type of decision making 
process. 


So, at this point I hope and I urge 
my colleagues to vote against the 
amendments, and hope we have five votes 
to approve the bill as itis. Thank you. 


‘The Chair: 

Thank you, Councilman. 
Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. President, and 
colleagues. Today I will be voting in 
favor of the resolution before us. I think it 
is very important that we support the 
Controlier in his endeavors and which is 
mandated by the State and the City 
Charter, and that is that an audit be done 
on authorities and the School District. 


Let me say on the amendments, I 
will support the amendment to delete the 
paragraph that Mr. Onorato has just read — 
The Chair: 

Excuse me. Just to clarify. There 
is a written amendment on the floor. It is 


up or down on the amendment. We are 
not picking and choosing portions of it. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Well, I still would like to — 
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The Chair: 


T just want to clarify it for the vote 
purpose. That we are voting up and down 
on the written amendments before us. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Ms. McDonald, did'you put this 
forward as a package? 


Ms. McDonald: 


I appreciate your being on record. 
That language to me is opinionated and it 
is inflammatory and I will never support 
any bill or resolution that has just strictly 
opinionated wording there. But, go on. I 
am sorry. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


‘Well, Mr. President, 1 understand 
the amendments were put forth as a 
package, however, I am going to address 
each particular paragraph in the package of 
amendments, 


Number one, 1 would support the 
amendment to delete if that amendment 
stood by itself. I believe in the wording, 
however, when you really look at it, it is 
teally not needed for the resolution, and 
maybe in the spirit of cooperation, to make 
sure it does not look so confrontational, I 
think that could be deleted and it would 
not affect the resolution at all. Maybe Ms. 
McDonald would consider just putting that 
forward for a vote by itself. 


Conceming the cost involved. The 
cost is very little. As you pointed out Mr. 
President, we have a very competent 
Controller and staff that is available to do 
the work. Obviously there is an 





opportunity cost, however, that has to be 
absorbed. And, we have to keep in mind 
that when we audit authorities and 
whatnot, there is a cost to the City tax 
payer and that is absorbed by the City 
Controller’s Office, as Mr. Hertzberg 
correctly points out, and it is addressed 
through the budget. So, obviously I could 
not support that first part even if it was 
split. 


Conceming the second part of the 
amendment, where it talks about to 
conduct a Performance Audit. I think the 
Controller really stated his position. The 
Performance Audit is not going to be on 
the educational component of the School 
District, that is not his field of expertise 
and he admitted that. Now, again, I do not 
‘want to really bog this down. But, if that 
came by itself, Ms. McDonald, and you 
said maybe to consult on the Performance 
Audit, I could probably support that, if we 
have an independent third-party that would 
work with the Controller, work with the 
School District in a consulting mode, I 
would support that, because that would not 
stop the Performance Audit from moving 
abead. 


So, I will just end by saying, as a 
package, Ms. McDonald, I could not 
support this. If you would break this up 
into three amendments, I would support 
the motion to delete the amendment to 
delete. I could not support the first part of 
the component, and I could probably 
support number two, if you would change 
the wording to, as to consult. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Councilman Udin, do you wish to 
comment? 
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Mr. Udin: 
Ido. 
The Chair: 
Councilman. 
Mr. Udin: 
Mr. President. Thank you. 


J am unclear, number one, as to 
why the Controller needs a resolution from 
Council to conduct either a Fiscal Audit or 
a Performance Audit My understanding 
is that the Controller’s Office has 
sufficient authority to conduct either audit 
without Council direction, and I do not 
understand, therefore, if that is true, why it 
is necessary for Council to reorder the 
Controlier’s priorities and require this 
Performance Audit. That is number one. 


The Chair: 


Can I just address that point very 
quickly? 


Mr. Udin: 
You may. 


The Chair: 


I agree with you totally. But, the 
fact of the matter is, I introduced the 
resolution and that is why it is before us. 
But, I do agree with you. 


Mr. Udin: 


Other than that, dictate, Mr. 
President. 


The Chair: 


But, I do agree with you. But, I do 
agree. But, I do agree with you. But, I 
happen to have a resolution on the floor. 


Mr. Udin: 
Thank you, sir. 


Secondly, I think that any 
Performance Audit of the School District, 
if one were to be conducted, which J 
would hope would emanate from within 
the School Board rather than being 
imposed from Council, would connect to 
that audit a measurement of student 
achievement, academic achievement and 
performance, and I query the Controller 
regarding the ability of his staff in this 
Performance Audit to be able to make 
such measurements. I think that is critical. 
If you are really talking about 
performance, you are talking about 
outcome, and if they are not able to impact 
that control and measure that, I think that 
the Performance Audit is half baked. 





Thirdly, I am not in receipt of any 
evidence. I hear some implications and 
some rumblings, but I have not received 
any information that suggests to me that 
the Performance and the management of 
the School Board operations is in such dire 
condition that it requires this extreme 
measure, and J consider this an extreme 
measure. People are making implications 
but I just have not heard anything specific. 


Finally, 1 do believe that there is a 
connection, albeit, perhaps distant, of 
continued encroachment on the part of the 
City Council into the management and the 
affairs of the School Board, not unlike the 
efforts on the part of some of my 
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colleagues, the President not included, to 
try to get Council involved in the return to 
segregated schools in Pittsburgh, and other 
kind of measures that have come before 
this body that have to do with the School 
Board. I think that the line of demarcation 
between the elected School Board and its 
management of the Board and this body is 
an important line of demarcation which we 
should trod very lightly and carefully, and 
I do not think that we have done that, I 
have not seen the effort to try to engage in 
some dialogue between the City and the 
School Board around whatever the issues 
are that give rise to this bill. 


So, quite frankly, I am not in 
support of either the amendments or the 
bill itself, but if I had to choose between 
the two, obviously I would take the bill 
with the amendments. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. 
Councilwoman McDonald, for a closing 
comment on the amendments. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Closing. Yes. Thank you, Mr. 
President. 


I think that there has been a lot of 
sentiment that we have a lot of faith in our 
City Controller’s Office. Well, my fellow 
Councilmen, so do I. Those Performance 
Audits that we get from the City 
Controller’s Office are ones that I read. I 
read those Executive Summaries and if 
something really tickles my fancy, I dig in 
there and look and see, well, what 
substantiated this general statement in the 
Executive Summary. I would hope that 
the Controlier’s Office would provide to 





Councilmembers, as we deliberate on 
budgetary matters that are pending and I 
do not really look forward to, that he 
would provide with all of the Executive 
Summaries of each and every audit that 
has been performed for a department, at 
least one per department, or some type of 
functioning agency within the City of 
Pittsburgh, so that we can make a very 
educated and rational decision and be 
informed as we deliberate on budget 
matters that are coming up within a month. 


So, I would ask the City 
Controller’s Office to provide that. No 
one is undermining the City Controller’s 
Office. I have faith that he is a watchdog, 
that he does go after things that need to be 
gone after and points up the problems. 
That is what he is elected for. No one is 
taking that away. What I am suggesting is 
that we do not go in ~ and he said, half 
baked, J am calling it half behinded, to put 
it nicely — that we go in to anybody else’s 
territory, and you want something good, 
you want something that is going to be 
useable, something that is going to be a 
boilerplate for some action, then you 
Cannot just go into it without the expertise 
at the table to perform an actual 
Performance Audit of a public educational 
institution, you don’t have the expertise, 
I'm sorry, you don’t, you don’t, and 
there’s nobody with an inkling of common 
sense right now that can say, yeah, they’re 
all educators up there and they can do 
everything. No, no one can do everything, 
no one is experienced in alll facets. I could 
never go in and — into, like I said, a 
university setting and possibly do an audit, 
just because I came from the School 
Board. Please. The expertise must be at 
the table. 





And, all I am asking with these 
amendments is that if you really are 
serious, no political horse manure, if you 
really are serious in wanting a real 
Performance Audit of the City School 
Board, then please don’t go into it with a 
full package, a full proposal, go into it 
with a third-party that, as Councilman 
Ricciardi said, that can consult, that can ~ 
that when you look at something and you 
see a budgetary item, you need to 
understand what the outcome is, is it to 
reduce absenteeism, is it to reduce the drop 
out rate, is it to increase achievement 
scores, why are these people in place, what 
exactly are they doing, how are they 
functioning. You have to have the 
expertise at the table in order to interpret 
what you are looking at. To this day — I 
have been on the School Board for the past 
five years and J still do not understand 
everything. I would still need an outside 
consultant. 


And, I may want to put on record, 
to refresh your memories, back in 1990, I 
was the one that brought up problems 
within the school system in terms of 
computers, in terms of purchasing them, 
what types were purchased, how they were 
utilizing them, the main frame that is 
within the School District was obsolete, 
outdated, there were just so many 
problems. We did not call a CPA firm to 
tell us we got problems. We knew we had 
problems financially in that whole 
computer mess. But, the School Board 
took the bull by the homs at that time even 
though they did not like it, it was fighting 
and screaming and kicking and scratching, 
just like we are doing right now, but they 
finally realized, yep, we got problems, and 
they hired an outside consulting firm, 
totally independent of any politics, of any 
alliances with the Superintendent, it was a 
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totally independent search. This firm had 
that expertise to go into everything that 
related to computers, our main frame, as 
well as the computers that were used in the 
classroom, as well as the peripherals that 
were used for staffing within the schools. 
The expertise was there. And, after 
months of study, they came back with a 
Teport that was viable, that was 
understandable, that promoted action, that 
Promoted them to do something about 
what was wrong, and that is exactly what 
came out of that. After all the dust had 
settled, they fixed it. They made sure that 
there was nothing else wrong in their 
computer section. And, that is something 
positive. 

1 think after really looking at this, 
and Councilman O’Connor had said it, the 
School Board Members are not opposed to 
a Performance Audit, they just want to 
make sure it is done right. And, I say to 
Council, if we are going to try to intervene 
and try and clean up somebody’s house, 
let’s do it right. Gentlemen, I will never, 
ever support a resolution that -- or any bill 
that can be — well, I like his word — half 
baked. Councilman Udin said half baked. 
I cannot do that. I was never elected to 
support anything that looks too political or 
will not actually be productive. I was 
elected to do the right thing, support the 
Tight things, and the right thing to do is, if 
‘we are going to go in there with our City 
Controller’s Office and ty to clean up, 
clean up — at least find out what is wrong, 
what is right and what is wrong. 
Gentlemen, let’s do it right. 


And, that is the purpose of the 
amendments. I do not think I have five 
votes, that is fine with me. You can vote 
the amendments up or down, but if the 
amendments are not — again, with the 
amendments, I will support the whole

There are a lot of good 
things happening, and along with most 
City tax payers, I think their costs are 
high and that’s why we need this audit. 
But, I like to see results after all this 
action, and that is why I am supporting 
these amendments.

I do 
not see that as gutting a bill or a problem. 
I think the second part is very, very 
important to have some parties involved 
that will show results after an audit is

Mr. Cusick: 


For the most part let me start here. Let me explain where House Bill 22 is. The 
House of Representatives has passed House Bill No. 22 as of yesterday and the Senate at 
this moment is voting on that piece of legislation, it should be done by 1 o'clock. And it 
looks as though that will go through the Pennsylvania Senate with no problem. Iam 
encouraged by that. I want the Administration today to come up to the table and 
hopefully they can answer some of the questions that some of: my fellow Council 
members have. I think it's time now that we — after our discussion that we would move 
on the bill and I look forward to any questions you may have. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Councilman Cusick again, J applaud the spirit but in lieu of the article that I have 
read this morning and in reviewing House Bill No. 22, I am appalled that this would have 
passed at all at the state level. It's going to be very interesting what the fallout is going to 
be and what concerns me — it's one thing to talk about the curfew but in lieu of House 
Bill No. 22 actually giving credence. Basically any citizen can be arrested for violating 
any ordinance and we all know what our ordinance book looks like. It's a real thick 
packet. A cracked sidewalk is violating an ordinance, a cracked sidewalk. By law once 
we establish guidelines this person can be arrested. It clearly says violation of an 
ordinance of a city of the second class. There is only one city in the state of Pennsylvania 
that is second class and that's us; Pittsburgh. 


Another concern of mine is Item B, Line 14. The guidelines by a governmental | 
body must be instituted. The right of arrest without warrant such as violating a curfew 
and under this section shall be permitted only after the governmental body employing the 
police officer promulgated guidelines to be followed by a police officer when making a 
warrantless arrest under this section. The guy that was arrested for roller blading. Ifhe 
violated an ordinance he can be arrested but I'm saying if you would excuse me and let 
me finish what I have to say. If indeed a person built violates a curfew, if indeed a person 
is roller blading at night, you can come up with a myriad of reasons why a person can be 
arrested. 


Again Mr. Cusick, I just got House Bill 22 and I happened to read what was 


passed and again I cannot support an ordinance in lieu of House Bill No. 22 simply 
because we have not set the guidelines for officers to make warrantless arrests. Fora 


1729 





curfew you are setting some up. If this indeed finally passes a broad range of gnidelines, 
a broad range of guidelines and very exacting guidelines to control who is arrested and 
for what. Personally I don't think --.this is my personal opinion. | really don't think we 
are going to have a lot more arrests because of this house bill or because of the curfew 
ordinance or whatever, but it gives opportunity. It is an opportunity that can be abused. 


The newspaper article did have something that was very I think significant and 
was asked at a public hearing. Could we enforce this based upon Council district, based 
upon the street or whatever the community needs? Not all of the city is homogenous. 
‘We don't have every community looking like every other community. In some 
communities you can hear pin drop at night and in other communities it is like a big 
party. So, I would again ask for a written opinion by our Solicitor’s Office. If indeed this 
legislation passes, if indeed it continues to come up, I would like to see if it is going to be 
enforced when the residents request it. Some residents don't really have a problem with 
the kids and some residents prefer to take care of their own problems or at least to come 
up with more creative ways than having a police officer come up and enforce -- not to 
enforce but to take care of the problem. 


I have a problem also again because we have not discussed the legislation that will 
be debated shortly about police Sensitivity training and reforms. Those have to be 
enacted before J can sanction a curfew. Again, putting the cart before the horse. I can't 
approve, preliminarily approve a curfew when I think we have problems that we have to 
take care of first and to make sure that there is more resolution in terms of the concems 
that I'm bringing up in the bills that 1 am introducing before we go hog wide with a 
curfew. So I am disgusted to read House Bill 22, I am sorry. 


M:. Cusick: 


Let me respond. I do Tespect your opinion in regards to House Bill 22 but I did * 
not write House Bill 22 and this really gives us the powers or the police the powers to 
arrest under this ordinance that I have offered. But I do disagree with you as far as the 
Police could arrest for roller blading for example. Section Nine states, "For any of the 
following offenses a police officer shall upon view have the right of arrest without 
warrant upon probable cause when there ongoing conduct that — would endanger the 
personal security of the public/private Property." And I think that pretty much takes it out 
from roller blading when you are breaking those types of ordinances. 


Again, I'm not going to argue House Bil! 22. I think there are other parts of the 


bill that I disagree with and this is the legislation that the Administration has been 
‘waiting, that members of this body have been waiting to see and I would hope that 
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because people do not like House Bill 22 that they don't back up from voting from my 
legislation. 


Many of you have asked me to hold this legislation until House Bill 22 is passed. 
Today will be that day that House Bill 22 will pass. Tam asking for a preliminary vote, I 
am asking for a vote of yes because I think it's the Tight thing to do. Seventy-five percent 
of our cities in the United States that have 100,000 population or more have had a curfew 
including our liberal city such as San Francisco and Austin and Washington D.C. I think 
it's time that Pittsburgh has one. I do disagree with you that you can't pick Council 
districts, bad streets and good streets because all you will have is a group where the party 
is going on, just move their party to another street. I don't think that is what you can do. 
It has to be for ail of Pittsburgh if we are going to have a curfew and I don't see any other 
way of working on it 


Ms. McDonald: 


Again, I would ask that it be held pending further training for police officers out at 
that time of night and mainly young officers or at least the fairly newer recruits that we 
have had to be able to deal with some of the youngsters that are out there. 


The other logistics is again, most crime is not committed at that time. Most of the 
crime is committed dinnertime. Dinnertime is when you find the increase in crime. 
Number Two is that most of the crimes of “young people” are not all that young. We're 
talking about 19 to 21 years old. The logistics aren't there and again I think you can save 
some kids, I will give this hold ~ again as I did before —I'm going to give credence to 
many of the parts of this bill is that it could save some lives, it could help out but you 
have to balance that out and that is what I have been doing. When you talk about sitting 
on a fence, I don't call it sitting on a fence, | call it looking at the balance and seeing 
where things are tilting one way or the other and it is a calculated decision that I'm 
making, not sitting on the fence. It's a calculated decision on what would indeed be best 
and not looking at short-term feel good, I'm looking at long term what is going to help the 
community whether it be the kids, whether it be the residents who reside there. 


Ihave had many phone calls come in from people within my district African- 
American and otherwise who say, "Val ] want you to support that curfew." Again, I don't 
want to get into an emotional feel good. I want to make sure that it's actually going to be 
long term, systemic, a positive effect. A long-term systemic, a positive effect in all our 
communities, I'm very leery and J would again like to have some reform in terms of 
training before I would enact a curfew so I can't put the cart before the horse at this time. 
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T introduced legislation along with Mr. Udin in regards to the sensitivity training. 
Councilwoman McDonald came back with amendments to that legislation and it is 
through your leadership Ms. McDonald and through the leadership of the Councilman 
Udin that I think that we will take steps into making sure our police have a more intensive 
sensitivity training. J don't think that any one of our colleagues would disagree that that 
is needed and that will happen. I have given this Council months and months, and this 
Administration, months and months to work out and come to me with whatever problems 
you had with this legislation and I think it is time we move. I think the residents have 
spoken. 


Ms. McDonald: 


It's not really a rebuttal. I'm not rebutting what you're saying but J also am 
concemed about the monetary expenditures. You are looking at a couple million dollars, 
‘We are fussing about premium pay for police officers and you are looking at a couple 
million dollars to set up a curfew center or centers and I want to make sure that we get as 
much bang for the buck with whatever money we spend. It's a big ticket item. 


Mr. Cusick: 

I disagree with you. When the Administration comes to the table they will 
explain to you that the County has already offered us sites and there's an array of different 
things that are happening like the University of Pittsburgh is going to participate in this. I 
think — is Mr. Farley here yet? If you would like to come to the table. I think there are a 
number of things — we are talking about putting the cart before the horse and that is what 
is happening here. 2 
Mr. Cohen: 

We do have the Chief of Police. 

. The Chair: 


Is the Solicitors Office here? We want to have this as open as possible this 
discussion. 
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As a point of order at the request of Councilman Udin which I usually follow the 
same philosophy. We're going to let every Council member have a statement and then 
_ We'll get into the questions back and forth. Mr. Ferlo is first. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


First of all I think — I make no apologies for being emotional on this issue and 1 
think a lot of people are emotional on this issue because it is a very important and 
emotional issue. Anytime we are talking about the curtailing of individual people's rights 
whether they be young people or adults, I think we should be passionate and Personal 
about the issue. 


This Council has debated the issues relative to curfew as far back as Mr. 
Grabowski and Mr. Givens as well more recently in the more recently past under 
Councilwoman Michelle Madoff and now Mr. Cusick so we have a long-standing kind of 
review and overview of this whole issue for the last close to a decade. Uniformly and 
without any question historically when this came up originally, I was very much opposed 
to it and J think to be fair to Mr. Cusick it is true. I think if we are sincere and we analyze 
the impact and the problems associated with young people -- clearly right now we have a 
different environment within the communities especially certain communities that bear 
kind of a disproportionate presence of young people who seem to have a pattern of abuse 
to neighbors, to the public in general and the environment in which we are now debating 
the curfew I think is substantively different than it was under Michelle's proposal or as far 
back as Mr. Grabowski. On the other hand correspondingly there are a lot of other 
elements that I think are more problemsome and bring to task and to question Council's 
need to really deliberate and analyze this whole issue before we join the bandwagon 
which a lot of other communities have done. Politically this is an easy thing to vote for 
because I think overwhelmingly including a majority of the people in my district : 
especially elderly residents favor a curfew. And the Support I think while there's division 
especially within the African-American community, I think we can see both from the 
testimony of our public hearings held around the city I think uniformly whether you're 
talking about the African-American community or the total community, unifomnly large 
numbers of people especially elderly, favor the notion of a curfew. Our job to rise above 
what seems to be the politically expedient thing to do and really analyze what the 
reasoning, the rationale and the impact of a curfew is going to be and that is why J wasn't 
offended by Mr. Cusick's “donkey on the fence or the jackass on the fence" but Tve been 
on the fence because I'm still struggling with a lot of the social policy issues that give rise 
to this whole debate and I'm done struggling and I have some major reservations still 
unfortunately about Mr. Cusick's proposal. 
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Trespect my colleague I think he has done a lot of good work and J applaud a lot 
of the grassroots work that has gone on because unlike a lot of other issues there has been 
a lot of debate within the community on this issue. I guess what I am coming down to is 
JT have major reservations on instituting a curfew and that remains even in light of the 
passage of House Bill 22. | still feel that ~- 1 was impressed with the New Orleans 
example of the method in which they have implemented the curfew. The problem that I 
have still within the city administration and city government js I don't feel that even if we 
vote for the proposal that Mr. Cusick has on the table today, I don't feel that unlike New 
Orleans, J still get the feeling that the curfew if we enact it, vis-a-vis the Cusick proposal, 
is not part of an overall or a comprehensive youth policy strategy. As evidenced and no 
disrespect to Mr. Farley but he is not the chief spokesperson for the City but the Deputy 
Mayor has ducked out of this discussion for the five months and he is not here again 
today. 1 am very loathed to move and sanction the implementation of a curfew proposal 
even with now the summary offense issue when J still don't see the Administration 
coming forward an being the advocate and the proponent of implementing the curfew as 
part of an overall strategy. I wanted the curfew and the police action to be one small part 
of an overall comprehensive approach to some of the problems that we are dealing with 
in the city and I don't see that. Politically let's vote on it, be great and say we did a major 
thing and maybe I'll feel comfortable but in my heart I know that it’s like the three strikes 
and you are out, it's like a long jail sentences for certain drug offenses. You're not 
impacting or making a substantive change to people's behavior in dealing with the 
problem. It is a politically expedient thing, it sounds good and maybe we can say we did 
something but in the end in my heart and J am trying to set aside my frieadship with my 
colleague and my belief that he's well intentioned with what I think the impact is going to 
be. There are still a whole range of issues and now there are even new issues that come 
up with passage of House Bill 22 and that is that we do not have before us the codified set 
of guidelines that the legislation requires, the City Administration and Council to adopt 
Prior to instituting some re-arrests for these very offenses. On the other hand, the passage - 
of the bill now also gives us another tool that we didn't have before prior to the notion of 
passing a uniformed curfew affects all young people. Let's set the record straight about 
young people in this city because the sentiment at much of the public hearing, there is 
very much this kind of sentiment at the public hearing, it was them against us and J have 
felt for some time. { think a lot of colleagues feel as we go on our neighborhood 
meetings, block watch meetings especially with some of the older residents. There is 
‘much more of a "them" versus "us" mentality out there and it's unfornmate because in my 
council district whether it be Highland Park or Polish Hill or Lawrenceville. I can count 
the number of problem youth that we have in any given neighborhood. -So if you have 
1,000 young people in Highland Park, I can tell you seven that are problem. If go to 
Polish Hill we may have 300 young people and I can name three that are problem relative 
to graffiti and property damage. And I think as we go around our Council districts in 
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trying to deal with the problem child individual, we are creating a whole class of. opinion 
about all young people in general. I am not saying that is Mr. Cusick's intention but when 
you deal with creating a uniformity of a curfew city wide, you basically defacto have 
created a class of young people in terms of what we expect or what we think their 
behavior is going to be and that is not factually the case. Most 99 percent of ali young 
people don't engage in graffiti vandalism. Ninety-nine percent of young people don't 
engage in homicidal or other kinds of violent acts of crime. When we look at the 
numbers it is true that the climate and the atmosphere in our urban area has changed in 
the last ten years certainly most notably more recently by the gang violence'and 
victimization within the community of young people against young people but we are 
still talking relatively small numbers of individuals and I think if we are honest I think we 
would see that the characteristics of different neighborhoods based on class on income are 
also different in terms of the numbers of problem young people that we have. 


Ina way the passage of 22 depending on what the guidelines look like, actually 
create another avenue for community C.O.P. officers to deal with the problem. If 
understand the bill to be correct, House Bill No. 22 I'm talking about, if] understand this 
bill assuming it gets adopted, I would presume that in the future prior to the possibility of 
enacting city wide curfew that now in the future based on whatever the guidelines look 
like that a C.O.P. officer can use the other elements that are in the bill ina very targeted 
way to deal with problem youth. If there are a certain gang of youth in a particular 
neighborhood who are engaged in under-age drinking outside of the villa in Highland 
Park, 1 would think that based on this new legislation that we have independently of 
whether or not we pass a curfew now, we have another tool that the city police especially 
the C.O.P. officers can now use in dealing with that small percentage of young people 
that seem to be a problem which have created this climate of everybody wanting to pass a 
curfew and I guess what | am suggesting tactically is that we promulgate the guidelines 
under the spirit of House Bill No. 22 and work in modifying and developing the training - 
component with the C.O.P. Program and the other bill that Mr. Cusick and Mr. Udin and 
Valerie have proposed relative to police training and sensitivity because I think that 
would bring us further ahead in dealing comprehensively what we see as a growing 
problem among certain numbers of young people who are problems in the neighborhood. 
So I guess what I am saying is that I don't think the curfew is timely and appropriate at 
this time. I think we should use the elements of House Bill 22 to further train and make 
more real the community oriented policing rhetoric to go with the community oriented 
policing officer and try to work in that area so that if we have identified young people 
who are loitering, if we've identified young people who are involved in public 
drunkenness, if we identified problem young people in a particular neighborhood — I 
don't care if you are talking about Highland Park or Brookline or Homewood, the 
elements of House Bill 22 I think give us now an additional tool for the officer upon 
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viewing the offense to be able to make an arrest for that kind of summary offense. Unless 
this bill excluded youth which I don't think it has. So what I am suggesting is that short 
of a uniform system wide implementation of a curfew and unfortunately not according to 
Mr. Cusick’s intent because I think his intent is a good intent, he wants a comprehensive 
approach. I don't see that comprehensive approach coming from this administration. I 
guess in that sense J would say yes I am criticizing the Mayor and the Administration 
who are out there in the community calling for a curfew but not really dealing within the 
comprehensive fashion. 


So I am sorry to disappoint my colleagues but at this pomt 1 would have to vote 
no on the existing curfew proposal. I would strongly suggest that we work with the 
elements of House Bill 22 and deal with promulgating guidelines to deal with the targeted 
youth that are a problem and not condemn the 90 percent of the youth that are not a 
problem. And J also say that we need to continue the struggle which we have not done. I 
know Mr. Udin has commented on this extensively as well as others from the community. 
We do not yet have a comprehensive approach. Whether you talk about the NAACP’s 
report, our own comments here, our own frustration with moneys that we have allocated 
under the various youth accounts, those funds have not been expended or they've been 
expended for studies that don't seem to impact in providing the kinds of services that we 
think we need. So with that I want to summarize my position and I'll end with a specific 
question because this is the first time we've had the police here. 


The Chair: 


We're going to hold questions until everybody gets an opening statement. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Thave a number of questions on the implementation of the curfew relative to the © 
police. First of all I want to kind of set the record straight and the environment straight. 
Recent reports in the media have attempted to set up some kind of conflict relationship 
between myself and my fellow Councilman colleague Cusick. 1 don't buy that, I don't 
consider myself to be at war or in any kind of struggle with him. What we are attempting 
to deal with here is public policy and rational people can disagree passionately about 
public policy without making them enemies. We are colleagues and we are trying to 
consider some very, very important public policy and that is the spirit at which I confront 
this legislation. That is even the spirit at which I dealt with the flier with the jackasses on ~ 
the fence. I consider it rational, an attempt at rational debate to solve a very important 
problem and I take your legislation Mr. Cusick and all of your discussion in a positive 
Tegard. 
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First of all let me comment on House Bill 22. 1 don't think that House Bill 22 is 
all it's propped up to be. House Bill 22 provides for police powers to make warrantless 
arrests but as far as I can see within the language of House Bill 22, that does not allow for 
or provide for curfew activity. The way I read House Bill 22 is for example from an 
article in yesterday's Post-Gazette, the measure gives local police the further power to 
make warrantless arrests for violation of city ordinances but again only when there is 
ongoing conduct that imperils personal security of any person or endangers public or 
Private property. That's what the bill says. Not if you are standing on the street but if you 
are engaging in conduct that imperils a person or public or private property and I would 
like to get ~- when the exchange opportunity happens Mr. Chairman — a reaction from the 
Law Department as to whether or not I'm reading this incorrectly because Iam nota 
Jawyer. I just try to study these bills in some depth here. 


Secondly, when I requested on a hunch some statistics from the police department 
on youth violent crime statistics, what I guess to be the case turns out to be the case. 
According to the information that I have been Provided on this current year's juvenile 
violent crime activity from the Pittsburgh Police Department, there are 209 arrests that 
have been made so far for juvenile violent crime. When we isolate the youth that are 
affected by this curfew and the hours that are affected by this curfew we find that of that 
209 incidents of violent crime for the age group of 16 years old, they only constitute two 
percent of the violent crime activity during the curfew hours of that age group, that's 16- 
years old. Fifteen years old, only two percent, 14 years old only one percent and the 
younger age group trails off even lower. 


We have to look very carefully before we pass legislation that is going to have a 
sweeping effect on 98 percent of the youth who are not out at these hours committing 
crimes. This is not a time for knee-jerk and popular legislation, it is time for us to 
consider carefully what we're doing and take our time about doing so. 

Now the curfew legislation itself, there are so Many questions in it that I will not 
bore this body with all of the details that need clarification such as when an officer stops. 
There are 13 or 14 different good reasons why youth could be out on the street when you 
look at the legislation. One of which is exercising their right, their constitutional tight of 
freedom of assembly. Now I used to do that when I was 15 years old, exercise my right of 
freedom of assembly and that's okay by the curfew. Ifa cop just told me to move I just 
said I was exercising my constitutional right of freedom of assembly and I got aright to : 
be here according to this curfew. Or if there is some other reason why the youth is on the 
street how a policeman would verify whether or not the youth going in this direction is 
going straight home or going in that direction as going straight home or going in that 
direction is going straight home. How that is verified, we don't have any guidelines to be 
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able to tell us exactly how that is determined. Most youth don't have identification, 
especially photo ID that tell us where they are and who they are. Youth don't have to 
carry that kind of ID and most of them don't. So the problems that can occur without 
clear and specific guidelines for both the youth and the police, those kinds of problems 
given the tensions that exist especially in my community between youth and the police 
we are setting up some very, very dangerous situations without those clear guidelines. 


I would also hope and I assume that you are very serious about the role of the 
curfew center. The curfew center if this were to be passed is absolutely critical. We can't 
be arresting these hundreds of kids an carting them off to jail for these summary offenses 
and so the role and the commitment of the police department and the Mayor's Office to 
staffing and funding the operation of a curfew center is critical and I would hope that you 
would not want this legislation passed in the absence of such a curfew center. 


Finally, Jet me say that since I have been calling for and talking to a lot of people 
about the need for a comprehensive response as has been suggested by President Ferlo, I 
bave come in contact with the Youth Crime Prevention Council and my colleagues and I 
thank you for supporting my appointment to that council. I found that there is a lot of 
work being done by a lot of people in this city that I was unaware of until 1 got orientated 
by this Council and I'm confident that soon if the pace that the Council has been keeping 
for the last year or year and one-half continues, they will come up with a comprehensive 
response and J intend to join them and help push in that direction and I would hope also 
that the curfew would be held pending that kind of support surrounding such a curfew. 
But bottom line, J am very much opposed to the curfew for the reasons that J have clearly 
outlined. I don't think it is effective, I don't think it will work and I think that we will 
have to come up with a response that is much more comprehensive. 

One other question I would like the Law Department to comment on relative to 


the City Charter and Council's role is whether or not Council has the authority to set fines . 


as penalties for violation of city ordinances such as this curfew calls for a $300.00 fine 
for the poor little grandmothers whose kids are out on the street. I'd like to know if we 
have the authority to do that. 


Mr. Cohen: 


We have had many public hearings and discussions about this bil] and finally it is 
up for a vote. I have struggled on this issue back and forth like a lot of us on Council 
have and every time that re-read the curfew bill I start by getting hung up on its 
imperfections and I think even the sponsor would agree that it is not a perfect bill but then 
end up by thinking about the children who are killed or wounded on the streets of

Pittsburgh and crime in Pittsburgh has gone down in the last four years but juvenile crime 
has skyrocketed. 

J wish there were more specific guidelines as Councilman Udin says because we 
need to have specific guidelines and I hope that there will be. No, this bill is not perfect 
but we can't allow the perfect to be the enemy of the good. Many people have talked to 
me about the symbolism of voting for a curfew bill that the symbolism would be bad. . 
Our job isn't to deal with symbolism. Our job is to try to make things better, to improve 
things. I heard the same thing on the proclamation about the Million Man March just last 
week. Many of my friends and constituents said the symbolism was bad in supporting 
the Million Man March but I supported it because I truly believe that the effect and that 
goal would be positive. The issue for me in this bill is that children are getting killed and 
we have to wy something. My record on civil liberties is a very strong one and I strongly 
support the police sensitivity legislation and if this bill is enforced in a way that harms 
civil liberties then I will be the first as Chairman of Public Safety for this City Council to 
call for an investigation and for a public hearing and change or repeal this bill if we have 
to. You know what? The highest civil liberty is life and our job is try to save kids' lives, 
We may not succeed but we have to try. 


Franklin Delano Roosevelt said in 1933 we must try something. If that doesn't 
work then we must try something else. Well, after all is said and done my view is let's try 
thus and see if it works. 


M: Hertzberg: 


My comments are going to be difficult to make in the kind of framework that you 
have set up here because I really need some interaction with these people from the other 
side of table but J will try to do it anyway at the risk of. confusing everyone that is 
listening. But my position on this legislation depends greatly on the response from the - 
Admunistration. | think it's very important that the Administration be on board 100 
Percent or this bill is a waste of everyone's time. The sponsor has told me at the 
Admunistration is on board but J want a response that indicates that their heart is Teally in 
it. 


I would also like some response on House Bill 22. That legislation the right for 
summary arrest in the City of Pitsburgh is one of the most misunderstood situations I 
have ever heard of. I'm a criminal defense atiomey myself and I'm not sure I understand 
what is going on, what the law was before, how this changes, it if at all but I am really 
interested in hearing from the other side of the hall and the Particulars of this legislation 
about things like the age category that's been chosen here whether that is really the best 
age and times. If I'm satisfied that the Administration is satisfied and is backing this in 
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full force — it is a tough vote but nonetheless I will vote yes. There are features in the 
legislation that J like, some I don't like and I will submit amendments on. What I do like 
is basically the sunset type of provision that is here that says in six months we will Teview 
it again because if it isn't working or the abuse is flagrant, I wouldn't hesitate to change . 
my vote and I think that is a good feature in it.. Also, we have a delayed implementation 
date until January First of 1996 which would give us more time to get things together 
including any guidelines that will promulgate for our Police to use in enforcing this. 


The penalty provisions I don't like and I have discussed that with the sponsor and 
he said he'd be willing to amend those., I have concems with the definition of ‘permits as 
is defined as means to knowingly allow or knowingly fail to prevent in a situation that I 
have described before and I think Councilman Udin was mentioning your grandmother 
* that really is doing everything within her control and simply can't control a young person. 
Under this legislation would nonetheless be subject to a fine and I find that unacceptable 
as well as the fact that the penalties are exclusively targeted to the adults. I think that 
adults should be penalized in some situations but in some situations the penalties should 
be strictly on the offender and I will be submitting amendments if we do go forward with 
this. As Mr. Udin who says he is not a lawyer but is doing a heckuva job analyzing this I 
think. As he points out the one exception that could wipe the whole thing out and is 
inappropriate which is your first amendment and there is no doubt about it that your 
average person that you're targeting here is generally exercising that tight of assembly, 
they are out there with their friends assembled and talking and I think that exception 
would wipe the whole thing out. 


The Chair: 
‘We will get to your questions too. 
Mr, Udin: 


Point of procedure. Could you please make a call for the Mayor or one of the 
deputies to be present as a demonstration of the Administration's support? 


The Chair: 


‘You just did that and I second it. If they can come over we would appreciate it, 
Mr. O'Connor: 


I'll give a brief comment because I too am still studying this. I hear from it at 
home and in my neighborhood. | agree a lot with what Mr. Ferlo said in that 98 percent 
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of the young people are good citizens and most of the young people I talked to aren't for 
this and I'm talking about the 98 percent good —- unfortunately they don't vote so J don't 
know if they're going to have as much pull as the senior citizens who I've talked to who 
all definitely like it because it makes them feel good. My concems are mainly would be 
the managing of it and as my colleagues here to my left are attomeys and look at the 
legalities of it, I look at the managing of it so I'll have alot of questions before I make my 
decision on how it's going to be managed. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


. Thank you colleagues. Chief, my support for a curfew legislation here in the City 
of Pittsburgh is steadfast and I want to commend and thank Mr. Cusick for bringing this 
forward. It is not easy to bring curfew legislation before any governmental body and I 
think Mr. Givens and Mr. Grabowski and Ms. Madoff also witnessed that and I want to 
them for bringing this forward. Obviously later on during questioning I'm very 
concemed about House Bill 22 especially the lines that were read by Mr. Udin need to be 
responded to. 1 also would support this legislation only if there is an amendment that the 
curfew could not be enacted without 604.06 which is the curfew center. Meaning that if 
there was not curfew center that was established and met the guidelines that Mr. Cusick 
has delineated one through eight, that the curfew in terms of the hours could not be 
implemented and J think that needs to be put in by an amendment itself. 


I think it is a good bill. It is going to protect not only law abiding citizens who are 
walking in the streets but also the children themselves and I think — I have always 
thought that government has a limited role to play with families only because we don't 
have the resources and the expertise but I think it's time and it has been stated that it does 
take a village to raise a child and I think we are at that point in the City of Pittsburgh and 


I think the curfew center does that. If there is a 12 year old who is out late at night there's - 


a reason for that and I think the curfew center, the facility that is approved by the 
Pennsylvania Department of Public Welfare, a facility that is a drop off facility where 
they are going to provide immediate on site professional counseling to youth in their 
custody, professional counseling for parents or guardians of children who violated the 
curfew, professional counselors that will provide recommendations to magistrates in 
charge of the curfew centers. Centers with appropriate social service referral to violators 
and their families. I believe without a curfew — because there is no way you are going to 
be able to bring a child or you are going to be able to influence a child to go to a curfew 
center, I believe without this legislation we are not going to be able to intercede with kids 
on the street for one reason or not. 
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Just recently a few months ago within one of our districts a 10 year old vandalized 
@ park causing tens of thousands of dollars through a fire. That person needs help and 
maybe because of this curfew and professional counseling we can find out why that 
person needs help. 


Mr. Udin was correct when we stated that there are a lot of people out there that 
are doing a lot of good and maybe through this curfew center we can bring them all under 
one roof. It's not a coincidence that we have had less gang violence here in the City of 
Pittsburgh. It's because we have Commander Gwen Elliott who has not received the 
publicity or the recommendation or the thanks that she should and that is one of the 
reasons we have had less gang violence in my hilltop commumities because of her fine 
work and I think Mr. Udin has pointed this out. There are a lot of people out there doing 
much, much good and she's one of the persons but I will give up the floor so I can hear 
the give and take but I support this and I'm going to vote in favor of this today. It is much 
wanted and supported in my district and I think it is going to do well, it is going to be 
very good because it's going to be interaction with the families and the children to see 
why there is no reason young people should be on the street at midnight. With all due 
respect to my colleagues, I don't see their right to assemble at 12 midnight. I don't think 
they have their assembling for a goal or for discussion or for interaction. T think they are 
in need of love and affection and they're crying out and no one is doing anything about it 
and I think this legislation would do something about it. T disagree with one of my 
colleagues. I don't think it is politically expedient for Mr. Cusick to bring this forward, 
he's finding this out the hard way. I think it was a tough decision for him to bring this 
forward and I thank him for that. . 


The Chair: 


Thave a few comments and I'll go to Councilman Cusick for questioning and then - 
‘we go around but we have to change paper. . 


Let me start off by saying I think Mr. Usdin summed up this debate where he said 
we can passionately argue our points and we can disagree and doesn't mean anyone is 
right or wrong. That is what this body is for and this will be one of many issues that we 
disagree on and that we walk out of here united in trying to move the city forward for 
what's better for our youth and for the elderly and for the middle age or whatever it maight 
be, we have different ideas of how to achieve those goals. 


Starting with that, let me say why I'm going to support the bill: 
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One, I reviewed those statistics that came over and I don't dispute any of them. I 
stated earlier that I don't think the curfew is there to attack the crime issue. I believe the 
curfew achieves several goals and several of them are that we have some individuals that 
are 16 or younger out in the street and they may not be committing any crime. The 
question here is do we want these kids to be out that late during school nights or do we 
want to find out why they are out there and find out is there a problem at home, why is a 
ten year old running around at 12 midnight. I believe good can come from this. I believe 
we will find out if there's a problem at home, if there is a guardian structure there because 
if there isn't, we have a duty to these young people in the city to at least find out what is 
going on. I hear a lot about individual's rights and the Tight to assemble. I feel strongly 
in defending the First Amendment as much as we can but let's not forget that children are 
classified differently than adults and all I have to point to is the state law and the federal 
laws regarding the ability to mandate that kids go to school until they are 18 years old. I 
don't think anyone here would argue that a child has a right to assemble every day of the 
week and ignore school for 365 days because we recognize there is a better good for the 
public to educating our young people up to the age of 17. 


Just like this body is going to debate the issue to 16 years old or younger, is there 
a policy that we want them somewhere under a roof before 12 o'clock? I believe the 
policy is yes. We want to make sure that these children are getting sleep which goes right 
to the educational process. That these children are being attended to. They are not adults 
but somebody is watching the store. 


Ihave criticized parental guidance over and over again and yes, we have to put the 
burden not just on the parents but on the child but let's find out why these parents are 
allowing these kids out that late because parents have to be held accountable for bring 
children into this world. We can't ignore that fact. This isn't about Picking on percent of 
the children that are good, this is about protecting 98 percent of the children that are good - 
and showing that we care. I feel strongly about this bill and that it will help more than it 
could possibly hurt. 


I hear comments about individual rights and civil liberties, that's a big issue for all 
of us here, we just look at it differently. I believe that civil liberties are under attack 
‘because some of the chaos that we have in some of our neighborhoods because people 
don’t respect other people's individual right. With individual rights comes the word 
“responsibility”. Somewhere along the line we lost the word responsibility and only look 
at civil liberties. Civil liberties and responsibility go hand in hand. When you forget 
about the responsibility then it's going to affect your civil liberties. You don't have a 
Tight to go out there and disturb people that are trying to sleep, you do not have a Tight to 
go out there and hang out on the comer and make noise or go out there and break the law 
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or whatever it might be. These are minor individuals and that have to live within the laws 
an learn what civil liberties are ail about and the responsibilities that go with civil 
liberties. 


Council President Ferlo talked about this being very politically popular, he's right. 
Tm sure every one of our districts have overwhelming support to support a curfew but 
just because something is politically popular doesn't mean you don't vote for it and it 
doesn't mean that it's wrong. This is one of those situations where the general public is 
Tight. ‘They are crying out for something to be done in the neighborhoods and I will be 
the first to admit that it is very politically popular in my neighborhood and I represent 
‘what my population in my neighborhood represents and I am. supporting of it, not because 
Im elected by them but because I personally believe in this and I think it should be done. 
This isn't "a feel good" piece of legistation. When I read the bill I mentioned the public 
hearings. All of the hearings were in April of 1995 and this is anything but political 
expedience. And I sat at the community meetings where the Mayor stood up and said 
that we are going to have a curfew center sent over to Council because we need this and I 
believe that the Mayor is committed to this and I want to hear it today and we will hear it 
today that the Mayor's Office is committed to implementing the curfew and providing 
these centers that are necessary. 


A few other comments. The comprehensive approach that was mentioned, it is 
absolutely needed and the Mayor's Office is the only part of this branch of government 
that can do that. We can pass it today and it could end up being a hollow piece of 
legislation but we need your side of the hall, the Mayor's side of the hall to actually put it 
into place. T have no doubt that they will do that and that's why I'm going to support the 
piece of legislation because I believe that the Mayor's Office is going to do the right thing 
and that is to give this a try. 


Mr. Hertzberg pointed out that this does have a sunset provision which I think is 
an excellent provision only because the nature of this bill. We have to be able to evaluate 
the effect of this bill in 6 months, 12 months and to see if what some of my colleagues 
fear is actually happening because if it is I will also be the first or second to say wait a 
second let's repeal this bill because it isn't being applied properly and people's rights are 

-being infringed. I don't believe that is going to happen. | believe there is going to be 2 
benefit and we should move forward. 


The issue of ID I've struggled with this issue personally. How do you stop 
somebody and ask them for their ID and if they don't have an ID because we don't want a 


police state where everyone has to carry ID to identify themselves. But I go back to the 
same scenario and the same example of a child who is required to be in school as a minor. 
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If someone is a truant, police officers somehow have to go up to that individual and it 
could be a judgment call if it's somebody that's 16 and might look 18, a police officer or a 
truant officer has to decide that this kid belongs in school or doesn't he. So these are 
issues that currently have to be addressed under current law. It's nothing new. It's an 
issue that's out there and I don't believe that this bill should be killed becanse of that ID 
question. T think the ID question has to be handled the same way that it's handled : 
curently and it's a very critical issue because we do have to be sensitive to people's rights 
not to have an ID on them and when we get to the questioning section I'm going to ask 
how we currently do it with current law. But stating that, I'm in full support of it and I 
hope.this bill passes today and that we give it a try. | am now going to tum it over to the 
sponsor of the bill, Mr. Cusick and open up for questions and dialogue with the 
Administration. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Thank you. I want to say I appreciate all your comments and I too agree very 
much with Mr. Udin in regards to the articles that have been written and also I want to 
apologize if someone had taken my flyer in a wrong way. I guess I should have stuck 
that donkey on House Bill 22. 


Mr. Udin: 
I think of several places where you could have put it. 
Mr. Cusick: 


I did not write House Bill 22 and don't agree with all of House Bill 22. [know 
what it does for my legislation and am very happy in that regards that I'll be able to move - 
with my legislation. I do appreciate your opinions and whether or not you are in support 
of my curfew or not I hope that you will also Pafticipate in offering amendments if you 
see that this curfew is going to pass. I very much want to work with all of. my colleagues 
in regards to this issue because it is an important issue for all of our communities. 


If you get an opportunity William Ruffel from the Post-Gazette writes a very 
interesting editorial in regards to catching curfew fever and I really believe that he makes 
good points here. 


“Youth curfew without social and anti-crime programs are useless and I think 
that's what my bill is basically designed or my intentions are in regards to my bill. I want 
to see more social services. I want to see more happen but before that can happen we 
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have to recognize and meet head on some of the social problems that society bas. I don't 
think we have done that yet. I think by pulling these kids off the streets the ones that are 
out there in the wee hours of the moming, we will find out what is going on. Yes, I guess 
that if a child wants to use their constitutional Tight to assemble on the comer, you're right 
Mr. Udin, they can do that. Let's look at what we need to be doing here. I mean, at } 
o'clock in the moming children do not need to be on the streets; 11 o'clock on a school 
night they don't need to be in the streets. We need to be sending the message to them that 
they need to be home doing schoolwork, doing a number of different things other than 
hanging out on the comer. I don't think the message is that they need to be assembling on 
the comers of any streets in this city or country. I think for the most part if we can help 
acknowledge some of the problems, | think that Mayor's Commission on Youth will be a 
much better commission because then we will be able to tell them what we see is going 

- on. The social programs that are going on, we will be able to direct them to provide 
better social programs to our city. Yes, I agree with you when you say we don't know 
half of what is going on out there in regards to the programming in the city and the 
different agencies and what they are doing, whether it be the Chief of Police. What my 
intent in the bill when I said to assemble, I meant organized assembling with adult 
supervision. I agree with Mr. Onorato. We put more restrictions on our youth than we do 
on our adults and there is a reason for that and it is for the good of the public and good for 
the child. This is only one more restriction that not only can be good for the child but it 
will enable the parent to play a better role by being able to say it’s the law. 


Mr. Udin: 
Find out if it is the law. 
Mr. Cusick: 


Mr. Udin— those arguments, I understand what you are saying and they should be 
left up to the Law Department and others and I'm going to listen to what they have to say. 
Tam not trying to be close-minded about this issue. When you brought up about 
sensitivity training within our police department, whether it be social ~ | never had social 
services when I originated — the curfew originated. I never had that in mind. It ‘was not 
until I went down to New Orleans and wimessed. If you have ideas or any other council 
member has ideas to make this a more effective bill please offer them. I'm more than 
willing to accept that. J think it Councilman Ferlo would agree with me. it was not until 
New Orleans that I saw that this should be looked at from a different way. I was more or 
less slap them if they are out there and then I found out that it would probably be better to 
tum the hand over and put a hand out. ‘ 
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T hope that for the most part that you also and Mr. Udin and other Council 
members that are against the legislation will also hold an open mind and work with us if 
we are able to enact this legislation.- 


I will be quiet here and I will let our Administration speak for awhile and then 
answer some of the questions. 


The Chair: 


Let me note that Deputy Mayor Tom Cox has joined the table. If we could have 
an official statement from the Administration before we even start with questions. 
Mr. Cox: I want this out. The Mayor was publicly on record as supporting that he wants 
a curfew bill. He finds this bill acceptable. For us though it is not a matter of criminal 
activity, it is a matter of protection of children. We will not undertake any enforcement 
activity until we have the proper kind of administrative activity set up to receive young 
people who cannot be taken home. For us the only acceptable way and } want to let 
Council know is this Administration will enforce whatever provisions are in this but we 
will not do it until we are able to connect young people up to the appropriate level of 
social services. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


‘What does that mean? It's ended now and this bill is about to pass Council. What 
is going to happen now by the Administration and the police? 


Mr. Cox: 

Don't we have to come back to Council with an appropriate enforcement. 
The Chair: 

If it passes today, my understanding is that it has an effective date of January 1, 
1996. You will have until the first to have something in place or when January I comes 
around you have two options. One, you don't enforce it or two, you enforce it and you're 
teady to go with it on January Ist. : 
Mr. Cox: 


There is a level of requirement here of certain Provisions we have to put in place. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 


I guess what we're asking is that this bill is going to pass Council today for a final 
vote on Tuesday. You have basically a few months’ time frame, January 1st, in which to 
implement the administrative model that you are talking about and I think what all of us 
not only myself and Mr. Udin but Mr. Cusick, we would all like to know what are the 
steps will you take following between now and the rest of the year — with the passage of 
this bill you have a couple months’ implementations SO what is it that will happen now? 


My point is that all of us on Council whether we are for it or against it wants to 
know upon passage next week, what's going to happen on January 1? 


The Chair: 


Point of order. While I still chair this meeting, we are going to keep this — and] 
think I have been very fair to hear everybody's point of view and we are going to let every 
question be asked. Right now there's a question on the floor if the Deputy Mayor would 
like to answer that please answer that and then we'll make sure everyone's question gets 
asked. 


Mr. Cox: 


As you know there is $50,000.00 in the budget from iast year's capital budget and 
the Mayor wants to set aside the balance of his U.L.O. funds for implementation, social 
services part. ] have instructed David Farley who can tell you more in detail but I've 
asked David to please interface with the social service institutions, the universities to 
begin to prepared for implementation as of the First of January, so David, maybe you can 
tell them a little bit more of what the status is. . 


Mr. Farley: 


I think it is important for Council to understand that is not the beginning of that 
Process that shortly after this bill was proposed, we Started to ask those questions with 
respect to implementing a center and what should go into it I've already had a series of 
discussions with Doctor George Bord who is the Chairman of the Human Relations 
Commission who has very kindly convened a group of people from the University of 
Pittsburgh that are looking at that very question of what onght to be in such a center. 
‘What is enough to do because we don't have unlimited resources, what's too much to do, 
what don't we really need to do but do we absolutely have to do. Because within the 
Context of the Youth Crime Prevention Council that Mr. Udin mentioned are many, many 
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activities. The Mayor and all of this Council do not have the sole responsibility for youth 
in the City of Pittsburgh. Other people share in that responsibility and they are members 
of that effort and it is our challenge conjointly here to try to get the use of other people's 
Tesources and time. 
Mr. Cox: 

One of the things we talked about is the CISP centers. 
Mr. Farley: 


I've already had discussions with the Director of the Juvenile Probation Program, 
Joe Daugerdaus who has volunteered the use of his real estate which is again another way 
to contain the ballooning cost of the activity. 


Mr. Cox: 


Mr. Ferlo, we can't tell you today what the program will be. I guess we had 
assumed we would have to come back to you and tell you what it would be as a matter of 
either communications or a matter of law. I am not able to tell you all of the details but 
we have what we think are sufficient financial resources, we have the locational 
opportunities in the CISP centers and we will be working to put the details in place. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Could I ask because this bill is likely to pass that you forward to us between now 
and a final vote just in theory or in practicality what the steps are that you will be taking 
between now and January Ist relative to the implementation and enforcement of this bill. - 
Mr. Cox: 

Absolutely. 

-The Chair: 


I will go up the side here. Could I hear from the Administration as what you 


consider to be the legal requirements of the City in providing for the children while they 
are in custody. . 
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Mr. Cox: 


- I'm not sure I am the best person to answer the question. Maybe the Chief can 
answer that or our Solicitor because it would go to what the minimum requirements are 
when anyone is in our custody and maybe you would be better prepared to speak to that. 
Chf. Buford: J 


I can give you an overall. These juveniles would be technically under arrest. 
Mr. Udin: : 

They are under arrest. 
Chf. Buford: 


Yes. Therefore we have to not guard them as closely with prisoners but they are 
in our custody and we are responsible for them so we would have to put in place certain 
factors that would observe the juvenile, perhaps cameras or monitors. We would have to 
come up with some type of bedding and feeding. We would have to have something in 
place in terms of medical care or phone numbers or anything of that nature because 
technically they are our responsibility once we remove them from the street. 


Mr. Udin: 
Armed security? 
Chf. Buford: 
I don't envision that. 
Mr. Udin: 
What kind of personnel would you anticipate? This is 24 hours, right? 


Chf. Buford: 
Right. That we have to work out. If we are talking about utilizing police officers, 
we are not going to take the weapons off the police officers because that is part of their 


equipment. We have talked about utilizing volunteers, social workers and these are things 
we have to work through. 
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Mr. Udin: 


All of this can be done either in kind or for $50,000.00, $150,000.00? 
Chf. Buford: We are evaluating that now, I'm not sure of the cost. 
" I would like to see a cost estimate on what the minimum legal requirements would be for 
keeping these children in custody if you could, I'd appreciate that. : 


I would like to hear from the Legal Department, the Solicitor, regarding the issue 
that I raised earlier about whether or not House Bill 22 in your judgment pertains to the 
children on the street otherwise not violating any laws. 


Ms. Diggs: 


The ordinance as it's currently drafted is probably among the most well drafted 
curfew ordinances in existence. That primarily is because of the exception. That's what 
allows this ordinance to probably withstand a constitutional challenge because we have 
exceptions like freedom of assembly and that's why I am in violation of the curfew 
ordinance. 


House Bill 22 does not automatically authorize a blanket implementation of the 
curfew ordinance. 


Mr. Udin: 
It does not? 
Ms. Diggs: 


It does not. House Bill 22 allows the authority to arrest for summary offenses, 
however, the language in House Bill 22 still requires that there be some finding that the 
person is being arrested in a situation which imperils the personal security or property 
interest of that person or other party. Fundamentally, underlying the whole concept of 
arresting, physically taking custody ofa person for violation of a summary is the concept 
written into the Criminal Rules of Procedure that this situation should only occur in 
exceptional circumstances. 1 don’t believe or at least I have not been provided with 
documentation which would show for instance at a federal court level that we can say 
every time a juvenile is in violation of the curfew there is an exceptional circumstance. 
Normally exceptional circumstances are things like the person is a risk of. flight or that 
there is a threat of violence or that there's eminent violence and we would need to be able 
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to show those kind of circumstances impacting on every juvenile that that we took in 
because of violating this particular summary which puts us almost back to the position 
where we were when we were using the eminent danger language which is still in the 
curfew that we would need that arresting officer to be able to say "I picked this juvenile . 
up, took physical custody of this person because this individual was in some particular 
peril at this time because they were in this location." That is the standard that we would 
have to be able to meet at the constitutional challenge level and I don't believe that House 
Bill 22 negates that. House Bill 22 is still with the understanding that there are 
exceptional circumstances under which you would arrest a person for violation of a 
summary offense and this is still a summary offense because it is a city ordinance. 
Mr. Udin: 

Do juveniles who are arrested under these circumstances if they were arrested and 

taken into custody would they have to be fingerprinted Chief? 


Chf. Buford: 
No. 
Mr. Udin: 
What kind of permanent record would there exist? 


Chf. Buford: 


There would be a Jog record to show the intake, what happened at the facility, 
who is the juvenile was tumed over, what type of social agencies recommended to the 
family and things of that nature. 

Mr. Udin: 

Thank you. 

The Chair: 


Point of order because I think it's the same question but it's on this point. The 
issue over what you just said about House Bill 22. With all due respect, I’m confused 
only with the fact that this body was asked to hold this bill at the Administration’s request 
because they wanted this passed. Now it’s passed and we're hearing -- I don’t mean you 
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personally — the Administration is telling us that it doesn’t matter that it passes, it’s still 
the same problem. I'ma little confused on why we’re even asked to hold it then because 
T’'m hearing two different things now. This bill was irrelevant to us voting on this is what 
you’re saying. 


Ms. Diggs: 

That’s my opinion. 
The Chair: 

That’s your opinion or the opinion of the Administration? 
Ms. Diggs: 


I definitely don’t speak for the Administration. I’m giving you what I believe 
would be a — 


The Chair: 


~ point of order. When the Solicitor comes to this table it’s the Solicitor of the 
City of Pittsburgh. I respect your personal opinion. Is it the Administration’s opinion 
then that House Bill 22 is irrelevant? That’s the only question I have. Because if it is, I 
want to know that. 


Mr. Cox: 


The Solicitor does not represent the Mayor who represents the city. It is the F 
Mayor’s opinion that we needed House Bill 22 in order to give the police department the 
authority to detain a juvenile or any person in violation of a summary offense. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Mr. Cox, the Deputy Solicitor is saying that there is such a standard created that’s 
not going to be met by uniformly enforcing curfew for all individuals. And Up until this 
time I think all of us were lead to believe that in passage of 22 would be the enabling 
legislation to arrest for summary offense for a curfew and at least the Deputy Solicitor is 
saying clearly and distinctively and I’ll defer to Mr. Hertzberg who is the criminal lawyer 
that that is not the case. So could we get a formal written opinion now? 
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Ms. Diggs: 


The point of legal analysis is what I'm attempting to convey to you in terms of 
what House Bill 22 is, how that supports or does not support the curfew ordinance, 


Mr. Ferlo: 


But what you said at least what I understood was that it does not support the 
uniform ~- 


Ms. Diggs: 


~ I don’t believe that House Bill 22 provides blanket authority to pick every 
juvenile up. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Up until now we were led to believe that the impact of passage of 22 would be to 
enable the municipality to uniformly arrest for summary offense based on the language of 
the curfew and that’s not what I’m hearing you say but in any event, could we have a 
formal legal opinion from the Solicitor relative to this issue? 


Ms Diggs: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 
Councilwoman McDonald. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Pm still — again, it seems to be evident that we will be passing curfew legislation 
if my mathematics serves me well at this point. But again, with the curfew center I’m 
concerned about the allocations of the money. We can talk about broad-ranging youth 
plans, etc. What is our proposal? What is our broad-range proposal for our youth? Is it 
the curfew center? Is this where they are led? I’m still very concemed about the 
allocations of money. We sit here at this Council table and we can argue over the littlest 
of items — I mean $200 — and how is that spent. We’re talking a couple million dollars 
and I don’t think — excuse me. I do believe that it’s going to cost a lot more than what 
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the Administration is saying. I came from the School Board and I know about enacting 
programs that affect youth and inevitably it always exceeds the budgeted amount. J 
would say 90 percent of the time, it-could be a little bit, it could be a lot but again the 
implications and who knows if we're going to get sued. You said it could withstand a 
constitutional challenge. If one of the youth or one of their parents happens to be 
litigious or are very aware of the law, we have to prepare ourselves for litigation and 
whether they win or not in court. The bottom line is that it’s costing the City money to 
litigate and that’s the reality. 


T’m glad the Chief is at the table but I don’t know if ’m going to get an honest 
opinion whether the police feel this is really going to help. I need to know from those 
guys and gals out there doing the streets. Is this going to help? Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for a curfew center. Is it going to make a difference? What we have now 
compared to what will be, what will be the impact? If we have maybe a few kids 
detained and get help, think of how much money that is and think of how much money 
could be allocated in a more efficient fashion. 


Thirty million dollars, we're going into budget deliberations, Do we need 2 
curfew center? Maybe that money could be better spent in helping to improve our whole 
community thing — Councilman Ferlo had suggested that — our community oriented 
policing initiatives, the whole psyche behind that to help. Right now we have one officer, 
one shift or two officers or whatever at the C.O.P. thing, maybe we need a night-time 
C.OP. officer. Again, I just want to make sure that the Moneys are spent wisely. Are we 
going to be picking up the kids that best need them or will we be picking up kids that the 
next day could probably be picked up without this legislation because they've committed 
some kind of crime? What kind of kids are we going to pick up? Who are the police 
going to pick and choose who gets the intervention because ultimately that will be it. In 
the middle of the night it will be a police officer determining who gets the intervention 
Supposedly at these curfew centers for these kids. Are these all the kids that need to be 
targeted? 


T echo Councilman Ferio's sentiment who I think has been ~ of all people —1 

know his track record on civil liberties and to seriously consider a curfew, Teally raises a 

- flag for me. That there is some merit to this but again we have to balance the merits 
versus the disadvantages and ultimately I'm looking at -- I don't feel there is a total 
commitment from the Administration. That's not my gut. Now whether you say yes or 
no I don't feel it. I think this is going to be a feel good thing that there will be some 
initiative to enact the centers and Lord knows how many, whether they'te going to be. 
Maybe the cops will say “Okay, fine we have to pick up the kids just because they're 
hanging around like we don't have anything else to do at this time of night except pick all 
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these kids up off the street." Again, I'm very leery of the Administration's total 
commitment towards making this work positively. I don't feel it and that's basically a 
comment and a question I'm throwing back. Has the police force Chief, have they bought 
onto this? 


Chf. Buford: 


As you know, we're instructed to enforce the laws of Pennsylvania. If this bill is 
passed we will enforce those laws. There are some things we have to work through. We 
have to consider the overtime factor. _ 


Ms. McDonald: 


That was one of those extra costs that I was referring to that there's a lot of hidden 
costs that we don't think about until it's put in place. 


Chf. Buford: 


We have to consider the calls for service. We have to consider our average 
percent of officers that remain in the zones on a daily basis. Should we change that ratio 
depending on the neighborhood? So there are a lot of concems we have to work through 
in order for this to work. How do we manage the calls for service? Citizens calling in 
merely because youth are walking through the neighborhood. We have to factor in the 
court time. Will it work? It's manageable as long as we can work it out. When we come 
back to the table and Council hits up with a high premium pay for the police then you 
have to consider what that premium pay entails. What's manageable, what's not 
manageable. What's controlled, what's not controlled. Court time is not controlled. It's 
very difficult to contro! the cases in court but yet year in and year out we get hit with a 
high premium rate. So these things have to be worked out before the total packet is ready 
to be presented. 


Ms. McDonald: 


‘That basically gets to some of the responses that ] needed to hear as to 
implementation, the cost, is this the best use of money and basically you've answered it. 
We already have problems in containing our costs. I think that even though we say 2 
center will cost this, the County will give us that and I'm sure Mr. Cusick has a vision of 
good programs and I think there’s not one person at this table that would disagree that 
there could be intervention agencies and people there that could help out. The bottom 
line is all these hidden costs. During my former days we would implement a program 
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and the hidden costs would be salaries, building costs, you name it, and it would come at 
us and it would almost double our initial figure that we had voted on and this is what Im 
getting at. It's a big ticket item and if it's going to make sweeping changes in our crime 
tate, in saving our youth, fine then it's money well invested but I still have not gotten a 
full answer that makes me confident in this legislation whether it goes up or down. Is this 
going to make those sweeping changes that we need with all the police sensitivity and the 
intervention and this and that and the C.O.P. we can talk that stuff but is it going to make 
that much ofa difference? If we never have a curfew is it going to make a difference? 
Will we see everything plummet? We're at a state right now that I think we need to 
address and to put in place a whole different component of a curfew and all the financial 
and management and contractual and whatever implications thereof. We really have to 

- think very carefully on it before we enact it and again and in litigation and I understand — 
T agree and I'm glad that you spoke that you were given permission to speak because I 
think it would be constitutionally defensible because of the exceptions, not the spirit of it 
but the exceptions. And I wonder ifkids walking up the street people call —- kids are out 
there come get them. The cops show up like they have nothing better to do than to 
address kids hanging around on the comer. You all have to leave in the car or whatever. 
How many kids are that stupid? I have kids and they're not dumb, they know how to get 
out of things. They show intelligence at the times you don't want them to, that’s when 
they show it. I'm exercising my constitutional rights. What is a cop supposed to do? 
Again, that is a big problem that I have is just that. 1 think Mr. Hertzberg pointed that out 
too. They're always going to say that. If] know kids that’s what they're going to say. 
They're going to get out of this so I'm wondering, we've spent all this money on a curfew 
center and what happens? It's empty. Why? Because every one is exercising their 
constitutional right to assembly. It's the logistics of it. I would like Councilman Ferlo to 
pick pieces of it and implement that. 


Mr. Cusick: 


In regards to the litigation that the City could get involved in I would agree. I 
don't think for a second that the ACLU would not challenge Pittsburgh's curfew or major 
cities. It amazes me why they don't challenge all the curfews. Bellevue just implemented 
a curfew and many of the municipalities around the City of Pittsburgh. The ACLU thinks 
that the City children should have their constitutional Tights protected but they don't in the 
municipalities and it bewilders me why they feel that way. But the American Association 
for Rights and Responsibilities has offered their free services for any legal challenge that 
me may incur which is related to one of the major law firms here in the City of 
Pittsburgh. It's the social services programs and like the University of Pittsburgh that are 
going to provide many of these free services to us in regards to the curfew program. I 
was hoping that we would have one judge appointed to watch over this whole thing and 
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yes we can contro] when court would be in session and maybe that could be done in the 
evening hours when these police officers are on. There is a lot of different things. | think 
to say this is going to cost us a lot of money and it is not worth doing it is the wrong 
attitude to take. I think the Administration has been meeting, have satdown andare 
finding ways of getting around of paying the big buck here and I appiand them for that. I 
know Mr. Cox has been involved in many discussions with individuals to try and get the 
pro bono work done and I think they will be successful in it. I know the University of 
Pittsburgh is excited about the whole idea and I think they ought to continue and instead 
of worrying about — I disagree with you that it costs too much. < 


Ms. McDonald: 


Take the money and add a couple more cops. Give cops specialized training and 
helping the kids at night directing them without abusing or violating their constitutional 
whatever, okay but to work with the youth that they see on the streets. I would rather 
allocate that money towards making the cops more effective in dealing with the kids out 
there than to tell them "you're not allowed on the street." I think if you allocate the 
money properly you can get 2 lot of those kids off the streets, it is how you do it. 


The Chair: 

AS a point of procedure, it's 1:25 PM and we have an advertised public hearing at 
> PM that is televised. I want to keep the questioning going if we can. 
Mr Hertzberg: On the issue of this exception within here for exercising First 
Amendment rights protected by the U.S. Constitution such as free exercise of religion, 
freedom of speech and the right of assembly. If there are two individuals out there and 
they're talking, they would be exercising that right of assembly if I'm not mistaken. 
Ms Diggs: 

Yes. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Now if we were to take that provision out I don't think we would be violating 
anyone's constitutional rights. 
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Ms Diggs: 


If we took that exception out? If we indicated that that particular exception would 
not alleviate you from being found in violation of the ordinance? 


If the ordinance were passed and it didn't contain that exception. 
Ms Diggs: 


Then I believe this ordinance would no longer be among the most well drafted of 
curfew ordinances from a constitutional point of view. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I want to point out because I have seen this term thrown into some of the other 
Provisions on this area before. When you go to school you give up your first tight 
amendment. | can't stand there and disrupt the class. I want to exercise my right of 
assembly with give students over in the corner of the room. You have to at some point 
certain rights have to be sacrificed for an appropriate purpose of this government which is 
to try to maintain order and do all of the other things we're trying to do here including 
protecting young people so I think that is a dangerous exception. 


Ms. Diggs: 


If I may suggest that when you get to the point of saying that certain constitutional 
rights need to be sacrificed, at the very least the courts are going to require that you show - 
some compelling reason why the state is saying this tight needs to be sacrificed and that 
is part of what happens in schools. The state has shown a compelling interest in having 
its youth educated. We would need to show a compelling interest in having juveniles off 
the street at the time we wanted the curfew to be implemented and that's why I'm saying 
House Bill 22 just by itself does not then say now the City can take all juveniles off the 
street. So it's not that House Bill 22 is irrelevant. House Bill 22 is relevant because 
without it we don't have the authority to arrest for violation of our summary offense at all. 
Now we will have the authority in certain specified situations and I am suggesting that 
from a legal analysis point of view violation of the curfew does not necessarily fit into the 
circumstances that have been set out in House Bill 22. So it's not appropriate to say 
House Bill 22 is irrelevant. It's very relevant. 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


Th get back to 22 but Jet me-comment where we started out at with getting rid of 
the exception and our compelling interest in sacrificing the rights and I think that holding 
— how many hearings we held, how many times we have discussed this on the public 
record, how many statistics we've placed on the public record and our findings that 
precede this ordinance. I think we've done as much as we can do to show a compelling 
government interest and reasons to do this. And on House Bill 22, I think the 
construction of this bill where the first step by the police is always, "Tell the person, the 
minor to go home.” I think we are going to set up a framework with that kind of 
statement where | think if the person goes home that is the end of the story. If they don't 
go home they are going to say why and at this point our officer may find out that they 
have the reasons that are specified in House Bill 22 that this particular individual may be 
in some danger for whatever reason that they can't go home or — they don't have a safe 
place to go. But] think the way it's set up it will fit in with the framework of House Bill 
22. Again, if we go through the proper steps and the implementation is setting this up. 

Deputy Mayor, I wanted to be sure ofa level of commitment. This bill calls for a 
curfew center and with various items that the curfew center is to contain and that is the 
intention of the Mayor's Office to set this up in conjunction with a lot of other agencies. 


Mr. Cox: 


I guess our assumption has been that it may not be pradent to have officers in the 
East End taking people to a center that happens not to be located there but if there is a 
system there we can arrange with the social services to be de-centralized and I believe 
that's more the way we want it. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 
More than one facility. 


Mr. Cox: 


In our view these are safe places where the young people come in contact with 
services. They are not meant to be places young people want to be. We don't envision 
them being recreation centers. It is.a place where serious business gets transacted. 
Councilman, is the language that confusing the people? 


Mr. Udin: 
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Yes. 
Mr. Cox: 


It's a place that is not in use during the time of the curfew that is available and it 
will have the social services in them but it was a way to meet the issue of costs. These 
are places that are already available and there will be no other people in them during the 
time the curfew is enforced and there is no connection between the CISP people because 
they will be gone at the time this is in effect. 

Ms. McDonald: 


Please be aware though that there has been much controversy in some of the 
neighborhoods that I'm aware of including mine in which residents didn't even want the 
CISP center and to tum it into a— 
Mr. Udin: 

Are those city facilities? 
Mr. Cox: 

No, the County Courts. 
Mr. Udin: 

Do you have access to them? 
Mr. Cox: 

They are committed it, yes. 


-Mr. O'Connor: 


Tam glad to see there's a lot of good things here and a lot of good intentions and I 
‘want to thank Mr. Cusick for at least — at first I thought it was ten o'clock and I thought it 
‘was t00 soon, especially young people that are 16 years old and have a driver's license to 
take their girlfriend somewhere and I'm glad to see you moved it back. 
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Looking at this and I do like the idea that now if a cop sees a kid and he tells him 
to go home so that's as easy as we can do. One of the problems though and I think we're 
look-at 88 C.0.P.s that we have or beat cops and they are to interact the neighborhood get 
to know the kids and they know that one or two bad ones out of the 100 good ones. The 
problem is I think in almost all cases C.O.P.s are finished before 11 o'clock, aren't there? 
So that takes 88 cops who really know the good and the bad kids and I don't think we're 
going to change all the rules just to have a cop walking around at midnight just to see if 
there's any kids out there. So I that I see as a little bit of a management problem to pick 
out the good and bad ones. 


Presuming you tell you a kid to go home and for whatever reason he or she 
doesn't. Evidently, or they are having a bad day or the cop is having a bad day or for 
Whatever reason even a bad guy I would think - would say he's going home even if he 
doesn't. What happens if you have to pick him up? Do you have to bandeuff him before 
you put him in a car? 


Chf. Buford: 


We wouldn't handcuff them but we certainly would pad them down and search 
them. 


Mr. O'Connor: 

You have to search them because unfortunately — 
Chf. Buford: 

— that's the danger factor. 
Mr. O'Connor: , 


The one out of 100 has a knife or a gun. Okay. What happens — instead of these 
centers that we're all talking about and this is good or bad, taking them to the 
-neighborhood zone stations? Can that be done and just pick up the phone and call mother 
or father and say your kid is here and he/she broke the curfew and gave us a hard time or 
maybe he's drinking a little bit. Is there some reason why it's gone this far? Can that be 
done? 
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Chf. Buford: 

We do that now. I don't know if that would serve the overall purpose of why we 
want to remove kids from the street. I think the whole idea of. removing youths from the 
street and placing them ina designated facility to be evaluated probably makes more 
Sense as opposed to taking them to a police station with other criminals being taken in : 
and out. . 

Mr. O'Connor: 

Do all criminals go to the zone stations? 
Chf. Buford: 

No. 

Mr. O'Connor: 
‘Who goes to a zone station now? 
Chf. Buford: 

Most arrests are taken Downtown. However, if there is a question mark in an 

arrest or there is a over-crowded problem in transporting the prisoner then we take them 


to the local stations to remain there until we can transport them down to the Downtown 
facility. 


Mr. O'Connor: 
In most cases our stations aren't being used too heavily. 
Chf. Buford: 
That's right. 
Mr. O'Connor: 
If you did take them there or to a center, what protection do we have — I'm 


concemed about the kid who evidently at 11:30 something is wrong where he is going to 
give a cop a hard time, the suicidal rates are high and we just heard about a tragedy in the 
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news, not in Pittsburgh, but a young person, for whatever reason either they were high or 
drinking or they're upset or whatever, what protection do they have against that? 


Chf. Buford: 

Any juvenile that is picked up for a faajor violation —* 
Mr. O'Connor: 

= this is curfew. 
Chf. Buford: 


As I mentioned before the only thing I can see that would fit in would be the fact 
that we would be transporting juveniles to a facility where criminals are. 


Mr. O'Connor: 
You have to have all the same precautions that you would any other criminal. 
Chf. Buford: 


Yes. The standard of security would be raised significantly in terms of placing a 
juvenile at the police facility which would require police officers, armed police officers, 
watching the juveniles. 

Mr. O'Connor: 

What time does Juvenile Court open now for business? 
Chf. Buford: 

It's 8 AM. 


“Mr. Cox: 
In response to your question, the care of the individual is a deadly serious matter. 
We have to exercise all the caution that we possibly can to keep the person safe because 


the whole purpose of this is safety. I want you to understand, the procedure that the 
police will go through here will be substantial because it will be dedicated to safety. 
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Mr. O'Connor: 


That is a concern and you have to do it. Jam tying to figure out can it be done? I 
think the general perception is to pick a kid up take him to the center and gohome. We 
argued for hours about where a cop can get gas and these are all the managing questions 
that I'm concerned about. And what Valerie said about the cost of a center whether it be 
$100,000 or $1 million, I'm tying to look at an angle if you take him to a precinct at one 
in the moming no parents are around so if the parents don't come and get them then we 
know he or she has a problem, can we transfer him to juvenile court where there's a social 
worker on staff right now, can these things work? 


Mr. Cox: 


Our vision of this is not that we will hold a child until court. The reason we're 
looking for space is to be able to have a social service element available at that time. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


You're saying seven days 2 week we would have to open some centers and it 
would bave to be manned by social workers. 


Mr Cox: 


Enough of a presence that we start an intake process to find out why a young 
Person 1s on the street at night or whatever time is that they are there. 


Mz O'Connor: 
Couldn't it start at seven in the moming at Juvenile Court? 


Mr. Cox: 


It could but.again we're trying to avoid criminalization. If: ‘you have a young 
person, a 16 year old in a jail cell all night long, it's hard for them to distinguish between 
being arrested for a crime and then being there because of their safety. 
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Mr. O'Connor: 


Even if he's taken to a nice center where there's a nice social worker he still has to 
be guarded. What do we do with him at three in the moming? 


Mr. Cox: 


I want to give you the goals we are working on which is to engage this young 
person at a fairly early stage about services. 


Mr. Cox: 
The sell part of it is only for safety, it is not so much for criminal. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


One jast thing. Again — how can you tell a 16 from 17-year old that it's very, very 
hard. I know people who are doormen at a bar and they just ~ in fact, at the stadium now 
it says they're going to question them from 30 and under so if you're 30 don't feel bad. 
It's so hard to tell with the ages. How are you going to determine if a person is 16 or 17? 


Chf. Buford: 


It's a judgment call. Police officers have techniques to try to extract information 
from juvenile minds but if we can't determine that a juvenile is of age then in most case 
we will remove that juvenile and take him to a facility until we can determine his correct 
age. 


Mr. O'Connor: 

‘What happens if you pick up a 17 year old who you think is 14 or 15 and maybe is 
a wise guy and your guy picks him up and takes him in and his mother comes down with 
an ID and now he's 17. Are we getting the lawyers rich again? 
Mr. Ferlo: 


It's Edgar Snyder’s kid. 
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Chf. Buford: 


These are matters we will have to work out through our rules and regulations. 
That is a significant part of the total program. We don't want to remove juveniles from 
the strects that are of age so we have to work through that to make sure we are on legal 
ground. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


These are some of the questions. I know you guys took trips and I don't know 
how they did it anywhere else, maybe we should ask them and I would also like — I know 
Bellevue and them have a curfew and I'd like to know how many people they really 
maybe it's one a month we're going to affect anyhow and I think this is a big deal but 
maybe you will be affecting a few people. : 

Mr. Cox: 


Act 22 speaks to this directly. It says here that the right of arrest without warrant 
shal] be permitted only after by employing the police officers promulgates guidelines to 
be followed by a police officer when making a warrantless arrest under the section so 
before we can implement this we will have to issue guidelines around that very issue. 
Mr. O'Connor: 

So that needs a lot of work. 

Mr. Cox: 

Yes. 
The Chair: 


In the interest of time real brief. Chief, just to Councilman O'Connor's issue is 


-what I brought up earlier. His questioning about making a judgment call. You do it 


every day but what happens if you see a kid at 1 o'clock in the afternoon that looks like he 
should be in school and he doesn't have ID What do you do? 


Chf. Buford: 


We normally take him to the police station to try and get in touch with his parents. 
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The Chair: 


It's the same judgment call and we have the same risks if we pick up the wrong 
kid then if we would have if we picked him up for the curfew. The police are going to use 
the same standards. : 


Chf. Buford: 


‘Yes, the same standard. The problem would come in and selective enforcement in 
certain neighborhoods that are overly sensitive causing some type of overreaction because 
of the juvenile being removed. : 

The Chair: 


To the Solicitor in the interest of time, I think House Bill 22 makes it very clear 
that we can do this. However, what I would like to see if you can provide all of us by 
final vote can you give us the case law that gets to the point that you are bringing up 
which I find interesting and that is the issue of the First Amendment rights and what you 
were concerned about. At least show us what the case laws are because it's my 
understanding that there's actually conflicting case law going up to the Supreme Court 
and they really haven't decided yet. I would like to see the arguments and what's in the 
different circuits out there because I understand that it's getting close for the Supreme 
Coun to make a decision on curfew bills just in general. 


Ms. Diggs: 
I'll get that for you. 
The Chair: 


Okay Solicitor, you may want to comment on this too. The items that Mr. 
Hertzberg brought up are First Amendment issues. If; they weren't in this bill — if I'm not 
mistaken, just because they're not listed as an exception, no bill that we pass here can 
override the Bill of Rights. They don't have to be in here and I think that is the way I 
look at this. If we were to amend these out and there was a conflict between this bill and 
the Bill of Rights First Amendment, obviously the First Amendment would override and 
what Mr, Hertzberg and I think he's agreeing with me on this is that public policy is that 
there have been pieces of legislation particularly for juveniles in school cords that the 
courts have allowed us to take away some of their rights for a better good and that means 
you have to go to school while you are 17 or younger. That until they rule curfews 
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unconstitutional I think that these shouldn't even be in here and that we should move 
forward. That's my opinion and I can't make a motion so I will ask for a motion to delete 
them and if not I'll try again next week in writing. But if you want to address that in the 
opinion that you send up too I would appreciate it. 


Mr. Udin: 


Just quickly, on the question of the custody of these children, how do you now 
search women 
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Chf. Buford: 


It would depend on the incident. We normally conduct a -- police officers are 
permitted to conduct a pat-down search. 


Mr. Udin: 
Male police officers pat down females? 
Chf. Buford: 
Depending on the circumstances. 
Mr, Udin: 
‘Under normal un-threatening circumstances. 
Chf. Buford: 
If it requires inner-clothing search then we would call a female police officer. 
Mr. Udin: 


But a male could pat down — what about in this situation where we have juvenile 
females arrested for curfew, would you have these men patting down these young girls? 


Chf. Buford: 


It would depend on the circumstances. The outer garment ina dangerous 
situation — 


Mr. Udin: 
—not a dangerous situation, just the curfew. 


Chf. Buford: 


We'd have to work that through our rules and regulations. 
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Mr. Udin: 
I’m asking what the rules and regulations are, what would you do? 
Chf. Buford: 


What we do now is we pat down. Males are permitted to pat down the outer 
garments for safety. 


Mr. Udin: 


‘Would these males be patting down these juvenile females? That’s what I’m 
asking you. 
Chf. Buford: 

it’s a high probability. 
Mr. Udin: 

Wow. I’m most concémed about the males patting down the females. : 

Secondly, the clarification that I would hope that you would bring back in terms 
of the costs is not just the costs of warehousing these kids in some CISP center. This 
legislation requires that you will provide a youth curfew family resource center that will 
pass the muster of license by the Department of Welfare that will provide professional 
counseling to the youth, that will provide professional counseling to the parents and the 
guardians of the youth. That will identify and segregate a magistrate who is assigned to. 
these youth and that will provide social service referral to the violators and their families 
on a 24-hour a day basis for men, for males and females. That’s the legal cost estimate 
that I want to see you do for $150,000.00. Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Thank you. Tam asking for an amendment to delete if anyone wants to offer it. 
Those items 18, 19,20 and 21. 


Mr. Hertzberg:

Good morning everyone, and could 
Jack Robinette and company please come 
up here to the podium.

This proclamation is being 
introduced by Councilman Dan Onorato 
and myself. Hopefully all of you are 
aware of the Hospital Council of Western 
Pennsylvania. It is a very important non- 
profit organization that represents, I 
believe, 92 hospitals and health facilities 
in 30 counties.

the City. And, right now, to preface the 
reading of the resolution, as no different 
than other organizations, and I am talking 
about organizations which do provide a 
very good service, a very cost efficient 
service, the ax may be falling to some 
degree, to a large degree, on the Sickle 
Cell Society, an organization that has 
serviced African-Americans and those of 
Mediterranean decent, who suffer from the 
Sickle Cell anomaly, whether it be the trait 
or the full-blown disease, that cripples 
many people in this City. You never know 
until you actually talk with them. Many 
individuals I have known have been — you 
just don’t know what they are suffering 
from but you know that there is something 
‘wrong, and then you talk with them and 
you realize it’s the Sickle Cell disease, and 
they’re making it, and they’re making it 
through such organizations as the Sickle 
Cell Society. And, unfortunately, the axes 
are starting to now chop. 


So, I felt it was incumbent that we 
save the Sickle Cell Society in its full 
entirety, not to have it lessened, reduced, 
or anything. It needs to remain as it is 
now, and if anything, to be expanded to 
cover 28 percent of the potential 
population in this City of Pittsburgh. 


MS. McDONALD PRESENTS 


No. 2611 WHEREAS, since its 
inception in 1987, the Sickle Cell Society, 
Incorporated has been a community based 
facility with an open door policy; and, 


WHEREAS, The Sickle Cell 
Society, Inc. has recently become involved 
in a political battle for survival as one of 
the last community based programs of its 
kind in the country; and, 
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WHEREAS, the State is trying a 
slow process of funding cutbacks and has 
made a unilateral decision to shift the 
patient load and dollar flow to the 
University of Pittsburgh. In cities across 
America, programs like this one have been 
swallowed up by teaching hospitals and 
universities; and, 


WHEREAS, the Sickle Cell 
Society, Inc. services an average of 700 
families each year. National statistics 
estimate one in 400 African-Americans 
suffers from sickle cell anemia, and one in 
ten carries the trait; and, 


WHEREAS, the sickle cell trait is 
an inherited characteristic in which the 
hemoglobin of red blood cells is different. 
Hemoglobin is the pigment in red blood 
cells that carries oxygen. Sickle cell 
anemia, in which the hemoglobin has 
changed, can be a painful, crippling

WHEREAS, despite funding 
reductions under Executive Director 
Neddie C. Hollis, and Associate Augustus 
C. Brown, Ph.D., the following progress

‘very people that it serves. 


And, again, I encourage you to talk 
to your State Legislators, talk to the 
Governor. talk to whomever you feel is 
necessary. 1 think all of us have really 
agonzed and have lobbied one another to 
keep facilities and institutions within our 
communites, and this is a very important 
one in Council District 9, since it does 
provide a very major service that I 
personally don’t feel historically has been 
provided from any major hospital or 
umiversity setting.

activities started in the 1950’s when he 
and a handful of other brave souls helped 
to reinstate the Pittsburgh Chapter, where 
he has provided major service both for the 
organization and the clients whom the 
ACLU serves; and, 








‘WHEREAS, Tom served as a legal 
advisor during the 1960’s civil rights 
movement, providing legal representation 
to persons advocating increased 
participation by African Americans in 
government contracts and the workforce,; 


and, 


WHEREAS, in 1966, when Tom’s 
involvement in ACLU activities on behalf 
of Vietnam war protesters and union 
activists became an issue with the law firm 
and he was told to choose between the 
ACLU and the law firm, Tom quit the firm 
‘without hesitation; and, 


WHEREAS, Tom went on to 2 
distinguished career as a professor at 
Camegie Mellon University, continued 
important and often controversial work for 
the ACLU, became Chairperson of the 
Greater Pittsburgh Chapter of the ACLU, 
chaired the Pennsylvania ACLU Board for 
over 20 years and is a member of the 
National ACLU Board, was a founding 
board member of Neighborhood Legal 
Services and served for 13 years on the 
Pittsburgh Human Relations Commission; 
and, 


WHEREAS, on Wednesday, 
October 25, 1995, Tom will be honored at 
special dinner, for his lifelong dedication 
to civil liberties by the Greater Pittsburgh 
Chapter of the American Civil Liberties 
Union and the American Civil Liberties 
Foundation of Pennsylvania.

Does everyone have a 
copy of the Cusick/Hertzberg amendment 
on Mr. Cusick’s letterhead being offered 
by Mr. Hertzberg, which is before you, 
Counciiman? 


Mr. Udin: 


It doesn’t say that it is being 
offered by Mr. Hertzberg. 





Mr. Onorato: 


No, it does not. 


The Chair: 


Excuse me. Wait a minute. 
Excuse me, Mr. Cusick. 


We have an amendment on the 
floor, it is before everyone, the amendment 
has been made by Councilman Hertzberg. 

Councilman Hertzberg. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 

Can J make a point of order. Can I 
at least have the opportunity to explain this 
before other discussion? 

The Chair: 


‘You shall be recognized. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


And, I won’t belabor it. I'll try to 
get to the point. 


The Chair: 

You can belabor all you want, it’s 
an important issue. 

Councilman Hertzberg has the 
floor. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


The amendments are — and if we 
take our piece of legislation in the packet 
and look at the amendments in conjunction 
with it, it might make it a little easier to 
understand. : 





But, the first part, under the 
definition of “Permit”, the intent is to 
eliminate what I termed as a strict liability 
kind of provision that would involve a 
parent who is unable or makes reasonable 
efforts, but nonetheless has a child that 
violates this bill. By changing this 
definition we would not have that parent 
being a violator of this ordinance. In other 
words, if they use reasonable efforts or 
concern, they would not be in violation of 
this law. As it stood before, I think 
“knowingly failed to prevent” could be 
interpreted as a strict liability provision 
and it would make a parent in violation of 
this, a parent that might not physically be 
able to or is doing everything within their 
own power and control to prevent a minor 
from violating this. That person could, 
nonetheless, been convicted of violating 
this bill, and I think the deletion here 
would change that. 


“Serious bodily injury” is just an 
additional definition. Since that term is 
used within another definition, that being 
the definition of an emergency, this makes 
it even more specific by defining serious 
bodily injury, which is used in the 


definition of an emergency. 

Then the next change would be the 
exercising First Amendment Rights 
Protected by the United States 


Constitution, such as the free exercise of 
religion, freedom of speech, and the right 
of assembly. We had some discussion on 
that at Wednesday’s meeting. The 
intention here is that, if we are to create 
this exception, particularly freedom of 
speech, and the right of assembly, if that is 
to be an exception, then I believe that the 
entire bill would be gutted and ‘possibly 
‘meaningless. As long as you had two 
individuals, they could be exercising their

right of assembly and it would be an 
exception, which would basically eat up 
the entire bill, and that is the reason for 
that particular amendment. 


Under “Curfew Center”, the 
deletion of the words “provide the 
following guidelines” is really a linguistic 
kind of change, there’s nothing of 
substance going on there. {t just makes it 
read more smoothly. 


Then the final change is under 
“Penalties”, batted into their custodian ° 
and/or minor. I think it is appropriate that 
minors also face possible penalties here for 
violations of this law and that not the 
parent be the exclusive ones to face 
potential fines. 


And, that’s the amendments. 
The Chair: 
Other discussion on the 


amendments? Councilwoman McDonald. 


Ms. McDonald: 

Strictly on the amendments, and 
then I would like to have a very brief, very 
brief, discussion on the bill as a whole. 
The Chair: 


We're going to just concentrate on 
the amendments. 


Ms. McDonald: 
On the amendments, exactly. 
1 don’t know if ail of you all had a 


chance to review the correspondence, the 
memorandum, that was issued to us from 





the Solicitor’s Office conceming the legal 
opinion of this entire legislation. What 
concerns me — because I had no problem 
with the amendments at face value until I 
read — I’m trying to do an Evelyn Wood 
through this thing since we just got it 
But, on Page 5 of the correspondence, and 
Tl read the one sentence of the one 
Paragraph in the middle. It says, for the 
above stated reasons — this is in deletion 
to the First Amendments Rights Claus that 
was originally in the original legislation — 
for the above stated reasons, it may be 
reasonably anticipated that deletion of the 
exercise, the First Amendments Rights, as 
an exception io the Curfew Ordinance 
would substantially increase the likelihood 
of a successful challenge to the 
constitutionality of the ordinance since 
such an exception is crucial in presenting a 
narrowly tailored ordinance with minimal 
intrusion on fundamental rights. 





And, in looking at our Solicitor’s 
opinion on this, I couldn’t vote now for the 
amendments. I’m not going to vote for the 
legislation at all. But, even for the 
amendments, I couldn’t vote for it, 
because we have a conflict of opinion 
here. And, if this does go through, at least 
let it be - let it have the muster to survive 
@ Constitutional challenge in court. 


So, that is my main concem. And, 
then there’s some language about the 
implications of House Bill No. 22. And, 
unfortunately, to do speed reading through 
there, it’s too legalese right here, I can’t 
understand it, and it needs to be put in 
basic language, so I can understand this. 


But, I can’t vote for the 
amendment because of the Solicitor’s 
opinion. 
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The Chair: 





On the amendment, Councilman 
Onorato. 


Mr. Onorato: 


On the amendment. Two points on 
the amendment. One, Councilman 
Hertzberg, I don’t know if you read this 
already or I missed it. The very last 
change, under Section 2 of “Penalties”, 
you also added, “or when the Mayor has 
established a Curfew Center under 604 or 
whichever is later.” 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes. I thought that was done 
verbally, so I didn’t — 


Mr. Onorato: 


And, finally, on the amendment, 
particularly on the First Amendment issue, 
the deletion, I’m in support of the 
amendment — and I’m looking at what 
Councilwoman McDonald referred to, 
because I also received this early this 
morning, I’m trying to read through it fast 
+ and I noticed that the cases that the 
Solicitor is referring to, none of them are 
Supreme Court Cases, some of them are 
different Circuits, some are State Cases, 
and just from my general knowledge of 
some of the Supreme Court Cases on First 
Amendment issues, in general, that 
municipalities are allowed to regulate 
time, place and manner, as long as ail 
that’s reasonable. And, I don’t think 
anyone would disagree that there are 
certain time, piace and manner regulations 
that go to the benefit of the general public. 
And, I have no problem voting for the 
deletion here, because even if it’s not 








stated in the Ordinance, you cannot just 
wipe out somebody’s First Amendment 
Right in the Constitution just because it’s 
not stated. I think that right exists, 
regardless if it’s listed or not. Question is, 
can we stop a 14 year old screaming in the 
Streets at 12 midnight and saying that’s 
their First Amendment Rights? I believe 
we can. Therefore, I will be supporting 
the all of the amendments, including the 
deletion of the First Amendment language. 


The Chair: 


On the amendments, Councilman 
Ricciardi. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Yes. Thank you. Councilman 
Hertzberg, I have some concem 
concernung deleting the “knowingly failed 
to prevent”. ] understood your argument, 
the argument being, and correct me if I’m 
wrong. the argument being, that if a parent 
1s unable to control a child, and he or she 
amempts to control the child 
unsuccessfully, the parent or parents 
should not be punished in any way. Is that 
correct, the way I phrased that? 


Mr. Hertzberg: 

Yes, that’s basically, yes, correct. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

So, let me continue, though. 

So, I thought the strength, and I 
know the strength of this entire bill, I 
believe was the Curfew Centers, but not 


only for the child but also to-give help to 
the parent. 
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And, what I mean by that, 
Councilman Hertzberg, if you look under 
“Penalties”, I’m not really interested in 
dollar amounts, what I’m interested in is 
help, and that is, if I may, 100 hours of 
community service, but then it says, 
“and/or to obtain counseling or attend 
classes or programs to improve parenting, 
to improve parenting and child-raising 
skills.” 


I believe, colleagues, if a parent is 
unable to control a 10 year old, a 12 year 
old, not only does that child need help, but 
I think the parent needs help in parenting 
and child-raising skills, because something 
has definitely gone array, when an adult 
cannot control a child. 


So, what I’m saying there, 
Councilman, is that I’m very concemed, 
and I cannot support this amendment, 
because I want the parent to stay 
responsible of the child, and if we strike 
that, at the judicial level, we cannot force 
that parent to come in and receive those, 
what I consider, parenting and child- 
raising skills. So, maybe you could just 
Tespond to that and I could — 


Mr. Hertzberg: 

Very briefly. I agree with you, that 
Parent may need help, but I don’t think a 
conviction for a Summary Offense is the 
Tight way to get them help necessarily 
either. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Can I just engage with Councilman 
Hertzberg for a second?

The Chair: 


Absolutely. So long as only one

Mr. Ricciardi: 


And, I will just end with this, I 
think Councilman Hertzberg, especially 
with his background as an attomey, always 
presents very well thought out ideas, 
amendments and bills before us, including 
the Truancy Bill that he passed.and 1 was 
Proud enough to co-sponsor. But, I am not 
going to support this, and, colleagues, I 
ask you not to support this, because I feel 
as though this was the crux of some of 
Councilman Cusick’s argument, and that 
was that this bill was to reach out, not just 
to minors, our children in the street, but 
also to the parents. I think a parent that 
cannot control a young person needs 
parenting and child-raising skills, and the 
only way that they are going to receive 
them, or at least get them, or even agree to 
them, that we make sure that they are still 
responsible for a child. We cannot tell an 
adult that even if you try and fail, that you 
are not responsible for a child. I think that 
just doesn’t cut it. That’s your child, 
you’ve given birth to that child, you’ve 
decided to have that child, and now you’re 
responsible for that child until he or she 
becomes a teenager. If you cannot handle 
that, we’re not just going to let you off 
scot-free, we’re going to force you to take 
parenting and child-raising skilis, which I 
think would be beneficial to the parent. 
Because I think the Magistrate, some of 
them will be smart enough not to hit 
someone with a $300.00 fine, but, more or 
less, just tell them, listen, we can forego 





te me SSS 
the fine, but the parenting and child- Mr. Cohen: 


Taising skills, you’re going to sit in that 
class. 


So, I won’t have any more 
comments on this because I don’t want to 
in any way just demagogue on the issue. 
But, respectfully, I am going to vote no on 
this. I think we should keep the parent in 
the cycle of the Curfew Bill. Thank you. 


The Chair; 


‘Well, let’s just be mindful that the 
discussion was on the amendment, and the 
amendment is the total number of 
proposed amendments since language 
changed. The document you have in 
writing, which includes other items, other 
than the one that Mr. Ricciardi spoke 
about. 


Mr. Cohen had his hand up first, 
and then we'll go to Mr. Cusick.

We're going to have a lengthy 
debate on the issue here I’m sure before 
the final vote, but — if there’s going to be a 
final vote. 


But, on the actual amendments, 
Mr. Udin. 


Mr. Udin: 


I want to reiterate the point that 
Councilwoman McDonald made about the 
deletion of the First Amendment Right. In 
order for this bill to have any 
enforceability at all, there has to be 
Provisions of a narrowly tailored bill, and 
a narrowly tailored bill includes First 
Amendment Rights. It may be convenient 
for the makers of the bill to delete the First 
Amendment Rights but that doesn’t help 
with the requirement that it be narrowly 
tailored, and what we are doing in deleting 
it is opening ourselves up for action that 
will be taken by citizens on the basis of 
this unconstitutional bill. So, the 
exception, though convenient, will make 
us more liable. 


It is also unclear to me, under 
Section 604.07 of “Penalties”, it is unclear 
under what circumstances the custodian 
would be fined versus what circumstances 
the minor will be fined, it simply provides 
for both the custodian or the minor to be 
found in violation and then they can be 
fined up to $300.00. It’s not clear. 


The Chair: 
‘What’s not clear? 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


That’s not unusual that any 
sentence, there is some discretion within 





the person administering the sentence and 
that is the situation here, where the District 
Justice would have the discretion to 
administer a fine on the custodian or the 
minor or both. 


The Chair: 


I don’t think it’s the District 
Justice, but either the Juvenile Court Judge 
or the City Magistrate. I don’t believe 
these are being filed at the District Justice 
level. 


But, Councilman Udin, do you 
have other points, on the amendments? 


Mr. Udin:

Weill, we should just clearly state 
it, it is not a traditional Sunset in the sense 
that it actually ends, which is the case for 
agencies under State Law, where Sunset 
Provisions are actually legally referred to. 
it is an opportunity, but there must be an. 
action on the part of Council to do 
something. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Well, as I read this, Mr. President, 
I think this is probably important for the 
statutory record on this bill. But, as I read 
604.09, Review, it says that after a period 
of six months of the enactment of this 
legislation, not the establishment of a 
Curfew Center, the Committee will submit 
its findings to Council, that Committee 
being the Human Relations Commission 
and the Mayor establishing such a 
Committee, at which time Council will 
determine if this ordinance is effective or 
subject to repeal. 


As I read that that means there will 
be a discussion and a vote within six 
months. I think that is very important, 
because, frankly, nobody knows whether 
this thing is going to work or not and I 
think we should have a_ serious 
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examination and decision within six 
months as to whether or not it is working 
or not working. And, I would hope that 
this amendment before us does not 
undermine that Sunset Provision. 


The Chair: 


Again, I don’t want to speak to this 
now, we’re on the amendments, but I still 
think this is ambiguous as it relates to 
whether or not it is indeed a Sunset 
Provision. The way I read this legally and 
the way I understand City Council’s 
prerogatives and powers under the Charter, 
if there’s not a specific action by Council, 
in effect, the ordinance will remain intact, 
regardless of the timing of any report or 
recommendation back to this body. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Well, it says, at which time 
Council will determine if this ordinance is 
effective or subject to repeal. The only 
way Council determines anything — 

The Chair: 


That doesn’t say that it will no 
longer be effective, it just states that we 
have an obligation — 


Mr. Cohen: 


No, I understand that. I understand 
that. But, we have to make a 
determination at that time. 


So, I just want to make sure that 
stays in there despite this amendment. 
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The Chair: 


‘Well, I am only suggesting, if it is 
a true Sunset Provision, I think it could 
have been worded more legally clearer, 
because the way I read it, legally once we 
enact this ordinance, notwithstanding 
Council’s review of the merits or 
effectiveness, in effect, the ordinance will 
still be on the books in law. But, that’s not 
really on the amendment. So, Councilman 
Cusick. 


Mr. Cusick: 


On the amendment, Mr. President, 
604.9, Section 2, “or when the Mayor has 
established a Curfew Center.” I just want 
to state that I’ve talked to the 
Administration. They very much think 
that they will get it off the ground as of 
January 1. They have given me that 
message. And, so I would hope that our 
review would come within that six-month 
period, and hopefully things are working 
and this Counci] will not have to repeal. 
But, that is why the provision is in there. 


I did not want this legislation to be 
enacted until there was a center up. And, I 
would have to thank my colleague 
Councilman Udin for offering this 
amendment. 


The Chair: 


Other discussion just on this 
amendment? Councilwoman McDonald. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Yes. I understand that the Curfew 
Center should be in place, but what 
concerns me is not just a Curfew Center 
but how police officers are going to be 








enforcing this Curfew Legislation; in other 
words, what training will be — 


The Chair: 


That’s going to be on the bill, 
Councilwoman. I think we're just trying 
to narrow in on the language regarding the 
curfew, 


Ms. McDonald: 


Well, the language - I’m talking 
about the language. You're saying, well, 
when the Mayor has established a Curfew 
Center. I think the language is incomplete. 
That’s my comment. The language is 
incomplete, because there should — it’s not 
just a matter of a Curfew Center, it’s also 
about training, and that’s why I could not 
support this particular amendment. It 
doesn’t entail the proper taining and 
behavior, monitoring, et cetera, that would 
also have to be in place before this 
legislation would be enacted. 


The Chair: 

Councilman O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 

Again I’m getting confused. 
January Ist this bill goes into effect with 
or without a Curfew Center? 

The Chair: 

No. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


So, if the Mayor doesn’t come.up 
with a Curfew Center, then nothing 
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happens? Is that clear? So, you’re saying 


that that’s what this is saying? 
Mr. Udin: 

Yes, sir. 
The Chair: 

Roll call vote. 

The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were: 
Ayes: 
Mr. Cohen Mr. Ricciardi 
Mr. Cusick Mr. Udin 
Mr. Hertzberg Mr. Ferlo 
Mr. Onorato @res’t) 
AYES 7 NOES 2 
NOES: 
Ms. McDonald Mr. O’Connor 


And a majority of the votes of 
Council being in the affirmative, the 
amendment passed finally. 


The Chair: 


The amendment to the final version 
of the Curfew Bill has been approved, 
Section 2, as written. 


Are there any other amendments to 
the proposed legislation that anyone would 
like to offer at this time? Hearing no 
amendments — and I believe this is the 
only bill on the table under Public Safety - 
- discussion on the bill? Councilwoman 
McDonald. 





Ms. McDonald: 


I would like to have all my 
comments brought forward. All of them 
from all the Standing Committee Meetings 
that we’ve had. 


(REMARKS--SEE ADDENDUM) 
Ms. McDonald: 


I will be voting no on this. But, 
the one indication I have is, we have had a 
lot of comments about needing another 
public hearing. Now, all of us have felt 
that there had been public hearings, a 
sufficient amount held. Six public 
hearings were held prior to September. 
That was dramatically changed and we're 
about to vote on a very, very changed and 
modified bill. In fact, indeed, now we’re 
voting on dramatic changes as a bill that is 
amended by taking away an exclusion to 


enforcement of exercising First 
Amendment Rights. This is a real 
constitutional issue here that we're 
amending. Because of all the 


amendments, because of ail the changes 
that had been made previously, I feel that 
according to our rules of Home Rule 
Charter that we do indeed necessitate 
another public hearing and this time 
maybe it should be Downtown, right here, 
and have whoever wants to speak. 


But, I do say, in our Home Rule -- 
The Chair: 


Excuse me, Councilwoman. Could 
we have a point of order on this. I thin 
procedurally, if you're proposing a 
motion, then we should deal with this 
issue of whether or not we want to defer 
final vote today until such time that there 
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be another public hearing. But, I cannot 
make a motion but if there’s a motion on 
the floor. 

Mr. Onorato: 

So moved. 

MS. McDONALD seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
The Chair: 

It has been moved, seconded by 
Councilwoman McDonald. Discussion on 
the floor now is whether or not we want to 
hold an additional public hearing, and I 
would like to speak to that. But, 
Councilwoman McDonald. 

Mr. Udin: 
Point of order. 
The Chair: 

Point of order. Mr. Udin. 

Mr. Udin: 


Does this require a vote of Council 
or a ruling from the Chair? 


The Chair: 
No, it’s a vote of Council. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Mr. Chairman, as President of 
Council and as Chairman of all of our 
public hearings, I just want to read for the 
record, that public hearings are required 
prior to taking final action on legislation, 








for a number of reasons, and in Section 
319 (b), it has, an appropriation or a 
budgetary matter. Indeed, this is a major 
budgetary matter. We're talking about 
hundreds of thousands of dollars here, 
Possibly even a million or two. I think 
that it warrants, because of the budgetary 
implications, I think it does warrant a 
hearing, particularly before we deliberate 
in our budget discussions to see if the 
citizens are on board with the expenditure 
of these kind of monies. [’ve argued last 
week, and J’ll argue again, I do not believe 
that this is an efficient and the best use of 
public monies. I believe that there are 
other ways of handling youth and 
expending the monies in a more efficient 
manner. I feel that we have got to get 
back to getting as much bank for the buck, 
in terms of the monies that we spend, and I 
Just don’t think that this is necessarily it, 
even though there are many pieces of this 
legislation that I would like for the 
Administration to implicate immediately, 
in fact, should have been done a while ago. 


But, in Section 320, it also has, 
Citizens right to be heard. To me my 
opinion is that this legislation is drastically 
different, warranting another public 
hearing, according to our rules of Home 
Rule Charter, but I defer to the Chairman 
of our public hearings for his word. 


The Chair: 


Well, let me speak to this. First of 
all, the motion on the floor is to defer a 
final vote today on the Curfew Bill 
pending yet another public hearing. 
responded yesterday to my colleagues, and 
I will just state for the public record, my 
interpretation of the Charter is, I don’t 
believe that the submission of a petition — 
we did receive a petition yesterday from a 
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number of Pittsburgh residents, including 
organizationally the Pittsburgh branch of 
the NAACP. I don’t believe that the 
submission of that petition meets the 
narrow legal intent of Home Rule Charter, 
Section 320, however, as I indicated to 
you in writing yesterday, I believe that the 
final version of the legislation that is now 
up for a final vote today, is substantially 
different or has been embellished quite 
extensively from what was originally 
introduced and was actually the subject of 
citizen input hearings, albeit, extensive 
hearings, albeit, the greatest number of 
hearings we ever had, albeit, the fact that 
we're the most democratic, most public 
and most open and participatory body in 
the country; however, I don’t feel that we 
are legally obligated to hold a hearing, but 
I do feel that the intent of the Charter and 
the importance of this legislation, even if 
you're a proponent of this bill, part of the 
arguments of the proponents is that the 
extensive need for inclusiveness, 
collaboration, cooperation, and I would 
strongly suggest to my colleagues that 
even the proponents of the bill should 
invite further dialogue or participation, 
even if it’s adversary, of an adversary 
nature to the intent of the bill, and I would 
strongly support, and I would ask my 
colleagues to give consideration, even if 
you’re a proponent of the bill, to have one 
last round of a public hearing, which can 
be done as expeditiously as possible. 
Again, the commentary of the Charter, 
when you read the commentary, it says 
that Council has traditionally followed the 
practice of granting a hearing to any 
citizen or group of citizens who make a 
reasonable request in writing. It is hoped 
this tradition will continue and that the 
provisions of this section will not have to 
be applied formally. : 





The point is we have an important 
constituency, there are substantive changes 
to the bill. I don’t know that an actual 
public hearing process will radically alter, 
the majority of us voted in favor of the 
Curfew Bill, but I think we should air on 
the side of caution and participation and 
empowerment here and allow for another 
public hearing. 


Councilman Cusick. So, the 
motion on the floor right now is whether 
or not we should defer and hold a public 
hearing. Councilman Cusick. 


Mr. Cusick: 


First of all, Mr. President, this 
Council had an unprecedented six public 
hearings in the evening in the community, 
the first time that this Council has taken 
the cameras to the street and went out and 
sought out the public input. At least two 
post agendas went on in these Council 
Chambers. I have solicited the community 
groups, the block watches to give their 
input in regards to this. I think this is the 
first time that I know of that this Council 
has heard so much public input on a piece 
of legislation. We spent thousands of 
dollars to take these cameras on to the 
street, and I believe that the public has had 
its opportunity to give its input. 


1 would like to know where these 
people were when I had offered our time 
and our Chambers, our ears to listen to 
what people had to say. I only look at this 
as a way to block a final vote on this piece 
of legislation. The final bill before us 
today is a result of community input that 
we heard at the public hearings and the 
post agendas. The intent of the bill has not 
changed, the issue is just simply whether 
this City should have a curfew for youths 
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under 16. It is only apparent that the 
opponents of the curfew that do not have 
the votes defeated have petitioned at the 
11th hour to delay a final vote. It is a 
genuine plea for the further public input 
that I would support; however, I believe it 
is nothing more than a desperate tactic to 
stall this vote, and I am asking my 
colleagues, we have done and gone 99 
yards to get the public’s input in regards to 
this issue. I don’t know what more we 
need, I don’t know what more we'll get 
out of hearing an additional. Not only 
that, Mr. Ferlo said that the NAACP -- 
these are residents of Pittsburgh, I don’t 
think that we should be naming 
organizations ~~ 


The Chair: 
Excuse me. Just on this point. 
Mr. Cusick: 


I don’t think that we should give 
any ~ I have the floor, don’t I, Mr. 
President? 


The Chair: 
Absolutely. Go ahead. 
Mr. Cusick: 


I don’t think that we should be 
giving anybody any special privileges 
because they're from a certain 
organization. I think that they had the 
same opportunity as the residents of 
Brookline, as the residents of — and, if I 
may — the residents of Carrick, the 
residents of the South Hills area, which on 
Wednesday, April 5th, at 7 o’clock, we 
held a public hearing at Carrick High 
School. On Tuesday, April 11th, 1995, at 





7 o’clock at Perry Traditional Academy, a plenty of public input on all our budgetary 
public hearing that was held on Monday, matters. 


April 17th, at 7 o’clock at Reizenstein 
Middle School, on Tuesday, April 18th at 
7 o’clock at Greenway Middle School, on 
Monday, April 24th, 1995, at 7 o’clock at 
Homewood Library a public hearing was 
held, and a public hearing was held at the 
Hill House on Thursday, April 27th, at 7 
o’clock. What more do we need, Mr. 
President? I think that this Council has 
done its job, we have gone out, we have 
sought the public input. I see this as no 
more than a tactic to hold up this piece of 
legislation. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. Cusick. Just to 
clarify. 1 wanted to clarify, I mentioned 
Specifically the Pittsburgh Branch NAACP 
because yesterday the Clerk’s Office and I 
received a petition that was signed by 
Tesidents but it was handed to and 
Presented as a request from an 
Orgazanon. That was the reference J 
made 


Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I pretty 
much agree with your sentiments on 
holding this public hearing, Mr. President. 
I don’t think it’s required under our City 
Charter. 1 don’t think that the changes that 
have occurred through the amendments are 
really on the subject matter. The subject 
matter of the bill as it started and as it’s 
now before us is a curfew. There have 
been some items added but they don’t 
really impact the basic material. We — 
and, I think, as far as whatever money 
spent on a Curfew Center, I think there’s 





But, I think, given the tradition that 
we have on Pittsburgh City Council of 
allowing public input, I think, as you 
presented it, Mr. President, we allow more 
public input than possibly any other 
government body that there is, and I think 
that’s good. I think it’s necessary on this 
issue. This bill impacts the civil liberties 
of people within the boundaries of the City 
of Pittsburgh probably more than any 
other piece of legislation in the City’s 
history, so I think it’s important to air on 
the side of having more public input. 


What Councilman Cusick has 
referred to, the sponsor, and the attempts 
to defeat it by slowing it down, I think — I 
have some concern about that also. We 
have an effective date in all likelihood of 
January the Ist, and I think to accomplish 
both ends here, that if it does pass to hold 
a public hearing that I will then be making 
@ motion to suspend the rules so that it is 
required that the public hearing occur 
within 14 days, I think 14 days would be a 
time period such that we would still keep 
this on track for January 1st, if that is the 
wishes of the majority of the Members of 
Council, but at the same time would allow 
those that want to have input at the public 
hearing a sufficient amount of notice to be 
here for the public hearing. 


The Chair: 


Just to clarify a request by hearing, 
we're not legally obligated to issue 2 10 
day notice as we would if this were a 
legally requested public hearing. Under 
the charter we could have a public hearing 
as early as the beginning as next week 
prior to next Tuesday’s vote. And, if we 








did support a motion to hold for public 
hearing, I suggest we do it on Monday of 
the following week prior to a week’s later 
vote of the next legislative session. 


Mr. Onorato: 


1 will be voting, no, on this motion 
for public hearing mainly because I don’t 
believe this has anything to do with public 
input. 1 think this is purely a tactical move 
of grasping at straws to circumvent the 
political process that has spoken. 


I haven’t experienced a bill in my 

4 years on Council that has been debated 
more. I spent five out of the six nights of 
public hearings in the neighborhood, 
Perry, Carrick, Greenway, Hill House, 
Homewood, Reizenstein and event to the 
point we had a post-agenda with NAACP 
and Council I think three weeks ago, 
following one of our meetings. 


My concem about using these 
types of tactics it goes to the precious or 
sacred function of a public hearing, of how 
important we all feel that these public 
hearings are. There was some question 
about a public hearing that was called 
during last year’s budget season. I’m not 
saying who was right or who was wrong 
but to the point where it actually generated 
legislation for us to put a time frame on 
when a public hearing could be called 
because some of us felt that it might have 
been a tactical move. 


I think we have to seriously 
consider about when and how public 
hearings are called by members of this 
body. I'll respect any individual in the 25 
and the Home Rule Charter that allows 
citizens to request a public hearing. But, 
in no way do I feel that my no vote today 





is trying to stop dialogue, is trying to stop 
discussion of individuals that appear that 
are against the curfew. I respect their 
position. We’ve waited almost half a year 
to hear the position. We went into the 
neighborhood to hear the positions and we 
voted. And five voted one way so far in 
the preliminary vote and today I hope will 
be the final vote. 


I would urge strongly that my 
colleagues vote “no” today, not to stop 
public discussion but to preserve the 
integrity of the public hearing process and 
to not allow the public hearing process to 
tum into a strategical issue that ~ not on 
this bill only but in the future. Anyone of 
us can see an opening and we’re on the 
short end of a vote can rally and try to use 
the public hearing to ty to stop the 
democratic process after debate bas taken 
place. There is not way this bill is trying 
to be shoved through without discussion. 


On the issue of substantive change, 
I think it’s irrelevant. I personally don’t 
think that there is a substantive change but 
the substantive issue deals with zoning 
changes and there’s requirements in state 
law and locally about public hearings that 
we have to have when there is a zoning 
change and when there is a substantive 
change in a bill at the table that goes back 
to the Zoning Board or to the Planning 
Commission and to this body. 


Bills have been amended 
drastically on Tuesday’s in this legislative 
body without public hearings. Like I said, 
I think six public hearings in the 
neighborhood which were all televised 
plus the post-agenda, I felt we have done 
more than our call of duty. We've bent 
over backwards to hear the public. Let’s 
focus up or down and iet’s see what 
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happens and re-evaluate it with the Sunset 
(sic) Act that’s in there or the Review 
that’s in there but 1 would hope that we 
vote today. Thank you, Mr. President. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


My comments parallel of those of 
our colleague, Mr. Onorato. I believe the 
request for a public hearing isn’t a true 
sincere request for a dialogue and 
deliberation, but J think it’s just 2 tactical 
move to stall the real and actually kill the 
legislation. And, that’s really shown in the 
letter dated October 27, 1995, directed 
toward our President and carbon copied to 
a few of our colleagues. Basically, the last 
sentence says, I respectfully request that 
you use your good offices to ensure that a 
public hearing is before a final vote is 
taken and ensure that such a curfew bill be 
defeated outright. 


So, the motive behind the public 
hearing is not one of deliberation but it’s 
one to actually defeat the legislation and is 
a tactical move. Again, the last paragraph 
reads, the last part of the sentence, “and 
ensure that such a curfew bill be defeated 
outright.” 


If one of my other colleagues 
would like to read the entire letter, I”ll pass 
that down when they have the floor. But, 
again, I think it’s a tactical move. We've 
had plenty of discussion and as Mr. Ferlo 
has stated, this body is very accessible 
more so than any other legislative body in 
this county possibly the entire state. 


Mr. Udin: 
Sunlight is the world’s best 


disinfectant and that’s the purpose of 
public hearings. it is really curious to me 








that the sponsor’s of this legislation who 
claim that the legislation is based upon 
public hearing and who have now 
substantially changed what was before 
those public hearings are now trying to 
avoid public scrutiny. 


Certainly, a vote against a public 
hearing is an attempt to scuttle through a 
much different piece of legislation than the 
public was able to consider during those 
public hearings. 


If, as you claim, public input is 
important, what is your fear of additional 
public input. The problem I think has to 
do with the same kind of mind-set that 
doesn’t want people so-called sitting on a 
fence to study these issues with 
seriousness and in great depth but to rush 
through based upon just some kind of 
collegial friendship and following behind 
one another without serious thought. 


This is a very important piece of 
legislation which requires that we take out 
time that we consider it seriously. We just 
received a very important document this 
moming from the Solicitor which is an 
interpretation of the legal issues that we 
raised last week as to whether or not the 
bill is constitutional without the First 
Amendment phrase, whether or not House 
Bill 22 allows and protects the curfew 
legislation as it’s written and I find that 
legal opinion extremely contradictory with 
the comments that were made last week 
and extremely contradictory with the 
House Bill itself. That needs to be studied 
and we need time to study it. If you really 
want us to consider this in a serious way, 
don’t block the requests for an open 
hearing which will give us the time and 
opportunity to seriously look at it. 








The Chair: 


The motion that is on the floor, and 
if there were to be a public hearing as 
expeditiously as possible, possibly as early 
as Monday prior to one week’s delay of 
the vote, it’s a public hearing, it’s not a 
public hearing for the adversaries of the 
bill to come down here and speak. It’s a 
public hearing for both the proponents and 
supporters of the legislation, some of 
whom have already expressed themselves, 
be it the individual residents and/or 
organizations. 


So, it’s a two-sided public hearing 
where I’m sure we would get both the 
input of organizations who remain to have 
concerns but also it’s still one last 
opportunity yet another opportunity as Mr. 
Cusick points out rightfully for supporters 
of the bill to come down also. 


1 would say that of ali the 
legislation, I’ve been hear seven and a half 
years and I’m the last one elected at the 
at-large system and I know my colleagues. 
I believe very sincerely that the supporters 
of the curfew are genuinely and 
passionately in favor of what they believe 
is the best thing to move our city ahead. I 
don’t have any doubt about that But it’s 
the very language and the expression in 
the bill that talks about cooperation, about 
community involvement. 


I am asking the proponents of the 
bill don’t just win the battle, if you want to 
win the war then go the extra mile and still 
support and encourage the cooperation, the 
involvement, the participation and I think 
we would have to admit that 
disproportionately this bill will have an 
impact on certain neighborhoods and 
certain individuals and certain youth in 
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greater numbers than others. I believe that 
and I believe that is what we will unfold as 
the bill is enforced and that is one of the 
reasons why I have some objections and 
concern. But, part of the whole bill’s 
intent, if you read the language of the bill, 
the bill is filled with language about the 
need to empower, to include, to cooperate, 
to involve the social service community, 
and community-based organizations. The 
whole intent of the bill, as Mr. Cusick’s 
own words speak to, is re-focus of the 
curfew bill. It is not to be a police 
punitive power tip but the whole 
emphasis I believe Mr. Cusick was to 
enlist support and create participation from 
the community resources that are out 
there. 


If 2 teen curfew center is going to 
be helpful, then we need the leadership 
and the activities of community based 
organizations especially those within the 
African-American community in this city. 
So, with that I'll close and ask my 
colleagues to please, especially 
Mr. O’Connor, as a possible fifth vote to 
please support one more public hearing. 


Mr. O°’Connor: 


I may be the vote but I°ll tell you 
to Mr. Cusick’s credit having six meetings 
in the neighborhood and I think I went to 
every one. In fact, it showed in most cases 
in some neighborhoods very little interest 
but we did urge some people to come out 
and they did attend. 


This bill, which I’m not going to 
support the bill itself, the curfew bill 
because I don’t believe ~ I still have a lot 
of problems with the curfew bill so 1 am 
not going to support it. But, from the 
beginning to now, this bill is so watered 








down that it is hard for me to vote no. The 
only reason I’l] be voting over the curfew 
is — again, as Ms. McDonald mentioned 
we should be looking at a cost and if all 
the names that signed that petition, nobody 
knows anything about the costs and 
nobody cares anything about the costs — 
these curfew centers I have a big question 
where they’re going to be, who is going to 
man them, how many social workers have 
to be there, what is it going to cost, do we 
need recreation, do we need MTV, do we 
need meals supplied — 


The Chair: 


~-It sounds like issues that can be 
discussed at one of the public hearings. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, these are all of the things that 
everybody voted for, who was for it and 
nobody wants to bring up money just like 
Congress every idea is a good idea except 
who’s going to pay for it. So, that’s why I 
can’t support it but I can’t support another 
public hearing. I think, again, it’s just a 
tactic to try to camouflage a bill and I 
don’t think it’s the right approach and as I 
say to all our credit, I think all of us put so 
much time and attention to every 
neighborhood in this city. In fact, we 
added one neighborhood. 


I think it was you idea or Mr. 
Cusick’s to take it to Homewood because 
we wanted more say there. It was 2 
lengthy hearing. So, I think everybody’s 
heard it. Again, it’s watered down. 
Almost every amendment that has come 
about has been accepted or tried to work 
into so | comment the sponsors for doing 
all that. Although I still don’t like it. I 
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don’t think it will work. But, I don’t need 
another hearing. 


Ms. McDonald: 


In-sponsoring this motion to hold 
another public hearing, I just want to 
Teiterate that during the public hearings 
that were held in the communities as well 
as here, there was absolutely no discussion 
and no information for the community in 
terms of budgetary allocations, in terms of 
their tax dollars, in terms of how money 
was going to be spent. There was 
absolutely no discussion. The public was 
totally ignorant as to the financial 
implications of this bill as well as Council 
because we were not working with the 
Administration at that time. 


The other thing is the deletion of 
this whole amendment. This bill has been 
substantially changed. I don’t think the 
public was aware until Councilman Udin 
asked last week to Chief Buford at 
Standing Committee Meeting, “well what 
happens when a kid is picked up for a 
curfew?” They're padded down, including 
the little girls can be padded down by a 
male police officer. Why? Because they 
‘were standing on the comer and they had 
no business standing there. They may not 
be able to do anything. 


There was absolutely no discussion 
as to what did the curfew center look like. 
Now, we’re hearing that they’re the CISP 
Centers, Community Intensive 
Supervision Program centers. I don’t like 
that at all and I don’t think the public was 
Privy to that information. 


So, again, I would stress if you’re 
going to keep the public — see the thing is 
don’t bamboozle the public. The public 





a 
was not aware of all the facts. Now, we 


have all the facts in place. Why not give 
the public an opportunity to be able to talk 
about the facts of what this actually means. 
That’s all I’m asking. And, you may have 
five votes, fine. But, at least let the public 
be aware of all the implications, the 
padding down and the financial 
implications. Just give them a break and 
let them be enlightened. 


The Chair: 


Jf there is nothing further, the 
motion on the floor was whether or not we 
should defer the final vote on the curfew 
bill pending one last expeditious public 
hearing and that is the question on the 
floor. Roll call vote.

The Chair: 


Motion fails. Discussion on the 


dill. 
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Mr. Cusick: 


I would appreciate it if 1 could wait 
until my colleagues have had an 
opportunity to discuss the bill. 


Mr. Onorato: 


First of all, let me start out by 
saying I think everybody’s comment 
should be brought forward. Im sure 
everybody wants them up there, for and 
against. 


On this particular bill, if it passes 
today which it appears that it will, I would 
hope that all nine of us seriously look at 
the implementation of the bill and I look 
forward to the review in six months. I 
think that’s critical. I think it is going to 
tell us a lot about how it’s working. I feel 
very comfortable today voting for it — 
reviewing some of the information that 
Councilman Cusick brought back from 
New Orleans. I talked with some police 
chiefs in the surrounding areas, they’re 
smal] suburban areas and they do not have 
the racial mix that we do in the City of 
Pittsburgh ~ but talking with them and 
asking the chiefs of police how they’ve 
implemented it and the results. 


In particular, one chief of police in 
a small area that borders the North Side 
who actually was against the bill itself in 
their town but being that the chief had 
implemented it once the legislative body 
voted for it, was pleasantly surprised of 
some of the effects of the curfew. One of 
the surprises that he told me was not that 
there were huge arrests but it appeared that 
it gave the parents another toll to keep 
their kids off the street and saying it’s the 
law, you have to be home. What happened 
was a handful of children that were out on 





the street, I won't say that they were 
criminals or did anything wrong but they 
actually found out that these were kids 
constantly getting into trouble because 
there were some problems at home and it 
gave them an opportunity to discover who 
these kids were and they actually are 
helping theses kids. They’re not being as 
criminals. They’re actually helping these 
Kids who basically are reaching out and 
screaming for helping and they stuck out 
like a sore thumb once the curfew was 
implemented because of the amount of 
Kids that might have a normal home life 
were pulled off the street, the police had a 
Teason to go over and ask, “ what’s going 
on here, you’re young, it’s 12 Midnight, 
it’s 1 o'clock in the moming what are you 
doing out here?” He had to admit, even 
though he had strong reservations against 
the civil liberties question about being 
allowed out any time and the idea of a 
government putting a forced curfew that 
the benefits so far have outweighed any 
negative impact. 





T hope in six months that this body 
can say the same things but I will pledge 
to my colleagues who have strong 
Teservations against the bill today that I 
will sit down with you in that review 
period and if the facts show that there is a 
major problem, I will be more than happy 
to entertain a motion to repeal a bill that is 
being discriminatory applied if that’s what 
the results show. So, I look forward to 
that review and I hope that the nine of us 
can move forward regardless of the 
outcome of this bill to try to move the City 
forward. 


The Chair: 


Td like to reiterate some concerns I 
partly raised last week. First of all, many 














communities around the country have 
curfew bills but what’s unique about this 
bill, at least as proposed however well 
intentioned it is that this bill unlike some 
communities including those in Allegheny 
County that have a general curfew 
ordinance, this bill Proposes the enactment 
of a curfew policy with the power of 
making an arrest based on a summary 
offense. 


So, I think there is a substantial 
difference between Many communities that 
have a general curfew bill and this specific 
bill which actually goes the one step 
further and actually empowers police to 
make arrests without warrant for the 
Sumamary offense as listed in the curfew. 


As the legal opinion which arrived 
here half an hour before the meeting and J 
tried to read it very quickly, I’m very 
concemed and now somewhat confused 
because this language from the legal 
department and this list here differs from 
What was stated at least in the last week’s 
session and what I fear is we're going to 
have some major concems regarding 
confusion that may exist with the 
enactment of this ordinance Tegarding 
what the specific guidelines will be. 


If] understand — it’s nice that the 
State Legislature and the Senate took care 
of themselves with an $8,800 pay raise but 
they didn’t spend the time needed to 
Clearly write in House Bill 22 some clear 
guidelines and some clear authority. If 
anything, what they’ve written I think is 
going to open us up to major lawsuits and 
taxpayer paid claims for inappropriate 
arrests. 


If I read this opinion right and 
correctly, and I see on page 7 from the 





Law Department, and States 
“fundamentally physical arrests without a 
warrant is an authority to be exercised in 
exceptional circumstances and House Bill 
22 provides that the City of Pittsburgh 
Law Enforcement additional specifically 
defined instances where in such 
exceptional authority may be exercised. 





The basic bottom line if I read this 
correctly is unlike the notion that I think 
Mr. Cusick and others and the proponents 
of the bill have put out that the House Bill 
22 now empowers or enables us to 
basically arrest violators of the curfew 
without a warrant. I think it’s clear from 
his language that there is only going to be 
a few instances involving bodily harm and 
personal injury, some very extensive or 
extenuating situations in which individuals 
can be arrested. It’s not going to be a 
thing like well now we passed the curfew 
and we have the power now to detain 
anybody who is violative of the curfew. 
That is not what is happening. That is 
what goes on in New Orleans. There are 
two things that I learned in New Orleans. 
One, is the teen curfew center. And, two, 
is the manner in which the arrests takes 
place. 


I don’t think that the legislature 
really gave us the power that I think we 
think they gave us relative to making 
arrests, I think there is only going to be a 
few situations. I’m concerned that while 
the intention of the bill is well intended 
that the emphasis of the bill at least some 
of the supportive rhetoric regarding the 
need for curfew policy is that it should be 
like a carrot on a stick. That the emphasis 
here is not a punitive police action but 
rather trying to deal proactively and 
creatively with youth problems that we 
have in the community. 
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The problem I see in the 
enactment, and this is not my reference to 
Mr. Cusick as a sponsor of the bill nor 
even the language, it’s more directed with 
the inadequate response on the part of the 
Mayor and the Administration. I don’t see 
the kind of involvement that I saw in New 
Orleans from the Mayor on down 
especially the lack of community 
involvement. I don’t see that happening in 
the formulation, in the enactment and in 
the carrying out of the mission of the 
curfew. I think that it’s noticeably lacking 
in moving ahead now on the curfew bill 
and I have a major problem with that. 


So, I think there is a lack of a 
comprehensive youth approach here and I 
think the curfew is going to be kind of a 
punitive police action without the other 
elements that I think are missing so far. 1 
think there are major and substantial issues 
regarding legal problems that I think are 
going to rise out of enforcement of this 
ambiguous language in the curfew bill 
with no stipulated guidelines as required 
by the passage of House Bill 22. 


It’s true that we have a separate bill 
generally dealing with the issue of police 
sensitivity and training but i think that is a 
substantial enough issue to warrant further 
review and study prior to a final adopted 
version of the curfew bill. I do not see the 
community social service, the community 
development, the community advocacy 
component complimenting the police 
activity relative to enactment of the curfew 
bill. As far as Pm concemed, that is 
missing. 

Representing Council Districts 
both Zone 2 and Zone 5 I believe my 


Council District and I think to some extent 
Councilwoman McDonald’s district I 





think disproportionately and Councilman 


Udin’s district is going to 
disproportionately bear the police 
incidents regarding the violations under 
this proposed curfew bill and ] have major 
concems and I have expressed that right 
from the beginning about any notion of 
curfew about police response time. I still 
think that is a big question mark about 
whether or not police resources are going 
to be out engaging curfew violation 
activities and all that means in terms of the 
tying up of an officer, and I’m making it 
clear to my. constituents, I have a major 
reservation regarding especially Thursday, 
Friday, Saturday night evenings when this 
is supposed to be enforced in Zone 2 and 
Zone 5. I think there is a substantial issue 
regarding the availability and I think it will 
have an adverse impact on police response 
time for more serious and more violent 
crimes that are being faced by the people 
that I represent and I have not had that 
satisfactorily addressed by the Police 
Chief and the Administration. 


So, for all those reasons and the 
other reasons which I will bring forward 
from the record of last week, I respect the 
energy, I respect the passion of the 
proponents for this curfew bill and I think 
very clearly a large number of residents 
that I represent especially elderly 
individuals and families are supportive of 
the notion of a curfew. Having looked at it 
in terms of it’s practical implementation 
and the other issues ’m raising, lawsuits, 
the legality, the police response time, the 
lack of the comprehensive youth policy, 
the lack of community involvement in 
carrying out the lofty notions of the curfew 
which is missing, there is a vacuum there, 
I am still reticent to vote and enact 2 
curfew legislation bill at this time. 
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Mr. O’Comnor: 


Last week on the preliminary vote, 
I abstained. A lot of people called and 
asked me why. It is a very popular bill 
especially with the senior citizens who 
think a curfew will bring it back to the 50s 
and everybody will be home at 7:30 P.M. 
watching TV again. 


I was at a fire station Saturday. I 
asked five fire fighters what they thought 
of the curfew, they all said we like it. 
Within two minutes they changed their 
mind when I told them a lot of the things 
you just elaborated on. The problems in 
doing it, I don’t want to elaborate on 
everyone’s comments but there are so 
many problems and I gave myself one 
week to try to find some of the answers. 
Unfortunately, I think it would take 
another six months from the Mayor, the 
Chief of Police, how it would work, and 
what are the police going to be doing on a 
Friday night. Are they going to be Tunning 
up the right kid, the wrong kid or are they 
going to be taking them to wherever? 
They aren’t going to be on the comers 
where we need them. I can give you an 
example. In Oakland, there are six police 
cars sitting in front of one restaurant. I 
said what about the rest of Pittsburgh, 
don’t we get any protection? 


So, there is a lot of problems with 
this. Although I agree the intent may have 
been there and the goals may be good but 
there is so many problems and unanswered 
questions so I will be respectfully voting 
no for this bill. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Before we held our preliminary 
vote last week, I said that I would be 








voting in favor of this provided that I was 
given assurance by the Mayor that the 
Mayor was on board with this. I was 
given those assurances. I don’t agree with 
you, Mr. President, on that particular issue 
that we don’t have the commitment from 
the Mayor’s office. I think we do. If it 
tums out that those comments were not 
accurate or cannot be fulfilled, we do have 
a six month review this and I’m satisfied 
with that. 


I will be voting in the affirmative 
and it was not an easy decision to arrive at. 
I realize that this will affect the civil 
liberties of a large number of people. It’s 
a very difficult decision to make, one I 
would rather not have to make but a 
decision I’ve nonetheless made with the 
view of this as more of a social program 
for youth at risk that the Mayor’s office 
has taken and that I share with them. I 
will be voting in the affirmative. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


First I want to commend 
Councilman Joseph Cusick for his 
initiative on proposing a curfew 
legislation. I don’t think it’s easy at ail to 
sponsor a curfew legislation to any 
legislative body and I think it took a lot of 
work. 


It appears that there is a few 
criticisms to this bill. One, it concems 
civil liberties. Two, conceming the 
priority of police officers in the field. 
Three, the curfew center itself. And, four, 
it will be disproportionately enacted 
towards neighborhoods and Mr. Ferlo you 
mentioned three specific Council Districts. 


First of all, { think it’s an insult to 
police officers that in any way they would 
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enact this legislation disproportionately. 
Meaning, actually target certain 
neighbothoods or groups. I think our 
Police officers are professional. They 
know their job and they do it well and I 
don’t think that is an issue that should 
teally come to light 


Also, conceming priority. This 
legislation is going to enacted like other 
laws in the City of Pittsburgh. All calls 
are prioritized. The City of Pittsburgh 
Police officers are not going to enact 
curfew legislation when they have a stolen 
car a police chase through a 
neighborhood or they are called to a scene 
for domestic violence, or they are called to 
a scene for violence in the streets. It’s 
going to be prioritized like any other calls. 
Concerning civil liberties as the Solicitor 
has stated, courts have determined that the 
minor’s rights and freedom of movement 
to go where one pleases and to use public 
streets can be closely regulated than for 
adults. 


Let’s keep in mind we’re dealing 
with chartering kids who need direction 
and kids who need to be instilled with 
responsibility. Conceming the curfew 
legislation, that is the strength and now 
some people are using that as an excuse to 
vote against this bill. We have always 
stated that we just didn’t want a curfew 
where we pick up these young kids, we 
throw them in the police station and we 
tell them sit on a hard bench 
We wanted to reach out to these kids, we 
wanted to reach out to their parents, we 
wanted to reach out to those who are 
responsible for their lives. 


So, people are voting against this 
bill for the curfew legislation that’s an 
insult to this body and it really upsets me 








because that is the strength of the bill. 
That’s what people wanted in the past and 
that’s what Mr. Cusick bas added. Again, 
it is like any other law, and this is where | 
commend Councilwoman McDonald, 
police need to be properly trained to enact 
this carry out this law and to enact this law 
and I think they will. It is not only 
demanded in the City of Pittsburgh, I think 
it is going to be well accepted, I think it is 
going to be very beneficial and 
Councilman Cohen brings up an excellent 
point that at six months into the legislation 
we need to sit back and study it. 


I know in many of my 
neighborhoods that I represent that some 
Kids are just out of control. Out of control 
and we need somehow to bring them back 
into the fold and also we need a lot of our 
words and a lot of our action on the 
parents that are just letting their kids run 
wild. I believe with an enactment of a 
curfew here in the City of Pittsburgh J 
think it is going to free up police officers 
to do other work. It is going to be like a 
stop sign. Most people stop for a stop 
sign. The overwhelming majority of 
people stop for a stop sign because it’s the 
law, not because of police officers sitting 
at that stop sign. 


When this curfew goes into action, 
I believe the great majority of kids are 
going to be at home. So the few kids out 
there are reaching out. They are either 
reaching out for love, they are reaching out 
because they need help, or they are out 
there damaging and doing wrong. So it is 
going to be more easier to. enact and 
somehow put forth this legislation than my 
other colleagues think. 





Mr. Cohen: 


I'm not going to be making a 
lengthy statement because I did that last 
Wednesday and I want my comments 
brought forward. 


My support of the curfew bill as I 
said last Wednesday is because current 
conditions are not acceptable. We have 
children who are killing children on the 
streets of Pittsburgh and we have a 
Tesponsibility, in my view, to ty 
something new. 


Am I concemed about civil 
liberties? Of course. Absolutely. I have 
@ very strong record on civil liberties in 
this Council and that is why I struggle 
with this bill every single day and I think 
every member of this Council struggle 
with this bill but in the end I always came 
down to the fact that the highest civil 
liberty is life and we have to try something 
to protect the people of Pittsburgh and to 
try to help these children who are out on 
the streets late at night, some of whom are 
engaged in criminal activity. We have to 
ty to help them before it’s too late and 
connect them with the social services that 
they need. 


Will this bill work to achieve those 
goals? I truly do not know. I do not think 
anybody here on Council can say whether 
it will work but we have to try something 
and that is why I talked about that six 
month provision on this bill because I 
think that is very critical. And critical to 
my support for this bill, is that within six 
months we do a comprehensive review of 
how this bill was put into effect and what 
the effects were both on the public safety 
side and on the civil liberties side. And if 
it turns out that this bill does not achieve 








those goals, or it does undermine civil 
liberties then we repeal it and ty 
something else but we have to ny 
something to change the current conditions 
which are unacceptable. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Not to belabor, just to have my 
comments brought forward. And, again, I 
have to comment Councilman Cusick. He 
has done a lot of work on this and he’s 
done, as well as I can see, to try to include 
all opinions. He’s talked with the NAACP 
with me and ] just want to say thank you 
for at least being sensitive enough to 
understand that there is two sides to a 
point and that you did get the other side 
and try to modify the legislation to make it 
one that is doable. 


Again, I really wish that we had 
gone on and had an additional public 
hearing because again J do want the public 
to understand what is now coming down 
the pike and I’ll tell you something, the 
Administration has been too doggone quite 
on this. You know I heard bits and pieces 
last week of how they feel but if the 
Administration’s mot going to be 
supportive of this, then we’re getting into 
a locking of homs where , okay fine, we 
know you have this legislation here but 
we're not going to do it anyway. 


And, then, to have a piece of 
legislation out there hanging without the 
adamant support of the Administration and 
then I wonder well how is it going to be 
enforced? Who is going to use it at their 
discretion? Because the Administration 
has not been wholeheartedly supportive, 
then it gives me even more suspicion of 
the inequitable enforcement patterns that 
may see. I’m glad that you put in there 
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that there is 2 sunset provision, that we 
will review this with the human relations 
commission etc. I’m glad those provisions 
are in there but I’m sorry that we didn’t 
have more of a discussion on how this 
would even be enacted. 


Again, I was really shocked to hear 
that they were going to use CISP centers 
to save money. That’s not the kind of 
center that I had in mind not at ali J had no 
idea that young kids would be subjected to 
frisking because they got caught violating 
acurfew. I was not aware of this until last 
week and it’s very distasteful to hear this 
kind of thing. To not hear from the 
Chief’s own mouth, yes we think it’s great 
we're going to do it, we think it’s going to 
work. I didn’t hear any of that. I heard 
none of that and I think everyone is on a 
different page on this and I just though 
that even though it’s been a long time, 
Councilman Cusick we’ve been discussing 
it and we've been beating this and 
modifying it but this seems to be so crucial 
and so controversial that it may merit this. 
I mean the legislature has deliberated on 
issues for a year or two. We're still 
talking about riverboat gambling. So, I 
don’t want to talk about well is this a long 
time. Yes, it’s a long time but it’s 
obviously controversial enough and it’s 
important enough to warrant this degree of 
discussion. 


Again, if this passes, fine. I’m just 
going to, like 1 said, encourage everyone 
to have a very active and interesting 
dialogue tomorrow when we discuss 
legislation affecting those individuals that 
are actually going to be enforcing this 
curfew and that is our police officers to 
make sure that it’s done right. So 1 would 
only encourage that you would support the 
legislation tomorrow that will be discussed 





as well as looking forward to using the 


Human Relations Commission to ensure 
that there is fair and equitable distribution 
of the enforcement. 


Again, I applaud you efforts but for 
the very reasons we can go on and on with 
this, bring my comments forward, you see 
where I’m coming from and my hesitation 
on this and I agree on one thing. Lastly, 
and I said it before and I'll say it again, I 
don’t think any kid has a Tight to be 
hanging on the street. Now that is where I 
differ from this civil liberties 
constitutional thing. No kid doesn’t have 
a right to be on the street at that time of 
night But, again, it’s how it’s going to be 


enforced and how it we go about it. 
The Chair: 
Any other discussion? 


Councilman Cusick, do you have any 
closing comments? 


Mr. Caussck: 


Yes First of all, I want to thank 
everyone for taking the time for a very 
difficult issue for all of us, whether you’re 
an opponent or proponent of this 
legislanon | think that it has been very 
tinng and difficult for us all to come up 
with a decision. 


When I first traveled down to New 
Orleans with Council President Ferlo, I 
had a very punitive piece of legislation and 
a very different idea on how it would be 
enforced. After seeing what occurred 
down there in a number of meetings from 
early morning to late at night with the 
Administration down there, from the 
health care folks to the judges, it only 
made me fee] that we in Pittsburgh could 
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do it even better. I still feel that way. T 
have the confidence in our chief for some 
of the same reasons that I had the 
confidence in their chief. One, that he 
being an = African-American and 
understanding some of the problems in the 
African-American community and 
hopefully working out some of the policy 
issues to deal with the curfew. I think that 
‘was important. 


] think that we have a Mayor that is 
very sensitive and really respects of all 
People of this city and I really think they 
bave the ability to address all of the 
problems that my colleagues have 
mentioned. I think for the most part it has 
been a long nine months. I know that 
several Council People have been talking 
about curfew and would like to see this 
move on. 


I would like to make a few thank 
you’s and especially I’d like to thank all of 
you for during this long period of 
discussion that has going on through the 
last several months but I’d like to thank 
my staff, Bill Urbanic who has done a 
tremendous amount of work in regards to 
this issue and, I think all of you realize 
that, my secretary Cathy Fenney and I'd 
like to thank the cable bureau for taking 
their cameras and for the first time hitting 
the streets and Director Miskovich for 
providing that for us and for the Council, 
our city clerk and her staff for providing 
the assistance needed with this legislation. 


I think there has been a tremendous 
amount of input in regards to this piece of 
legislation. I want to thank all of you and 
whether or not you are for or against this 
bill, I think that it has been a difficult 


* decision for all of us. Thank you very 


much, Mr. President.

No. 2630 WHEREAS, November 
10, 1995 is the 236th anniversary of the 
birthday of the great 18th Century poet, 
playwright, and historian Friedrich 
Schiller; and, 


WHEREAS, no one has combined 
the idea of republican freedom with poetic 
beauty more effectively than Friedrich 
Schiller, whose writings celebrate the 
achievements of the American Revolution, 
and who has been justly called “The Poet 
of Freedom”; and, 


WHEREAS, the 1859 centennial 
celebrations of Friedrich  Schiller’s 
birthday in hundreds of American cities 
were a crucial demonstration of support 
for the embattled American Republic and 
for the cause of freedom for all Americans; 
and, 


WHEREAS, Schiller’s “Ode to 
Joy”, perhaps the best known of his works, 
as set to music by Beethoven in the Ninth 
Symphony, reflects the universal 
aspiration of man for freedom, as 
evidenced by it’s being embraced as the 
song of freedom six years ago this month 
in the fall of the Berlin Wall and in the 
demonstrations at Tiananmen Square; and, 


WHEREAS, Americans are still 
today in the forefront of the battle for 
freedom through promotion of national 
sovereignty and economic development 
throughout the world, as Friedrich Schiller 
was in his time; and, 


WHEREAS, it is a principal 
purpose of government to foster freedom, 
beauty, and culture for the population. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
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of Pittsburgh urges all citizens of this city 
To celebrate the birth of Friedrich Schiller 
with cultural activities which bring to life 
the contributions of the Poet of Freedom. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
does hereby declare Friday, November 10, 
1995 as Friedrich Schiller Day in the City 
of Pittsburgh. 


MR. CUSICK moved to adopt the 
resolution. 


MR. COHEN seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Cusick: 


I have with me today Ray 
Duquesne, and Ray is going to just give us 
a few words about Mr. Schiller and his 
works. 


Mr. Duquesne: 


Yes. I would just like to say that I 
just accept this on behalf of Mr. Schiller, 
who could not be here today, and all those 
people everywhere who fight and stand for 
those ideas that he stood for, of human 
dignity and freedom, and I don’t think that 
— he proves that you don’t have to be an 
American to hold these kind of ideas, you 
could be a — he was German, and it was 
people like him who helped us win the 
Revolution here. And, so, in this day and 
time I think it is important to remember 
these things, with some of the current 
crises going on in this world. 


And, I understand there’s also a 


Schiller Academy here in Pittsburgh, and I 
think the children might be delighted to 











receive something like this, too. Thank 
you.

Thank you. Congratulations. 
Councilman Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. President. Good afternoon, 
everyone. Would Linda Doman of the 
Alzheimer’s Association please come up. 


The Chair: 
How are you. Good to see you. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Members of Council, and members 
of the audience, I am very proud to present 
this proclamation to the Alzheimer’s 
Association, and as many of you know, 
Alzheimer’s affects many people, four 
million Americans, to be exact, and it is 
the fourth leading cause of death for 
Senior Citizens, and here in Pittsburgh and 
in Allegheny County we have such a high 
percentage of Senior Citizens that 
Alzheimer’s is a disease that we want to 
pay particular attention to. And, they have 
a new program that’s out, that ] want to 
say just a few words about, and then we'll 
have Linda speak, but it is a wonderful 
program, it’s called “Safe Retum”, and 
each Member of Council has this booklet 
at their table. And, “Safe Retum” is for 
those who are afflicted with Alzheimer’s, 
that are confused or have trouble regaining 
control of their surroundings and their 
situation. It is a behavior that is called 
“wondering” that’s explained in here. 
And, the Alzheimer’s Association “Safe 





Retum” Program provides an identity 
bracelet or necklace or clothing labels and 
wallet cards to identify that person as a 
memory impaired individual. It provides 
for a registration in a national data base, a 
24-hour, toll free, 800 number to contact 
when this individual may be lost, access to 
a national crime information computer, 
and a nationwide network of 220 
community-based Alzheimer’s 
Association Chapters, one of which is 
Tight here in the City of Pittsburgh. So, I 
want to congratulate you, Linda, for that 
program. And, let me read this 
proclamation, if I could. 


MR. COHEN PRESENTED 


No. 2631 WHEREAS, more than 
four million people in the United States 
are affected by Alzheimer’s disease, a 
degenerative, progressive dementia that 
attacks the brain and results in impaired 
memory, thinking and behavior; and, 


WHEREAS, Alzheimer’s disease 
is the fourth leading cause of death among 
older adults, taking the lives of more than 
100,000 Americans nationally; and, 


WHEREAS, there are 
approximately 44,000 senior citizens 
living in the Greater Pittsburgh region, 
7,000 of which are City residents, who 
have been stricken with Alzheimer’s 
disease; and, 


WHEREAS, the emotional and 
economic strain this disease places on the 
families of Alzheimer’s patients requires 
public awareness to stimulate concern and 
Support to ease their burden. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City

of Pittsburgh commends the Greater 
Pittsburgh Chapter of the Alzheimer’s 
Association for its important work in 
educating the residents of the Greater 
Pittsburgh region about this serious illness 
and for providing support for the 
Alzheimer’s patients and families; and, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
proclaims the month of November 1995 as 
Alzheimer’s Disease Awareness Month in 
the City of Pittsburgh.

Thank you very much. Linda 
Doman, who came down here today, is the 
Executive Director of the Alzheimer’s 
Association. Linda, thank you for coming 
down, and let me present this to you. 
Thank you for all your good work. Please 
come up and say a few words. 


Ms. Doman: 


Thank you. On behalf of our 25- 
Member Board of Directors, our 
Professional Advisory Board, our staff and 
numerous volunteers, I really want to 
thank the Council for proclaiming 
November as National Alzheimer’s 
Disease Awareness Month, for 
recognizing the Chapter’s work, but I 
especially want to thank you on behalf of 
the 7,000 families living in the City of 
Pittsburgh who are dealing with this really 
difficult disease, and to remember that it’s 
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estimated that 70 percent of the care for 
Alzheimer patients is provided at home, 
not at an institution. So, within the City 
we have a lot of families who are dealing 
with this very, very difficult disease. 


Councilman Cohen was kind 
enough to explain a little bit about 
Alzheimer’s Disease and to ask you to 
remember that it’s not a normal part of 
aging, it is a really difficult disease that 
needs medical care and a lot of support for 
the family. 


I have shared with you so that you 
can take back to your office some 
information about the Chapter. What I 
would ask is, with the cold weather 
coming on that you do for the people 
living in your districts, pay particular 
attention to the “Safe Retum” program, 
and if you know that the person has 
problems with wondering, to really urge 
them to register in this program, so that the 
Alzheimer person has identification on 
them when they leave the house, because 
that’s the thing for somebody for 
Alzheimer’s Disease, they forget their 
name, they forget their address. This helps 
get them home as quickly as possible. We 
had a successful safe retum happen, not in 
the City of Pittsburgh, it was in 
Homestead last week, where a person with 
Alzheimer’s Disease wondered from their 
home, a woman working in a day care 
center was out with the kids, walking them 
around, noticed the older, confused person, 
stopped them, noticed he bracelet, called 
the 800 number and the person was home 
within an hour. You and I both know 
what could have happened had this person 
not been found, had they not been retumed. 
home so quickly. So, I really ask you to 
remember that, feel free to call us at any 
time, we're happy to help with any 











problems you have, and again, thank you 
very much. 


The Chair: 
Councilman O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


I think this is a wonderful program. 
I wasn’t aware of it. One of my relatives 
has Alzheimer’s, happen to walk out of the 
house, get on a bus, go Downtown, just by 
luck, somebody happen to recognize them, 
otherwise, you don’t know what would 
have happened, on a Sunday afternoon, 
when town is empty. So, it’s a wonderful 
idea and I thank you for bringing it to our 
attention. 


Ms. Doman: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 
Councilwoman McDonald. 
Ms. McDonaid: 
Show them what the bracelets look 
like, because there’s many people, 


including myself, whose families have 
been impacted, dramatically so by 
Alzheimer’s. What do the bracelets look 
like, are they very easily distinguishable 
on the streets, or - 


Ms. Doman: 


Yes. The pictures of the bracelet 
are inside, but what they'll have, too, is 
they"l] have the Alzheimer’s Association 
logo on it and “Safe Return”. So, the logo 
is actually on that. We do, though, 
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provide an option for people that don’t 
‘want the word “Alzheimer’s” on their risk. 
So, we do have that option, and on the 
back of it, it does say, “Memory 
Impaired”. 


And, I did just forget to mention, 
too, that we are really fortunate to have the 
Alzheimer’s Disease Research Center at 
the University of Pittsburgh, which is 
teally making a lot of advances in research 
right now. That’s important and we’re 
proud of our research here. Thanks.

WHEREAS, KDKA’s historic first 
broadcast on November 2, 1920, was just 
the beginning of many other world firsts in 
the broadcast industry including the first 
broadcast of a religious service from 
Calvary Episcopal Church in Pittsburgh on 
January 2, 1921; the hiring of the first full- 
time radio announcer, Harold W. Arlin in 
January of 1921; the first broadcast of a 
presidential inaugural address on March 4, 
1921, when Warren G. Harding was sworm 
in as the 28th President of the United 
States; the first broadcast of a sporting 
event, a 10 round between Johnny Ray and 
Johnny Dundee on April 11, 1921 from 
Pittsburgh’s Motor Square Garden; the 
first play-by-play radio coverage of a 
professional baseball game on August 5, 
1921, the Pittsburgh Pirates 8-5 victory 





over the Philadelphia Phillies; and on 
September 21, 1921 the first radio 
newsroom with remote pickup facilities at 
the Pittsburgh Post; and, 


WHEREAS KDKA Radio has 
continued to be a pioneer in the modern 
era of radio broadcast, with the premier of 
Ed and Wendy King’s “Party Line” in 
1951, the pre-cursor to today’s talk-shows, 
and the world’s first AM stereo broadcast 
in 1982; and, 


WHEREAS, KDKA celebrities 
Bill Burs, Ed and Wendy King, Ed 
Schaughency, John Cigna, and Fred 
Honsberger bave become part of the 
Pittsburgh family, welcomed into millions 
of homes in the greater Pittsburgh area

WHEREAS, KDKA Radio is to be 
commended for their outstanding 
charitable efforts on behalf of children’s 
Hospital and other worthwhile causes; and,

commercial radio broadcasting.

The Chair: 


You have heard the reading and 
titles of the bills, is there any discussion on 
the bills? Councilman Hertzberg. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 


. Thank you, Mr. President. I would 
first, that my comments be brought 
forward on both bills. 


(REMARKS-SEE ADDENDUM) 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

And, I want to make a motion to 
recommit Bill 2601, so that a public 
hearing can be held. That is the bill that 
we received the request on. 


The Chair: 


There’s this motion on the floor, is 
there a second? 


MR. COHEN seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 
Discussion. 
Mr. Onorato: 
Discussion. 
The Chair: 

1 just want to clarify, the petition is 
not legally appropriate on the Home Rule 
Charter. As we know, the Charter clearly 
states that a petition following the 
introduction of a bill, must be received at 


the Clerk’s Office within three days. 
However, I think it is often the case the 
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public is not always necessarily aware of 
the introduction of legislation until the 
following week when there’s some public 
debate and dialogue and when the media 
will oftentimes pick up on an issue. 
Usually, and I would always want to 
concur with this, and I’ve expressed this in 
the past on the curfew, I believe we should 
always yield. Unless there’s some 
overriding concem, I really believe that we 
should yield and respect the backers of the 
bill and allow them an opportunity to 
speak to Council. 


I very clearly have told the vendors 
that I support the bill, 2601, I’m 
disappointed that the Administration took 
a year to actually introduce the bill. I 
think they should have tried to resolve the 
issue a lot sooner. That would suggest in 
this time frame that there should not be a 
Tush to judgment, and I believe in due 
process that we should allow the interested 
parties, be they in favor, or be they 
oppose, to at least have public comment. I 
don’t necessarily think that it is going to 
actually change the outcome of whatever 
the potential vote will be, but I want to 
side on the — I want to air on the side of 
participation and comment. 


Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. President. Today I 
will suppoit a recommittal on Bill 2601. I 
strongly support the bill and I will be 
voting in favor of the bill, but I believe 
people should have an opportunity to 
express their views to City Council. 
Hopefully tomorow, though, we could 
discuss if the best route is a public hearing 
or a post agenda. One way to go might be 
a post agenda. I see several people are in 
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the audience today, and we might be able 
to really get the real backup for a vote. 


So, I'll support today for a bill on 
Tecommittal, however, tomorrow, I’m not 
promising I will — or, committing to a 
public hearing. I might commit to a post 
agenda, however, Mr. Hertzberg. So, I’ll 
vote to recommit today. 


The Chair: 


Well, is the motion on the floor to 
recoramit, only? 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes, 1 will withdraw the reference 
to what it’s recommitted for. I would be 
willing to think about that as well, whether 
it be for a public hearing or whatever 
Purpose. 


The Chair: 


The motion on the floor is solely to 
recommit. 


Councilman Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 

Thank you, Mr. President. 

It appears that this is going to be 
recommitted. My only concem is why it’s 


being recommitted, and some of the 
discussion that’s been taking place in the 


media, ] agree with everything you said,” 


Mr. President, about airing on the side of 
public hearing and getting input from 
anybody that wants to be heard, however, 
teading some of the testimonies and 
quotes in the paper from some of the 
vendors. I want to make it clear that from 





my point of view, this bill isn’t about big. 
guy picking on little guy, big corporation 
picking on a little peanut vendor, this is 
the unformmate realities of modem 
financing for franchises across America, 
and this is more than just pushing 
somebody back 250 feet. This is coming 
down to the survival of Three Rivers, the 
Pirates and how we're going to fund for 
this. It’s not pretty, it’s not nice and it’s 
not the most ideal situation that I would 
invent if I had a magic wand to invent it 
from the beginning. However, we're not 
competing just within Pittsburgh, we got 
franchises jumping around, anyone can 
just look at Cleveland Brown and what 
just happened there, and if this would 
make anyone think twice about why the 
vending issue is so important. When they 
build Camden Yards, they raised 23 
million dollars by selling the concession 
rights inside of Camden Yards to the 
private sector. Non-public dollars. 
Twenty-three million was raised. The 
reason that was valuable is because you 
get exclusive rights within the jurisdiction. 


Now, do I think that’s great and do 
I think of the customers getting the best 
deal, no, but is that what is happening 
across America to franchises, yes, and it’s 
taising private dollars, not public dollars, 
so I’m all for it. I can’t help but this is the 
tealities that we have to live with, but it’s 
something that we're committed to, 
keeping the franchises here, and as we go 
through this tough discussion, if it’s Mr. 
McClatchy, there’s going to be a lot of 
discussion on this table right here about 
how we are going to finance and have 
lease concessions, and there are going to 
be public dollars involved. 


So, it is not just the peanut vendor 
that’s going to be sacrificing here, it’s all 
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of us and it’s a commitment of that body 
and this Mayor and this region want to 
keep franchises. Maybe in the end and the 
discussion is all over, that there isn’t 
enough clout or enough votes to go that 
way and we start losing franchises. But, 
right now there appears to be the will to 
keep the Pirates, the Steelers and even the 
Penguins, for that matter, and they’re 
going to stay here by creative financing, 
and this is part of the bigger puzzle. 


1 wish the “Rost Gazette” would 
look at the big picture as opposed to trying 
to make a story where there is no story. 
Of course, what they said about moving 
back to vendors is true, but they’re going 
to be the first ones to scream if we lose a 
franchise and can’t put together a finance 
package because every time we try to 
make a move they try to make a story to 
have people buckle at the knees because 
they’re afraid of some political pressure. 


And, I’m just saying that it is not a 
very pretty sight of what’s going to have 
to happen here but it’s something that has 
to happen if we’re going to keep with 
franchises. Because what’s going to 
happen if we don’t do anything, the Pirates 
will be gone eventually, the stadium is 
going to be empty, they"ll be no jobs for 
the peanut vendors and they’ll be no job 
for union guys in side and they’ll be no job 
for the franchises and the vendors that we 
sell to inside. I know we worked with 
Ramsey’s I, in Councilwoman 
McDonaild’s District, because we want to 
try to get minority participation in there, 
and we got him some rights now selling at 
the stadium. We have, I think there’s 
Benkovitz in there, there’s a whole variety 
in there. Those institutions are paying big 
bucks to get inside the stadium, and the 
pay that big buck because they got an 





audience, a captive audience to sell to. If 
you're going to dilute that captive 
audience, you’re going to dilute the value 
of those franchises and there’s. a bigger 
picture. I don’t remember reading any of 
that in this “Post Gazette”. I wish all the 
facts were on the table. 


Pll recommit and Pll hear what 
they have to say, but we’re going to get 
everything on the table and we’re going to 
see what people are throwing into the pot 
to keep this franchise here. I know people 
don’t want to hear that, I’m just saying the 
facts, the financial facts of Major League 
Sports right now, and this is a key part of 
it, and I wanted to get that on the record. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. 
Councilman Cohen and then Mr. 
O’Connor. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I 
Support a recommittal for either a public 
hearing or a post agenda, and the reason is 
that, at least I have not been briefed on 
exactly what the financial consequences 
would be if they did not move the distance 
for the vendors from the stadium. I hear 
what Councilman Onorato says, and I 
respect him very much as a member of the 
Stadium Authority, I just don’t know what 
the dollar amounts are. And, I have to tell 
you that I am concerned that the little guy 
is being pushed out, and I have an 
immediate reaction to monopolies, 
monopolies of all types, certainly my 
views on TCI, for example, as a 
monopoly, is a negative one because we 
need to have competition and competition 
is the American way. I just see the little 











guys being pushed out in this instance, and 
I want to know what really the amount of 
money would be — the value of the 
franchise, or the values of the concessions 
would be if these guys were not pushed 
out. What’s the decrease in value of the 
concessions. J] haven’t seen any numbers 
on that, I haven’t been briefed on that, 
nobody came to the table last Wednesday 
to explain what the financial consequences 
would be, and then we go into a balancing 
act. We take Mr. Onorato’s argument on 
the one side and find out how much it 
really would cost. If it tums out that the 
cost is minimal, then I don’t think this is 
worth doing, I really don’t, because I 
believe in competition and I don’t think 
that we should be pushing the little out. 
But, if the cost tums out to be very 
significant, then maybe we should go the 
other way. I just don’t think we have 
enough facts. 


The Chair: 

Thank you, Councilman. It seems 
as though we’re arguing the merits of the 
bill as opposed to the recommittal, which 
is fine, and now I want to argue the point, 
too, but Mr. O’Connor had his hand up 
first. 

Mr. Udin: 

Point of order. 

The Chair: 


Point of order, Councilman, I 
didn’t hear you. 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes, the point of order deals 
exactly with the comment that you made, 





I’m confused about what this process is. 
Are we arguing the bill or are we arguing 
Tecommittal? —~ 


The Chair: 


Well, we're technically arguing 
recommittal, but in arguing recommittal, J 
think my colleagues feel they need to 
explain why they’re either in favor of 
recommittal or not, in order to do that they 
lave to explain the rationale for their 
support or their objection to the bill. 


Mr. Udin: 

Well, it would help me if my 
colleagues would make some connection 
between their arguments and recommittal. 
The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. 
attempt to do that. 


I will 


Councilman O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


Possibly this could wait till 
tomorrow, but I ~ this looks like maybe a 
big guy, little guy fight, and I know in the 
parking lot business that I investigated, 
there’s a little guy that owes us $50,000.00 
a year, that we’re finally getting now, after 
some hard struggle. I would ask vendors, 
if they’re going to come in to bring their 
‘W-2, and I would like to see how much 
taxes they’re paying and what kind of 
business they’re doing, and that would 
show — before I speak to any of them or 
let them speak. Again, it doesn’t have to 
be public knowledge, but I would like to 
see how much business they’re doing and 
how much taxes they are paying, before 
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the start arguing, because I’m curious if 
any of them do pay taxes. Some may, 
there may be legitimate businessmen out 
there, or women, but I would like to make 
that available, if they’re going to come 
down and speak in front of us. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Just on that point. Mr. O’Connor 
should know that | talked with the — being 
Chairman of Finance, I talked with the 
Director’s. Office today asking for exactly 
that information. So, hopefully we'll have 
that for discussion. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


So, you're saying, before they 
speak, we will have the figures that they 
turn into the City, how much they make, if 
they turn any figures in? 

Mr. Onorato: 

T asked the Director for it, yes. 
Mr. O’Connor: 

Pll be interested to see it. 

The Chair: 
Councilman Cusick. 
Mr. Casick: 

Whether it be a public hearing or a 
post agenda, do we invite the 
Tepresentatives from the Pirates, the 


Steelers, the Penguins, and hear from them 
also, from the concessionaires? 





The Chair: 


I'm sure if we recommit this bill all 
kinds of people will be hear tomorrow to 
discuss all kinds of issues. 


Mr. Cusick: 


‘Well, I just want to make sure that 
‘we invite those people. 


The Chair: 


I just want to make it clear, I’m not 
in favor of recommitting the bill if we're 
not going to have a public hearing, and the 
only reason why I would vote for a 
recommittal is if we’re going to schedule a 
public hearing and formally enlist 
comment, either people for or against. If 
we're not voting to recommit to have a 
public hearing, P'm not going to vote in 
favor of the recommittal, and I’d like to 
argue out the issue right now. And, 
speaking to Councilman Udin’s point, I’m 
opposed to recommittal, unless clearly the 
Purpose of recommittal is to have a public 
hearing. There’s not going to be any 
purpose in this debate. I'd rather debate 
the issue out right now. And, I have to 
come to defense of Councilman Onorato, 
Jet’s get real here, folks, we're not talking 
about the big guy versus the little guy. If 
this were the Monroeville Shopping Mall, 
they would not allow a vendor to set up in 
the hallway at the Monroeville Mall, and 
there’s really no distinction. We have a 
multi-million dollar investment in not only 
the stadium, but this bill also covers the 
Civic Arena, and it’s no different than the 
Tights that we have and obligations and the 
indebtedness and all the finance capital 
going into this, of which the tax payers are 
paying a heck of a lot of money. We have 
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to glean every available dollar from these 
activities. 


This is not the big guy versus the 
little guy, I apologize, that’s just not the 
case. We're not chasing vendors and the 
smal! guy from not doing work, whether 
they want to vend in Oakland or at other 
jocations around the City, or in areas 
outside of the perimeter that the Ordinance 
talks about. This came about only because 
the street vendors took advantage of the 
ambiguous language in the previous 

- Ordinance, which then, when Judge 
Friedman, I believe it was, interpreted it, 
she did not understand what the language 
was clearly and she asked that the 
Administration go back and clarify that. I 
am disappointed the Administration took a 
year to bring this simple little amendment 
back to clarify the language. It had to do 
with whether or not it’s 250 feet from the 
footprint of the building versus 250 feet 
from the parameter, via the arena — Public 
Auditorium Authority, the arena, or the 
stadium. Why they took it so long, why 
didn’t they send over a financial 
explanation, well, you have to put that on 
the Administration for not doing their 
homework. 


But, I’m not going to go through a 
public hearing and I’m not going to 
support recommittal, unless we’re going to 
have a formal public hearing to hear from 
people. If the people that want to 
recommit, don’t want to have a public 
hearing, then don’t vote for a recommittal, 
and let’s just argue and debate the point 
out now. The only purposes to 
recommittal then, as far as ’m concemed, 
is if you actually want to have a public 
hearing. If you don’t, I would ask that you 
vote not to recommit it, and at this point 
let’s argue out the merits of the bill, and 
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Tm sure we're going to have a lot more 
discussion on this. 


Councilman Hertzberg, and then 
Mr. Onorato. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I made 
the original and I amended it, and I would 
stick by the amendment, which is just to 
recommit. I think the differences between 
a public hearing and a post agenda, it 
totally depends on the issue, it totally 
depends on the speakers. I think often 
there are no differences whatsoever. In 
fact, we may benefit more from a post 
agenda, given some of the formats that 
we've used for post agendas. I don’t 
personally think it matters that much. One 
of the reasons I made the motion to 
recommit is because when this bill came 
up for discussion, it was at a very late 
point in our Standing Committees 
Meetings, we had spent the majority of our 
time discussing the Public Safety Bil} that 
Councilwoman McDonald had brought up. 
This received minimal scrutiny, minimal 
discussion, other than my comment, which 
was to the effect of, what everyone’s 
referred to, that we should get a handle on 
businesses that are outside the stadium or 
the arena relative to paying taxes and other 
items. But, I’m not going to change my 
motion, it’s just to recommit. I think we 
could talk more about this tomorrow — 
The Chair: 

Let me just try to clarify it further, 
and after that, if I could please ask your 
support of this. 


As President of Council, and also 
just in terms of the Clerk’s Office, it 
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would be a lot easier if we just decide now 
if we’re going to recommit it and hold a 
post agenda or recommit it and have a 
hearing. I would suggest that we 
recommit it, have a post agenda tomorrow 
and allow whatever public input we can 
have, and then just resolve the issue. This 
way you can at least let the folks who are 
here in the audience, both from the 
Stadium Authority, the Administration, the 
vendors, know that tomorrow we will have 
@ post agenda and we will indeed hear 
from them. I would like to have some 
direction as to what the intent is. I would 
like to suggest, if the majority wants to 
recommit, that we will have a post agenda 
tomorrow so we can move on this next 
week. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Given the one-year time frame that 
you correctly noted, here, why are we 
Tushing here? 


The Chair: 


T’m not rushing, I want to just get 
some direction as to what the intent of 
Council is regarding whether or not we 
will delay a final vote until we either have 
a public hearing or a post agenda, and if 
we could just — I’m asking to put two 
thoughts together and decide now what it 
is and what it is that you want to do. 


Councilman Cohen, and Mr. Udin, 
and then we're going to vote on the 
Tecommittal, 


Mr. Cohen: 
Mr. President, just on scheduling, 


not to put a wrench in your plans, but we 
do have a post agenda already scheduled 





for tomorrow, and so we can’t do it 
tomorrow. But, I frankly don’t care what 
itis. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Udin. 
Mr. Udin: 


I for one, was not present on 
Council when this issue first came up, you 
Say a year ago. Pethaps Council has the 
benefit of full input of all the people who 
may be affected by this bill, and if that’s 
the case, then perhaps a public hearing is 
not needed. But, from what I can see, the 
bill affects a lot of different people, and I 
would certainly like to be able to hear how 
it affects them from the people themselves. 
Pm sure that Councilman Onorato and my 
other colleagues are very clear on what 
their perceptions are. But, I would teally 
— it would help me a great deal in making 
the decision about this if we could have an 
open hearing, a public hearing. The post 
agenda tends to be a little internal — 


The Chair: 


Councilman, just to be clear, I 
wasn’t arguing for post agenda, I was 
arguing originally for a public hearing ~ 


Mr. Udin: 


I wasn’t referring to you, Mr. 
President. 


The Chair: 
— but I think Council is being 
ambivalent about why they want a 


recommittal versus post agenda or a 
hearing. I wish we could just decide now, 
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do we want to recommit it or do we want 
to have a public hearing. 


Councilman. 
Mr. Udin: 


Tm trying to be un-ambivalent 
about my choice. 


The Chair: 
Thank you.

I would ask that the Clerk please 
call the bill. 


MR. ONORATO PRESENTED 
Bill No. 2656 


Report of the Committee on Finance and 
Budget for November 9, 1995, 
transmitting one resolution to Council. 


Which was read, received and filed. 
Also, with an affirmative recommendation, 
Bill No. 2539 


A Resolution entitled, “Resolution 
authorizing and directing issuance of a 
series of General Obligation Bonds, Series 
A of 1995, dated as of November 1, 1995, 
in the aggregate principal amount not to 
exceed $75,000,000, and a series of 
General Obligation Refunding Bonds, 
Series B of 1995, dated as of November 1, 
1995, in the aggregate principal amount 
not to exceed $70,000,000.” 


Which was read. 
The Chair: 

You have heard the reading and 
title of the bill, is there any discussion on 
the bill? 


And, I believe we have a motion 
from Councilman Onorato. 
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Mr. Onorato: 

Mr. President, I don’t know, I 
guess we're going to just treat this as a 
discussion session, correct, we can bring 
them to the table, even though it’s 
Legislative? 

The Chair: 

Well, we normally don’t because 
it’s a Legislative Session, but it’s up to my 
colleagues. 

Mr. Onorato: 

I make a motion that we suspend 
the Rules and allow discussion, since we 
did not have the opportunity during the 
Committee. 

MR. UDIN seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 

Second. All in favor? 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 

Councilman. 

Mr. Onorato: 

And, whoever wants to come to the 
table that could address, or answer the 
question we might have regarding the 
Mr. Hennigan: 

I was going to request that Myles 


Harrington and Tony Pokora and myself, 
is that acceptable?

The Chair: 


Is there a motion on the floor to 
amend by substitution. 


Mr. Onorato: 
I make the motion. 
MR. RICCIARDI seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 
All in favor? 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 

The amended bill, which includes 
the actual fees and the amounts of the 
protected bond issue are now on the floor. 
T believe you have the package in front of 
you. Councilman Onorato. 


Mr. Onorato: 


The $75 million bond issue and 
there's $70 million for refinancing, all of 
this is part of one bond issue; correct. 


Mr. Hennigan: 

It is one bond issue broken into 
two series and we can correct that number 
on the refinancing. Mr. Harrington. 

Mr. Harrington: 


The total principal amount of 


refinancing bonds is $104,705,000. 
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Mr. Onorato: 


And if we can go through first of 
all the interest rate, what interest rates we 
have because this was competitively bid 
and if you can give us the interest rate for 
both series and also for the refinancing 
what the interest rate was compared to 
what it will be. 


Mr. Harrington: 

On the new issue, the bond yield 
which is a measure of the average interest 
rate on the bonds is 5 percent. And the 
rates on the bonds that were refunded were 
in one case 7 percent and in another case 6 
percent. 

Mr. Onorato: 

Why are they higher? 

Mr. Harrington: 


Two different series. They were 
issued in prior years, in the 80s. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I'm sorry that was the old number 


Mr. Harrington: 
Those were the old numbers. 
Mr. Onorato: 


And what is the new rate on 
refinancing, five? 


Mr. Harrington: 


Five percent. 





Mr. Onorato: 


Is the five the same for both the 
refinancing and the new? 


Mr. Harrington: 

That's the blended rate; correct. 
Mr. Onorato: 

What's the anticipated savings 


from that change in interest rate over the 
life of the these bonds? 


Mr. Harrington: 
$6.8 million. 
Mr. Onorato: 


And the length of the bond was not 
extended; correct? 


Mr. Harrington: 
Tt was not. In fact, it was shorter. 
Mr. Onorato: 


‘What was the life remaining on the 
refinanced ones? 


Mr. Harrington: 

The average life on the bond that 
we refunded was approximately 
12 1/2 years and on the new bonds it's 10 
years. 
Mr. Onorato: 


The part that we're refinancing was 
12 1/2 years average life; correct? 
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Mr. Harrington: 

The average life. If you take all of 
the principal maturities that were refunded, 
it was 12 years. It's now approximately 
10 years. 

Mr. Onorato: 

On that particular part that we're 
refinancing it's going to be how many 
now, ten? 

Mr. Harrington: 


On average 10 years, yes. If you 
wait and consider — 


Mr. Onorato: 

~Say about 2 1/2 years? 
Mr. Harrington: 

Yes, 

Mr. Onorato: 

Also, if we can go over the cost 
associated with this issue. Do you have a 
chart showing all the expenses? 

Mr. Harrington: 

Exhibit D. 
Mr. Onorato: 

Exhibit D? 
Mr. Harrington: 


“Dp” 
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Mr. Onorato: 


Anywhere there's a percentage if 
you can convert into dollar figure I would 
appreciate it. 


Mr. Harrington: 


In the case of the ones that are 
shown as percentages they’re a function of 
the size of the issue and the size of the 
issue is not determined until after the bids 
came in so that is why they're shown on 
here as a percentage and the final sizing 
was not done until about 11:45 AM or 
12:00 PM today. 


Mr. Onorato: 


That's that number you give us 
earlier? 


Mr. Harrington: 


Yes, exactly. That number was 
not fixed until about Noon today so 
everything that is a variable cost that is a 
fixed percentage, what's shown as a fixed 
percentage here, so in the first item which 
is the insurance premium, bond insurance 
premium, that comes to approximately 
now exactly $683,000. The financial 
advisor fee $1 per bond, $179,705,000. 
The investment agreement brokerage fee 
which is for the solicitation of investment 
agreements for the deposit of the monies 
will come to approximately $40,000 or 
$45,000 and the reason for that bid is 
coming in this aftemoon so we don't know 
all the details of that yet. 


The escrow securities brokerage 
fee will come to approximately 
$20,000. That bid just came in less than a 
half hour ago so we haven't had a chance 
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to fix it but I am telling you within plus or 
minus $1,500 what these numbers are. 


Everything else, there is a fixed dollar 
mummber. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Let me just ask a few other things. 
The timing ~ when we go out on 
competitive bond or any bond issue the 
interest rate that we lock in, Council bas to 
approve within that day? 


Mr. Harrington: 

Exactly. It has to be approved 
today we told the bidders that the bids 
would be - they would be informed of the 
winning bidder by 3:30 PM, I believe. 
Mr. Onorato: 

3:30 PM today. 

Mr. Harrington: 


Yes. 
Mr. Onorato: 


Let me ask you — 
Mr. Harrington: 


~Because their exposed to any 
interest rate movements in the interim. So 
if it was confirmed tomorrow, any 
movement in the market, if you didn't 
approve it they would sustain ~ they 
would suffer a loss. 


Mr. Onorato: 
The rate of this average of five that 


we're talking about, 5 percent is locked in 
for this date until 3:30 PM? 
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Mr. Harrington: 
Until 3:30 PM. 
Mr. Onorato: 


The other question I had, earlier in 
the year there was a lot of P.R. coverage, 
media coverage of the City being 
downgraded. What exactly is that 
costing us on this particular bond issue? 


Mr. Harrington: 


Well, it's difficult to quantify 
because the prevailing interest rates today 
are considerably different than they were 
last year when we did a general obligation 
borrowing. And the other reason it’s 
difficult is the insurance premium this 
time is lower than it was last time. So 
market forces have caused the cost of this 
issue to go down relative to, for example, 
the insurance —- which would be measures 
of how much it cost but in my opinion it 
probably cost about five bases point in 
interest rates so instead of an average rate 
of 5 percent perhaps 4.95 percent we had a 
higher rating than the one we have today. 
In other words to translate it into an 
interest cost differential. 


Mr. Onorato: 
So that .05 increase on the average 


roughly would cost about how much over 
the life of the bonds? 


Mr. Harrington: 


If you give me a second I can 
calculate that. 











Mr. Onorato: 

Okay, that's fine. 
Mr. Harrington: 

Go ahead you don't have to wait 
for me. : 


Mr. Onorato: 


That's all I have right now, Mr. 
President. 


The Chair: 

Thank you. Councilman Udin. 
Mr. Udin: 

T have a question about — 
Mr. Onorato: 


—Do you have the answer? 
sorry. 
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Mr. Udin: 
Go ahead. I will wait. 
The Chair: 


And just to be clear, we do had two 
bidders on one portion and three bidders 
on the other. 


Mr. Onorato: 


While he’s figuring that out, one 
more time so 1 can write this number 
down, those first four items that were a 
percentage of the total proceeds, what was 
the proceeds number that these 
percentages are calculated on again? It 
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was how much? 
Mr. Harrington: 
It's $179,705,000. 
Mr. Qnorato: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Harrington: 


To quantify the five basis points, 
it's roughly $60,000 a year. Now one 
thing that J should say though is, if we 
were in the exact same circumstances 
market conditions as last year at this time, 
the insurance premium would have been 
higher and probably as much as say 40, 
$45,000 higher than last year at this time. 
Right now the competitive forces are 
causing insurance premiums to drop 
dramatically. So what you're trying to do 
is identify how much additional it would 
cost as a result to a lower credit rating and 
I'm saying that in addition to the $50,000 a 
year or $60,000 a year debt service, 
probably the insurance payment would 
have been higher as well by roughly 40, 
$45,000. 


Mr. Onorato: 


That's last year but as of today the 
insurance premium would still be the 
insurance premium. 


Mr. Harrington: 
It is but as a rate the insurance ~ 


the rate that we were charged is lower this 
year than last year. 
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Mr. Onorato: 


But that is separate from the 
additional interest rate caused by it. 


Mr. Harrington: 
That's correct. 
Mr. Onorato: 


So the actual cost is the $60,000 
per year? 


Mr. Harrington: 
Yes, 

Mr. Onorato: 
Thank you. 

Mr. Harrington: 


But people differ on this point. 
Some might argue it's 7 1/2 instead of five 
bases point but I think it's conservative to 
say five. 


The Chair: 


Councilman Udin. 
Mr. Udin: 


My question has to do with the 
difference between going out on the bond 
for two years versus one year and it relates 
to my concern about the City’s fiscal 
condition and the amount of debt service 
that we will have to carry for two year’s 
worth of bond issues as opposed to one 
and what impact that will have on an 
already burdened by deficit budget of the 
City. Could you respond to that? 
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Sure, we'll be happy to do so. The 
advantage for and you're referring to just 
going out on doing a bond issue this year 
for one year of capital improvements and 
then the following year going out for 
another bond issue for another year of 
capital improvements. 


Mr. Udin: 


Well I understand that if you're 
kind of guessing that the interest rates are 
lower this year that we can anticipate for 
next year but my question is that since 
we're going out for two years — 


Mr. Harrington: 
Right. 
Mr. Udin: 


~And we immediately start paying 
on the debt service for that enlarged two 
year bond. My question is what impact 
will that have on the City that’s already in 
a serious fiscal crisis of picking up the 
debt service for such a large bond issue? 


Mr. Hennigan: 


There are three issues to look at in 
making that decision. One, is the interest 
Tate environment which is particularly 
favorable right now. The other is the cost 
of issuance by doing it over — instead of 
doing two issues — instead of instead 
doing one issue instead of two in 
subsequent year, you reduce the overall 
cost of issuance. And then the third issue 
to look at is, by borrowing more money up 
front what are you going to do with that 
money before you spend it and what we're 











doing is we're soliciting investment 
agreements this aftemoon so that the 
money will be invested at what we 
consider to be a very favorable rate. Now 
in terms of the actual difference in debt 
service, I'll ask Myles to respond to that. 


Mr. Harrington: 


The rate at which the money will 
be invested is very close to the costs of the 
bonds. So if you're paying 5 percent on 
the bonds and you eam at least five 
percent on the money that's not being used 
until next year then it should off-set each 
other and I think that is one reason why 
you don't suffer as a result of doing two 
years worth of capital borrowing. 


Mr. Hennigan: 

In any situation those three criteria 
could be different so we had to evaluate all 
three of them to make the decision to do 
the two are year issue. 

Mr. Udin: 

So based on how you plan to invest 
the money that is not being used in the 
first year, you're saying that it will not 
negatively impact the debt service that we 
will have to bear — 

Mr. Hennigan: 
Correct. 
Mr. Udin: 
—For this too year issue. 


Mr. Hennigan: 


That is correct, Councilman. 
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Mr. Udin: 


My second question has to do with 
minority participation in the winning bids. 
Why don't you describe what that is? 


Mr. Hennigan: 
Sure. Myles, would you? 
Mr. Harrington: 


Each of the groups was required in 
the solicitation of the bid -- could I just 
read you a sentence or two here in terms of 
what the requirements were? It says not 
will less than 50 percent of the bonds must 
be allotted to underwriting firms which are 
local MBE and WBE to the extent such 
firm place orders for the bonds at rates and 
prices consistent with the winning bid. It 
says furthermore qualified orders from 
MBE firms must be filled up to 25 percent 
of the face amount of the bonds and 
qualified orders from WBE firms must be 
filled up to 10 percent of the face amount 
of the bonds. The financial advisor acting 
on behalf of the City must receive a 
written report from the winning bidder 
within 48 hours of the award showing the 
orders received and the allotments made to 
each firm. Failure to comply with the 
City's local MBE and WBE targets could 
result in forfeiture of the good faith 
deposit which was $3 million. 


So they took this pretty seriously 
and the winning bidder which was a group 
headed by Lehman Brothers out of New 
York to include Reinoso & Company 
which is a minority firm, Grigsby 
Branford & Company, another MBE firm. 
Let’s see here — they have some other 
firms on here the names of which I don't 
recognize but I believe also qualifies as 
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MBE/WBE qualifying firms. Grigsby 
Branford & Company — 


Mr. Udin: 


Do we have that what you're 
reading from in this package? 


Mr. Harrington: 


As a matter of fact it was just 
copied. 


Mr. Onorato: 

Is it this page here? 
Mr. Harrington: 

Yes, there you go. 
Mr. Onorato: 

Ob, I’m sorry. 

Mr. Harrington: 

In addition, the investment 
agreement solicitation was handled by 
Pacific Matrix which is a MBE firm. A 
representative from Pacific Matrix is here, 
Dwight White. Also, there was a 
Disclosure Counsel, Ford & Council, 
Mr. Claude Council, also an MBE firm. 
Mr. Udin: 

They met the 25 percent? 
Mr. Harrington: 

They're required to meet the 25 
percent. In other words, they had to fill 


any orders that they receive from MBE 
firms or WBE firms up to 25 percent of 
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the issue in this case of MBE and 10 
percent of the issue in the case of WBE. 


Mr. Udin: 


Who monitors this over the life of 
the bond? 


Mr. Harrington: 

Well upon the sell, they're required 
to identify who are the minority firms and 
they’re required to show us how they 
handle the allotments. So, ifa firm puts in 
an order for the bonds, which are not 
filled, then that could be 2 violation of the 
terms and it could forfeit $3 million. 

Mr. Udin: 


My question is, who will be 
monitoring it? 


Mr. Harrington: 


Well, they’re required to sent it to 
us and it's our responsibility to monitor it. 


Mr. Hennigan: 


And we'll know that within 48 
hours. 


Mr. Udin: 
How soon will Council know? 
Mr. Hennigan: 


Pll send something up to you 
immediately after I know it. 


Mr. Udin: 


Thank you. 
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The Chair: 

Councilwoman McDonald: 
Ms. McDonald: 

T'm just curious and this is ~ I am 
pleading ignorance here but on page 3 


where it has Debt Service Schedule Series 
A, the new money bonds — 


Mr. Hennigan: 


—Page 
Councilwoman? 


3 of the resolution, 


Ms. McDonald: 


Yes. It's all the way in the back. 
In fact, it's probably the fourth or fifth 
page from the back. 


Mr. Hennigan: 
We have it. 
Ms. McDonald: 


Why does the principal balloon up 
so dramatically between March of 2009 
and March of 2010? Normally, it's a more 
graduated schedule. 


Mr. Harrington: 


This debt service schedule makes 
the City's annual debt service equal annual 
payments. So rather than having a debt 
service schedule which declines over time, 
what this does is it makes all of the annual 
payments equal to each other. So it's 
structured not have so much to make it 
symmetric in this case but to make the 
total debt service of the City symmetric. 
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Ms. McDonald: 


I see. So that the annual payments 
are whatever. 


Mr. Harrington: 


Are always the same predictable 
for 10, 12 years into the future. 


Ms. McDonald: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Hennigan: 


And that is a guideline established 
by the Department of Community Affairs 
of the Commonwealth. 


The Chair: 


Other colleagues? Is there a reason 
why there are only two competitors and/or 
three bidding on this? 


Mr. Harrington: 


The size of the issue caused the 
major firms to get together and form a 
team. The risks that they take are after 
their bid is awarded that they may not been 
able to find buyers for these bonds So in 
order to spread the risks among 
themselves, these big giants grouped 
together. And as you can see in the 
groups, you have the likes of Memill 
Lynch, Lehman Brothers, Prudential — 


The Chair: 
—That is not what I'm confused 
about, where are the groups listed? Do we 


have the list for Lehman or is this a list for 
Lehman, Paine-Webber and — why does it 
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have listing for Prudential if there's no bid 
~~ or Prudential didn't bid on one under 
Series A? 

Mr. Harrington: 


That's correct. I think it's Series B 
that they didn't bid on. 


The Chair: 


And there are only three that bid on 
Series B inch including Prudential. 


Mr. Harrington: 


That’s correct. And if you look at 
the firms — 


The Chair: 


~-Where are the participants in each 
three of these competitors? 


Mr. Harrington: 


~You got your finger on one of the 
pages there. 


The Chair: 


I don't understand the way it's 
broken down. 


Mr. Harrington: 


Where your hand is right there. 
Your left hand. Isn't that Prudential's list? 


The Chair: 


I don't know because -- yes, 
Prudential securities. 
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Mr. Harrington: 

You don’t have Lehman’s list you 
say? 

The Chair: 

I don't know what I have. I’m 
trying to understand what I have. Excuse 
me, I see one list and it says Prudential. 
Where is Lehman’s list, where is 
Paine-Webber’s? 


Mr. Harrington: 


The last page. That one. That’s 
the Lehman syndicate, the one before it is 


the Prudential syndicate, 
The Chair: 

It’s just in a different format. 
Mr. Harrington: 

Yes. 
The Chair: 

I didn't understand the way — 

okay. 
Mr. Harrington: 


It's just a display that each group 
show there's two bidders or three bidders 
per series. It shows that Lehman is the 
lead underwriter on that and is sharing the 
responsibility between all those other 
underwriters. 
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The Chair: 


And why is there some change 
that's notated on one of the bids? Who 
changed that? 


Mr. Pokora: 


If I may. Some of these bidders 
come in and they change their bids up to 
the last minute. They’re on the phones — 
our closing date was 10/30, they were on 
the phones up until 10/29 talking to their 
headquarters and changing numbers and 
changing bids. Those numbers were all 
changed prior to our opening of those bids. 
When we opened those bids, those 
numbers were already changed. 


The Chair: 

So whose notations are these, D. A. 
C. or D. L. C. or — your telling me they 
did that before the bids were open? What 
is the former interest rate for the initial 
bond that the City had, the previous bond, 
the outstanding bond? 
Mr. Hennigan: 


That which was refunded? 


The Chair: 
Refinanced bond, excuse me. 
Mr. Harrington: 
They were refunded. One was at 6 


percent and the other one was at 
7 percent. 
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The Chair: 


Six and seven ~ Ob, they’re two 
different previous bonds? 


Mr. Harrington: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 
They were consolidated. 
Mr. Harrington: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 


And the interest rate now is what, 
5.35%? 


Mr. Harrington: 
On average it’s 5 percent. 
Ms. McDonald: 


Is that the list that goes back to 
1986? 


The Chair: 

T guess that's what I am trying to 
ask is of the cost savings associated with 
Tefinancing the previous two bonds, how 
much is the interest rate and/or the actual 
cost savings to warrant the refinancing? 
Mr. Harrington: 


T'm not sure the distinction between 
interest rate savings and cost savings. 
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The Chair: 


Well I guess what I want to know 
is there enough money made or are we 
paying a lot of fees just to refinance 
bonds? 


Mr. Harrington: 

The $6.9 million is after all related 
expenses so it's not just sort of a gross 
number and then you subtract expenses 
from that. That's after all allocable 
expenses associated with the refunding. 
Mr. Onorato: 


That's over the length of the pay 
back? That’s the interest savings over the 
10 years? 

Mr. Harrington: 

Yes. 

Mr. Onorato: 

Okay. 
The Chair: 

I still don’t know the answer to my 
question. Of the refinancing of the 
Previous two bonds, what was the cost 
saving and was it fiduciarily responsible to 
do this? 

Mr. Harrington: 
$6.9 million dollars is the savings 


as a result of the reduction and interest 
rate. 
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The Chair: 
$6.9 million. The previous two 


bonds for the term of the previous two 
bonds. 


Mr. Harrington: 

That's correct. That's correct. 
The Chair: 

So there is a cost savings of $6.9 
million minus whatever the issuance costs 
were? 

Mr. Harrington: 

That's after issuance costs. 
The Chair: 

After the issuance cost? 
Mr. Harrington: 

Yes. 

Ms. McDonald: 

Is that this list that you're — 
Mr. Harrington: 

Yes. 

The Chair: 
: The other question — 
Mr. Onorato: 
That other point though since 


you're on it because I know in the past it 
has always been a trick where they show 











the savings and push out the payments of 
re financing and | think it's important to 
show that this has been reduced actually, 
the payment. 


Mr. Harrington: 
The term of the new bonds ~ 


Mr. Onorato: 


~ are lower than the old ones, 
shorter. 


Mr. Harrington: 


Let me state this very clearly. The 
bonds that are being refunded had a term 
on them of approximately 12 1/2 years. 
The bonds that refunding those have a 
shorter term of approximately 2 years less 
— 1 1/2 to 2 years less. I don't have-the 
numbers right here in front of me but I can 
find them if you want me to find the exact 
number of years. But in any case, they are 
definitely shorter term. 


Mr. Onorato: 


1 think it's important because I 
know there have been other cities that 
have played with numbers showing their 
debt service decreasing but what they have 
done is just pushed out the payments and 
pushed it off but this one I think it's 
important to show you decreased the years 
which to me 1 was looking for that. That 
is a big point for me that you didn’t push it 
out. 


Mr. Harrington: 


We did not push it out. 





Mr. Onorato: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

In more recently previous bond 
issues, be they competitive or negotiated, 
where there was a MBE/WBE 


participation, what was the end result after 
you had those requirements, do we know? 


Mr. Harrington: 

The firm of W.R. Lazard, for 
example, and Grigsby Branford, in 
particular, those firms - we got as much 
as 10 to 15 percent of the issue and when 
we checked to find out if there are orders, 
we called them directly to find out if they 
were satisfied with their treatment and in 
no cases were there complaints. 

The Chair: 


Do you have numbers on the 
previous bonds? 


Mr. Harrington: 
I don't have them here. 
The Chair: 
Can you supply them to us? 
Mr. Harrington: 
I could try to pull those out. 
The Chair: 
And what is the final dollar amount 


that we'll actually yield as a result of the 
issuance, cash on hand after expenditures? 
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Mr. Harrington: 

In terms of the new — 
The Chair: 

—After fees and — 
Mr. Harrington: 

It's seventy ~ 
The Chair: 

—seventy three — 
Mr. Harrington: 


After costs, they = show 
$72,700,000. Now I should point out that 
$200,000 for the difference is not related 
to any are costs it is accrued interest which 
I don't think you want a technical 
explanation of accrued interest. But 
accrued interest is supplied by the bidder 
and then the bidder gets it back when the 
first interest payment is made on the 
bonds, its just the way the way the bond 
market works when a bidder buys a bond. 
If you buy 2 bond from your broker, 
typically you have to pay accrued interest 
for it when you buy it. which is interest 
that has accrued since the last payment 
date and then when the next payment date 
comes, you get the money right back 
because the guy who's selling the bond is 
expecting to get his interest as well. 


The Chair: 


‘Why is it the other large Pittsburgh 
banks are not a part of any of the other 
proposals except PNC? 
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Mr. Harrington: 

PNC is probably one of the most 
active in competitive bid market. The 
other banks have not be active but I think 
Mellon should be — 

The Chair: 
Mellon Bank is not active in this? 
Mr. Harrington: 


No, they are active. 
T’m surprised. 


The Chair: 


That is why 


T only see PNC relative to — 


Tm looking at the other lists 
because bids were solicited from them, not 
only for the bonds from ail the banks but 
we also solicited for the investment of the 
proceeds, we solicited bids from the local 
banks. 


Mr. Onorato: 

Maybe that's the better way to ask 
the question. Who did you solicit locally? 
If they didn’t respond, that’s their choice. 
Mr. Harrington: 

Every firm locally that underwrites 
municipal bonds and all of the commercial 
banks were solicited. 

Mr. Onorato: 


And in Pittsburgh, we're talking 
about? 
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Mr. Harrington: 


Yes. Now we had minimum rating 
requirements on the investment 
agreements. So in the case of Integra, 
which doesn't have a single A rating, they 
didn't satisfy the City’s guidelines for 
investment. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Were there any other banks that 
were disqualified because of that 
guideline? 


Mr. Harrington: 
No. 
The Chair: 


Who didn't have the rating, I’m 
sorry. 


Mr. Harrington: 


Integra does not have an 
investment grade rating. But I should say 
they don't have a single A rating. They do 
have an investment grade rating but it’s 
not single A and the criteria was that if 
you were to participate in the bid, you bad 
to be rated at least single A. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Was there anyone other than 
Mellon and PNC that did qualify? 


Mr. Harrington: 


Well, no. In fact, in the state of 
Pennsylvania there's only like four banks, 
maybe five banks in the entire state that 
will qualify. 
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The Chair: 


But why do we have that bill in 
particular? 


Mr. Harrington: 


It's part of the City's investment 
policy guidelines. And also Act 72 sets 
forth some criteria as well in terms of what 
your allowed to investment municipal 
funds in. 


The Chair: 


Other discussion? 
Ricciardi and then Mr. Udin. 


Councilman 


Thank you, Mr. President. And 
since we've waived the rules for discussion 
at our legislative body, I would like to ask 
a policy question to our Director, Mr. 
Paul Hennigan. Mr. Hennigan in the past, 
1 have always stated that G.O. bonds 
obviously should be competitively bid but 
I always believed we should always step 
back and see if that was the best route to 
go, the best avenue. How could we make 2 
comparison to see the taxpayers received 
the most for their dollars since we have the 
numbers before us if we would have 
negotiated the rate bond? 


Mr. Hennigan: 


We do that regularly and the way 
that we do that is we'll check the market 
for yesterday, today and tomorrow to see 
what other transactions have _ occurred 
throughout the country. We try to find at 
least one or two comparable transactions 
and we look to see if it was done 
competitively or negotiated as kind of our 
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own bench mark. So we'll be able to get 
back to you if we have not already 
checked the market today and I don’t 
know if Myles has that answer today but 
we do that routinely. We could get back 
to you tomorrow and let you know 
whatever comparable deals have occurred 
throughout the country. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Obviously, it's easy to Monday 
™moming :quarterback so I am just curious 
to see that we should do that review 
process and if it tums out we should have 
negotiated, obviously I'm not going to be 
pointing fingers or anything like that but J 
think that's a good route to take because it 
will give us an idea or bench mark for the 
future. T don't want to interrupt 
Harrington I think he was going to say 
something on this note. 


Mr. Harrington: 


- Just I was going to give you one 
example. The underwriters discount, the 
compensation paid to the firm which won 
them the bid is only $4.36 a bond which is 
half of the norm for a negotiated bond 
issue, 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


But how does that relate to what 
Mr. Hennigan just stated for comparable 
bonds that went out yesterday, today and 
maybe tomorrow, I’ma__ little confused 
on how that backs up or supports his 
reasoning? 


Mr. Hennigan: 


What Myles is saying is just a 
comparable rate that would be out there on 
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negotiated deal. We are already know that 
what we're paying today is half of what is 
a comparable rate and what I am saying to 
you is we're checking the market for 
yesterday, today and tomorrow and we'll 
get back to you and let you know what 
actually happened out there. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


The other question J have is on the 
MBE/WBE component of this bond and 
that is, out of the agencies or companies 
that are certified MBE/WBE in this field. 
Number one, how does their certification 
or who certifies the company but who 
benefited from this region, the City of 
Pittsburgh, Allegheny County and 
Pennsylvania. Some of those companies 
you mentioned, Myles, you mention you 
‘weren't even sure who they were so I want 
to make sure that obviously we're helping 
in this component our taxpayers, our 
residents and people that really do 
business in the economy in the City 
Pittsburgh. So do you know where 
they’re located at all, some of those? 


Mr. Harrington: 

Among the firms locally that will 
benefit, of course, are PNC and ND. 
Meyer. 

Mr. Ricciardi: 


I am talking about the MBE/WBE. 
J apologize for not making ~ 


Mr. Harrington: 
Oh, I'm sorry. As you know, there 


are no MBE/WBEs located in Pittsburgh 
that are underwriters of municipal bonds? 
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Mr. Ricciardi: 
No, I was not aware of that. 
Mr. Harrington: 


Now, Pacific Matrix may now be 
actually qualified and you asked who 
qualified them. And when they appear in 
the bond buyer what's called the red book 
in other words, the way you qualify a bond 
firm is if they're in the red book. If one of 
these firms appears in the red book that's 
in effect a qualification so that's one of the 
places we check when we take every firm 
that that’s on the list in the bond buyer and 
send them a solicitation for bid. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 

“The second question was did our 
firms or our MBE/WBE firms are they 
going to be part of this process, when I say 
our firms the ones from City of Pittsburgh, 
Allegheny County. You mention there's 
none from the City, there must be from the 
tegion. I mean we’re not going to New 
York, California or that far out to bring in 
that component, are we? 

Mr. Hennigan: 

Underwriting firms in this region? 

Mr. Ricciardi: 
Correct. 


Mr. Hennigan: 


‘No. Other than Pacific Matrix, no. 





Mr. Ricciardi: 


So, Pacific Matrix is from this 
region and where is their office located? 


Mr. Harrington: 
615 Smithfield Street. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


So that's what I am saying if you 
see what I'm trying to say Mr. Harrington 
that I support the component of 
MBE/WBE participation but I want to 
make sure that component is one that is 
going to benefit our community, the 
community here in at the City of 
Pittsburgh, Allegheny County possibly 
Pennsylvania. So again and I'm not 
putting you on the spot and I am voting for 
this but I just want to make sure some of 
those companies that you said you're not 
sure who they are or where they're located, 
does that mean people they’re from 
outside of Pennsylvania. 


Mr. Harrington: 


Yes, it does. It did does mean that. 
There's approximately I would say maybe 
1,500 firms that are likely to participate in 
these. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 

Couldn’t we direct those that were 
holding the bonds to really deal with an 
MBE or WBE that is here such as the one 
that was just mention at 
615 — where was it Grant — 

Mr. Udin: 


—Smith field Street. 
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Mr. Ricciardi: 
Smithfield Street. 


Mr. Harrington: 


In fact, typically what happens is — 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


—That money will stay in the 
economy if you see what I mean, Myles? 
The money would stay in the economy 
here. I would think that if someone is 
located here in the City of Pittsburgh or 
Allegheny County, the spin off of their 
monies will stay in our economy and not 
sent outside of it. 


Mr. Harrington: 


And you can't force the MBE firms 
to take bonds if they don't want them but if 
they want them, they’re available. All 
they need to do is place an order. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


If they want more of a percentage, 
is that route available to the firm if they 
want more of a percentage, more 25 
percent? 


Mr. Harrington: 


Well if their order is competitive 
with other orders and there is a 
pre-existing prior of orders, they can get 
them. They have the same ability to get 
them as any other firm. They have a 
greater ability to get them with these 
requirements because if two bids come in 
that are identical and they haven't satisfied 
the 25 percent, then the MBE firm has to 
get the bonds. 
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Mr. Ricciardi: 


Hopefully, all of you see what I'm 
saying, I’m not sure. Hopefully, J am 
making it very clear because I'm not an 
expert in this type of field but I’m just 
saying sometime I wonder about the 
MBE/WBE component and who exactly is 
it helping, you know, is it helping 
residents from outside the area which is 
okay to a certain extent or is it really 
helping residents outside the City of 
Pittsburgh and Allegheny County. I will 
let it go now, but maybe it's something I'll 
like to understand much better in the 
future and discussions with the 
Administration in the future and obviously 
my colleagues. Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Udin. 
Mr. Udin: 


T want to follow up on a question 
that President Ferlo asked you about last 
year’s ~ or the last bond issue and the 
minority participation in it, I think you 
said it was around 10 percent? 


Mr. Harrington: 


It was over a years ago so it's a 
little bit hard for me to recall the exact 
Percentage but the point is, that we get a 
report that shows the orders that were 
Placed and the orders that were filled and 
that's the basis on which you check to see 
whether or not they satisfy the MBE 
requirement. And it's that information 
which I'm going to try to dig up on that. 











Mr. Udin: 


Im concerned about the 
discrepancy between goals and actual 
involvement and what I’m fearing is that 
we may set a goal of 25 percent but the 
actual participation is only 10 percent and 
if that kind of discrepancy then I’m 
interested in knowing what can be done to 
maximize the involvement so that the goal 
is met and it’s not just a paper goal? 


Mr. Harrington: 


This is an issue — you identify 2 
very good issue and what needs to happen 
is the firms have to place the orders. If the 
firms place the orders then you can meet 
the targets but if they don’t place the 
orders you can’t really make them place 
orders for the bonds, that’s the difficulty 
here. 


Mr. Udin: 


IT am wondering if there is 
something in the system that is some 
unpediment to their placing the orders? 


The Chair: 


But we don't necessarily know if 
they did place the orders though. Do we 
have any — what is the information on 
that? 


Mr. Harrington: 


‘Well, we'll know if they placed the 
orders when we get the report that 
indicates where the orders came from and 
which ones were filled. 
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The Chair: 


But we don't necessarily have that. 
Do you know that? 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


It's a structural problem in placing 
the orders is that what you are asking, I 
believe Councilman, is that what you're 
asking if there's a structural problem why 
they would not place the orders? 


The Chair: 


I think what Councilman Udin is 
asking is what can we verify relative to the 
previous bond issue, what number of order 
~— percentage of orders were actually 
placed by MBE/WBE firms and what was 
actually awarded? I don't know that we 
know that information here at this table, 
do we. 


Mr. Harrington: 
No. 
The Chair: 
It would suggest that maybe 


nobody’s checking this afterwards 
anyway. 





alee ee 


Mr. Cusick: 
I'd like to ask a question. 
The Chair: 


Councilman Cusick and then we’re 
go to go back to Councilman Udin. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I'm sorry, Councilman Udin, did 
you have an additional question? 


Mr. Udin: 


1 will await the information, you 
said you're going to dig some information. 


Mr. Cusick: 


The Mayor's goals in the executive 
order is 25 percent minority, 
10 percent women, am I incorrect? If we 
don’t fill the 10 percent with a woman 
owned firm, do we then apply that 10 
percent to the minority? Is that the goal 
that we try to reach try to reach at 35 
percent or do we only try to reach a 
25 percent? 


Mr. Harrington: 


The objective is 25 and 10 percent 
and if the orders come in they have to be 
filled at 25 and 10 percent. There's never 
be a situation in our experience not just 
with the City but otherwise where they had 
a problem with orders in excess of the 25 
percent and the 10 percent from 
MBE/WBE finns. 
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Mr. Cusick: 


I guess the question I’m asking, if 
it's 25, 10 percent do you also advertise 
when you advertise or 35 percent, 
whichever? 


Mr. Harrington: 


No. It's written in here as we have 
been told by the Solicitor’s office as 
provided in the code which is 25 and 10 
City Code. 


Mr. Udin: 


Does the negotiated process result 
necessarily in high minority participation? 
Yes, that was a question for Councilman 
Cusick. 


The Chair: 

Tt could, yes. 
Mr. Cusick: 

It could, yes. 
Mr. Harrington: 


Tt could, yes. But at the same time 
you have two competing goals and it's a 
priority that you establish as a Council and 
that is, there is a trade-off in rates if you 
‘want 2 completely competitive process 
then one of the features of that completely 
competitive process is that whoever puts 
in the order for the bonds at the best price 
gets them, that's the rules of the 
competitive process. In a negotiated 
process, you can mandate that a certain 
percentage of the bonds go to MBE/WBE 
firms and the issue there is, it's not done in 
the same competitive fashion you can 











establish the rates at rates that make the 
bond salable in order to fill that goal. So, 
there may be a wade-off between rate and 
that goal in comparing competitive to 
negotiated. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Are you saying that you could not 
direct under a competitive situation, the 35 
percent? 


Mr. Harrington: 
We have directed. 
The Chair: 


Councilman Udin, you still have 
the floor. 


Mr. Udin: 


Well, I'm still uncertain about what 
the — because if we decide to opt for the 
competitive process in order to take 
advantage of whatever cost savings might 
result from that or other interest savings or 
whatever then it seems all the more 
important that we commit ourselves to 
enforcing the maximum participation in 
the goal of minority representation and the 
figure of 
10 or 15 percent in the last go round is 
kind of disturbing. And if the minority 
participants here who are here today could 
shed any light on what obstacles there may 
be to that I’d be interested because after 
we pass this today, it's gone, it’s done and 
we will need to know how we can follow 
up and make sure that the goals are met 
tather than just to say well that was our 
goal. it was a competitive process, they 
didn't submit, the bids are therefore — the 
goal was not met. I'm not willing to sit by 
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and let it go like that and if there is some 
insight that you have that might help us 
stay on top of this and maximize 
participation, I would like to know what it 
is. Mr. President if that would be -- 


The Chair: 


—Well that’s also — to point out 
we're having comments made about what 
the previous situation is. We don’t know 
and we have not received any specific 
quantifiable information regarding what 
the actual MBE/WBE participation was in 
the previous bonds. You made a general 
comment you thought it was 10 percent or 
I don't know that we have any information. 
There has been no information presented 
in writing verifying what that amount was, 
unless the Controller's office can shed 
some light on it. 


Mr. Onorato: 

On this point — 
The Chair: 

—Councilman Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


There is also disagreement at this 
table but the one thing this table been 
united on since I’ve been here was the 
executive order of 25, 10 percent 
especially with the bonds and I have 
always stated that if there's any way that 
this country is going to ever help with the 
minority community dismal performance 
with everything is that they have to buy 
into the American dream and the 
capitalism just like anyone else good does 
and the one way to do it is for government 
to put in restrictions. And it appears that 
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we have two scenario’s here and what and 
¢ really need the hybrid of both. The one 
scenario is you go out and negotiated it 
and you demand it and the cost of that are 
higher interest rates. The other scenario — 


The Chair: 


You have asked that question in 
the past and it's never be verified. 


Mr. Onorato: 


In theory, when you negotiate it’s 
going to be higher because you're putting 
stipulations on it. The other scenario is 
you go out free market competitive bids 
and you get the lowest possible rate of 
firms competing against each other. 
Councilman Udin’s asking it and I Support 
is, that when we put together specs for a 
competitive bid we're either putting 
together language that is best effort 
language or language that we're 
demanding. If we — and I guess this is a 
legal question, if the City wanted to put in 
a 25 percent minority participation in the 
specs for mandatory for a competitive bid, 
meaning the burden then of the risk goes 
to the person that bids because we're going 
to take the lowest interest rate that comes 
in and they know they have to use 25 
percent through a minority firm, that if for 
some reason it cost them a little more than 
they anticipated, they share but that’s a 
part of their bidding process. They have 
to share that risk. Legally, I would think 
we're allowed to do that. That we're 
demanding that 25 percent get sold 
through minority firms and our specs and 
if you want to bid, these are the mules. If 
you don’t want to do that, don’t bid. 





Mr. Harrington: 
That's what it says. 
Mr. Udin: 


That’s what that yellow sheet was 
that you read? 


Mr. Harrington: 


That's right. That's right but it 
requires that they place orders for them. If 
they don’t place orders for them, you can’t 


Mr. Onorato: 


Maybe you can explain that to me 
because I’m a little confused. If who 
places orders? 


Mr. Harrington: 


The minority firms. Because there 
is a group here and the minority firms in 
the group have to want the bonds. They 
have to place orders for them at the prices 
that have been established. 


Mr. Onorato: 


And this was the issue that came 
up about a year ago and this is where I 
guess I differ. Let’s say that there is no 
minority firm that’s stepping forward, that 
seems to be why we go down to 10 
percent, if I’m following this right. They 
have to place orders; correct? 


Mr. Harrington: 


They have to want them, right. 











Mr. Onorato: 


They have to want them. [If that 
isn’t there, why don’t we put the burden 
on these big companies that are bidding on 
this out of New York to create the market 
and to make sure — because a lot of times 
minorities firmus don’t have the 
wherewithal to get into this big game. Just 
like any small business, you don’t have the 
capital to compete. If.we require that, 
force the big boys on Wall Street to 
establish a minority department, I'll take 
that — if we demand it and don’t allow 
them to say well there’s no one out there 
therefore we couldn’t find any minority. 
There may not be anyone out there 
because there is no market for it right now. 
That could be the problem here. We have 
to make sure there is a market so that 
minority firms start developing front 
companies because they want to 
participate. If we never allow them to 
participate, there are never going to be 
finns. It’s a vicious cycle. So, if we 
demand then the market will be created 
and you will have minority firms 
developing over the years and I guess how 
can do that legally -- for the future, if it 
doesn’t work on this one how can we get 
to that point where we demand that they 
do it and they can’t find we’re telling them 
you have to. You have to find a minority 
firm, it’s that simple. Can we do that? 


Mr. Harrington: 


In that case, you would probably 
have to go negotiated it. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Why? If we put it in the specs, 
they know what the roles are? 
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Mr. Harrington: 


Probably because if you look at 
how much money that they’re working 
with — because the money that is in this is 
paid to salesmen to sale the bonds. In the 
competitive process, what you get is: the 
lowest cost borrowing you can get. So if 
you say to them, whether you get the 
orders or not, you have to somehow or 
another — I’m not sure how it would work 
but somehow or another you have to price 
this thing so you can find somebody to 
buy it. In other words, you pay one price 
for it and you find — you sale it — because 
what they do is they resale the bonds. You 
find somebody — you price this at a level 
that someone else will take it What will 
happen is instead of your getting the sort 
of competitive process where the bid is the 
lowest possible bid that they can make, it 
adds a variable to the thing that they can’t 
quantify. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I understand that and that is why 
I'm saying the burden, the risk is going to 
be going to anyone that wants to compete 
because obviously when you negotiate, 
there’s minority firms there because you 
just said we could reach the goal. They’re 
out there but we got to make the interest 
rate high enough to be economical for 
them. So, if we demand 25 percent 
minority participation, anyone bidding 
knows well if ’'m getting my interest rate, 
there’s a factor out there that I got to make 
sure that I can guarantee 25 percent 
participation. They have to put that into 
their bid in the mind, they’re the experts. 
Sometimes they lose, sometimes they win. 
It’s all on the market as you well know so 
I think in the future we should try to move 
in that direction which I consider a hybrid 
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of the two systems. Even if we demand 25 
percent, I would guess in a competitive 
environment you would still end up with a 
lower rate than negotiated if you still force 
@ competitive with that requirement in 
there and that’s just my opinion. If we 
could look into that in the future, I would 
appreciate it, 


The Chair: 


Are you stipulating that Mellon 
Bank ~ ‘Act 72 precludes Mellon and 
Integra from bidding on this? 
Mr. Harrington: 

Say that again. 
The Chair: 


Are you stating and stipulating that 
Act 72 precludes Mellon Bank and Integra 
Bank from bidding on this? 


Mr. Harrington: 
No. Mellon Bank was included. 
The Chair: 


Where is -- I don’t see any mention 
of Mellon. I see PNC. 


Mr. Harrington: 


What I was referring to was the 
investment of the money, not the bid for 
the bonds. Integra is not in the business of 
participating in municipal underwriting 
syndicates, 
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The Chair: 


The winning bid. Explain this to 
me again? The winning bid has PNC 
securities and J asked an earlier question 
about Mellon and Integra. 


Mr. Harrington: 


Mellon and Integra — Mellon was 
solicited to Participate. Integra does not 
have a municipal syndicate department. 
They’re not in the business of buying 
municipal bonds for resale. 


The Chair: 


And Mellon did not express 
interest? 


Mr. Harrington: 


Mellon apparently I have not seen - 
~no, Mellon did not express an interest in 
bidding on this deal independently and 
they may have joined one of these groups 
since the bids were taken. 


The Chair: 
But they’re not listed. 
Mr. Harrington: 


No. They’re not listed on the 
original groups but you should know that 
some of the people that are on the “Pru” 
list and some of the people that are on the 
Paine-Webber list will probably join the 
Lehman group now that the bids have all 
gone in to try to buy some of those bonds 
from Lehman, from that group. They form 
the group for the purpose of making the 
bids. Once the bids go in, anybody who 











wants the bonds will contact the group 
leader and ask the group leader if they — 


The Chair: 


—Who is the group leader for 
Lehman? 


Mr. Harrington: 
Lehman. 
The Chair: 


Lehman, himself, is the group 
leader? 


Mr. Harrington: 
Lehman. 
The Chair: 


Lehman, himself, is the group 
leader? 


Mr. Barrington: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 

Any other discussions? 
Mr. Udin: 

Yes. I just wanted to inquire as to 
whether or not any of the minority 
securities representatives had any insight 
to shed on the question that we*raised 
before about minority participation and 


how we can close that gap between 
10 percent and 25 percent as a goal? 
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Tm Dwight White, I’m with the 
Pacific Matrix Securities. We've given 
considerable thought to this issue and 
think as I understand —- 
The Chair: 

Did 
something? 
Mr. White: 


you change companies or 


Yes, I did. 1’'m with Pacific Matrix 
Securities, Co-Chairman. 1 think, if I 
understand it correctly the way the 
language is written, we are comfortable 
with that. We are back to this point of if 
35 percent is the goal, that’s a good 
number but if the orders aren’t submitted 
then it’s not much you can do about that. 
The issue would be if we placed orders 
that would exceed the 35 percent, met or 
exceeded that number and we did not 
receive an allocation that at least met the 
35 percent, then you would have fallen 
considerably short of the goal. 


I would like to have an opportunity 
to discuss this in greater detail with you 
individually if that is possible but 1 think 
the way the language is written now, it’s 
acceptable to us. 

Mr. Udin: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Cusick: 


May I ask 2 question to Dwight? 
Could there be a better way of wording the 
minority participation? 
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Mr. White: 


Yes, there is a better way of 
wording it. I'd like to think about that 
because I think there is some ramifications 
in terms of the market in general and 
working within a group that has to be 
considered. 


Mr. Cusick: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Could you provide us with the 
contract language for competitive bid as it 
relates to MBE/WBE and what the 
Comtractual competitive bid language is 
from Chicago, Atlanta and Philadelphia? 
Would you please provide that to us? 


Mr. Harrington: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 


Thank you. 
McDonald. 


Councilwoman 


Ms. McDonald: 


Thad a question for Mr. White but 
it’s okay. It could be a question, it could 
be a comment. Personally, in my view 
Ym not a bond expert but this is not the 
first time I’ve been involved in talks or the 
dialogue involving the issuance of major 
bonds for funding. The problem that I see 
as far minority firms, it is a reality that 
there aren’t that many MBE out there in 
the securities business. I’ve been through 
this. We’ve gone round and round and 
round even when I was on School Board 
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about this and I think there can be a 
change in the language but my stance is 
this, I don’t have really that much of a 
problem with not having too many MBE 
firms. My problem is to make sure that 
the few that we do have grow. You see 
the philosophy behind the MBE/WBE 
executive order is not to make a lot of little 
firms but it is to grow those that are there. 
It is basically to start new ones but the 
ones that are in existence, is to grow them 
so they no longer have to subcontract as a 
MBE/WBE firm. It is to make sure that 
they can truly compete with all of the other 
major firms out there. 


So my stance is this, not to grow 
little ones but to take firms that have the 
track record, the technical expertise and to 
grow them so that one day they will be 
competing with Lehman Brothers, that 
they will be the “primes” in other words 
and not just the “subs.” And, also, I think 
with any MBE/WBE firm it is a reality 
that minority business hire minority 
employees for the most part. So, I would 
just put a stipulation on that not only does 
the MBE/WBE firm grow, that we allow it 
to grow, not necessarily looking all over 
God’s green earth for another one but take 
who we have and grow them but also to 
insist these firms buy into the whole 
employment aspect that you have to hire 
those that are left out high and dry and I 
think that would be all part of the spirit of 
things. But not to grow little ones because 
if you have too many little firms, that’s all 
you're going to have is a bunch of little 
firms and they'll always be subcontractors 
taking a little wee piece of the pie and 
never ever be able to truly compete. I 
mean not in a real competitive market, not 
with the big boys. So, I want to make sure 
we get another minority and female-owned 
big boy, so to speak.

We are very pleased to have a

Brandon goes to Madison Elementary 
School, he is in Councilman Udin's 
District the Sixth Council District; his 
mom is here, Leslie Thomas. Welcome. 
Good afternoon. And, Brandon is going to 
lead us in the Pledge of Allegiance.

Brandon Charles Thomas:

The Chair: 


Thank you. Brandon, our City 
Clerk would like to present you with the 
flag of our great nation and the flag of our 
City. We want to thank you and your 
mom for coming down here this aftermoon. 


I want to welcome our City 
Controller, the Honorable Tom Flaherty, 
Deputy Controller Anthony Pokora, as 
well many of the department directors are 
here today, many employees, many from 
the community; we want to welcome you 
all. 


At this time, as you know, it is a 
Special Legislative Meeting of Council. 
We have a2 formal meeting, which will 
begin following the Mayor's Budget 
Address. 
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And, at this time, I would ask that 
Mr. Cohen and Mr. Cusick please escort 
the Honorable Mayor into these 
Chambers. 


Ladies and gentlemen, our great 
Mayor Tom Murphy. 


Mayor Murphy: 


Can you all hear me? President 
Ferlo, Members of Council, department 
directors, City employees, residents, 
business people and tax payers of 
Pittsburgh, good aftemoon. 


The budget I present to you today 
is tough but it is fair. It includes spending 
cuts in every department of this City. We 
have reduced the City's work force by 20 
percent since 1990. Few levels of 
government in this country can say they 
have really done that. 


The budget I present to you today 
sends the clear message that we are living 
within our means. We have retumed to 
prei991 spending levels, = while 
maintaining a high level of service. 


The budget I present to you today 
teflects the priorities of this 
Administration to restore Pittsburgh's 
competitive edge as a place to live, to do 
business and to raise a family, to provide 
Pittsburghers with a City Government 
that delivers the highest levels of service 
possible, at an affordable cost, and to find 
ways to grow the City's tax base by 
attracting new businesses. 


Five weeks ago 1 issued a 
challenge to attract one billion dollars of 
new investment to Pittsburgh. This is a 
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clear message that we are open for 
business. _ issued this aggressive goal 
because I believe we are poised to make 
this happen, with our land purchases, our 
development fund and our attitude. The 
only way we are going to set Pittsburgh in 
motion again is to grow the City. We 
must make Pittsburgh an attractive and 
desirable place to live, to work and to play. 


In the past several weeks we have 
had over two hundred million dollars of 
investment success stories: Blue Cross 
moving into the Joseph Homes Company 
Building and creating 400 new —_ jobs; 
Lazarus building a 250,000 square foot 
department store at the comer of Fifth and 
Wood, which is only the second newly 
constructed building in the Downtown in 
the last 20 years, in this country; ground 
breaking for the Nassau Robotics 
Engineering Consortium in Lawrenceville, 
which will mean 500 new jobs; reuse of 
the former Hays Ammunitions Plant by a 
new company, GalvTech, which will 
create 75 new high manufacturing jobs; 
award of the Hope Six Grant from Federal 
Government, coupled with private 
investment, that will translate into over 
200 new houses in Manchester, in the 
ribbon cutting just last week for Kerotest, 
the first new manufacturing plant to open 
in Hazelwood in probably the last 50 
years. 


Our ability to succeed as a City 
goes beyond our ability to attract new 
investment. Our ability to succeed 
fundamentally is rooted in the way we run 
this City. In over the last several years the 
City has been operating merely to survive. 
Our tax revenues have been stagnant over 
the last six years. If our tax base remains 
the same our revenues will also remain the 
same unless we raise taxes, and I will not 
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Taise taxes. Pittsburgh must become more 
competitive, not less competitive; and, 
therefore, we must realize that the City’s 
revenues will not increase until we attract 
more people to come to live and work in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 


During the same years of flat 
revenue the City’s appetite for spending 
grew, From the 1980s until 1994, we have 
seen continual increases. In 1995, my 
administration's first budget, and 
continuing with the 1996 budget, we have 
reduced our spending to prel991 levels. 
Our 1996 Operating Budget is 231 million 
doliars. We have achieved this even in the 
face of automatic cost escalators of almost 
~- excuse me, I made a mistake there. It is 
321 million dollars. We have achieved 
this even in the face of automatic cost 
escalators of almost 15 million dollars 
each year, These cost escalators are such 
things as labor costs, pension growth and 
debt service. Each year these costs go up 
by just doing the same thing. 


We cannot operate to survive, we 
must operate to compete. We must be 
disciplined in our constant vigilance to 
keep our costs down. This is the only way 
Pittsburgh will succeed. 


I am not alone in recognizing the 
urgency of addressing our fiscal problems. 
Since June members of my Administration 
have been meeting with our colleagues 
from City Council, the City Controller's 
Office, to collaborate on the 1996 budget. 
These budget summit meetings have been 
very helpful; they have provided my 
Administration, the City Controller's 
Office and City Council with a forum to 
agree on the size of our problem and to 
agree on the savings of various cost 
reduction efforts. 
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I want to thank Controller Flaherty, 
his staff, Council President Ferlo, Council 
Finance Chairman Dan Onorato and 
Council's budget staff, for their 
commitment to working together to solve 
our budget crisis; their suggestions and 
insights are reflected in the budget I am 
proposing today. 


We all agree on the projected 
revenues for 1996, they are 308 million 
dollars. If we replicated the 1995 
Operating Budget for 1996, the total 
would be 339 million dollars, because of 
the built-in cost increases I mentioned 
earlier. That means we have a 31 million 
dollar problem that will not be solved by a 
business-as-usual budget. To make up that 
31 million dollar shortfall, we have made 
26 million dollars in cuts in the City's 
budget and have added five million dollars 
of new revenue through several initiatives, 


Inchided in the revenue raising 
initiatives are: City Magistrates’ Courts 
reimbursement. In the past Pittsburgh was 
the only municipality in the state that did 
not receive reimbursement for local courts. 
Directly as a result of the lobbying effort 
by the Mayors Office, annual 
reimbursement for Pittsburgh is now 
included in the state budget. 
Reimbursement for collected recyclables is 
now based on a competitively bid 
recycling contract. With our former 
vendor the City paid to have our trash 
hauled and recycled, now we are being 
paid with our contract with Prins. This 
success is a result of the collaboration 
between our Purchasing Division of 
General Services and our Department of 
Public Works. ditional revenue will 
come from selling our list of delinquent 
Teal estate tax receivables to a collection 











agency and by continuing our aggressive 
program to collect City Court fines. 


In many ways the 26 million in 
cuts were more difficult to make than 
identifying sources of revenue. We have 
been vigilant and disciplined in making 
those difficult choices. We have 
accomplished 12 million dollars of savings 
from initiatives that will change the way 
we do business. Included in those 
expenditure reduction initiatives are: 
Reform of the City's Employee Health 
Care Program. For the first time in this 
City's history labor and management work 
together to solve our spiraling health care 
costs. Through their efforts we will 
achieve a savings of two and a half million 
dollars or more a year. By restructuring 
the Workers' Compensation Program, we 
will actually increase our savings year to 
year. Through a combination of energy 
conservation and negotiations with utility 
companies, the City expects to save a 
significant amount of money on our 
electric and gas rates. And, in addition to 
Tevenue, we will realize from our new 
Prins Recycling contract, we will save 
what it used to cost the City to pay for our 
recycling program. In collaboration with 
department directors and union officials 
we have identified another nine million 
dollars of budget cuts through a variety of 
reduction and consolidation efforts. 


These have all been difficult 
choices and we have made these decisions 
with fairness. We have accomplished 
them by separating those services that are 
essential for the City to deliver from those 
services historically that have been 
desirable for the City to provide. 


We have made tough choices in 
our Parks and Recreation Department, by 
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merging the Community Enrichment 
Program with the programming that we 
offer at our recreation centers throughout 
the City. We have made tough decisions 
to close half the City's 32 swimming 
pools. With City Council's guidance, we 
will identify the 16 pools that have the 
lowest usage, the most difficult access and 
the highest capital improvement needs. 


We have made tough decisions in 
the Police Bureau, to eliminate 93 
positions which have been vacant for the 
past year. During that same time, we have 
seen a 15 percent decrease in serious crime 
in Pittsburgh and over a 25 percent decline 
in juvenile crime. Our strategy in 
combating crime is working. We will 
keep our police strength at the 1,179 level, 
which means more actual officers than 
during most of last year. We will do this 
by moving more police from behind the 
desk and out onto the streets. You will see 
no decrease in the number of police on the 
streets. 


We have made tough decisions in 
reorganizing our Public Works Division, 
which decreased their budget by 34 
percent over the past three years, yet 
during that same time we have seen 
dramatically increased productivity and 
customer satisfaction. We will make 
tough decisions in reorganizing the Fire 
Bureau to save two and a half million 
dollars. We look forward to the 
involvement and the suggestions of the 
fire fighters to achieve this goal. 


The toughest decisions were those 
related to the City work force. For the 
1996 budget, we wil eliminate 185 
positions through layoffs, early retirements 
and unfilled vacancies, for a savings of 
over five million dollars. By next year 





—————— 


there will be 1,065 fewer City employees 
than in 1990; that's a 20 percent decrease 
in the City's work force. For too long it 
has been assumed by the public that 
people who work in government don't 
work very hard. We in this City are 
dispelling that impression. 


The sacrifices we are making today 
and which we have made over the past few 
years have put a great deal more 
tesponsibility on the City work force and 
they have met the challenge, Even in the 
face of a 20 percent reduction in that work 
force the productivity of City workers 
continues to increase. 


1 get around this City a lot, as you 
all do, and I see and hear everywhere I go, 
I have seen the impact of the Community 
Onemed Police Program in our 
neighborhoods, I have seen our Public 
Works Divisions and see how much 
cleaner our neighborhoods and Downtown 
are, | bave seen the new play equipment 
being installed in our parks. We want 
Pitsburgh tax payers to know that every 
dolia has value to us, we remain 
committed to spending each dollar by 
delivennng a dollars worth of City services. 


As part of the 1996 budgeting 
process and as part of our ongoing 
vigilance in cost cutting, I have asked our 
deparnnent directors to look at how we 
can become even more competitive. We 
can become more efficient by 
consolidating within this City. For 
example, we can consolidate the collection 
services that are operated in five different 
departments. We could become more 
effective through aggressive consolidation 
of similar services with the county, that we 
have been working on thai for the last 
year. We can become more competitive in 
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our delivery of services when compared to 
private businesses. 


Simply stated, we must become 
more competitive. Efficiency must be the 
first order of the day. As an effort to 
achieve this, ] have asked the Allegheny 
Conference on Community Development 
in the business community to provide us 
with their expertise to continue to explore 
creative solutions to our fiscal problems. 


Today I am announcing the 
formation of the Mayor's competitive 
Pittsburgh task force, which will examine 
areas and functions where the City can 
benefit from market driven competition, 
just as private industry does, in areas such 
as refuse and recycling, fleet management, 
information systems, recreation programs, 
cash management, among others. 


It took many years for Pittsburgh 
to reach financial crisis and it has taken 
several years for us to tum this around. 
This budget definitively and dramatically 
tums the corner for Pittsburgh. We are on 
our way. 


By the end of 1996, this City will 
truly be living within its means for the first 
time in this decade and it will be the result 
of our discipline, vigilance and ability to 
make difficult decisions, decisions that are 
equitable and fair. For the families of 
Pittsburgh, the best govemment we can 
Provide is a City retuned to sound, fiscal 
health and growing once again. Thank 
you.

Ms. Rotbermel: 


Thank you. Very grateful for 
Councilwoman McDonald's bringing 
forth this resolution to you and for your 
endorsement of that today. 
Councilwoman McDonald has been co- 
char of our 15 year anniversary activities 
and we are hoping that through these 
activines that we will all be inspired and 
Strengthened to go forward in the 
important work that lies ahead. 


I wanted to say a little bit more 
about the people who are with me today, 
Elaine Bellin, who is the owner of Paragon 
here, a food purveyor in this City, is the 
chair of our Food Industry Committee and 
we depend greatly on the Food Industry 
Committee. And, I am sure Councilman 
O'Connor is familiar with the efforts that 
so many people in the food industry have 
done over the years, even before there was 
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a food bank, in the sharing of food and the 
caring about people in our community. 
Elaine also has been a past board member 
of the food bank. With her, who also 
serves on our Food Advisory Committee, 
is Mary Margaret Fisher from the Western 
Pennsylvanian Restaurant Association. 
They are very active in the "Taste of the 
Nation” Event, and if many of you have 
not participated in that in the spring, it is a 
great event and we hope that all of you 
will be at it next year. Annette Betts is 
with us from our staff, and Annette is our 
agency monitor in charge of the agencies 
in the City, in terms of visiting them, 
making sure that the food gets to the folks 
that it is intended to and providing 
technical assistance. Annette is joined by 
over 50 people on the food bank staff, with 
over 300 volunteers, who today are 
gathering in the McKeesport area, being 
honored for the work that they do in order 
to continue to move the over one million 
pounds of food that does get distributed 
through the food bank every month. Our 
member agencies, so important to us. 
Three hundred and seventy-two groups in 
our county that are doing work of meeting 
needs in their neighborhoods and over 120 
of them are within the City of Pittsburgh, 
and from those agencies today is Mary 
Elizabeth McCarthy, who is from East End 
Cooperative Ministry in East Liberty, 
Roslyn Maholland, from Miryams here in 
the City, and Sister Marian Blodis from 
Prince of Peace Parish on the South Side. 
To make special recognition of Roslyn's 
participation in the development of the 
food bank, Roslyn was the Associate 
Director of the food bank for several years 
and really gave us a strong foundation on 
which to have grown in over the past 15 
years. 
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Next we have just a comment 
about the need in the City. I feel like I 
don't need to tell you, but I can share with 
you what we know, and that is that the 
number of people that are in poverty are 
growing, the study that was done by Just 
Harvest last year indicated that children 
are bearing a disproportionate amount of 
that poverty. We know our City is getting 
older, so people on fixed incomes, and the 
number of single parent households in 
which people are struggling, and many of 
them working but still falling below the 
poverty line, and as that need grows, and 
as some of that need was there in 1980, 
City Council voted CDBG dollars for the 
food bank, probably the only time in our 
history, and that is what helped us to 
renovate our first space above the Jubilee 
Soup Kitchen. 


So, we hope that you feel a big part 
of our 15 years through that contribution at 
that time. Since then the community has 
really pulled together in tremendous ways 
that have allowed us to continue to try to 
meet the needs as best we can. We are 
looking forward, and our looking forward 
is somewhat oblique because of what is 
coming down in the Federal level; we 
anticipate that the private sector is going to 
have to do even more. We are 
approaching this year for the first time in 
15 years for help with our Farm Stand 
Program in the City, and we will have a 
speaker here on Wednesday, as you hear 
from many others about the needs in our 
community and how you can help groups 
address those needs. 


Finally, I would like to ask Bob 
Foltz to come to the microphone. Bob is 
the head of the Goodwill Industries on the 
South Side, has been a past board member 


of the food bank, has served on our 15° 





year anniversary committee and today, of 
great note, is a member of the Pittsburgh 
Rotary that is hosting our event on 
Wednesday. Bob. 


Mr. Foltz: 


Thank you. Mr. President, 
Members of Council, on behalf of the 
Pittsburgh Rotary Club, we are very 
pleased to be asked to Support and sponsor 
this coming Wednesday's event, an event 
at which the Reverend Jesse Jackson will 
be the keynote speaker. It commemorates 
in a solemn way 15 years of services to 
some of the most needy people in the City 
of Pittsburgh, and the Rotary Club is 
Privileged to sponsor and support the 
effort. Thank you all very much. 


The Chair:

And, I wanted to re-emphasize the 
luncheon Wednesday. It is hosted by the 
Downtown Rotary, Wednesday, 


November 15th at 11:30 a.m. at the Westin 
William Penn Hotel, and I would urge all 
my colleagues and the listening public to 
support these efforts. I had said that, when 
they were acknowledged by the Allegheny 
County Commissioners, that this is a 
venture that there is celebration in which 
they help people. That is only the 
celebration. There is no celebration, 
though, in having to face needy people, 
though. We don't want needy people. 
And, I think the name of the game is, it's 
to keep providing the safety net and not 
snatch that from under them, as is the 
Philosophy that is prevalent in so many 
areas of our government, from State and 
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National Government, is to pull that safety 
net from under people. Ultimately they 
will fall flat on their face and they are 
going to cost a lot more to take care of 
than to help them now through agencies 
such as the Greater Pittsburgh Community 
Food Bank. 


So, this is a safety net because it is 
necessary, but hopefully that govermments 
can work together to make sure that we 
don't need to have to feed people, that they 
will be able to feed themselves, and that is 
their mission, is to make people self- 
sufficient and to provide their own 
nutritional needs. But, in the meantime, 
we must continue, we must continue 
supporting ventures like this. 


Because, again, 1 have had hungry 
kids in my home and I didn't realize they 
were that hungry and they were eating 
food ~ I mean they ate everything, they 
ate, drank all the pop, they ate everything, 
and I'm like, "Did you eat?" And, my son 
kind of picked these kids up. I don't know, 
he was playing somewhere in the 
neighborhood, and J didn't know where 
they lived, they lived nowhere near us, but 
these kids were starving. And, eventually 
I took them home and I realized that 
definitely they were living below the 
poverty level. And, I am not even going to 
say what area of the City it was, but it was 
within the City, and I was so hurt, because 
1 thought these kids were just being 
greedy, they weren't being greedy, they 
were hungry, they were hungry, and they 
ate. So, we fed them dinner and 
everything. 


So, again, I would hope that you 
would understand that sometimes you see 
these people and you see children and you 
don't know that they're hungry. And, this 
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is the type of agency that really does help 
them, when we don't know what their 
needs are. Thank you very much for

Yes. This is, to some extent, an 
inquiry of other Council colleagues and 
also to open some debate and perhaps get 
some guidance in thinking from Council 
Members regarding an increasing number 
of letters and calls from constituents in my 
District complaining about the treatment 
of inmates in the Allegheny County Jail. I 
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tecognize that is a County facility and not 
a City facility, but they are composed 
primarily of City constituents, and they 
have been subjected to the Criminal 
Justice System which contains punishment 
enough but it seems that within that 
system they are being further subjected, in 
some cases, to additional treatment, 
punishment by treatment, that is far 
beyond what the Criminal Justice System 
has seen fit for them. 


1 know that we are aware of some 
of the structurally and security problems of 
the new jail, but the question of what 
impact it’s baving on inmates and how 
inmates are being treated, is of growing 
concer. 


As a matter of fact, I even heard a 
situation this moming that was reported, 
the son of a Pittsburgh Police Officer, who 
is an employee there, who has been subject 
to racial harassment by other employees. 
So, there seems to be a growing 
atmosphere of tension, a racial tension, at 
the County Jail, which I’m not sure if it’s 
Just coming into my District or if other 
colleagues are experiencing the same kind 
of complaints, and I'd like to get Council’s 
input and advice and collaboration, if 
necessary, if we can figure out how we 
might be able to approach what appears to 
be a growing problem. 


The Chair: 

Thank you, Councilman. And, if 
there’s any discussion, or information does 
come through the offices, we can 
communicate to Councilman Udin. 

Mr. Udin: 


Thank you. 
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The Chair: 
Any other discussion? 


Any other matter to be brought 
before the body? Other than to wish 
everybody a happy Thanksgiving. 


Councilman O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


Just to comment on Mr. Udin. Is 
the person in a labor agreement, that he 
might want to go to his or her labor — 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes, I believe the situation is being 
taken up by the normal channels, but — 


Mr. O’Connor: 
I mean that might be the first step. 
Mr. Udin: 


-— but that might resolve that 
particular situation, I don’t know if it will 
resolve the atmosphere that gave rise to 
the problem in the first place. I know 
obviously the County is in a period of 
transition and sometimes in a management 
transition like that, things tend to get a 
little loose and out of control. But, the 
people who actually manage the jail are 
not in transition, they’ve been there for 
years, and I’m not sure exactly how we as 
a City body address problems of our 
constituents in a County facility, I guess 
that’s the question that I’m raising. 





Mr. O’Connor: 


‘You might leave an opportunity for 
the existing management or a new 
challenge for them to rise to the occasion 
and solve the problem before new bosses 
come in. I think by bringing it to their 
attention is the first step. 

Mr. Udin: 

That’s what I’m hoping.

2644, 
WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 14, 1995) 


The Chair: 


* Councilmari O’Connor. We have Director Hennigan with us. Director, good 
morning. 


Mr. Hennigan: 

Paul Hennigan 

Director 

Department of Finance 

Good morning. We have the Deputy Controller as well. 
The Chair: 


And, the Deputy Controller Mr. Pokora and you want to identify your staff person 
with you? 


Mr. Hennigan: 

This is David Reifer, he’s a Finance Administrator in the Department of Finance. 
The Chair: 

I’m sorry, what was his name, 
Mr. Hennigan: 

David Reifer. 
The Chair: 

Please use the microphone. 
Mr. O’Connor: 

I was curious — this is your annual audit? 
Mr. Hennigan: 


Yes. 
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Mr. O’Connor: 


‘Well, the question I have and I have no idea what an audit of this magnitude cost 
and whether this is in line or out of line but how are we to know if we don’t — why don’t 
we bid it? 


Mr. Hennigan: 


We had this conversation last year when we asked for approval for an extension’ 
for Peat-Marwick to do the audit for the 1994 year end and at that time we indicated that 
we would consider putting this out to bid the following year because we believe this is a 
good thing to do in terms of making sure we are getting a good price and just serving the 
community and seeing who is willing to respond to it. However, in discussions that we 
have had with the Controller's Office and the Budget Office and the fact that we have a 
very large financial project going on right now, the three entities agreed that this would 
not be the time to bid out this kind of an audit. We project that we will begin to install 
the new financial system in 1997 and that’s why we are asking for a two year extension. 
That is going to be an enormous transition. All of our departments have devoted full time 
staff to that project and now that we are heading into the implementation mode, we just 
all agree that this is not the time to change auditors. We are very satisfied with this 
group, they meet all of our standards and all of our criteria. We know just from the 
industry that the price is good price, it’s a very good price. But we have agreed, the three 
entities have agreed, that the time to bid this out would be two years from now after we 
have installed the new financial system. 


Mr. O’Connor: 

So, you’re saying at the end of two years we will bid it out? 
Mr. Hennigan: 

Yes. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


How do you — are you billed by the hour? How do we know it’s a good price, 
that's my question? 


Mr. Hennigan: 


It’s a flat fee and we look at hourly price. They provide an hourly price for the 
people that work on the audit and we are getting a good government rate — a government 
tate that is good, let’s put it that way. 
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Mr. O?Connor: 

So, in the past do we check — 
The Chair: 

— excuse me, Mr. O’Connor. Councilman Udin had a point of order on clarity. ~ 
Mr. Udin: 


You indicated some big financial project that I didn’t know what you were talking 
about. 


Mr. Hennigan: 
That is the Unisource Project, Counciiman. 
Mr. Udin: 
Unisource? 
Mr. Hennigan: 
Yes. 
Mr. Udin: 
The unified computerization? 
Mr. Hennigan: 
Correct. 
The Chair: 
Councilman O’Connor. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


Do you audit at the end of the year, do you have an idea of how many hours and 
time they spend? 


Mr. Hennigan: 


I would ask the Deputy Controller to — 
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Mr. Pokora: 


~ the audit that is performed is in conjunction with the annual report that the 
Controller’s Office releases. My guesstimate would be somewhere around 1200 hours, I 
would assume. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


You're estimating, do you know that. Do they give you a breakdown of this? 
Mr. Pokora: 


‘Yes, they give us breakdowns with the billing of the hours per individual that 
work within the Peat-Marwick entity which individual it was, there are usually 4 to 5 
personnel assigned to the audit for the City of Pittsburgh and they list each individual, 
their hours they worked on the audit at that time and what their hourly rate would be. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


So, then, this figure here is an estimate then at the end of the year they will come 
out with their actual cost plus profit. 


Mr. Pokora: 


They come up with the actual but this is what we pay them. If their costs are 
more, this is it. This is a flat fee. 


Mr. O’Connor: 

What if their costs are a lot less? 
Mr. Pokora: 

Tt hasn't been that way yet. 


Mr. Hennigan: 


They do put in more time. It’s an enormous project and we'll just clarify that. 
The annual audit that is done each year is the Controller’s audit and we are required to 
hire an independent accounting firm to certificate the Controller’s audit. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


‘Well, I am not questioning that. I an questioning nobody does the City any 
favors. I mean, includine — no ane’s not included unless they are. If it cost more, they 
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will charge more. That sends a red flag right away if you're saying they are giving us 
something for nothing. If they are spending extra time and not getting paid for it, they’re 
not very good business people. , 

Mr. Pokora: 


They’re not spending extra time, what they are doing is they are giving the 
personnel at a reduced government rate. If one of the auditors normally would make $30 
or $35 an hour, they would charge ~— maybe they are charging us $25 for that auditor for 
that period. So, they are not really working more hours, they are giving us a reduction in 
the nonmal rate for an auditor. 

Mr. O’Connor: 

And, they come in with this figure? 
Mr. Pokora: 

‘That is correct. 

Mr. O’Connor: 


So, if they are under that figure we don’t get the benefit, if they are over it they 
don’t charge more? Is that what you are basically saying? 


Mr. Pokora: 
Yes. 
Mr. O’Connor. 
But, are you tracking it? 
Mr: Pokora: 
™ Yes. ‘We track it as we pay them — we don't pay them in a lump sum, we pay 
em — 


Mr. O’Connor: 


— I guess what I’m asking is are they giving us a breakdown of what they are 
doing? 
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Mr. Pokora: 


Absolutely. If I may, too, concur with Director Hennigan why we had agreed to 
this two year extension is that our chief accountant is working on the Unisource Project, 
the finance director’s treasurer is working on the Unisource Project. If we were to shift 
auditors in midstream like this here, we would have to pull our personnel off the 
Unisource Project which we don't care to do because then we would be setting the time 
back for that project. Having Peat-Marwick continue the andit, since they know the City 
inside and out, I can have other personnel work with Pete in the annual report and doing 
the audit for ‘95. 

Mr. O’Connor: 
How long has Peat-Marwick had this contract with the City? 
Mr. Hennigan: 

They had a three year contract that was extended for one year this past year. 
Mr. O’Connor: 

Do you know how long before that? 


Mr. Pokora: 
They have had it as long as I have been here. At least 12 years. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


They may do good work and I don’t have a problem with the work they do, I just 
think it’s time for government — how do we know if we’re getting the best buy for our 
buck? 

Mr. Pokora: 
It has been bid prior, Councilman. 
Mr. O’Connor: 
T'd be curious when was the last time it was bid. 


Mr. Hennigan: 


Four years ago. They had a three year contract and then a one year extension so 
there was a bid four years ago. 
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Mr. O’Connor: 

Before that? 
Mr. Hennigan: 

Prior to that, I — 
Mr. O’Connor: 

— you're saying four years ago was a bid? 
Mr. Hennigan: 

Yes, Lam. 

Mr. O’Connor: 

I'm just curious, I would like to know the record of how often -- and I am not 
picking on them in particular, I'm just looking. at the general scope of the way the City 
has been doing business for the last maybe 12 years. I have some legislation coming up 
looking at some of the health care issues that we have been blindly writing checks for 
way before the Murphy Administration got here so I'd like to see when it has been bid 
and who bid on it. 

Mr Hennigan: 

‘We will provide that history for you. 
M: O'Connor: 

Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Other questions? Councilman Udin. 
Mr. Udin: 

I’m not clear on the direct connection between the Unisource development and 
planning and the audit. Help me understand why it’s necessary to keep saying auditor 
rather than put it out to bid? 


Mr. Hennigan: 
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‘There are two reasons and the Deputy Controller and I will respond to this 
together. There are two significant reasons. One is when we form the Unisource Project 
which is the comprehensive overhaul, the financial system of the City and the automation 
of the City. When we formed that project, there were five entities that came together to 
form it, City Council, the Controllers Office, the Finance Department, the Budget 
Department and City Information Systems. Those five entities, those five managers came 
together and we each made a commitment that we would devote at least one senior level, 
high level manager to the project full time to make it happen. We have devoted those 
resources now for one year, all five entities and one of the concems is that if we were to 
change auditors right now simply in terms of personnel, the Deputy Controller — the 
Controller’s Office would have to release their senior level person from the project and I 
would have to release my senior level person from the project to be able to come back in 
transition a new audit team to come in and learn the City, learn our systems, leam how to 
get data, learn how to interpret data. So we would definitely have to pull two senior level 
personnel from that project back over to our offices just to help transition a new audit 
team that’s the first thing. The second -- excuse me? 


Mr. Udin: 
For how long? 
Mr. Hennigan: 

At least three months, four months. Probably four months. 
Mr. Udin: 

That’s the entire duration of the audit. 

Mr. Hennigan: 
Correct. 
Mr. Udin: 

You would have to give them orientation for four months? 
Mr. Hennigan: 

We would have to literally be right next to them throughout the whole process just 
because of the complexity of an audit process and an organization this size and an 
organization that has the idiosyncrasies that we have with regard to our systems. The fact 
that there is data everywhere and it need to be pulled from a variety of sources to do an 


audit and to do it well, That is the first concern. The second concem is just that. We 
have — the way the organization is currently managed with regard to financial data, itis 
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in a number of sources and the current auditors know all of those sources. In other words 
they know how to work with the Finance Department and they know how to work with 
the Controller’s Office, they know how to work with the Pension Board, they know how 
to work with C.LS. to gather all of the data they need to be able to do their work. If we 
brought in a new auditor right now, there would be an enormous amount of time in 
transitioning, showing them how to gather this data, where to get the data and how to 
interrupt the data and our feeling is that with the new financial system there would be one 
source for the data and the data will be very user friendly, not like it is currently. It is 
very non-user friendly right now. So, our feeling is that when we get the new financial 
system that is the time to bring in a new auditor or to put out for bid an audit in the event 
that a new auditor would come in. The system that they will use will be a lot simpler for 
them to use and their learning curve will not be as great. We believe that if we put out for 
bid the audit right now and a new firm would receive the business, the cost could increase 
substantially because of transition time that would be involved. Those are the two main 
reasons why we believe the Unisource Project and the transition to a new auditor would 
not be a good thing to do right now and if the Deputy Controller has something to add to 
that. 


Mr. Pokora: 


I can concur with Director Hennigan there. We would have to pull our individual 
off the project and he would have to walk the new auditors through the process. You are 
probably aware we lost our accounting manager several months ago. She took a job with 
another firm and we’re training a new accounting manager as we speak so it would 
definitely be a situation where we would have to pull our chief accountant off the 
Unisource Project. Another thing I'd like to add though is that this firm, Peat-Marwick, 
has been monitoring the City's financial condition for the present year. They have 
worked with us on the water and sewer authority transitional move from the water 
department to the authority, the buy back of the infrastructure systems and the bonds that 
have been floated just recently so they are aware of all of the City’s financial conditions 
and how we set up the City hierarchy. A new firm would come in would have to review. * 
the whole past year’s financial conditions and financial moves we have made which 
would take extended time too which would tie both my personnel and the finance 
director’s up and also Council’s budgets staff up to some degree and in explaining to 
them why these moves were made and how they book these entries. 


Mr. Udin: 


Well, frankly, I think your arguments convince me even more so than before you 
answered them of the need for a competitive process because it is just that kind of 
thinking that I think gets us into trouble, it gets us into a kind of a lull where we get 
comfortable with an auditor, an auditor gets comfortable with us and a lot of things that a 
new auditor would find are not found because we are just kind of comfortable and don't 
want to be inconvenienced, you don't want to be inconvenienced to round the Unisource 
personnel. | don't believe that it would take the entire duration of the audit for your 
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senior managers to have to baby-sit the auditors throughout the entire process. I think it 
may be necessary for a certain period of time for them to learn the systems but after that I 
think that the personnel under the seniors would be able to answer whatever questions 
they had. The point of a competitive process and the point of occasionally bringing in a 
new auditor is to bring a fresh look at some of the systems and not to get lulled into the 
comfort of the same auditor doing the audit every year because they know the system 
well. So, I'm not at all convinced that those reasons are justified in not bidding the audit. 
The second question I had is about the — what the level of minority participation is in 
Peat-Marwick? 

Mr. Hennigan: 


Peat-Marwick complies with the city policy which is 25 percent MBE, 
10 percent WBE. 


Mr. Udin: 

It does? 
Mr. Hennigan: 

Yes, they subcontract with a finn, a MBE accounting firm. 
Mr. Pokora: 


IfI may address, too, Councilman a couple of your concems there. The audit is 
reviewed every year by the G.F.O.A. and it is viewed for those types of situations so that 
nothing is overlooked and for the last three years Tunning it, the Controller’s Office 
received a certificate of excellence for our audit reporting and for the work Peat-Marwick 
has done in auditing our books. It isn’t a place where we have become complacent with 
each other. We are constantly — 

Mr. Udin: 
Twelve years? 
“Mr. Pokora: 

Beg your pardon? 

Mr. Udin: 


Twelve years? 


Mr. Pokora:

Sir, that’s been competitively bid for those 12 years too until now and ~ 


Mr. Ferlo: 

— excuse ine, it is not a — it’s a professional service contract bid, isn’t it. 
Mr. Hennigan: 

It had been bid, though. 
Mr. Pokora: 


REP. They sent RFP's out.. Now, that’s competitively done. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Is it competitively bid on time and materials as it is professional services contract 


Mr. Pokora: 


— it’s competitively bid as per total price for the audit. And, one of the reasons 
that Pete continues to be the lowest bidder is because of their knowledge of govermmental 
finance and knowing of how the City does business, they can bid a lower rate because 
they know how to get information and where to go whether it be the Council’s budget 
office, the Controller’s Office or the Finance Department for the information. There are a 
lot of entities they have to work in Conjunction with including the ELLA, the Stadium 
Authority and the Parking Authority and the ULR.A. which are all components of the City 
of Pittsburgh. Ifa new auditor comes in, they have to learn all the new Topes and all the 
new systems and I don't believe that we would get to the point where we would have a 
complacency anda situation where we are overlooking our problems because there is too 
follow-up and too much backup to the current ‘way we do business. 
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Mr. Hennigan: 

¥d like to add one thing to that. The GF.O.A. standard for a public engagement 
with an auditing firm is five years and what we would be doing with the approval of a 
two year extension it would amount to a six year agreement with Peat-Marwick which is 
one year beyond what is the G.F.O.A. standard. Councilman Udin, | agree with you 
wholeheartedly that there is a time for it to be bid out and we would like to make the 
commitment now that we would do so in two years so I agree with you. | just — knowing 
what else I know about the operation of the City and the Unisource Project, 1 guess what 
we are asking for one year beyond what is considered to be the G.F.O.A. standard. 
The Chair: 


Director, real quick and then T'll go back to Councilman O’Connor. Ihave a 
question. You said the last time this was bid ~ what year, four year ago? 


Yes. There was a three year contract and then we did a one year extension. 
The Chair: , 

So, they wanted it four years because they won a three year contract? 
Mr. Hennigan: 

Correct. 
The Chair: 

What were the annual expenditures? What did we pay last year? 
Mr. Hennigan:

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The Chair: 


Then, that is what the price was for the first three years, t00, of the contract? 
Mr. Reifer: 


Tt was a little bit less of those first three years. Last year when we extended 
contract, we also included two additional services that increased the cost somewhat. I'm 
trying to see what we paid — J believe it was $156,000 for the three year contract we had 
Prior to the first extension. That was just for the annual audit. With the extension we 
also included two new services, an option interim financial statement that they are’ 
working on right now for us and an indirect cost study which is something we file with 
the state on an annual basis. 


_ The Chair: 


Okay, thank you. Councilman O’Connor. 


Mr. O'Connor: 

Couple quick questions and I think the questions Councilman Udin mentioned is 
healthy. Peat-Marwick may be doing the best job in the world but I think we need a little 
proof comparison that is so and they should be ‘wanting to justify that themselves. Who 
does the County audit of this kind? 

Mr. Hennigan: 


I don't know for certain but I think we are thinking here at the table that Peat- 
Marwick has. 


Mr. O’Connor: 

So, he may do the County too. Again, I don't know if it’s good or bad. 
Mr. Hennigan: 

In relationship to our audit? 
Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, the same company doing everything. Do they check? 
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As the Deputy Controller has pointed out, of the big six accounting firms Peat- 
Marwick is known throughout the country for having the largest governmental services 
practice. 

Mr. O’Connor: 

So, they’re known for their — 
Mr. Hennigan: 

— they are known for that. 
Mr. O’Connor: 

I didn’t realize that. 

Mr. Hennigan: 
Of the six, yes. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


What I would like to do — I'll support this but before Tuesday, I'd like to see what 
‘we are paying compared to other cities our size. 


Mr. Hennigan: 

Sure. We can do a little survey. 
Mr. O’Connor: 

That way — I need a comfort level that we are getting what we are paying for. 
And, we may be getting a better bargain but the problem is you don't know it. As you 
pointed out, it’s not as easy buying a new car and checking the prices on the sae value.

Mr. O’Connor: 


One quick ~ I’m sorry I miss some of the discussion. When are we going to bid 
this out permanently? Again, these people may be doing the best job but we — 


Mr. Hennigan: 


It’s out there. We have two vendors, two vendors right now that we are dealing 
with and we hope to make a decision by the end of November which will only give us 
one month to negotiate a very large, very complex brand new program and the great big 
unknown is whether or not we can negotiate that transition in one month and I am tying 
to anticipate this and do what I consider to be what a good manager needs to do and that 
is be prepared because of the devastation will be this. If we don't successfully negotiate a 
new contract by December 31, there are 1,200 active claims right now that will go into a 
black hole and those 1,200 active claims include paychecks. So, my greatest concern is 
that we are not meeting our obligation in terms of Processing claims and processing 
paychecks and we agreed philosophically from the very beginning that the City had done 
a very poor job of managing it’s Workers Compensation program and we agreed that we 
would overhaul that. We have worked incredibly to do a very large ovethaul and I think 
we have a program design that is going to work. So, all ] am trying to do is prepare fora 
very smooth transition. We are all committed to making the transition happen. We are 
committed to managing a new and improved program which we believe will substantially 
reduce our costs and you will see in our budget in a couple of weeks that we are one 
million dollars under for ‘96 than what we were in ‘95 so we are heading in the right 


direction. I don't want to do anything that would irresponsibly prevent a smooth 
transition. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


Are the two groups that you are talking to, do they include the hospitals or is ita 
company like I said -- joint effort by all the hospitals. 


Mr. Hennigan: 


There is a general contractor and our requirement was that the general contractor 
be a medical provider, so that is a hospital. They have subcontracted with a third party 
administrator which is what Sedgwick currently is for us. Sedgwick James is not 
included in either of the proposais. They subcontracted with a medical claims manager 
and then they subcontracted with whatever firms, vocational rehabilitation firms, 
whatever they think they need. And, that is what we are saying, this is a manage care 
program. It is a brand new concept in the area of Workers Compensation and all of those 
subs are accountable to the general contractor which is the medical Provider and they are 
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bidding on this business at a fixed cost, a capitated level which means they bid and if 
their cost exceed that, they have to absorb the rest and that is another reason why the 
medical provider is the general contractor because we believe that the medical providers 
are the only entities large enough to absorb that kind of risk. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


I want to commend you on the direction you are going. I know it is taking you all 
longer maybe than we all thought. I know how hard you have been working on it. So,’ 
you are finishing up with the two general contractors. Now, in this compensation issue 
probably would not affect the older claims or can they review every claim? 


Mr. Hennigan: 


Yes. We have eight hundred and some and that’s part of our problem. We 
believe that we will get control of what is happening now because we believe we have 
gotten better control of what has occurred in the past year. Part of the City’s problem is 
we are carrying an enormous amount of baggage. We have 840 old claims. So, what we 
build into the R-F.P. is a very comprehensive review of all 840 of those claims. We need 
to go through each and every one of them. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


So, the claims that are really justified we certainly want to help them and give 
them give better if not the best medical help we can. The ones that are questionable, this 
company will look at bringing back to work, light duty, all the other — 


~right. And, we are actually changing light duty. It is going to be called 
transitional duty now and we have the Law Department, the Personnel Department and ~ 
the labor groups committed to working with us to reform that whole thing because the 
labor groups hate light duty. We don’t like light duty either because it just doesn’t work. 


Mr. O?Connor: 


Well, whatever it is called — you know, labor I think is going to support it because 
I think labor knows and agrees with everybody the problem needs to be fixed. Otherwise. 
everybody loses because the legitimate labor people who are hurt now are suffering 
maybe because of sins of the past.

Mr. Hennigan: 


Correct. 
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Mr. O’Connor: 


So, then, you're saying by January 1, this new group will be in place? 


Mr. Hennigan: 


Our goal is January 1, but as I say with a major holiday in the month of December 
I don't know if we are going to have enough time to negotiate with the vendor and I'm 
just tying to be prepared for that. In the event we don't have a agreement, I want to make 
Sure that 1,200 Claims are still processed and people that need to get paychecks are still 
going to get their paychecks. That’s all I'm tying to do is safe guard that because if that 
falls apart we're all going to hear about it. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


They are managing a system that you are paying them that much for three 
months? 


Mr. Hennigan: 


That is the price not to exceed and one of reasons — yes, that also includes some 
temporary assistance. Sedgwick James is going to have to hire some temporary people 
because they know they don't have a future with the City of Pittsburgh in this upcoming 
bew arrangement so quit a few of their claims managers are leaving. As a matter of fact, 
our number one claims manger we just leamed, this morming at Sedgwick, is leaving 
which 1s a problem, So, there are temporary costs in there. ‘We worked with them to 
Create this transition plan so we know the costs, we’re comfortable with the costs. 


Mr O'Connor: 


I think as my colleagues ‘were mentioning, the longer it drags the poorer service - * 
we will get. I mean, whether they want to or not. Their key people are going to Jeave so 
we are kind of stuck here. 


Mr. Hennigan: 


, And, we know that. The two vendors, the two successful finalist know that as 
well. They know that we are not interested in a long drawn out negotiation period ora 
long drawn out transition period. 

Mr. O’Connor: 


Who makes the final decision? How does that — do you have a committee? 


Mr. Hennigan: 
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We do, The committee consists of the Solicitor, Jacqueline Morrow, the Director 
of Personnel, Barbara Parees, the Assistant Director of ‘Personnel, John Lasky, Carla 
Pomper who is the manager of employee compensation in the Department of Finance and 
myself and we will be making a recommendation to the Mayor. 

Mr. O’Connor: 


I wish you well and hopefully you can do it fast. We need the insurance and the 
money.

The Chair: 
Councilman Cohen then Councilman O’Connor. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you very much. As you said, this is sponsored by both myself and 
Councilman O°Connor and this is a very important piece of legislation. As we all know, 
the job of a police officer is a very dangerous job and many police officers have been 
Killed in the line of duty in the history of Pittsburgh and in the history of Allegheny 
County. Of course, we had a recent Killing of a police officer and that was officer Rip 
Taylor. We have to honor these Police officers in the line of duty and every year as all of 
you know there is 2 memorial mass and a memorial parade in honor of our police officers 
but we need to have something more permanent and there have been a number of: people 
have been working on a more permanent memorial and that is in fact a law enforcement 
officers memorial monument. On the City Council, Councilman Bob O’Connor has been 
working very hard on that as have I but we also have a number of people in the audience 
here today including George Swanson and Gabe Kocheres from the Fraternal Order of 
Police. Sgt Bill Burke, who is the Chair of the Law Enforcement Officers Memorial. 
Officer Ed Lackey, who is not a Pittsburgh Police Officer but a Plum Borough Police 
Officer and we welcome him to these chambers and he is the President of the Law 
Enforcement Officers Memorial. Retired Lt. Ray McKnowski, who is also the Chair of 
Adopt-A-Cop and we also have two very very special people who are in the Chambers 
today and that is Mary Grill and Theresa McCracken, who are the wife and daughter of 
Officer Joe Grill, who many of you may remember was killed in the line of duty in 1991 
with Officer Tom Herron in the South Side during that chase that occurred in the South 
Side and resulted in the tragic Passing of those two officers. 


There have been many discussions with the Administration about this. A site has 
been identified and I'll tum that over to Bob O’Connor to discuss and also a great deal of 
money has been raised through private, I repeat private, donations. I believe it’s $58,000 
so far which has been headed up by Bill Burke and Ed Lackey. So, I want to thank you 
all for working so hard. And, just to get to this legislation for a moment. What this 
legislation does is it authorizes the Mayor and the Director of Parks and Recreation 
because it is a monument to enter into an agreement or agreements to grant the Bureau of 
Police, the Fraternal Order of Police and the Law Enforcement Officérs Memorial the 
Tight to erect a Pittsburgh Police Memorial Monument in memory of: Pittsburgh police 
officers who have been killed in the line of duty and providing care and maintenance of 


that monument so I urge everybody to Support this and I’]i ram it over to Councilman 
O’Connor. 
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Mr. O’Connor: 


Actually, to follow up on what Dan said, this is turning over land on the North 
Shore. There has been two or three sites that have been discussed. In fact, it has gone on 
for a long time, quite a few years. That is why we got involved. I want to correct — I 
know it is sponsored by us but I know each Council Member that I have talked to 
certainty supports it and wants to do the right thing. With your permission, I would like - 
- if there is no objection, maybe Mr. Burke and Lackey and one of the — whoever, George 
or Gabe, if they would-come and explain just a few minutes to us what they have 
envisioned here. I think it would be good for not only Council but for the public to see 
what they are doing in a few minutes. 


The Chair: 


I don’t object to that on this unusual piece of legislation. If you want to comment 
though on what feedback you are getting from the Administration since I don’t see 
anyone here from the Administration. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


‘Well, the Administration — actually, it was out at two sites and we had long 
discussions and negotiations but this is something that everybody has agreed to the 
Mayor and Planning have agreed to this site on the North Side. Again, I would like for 
them to maybe explain why. It is going to be a beautiful view, it’s along the park setting 
and — 


The Chair: 


— is there someone here that wants to be the spokesman for everyone or one or 
two of you. Bill, if you could identify yourself for everyone. 


Mr. Burke: 


Bill Burke 
Chair 
Law Enforcement Officers Memorial 


My name is Bill Burke. I am a retired Sergeant from Pittsburgh and I am the 
Chairman for the Law Enforcement Officers Memorial. We have been trying to build a 
memorial since 1989 when we were incorporated along with the F.O.P. for support for 
the officers who were killed in the line of duty. Unfortunately, since we started we have 
had a few officers who have been killed and we have tied to help the widows and the 
children. What our idea is, every year they have the police memorial in Washington D.C. 
and we have sponsored a couple of bus trips down there but we figure that not everybody 
can go to Washington and we want something here for the officers that have been killed 
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in the line of duty. We found information on officers, there is 82 in the County of 
Allegheny that we have information on and we know that the more we get publicized, 
people are going into their attics, going into old the albums and finding ont that they have 
relatives that have been killed in the line of duty and we want them recognized, we want 
them remembered. Our motto is, “less we forget. And, we feel that once there is a 
monument we have it to the veterans from the wars. 


If you go to Gettysburg, there are monuments to the different divisions that fought 
in the Civil War. They have the Vietnam Veteran, the Korean Veterans and we figure | 
that we are the defense here for the County of. Allegheny in the City of Pittsburgh and 
when you start looking back to see how these officers were killed — we are trying to get 
information to the officers. We started the Adopt-A-Cop program where officers are told 
how to go about getting a vest. The City of Pittsburgh is one of the municipalities that 
provide vest for officers to save a life. We want to save a life rather than have a 
memorial to officers that are killed so we started the Adopt-A-Cop Program. We have 
the backing of the F.0.P. They use it in negotiations to save a life, that way we don’t 
have to say we have another member of the law enforcement to put on a memorial. As 
the Councilman told you, we have been trying since 1989 to get some property within the 
Golden Triangle area where everybody from the county can come and remember the 
officers that were killed, We have had our blue light where we ask the people in the 
community to put a blue light in the Christmas season to show Support for the law 
enforcement people. We have had success with that. We will be coming back before you 
people again asking for your support in recognizing the law enforcement people out there. 
A lot of people have relatives that have been killed and they say we don’t know anything 
about it. So, we want to get information out. We are going to be putting a book together 
and we want the City of Pittsburgh and the County of Allegheny to recognize these 
officers and we appreciate being involved -- efforts in helping us secure this property. As 
they told you, we have been having difficulty finding a suitable spot. We were looking in 
the Golden Triangle because everybody comes to Downtown Pittsburgh. It’s the county 
seat, plus it’s the hub of every activity and we figure if we have people from out of town 
‘we show that we recognize our law enforcement people. Today, they are dying because 
of some actions here or there but you have to remember how many officers go out there 
everyday and put their life on the line and as along as they can come home, see their 
family and say I made it through another day, the community is safe, we feel good. Your 
support in backing us will be really appreciated because years from now we may be gone 
but people will come back and say the City of Pittsburgh, City Council, the Mayor and all 


‘the people of Allegheny County remembered the officers for what they did and I thank 


you for your time. 
The Chair: 
Thank you. 


Mr. O’Connor: 
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Bill, you may ‘want to mention this is not just for the City of Pittsburgh Police 
emphasize that it is all of Allegheny County and I think guards. 


Mr. Burke: 


All of Allegheny County, right. We have had approximately 57 officers and the 
test are from the County. 


Mr. O’Connor: 
So, the memorial is a tribute to all officers in Allegheny County? 
Mr. Burke: 


And, it is not only to the police officers, it goes to the correction officers and, any 
FBI agents, any State Police that have been killed while on duty working in the County of 
Allegheny. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


As you say, a lot of people over the years may — there may not be a record of it so 
we are asking anybody who have a family survivor or friends who knows to get in touch 
‘with you? 

Mr. Burke: 


Right. Get in touch with me or get in touch with the F.O.P., either Lodge 91 in 
‘West Homestead or our F.O.P. here on Grant Street and it will be forwarded to us. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Also, Bill, if somebody wants to contribute, could you jet them know how to get 
in touch with you? 


Mr. Burke: 


‘Yes, that’s an important part. As you have told everybody, we have received 
private donations and the donations go to the Law Enforcement Officers Memorial in 
C/O the F.0.P. Lodge 1, 220 Grant Street, 6th Floor, 15219. 


The Chair: 


Stay right there, if you will, I think we have some questions. Councilman Udin. 
Mr. Udia: 
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J think it’s a very honorable project and I’l} be supporting it. I hada couple of 
questions, though. You did answer one of ‘them. It’s for all Allegheny County and not 
just Pittsburgh? 

Mr. Burke: 
It’s all Allegheny County, right. 
Mr. Udin: 
And, it’s for law enforcement officers of whatever category, not just — 


Mr. Burke: 


7 Anybody that is in the law enforcement field. That 0€s Correction officers, 
sheriffs, jail personnel, anybody that’s connected with the law enforcement. 


Mr. Udin: 
Is the proposal now to be able to list the names? 
Mr. Burke: 


We want to list the names of all the officers that we have. There are some people 
that we don’t have any information on and once get the names listed, we would like if 
there are any family members that have information that can tell us how the officer was 
killed. We can put this together in our book of information. There is a lot of history to 
be learned from what these officers did. ‘We found that the first officer was killed down 
on Water Street and People don’t even know where Water Street was back in the 1800s 
and he was killed on an armed tobbery. He hid behind a pole and he confiscated the 


prominent people who’s grandfathers or great grandfathers were police officers and how 
they died, it’s showing respect and that’s what we ‘want. 


Mr. Udin: 


The accompanying booklet will be able to spell that out. 
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Mr. Burke: 


This is what we want to do. This is why as many times as we can we talk to the 
media to get the information out and it seems that once we get the information out, 
somebody always calls either the F.O-P. officer calls or myself and says well what about 
my great uncle, I found this, We have received information from California where they 
heard about us and they sent us information. We are looking for pictures of the officers 
that we don’t have because in D.C. they have a computer that you can go down and 
punch the officers name in and they will bring the picture up. Right now we only have so 
many pictures and we want to try to get everyone so that they can get recognized and 
remember. 


Mr. Udin: 


One last question. The line of duty distinction, have you all talked about that. I 
mean, officers may be killed but not in the line of duty. How do you handle that? 


Mr. Burke: 


We have a criteria. The National Law Enforcement Memorial in D.C. set up a 
criteria as to how to figure the officers dying in the line of duty and we follow that 
criteria. They have gone through legislation down there and this is where we stand. We 
back them up and this is where we take the line. 


Mr. Udin: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Councilwoman McDonald. 
Ms. McDonald: 

J wanted to know what is the memorial going to look like, how big it is going to 
be, what iS it going to look like visually and the budget. Even though this is private, what 
is the overall cost so people can get a sense of if they want to make donations what kind 


of impact they need to make. 


Mr. Burke: 


We have a new design. We have had three -- two designs so far. One is similar to 
what is in the cemeteries. The other was a park light setting that we were going to have at 
the Golden Triangle and when that property was turned down, we have to go to a wall 
memorial which is going to have six flags. three on each comer. And, if you visualize 
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looking from the North Side to Downtown, the area that we Propose will have the 
fountain and the Golden ‘Triangle where the rivers come together as a background and it 
will be a black granite wall. 
Ms. McDonald: 

How big is it going to be? How much space is that going to take? 
Mr. O’Connor: 


I have the footprint that I can show Council, As he said, we have had two or three 
drawings but unfortunately the locations have been changing. When you are on the North 
Shore; the Art Rooney stame sits right bebind it. 


Mr. Burke: 
Yes, it’s by Gate D. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


This is the piece of property. It’s along the park setting along the river. It’s a 
Very nice setting and we designated this whole area ~ they picture a wall here with six or 
seven flags facing the Point. 


Mr. Burke: 


There are a couple of trees there our architect marked thickly. He’s a landscape 
architect and he wants to leave as much trees and shrubs there but there are a few that 
have to be removed and he wants to put an amphitheater on the backdrop which would be 
on the circle so we have to get a variance from the Department of Transportation. 


Ms. McDonaid: 
What is the overall costs? 


Mr. Burke: 


We don’t know right now. We raised $58,000 on our own but each time we have 
a design, it changes so the price is going to change. It depends on the granite. The first 
figure we had was $50,000 and that is because the granite had to be mined in Norway, 
this is where it was coming from for this particular design. This one will be a wall like so 
where they are going to get the material from we don’t know. We are talking about six 
flag poles.

That is the idea of having 
the names on the wall when you walk by. You will be looking straight across the Tiver, 
you'll be seeing the point. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Very good, congratulations and I am sure all of us ~ anything we can do we will 
try to help you. The other thing, just in closing, I think a lot of times I guess being the 
parochial person that I am I like to see some of these great works of art spread around the 
city but I think there is a certain kind of amassing of some significant stames here in 
terms of memorials and in a way that in itself is going to become a memorial row and I 
think that might and maybe later on there can be some collaboration between the different 
memorials in terms of marketing them and letting people be attracted and be 
knowledgeable about the different memorials.

the river, where we have that walkway now. 


Mr. Burke: 


George, can you explain? You know more about that. 
Mr. Swanson: 


George Swanson

Walkway goes right through there. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


It’s right on the walkway, Dan. I’m sorry you didn’t see the map but it will 
actually be a walkway from the Korean. It will almost be a memorial walkway. 


The Chair: 
So, it will be a new walkway in additional to what’s there along the river? 
Mz. Swanson: 


it ties right into the walkway. It’s right there. It’s an area that was expanded, has 
a lot of hillside there and there is a place where we can build a ramp down, like Bill was 
saying. for handicapped and it’s going to work out teally well. People are going to be 
walking through there constantly or like you say, the running paths or whatever path you 
want to call it.

The Chair: 


Director Reginella, we are on Bill No. 2637 of the Wapiti Micro Systems. If you 
could just explain to us the terms or what’s going on here. 


Mr. Regineila: 


Fred Reginella 
Director 
Engineering & Construction 


‘Wapiti is the name of the manufacturer. We are involved in the ongoing 
construction of the so called computerized traffic response of the traffic control system 
which in part involves the installation of traffic controllers at every signalized 
intersection. The controller operates on a microchip and it is required to download into 
that controller which essentially is a computer, the software that allows the intersection to 
operate as designed. The cost of that software is in the neighborhood of about $900 to 
$1,000 per controller. The purpose of the agreement is to allow the City to duplicate the 
software without having to purchase a package each and every time we install 2 new 170 
Traffic Controller. This is to defray the cost of the City over the years. The agreement 
will be in place and perpetuity or until such time as the City or Wapiti chooses to 
discontinue or terminate the agreement. So, it is a move on our Part to design to save the 
City a lot of money. Specifically, which there isn’t a cost mentioned in the legislation, 
that is because the moneys are coming out of the contract which is already in place so we 
are not asking for any money. We are simply asking for the authority to enter into a 


contract with Wapiti but there is a cost to be sure and that cost is in the — I don’t have the 


exact number but it is between 45 and $50,000. 
The Chair: 

Thank you. Councilman Udin. 
Mr. Udin: 


Pardon my lack of technical knowledge on this item. I just don’t understand what 
we are buying. What does it do? 


Mr. Reginelia: 


We are buying software for the traffic controller unit which is a computer 
essentially that you see at every sisnalized intersection. The next time you get toa 
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signalized intersection if you would take the time to jook, you will find a cabinet at one 
of the comers mounted on a base of some sort. That is the unit that operates the traffic 
singles. 
Mr. Udin: 

So, this is software to operate the computerized operation of the traffic ~ 
Mr. Reginella: . 


~- of the intersection. And, there is the facing, the timing and all that other data 
that needs to be on the software in order for the light to function. 


Mr, Udin: 

Is that how sequence of the traffic lights are controlled? 
Mr. Reginella: 

Yes. The so called facing, yes. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you very much. Director, the purpose of this is so that at certain busy 
intersections we would be able to operate the traffic light signalized intersection by 
electronic computer as opposed to having a police officer on that corner during 
busy — during rush hours; is that correct? 


Mr. Reginelia: 


Yes, that’s part of it. Presently, in most of the city the signalized intersections are 
operated by an electrical mechanical controlier which is nothing more than a clock. The 
computerized controller gives us much more flexibility. We are able to — the electrical 
mechanical controlier, you set a timing and facing operation and it rms that way for 24 : 
hours a day. It doesn’t recognize the peak hours and you know, midnight to 6:00 A.M. 
those variations in the traffic flows. The new computerized traffic controllers are 
preprogrammed, the software is to adjust to the time of day and peak periods. In so far as 
the police participation is concemed, there may still be some need for police officers 
presence at the intersection to make certain that people don’t block the intersection, law 
enforcement type of thing, but the operation will be purely automatic. Naturally, the 
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police officer if needed has the ability to override the mechanical controller and the 
operation and do it manually if that is the case, if we so wish. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Let me ask it, then, rather than assume it. Is one of the goals to have this 
intersection account for peak periods so that we could actually save costs of police 
officers. 


Mr. Reginelia: 
No doubt about it. Absolutely correct. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Given the situation, obviously there is a lot of discussion about police these days 
and it certainly will be in the budget but about the moving from 1,275 officers to 1,175 it 
means that we need, of course, to focus on how those officers are used. Particularly 
officers that are not specifically deployed in the anti-crime measures. So, I hope that 
would be 2 major goal of this. 


Mr. Reginelia: 


No doubt about it. That was part of the intent way back when we began to design 
the system and it has been in the works for too many years to be exact. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I know, that was my next question. When is the pilot project going to be up and 
running? 


Mr. Reginella: 


The initial contract is to run it for 30 months. It has been in — the contract has be 
place for well over a year and it is due to be completed in early 1997, April-May of 1997. 
Ik is a 32 month project. 
Mr. Cohen: 


How many intersections would be up and running at that time? 
Mr. Reginelia: 


Eighty-five intersections in downtown area alone. The system is designed to 
operate all of the intersectinns within the citv which is about 500. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


So, by April of ‘97 virtually all of the downtown intersections will be operating 
under computer? 


Mr. Reginella: 
All of the intersections downtown will be on this computerized system, yes. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Well, I am glad to hear that. I know this has been in the works for a long time but 
it really is important now that we try to move police officers as much as possible to 
deployment of the streets as opposed to traffic et cetera. The other question I had for you 
was — and I have talked to you about — you probably know what I’m going to ask, I have 
been talking about this for probably 4 or 5 years now but the emergency vehicles going 
through the intersections is such a potentially dangerous situation, the technology is out 
there to allow those emergency vehicles to change the traffic light from red to green in 
their direction. so as to prevent any injury to our Public Safety personnel, is this included 
in here? 


This project does not address the necessary software needed to achieve — to 
implement the controls for emergency vehicles that you speak of. However, we have 
designed the system to be able to be modified to accept that particular aspect of the 
operation and what we need to do is to sit down with the Fire Bureau Particularly to 
determine which Streets should be subject to that kind of an operation where the 
emergency vehicles have the option of overriding the traffic signal. 

The Cohen: 

The main arteries I assume it’s likely. 
Mr. Reginella: 

Yes, like at Grant Street perhaps. And, that depends on where your response 
Station, your fire stations are located and what routes they normally use to get toa 
particular site. 

Mr. Cohen: 
Okay. Are those discussions going on now? 
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Mr. Reginelia: 


We have talked to Chief Dickinson about it and we will continue the discussion 
until we get that in place. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you very much. 
The Chair: 

Thank you. All in favor of the bill? Opposed? The ayes have it.

And, if those buildings are demolished, 
they are going to leave virtually half the 
block vacant and tum it into a parking lot. 
That would not be good for that area of the 
City, especially for Penn Avenue, which, 
frankly, has other problems, and for 
someone to take down half the block 
would just exacerbate those problems. 


The good news is that the 
Pittsburgh History and Landmarks 
Foundation has entered the negotiations 
with the owner and it looks as though they 
will be a very friendly negotiation parmer. 
We have a meeting scheduled for my 
Office at 8:30 tomorrow moming with the 
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owner, whose name is Mr. Musgrave, as 
well as residents from the community, 
Bloomfield/Garfield Corporation and the 
Pittsburgh History and Landmarks 
Foundation. 


Obviously it is very difficult for 
government to step in and stop a private 
owner from tearing down houses that he 
owns, and as we had some discussion here 
yesterday, that may not legal and that is 
very difficult to do. However, for other 
potential buyers to step in and sit down 
and negotiate with this owner is a proper 
approach and hopefully will save those 
buildings. 


As a result of this crisis, 1 am going 
to be introducing legislation next week on 
demolition, and what Councilman Ferlo 
suggested yesterday, about an early 
warning system, not that we can stop the 
Bureau of Building Inspection from 
issuing permits for demolition, and, 
frankly, many, if not most of those permits 
for demolition are appropriate and would 
be good for the neighborhoods, but there 
should at least be some warning system, so 
that the neighbors and the community 
group in that are know about it and have 
an opportunity to engage the owner in 
discussions or negotiations to buy that 
Property should they be so inclined. 


So, hopefully we will be able to 
save these four buildings. And, Mr. 
President, I look forward to co-sponsoring 
with you legislation to that effect. Thank 
you.

I think we all 
must acknowledge that at least vending 
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machines are appropriate in swimming 
pools and that it is some revenue that we 
haven’t received that we should be 
receiving and it’s also much more 
convenient for pool users to be able to 
buy a snack while they’re within our 
pools instead of having to find the 
nearest store. 


The Chair: 


Will we still put vending 
machines at the 16 pools that the 
Administration plans on closing, or just 
the ones that will remain open? 


Councilman Udin, on this bill. 
Mr. Udin: 


Yes, We haven’t discussed the 
litter that will be created by these 
vending machines, and I would hope 
that, if this bill is passed, that we would 
see if we can’t get some kind of 
recycling machine or something like that 
that would ~— and some required 
receptacles that would be available, 
because not only would it produce just 
litter, could also produce a danger 
around the swimming pools with cans of 
soda lying around.

I believe one of the reasons why 
the vending machines haven’t been there 
in the past is because of cans and litter 
getting into the pool area, which is a 
Health Department concern. I think the 
spirit of this bill is to try to explore those 
different issues and see if we can meet 
the letter of the law with the Health 
Department, not add to the aggravation 
of litter or cans being in the pools, but at 
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the same time, not only provide some 
income but also a convenience for those 
individuals who use the pools.

May I ask the maker of the bill if 
he has looked into that? 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes, that’s fine. Mr. President, 
and Councilman Udin, that’s a good 
concern. I think virtually every other 
pool, summer pool, at least, outdoor 
pool, in the country has some kind of 
food sold there.

You have heard the reading and 
title of the bill, is there any discussion on 
the bill? Councilman Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. This 
pool issue is not over. On Bill 2679, 
which is a resolution directing the Parks 
and Recreation Department — and by the 
way, also, the Mayor’s Council on 
Competitiveness, that was an 
amendment that was passed on 
Wednesday, just wasn’t included in the 
final bill. We do not need to waive the 
Rules for that. 


This is a third path, Mr. 
Prendent, Members of Council, that ’'m 
Proposmg along with Councilman 
Cumck and Councilwoman Valerie 
McDonald, and that third path is, not to 
close the pools and not to raise the fees, 
or increase the budget deficit, but, in 
fact. to look at community management 
or pnvate non-profit management of our 
poots The pool fee increase, I believe 
will keep the pools open in 1996. I 
beheve I did hear a commitment to that 
yesterday. I hope that the 
Admunistration keeps that commitment. 
I also want to commend Councilman 
Hertzberg for coming up with a package 
to keep those pools open. But, folks, 
what about the future. Look at the 
package that Mr. Hertzberg put together, 
and, again, 1 commend him for that, one 
item of that, which the Councilman 
discussed yesterday, is a one-time item, 
and that is the $169,000.00 for the 
would-contractors restitution payment, 2 
creative item, but nevertheless, it’s a 
one-time item. Moreover, the budget 





deficit may well get worse before it gets 


So, what about the future. We 
have to begin now to plan for the future, 
and that means looking at this — what 
Ym referring to is a third path, this 
creative alternative. It has been done in 
other cities, we’ve talked about this 
before, Indianapolis, Indiana, has done it 
and the City has benefited from it. And, 
I should say, by the way, that the unions 
opposed this and other things that Mayor 
Goldsmith in Indianapolis is doing, but 
now the unions praise him because 
they’re able to compete for those 
contracts and win those contracts. 


Secondly, Leigh County, Leigh 
County, Florida, where I passed out to 
everybody an actual contract between 
their Parks and Recreation Department 
and the YMCA, and there they did it in 
such a way that the pool fees remained 
very low, $1.00 for children and $2.00 
for adults. I’m looking at the actual 
contract here, and they were able to do it 
by the YMCA paying for all expenses 
and taking in all revenues, and they also 
added on top of the City programs, their 
own YMCA programs, some of which 
were very beneficial to the youth of that 
community, and I think it would be 
beneficial to the youth of this 
community. 


We have at least one community 
group, one community group already 
that has expressed interest in this and 
that’s the Greenfield Organization and 
potentially a non-profit that is interested 
in doing this. We also have precedent 
here in Pittsburgh. Everybody knows 
that the zoo, and I realize we’ve had 
battles on each one of these, but the zoo, 
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Phipp’s Conservatory, the Schenley Park 
Golf Course, the Neville Ice Rink, are all 
recreational facilities that the City 
continues to own and yet is managed by 
a non-public group. I would prefer to 
see it be a community development 
corporation, or 2 community group, in 
the case of pools. 


The other is, let’s face it, the way 
the pools are managed in the City of 
Pittsburgh is incredibly inefficient. I 
mean getting a pool pass in the City of 
Pittsburgh is as difficult as getting a 
passport or a Visa to another country. 
it’s impossible. There are only three 
locations, getting to those locations is 
difficult. The offices are shut down. 
The pools are often shut down. I mean 
how times has Councilman Onorato and 
Councilman Hertzberg talked about how 
often the pools have been shut down 
because of inefficiencies, because either 
the chemicals didn’t arrive on time, the 
lifeguards didn’t arrive on time, the 
lifeguard wasn’t there. If we — 


The Chair: 


The lifeguard and the chemicals 
didn’t arrive on time. 


Mr. Cohen: 


The lifeguard and the chemicals 
weren’t there. Maybe the lifeguard was 
on the chemicals, you never know. The 
way things have been going. 

But, if we explore other 
management of these pools, then perhaps 
they can attract more swimmers to come 
to these pools, and that includes things 
like water slides, being able to get a pass 
tight there at the pool. I mean why can’t 
they just get a pass right there at the pool 
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if they want to swim, it’s a hundred 
degrees one afternoon and they just want 
to go that one day. 


So, I think that there are 
inefficiencies that could really be 
eliminated. This bill is not 
implementation legislation, it doesn’t put 
into effect a community management or 
private non-profit management, what it 
does is it directs Parks and Recreation 
and the Mayor’s Council on 
Competitiveness to present a plan to 
Council. Because, folks, regardless of 
what happened on the last vote, and, 
again, I commend Councilman 
Hertzberg for putting it together, the 
writing is on the wall for what’s going to 
happen to pools and other recreational 
facilities in the future, if we don’t come 
up with a third path, and that is, not 
closing these facilities and not increasing 
fees yet again, or expanding the deficit, 
but trying a community management of 
our swimming pools. 


And, I thank my other colleagues 
for supporting this last Wednesday, 
thank Councilman Cusick and 
Councilwoman McDonald for co- 
sponsoring this. It also does include, by 
the way, the amendment that 
Councilman Udin suggested, and that is 
saying that the plan must examine the 
affects of community and/or private 
management of pools in the Low Income 
communities, and ] would ask for your 
support.

The current legislation 
has those that are in the Low Income 
category receiving pool passes for free. 
This legislation proposes a 50 percent 
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discount. And, the final item in this 
legislation is daily admission pools. 
Currently there are two daily admission 
pools, one at Schenley, one at Sue 
Murray. The proposal is to add four 
more, one at Highland Park, one at 
Moore Park, one at Riverview and one at 
Westwood Pool.

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Councilman Cusick. 
Mr. Cusick: 


Mr. President, I won't keep us 
real long. Real quick. In regards to 
Tax Amnesty, I’ve been working 
closely with the Finance Department, 
the Solicitor’s Office on this issue, 
we’re in agreement that there could be 
up to 5 million dollars or more could be 
collected, in addition, that have been 
non-reporters in the past, will be 

ently added to the tax roles, 
increasing our tax base. 


According to the Solicitor’s 
Office, we need the Legislation to 
amend the State Code to allow us to 
offer a program for taxes. Other than 
Heniscae Peon as well i the inetense 

¢ penalty to 15 percent for those who 
do not participate. Therefore, I’m 
requesting that Council send a letter to 
our State Delegation requesting a 
change in the State Tax Code, and also 
a letter to the School Board requesting 
the participation in the program. 


Mr. President, I’ve given you the 
Tax Ammesty Fact Sheet of some sort. 
Basically, if Council were to consider 
in that Ammesty Program, after the 
Code had been changed, we could do 
so. My hopes are that we would mirror 
the State’s Amnesty Program, and there 
are a number of different facts that I 
have given each Member of Council, 
does not forgives tax owed, or the tax 
accumulated on tax due, only forgives 
the penalty amount, if delinquent, and 
non-reporters come forward during an 
Amnesty period. 


The first week that the State had 
their Amnesty Program, up to a million 
dollars were collected. If they don’t 
come forward within 60 to 90 days of 
the Amnesty period, a one-time penalty 
~ 15 percent penalty is accessed on tax 
due. 





Request is for all taxes except 
Real Estate. As you noticed in the 
1996 Budget, there are additional fimds 
and they’re coming from because the 
liens have been sold, and from what I 
gather, at a hundred percent. 


Amnesty will not be available to 
those who are currently on payment 
Plans or taxes due for previous years. 


Non-reporters that come forward 
will be permanently added to the tax 
role, increasing our tax base. 


Fifteen to 25 percent is not spent 
on collection agencies, which will not 
fine non-reporters. 


And, again, this worked out for 
the State. They sent out a blanket letter 
and a number of people had come 
forward. I know the situation and a lot 
of our union members are involved. 
They'll be working out in some small 
township and it’s the local tax for the 
City is not collected. And, it comes 
down to, they may work six months, it 
comes to the end of the year, they not 
only owe local taxes on their income — 
their unemployment, but they owe local 
taxes because it hasn’t been collected. 
They may have only worked six 
months of the year and it becomes real 
difficult. And, for that reason, a lot of 
these people ignore to pay their taxes 
and they’re eventually dropped from 
the tax roles. 


I think that we’re giving people 
an opportunity to come clean. I hope 
that my colleagues would consider 
supporting this, and this is only to send 
a letter to the State asking them to — 


The Chair: 


Well, can I offer a point of 
procedure just on this point, 
Councilman. Since we have five 
Members of the nine at this point, and 
it is somewhat controversial, I think it 
would be helpful if we had something 
in writing as to what you’re asking us 
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to convey to the School Board and to 
the State Legislative Delegation, and 
maybe we can debate this at the next 
meeting. Or if you're offering a 
motion, we need a motion, that is. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Seems to me that it would be 
kind of dumb at this point to offer a 
motion, seeing that you're already 
asking for information.

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(BEGINNING - MESSRS. HERTZBERG AND ONORATO’S COMMENTS ON 
BILL NO. 2679 AND 2681, WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 29, 1995) 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. Chairman. I’ve distributed some material on both bills and I 

would begin by questioning why we’re here at all on the issue of closing pools also this * 
late hour. It is unfortunate that we have to be debating this topic and I really think it’s 
unnecessary. I think everyone’s questions earlier on the issues of ‘things like the millions 
being sent on Downtown projects and then looking at cutting pools is not something that 
we should have ever had to have got into but we are. The Proposal was put out and there 
is also — first Mr. Cohen’s proposal and my first thoughts were, well what the heck, it’s 
just something calling for a report. It doesn’t in itself do anything but the big problem I 
have with that is Parks and Recreation. Parks and Recreation even before we talk about 


_ the proposed cuts is done to the bone. I’ve said it over and over again. I firmly believe it. 


I hardly know anyone working in that department that works a regular 40 hour week. 
They’re down to the bone. I’m not going to vote for anything that gives them more work. 
Particularly, when I think it’s going to be futile. I’ve handed out some material and the 
materials I handed out concerning privatization were given to me by AFSCME, the union 
that represents many of our employees and one of the materials it’s called the limits of 
privatization. In essay, it’s published by the Economic Policy Institute of Washington D. 
C., it’s by Princeton University Professor Paul Star and a couple of his comments and I 
think they’re very applicable, some supporters tout privatization as a sovereign cure 
virtually all ailments of the body politic. The illusory appeal of privatization is to provide 
a single solution for many complex problems. . 


Privatization is a good idea sometimes, it’s a bad idea sometimes. Here I think to 
me there doesn’t have to be much more done to say that it’s a bad idea. Swimming pool 
operation is something that's rarely, if ever, a profitable operation. I’ve attached some 
materials from some of the pools in our area I think are comparable out in the South Hills 
areas, two of them YMCA’s. One of them run basically by the community as a : 
membership organization, non-profit and their fees are $300.00 to $400.00 a year. If we 
look at the City numbers and I’m not going to go through them all at this point in time. 
We'll have an oppornmity to do that during budget discussions but if we look at the 
number of people buying passes and the number of people going to all of our pools, to go 
out and subcontract these pools out or to do anything else, for anybody to be able to break 
even on it, we’re going to be down to a minimum number of pools. Only those pools that 
are drawing the largest numbers of people and one of the other things when you want to 
privatize that everyone says is you’re going to achieve greater efficiencies and the profit 
motive and all that kind of thing, generally there is a lot of prejudice against public 
employees that they are all loafers, none of them are efficient. You know the fact of the 
matter is we have the Controller’s study before us that says basically the pool operation 
on 2 whole is doing an excellent job in this city. We also have before us the legislation 
that would increase the fees, pool fees, doubling them to a total figure of $40.00 per 
season for a family of four and we've also had in front of us some other legislation and 
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I’ve set forth in front of you some conservative estimates on revenues not previously 
included in the Mayor’s budget figures that are real numbers. They’re not hocus-pocus 
dollars that we’ve made up. In front of you earlier today we had the discussion on the 
municipal claims certificates and we're estimating 7,000 of those will be acquired next 
year with an additional $25.00 per certificate and that’s based on the past and it’s nota 
high estimate, it’s in fact, a low estimate which would give us $175,000. The pool fee 
increase, using a very Conservative formula, would result in an increase of $151,000 and ] 
had to be particularly conservative on that because this legislation does call for those in 
low income positions to pay fees now. Currently, there is a waiver for those in low- 
income categories. The proposed legislation would have everyone paying something but 
a50 percent discount to low-income people. , 


‘The wood contractors, our City Controller judiciously found out that we were 
being provided a different grade of wood than we were being paid. Restitution’s been 
ordered and expected short — very early in the year in 1996, $169,000. Finally the 
vending machine legislation we just had preliminary votes on currently there are no 
vending machines in the swimming pools. This is another minimal overhead item for the 
City, a very conservative estimate of what we would gain would be $5,000. This isa 
good item, in my mind, to contract out. We have a lot of people in the vending machine 
business, I think, we could put it out to bid and just see who gives us the best offer on the 
vending machines in the swimming pools and I think a conservative estimate of what we 
can get out of that contract would be $5,000 and I think some of the material that’s been 
Put out from across the hall - again, it’s apples and oranges, We have figures like what 
other cities have, how many pools they have, how many they have per capita and 
incidentally I don’t know that we’re that much far off of places like Cleveland and some 
of the other places but the thing that’s not being considered here is what are those pools 
in those other places. Are they wave pools or are they the typical poo! we have here in 
the city? The word that I get is most of the cities with these jJower numbers of pools had, 
at one point, a lot of neighborhood pools but what they did is as they abolished those 
neighborhood pools, they put in modem facilities, large facilities that drew people in and’ 
there is no proposal like that on the table and I don’t think we can put one on the table. - 


The Chair: 


That’s on Bill No. 2679. All in favor? One opposed. Opposed? One. The bill is 
amended. The amendment passed. Bill No. 2679 as amended is on the table with 2681. 
’ If there is no objection, Councilman Hertzberg the other sponsor of the other bill, if we 
could wrap this up and call votes separately on each bill. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes, Thank you. We will do that and you have to pardon me but I bring to this 
table a background in swimming pools having lived at a swimming pool more than I 
lived at my house in my earlier years, I bring to this table a bachelor of arts degree in 
economics, I bring to this table some background in operating small businesses and quite 
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frankly I don’t see how the hell this could ever work and that’s why I’m voting no. A 
$1.2 million operation of 32 pools that now generates $200,000 how you're going to 
continue to do that at the current costs, it just makes no sense and I cannot in good 
conscience vote, ] cannot in good conscience put forth to the public that this is going to 
save our pools. It just can’t. It’s not going to do it. It’s going to close pools. If that’s 
what we have to do, that’s what we have to do. I’m not ready to doit. We don’t have a 
plan on the boards in front of us to make new pools. Right now the best we can do is try 
to raise the funds that I’m proposing to raise to do that and that’s what we’ll have to do 
for a stop gap measure. If the Administration or anyone else wants to come forward with 
a new plan to phase out pools and replace them with the ones that are elsewhere and 
that’s the wisdom of the general public, that’s fine but I don’t see anything happening in 
the area of privatization on these pools. The numbers just don’t work. 


The Chair: 

Asa point of procedure. I haven’t done this ever before but I’m going to do it 
now, I’m going to cut off debate only because we're required by law to start this public 
hearing at 2:30 pn. We want to take a 5 minute break before we start it at least so I am 
going to call for a roll call vote on both bills. We still have the Monday discussion of the 
Parks and Recreation. Deputy Mayor, we appreciate it, sorry we didn’t have more time 
but we’ll see you Monday with the Director.

The Chair: 


You’ have heard the reading and 
title of the bill, is there any discussion on 
the bill? 


Mr. Onorato: 


Yes, Mr. President. On Bill 2601, 
that's the first bill, regarding the three 
facilities, the stadium, the civic arena and 
the Convention Center and dealing with 
the vendors and the areas that the license 
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covers, I want my comments brought 
forward from last week. 


(REMARKS-~-SEE ADDENDUM) 


Mr. Onorato: 


And, I want to make a few brief 
statements this week, and everyone does 
have a copy of the footprints of all three 
facilities in front of them, highlighted in 
pink is the property line, except for the 
Convention Center, it's in the thick black 
line. But, all three of them should be in 
front of you. 


As we stated last week, 
unfortunately, with the economics of the 
baseball, football and all major league 
sports, things are changing and there are 
some decisions that have to be made of 
how we're going to control the property, 
going into the finances, that probably are 
not the most ideal situation but it is the 
reality of a way sports are being funded 
nowadays. 


I think the other issue is also 
getting control of the property right, in my 
opinion, to maximize the private sector 
dollars, dealing with concession Tights in 
and around the stadium, on stadium or any 
facility's property. I keep on stressing and 
pointing to the example, the only example 
I know at this point is the Camden Yards, 
where they sold the concession rights for 
23 million dollars to the private sector. I 
can't really give a number of what that 
would translate into Pittsburgh terms, or 
how much we could possibly sell it for, 
but everyone knows we're talking about 
building a new stadium for baseball, we're 
going to deal with the Steelers, with the 
old arena here, with Three Rivers, who 
knows what it's going to look like and 





what it is going to be worth in the private 
sector, but obviously it's going to be worth 
more if we have control over it. 


At the same time we're trying to 
keep the festival atmosphere outside of 
these arenas, provide opportunities for 
everyone, and still keep the controlled vote 
of how many and the financial control, 
which is vital to alll of these franchises. 


If you look at the map in front of 
you, and a lot of you also received a letter 
from a Mr. — from a Ziggy Treats, from 
John Brown, Jim Sweeney, Eric Stranser, 
who were expressing their concems and 
their suggestions. I have a letter also in 
front of me. Ever since we ~ this had a 
preliminary vote last week, I've been 
dealing with the board that I sit on, that’s 
the Stadium Authority Board, trying to 
work out how we're going to handle this, if 
it passes, dealing with the authorities and 
the management companies, and I've been 
dealing with — like I said, on my board 
that I'm on, and I don't have any specifics 
yet, but the discussions have taken place, I 
know that the management company at the 
Stadium Authority has meant, with several 
of the vendors, one, since the vote and 
they're trying to work out a deal. 


But, I do want to point out that — 
an interesting point was brought out to me, 
and that is, with the peanut vendors here, 
this particular letter, the individual, or the 
company, has four locations currently, 
before this was passed, and if this passes, 
three of the four locations are still okay, 
only one of them are affected, and 
obviously that is the one on the Tamps. 
But, the other ones, if you will look at 
your map, are mainly the North Side sites. 
You see the Allegheny River, it's the 
opposite end of the page, where it is the 
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thinnest part from the stadium. All that 
flat area under the highway, the tunnel, by 
the Clark Building, that's all fair game, 
that's all off of the stadium property, 
there's plenty of room, and obviously he 
bas ~ three out of the four sites are on 
these properties already, he and anyone 
else that wants to sell. So, there is room 
for them. And, in decision there's going to 
be an option, or there's going to be some 
dealing with the Stadium Authority for 
activity on the property. I am not at 
Liberty to give some of the names that are 
currently in negotiations because they're 
sensitive, but there are several companies 
right now, that restaurant style companies, 
that are interested in putting the tents and 
the facilities on their ramps, to have the 
flavor of either ethnic food, or the flavor 
of different companies selling. And, that 
pretty much is going to be the wave of the 
funure, that if we get control of the 
Propernes, you're going to have a lot 
acuvity on the ramps and on the property, 
1 mught be a different kind of activity that 
we re used to. 


But, ] still believe that we can have 
the peanut vendor and other types of 
vendors. both on and off the property, on 
the property, being, obviously, more 
conuolled, tightly controlled, because of 
the finances. But, if you look at the map 
there are areas where you're going to have 
the free market, as everyone refers to it, 
the free market or the vendors working 
right outside of the property line. 


And, I would just remind 
everybody that on the property line it is 
the free market working and the people 
competing, though, are the people that are 

“ competing for the right to be on property. 
It's almost like putting out the bid and 
finding out who's going to give the best 








Price to have the right to operate on the 
facility, and that is what gives us our value 
and what's going to increase the private 
dollars that come into these facilities, 
which, in reality, minimizes, hopefully, 
the public input that we have to put in, 
public dollars. So, if we can maximize the 
private dollars — to me I still feel this is 
the best compromise. I am not saying it's 
perfect, I just think it's the best 
compromise to achieve all of our goals, 
and that's taking into consideration the 
finances of major league sports and also 
the right of businesses to operate around 
the facility and dealing with the authorities 
on the facility coming to some type of 
agreement. Thank you, Mr. President. 


The Chair: 


Thank 
Councilman Udin. 


you, Councilman. 


Mr. Udin: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I think 
that all of Council is desirous of finding a 
way to mutually resolve the conflict that 
we're facing here. I don't think that any of 
the colleagues on Council really intend 
either to create a monopoly and its obvious 
subsequent skyrocketing prices, nor do 
they really intend to kill off all of the 
independent vendors. But, I think that we 
need to try to work until we get it done to 
find some middle ground. And, I would 
suggest that the — what is being called a 
compromise here is not at all a 
compromise, unless you would consider a 
compromise sticking a knife in my 
stomach 12 inches and then say, well, I'll 
pull it out six inches, and you should be 
grateful for that. That is not a 
compromise. 
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If we pass the legislation as it is, 
we will be killing off independent vendors. 


I think that we also need to 
recognize that what we're dealing with 
here is a Pittsburgh situation. One of the 
things that makes Pittsburgh unique from 
other cities, perhaps from Philadelphia or 
other places, is the diversity of the market 
economy here in Pittsburgh. If you walk 
through the Strip, if you walk through 
Bloomfield, if you walk through 
Shadyside, some other neighborhoods, 
what grabs you is the diversity and the free 
willing entrepreneurial spirit of our 
neighborhoods, and that is what is 
reflected at Three Rivers Stadium, and to 
ty to create such a situation that would 
eliminate these small independent vendors 
from being able to operate there, I think 
works agains: that kind of Pittsburgh 
tradiuon. 


1 have been trying to pull together 
some amendments that I would hope is in 
the spin: of what the bill intends but 
would also aliow some participation for 
the vendors to continue at Three Rivers 
and other locations, but would also 
Tecognize some of the valid issues that the 
Stadium Authority has brought up. And, I 
am prepared either to reconsider the 
current legislation so that we can discuss it 
in Standing Committee, or to bring 
forward these amendments now. 


But, I wanted to share the flavor of 
the amendments, if I may, Mr. President, 
so that we could really see what's being 
discussed. One of the issues that — 


The Chair: 


Councilman, are you offering an 
amendment at this time? 








Mr. Udin: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 


Is there a second to the 
amendment. 


Ms. McDonald: 

Second. 
The Chair: 

Thank you. Counciiman. 
Mr. Udin: 


All of the issues have been brought 
forward by the Stadium Authority, one of 
them has to do with revenue, that they 
were not making any money from the 
vendors that are outside the stadium. The 
amendment that I am offering is a 
surcharge, a $500.00 surcharge, that would 
be required to be paid by any vendor 
applying to do business at Three Rivers 
Stadium, that would be added on in 
addition to their normal vending fee, but 
which would go directly to the Stadium 
Authonity to be distributed however they 
distribute revenue coming from vendors. 


Another issue that they complained 
about is that the primary management 
company doesn't have — they're paying a 
higher price because they have to pay for 
the union wages, et cetera, and they don't 
have any real advantage over other 
vendors who are not paying union wages 
or using union work. And, I think that is 
valid, and I think that the independent 
vendors should not have that advantage. 
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And, so, therefore, another 
amendment that J will be — that I am 
offering is that the vendors would not 
allowed any closer than 500 feet of the 
tumstiles, 500 feet from the turnstiles. 


Another issue that's been raised is 
that we don't even know whether or not 
these vendors are paying taxes and 
whether or not the City really benefits 
from the vendors. So, the third 
amendment would be a requirement that 
when vendors apply for license, that they 
be required to show evidence of having 
paid the Business Privilege Tax, the State 
Sales Tax, the Mercantile Tax, where 
applicable, and any other taxes, where 
applicable, depending upon what kind of 
products they vend. 


A final issue that I think that we 
must consider as responsible legislators 
here, is the effective date of this 
legislation. We have vendors who have 
already paid a fee and that fee allows them 
to vend until January 31st, I believe. If we 
‘were to pass legislation that would take 
effect with new mules before then, it would 
prohibit the vendors from an agreement 
that they have with the City and that 
they've paid for to vend until the end of 
that period. So, we will be opening the 
City up to liability for lawsuits, as well as 
a possibility of even for contempt of court 
citations, if we were to enact some 
legislation that interfered with the vendor's 
night to free trade that they currently have 
with their Vendor's License. 


So, those are the four amendments 
that I am offering, Mr. President, and I 
would like for them to be considered one 
at a time and voted on separately. 
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But, I would first like to find out 
whether or not there is sufficient support 
on Council for supporting a motion to 
reconsider, so that these items can get the 
discussion that they deserve in the 
Standing Committee. 


The Chair: 


Just as a matter of procedure, we 
already have a motion on the floor to move 
the amendments and that is what we have 
to deal with. Do you want to withdraw 
that? I mean you would have to first make 
@ motion to recommit for purposes of 
further discussion. 


Mr. Udin: 


Then I withdraw the amendments 
for the time being and move to recommit. 


MR. COHEN seconded the motion. 


The Chair: 


Assuming the second withdraws, 
which I believe she does, and there's a 
second for a recommittal. Discussion on 
the recommittal. 


Mr. Cohen: 


1 was going to say that I would 
second the motion for a recommittal, Mr. 
President. I believe that Councilman Udin 
has put forward amendments that are 
worthy of our consideration. Regardless of 
what the ultimate outcome is of that vote, I 
do think that they are worthy of our 
consideration, and that I would like to hear 
from — since we got these amendments 
just before the meeting, I would like to 
hear from members of the Stadium 
Authority, the vending, the ARA, which 
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we had a discussion with last Wednesday, 
to be able to fully consider these 
amendments. So, I would support a 
recommittal, yes. 


The Chair: 
Councilman O'Connor. 
Mr. O?Connor: 


J also would support recommittal, 
and I have a lot of questions. There are 
some good points Mr. Udin brings up, 
but I don't know what 500 feet is, and I 
think a lot has to be brought out on a plan 
map where ~ like he says in discussion. I 
would ask if it is — I would like to see a 
map. I don't think they have a right to be 
anywhere near the ramps, but I don't know 
that I want to put them in the river either. 
But, J have heard that they can be in the 
tunnel here. So, before I can support any 
amendments, is to see a map, and the only 
way to do that probably is to have a 
recommittal on it. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Onorato, then Councilwoman 
McDonald. 


Mr. Onorato: 


On the recommittal. First let me 
say that I appreciate the time and effort 
that Councilman Udin put into the 
amendments and his ability to articulate 
his position very well, even to the point 
where | am a little queasy about that knife 
halfway out of my stomach. 


I am going to vote no to the 
recommittal, only because I believe that 
we can discuss those amendments as long 
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as we want today, that's the purpose of 
written amendments on a Tuesday, and 
because my position is firm, and I am 
willing to move forward the way it stands 
Tight now, and I am going to be asking my 
colleagues, hopefully, to vote against the 
recommital, not to squash the 
conversation, because I believe it can be 
held today, and we've been beating this 
thing around long enough. I think it's time 
to either make our vote either for or 
against, and I respect everybody's opinion 
on it at this point, but I think that we have 
got to seriously move forward, and I took 
forward to discussing those amendments. 
Tm not going to do it now because they're 
not on the table. This is only on the 
recommittal, and I'm urging everyone, 
hopefully, to vote no, so we can talk about 
the amendments today. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Councilwoman McDonald, then 
Mr. Hertzberg. 


Ms. McDonald: 


Yes. I will be voting yes on the 
Tecommittal to discuss the amendments 
tomorrow. Councilman Udin, this is in his 
district and he has a very difficult 
councilmanic district, because not only 
does it involve upper income people, 
middle income people, a lot of lower 
income people, but businesses, the 
business district Downtown, the stadium. 
This is his area here. So, out of difference 
to him having concerns about the goings 
on in his district or at least near his 
district, 1 would like to urge everyone, out 
of respect for any issue that involves your 
councilmanic district, is to at least extend 
it for discussion. 
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After tomorrow we may go back to 
the same original resolution and we can 
vote it up or down next Tuesday, but I 
think to hold it for a week for a final vote, 
is not asking for too much. I think some 
of the amendments are things that we had 
discussed last Wednesday and that is a lot 
of vendors going around, and, my 
goodness, they haven't paid taxes or 
anything. I mean this is really — this is not 
just gross revenue, this is gross equals net 
revenue for them, and that is not fair to the 
other vendors, it's not fair to anyone at the 
stadium who's paying their dues. 


So, I think some of the things that 
are on here as far as showing license, proof 
of having paid the fee that is being 
proposed, the Business Privilege Tax, et 
cetera, those things, I don't think we can 
really argue about. I think that's one 
amendment that I think we should have a 
unanimous decision that, yes, they should 
offer proof that they are legitimate 
vendors. 


I think the issue is, is how far 
away, here we are, 30 feet, 500 feet, 200 
hundred feet, where's the property line. 
We can discuss that tomorrow. 


And, J think that item No. 2, the 
fact that he discusses a vending fee, this 
addresses the fact that the Stadium 
Authority is losing money on a lot of 
vendors going around, just everywhere, 
peanuts, everything, and it looks like a 
circus for some events. So, I think this 
does address it, 


And, one question I bad for 
Councilman Udin, ] said, my concem is 
having too much of a circus atmosphere 
during events, and I don’t want to be 
pestered, I've paid my money, I just want 
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to get to the tumstile, find my seat. I don't 
‘want to be pestered with everybody asking 
me to buy something. And, his comment 
was, if you enforce a vending fee of the 
500 dollars, you know, that's a sizable 
amount, you’re going to make — that is 
kind of like an insurance that there is not 
going to be a whole lot of vendors out 
there, because how many people are going 
to pay 500 doliars. I mean, boom, 500 
dollars a year. 


So, again, I think it's worthy of at 
least discussing. At least a couple of these 
amendments I think should have been on 
here, so — 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilwoman. 
Councilman Hertzberg, then Mr. Cusick. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I am 
prepared to vote today, rather than 
Tecommit. So, I will voting on a no for 
recommittal. I think we've spent plenty of 
time, we've heard plenty already on this 
issue, it has been before our Standing 
Committees Meeting twice, we held a 
public hearing once, F think we should 
vote the amendment up or down and 
wherever we go, we go today. 


I ask my comments be brought 
forward from last Standing Committees 
Meeting. 

(REMARKS—SEE ADDENDUM) 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


I think what the amendment tries to 
do is to manage this operation, the 
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agreements and these vendors for the 
Stadium Authority and for Spectacor 
who's already charged with that duty and 
who's already paid to do that. I don't know 
if a 500 dollars is a good fee for 
everybody, maybe it's low for some, 
maybe it's high for some. I really — I'm not 
comfortable with it. I'm comfortable with 
giving the management of the stadium a 
chance to handle this, and if it doesn't 
work, then we'll manage it. But, there's 
someone charged with managing this 
operation already that I believe has 
sufficient expertise to do it correctly. And, 
T'm not going to legislate the particulars of 
how these agreements are going to happen. 


As Councilman Onorato pointed 
out, this footprint still leaves an area, 
which he called fair game, and I think 
that's probably a bad term to use, it's not 
covered, whether it's fair or not and 
whether the vendors that have been there 
have been fair or not and whether we've 
been collecting our fair amount of taxes or 
not, and what would go on in the future 
outside of that zone, I don't know if it's fair 
or not, But, any ways, the current footprint 
leaves a lot of uncovered space that has a 
lot of foot traffic and a lot of potential 
customers. ‘Five hundred feet leaves a lot 
of the parking lots that are traditionally 
stadium parking lots — they are stadium 
parking lots, uncovered under this. 


And, we also have to what the 
Stadium Authority officials told us about 
increasing revenue for them and for 
everyone there, not just to mention the 
regular tenants, that being the Pirates and 
the Steelers, but also from concert events, 
that's a question that almost every 
Promoter asks, they want to know what 
ordinance you have in place so that they 
can control the flow of the material related 
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to their particular event, and if you have 
good controls, they're more likely to come 
and use your facility than if you don't have 
good controls. Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Cusick. 
Mr. Cusick: 


Thank you, Mr. President. 1 will 
be voting against the recommittal. 1 think 
that we've spent enough time on this issue, 
After reviewing Councilman Udin's 
amendments, and I do appreciate the 
amendments, I think he was trying to 
come up with a compromise of some sort, 
but I think we have compromised, in 
regards to vendors. I think that this is 
purely a business decision for the residents 
of the City, for the sports organizations of 
the City, especially at a time when we see 
SO many sports outfits leaving, picking up 
and walking away. We sell the exclusive 
Tights -- or the Stadium Authority sells the 
exclusive rights, and if we don't keep 
certain people off these properties, then 
they're not exclusive rights and it really 
loses it's value. 


J understand that this is very tough 
on a lot of people and — but let's talk about 
who these people are. These vendors are 
Rot poor people, they do quite well out 
there, and, in fact, I've heard a few Council 
people say that they wish they were in the 
business. 


Its unfortunate that this has to — 
we have to end up doing something like 
this, but I think that it's the appropriate 
thing to do. We, the City, sell rights to the 
vending and the Regatta and to a master 
vendor, and there is no difference here. If 
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we do not keep the vendors off of the 
property of the stadium, the Convention 
Center, or the Civic Arena, then we're not 
doing our job. 


T think that Councilman Onorato is 
correct when he says that it is not only his 
duty as a Councilperson to offer this 
legislation but as a board member for the 
Stadimm Authority. I think this ~ I tmly 
believe this is a compromise, because we 
don't go after other vendors in the rest of 
the City. You take, for example, Pitt and 
the vendors out there, Pitt, I think that they 
should be allowed to vend out on the 
streets of Oakland. It's different, Pitt does 
not pay taxes to the City, they're exempt 
from that. And, so, I don't see it being the 
same thing. 


But, 1 will not support the 
recommittal. I think we've had enough 
discussion, and I think we should move 
on. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. My 
colleague, Councilman Udin, is a 
formidable opponent, no matter what the 
issue is that comes to the table, and I have 
tremendous respect for him, and I also am 
disappointed that I have to beg to differ 
with him on this issue. But, J think it is a 
mistake to recommit the bill. And, if I 
didn't think that the colleague was so 
formidable, I would vote to recommit it, 
but I think my colleague, Councilman 
Udin, is more than capable, based on the 
fact of a tremendous amount of public 
hearing testimony and the lengthy 
discussion, both privately and publicly at 
the Standing Committee, and if I didn't 
think my colleague could defend his 





amendment, when we'd go to argue it, I 
would vote to recommitment it. 


But I think, basically, I'm very 
much opposed to the recommittal, I think 
the colleague cannot only articulate his 
reasonings for the four amendments, but I 
know we can have a spirited debate based 
on not subjectivity but a lot of the fact 
gathering and information that we've 
already done. 


So, I respectfully disagree with the 
notion to recommit and I'm anxious to 
debate the merits of the amendments. 


Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

Well, just on that note, just on the 
motion itself. I will look forward to the 
discussion on the amendments, but J think 
it should occur today, and I will be voting 
against recommittal. 

The Chair: 

Roll call vote on the motion, which 

is now on the floor, which is to recommit 


Bill 2601.

The Chair: 


The motion is not recommitted. 
The bill is now up for discussion, and my 
colleague now would like to make a 
motion...Mr. Udin. 


Mr. Udin: 


I move to amend the Ordinance 
2601, with the amendments that have been 
distributed to all Councilmembers. One, 
Section 1(c), deleting words, or the phrase, 
“or within 30 feet,” and adding, "or no 
closer than 500 feet from the tumstiles." 
Second, adding to Section 1(cXi), "only 
licensed vendors can enter into said 
agreement. Vendors will pay a surcharge 
of 500 dollars to the respective entity. 
Third amendment, adding a section, which 
will read, "upon obtaining future licenses 
vendor must show proof of having paid the 
vending fee, Business Privilege Tax and 
Mercantile Tax where applicable." And, 
the final amendment, adding another 
section, that the effective date for the 
individual peddlers would commence at 
the expiration of their current license. 


My hope, Mr. President, is that 
we're able to vote on these amendments 
separately, there may be some people who 
feel differently about each of them. 


The Chair: 


Thank you. The motion is to move 
all four, but for purposes of discussion, 





then we go to actually vote, we'll vote 
separately on each one. But, I think it 
would be a lot easier if we can talk 
collectively about the four amendments, 


I would like to just start out, I'm 
very much opposed to the four 
amendments, and J think they're well- 
crafted, and I think the intention very 
clearly, basically, is to gut and undermine 
the whole purpose of moving on this 
ordinance in the first place. 


This bill -~ and I sat through and 
listened to the public hearing, I sat through 
and listened to all the discussion at the 
Committee Session, I have heard and read 
reviews by vendors, the attommey 
representing vendors, and others, and to 
me this bill and this ordinance is not about 
civil liberties, it is not about a restrain of 
trade or conflict with interstate commerce, 
I don't believe this bill and this ordinance 
that Mr. Onorato and the Administration 
have offered is about entrepreneurism, I 
don't think this bill is about sports 
profiteering, I don't think this ordinance is 
a plebiscite on whether or not we like the 
Steelers or the Pirates or the Penguins, up 
at the arena, or the circus at the 
Convention Center, or at the arena. 


To me, very simply, this ordinance 
is about whether or not we're going to 
maximize the retum of the financial 
investment back to the tax payer, who is 
the City resident, who for at least two 
decades has been disproportionately 
burdened by the debt service and the 
obligations to maintain major league 
sports in the City of Pittsburgh. To me it 
is a property management issue, it is about 
whether or not we're going to maximize 
return back to the tax payer, who has been 








= SoS 


paying the piper there for more than two 
decades. 


So, to me it is a property 
Management issue, and it is about 
honoring and respecting, not only the 
Collective Bargaining Agreement with a 
lot of the lower wage eamers, both older 
workers as well as a large number of 
women, in particular, who benefit from 
being able to work as concessionaires 
under the property management agreement 
between the stadium and Spectacor, ARA 
and the union, and I think it is going to 
undermine the benefits that those workers 
accrue, and those are the workers that are 
at all the 81 games that Mr. Pollock 
pointed out, whether it's good times or 
bad, whether it's raining or snowing, or 
what have you, they're at the Steeler 
games, they're not just there when there's 
the big playoffs and everybody has got a 
little extra cash in their pocket, coming out 
of the Clark Bar, they want to spend, 
they're there every time to provide a 
Service to spectators that come to the 
arena. 


I think the issue of the effective 
date is fraudulent; in fact and matter, let's 
put this issue in perspective. We already 
have — the vendors have already benefited 
over a year and a half because of the 
lawsuit and because of the confusion that 
existed in the wording of the previous 
ordinance, and when you get the permit, 
the permit does not speak to some length 
of time, it's te you buy it for the year, but 
it's pursuant to whatever the applicable 
City ordinances are. And, the only thing 
T'm disappointed is that the Administration 
took so long to clarify this issue, because, 
unfortunately, it created an open ground 
for vendors, and I respect the vendors, 
they're hard workers, and J respect the fact 
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that they are out there working hard and 
trying to make a buck. But, because of 
this confusion, there was such a vacuum, 
that the vending opportunities existed and 
now it's somewhat entrenched, and it even 
makes it more difficult to restore some 
Teality to this whole issue. 


The other thing I think that is 
important, we're only concentrating on the 
property of the Stadium Authority, but I 
think, as an urban area in the City of 
Pittsburgh, we probably have more 
parades and more congregate events in this 
City than probably any other major urban 
area around the country, and there are any 
number of opportunities. I mean people 
want to buy a terrible towel or a Steeler 
hat, or whatever the item is, they want to 
buy that at a Columbus Day Parade, or 
other events that are held throughout the 
City, and I think we have a very large 
number. I think there are probably 30 or 
40 parades alone in this City, there's 
several hundred jarge congregate events all 
around this City, that the independent 
vendor, and I respect them, they work 
hard, it's an opportunity for a lot of 
entrepreneurs to make a buck, hopefully 
they are paying the Business Privilege Tax 
and the Mercantile and the Wage and the 
other taxes they're obligated to pay. 


But, I think there are a lot of 
opportunities that exist that we provide 
due to tax dollars, funding of events 
through the Sports Federation, so we give 
them an audience that a lot of other places 
around this City for them to vend and I 
hope that they would do it. I think we're 
making 2 mistake in supporting these 
amendments. 


The issue of the 500 feet from the 
tumstile, basically, you are going to retum 
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to what the existing chaos is now, that's 
basically just below the various entrance 
gates to A, B, C, and D. So, you are still 
going to have the vendor that has a 
contract with ARA, Spectacor and the 
stadium, who is out there and has the 
burden of selling the T-shirt or the item for 
a certain fee, based on the debt service that 
they have, whether it be the Collective 
Bargaining Agreement, whether it be the 
cost of the item that they have to pay the 
franchise fee back to the particular sports 
team, and this clipping at his or her heels, 
is going to be this entrepreneur vendor, 
who may or may not have licensed 
material, who doesn't have the burden — 
when J say burden, I feel it is a good 
burden — of the Collective Bargaining 
Agreement, because we have a lot of wage 
eamers that have the benefit of health care, 
some pension and some other obligations, 
and I applaud that. 


So, to me, I respect the purpose of 
what the spirit is of this, where I'm 
diametrically opposed to it. I still view 
this, basically, as controlling the property, 
much the same way that the Monroeville 
Mall would not allow a bookstore vendor 
to set up in the hallway outside a Barnes 
and Noble franchise renter, and I don't see 
any difference here. And, in fact, every 
major urban area that has the burden, and I 
consider the burden when you're talking 
about millions of dollars that we pay to 
support the Pirates, the Penguins and the 
Steelers, every major urban area, whether 
they're privately owned stadiums or 
publicly owned and/or publicly financed, 
control the property line and the perimeter, 
not only of the building but their property. 
And, the one comment I think that is 
salient, that I have responded to, was the 
Tepresentative of the Steelers. and I think 
we need to harken and listen to his concem 





as he spoke at the public hearing. The 
worse thing | think that could happen is 
for the Steelers to take their profitable 
team, and they are profitable, much more 
so than the Pirates and the craziness there, 
and if they were to go out in Moon 
Township and build a new stadium, 
completely owned privately and run the 
kind of profit margin they have, I can tell 
you one thing, they sure as heck are going 
to throw every piece of Property that they 
have to maximize that revenue back. 


So, I view this as a revenue issue. 
I do not view this, I respectfully disagree 
with my colleague and others who are 
trying to portray this as free-willing and 
spirited capitalism,  entrepreneurism, 
helping the little guy. The only little guy I 
care about is the wage earner who has the 
benefit of the Collective Bargaining 
Agreement at the stadium, and the only 
other person I care about is the tax payer 
who has been burdened for two decades 
disproportionately with the debt service at 
the stadium. We have an opportunity here 
to correct this, and I respectfully disagree 
with the spirit, the intent and the 
devastating impact these amendments 
would have. 


Other colleagues? 
O'Connor. 


Councilman 


Mr. O’Connor: 


1 agree with most of what you said, 
and I ~ but, I do agree with ~ there's four 
amendments here, and actually I like 2, 3, 
and 4, No. 1, I think is not feasible, the 
500 feet. First of all, there's no line and I 
don't think it would be policed very well. 
So, I doubt if these amendments are going 
pass, unless Mr. Udin later on can come up 
with a map, that he can work with, 
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possibly, Mr. Onorato and the Stadium 
Authority, that is better than the one that 
they have, or more user friendly to them. 


I would like to highlight, though, 
his amendment on No. 3, "upon obtaining 
future license, vendor must show proof of 
having paid the vendor fee, Business 
Privilege Tax and Mercantile License.” [ 
think that is good for any vendor in the 
City -— 


The Chair: 


Just to clarify, I'm all for 3, in the 
absence of everything else. Sure, I'm all 
for that. 


Mr. O’Connor: 
Well, you didn't say that. 
The Chair: 


But if you don't support the other 
bills, there basically is no purpose. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


So, I think he — that's a very good 
bill. A 500 dollar fee is -- again, could be 
instituted, because when you open 2 
business in the City, you pay rent, you pay 
air condition, you pay Real Estate Taxes, 
and these people aren't paying anything at 
all. ; 


And, the effective date, what came 
up -- what Mr. Hertzberg just brought up, 
is a concern, too. I think there should be a 
date where — and we're talking about 
Steeler and Pirate games, but what about 
these Rock Groups that come in one time a 
year and they bring in people that follow 
them around selling the T-shirts and items. 





I don't think it's — I would like to see 
maybe a time limit, where if somebody 
wants to get 2 permit, it would take 30 to 
60 days, so that it can't be the fly by nights 
that just follow these bands around and 
make a lot of money on those items. 
You'll see them at the arena more so 
maybe with some of the groups that come 
in. So, they basically shouldn’t be able to 
get a license — come in here and pay 20 
bucks, get a license and go up and make a 
ton of money and usually selling 
counterfeit merchandise. So, possibly 
putting some guidelines — in other words, 
they would have to show their vending fee. 


So, there are a lot of good things 
out of this ordinance, although I can't 
support the 500 feet. So, I would 
encourage him to keep working at those 
and put it — if not today, to be putting this 
type of legislation forward so that we 
could put more of a control on them. 


The Chair: 
And, just to recall, the Councilman 


did ask that we would vote separately on 
each amendment. 


Councilman Udin, would you like 
to speak more specifically to your 
amendments, or do you want to defer to 
the others? i 
Mr. Udin: 


You can defer to the other 
Members. 


The Chair: 


Other colleagues. 
Onorato. 


Councilman 











Mr. Onorato: 


Thank you, Mr. President. And, 
once again, I do want to thank Councilman 
Udin for bringing these forward, and I also 
want to thank him for sharing these with 
me before the meeting started, 1 appreciate 
that courtesy, to review them. 
Unfortunately, at this time he and I just 
disagree on this, and I don't question bis 
intent or what he's trying to do here with 
the compromise. I just think it is a 
philosophical difference that some of us 
have here at the table of how we should 
handle these types of facilities. And, 1 
think Councilman Hertzberg summed it up 
well for me, and that this is about 
Management control of the entire property, 
and that's all the property, and that with 
that management control, gets to the issue 
that ] was stressing earlier, and that is, the 
value of the concession rights and the 
value of the management rights of these 
faciboes. You can't sell something that 
you can’ deliver. If we're going to go out 
there on the market and say we have 
something. it's very valuable, that we want 
to seli and we want you to bid on it, this is 
free enterprise all the way, there are 
several companies in this country that 
want to do this, and say, we have 
something to sell you, it's the stadium 
property, which includes all around our 
parking lots, we want to put this out for 
bid who has the right to manage it, and 
obviously it is going to be worth more if 
we can deliver that as opposed to saying 
‘we want to do that and then give it out to 
bid and only give them the right inside the 
stadium, basically, is there it is right now. 


The legislation, real quick, came 
from the Administration, I amended it for 
some of the — because of some of the 
discussion of-a previous Committee 
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Meeting. And, I think that the big dispute 
that is here, is that we can't agree on, who's 
the little guy getting hurt’ Some people 
are taking the position that it is the small 
businessman getting hurt. I take the 
position, very similar to you, Mr. 
President, and that is, we have the tax 
payers that have been subsidizing since 
this place has been open, it happen — I 
‘would say, 70 percent of our tax payers in 
the City probably don't even go to the 
stadium on a regular basis and they're _ 
investing in an asset through their taxes. 
We own the facility and if I can generate 
more money to the private sector to protect 
their investment, I have no problem 
supporting that and I think that is what the 
current bill does. 


On top of that, in a time where 
union jobs are going by the wayside, and 
good paying jobs are going by the 
wayside, I have no problem standing up 
publicly to any of the media sources 
saying, that these are good union paying 
jobs, hard-working individuals, that 


«support families throughout this region, a 


lot in the City of Pittsburgh and we're 
protecting that right also. I am not 
ashamed to say that, and they are going to 
be helped by this. And, I would rather see 
the individuals that are making good 
money inside working the stands, working 
outside, than to have it all replaced by 
minimum wage jobs that could possibly 
undermine the entire Collective 
Bargaining Agreement. There's a lot of 
issues on the table right now. As I said, © 
it's not the perfect world but it's the world 
we live in of high finances. And, I really 
believe that within the next five years, 
however the Pirate issue is settled, with a 
new stadium, somewhere, or somehow 
that issue is addressed, that you're going to 
see the value of the concession rights, both 
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in and outside of these arenas on their 
property, are going to play a critical role 
on how these facilities are fonded, and 
that's going to help raise the Private 
dollars. 


So, I have to adamantly oppose 
these amendments, based on my 
Philosophy and on how I think this will 
help us in the future, On stating that, I 
look forward to voting on the amendments 
separately, but as a package right now, I'm 
against any amendments, and I think we 
have to move forward, hopefully with the 
way the bill is written, as it stands today. 


The Chair: 


Councilman, other discussion? 
Hearing none ~- Councilman Udin, excuse 
me. I apologize. 


Mr. Udin: 


Yes, I did ask to speak. Just finally 
I just would attempt to clarify just a few 
points that I think need to be made for the 
record. 


The effort to try to characterize this 
as just a business deal, I think ignores the 
uniqueness of the Authority as a public 
entity, although it is designed to engage in 
services that generate revenue, authorities 
are public entities, created by public 
Taunicipalities for the good of the public, 
and they are not the same as the 
Monroeville Mall, and if the owners of the 
Pirates decide to pick up and move to 
Moon Township and build a new stadium 
on private land and restrict any other 
vendors from coming in except the ones 
that they choose to, they have the Tight to 
do that, but this Authority is not Private 
land, it is public, and that is the difference 








between what we are doing here and what 
we will be doing at the Monroeville Mall; 
it's a very, very important difference, that's 
why we're discussing it in the first place. 


To describe this as just a business 
deal, I think is to tum our backs on what 
we were sent here to do. We were not just 
sent down here to do business with big 
business, we were sent down here to 
balance big business with the interest of 
the tax payers and the little people. The 
people who have to pay skyrocketing, 
gouged prices for the products at a 
monopolized stadium, their tax payers, 
too. The wage eamers, they go to the 
games. This bill would benefit them as 
well. So, it is not a bill that is opposed to 
‘wage earners or tax payers, it is a bill that 
will help wage earners and tax payers. It 
is also not an amendment which will 
threaten union jobs. I think that is a 
fraudulent distortion of what effect these 
little vendors have on the tremendous 
billions of dollars that are being generated 
at the stadium. We are talking about a 
handful of vendors who are selling — there 
are some large vendors, sure, but most of 
them are a handful of vendors who are 
selling small products and the amount of 
money that they are generating would not 
ven create a blip on the balance sheet of 
the revenue that is being generated 
throughout the entire series of events that 
go on at Three Rivers Stadium. So, it is 
not a threat to the union jobs that exist 
there. It is instead a reflection of the 
economic situation that is going on here in 
Pittsburgh. We talk as though there are 
jobs for everybody in Pittsburgh. 
Pittsburgh is undergoing a serious 
unemployment crisis that oftentimes 
creates among people who are more 
entrepreneurial the desire to go out and try 
to make their own way. And, that is what 
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a lot of these vendors are doing. There are 
people who are unable to find employment 
in some of these high tech big business 
deals that some of us represent. There are 
people just out there trying to make their 
own way by taking a group of peanuts or 
popcom or starves and going out to the 
stadium, their own stadium that they paid 
their taxes for and trying to eke out a 
living. Yes, it is big business. It is just a 
business deal, big business. I'm here to 
stand up for the little guy, the tax payer, 
that's what I was sent here for. Thank you, 
Mr. President. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman. Other 
discussion? Hearing none, we'll take a roll 
call vote on each one of the proposed 
amendments, beginning with, as you have 
before you, Item No. 1, regarding the 500 
feet from the turnstiles. Will the Clerk 
please call the roll.

I just have a quick question for 
him, because I'm a little confused on one 
issue, and that is, the effective date for 
individual peddlers will commence at the 
expiration of their current license. Just for 
ty sake, I just want to make sure I have 
this right. If this doesn't pass, and the bill 
doesn't say it, the effective date would be 
the, what, at the signature of the Mayor 
or ten days from passing? 





The Chair: 


This bill would come roughly ten 
days from now. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 
Ten days from today. 
The Chair: 


We have to advertise the final 
adoption of this bill, there would be 
another ten days, and another a lot of 
money made off of the playoff games. It 
would be ten days. So, in effect, it would 
be almost towards the end of the year. 

The ordinance, whatever we 
approve today, will not, in effect, become 
law until ten days after the President's 
signature and the Mayor's signature. 

Mr. Cusick: 
Point of order, Mr. President. 


The Chair: 

Excuse me, Councilman Onorato, 
does that clarify your point of procedure or 
point of order? 

Mr. Onorato: 
Yes, that does. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cusick. 

Mr. Cusick: 


I guess the point of procedure 
would be correct. Did we “not, when 
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Councilwoman McDonald second these

Well, we agreed we were going to 
vote secondly.

Mr. Cusick: 


I feel we should have voted on No.

The Chair: 


1 understand that. But, the Item

Mr. Cusick: 


But the second was removed. That 
was the second on all the package, we do 
not — 


The Chair: 


Excuse me. Let me just make a 
procedural point. Item No. 3 was 
withdrawn by the maker and the second, it 
is still in writing on the table. Following a 
conclusion of our vote on No. 4, anybody 
at this table can make a motion to 
reintroduce Item No. 3, that's your 
prerogative. 


So, let's resolve Item No. 4. We're 
going to have a separate vote. Is there

Now, just point of order. Could we 
not just say that the effective date of the 
bill will be January 31st, 1996, because 
this is very confusing?

Mr. Udin: 


That's correct. 


The Chair: 


Well, can I suggest that that be the 
wording, though. Councilman Ricciard 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


lam opposed to that amendment, 
colleagues, and the reason is that that 
Teally flies to the basis of the bill in 
general. If we believe that vending should 
not occur on the property. because we 
really truly believe it's a property 
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management issue, just to prolong a wrong 
for some reason doesn't make it a right. 
So, what I am saying is that, if we really 
believe, or we truly believe in the bill 
before us, it should become effective as 
soon as possible and not to any way drag it 
out or continue a wrong at the stadium, 
just to get through maybe some of the post 
games, either from Steelers or any other 
events. 


So, I will be voting no on this, 
because I truly believe in the bill I'm 
voting today and as soon as I vote on it, I 
would like to see it become law within ten 
days of passage. 


The Chair: 


Thank you. Again, I strongly 
oppose this, also. This bill, in effect, has 
been around for a year and a half in terms 
of not having order and, basically, there 
has been a lot of entrepreneurial money 
made, and I respect that, but it's been over 
a year and a half that that monies been 
made, there are a few upcoming 
significant games that involve the loss 
potentially of several hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and, basically, I think 
we should make this bill effective upon the 
signature, the way it would nommally be 
pro forma. Councilman Hertzberg. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


The issues, the playoff game, or 
games, whatever it tums out to be for the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, and 1 think, if you 
believe in the legislation, there's no reason 
it shouldn't be implemented as quickly as 
possible. So, I vote mo on the 
amendments. 




















The Chair: 
Councilman Onorato. 


Mr. Onorato: 


The only concem I have on this 
whole thing, and I'm very leery about 
voting either way on this, is that — and we 
don't have the time right now, and I 
understand that, I wish I had the 
opportmity at this point right now to 
check with the Solicitor, because I just 
want to make sure we don't have the legal 
problem with — I don't know what these 
leases ~ or, these licenses say that we give 
these people. 


But, at that point, I mean call the 
vote. I'm not prepared at this point and I'm 
going to ask her. 


The Chair: 


Tm sure, no matter what the 
content of this bill is going to be, that the 
individual vendors will be provided an 
opportunity to introduce various legal 
motions and orders before the court. I 
mean I don't think this bill is going to pass 
without some effort on the part of the 
independent vendors to raise legal 
question. So, I'm sure you will see legal 
activity. This is typical with any bill we 
do, we always have an effective date, in 
this case we're just saying — I think that 
some of us are saying the effective date 
should be upon the passage of when it 
would normally become law, period. 
Councilman Udin. 


Mr. Udin: 


Thank you, Mr. President. 





The Chair: 


I don't know if you're thanking me. 
I mean I haven't agreed too much, so — 


Mr. Udin: 

Well, that's protocol. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

That's courtesy. 
Mr. Udin: 

I think that the purpose of this 
amendment is to acknowledge the contract 
that the City has with the vendors 


currently, and those vendors, the foot 


vendors, the peddlers, the mobile vendors 
who work at the stadium and in other 
points around the City. It’s just until 


January 31st. It's bad enough that we are ~ 


putting them into the river without life 
jackets right after this legislation passes. 
The least we could do would be to honor 
the agreement that we made with them 
when we gave them the vending license, 
which said that they could vend untl 
January 31st. That is the very least it 
seems that we can do. 


The other thing that we will be 
doing, and I wish I could exempt myself 
from the responsibility for it, is that we are 
opening this City up to definite liability 
from lawsuits that will occur, because we 
were so hasty in implementing this 
legislation that it will deprive vendors of 
the opportunity to eam revenue from 
upcoming playoff games, or anything else 
that's coming up between now and January 
31st, and I am absolutely certain that they 
will be filing claims against the City for 
what they estimate they may have made if 
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they had been able to continue to the 
expiration of the licenses that they have 
paid for. And, that is what I'm trying to 
get us to avoid. It is a definite liability that 
we're opening ourselves up to. 


We don't have to implement this 
legislation this speedily. The effect of the 
legislation will go on from now and 
forever, why we have to kill them off so 
soon, I don't understand it. 


The Chair: 


Just in response quickly. I just 
‘want to correct any notion here. : 

First of all, just to clarify 
something. We did not have to, and I don't 
believe we're legally required to hold a 
public hearing. We did hold a public 
hearing, and, in fact, we didn't hold an 
expedited public hearing, it was a few 
weeks later than we normally would have 
scheduled the hearing. So, we had several 
more weeks and several more vendor 
opportunities at the stadium during the 
course of that four or five week delay 
when we scheduled the hearing. We had at 
Jeast two Standing Committee Meeting 
discussions and debates because it was 
held over. So, I just want to correct any 
notion that somehow this has been a hasty 
Teview, and, in fact, we had a public 
hearing, which is not ~- well, you used the 
phrase, hasty review. 1 don't think it was 
hasty, I think we had an extensive public 
hearing, I think because of the publicity, a 
lot of people had an ample opportunity to 
express opposition and concern about this 
bill, we held it for a couple of Standing 
Committee Sessions, and we're having 
lengthy debate here. The license is a 
license pure and simple. The license 
doesn't speak to the fact that Council has 





its legislative prerogative to change the 
Code of Ordinances. It is a license for a 
vending period of time pursuant to 
whatever the City Code of Ordinances are. 
In this case, Council reserves its right to 
change fundamentally what that particular 
vending ordinance is. 


And, thirdly, I again reiterate my 
point that it has been over a year and a half 
that they Administration did not come 
back to clarify Judge Friedman's ruling 
and she was not ever commenting on the 
Policy issue, she was basically, in her 
opinion, it was not clear to her where the 
property line or where the perimeter line 
was, and that's why we're here in the first 
place. 


Councilman Cusick, and we'll let 
Mr. Udin have the last word. 


think the City will be holding up 
its commitment to the vendors in regards 
to their current license. We got to 
remember something, the business owner, 
in this case, is the Stadium Authority. The 
City did enter into an agreement but 
Stadium Authority did not enter into an 
agreement with these vendors, and, 
therefore, they being business owner, I 
don't think we should really have a 
problem in regards to this. | really believe 
that the effective date should be 
immediately because of the events that we 
hope that will happen here in the next 
month and continue to happen in the 
future. 


The Chair:

Council, to amend the State Code to allow 
City of Pittsburgh, a Second Class City, to 
utilize radar devices to enforce posted 
speed limits. 


MR. O°CONNOR PRESENTS 


No. 2805 WHEREAS, radio 
microwave speed measurement devices, 
commonly known as radar, have been 
utilized effectively by the Pennsylvania 
State Police for enforcement of posted 
speed limits for many years, yet the City 
of Pittsburgh is prohibited by state law 
(Pa. CSA Section 3368(c)(2)) from using 
this proven technology to enforce posted 
Speed limits; and, 


WHEREAS, it would be in the best 
interests of both the state and the City of 
Pittsburgh to allow the City of Pittsburgh 
to utilized radio microwave measurement 
devices to enforce posted speed limits. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh enacts as follows: 


Section 1. 


The City Clerk of the City of 
Pittsburgh is hereby authorized and 
directed to convey the following request to 
all members of Allegheny County’s State 
Legislative Delegation and the leadership 
of both the State House and Senate: 


We, the Members of the Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh, request that the 
Members of Allegheny County’s 
Legislative Delegation draft and introduce 
the appropriate legislation which would 
amend the Pennsylvania State Code so as 
to allow a City of the Second Class to 
utilize radar microwave speed measuring 
devices (radar) for the enforcement of the 
posted speed limits in the City’s public 
right-of-way.

We feel it is in the best interest of 
the both the State and City of Pittsburgh to 
allow the City of Pittsburgh to utilize radar 
microwave measures devices for posted 


What this basically is doing, this is 
a~I think it is a safety issue. Traffic is a 
major problem in our City. I have 
numerous requests for, and I know all my 
colleagues get it, for stop signs, school 
crossing guards, and we get numerous 
complaints of speeding. Unfortunately — 
in fact, at one time, since I have been here, 
‘we actually stopped VASCAR because of 
cost controls. VASCAR may be a 
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proven tool but it is very costly in 
manpower, it is slow to set up. In other 
words, right now, we have to send a 
Tequest, or a request from neighborhood 
groups, there has to be a site visit, there 
has to be lines painted, and usually it takes 
from a three to six man operation to set 
this up. And J know a lot of us are very 
dissatisfied sometimes where they're set up 
and usually they're in the same spot. In 
fact, I requested it a few years ago on one 
section of Beechwood Boulevard, coming 
off the Parkway, and it was actually to 
dangerous to set up and no where to pull 
speeders over, they felt it was too 
dangerous. -Browns Hill Road, there has 
been two people killed crossing that road, 
Senior Citizens. We've done everything 
we can as far as posting signs, turning 
down the cross walks. I drive through 
very Schenley Park everyday, it's a speed 
tap. Also, I see very little to no 
enforcement now on our school zones. I 
think this would be a very handy tool for 
our police officers. All it would take was 
one officer to use it. 


Accordingly, we got reports from 
the State, there are actually two kinds of 
general radar devices available at this 
time, one is a fixed mounted, fixed on the 
car, the price ranges from 2500 to 3200, 
and there is a hand-held device, that is 
only 1200 to $1500.00 each. The 
Pennsylvania State Police only use the 
radar that is the fixed mounted on their 
cars. This also could be used in patrol cars 
if they were following, even going in 
another lane or seeing someone going by 
and following them. 


So, I think it is a safety tool and I — 
Tight now it is in the Pennsylvania Law 
holding us back. 1 am not saying, even if 
it is voted for, that the police would — we 
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would all use it, but I think we ought to 
have the flexibility or the option to be able 
to use that to make our street safer.

Tm all in favor of it, umless 
somebody can explain to me that this 
would be a detriment to trying to enforce 
the speeding in our neighborhoods. I am 
sick and tired of what the highways have 
done to my district. I have neighborhood 
Streets that ten years ago were nice 
residential quiet streets that are now 
freeways, and I got kids playing on the 
sidewalk, and if I can do anything to help 
provide an enforcement tool, and that

I have been very 
frustrated by complaints that I have not 
been able to get satisfied because of an 
inability to get stop signs up.

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and I don't know whether it's our Traffic 
Division here, Engineering and 
Construction, or whether it is State Law, 
but ~ in fact, it's both, and I am very 
frustrated that we're not able to stop a lot 
of speeders through our neighborhoods. It 
is a public safety issue, that's what this is 
all about.

COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2601, WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 6, 1995) 


The Chair: 


Thad passed around an amendment by substitution that I’d like to throw on the 
floor, if I can have a motion. 


Mr. Ferlo: 
Move your substitute bill.

The Chair: 
All in favor? Opposed? The ayes have it, the bill as amended. 


in front of you — it should be im front of you. If you don’t have it, I have extra 
copies here. IfI can just explain what I am trying to do to the bill that was sent over from 
the Administration and a lot of these amendments reflected the discussion that took place 
at the public hearing and I'm looking forward to any comments you might have but to try 
to reach compromise. Everything is under section C. The main change there to start 
instead of 250 feet from the property line, it’s going to be 30 feet. Basically, what we'll 
be looking at then is, the footprint of the property on the 30 feet will give us leeway 
dealing with the sidewalk issues. I also added the David L. Lawrence Convention Center. 
‘As you know, the Civic Arena and the Convention Center both fall the under the Public 
Auditorium Authority and under C. I added one “i” and two small “i.” The first one — 
actually right before that, there’s one last sentence in C, it says a map detailing the 
footprint of each of the facilities as shown below. Councilman Ferlo suggested at the 
hearing that we put the actual map in the ordinance so we have the legal description so we 
won’t have a legal challenge of what exactly the property line is. We have a map here that 
“Mark Pollock has but the actual map with this amendment isn’t here but we will have it for 
the final vote but we have a map we can review. : 


Ifyou look at one small "I", this deals with the issue of vendors and vending 
activity on the stadium property. The way the bill is written obviously they can’t vend so 


they have to be off the property line. This would allow vendors and vending activity on 
the property, if you read through it. The way that’s allowed is through an agreement with 
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the appropriate authority or its designated management company. We heard, I think, 
testimony of some individuals — one individual who actually has that arrangement tight 
now with the current management company over at the Stadium There is no reason why 
we can't be creative with the authorities and the management company having vendors 
outside either through a revenue sharing arrangement or through an employment 
arrangement but that’s something the authorities can work out and still have the carnival 
atmosphere outside with the vendors but we have to have control and I believe this is the 
one way to keep control of the mmnbers of them and also the control of the revenues. 
And, the two small “I”, a map detailing the footprint of the three facilities in C, above, 
shall be provided to an individual who applies for a vendors license, Once again, the 
suggestion was made at the public hearing that an individual that applies for a vendors 
license should know exactly where they're allowed to vend and they will be handed a map 
of the three facilities to show what the property line is. So, when they’re purchasing the 
Tight to sell products they’ll know what we're talking about and we can avoid the dispute. 
Isee Councilman Cohen was handed a copy of the map, it’s going around the table right 
now. : 


Before I open up for discussion, let me just say that this isn't the ideal world and 
obviously this isn't the way I would want to see the vending issue take place in the City of 
Pittsburgh. However, it is the real world that we live in with the finance of the major 


‘league sports right now and believe it or not, the vending rights and vending values are 


significant both for the money that is generated outside of the buildings but also for the 
Tights of the concessions inside the building. I stressed at the meeting that Baltimore sold 
the concession rights for $23 million. They were private dollars, dollars that would not 
come out of the public coffers which is a big problem nowadays with major league sports 
of the subsidies from ail public levels. I think it’s critical that we can control the vendor 
issue but at the same time, we at least allow an option to have vendors around the facility 
and I think this is the compromise that can achieve that. I would like to hear your 
comments, we’re going to open up for discussion, we’ll go around, everybody wants to 
talk. Councilman Hertzberg. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. Chairman. Thank you for this amendment. I have one — at least a 
couple of comments for you directly. One, do you know if the vendors or some of the 
vendors or any of the vendors had the opportunity to review this, and their position on it? 


The Chair: 
Actually, this was finally drafted with changes as early as this morning. I did talk 


with Mr. -- is it Vetters, he testified. He was an outside vendor and I explained to him 
what I was doing and he said that -- obviously he wasn't crazy over it but he at least was 











happy that there was an option to deal with the authorities and have an agreement to put 
vendors on the property. He thought that was very significant in his pomt of view. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Also, it’s probably just an oversight in your comments, but we would have three 
maps acnually attached to this legislation when we ~ assuming we have a final vote on it. 


The Chair: 


You're correct. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


And, this is pretty much what I was looking for. I support the legislation. 
Probably, the only thing it doesn't contain is some kind of guidelines for what the 
agreements would have in them. I don't know if it’s appropriate for us to be doing that 
but I'd suggest that if what happens is, the vendors continue or rather not contimue the 
vendors experience 2 situation where it’s totally unfeasible for them to do any business 
there, that they come back to this Council and request another public hearing and we'll 
revisit this but I don't think that’s going to be the case. The feedback that J received at the 
public hearing that we held from the management of the Stadium and the management of 
the Arena and the Convention Center was that they will try to fashion workable 
agreements that allow for competition and that allow for everyone with the necessary 
Tegulation. 


The Chair: 


l appreciate your comments. The issue on the specifics of what an agreement 
should look like, I was tossing that around. I chose to leave it at vague, to leave the 
powers with the appropriate authorities and management companies because I want them 
to be creative and have different formulas on how they can bave vendors and let me point. . 
out that the Stadium Authority currently I sit on but even down the road there will always 
be a Council Member on there and the Public Auditorium Authority, Counciiman 
O’Connor sits on and when he’s gone one day and I’m gone one day and we’re all gone, 
there will always be a Council person on those authorities. But, also looking into the 
future, there might be a day where these facilities are owned privately again or ina 
different type of authority and I think to keep a flexibility there only helps whoever is 
managing the facility to go forward but I am committed to keeping that atmosphere 
outside of these facilities and I'm looking forward as a board member of the authority to 
see what kind of arrangements we can have to have the vendor atmosphere around the 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


And, finally, the boundary as proposed previously has been narrowed down a Little 
bit to 30 feet, right Mr. Chairman? 


The Chair: 

Yes. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

What was the previous proposal? 
The Chair: 

250 feet. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

So, it’s significantly cut down now. 
The Chair: : 

Yes. And, that was the issue — the 250 was in the previously bill and I think that 
‘was just carried forward. The 30 feet I think pretty much is sending the signal that we're 
only concemed about the property line, not pushing them beyond the property line, just 
the property line.

Thank you.

Other discussion? Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you, Mr. Chairman. First ofall, I want to commend you for coming up 
with a compromise, 2 new option for this. As you said, it just came before us this 
morning, I know that you stopped by at my office this morning but I was in the middle of 


a meeting so this is really the first opportunity that I’ve had to look at this and I think that 
it is certainly a step in the right direction. My concems are -- I have a couple of concems. 
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One is, Ijust still have not seen and ifit has come to us, please let me know but I have not 


Seen it. I have not seen from the S Authority any numbers as to how much damage 
or how much revenue is being taken — they fee! is being taken away from the Stadium

Well, lets see if i's here because I know have members from the management 
company and some employees of the Stadium Authority. Is that something that the 
chairman is going to bring or if we are not going to have it today, can we have number by 
Tuesday at final vote, if somebody wants to address that issue either Mr. Mark Pollock or 
Mr. Sacco? 


Mr. Cohen: 


that there really is some significant damage or taking away of business by these vendors, I 
mean significant, ofthe Stadium Authority vendors then I can see supporting this Mr. 
Chairman because you're putting forth’a compromise. 
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arrangement with the current facility at the stadium where he’s out there through an 
agreement with the management company. So, there’s total flexibility here from exclusion 
to many and it will be in the hands of the authorities of the management companies.

The Chair: 


~ well, Councilman, Since these are my amendments, the Administration can’t 
Comment on them I have to, I put these in. 


Mr Cohen 


did ask the Chair a question on that one so I don’t have a problem with that, I 
zpprecaate it, Well, I would like to between now and Tuesday hear from the Stadium 7 
Authonty on that issue, too, because I don't know what that means. I mean, what this 
could mean is the vendors come in for a ten minute meeting, no matter what they offer the 
Stadium Authority says no and they’re out the door because there is no legal obligation 
whatsoever. 1 would like to hear what the plan is of the Stadium Authority on that issue 
‘whether they actually plan to have a fee arrangement with the vendors or anything that 
they're going to offer these vendors. If that’s not the case, then this is just a piece of 
paper. And, the third is that the map that we were just handed out as you know Mr. 
Chairman, by looking at it, this is not a footprint of the Stadium. This is 2 map of the 
central business district and the North Side business district which includes the Stadium. 
So, we would have to actually see a footprint of the Stadium first. Those are my 
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Teservations and I really can't vote for the bill the Administration supported or frankly for 
yours, Mr, Chair, until I see those three things. 


* The Chair: 
Thank you, next. Councilwoman McDonald. 
Ms. McDonald: 


Yes. T just wanted to say that I was glad I attended the public hearing because it 
gave me insight on both sides. The concem that I always have is monopolies. Tdon't 
believe in big guys pushing little guys out all the time. I think there can be a compromise 
and not to stifle the big guy either. I think this is a good compromise of 30 feet. I’m still 
very leery on it but I'll go ahead and give it a preliminary vote of yes but contingent on 
certain questions being answered and I was just side-barring with Councilman Cohen, 

. before he spoke, that we do need statistics. We need to know what — I'd like to know 
what prompted this? Is it a monetary issue we're discussing here solely or is it more like a 
isance kind of thing where certain people are annoyed at having vendors too close to 
their line, I mean, I need to — I don't think I have the whole story. 


The Chair: -. 


So, is that a rhetorical question or is this one I can answer because I’m on the 
authority. 


Ms. McDonald: 


You can do both. ‘You can respond ~ I said what J said, you can respond. There 
it is. 


The Chair: - 


The reason this all came about was because of the increase in the mumber of 
vendors and then the Stadium Authority tried to enforce what was on the books. There 
was a legal dispute over what was the Stadium. Was it the building or was it the building 
and its property? It went to court. The judge ruled it is only the building. That is not 
Way that the Administration and the Authority were interpreting it so now they’re coming 
back based on a judge’s decision to Try to correct what the judge explained, it was only the 
building, but they want it to be the building and the property line and that’s what created 
this whole discussion. 
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Ms. McDonald: 

So, it was the mmnber of vendors? 
The Chair: 

Number of vendors, the increased activity, because it was increasing every game. 
Ms. McDonald: 

So, it was a perceptual kind of nuisance kind of — 

The Chair: ' 

— and I have to be honest with you. It also was the fact that the sale of the Pirates. 
the discussion going on with the Steelers. This is coming into play with the value of the 
concession rights inside that stadium. It’s a significant issue for us. It’s a very significant 
issue and it’s something that can't be ignored. Like I said, I’m not crazy over this. ’'m 
just trying to keep franchises here and unfortunately this is financing a major league sport. 
Ms. McDonald: -. 


‘Well, again, P'll give it a preliminary and conditional upon us getting more 
information on Tuesday but I do believe that you worked hard at a compromise. Ttisa 
good compromise considering what came out of that public hearing. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. Chair, if 1 could just jump in for one quick second. T agree with you and I'm 
sure that those vendors reduce the value of those concession Tights. All I want to know is 
what is the value of those concession rights and how much are they being reduced? 


The Chair: 

We'll try by Tuesday, that’s fair enough. Councilman Udin. 
Mr. Udin: 

Yes. Thank you, sir. I think that the basic issues that we're dealing with here is 
being disguised by the use of these numbers of 30 feet versus 200 feet. I think that is the 
diversion. If they are 30 feet from the border of the Parking lot, it’s not much different 


than if they are 250 feet from the border of the parking lot. It puts them outside of the 
flow of the foot traffic that is going into the stadium and the question, I believe, that we 
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have to grapple with is whether or not we want to allow small independent vendors to 
have access to the public audience that is generated by the events at the stadium or at 
these other venues, that’s really what the issue is. 


Moving them 30 feet beyond the property line of the parking lot, it appears that 
it’s just 220 feet less. ‘That’s not really what’s happening because right now, they are 
imerpreting the ordinance as being 250 feet from the building itself. The parking lot itself 
maybe another what — 700 or 1,000 feet? So, ‘we're talking about now 1,030 feet. That’s 
not really what the issue is. I think that the information provided by the vendors at the 
public hearing was very helpful for me. I think that we do need to contro! the munber of 
vendors who have access to the market. I think that all of vendors have to be licensed and 
have to pay taxes. I think that the Stadium, somehow, should control that number and 
Control that flow and accountability but has to do so in such a way that they are not 
tmonopolizing, they don't use that authority to monopolize, by saying well smce we have 
the controls then we say that only one vendor or unless you are licensed by that one 
vendor that you can't come through or you can't participate in the market. So, I would 
like to see a little more time. 1 do appreciate the work that you put into the amendment 
and your efforts to try to reach a compromise. I think it was gemuine and I think it helps 
move us forward but rather than forcing the time between now and the next meeting, next 
Tuesday, I would hope that we could hold this bill for a week so that we could have the 
tme to get the input so that the other vendors could have an opportunity to look at what’s 
bexng proposed in this amendment or substitution motion and that we can have an 
Opportunity to come back and discuss it. We need a little bit more time I think and I 
would hope that you would be agreeable to holding it. If not, then I would hope that both 
the Stadann Authority or the Administration and the independent vendors get busy with 
the kand of detail that we need in terms of what the reverue generation is and in terms of 
bow they respond to this proposed amendment as soon as possible.

Thank you. Councilman Ferio. 


Mr. Ferlo 


1 agree 100 percent with Mr. Udin who best described what really the issue is 
that's on the table. J disagree 3,000 percent with his conclusion. I'm a little bit confused. 
I'm amazed at my colleague yesterday who voted for the swimming pool fees and basically 
put a financial burden, and I respect the vote, but put a financial burden on working 
People in this city for increased costs associated with a user fee or user costs, Tm amazed 
at what I consider revenue amnesia here by some of my same colleagues when we're 
actually talking about the finances involved at the stadium as it relates to vendors. 
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‘The fact of the matter is this is not an issue about monopolization, this is not an 
issue about civil liberties, this is not an issue about so-called free enterprise capitalist 
system. It’s about whether or not a multimillion dollars business, and that is the Stadium, 
and all the activities that go on there. Get rid of the Pirate fan flags and get rid of waving 
the flag for the Steelers, we all love thar. This is a business decision, it’s a business that’s 
being run there and we should run it based on business principles and that’s not what’s 
happened. What's happened — and my colleague Mr. Cohen who is asking about what is 
the value, that’s a fair question but it’s going to an extrapolation when we come to the 
answer. If we had fly-by-night vendors as well as the ones that are actually legally 
Tegistered who actually’ paid the business privilege tax and the mercantile tax and 
everything else, we could maybe extrapolate the mmber but I know some of these same 
vendors. T know them very well and I’ve known them for many years and I’ll say very 
honestly, very publicly that there’s no way that the hundreds of thousands of dollars that 
are being made in the vending activity outside the stadium is being legally recorded and 
the individuals are paying their fair share. And, if even they were, who cares? That is not 
the issue. 


McDonald’s would not allow Jim Ferio to set up in their lobby and sell 
hamburgers. Monroeville Mall would not allow me to come into their public right-of-way 
and sell T-shirts or sneakers outside the GAP or the Foot Locker or whatever and I can 
use endless examples. ‘The point is this is a mmdred of thousands, if not, million dollar 
issue involving the operation of a business. The only little person that Im concemed 
about in this debate is the city taxpayer that for many decades has had a muttimillion 
million dollar debt service on their shoulders, The issue is how do we best nin, from a 
business point of view, the operations of the Stadium? And, as far as I’m concemed, if 
More serious revenue or at least better accurate revenue can be gleaned from vending 
operations based on the management of the Stadium by the Authority Board, by Spectacor 
or whoever happens to be the management group there, that’s what I'm concemed about. 
We should be glad the vending arrangements that do exist at the Stadium provide union 
and fringe benefits not only to the teamsters and the other folks that are here in the 
audience but basically provide a better living wage than individuals who basically get 
called out of the bar room to work one day and basically put some cash in their pocket 
which is all right. But, the fact of the matter is this is a large financial issue. We are 
expecting this administration and the board at the Stadium Authority and the management 
group to glean the most amount of money out of the revenues at the stadium which 
includes a very large financial issue involving the concessions. T have a specific question, 
if it’s permitted, to bring somebody to the table? 


The Chair: 


Absolutely. 
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Mr. Ferio: By 

I wanted to show by contrast surely the Spectacor or the management group of the 
Stadium Authority can at least define, from the concession income point of view, what 
you currently get vis-a-vis your concession arrangement with the operations that you have. 
Right now, you have told this Council that your vending operation includes the end 
stadium stands and more recently you've allowed both vending stands outside on the 
ramps either directly by Spectacor or you had management lease, or I'm not sure what the 
price would be, but you basically have management agreements with the gentlemen from 
Penn Hills sitting behind you and in tum he has to pay — yes, I would like a second from 
somebody who knows that money because that figure alone would at least be some 
indication of the amount of money we're talking about and we did ask for this — as Mr. 
Cohen stated, we did ask for financial — 


The Chair: 


— let me just ask you this. Identify yourselves, speak into the microphones 
because we are cable cast and if you can identify who’s here? 


Mr. Sacco: 
James Sacco 
General Manager 
Stadium Authority 


Right. I'm Jimmy Sacco. [’m the General Manager of Three Rivers Stadium, 
hired by the Authority to run Three Rivers Stadium. Mike McDonald, beside me, is the 
General Manager with Aramark who has the exclusive right to the concessions and 
merchandise at Three Rivers Stadium. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


I think we'need some appreciation even setting aside what would only have to be a 
guesstimate if we’re going to extrapolate what the outside vendors are doing. What kinds 
of mumbers does the Stadium Authority and Spectacor deal with as it relates the actual 


concession activities that you are involved and you actually should be able to quantify? 
Do you have any idea? 


Mr. Sacco: 


IfT can explain first. Aramark, who is the exclusive concessionaire at the Stadium 
has about a $5 million investment in the property. That is what gives them the exclusive 
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Tight to sell merchandise and concessions in and outside the stadium. This is an amount of 
money that is given in the way of an investment on concession stands. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

So, for the exclusivity right, the subcontractor A. R.A. who must meet all the 
collective bargaining agreements and all the things that you put upon them basically pays 
the Stadium or you or — 

Mr. Sacco: 

~ n0, they bave a $5 million investment in the building to operate. This is $5 
million that the Stadium Authority or the taxpayer of the City of Pittsburgh do not have to 
pay because they pay this for that right.” 

Mr. Ferlo: 


So, it’s indirectly. They don't pay directly but they pay for the operations which is 
enclosed in the $5 million? 


Mr. Sacco: - 


Right. The stands you see, the foundations you see, the grilis you see, the tents 
you see, all that kind of stuff. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

‘Now, that’s another issue which I’ve been critical in the past. If anything, the 
Stadium should be making a lot more money than this lucrative $5 million but I’ll get away 
from that issue. 

Mr. Sacco: 
No, no. That’s just the investment. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


What's the other income that comes back to the stadium, then? 
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Mr. Sacco: 


On every product we sell if it be merchandise or it be a food product, there isa 
different breakdown but the normal breakdown on the percentage is 2 60/40 split which 
most of that money goes directly to the teams. 

Mr. Ferlo: , 


Do we have any idea what that income is? In addition to the $5 million in direct 
costs = 


The Chair: 
— Sim, if] could just have a point of procedure. Instead of getting ito the break 
up of the percentages, can you give a total of what is generated through concessions in 
. that stadium? We can deal with the issue of break up later. 
Mr. Sacco: 
Mike can answer that, he deals with those numbers. 
Mr, Cohen: : : 
Mr. Sacco, the 60/40 split. ‘Who gets the 60 and who gets the 40? 
Mr. Sacco: 


The 60 pays for the wages, the product and the money that Aramark makes off of 
that. 


Mr. Cohen: - 
Pm sory, J just didn’t understand. You said it’s a 60/40 split. 
Mr. Sacco: 
60/40 split where the 60 percent goes to pay for the actual product, the 


preparation, the labor, the benefits and ail that. Axamark gets their margin out of that 
which after all that, it’s really not as much as. everybody thinks. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Are you saying your costs are approximately 60 percent? 
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Mr. Sacco: 

Mike, why don’t you answer it. Tell him what the 60/40 is.

It’s your contention that whether you have one vendor or 100 
whether it be for hundreds that might be at an all star event or a few of it’s 3,000 fans at 
the Pirate game regardless of how you extrapolate the numbers, that income in your 
estimate is income that would not otherwise be coming to your — or at least a good 
Percentage of it, so it’s in direct competition what the millions of dollars in revenue that 
you’re relying upon for concessions.

Mr. McDonald: 
Absolutely. 
Mr. Ferio: 


Okay, the real issue as Councilman Udin states and I agree with him. The real 
issue is, do you support the exchusivity of the Stadinm property, the Convention Center 
property and the Civic Arena? And, because it needs to run like a business and because 
we're talking about a public entity that we have such high indebtedness to, that’s why I 
support this. I don’t view this as the street comer down at Forbes and Halket. I don’t 
view this as the street comer down at Market Square. I view it differently. Tt’s basically - 
~ if there was a fence up or if the stadium property was domed and the dome ran all the 
‘way around the parking lot and the property, maybe it would be easier for us to see 
physically what it is that we're talking about. But, you know, for out of state vendors to 
Come here and whether we admit that the vendors are hard working, God bless them, I’m 
sure they’re out there wanting to make a buck, God bless them but the fact of the matter is 
most of them do not pay any of the income and it hurts the revenue base and it hurts the 
ability to manage properly and glean the proper amount of revenues out of the business 
activity at the stadium. And, the person we’re hurting is the City of Pittsburgh taxpayer 
who unduly has bome the burden of tremendous amounts of debt service. A lot of money 
is being made, no question. The Steelers are being enhanced, no question. The pirates 
are, Spectacor’s making a buck, A. R.A. is making a buck, there’s no question but all of it 
has to do with the ability to sustain meaningful employment and business activity at the 
stadium. So, I guess I fimdamentally disagree that this is some kind of a, you know, the 
little guy vendor or this is kind of a civil liberties, people should be allowed to be on the 
street vending and it’s going to help competition all the kind of rhetoric of the Post- 
Gazette editorial drivel. 1 just don’t see it as the issue here. Post-Gazette wouldn’t let me 
sell the Tribune Review in the lobby of the Post-Gazette every morning and there’s no 
difference there and that’s really what the issue is.

quesnon if they have an exclusive contract to sell their wares at the stadium and I think it’s 
Michael you represent Aramark, so do you feel as though you have an exclusive contract 
wm exchange for the capital improvements and investments you’ve made at the stadium? 


M: McDonald: 
Under the way it’s operating right now, no. 
M: Rocezardi: 


I'll just end with this colleagues. I think I’m very objective when it comes to this” ~ 
issue because in ‘91, I was one of five members that supported vending legislation by 
Michael Coyne in the City of Pittsburgh here but to me it’s so clear cut. I don't believe 
anyone has a right either an individual or a business to go on private property without 
some sort of contract or agreement and market or sale their wares, it’s as simple as that. 
‘The Stadium Authority — the Stadium property, it’s a private property. Sure, it’s owned 
by the taxpayers however it’s a private property and as Mr. Ferlo eloquently stated, what 
gives anyone a right to go on private property and compete and once again I say compete 
to those legitimate vendors that have entered into some sort of agreement and 
arrangement and made capital investments. I mean, it’s just so clear cut. 
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Mr. Sacco: 


Mr. Councilman, if I can just give you another point. That $5 million is on a 
continued basis, it is not a flat. Every year the teams and I go to the concessionaire — the 
Aramark, the Ballroom service, whomever and ask for contimous improvements in capital 
Projects. Everyday, there’s more technology that gives you better equipment to prepare 
food, sell food and more products and that, so that $5 million continues to grow. Where | 
we're at right now, the teams want certain things done and the concessionaire is saying, 
why should we pay this — when we don’t have it, we really don’t have the exclusive — 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


— well, that’s a good point. I was just going to say so when you enter into 
negotiations and discussions with Aramark and others, you have to be at a disadvantage I 
would think and if you're at a disadvantage that means the taxpayer's at a disadvantage in 

é terms of the capital improvements or the moneys you could get out of those contracts. 
Am I correct Mr. Sacco? 


Mr. Sacco: 


It’s safe to say that some of the new ballparis that are being built are funded up to 
30 to $50 million from concession companies. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 

‘Well, I support the legislation before us. I would have supported the initial 
legislation but once again, colleagues, I just don’t believe that someone has a Tight to go 
onto private property and market their wares without @ contract or agreement, it’s just 
really as simple as that. 

The Chair: 

Councilman Cusick. 

Mr. Cusick: 


Thank you, Mr. Chair. I guess my question is, where are the footbalV/baseball 
organizations in regards to the stadium. ‘What have they been saying? I mean, I know 
because we have had some conversation about Mr. Gordon and that but let's let the public 
know what the Pirates and the Steelers think about what is going on around the stadium 
and how does that hurt them and why do we see teams moving out of Cleveland and 
Houston and other cities? Explain that a little bit, please?

‘Well, at the public hearing, both the Pirates and the Steelers had representatives 
here. Joe Gordon, from the Steelers, actually spoke. He told his feeling about it. Yes, 
they do support this. They’re very angry over what's going on right now, they’re mad 
how long it took to do this. They kind of beat on me on a daily basis, where are we at 
with this? I think where we've come is a great — if you want to call it compromise or 
whatever you want to call it. But, again, we have successfully dealt with a number of 
outside vendors and they are at Three Rivers Stadium, including minorities and outside 
interest. Our doors are open to anyone but it has to be on level playing ground like Mr. 
Ferlo said. 


The Chair: 
Mr. Pollock, if you’d like to comment, I Roticed you wanted to respond. 
Mr. Pollock: 


I think what has to be brought forth is, we're talking about one number now of 
$12 million. You have to put this in the context that for all the events that occur in a year 
at Three Rivers Stadium, 81 Pirate games, 10 football games and all the special events, 
our gross is $12 million. Camden Yards in Baltimore for baseball alone grosses $50 
million. Now, the relevance of this is that the current Stadium Authority and the current 
managemert intends to do alot more things at the stadium, more refreshment stands, 
more food service places, more gift shops, sports memorabilia places. We want to 
increase that mmmber. As that number goes up, if there are other people around taking it, 
then they're takes can be larger which means it lurts what we want to do there, that’s 
number one. 


Number, two, we’ve checked with other Cities, other venues, Philadelphia and so 
forth. We’ve found no place that allows individuals to sell on their on at the facility. And, 
number three, I think it’s important that the public and the media and everyone else know ; 
that this is not a battle of David versus Goliath. I think it’s important that we disabuse 
everyone of that issues because number one, the individuals on the inside who are selling 
these things are working on a commission, okay, and they’re there everyday, all $1 Pirate 
games. They're there in the cold snowy, Tainy days in April when maybe there are only a 
few thousand people are there and they might not make ‘very many sales at all and they 
probably lose more money on transportation and parking and so forth. They’re there in 
the September days when unfornmately the Pirates might be out of the race and there’s ‘ 
only 2 couple thousand people there, they go there. The other vendors aren’t there, they 
can pick and choose when there’s a big ctowd so there is an element of faimess for the 
small person who is in the stadium working and for all these reasons, this is why the 
Administration supports this bill and wants it to be passed and ask for your support of it. 
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Mr. Sacco: 


Td like to just throw one other thing in there, Dan. You know, like Mark said 
about being there in April and September. Also, we’ve been very successful in negotiating 
to bring rock ’n’ roll shows back to Three Rivers Stadium, that’s been proven in the last 
four years, One of the questions that are on the questionnaire when I negotiate with an 
agent for a band is, what is your outside vending ordinance laws? The Grateful Dead 
came here last year. We basically gave them the building because we wanted to have the 
show bere and the money we made was off of concessions, beer sales, food sales, 
merchandise sales. They came here thinking that if they would ever come back that this 
ordinance would be cleared up. If anybody wants to see the mumbers that our rock show 
produces for the city, feel free to call me. 


The Chair: 
Okay, Councilman, you still have the floor. 
Mr. Cusick: 


What does the $5 million or what does — exactly what are the improvements that 
are going on with that money? = 


Mr. Sacco: 


It’s an ongoing process. I mean, originally it was original concession stands to 
build out of those, plumbing, electrical grilis — 


Mr. Cusick: 
— additional seating in that? 
Mr. Sacco: 


No, there was no seating, It was all amenities up until 1994 when we put in 
catering kitchens and storerooms and things of that nature. 


The Chair: : 
Councilman, J just want to inform everybody that the Chairman of the Stadium 


Authority, Mark Schneider, is here and we are copying information he brought with him 
SO we can all have it in front of us as we speak and I think it compares other cities 


showing the other ordinances in City's like Philadelphia and the money that’s involved but - 


we'll talk about that when we have the Papers in front of us. Councilman Hertzberg. 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you. I just want to make a comment on the particular area that’s involved 
here. It’s not my Council District. I dontt live there on the North Side fornmately but I 
travel over there, I get your passports, you allow me over there, I go to a lot of ball 
games. I’ve parked in a variety of the places but I don't think — I think if you look at what 
30 feet is, we don't have the map in front of us but I have a pretty good picture what it’s 
going to look like and I mean the foot traffic for a sellout ball game starts a mile away 
actually. I mean, people walk over, they walk over the West End Bridge, they certainly 
park in town, they walk over and on the North Side the parking is just spread out for 
about a mile. 


The Chair: 
Talk to the residents, East Allegheny residents. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Right, exactly. The Community College of Allegheny County in that area, there is 
tremendous foot traffic from there that’s not being regulated at alll by this ordinance. So, 
there is 2 ttle bit of compromise going on here with this new bill as far exactly the area 
being regulated. There will be some room, I think, for these sellout games at least and 
your low level attendance I don't how much foot traffic you’re going to get out there but 
certainly on your sellout games, I would think there’s still enough traffic for some vendors 
to do some business and not be regulated by this. 


The Chair: 


Before we ask for anymore questions, I’m going to ask Mr. Schneider for a 
statement if he wants to explain what he’s handing out because I think it’s going to answer 
some of the questions that were already asked. Mr. Schneider, if you want to just explain — 
what this package is. 





Mr. Schneider: 

Mark Schneider 

Chairman 

Stadium Authority 

"I just want to respond to two items that I think Councilman Udin asked and then 

some other information we found out just about Veteran’s Stadium. And, I guess I was 
intrigued by Veteran’s Stadium because Philadelphia has an incredible rich, indeed, vendor 
community on the streets there. I think people would admit much more than Pittsburgh - 
has. In Veteran’s Stadium they basically — I gave you a copy of their prohibitions under 
their ordinance for street vending. They basically — and I’m not saying Philadelphia is the 
model but they block vending six blocks around the stadium. Now, they have the 
Spectrum there and at one time they had J. F. K. and Veteran’s — 
The Chair: 

I’m sorry. ‘When you say six blocks, once again, stadium or stadium property? 
Mtr. Schneider: 


It's six blocks surrounding the — past the building. It includes property that they 
don’t even own. 


The Chair: 


‘What about Councilman Udin’s issue? What about if there’s a parking lot next to 
the stadium, where does the six blocks Start, past the parking lot? 


Mr. Schneider: 
Yes, absolutely. 
The Chair: 
Okay, that was the point he was asking. 


“Mr. Schneider: 


That’s not what we're Suggesting but we’re just Suggesting even in Philadelphia I 
think they’ve recognized the value of the teams, the investment of the concessionaires, the 
employees that work there. Here, all we're asking for is a reasonable distance from the 
Property that we own. Let me be clear, partly why we’re here is because we have 
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agreements with the teams and our concessionaire that give them the rights to that 
property that we, the public, own and they paid for that. So beyond just the reveriues that 
‘we're trying to get to the teams so that they can stay here and we will lessen the burden on 
the taxpayer, we're trying to enforce our existing contracts. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you very much, Mr. Chair. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Mr. Cohen, can I just ask him a question because he mentioned the contracts both? 
Wouldn't it be the case theoretically that either the Teamsters Union because of the 
collective bargaining agreement or Aramark and/or Spectacor because of 2 contractual 
agreement they entered into with the Stadium Authority relative to exclusivity. Isn’t it a 
fact that they would have at least decent grounds to raise legal action against the public 
entities because we have.not — we have basically violated — I’m not suggesting that —- 
Mr. Schneider: 


~ I'm not going to build their case. I’d say it’s an issue we ought to be concerned 
about. 


Mr. Ferlo: 
T’'m not suggesting that they do that but I’m just saying if we want to talk about 


contractual agreements and grieved parties here in legal standing, I would suggest strongly 
that those two entities have it. I just want to throw that in there. 


Mr. Schneider: 


Again, I think that’s partly why we’re here. We’re putting the pressure on them — 
Mr. Ferlo: 


— they have a lot more than the taxpayer that’s been paying the million dollar debt 
on this stadium. 
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The Chair: 


‘Why don’t we just leave it as that, we have been talking about that issue. Isa 
very good point, Mr. Ferlo. Councilman Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. McDonald: ue 


For 1995, with a shortened baseball season and the poor attendance, it was in the 
neighborhood of $10 million, 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr, McDonald 


For the larger Steeler games, ‘Wwe anticipated it to be in the neighborhood of 
40 to $50,000 a game. 


Mr. Schneider: 


Tran numbers just in terms of if you just assume 1,000 per 30 vendors which on 
some that’s very high, on some that’s very low, it’s $30,000 a game. 











Mr. Cohen: 


‘You're talking about the peanut guy or the guy who sells the pennamts and 
tankards and stuff? 


Mr. Schneider: 

Right. That would be $30,000 a game which is $300,000 just for 10 Steeler games 
and that relates to $120,000 of direct income to the Steelers, that doesn’t even include ~ 
that’s again what I thought to be a conservative estimate based on my discussion with 
these folks. 

Mr. Cohen: 
How about the Pirates? Can you give me some ~ 


Mr. Sacco: 


One of the other problems with that, Danny, is like last Sunday, one of the biggest 
games of the year for the Steelers. N.F. L. properties, who have a right to the Pittsburgh 
Steelers and every other-football team in the league, came in and they did, they went 
around and checked and there is a lot of unlicensed merchandise being sold. Now, this 
don't reflect back to us or to you this reflects back to the team. N.F.L. properties gets on 
the Steelers then they in return fight Mark and fight me. 


Mr. Cohen: 
So, no pum attended -- 
Mr. Schneider: 


— in terms of the Pirates. My guess is in 199] when we were drawing $2 million it | 
would be at least if not more than double that. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Okay. So, Tknow that these are very no pun attended ballpark figures but you're 
saying $120,000 for the Steeler season and how much for the Pirate season 
approximately? : 








Mr. Schneider: 


Td say if they were drawing $2 million, at least double that. The Steelers 
obviously draw close to $600,000, the Pirates would draw close to it. 


Mr. Cohen: 


And, Mr. Sacco for the concerts and other events, can you give me some figure 
that you -- 


Mr. Sacco: 

~ depending on the act. I'll give you an example for the Rolling Stones last year 
where the group actually brings in Federal Marshals to enforce the bootlegging laws. 
‘They've arrested people at least making 30 to $40,000 per person. 
Mr. Cohen: 

These were people who are selling tapes and — 
Mr. Sacco; -. 


— tapes, T-shirts, hats, other paraphernalia. ‘We've arrested guys with $30,000 to 
$40,000 cash in their pocket. They travel around the country with various shows. 


The Chair: 
It’s $30,000 to $40,000 or $3,000 to $4,000? 
Mr. Sacco: 
It’s $30,000 to $40,000. 
Mr. Cohen: 
From that particular concert? 
Mr. Sacco: 


From a particular concert show. 
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Mr. Udin: 
This is based on what? 
Mr. Sacco: 
On a show like the sold out Rolling Stones concert. 
Mr. Udin: , 
Where did you get those statistics from? 
Mr. Sacco: 


It’s fact, I was in on it. 


Mr. Cohen: 
You were selling you mean? 
Mr. Sacco: -. 


No. IfI was selling, I wouldn't be sitting here. 
Mr. Schneider: 

Yes, that’s right. We’re in the wrong business, I’ll tell you that. 
The Chair: 

Okay, okay, we don’t want personal preferences at the table. If you’re answering 
Councilman Udin’s — I think what he’s getting at is when you say you were in on it, how | 
do you know this number? Do you watch them count it or bust them 
or— 

Mr. Sacco: 

+ they were arrested. The Federal Marshals arrested them and —- 

The Chair: 


~ you saw the money? 
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Mr. Sacco: 


Ob, yes. This is very normal for when you have 60,000 people to come to a rock 
show. I mean, it’s completely different than Comparing that to a gentleman selling 
peanuts. 

Mr. Cohen: 

‘Well, that’s illegal activity-and obviously has to be prosecuted but for products 
that they would be selling that would be — and this is going to be my next question to Mr. 
McDonald — products that they’d be selling that would be similar if not the same to 
products being sold inside the stadium, what do you believe to be the approximate loss — 
Mr. Sacco: 


— it’s very similar to a Steeler game. Pd base it on the 60,000 in attendance just 
like that. I mean, ’'m sure — 


Mr. Cohen: 


— you would say. about $30,000 per concert and bow many concerts did you have 
last year — this year rather? 


Mr. Sacco: 

Last year, we only had one but the year before we had four. 
Mr. Cohen: 

‘We're talking about very broad figures, we’re talking about — 
Mr. Schneider: 


~ I think what Jim’s talking about is in terms of going out and getting acts and the 
staff has done a wonderful job of getting it to where it needs to be for these folks to make 


money but one of the things they look at is, can they contro! the sale of their merchandise? 
It leads iniv the promoters bottom line. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Tunderstand, I understand. It looks like from your perspective we’re talking about 
a total of about $400,000 as I add these mumbers up. $40,000 ona good concert year, 
$240,000 from the Pirates, $120,000 from the Steelers. is that about — 
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Mr. Schneider: 


-- well, that doesn’t include the commissions that are paid to Charles, that doesn't 
include the bottom Ime. 


Mr. Cohen: 


No, I understand. All P'm asking is what you all think, and I’m kind of focusing on 
Mr. McDonald because you’: Fe gut there doing thts, wibet the revenue toss you beSeve is 
from these vendors? 


Mr. McDonald: 


The numbers you have there, you just used the revenue to the teams. Those 
numbers were quoted were 40 percent of a total so you’re looking at $300,000 for the 
Steeler games, $600,000 for the Pirate games in a good year. You're looking at close to 
$1 million in gross sales. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Isee. This would be directly to the team? 
Mr. McDonald: 

Correct. To the Stadium Authority. 


Mr. Cohen: 


So, it’s back to that old 60/40 split? I see, okay. Mr. Schneider, Councilman 
Onorato put forth an amend here and in there as you know, it says that vendors — it’s a lot 
of language there but the vendors would be able to meet with the Stadium Authority and 
possibly come up with an agreement, I don’t mean to paraphrase, but an agreement that ° 
‘would have to be approved by the Stadium Authority. What will the Stadium Authority’s 
policy be if this legislation passes with respect to meeting with the vendors? 


Mr. Schneider: 


Well, we provided you with three draft copies of those agreements that we’ve been 
able to strike with local vendors who have made investments in a joint venture with 
Aramark. Now, obviously those deals will be tailored to — 
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Mr. Cohen: 
— do we have those, Mr. Chairman? Tm sorry to interrupt you. 
The Chair: 
When did you provide those? 
Mr. Schneider: 
They were with the letter that was sent Over yesterday. 
Mr. Cohen: 
I did not see that, I’m sorry. 
Mr. Schneider: 


It could be that Valerie got the enclosures and maybe we didn’t send the 
enclosures. I don’t know if you have — 
Mr. Ferto: ; 
— we only got a cover letter — 
Mr. Schneider: 
—Im sorry. Do you have those, Valerie, with you? 
Ms. McDonald: 
I have them. 
Mr. Schneider: 


‘We sent over to you this letter with the enclosures and I guess we didn’t send the 
~enclosures. 


Mr. Cohen: 


If you could just explain it verbally and then provide us — 
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Mr. Schneider: 
~ Pll have Mike and Jim — they were crucial in negotiating this. 
Mr. McDonald: 
‘The contracts that we curently have — 
Mr. Cohen: 
— this is the three vendors did you say? 
Mr. McDonald: 


There’s two particular that we have contracts with that are under subcontract 
arrangements. One of them is, Antar Enterprises also doing business as Ramsey’s I. Mr. 
Ramsey — 

Mr. Cohen: 


~ did he speak at the public hearing? 
Mr. McDonald: 


No, he did not. He was not here. Mr. Ramsey pays to us basically 55 percent of 
his gross sales. Forth and one half percent that go directly to the Stadium Authority, the 
remainder comes for us and we obviously utilize some of our crude or move some of the 
stock, those type of things. Mr. Ramsey also operates generally at sold out Steeler games. 
IfMr. Ramsey chose to operate at a baseball game or an event where the entire teamster 
role was not used, he would also be required to use a teamster laborer. Same thing is with 
Primanti’s.- Primanti’s has a larger investment. His commission is a little bit less. His 
commission is, I believe, 40 percent but he is Tequired to use the teams for labor. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Do you have any vending agreement — Primanti’s, of course, is inside the stadium 
~ do you have any agreement with vendors outside the actual facility? 


Mr. McDonald: 


Currently, no.

Mr. Sacco: 


We've had, some have lasted and some have just like after they’ve sat down and 
talked with us really didn’t want to do it. We’ve had three others in the past that would 
have like to have walked away. 

Mr. Schneider: 


1 guess the answer is simple. Why would you come in and pay us commission 
when right now the judge has said you don't have to. 


Mr. Cohen: 


understand that. All I’m asking is — I asked you what you’re policy would be, 
your answer was we have agreements so that’s why I ~ 


The Chair: 
— what will it be if this passes? 
Mr Coben: ho ogi 

What will be your policy if this passes? 
Mr Schneider: 

I think what we'll do is try to negotiate something that is fair to all the parties. 
Obviously, the deal that we'd make with a peanut seller would be different than we would 
make wrth somebody who’s going to ~ 
M: Ferlo 

— but they have to meet the level playing field. 


Mr. Schneider: 


Yes. And, I think it has to work for both parties but I think the other thing is, that 
the staff is starting to look at whether there’s any way we can organize this in a cluster 
way so that we can help any outside vendors. Again, it’s a program. It more than just 
have it to be peopte running around on the campus that you could potentially look at what 
other facilities are doing in terms of organizing outside vendors and generating revenue 
streams for both parties. 
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Mr. Coben: 

You've answered my questions, thank you. 
The Chair: 

Is there any other questions? Councilwoman McDonald. 
Ms. McDonald: 


Did you all ever generate a report that delineates what type of revenue directly 
goes back to the city residents, taxes, whatever because when you talk about well we lost 
a million dollars and the Steelers lost this, there’s not a lot of sympathy in my heart for $1 
million players or big business entity. My concem is, how is it going to benefit the general 
Population and I understand we have to use those terms but for the general public their 
needs to be some type of message or information as to how million dollars going to the 
Steelers is going to benefit them. Pm just speaking in very relative terms. I have not seen 
a report nor bave I requested it but I think at this juncture at this time, I'm going to be 

Tequesting that I get a report to find out exactly how do the Pirates and the Steelers 
, benefit directly, dollars - Tim talking about numbers, the residents of the City of Pittsburgh 
when you all make a couple million dollars for a game in terms of concessions or 
whatever. How does it impact upon the residents. What’s kicked back in terms of people 
in the community? 


Mr. Schneider: 


Let me answer that in two ways. One, is I think that we can provide you with the 
economic impact statements that have been done whether you believe them or not, you 
know, I don’t know. Obviously, they’re those multipliers which show about the 
employment and the revenue generated of the football game or a baseball game and in the 
season in a whole but let me draw it real close to home. Last year because of what the 
staff has done at the facility in terms of bringing in concerts, we generated $660,000 in 
amusement taxes. That doesn't include the parking taxes, it doesn’t include the payroll, 
it’s just direct to the City in amusement taxes, $660,000. One of ways we can get Billy 
Joel and Elton John to come in there and do 2 $2. 1/2 million gig is by convincing them 
that we control our facility and they can merchandise their product and get the revenues 
from it. 


Ms. McDonald: 
Well, that’s what I am asking for. Not to belabor the point but I would like to get 


whatever studies that you would have so that I can Speak very clearly and very forthright 
on how do these games, when we talk about millions of dollars how does it — you know, 
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Boing to the stadium, going to this, going to the Steelers, if] — look, how does it benefit 
for as soar Of tes and that’s all because again this isnot a question specially 


The Chair: 
And, Mr. Schneider, on the answer that you Provide to Councilwoman McDonald 


and all of us you can also put in there the number of employees that work there and sins. 
the {at that we're re-negotiating with a new ownership for the Pirates and possibly wih 


Mr. Udin: 


Thad a question as to whether or not the Tepresentative of the vendors, the 
independent vendors, is here? : 


The Chair: 


Well, first we have to see if there is no objection from our colleagues. On 
Wednesday’s — 


Mr. Udin: 


~ well, there was no objection to the colleagues of the representatives curently at 
the table. 


The Chair: 
That’s becanse they were — 
Mr. Udin: 


— I just want to find out if they are here. 
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The Chair: 


Councilman, it’s point of procedure. These gentlemen get invited to the table 
because of their role and their capacities of the Stadium Authority. 


Mr. Udin: 

They have the same role and capacity. 
The Chair: 

No, they don’t. Let me explain. Anybody else that comes regardless of where 
they are inside of an issue, they can come to the table but the procedure is as long as 
there’s no objections that I have to ask that. 

Mr. Udin: 

I just mquired as to whether or not anybody was here? 
The Chair: 

Yes, there is. 

Mr. Udin: 
How do you know? 
The Chair: 

Because I saw the gentleman walk in — one of the vendor’s walk in. 
Mr. Udin: 

Who is he? 

The Chair: 
They're right here. I don’t know his name. 
Mr. Udin: 


No, I didn’t ask for the vendor. J ask for the representative — legal representative 
of the vendor. 
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The Chair: 

Oh, legal representative. I don't know, I don’t know. Is there a legal 
Tepresentative from the vendors in the audience, any vendor? Is there a legal 
representative of any vendor in the audience? 

Mr. Ferlo: 


No. The gentleman who the Councilman was asking was from 
‘Nigro & Malley and he’s not in the audience at this time. 


The Chair: 


I'm not trying to squash conversation. If they’re here, if there’s no objection, we'll 
bring them up. 


Mr Udin: 

Thank you. May I continue? 
The Chair. a 

Sure, you have the floor. 

M: Udm 

Dnd | understand you to say, Mark, that you would be amenable to working out 
some land of allowance of licensed vendors other than the exclusive A R.A. as long as 
T's controlled; is that what you said? 

M: Schneider: 

Jt will have to be in conjunction with A. R. A. based on our contractual 
agreements but I guess why we provided Councilwoman McDonald with those 
agreements, we've been successful at doing that and it’s worked both for Aramark — 
Mr. Udin: 


— that’s my question, when you say in conjunction with — Tight now, the only 
conjunction that A. R. A. has with other vendors is to license them for a fee; is that 
correct? 
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Mr. Schneider: 

Yes. I guess it’s working on a joint venture so that both parties can win. And, 
yes, we cannot under the way I believe our contract and what I think is right, bring 
somebody onto the grounds to compete with Aramark but we have been able to do joint 
vendors which has worked for both parties. 

Mr. Udin: 

Joint venture other than the kind of current ventures that we heard described at the 
public hearing. This gentleman in the back here who said that he is an independent 
business person, he has 2 license with AR. A to have a vending booth outside and he has 
one inside and he works and he pays A R.A. a certain commission — 

Mr. Schneider; 

~ he is really with — he is -- Mike, you explain that. 

Mr. McDonald: 


The gentleman that spoke at the public hearing is actually — he is in the room, he’s 
actually an employee of the Aramark Corporation. He is paid a commission. That is how 
his salary is — 

Mr. Udin: 


~~ so, he’s really an employee? Do you have any other kind of relationships other 
than that? 


Mr. Sacco: 
Yes. 
Mr. McDonald: 
Yes. 
Mr. Udin: 


‘What are they? 
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Mr. McDonald: 


We have them with the Primanti organization. We have them with the Antar 
Corporation. 


The Chair: 
I think the Councilman is referring to vendors outside the stadium. 
Mr. McDonald: 


The only one that operates outside is Mr. Ramsey — is the Ramsey operation is in 
a tent at Gate C, John Brewer. 


Mr. Udin: 
Is he outside by choice by any chance? 
Mr. McDonald: 


Mr. Ramsey wanted to come into the building. What we did, after speaking to 
hi, it became clear that it would be better to try it outside before he invested a large 
amount of money in building a stand. 


Mr. Udin: 

Better from your perspective or his? 
Mr. McDonald: 

His. 
Mr, Udin: 


Okay, I have no other questions. I still believe that the issue is David versus 
Goliath despite your contentions to the contrary. I think it isa question — I think that the 
way we treat this authority and the revenue generated by the games create is different than 
McDonald’s. It’s a quasi public business and this is a business decision. I don't think any 
of us have talked about anything other than business. It’s not business versus civil rights. 
Were talking about different perspectives of business and I don't believe that the taxpayers 
are being hurt by independent vendors out there. I think that ‘what will happen is when we 
Squash independent vendors from being able to access this market, those taxpayers and all 
of those attendants at these events are going to see the monopolies increase the prices and 
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that’s what’s going to hurt and squeeze them. I don’t think that we’re going to be 
squeezed by it. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Ferlo and then we’re wrapping this up for a vote. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Thave to respectfully disagree with my colleague and I want to — my last comment 
is, and to set aside all the economics and we're going to talk about people here and vahies, 
okay. When I look at the profile of the vendor community, the vendor community that’s 
in dispute here and in question and I look at the profile of the part-time lower wage 
worker who basically is benefiting from the collective bargaining arrangements and the 
arrangements with the Stadium Authority Board and the management, I see two profiles 
that are very distinct and different. The vendor that we’ve heard from in the main, and 
Officer Fingerett’s an exception, but in the main often times the vendor is not even from 
the City of Pittsburgh, often times the vendor is not an individual who in fact is paying the 
business privilege tax and the mercantile tax and we may be talking about anywhere from 
30 to 60 individuals in terms of who we are benefiting. 


If you look at the profile of the rank and file or often times lower wage earner at 
the stadium who does at least have the benefit of the collective bargaining process whether 
it be the teamsters or the like. Often times you're talking about women, often times you’re 
talking about a lower wage worker. When I say a lower wage worker, I mean somebody 
who has to work the jean times and the mean times. They have to be out there in the rain, 
as Mr. Pollock stated, when there’s 2,200 people at the Pirates, they have to be there and 
they can be there at gravy time once in a while when we’re fortunate enough to host the 
all stars or Madonna or a playoff game for the Steelers but they always have to be there. 
But, at least that lower wage earner who often times this is his part-time supplemental 
income or for some it's their full income, but at least they have the dignity of some 
collective bargaining insurance and some fringe benefits. So, I would argue if you look at 
the profile who’s benefiting at the gas roots level because of the protections afforded to 
the business side of this, I would rather cite an error on their benefit as opposed to just a 
few individuals outside who were not as Councilman Hertzberg rightfully pointed out. 
‘There are hundreds and hundreds and hundreds of people that parade across the bridges in 
order to get to the stadium property and I think Mr. Onorato’s bill here would still allow 


‘ultimately vending activity but not on the property in question. So, when it gets down to 


just what you we’re really talking about and I know a vendor who made $3,400 cash, 
worked one Steeler game and I know there were no taxes paid and I know some of the 
merchandise was not paying the franchise fee that is a level playing field when they have to 
distribute their equipment or the gentlemen in the audience, J apologize for not 
remembering your name, when he has to pay his concession items and I know there is a lot 
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more cash involved than what we’re talking about and that’s why I really choose to come 
down on that side. 


The Chair: 


- As prerogative of the Chair, I'm going to have my closing comments if there aren’t 
any other questions but I’it check. Tjust want to ~- I listened here all day. I just want to 
end because | adamantly disagree with Councilman Udin today only because I agree this is 
a business and I agree that you’re going to have to pay more if this gets passed, if you're 
the guy going to the stadium. But, P'l tell you what a study shows that people going to- 
that stadium I think it’s 30 percent of the people going there are city residents plus 70 
percent are suburban residents. This isn’t even about how much you pay for a hot dog. 
This is about protecting the little guy and the little guy are the senior citizens and the 
people that live in my district that probably never go to a game that have a $20 million 
loan put into this, another $8 million loan put into this and we have to protect that 
investment. If that facility was owned by the Rooney family or the McClatchy group, we 
‘wouldn’t even be sitting here talking about this. They would own the parking lots, they 
would own the building and they could do what they want as 2 private owner. The only 
difference is this is a quasi government facility with a lot of City of Pittsburgh tax dollars 


Theard -- there was a few claps here earlier but I’m sorry to say but I have 47,000 
in my district that have been funding this facility for years because the county refused to 
help us except recently with the RAD. The City of Pittsburgh residents have been paying 
through their nose on this facility. This is to protect the investment that’s down there 
Tight now, take the burden off the backs of the little guy, the guy paying the taxes, most of 
them on fixed income, a few of them working in our districts and I resent the fact that the 
media is characterizing this as if we're kicking off some poor little peanut vendor. We're 
talking about on one hand from the media telling us to come up with a creative way to say 
this — T'll tell you what, why don’t we all just sit here and vote for no public dollars to go 
into the stadium. We'll shut down the stadium, tell the Pirates to leave town, tell the . 
Rooneys’ to move out of here and let’s see how much Money those vendors make on a 
ramp when there’s no activity in there. Let’s look at the realities of major league baseball. 
‘We didn’t set the — Councilman, I didn’t interrupt you. Pm not stretching it, I think it — 
that is a stretch as far as saying that we're worried about the little guy paying more for a 
hot dog. That's the reality of it because I'll tell you what I sit on the Stadium Authority 
and this break 60/40 it’s getting worse. The way stadiums are going now, the teams are 
“getting almost 100 percent of their revenues from concessions and that’s the way we're 
going to have to go if we want to keep them here. It’s a decision we have to make. 
Either we shut down the stadium or we keep it open. T’m still in favor of keeping the 
teams here. Can we call the vote - Councilman Cusick, do you have to add something? 
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~ Mr. Cusick: 


I don’t think there’s no difference. I think it’s cut and dry. I don’t think there’s 
any difference than the City selling master vendors license for the Regatta and not 
allowing anyone else to come within the Point State Park so I think it’s cut and dry.

I would like to suggest maybe we 
go in order of the bills that you have on 
you, in addition, there may be some that 
were submitted individually by my 
colleagues. I would suggest we do the 
Operating first, since that was the first bill 
read, as opposed to the Capital, which is 
the last bill, if there’s no objection.

So, if you tum to your Operating 
folder, and I would ask maybe our 
assistance from Mr. Onorato on this, that 


we maybe go through, and I’m going to 
ask — I’m not offering the amendment 














regarding the Public Safety Director, we 
haven’t filled the position in five years, I 
don’t know why it’s in there, but I think a 
majority is just not clear or undecided on 
the issue. So, I’m not offering that 
amendment at this time. 


Councilman Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


Mr. President, as you go through 
the Operating folder of amendments, let 
me just point out that there are no 
proposed amendments from the 
Administration in there. I personally don’t 
have any with my name next to it. The 
two sheets you have in there, the 
Councilman who’s sponsoring 
amendments are named there, and that’s 
Councilman Hertzberg on the one, and 
Councilman Ricciardi on the other. So, at 
this time I think it would be appropriate 
just to go to the sponsor of the 
amendment. 


The Chair: 


Absolutely. We’re going to go to 
the sponsor. Since I was first on the bill, 
Pm just making it clear, I’m not going to 
offer it at this time. A number of you have 
indicated that you are expressing the 
concern that [I have, that if we haven't 
filled the position in five years, why do we 
keep budgeting the position. I don’t think 
it’s really worth arguing about, we'll try to 
tesolve the issue in the coming year with 
the Administration. 


So, turning actually to what’s listed 
on your sheet as a continuation of Page 1, 
and I would call maybe on Councilman 
Hertzberg regarding the second 
amendment. Counciiman Hertzberg. 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. The 
real crux of the issue with this second 
amendment is the legislation that we'll be 
getting to later, should work out fine, 
relative to the Street Cleaning Fine. 


Last week we discussed increasing 
that fine from $7.00 to $20.00. I will later 
be offering an amendment to increase that 
fine from $7.00 to $15.00. And, the 
amendments, as you see in front of you, at 
least the last three, which I think are the 
real substance of the amendments, relate to 
that. 


We had projected $250,000.00 
increased revenues with the fine at $20.00. 
With the fine at $15.00, we’re projecting 
$200,000.00 in revenues. And, to get the 
Community Enrichment Program, which is 
what this is all about for me, I think it’s 
what - I think Council speaks in one voice 
relative to community enrichment, and my 
goal has been to restore that program in 
full, to continue what it was, and to make 
it what it was supposed to be when we 
planned it in 1994. 


So, we have an amendment that 
would bring the revenue down to 
$200,000.00 but would increase by 
$50,000.00, the revenues under Rentals 
and Charges, Departmental. I’ve kind of 
outlined it in a handout that I’ve given to 
you. And, that would come from an 
additional revenue of $6,000.00 in the area 
of refuse collection, $25,000.00 in the area 
of picnic shelter rentals, and $19,000.00 in 
the area of ball field rentals. 


And, what I’ve done is I’ve been 
working with the Administration on these 
figures. The figures that I proposed last 
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week, the estimated revenues last week, as 
I indicated then, were very conservative 
figures, and the Administration, myself, 
our Budget Director Dave Keller, are very 
comfortable with re-allocating these 
additional revenues in those areas and still 


believe these figures are conservative 
today. 


The other amendment under Parks 
that I’m proposing is for two Aquatics 
Coordinators. With the initial proposal 
from the Mayor to close half the 
swimming pools, those positions were 
eliminated, and by oversight in our last 
round of amendments, the two positions 
were not included that need to be included 
to operate the City’s swimming pools. 


Mr. Onorato: 
Second on the amendments, 
The Chair: 


Thank you. And, Councilman, 
could you clarify that the Administration 
1s also supporting the Aquatics Instructor. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes. The Administration actually 
Proposed that particular amendment. 


The Chair: 


And, please, for, at least myself, 
who voted in favor of the ball field 
revenue and the revenue from 
Environmental Services, albeit, a reduction 
in what I wanted. Could you indicate 
again in your amendment, what is the 
revenue that’s from the Street Cleaning 
Ticket Fine increase, is that listed here? 
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Mr. Hertzberg:

Can I just ask a personal privilege 
here, is it possible to vote separately? I 
mean I want to vote for your bills, but I 
don’t want to vote for the increase in the 
tickets.

Now, Councilman, the 
second revenue, is in relation to the other 
revenue, as opposed to revenue from the 
street cleaning. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes. The next line item here is the 
one that relates directly to Street Cleaning 
Fine increase from $7.00 to $15.00. 
Again, this is part of a package to restore 
full funding for the full Community 
Enrichment Program. Without this line 
item here we’re not going to be able to do 
that, and I want to thank everyone for all 
their remarks earlier today, and those that 
~ I think we all regret having to increase 
any fees, but I think any fee increase here 
is a reasonable fee. We're not asking 
anyone to pay something totally absurd or 
irrational at all. Some of the fees are user 
related fees, including earlier the 
swimming pool fees that still don’t get 
anywhere near covering our actual cost of 
operation. When we talk about the Street 
Cleaning Fee, particularly, right now at its 
current level of $7.00, that fine is less than 
the fine that you receive when you have a 
parking meter violation. 


And, we've heard from our 
Director of Public Works, Deputy Mayor 
Sirabella also, that this is a serious 
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situation, for two reason, one, safety wise 
it presents a terrific safety hazard when 
you have street cleaning apparatus having 
to jump out into the middle of the street to 
avoid a parked car, and, number two, from 
the perspective of those that want their 
streets cleaned and can’t get them cleaned 
because there’s cars parked there. It’s a 
little more serious of a fine, so that the 
increase the $15.00, is a reasonable one. 


And, I would also like to mention 
that the bill, as amended, and as presented, 
even last week, contained two defenses 
that are written into the legislation itself. 
Number one, if the street cleaning does not 
occur that day, there are to be no fines 
levied, and, number two, if it’s after the 
street cleaning, whether it be within the 
time zone or not, if you have street 
cleaning from 8:00 to 12 noon, and the 
actual cleaning occurs at 10:00, once that 
cleaning bas occurred, a resident could 
pull their car in and park and not be in 
violation of this provision. Thank you.

because at the last Committee Session, 
unfortunately three Members were absent 
during the vote and there was one 
abstention. So, I thought there was a 
possibility that the two packages could 
pass. 


The first package that I would like 
to put forward is the first three line items, 
dealing with the Assistant Chief of 
Operations, the Assistant Chief of 
Prevention in the Fire Division, and also 
the early retirement health care. So, I 
would like to move on that package. 
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And a majority of votes of Council 
being in the affirmative, the amendment 
passed finally. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, colleagues. On the 
outset, let me say, the next package is not 
Supported by the Administration, but I 
would still like to bring this forward. 


The next package, I would like to 
make a motion to approve, which will 
decrease our Health Care Line Item by one 
million dollars and increase the Premium 
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Pay Line Item in the Fire Division by one 
million dollars. I would like to move for 
approval. 


The Chair: 


There’s @ motion on the floor, is 
there a second. 


MR. COHEN seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 
Second for discussion. 
Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 
Thank you. On that note, 


colleagues, there’s no denying the fact that 
the Fire Bureau has been under-funded by 
2.5 million dollars, if one carefully 
reviews the contractual arrangements 
between the Administration and the fire 
fighters. On that note, I] have grave 
concerns, because I believe there are 
certain services that are very essential in 
the City of Pittsburgh, and one of the top 
priorities of this body and the 
Administration needs to be fighting fires 
and preventing fires. And, by under- 
funding them by 2.5 million dollars, I’m 
not sure, and I don’t believe the 
Administration is sure, if they can carry 
out the responsibilities. 


I was very disappointed that the 
Administration came to the table, be it, our 
Fire Chief, the Deputy Mayor and our 
Budget Analyst and was not able to tell us 
how they were going to save 2.5 million 
dollars, but instead, and we know how the 
budgetary tactics work, instead just 
decreased vacancies and premium pay. 





On that note, I think we’ve been 
making some strives in our health care due 
to the Administration’s initiatives and the 
support of this body, we see savings of 
next year up to two million dollars, and 
hopefully, out of arbitration for the police, 
we're going to have an additional million 
dollar savings concerning their own health 
care once they join the City, which it’s my 
understanding and it has been reported that 
the Police Department supports that 
particular move. 


I think that decreasing the Health 
Care Line Item I think we’re also going to 
give the extra incentive to the 
Administration to save dollars in terms of 
health care. 


So, the amendment is very clear, it 
will decrease the health care by one 
million dollars, well continue savings on 
that. We'll review the police arbitration 
very carefully and we'll have the 
additional incentive to save monies 
concerning all of our employees and on 
the way we carry out our health care 
programs and preventive programs in 
order that people, quote, do not get hurt in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 


And, I think it’s very important 
that we put this million dollars and restore 
the funding into our fire fighters. 


T respect one of my colleagues who 
stated, well, it’s not going to be us, 
though, to close any fire stations. But, 
what I’m saying is, I think this body does 
not support closing fire stations in the City 
of Pittsburgh As a matter of fact, the 
body as a whole and in particular Mr. 
Ferlo, Mr. Onorato and myself initiated 
legislation, and we went to court to stop 
that, but we stopped it on a zoning issue 
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and not on the ability of the 
Administration to close a fire station. 


I don’t see much recourse that we 
have, because I would rather have the 
money in there and give the additional 
incentive to save on health care and be 
able to use that money for fighting and 
preventing fires in the City of Pittsburgh. 
I don’t want in any way the 
Administration to say we closed a fire 
station, or we laid off fire fighters, because 
the money was not in the budget, that’s not 
going to happen, because we could say, 
yes, the money is in the budget, it’s the 
additional million dollars that we've put 
into the budget. 


And, Mr. President, you’re right, 
the Mayor can close a fire station, can 
layoff fire fighters on his own, but let that 
Mayor, let that Administration do that, 
because they make the conscious effort or 
the decision to do it and not because they 
could come about and say, well, the 
money wasn’t there. 


So, I’m going to conclude by 
saying, let’s put the money there. If fire 
stations close, I in no way want to be a 
partner in that decision or that act of this 
particular Administration. Thank you.

I think right now, looking at the total 
budget it’s something that we can do, 
because you're referring to Teprogram 
money, even under your amendment. So, 
I'm going to support both amendments, 
but I think we should vote separately.

I do want 
t point out, we had a lot of questions to 
Depury Mayor Sirabella regarding the 
Picket Fence Program. I think the 
Admunistration was first to admit that 
there were some problems in the program.

The last amendment is 
to try to recognize that basically we’ve 
held the line and, in fact, in the last few 
years, have greatly decreased the amount 
of available funding to Pittsburgh 
Community Services, at the same time we 
Tecognize that just cost of living inflation 
alone, we have a decrease in the ability of 
the agency to survive, increased cost of 
food, incteased cost of their Operating 
Budget. So. even though they've held 
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their own this past year, in effect, it still is 
a net decrease in inflation and cost of 
living. The attempt here is to try to 
provide them some additional 
administrative support. This is an agency 
that has cut back all of its staff to a shorter 
work week, even though they are working 
physically 2 longer work week. At the 
same time they basically have moved and 
‘we want to help them secure the Pittsburgh 
Community Services Block Grant that 
they get from the Federal Government 
through the State, that’s over $800,000.00, 
and I would ask that one of my colleagues 
move this, since I can’t make a motion.
